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HISTORY  OF  MORGAN  COUNTY. 

KT  WISTON  k.  flOODaPBKD. 

DESCRIPTION.  OROANIZATION.  ETC 

PHYSICAL   FBAirRBB. 

THE  oouQtv  of  Morgan  is  in  toany  respects  one  of  the  moet  favora- 
bl;  located  tncis  of  coutitr;  in  the  State  of  Indiana.  It  is  withia 
ID  hour's  ride  of  the  Stale  capital,  and  is  buuniled  on  the  north  hy  U«q< 
dricks  and  Marion  Couniiea.  on  ttie  east  b;  JutinMon,  on  the  south  bj 
Brown  auil  Monroe,  and  on  the  wmt  by  Owen  and  Futnau.  The  county 
eoDtaina  450  Hjaare  milen,  or  291,800  aorea,  and  ig  watered  b;  the  W«st 
Fork  of  White  River,  and  by  its  bnmohes,  White  Lick  Creek.  Mud 
Cr«^,  Big  Indian  Creek.  Stott's  Creek.  Clear  Croi?k,  Barnott'e  Creek, 
Rhotkt*  Creek,  Mill  Creek,  and  by  other  amullcr  streams.  Tlip  Tallejs 
are  extremely  fertile,  and  produce  miimally  Urge  crops  of  f;rain.  The 
numerous  bluffs  along  the  principal  'water-counies  are  suitable  for  gmzing. 
There  is  an  abundance  of  timber,  consiBting  of  poplar,  walnut,  while  oak, 
bickory,  beech,  maplo  and  other  vurietiea.  An  abundance  of  excellent 
building  atone  is  found,  and  is  near  the  surface  and  eaHily  obtained.  Na- 
rife  gold  aad  copper  have  been  found  in  small  quantities,  The  sanitary 
eonditiODS  are  very  faTorable,  aa  the  porosity  of  the  soil  atid  the  rolling 
character  of  the  Mr£we  prevent  the  development  of  malaria. 

THE  IMMAN  CESSION  T»EAT7. 
The  county  was  formerly  the  undisputed  home  of  the  Miami  tribe  of 
Indians.  Here  ihey  had  lived  for  an  indeterminate  period  of  years, 
anmelHtcd  by  tbe  whites.  The  earlier  race,  known  &»  Mound-Builders, 
•0  (ar  as  can  he  learned,  left  no  traces  of  their  presence  in  the  county. 
The  ease  Is  different  with  the  Indiiuia.  They  were  here  when  our  fathers 
came,  and  mingled  freely  with  the  white  men.  The  rapid  settlement  of 
the  Stale  after  the  war  of  ]$12-15,  uid  eepecially  after  the  battle  of 
Tippecanoe  in  1811,  when  the  power  of  the  Indians  was  completely 
erashed.  led  to  numeroas  treatiea,  whereby  the  Indians  ceded  to  the  Go?- 
amment  various  tracta  of  land,  and  retired  toward  the  setting  sun.  The 
DrlnwarM,  many  years  before,  had  obtained  from  the  Miamis  a  large 
tnct  of  land  in  Central  ludiuna.  In  October,  1818.  at  St.  Mary's, 
Ohio,  the  MiamiA  and  Delawarett  ceded  to  the  United  States  a  large  tract 
of  land  in  Central  and  Southern  Indiana,  including  the  present  county 
of  Morgan,  except  n  nmatl  portion  in  the  southwestern  part,  which  bad 
been  reunqaishcd  at  an  rarlier  date.  This  was  scurccly  done  Wfore  the 
white  settlers  began  to  invade  the  present  county  in  search  of  homee,  and 
the  survey  of  tho  laniU  was  oommenccd.

later  Congressional  enactments  granting  and  modifying  the  right.     It  is 
estimated  that  sixty  or  seventy  fnmilies  were  living  in  the  county  on  the 
lat  day  of  January,  1821.

Those 
who  had  come  in  previously  hastened  tn  the  land  oflice  at  Brookville,  and 
entered  the  claims  they  had  squatted  upon  or  pre-empted,  and  ninny 
others,  who  had  uot  yet  been  in  the  county,  came  in  search   of  homea. 
Perhaps  two-thirds  of  the  early  settlers  were  from   the  Southern  States, 
mostly  from   Kentucky,  but  largely  from  Tennesaee,  Yirgitila  and  the 
Carolinas.

They 
would  probably  eqoal  in  numbers  those  named  above  who  never  resided 
io  the  county,  so  that  the  above  lints  may  be  taken  ns  showing  to  within 
a  close  figure  the  povulatioD  of  the  county  at  that  time.  Probably  170 
familiea  resided  !n  the  county  by  January  1,  1S2S.  This  would  repre- 
sent a  jKipuIatioD  of  abcot  800.

Tlie  territory  comprisiag  Morgun  Oountjr  was  n  portion  of  tliat  cxton- 

■ive  iract  of  couDirji' secured  by  cession   from   the  Detaware  uml  Miami 

Indiana  in  1818,  and  known  as  the  "  New  Purchise."     The  next  le^al 

provision  concerning  the  t«rritory  composing  the  county  was  an  act  of  the 

State  Legislature  approved  Jaiiuarj  20,  18^0,  tho  socond  ftection  of  tho 

act  beinj*  as  follows  :

Tliis  act  tn&de  all  of  the  present  Morgan  County  east  of  the  meridian 
linen  part  of  Delaware  County,  and  all  west  of  that  lino  a  part  of  Wa- 
bash County.  Tbe  first  electjona  held  in  the  county  vrnre  before  its  crea- 
tion, and  after  the  passage  of  the  above  act,  or  during  the  yean*  18*20  and 
1821.  and  the  returns  went  to  the  county  nents  of  Delaware  and  Wahaah 
Counties  rcipeoUvvIy.  It  is  impossible  to  tell  whcru  they  are  uow.  as 
thme  cuunties  then  were  widely  different  in  size,  form  nnd  location  from 
what  they  are  at  present.  In  1821,  the  rapid  settlement  of  the  t«'rritDry 
CorapoKing  the  county  made  it  apparent  to  the  settlers  that  a  new  county 
ought  to  be  create<l  for  their  benefit,  and  accordinj;ly  at  the  scMion  of  the 
Lt^slature  of  \B'2\-^2  a  petition  from  the  residenl*  was  formally  pre- 
Bentod,  praying  that  such  an  cnnctmenc  might  be  puscd.  Accordingly, 
the  following  act  was  introduced,  pai^sed,  and  approved  by  the  Oorernor  :

On  th«  Ist  or  JaDUorj,  1822,  James  Bigger  was  commissionei  Sheriff* 
of  tha  new  county  by  the  Governor,  and  empowcrod  to  cnll  nn  oleclion 
for  four  Jastices  of  tne  Peace,  one  Clerk  and  Recorder,  ttnd  two  Associate' 
Judges;  butngbc  failed,  in  aome  manner,  to  do  a«tlirevtcil,  bis  comniiB- 
aioa  waa  droppcil  or  revolcil,  and  Benjn.min  Cutler  was  cominiHisioncd  on 
ike  16th  of  Januarj,  1822,  to  take  bis  place  and  call  tbe  necessary  eloc- 
tioo.  This  election  was  held  earlj  in  1822,  with  the  following  result: 
}iHtie«fl  of  tbe  Peac&^I^iarkin  Reynolds,  Samuel  Reed,  Jumoa  Burris  and 
Uirara  Mathowa,  all  four  of  whom  received  eommissionB  from  the  Gov- 
ernor, dated  May  22.  1822 ;  Clerk  and  Recorder— Goorj^e  H.  Heeler  ; 
AjBodate  Jodgeo — Jacob  Cutler  and  John  Gray,  who  were  commissioned 
Uarch  iA,  1622. 

FIRST  SBS^fO."*    OP  TBB  CODSTY  JySTIC'ES, 

Prior  to  the  year  1831,  the  County  Board  (now  tbe  three  Countv  Com- 
niwionen)  compriBcrlall  the  Juatieesof  the  Peace  in  the  county.  Iho  first 
CooDty  Board  was  the  Justices  elected  as  stated  above.  Tbcy  metst  the 
boaie  of  Jacob  Culler,  early  in  June,  IS'22,  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
aeaa.  One  of  tbe  first  acts  was  to  divide  the  county  into  townships,  and 
ordfT  an  election  held  in  each  for  the  necessary  officers.  The  number  of 
lownihips  erected  at  ibis  lime  was  four — WusbJngton.  Monroe,  Ray  and 
Hftrrison.  Jamcti  Shiebls  wna  appointed  Treasurer  of  the  county,  and 
Cbarlce  Bedor,  Surrcyor.  The  report  of  the  Oommiasinnent  uppuintcd 
by  iho  Legiilntore  to  locale  the  county  seat,  waa  presented  lo  the  board 
ftt  tbrir  Brat  session,  and  formally  accepted,  and  the  Commissioners  were 
paid  and  discharged.  Nothing  Airtber  cnn  be  slated  regarding  tbe  early 
wts  of  ibe  County  Bout),  owing  to  the  destruction  of  the  reoordfl  by  fire 
I  few  years  ago.     This  loea  waa  a  great  misfortune  Ici  the  county.

John  Grsynnd  Jncob  Cutler  producoil  their  commissions  as  Associate 
JadgcH,  and  Goorgc  H.  Boclcr  and  Buajatnin  Cutler  produced  theirs  aa 
Clerk  and  Sheriff  respectively.  Court  was  then  declared  open.  Tbe 
first  business  transacted  was  the  adoption  of  a  seal  for  the  court,  an  im- 
pression of  vrhioh  vfM  made  on  the  re^jord  of  the  court.  The  next  act 
was  to  admit  Hiram  M.  Curry,  Craven  P.  Hester  and  Calvin  Fletcher  to 
praoiice  lu  attorneys  at  the  court.  The  latter  was  appointed  ProBdCUting 
Attorney.  Larkin  Rcynolda  and  Jonathan  Williams  wore  appointed 
County  ComtniitHioners  to  6U  vacanciea  that  had  been  made.  Both  the 
Clerk  and  the  SherilT  then  gave  their  offioia!  bonds,  with  satisfactory 
security,  which  were  approved  by  the  court.  The  first  suit  was  a  case  in 
chancery,  Jacob  Cutler  vs,  J.  M.  Cox.  The  defendant  not  being  a  resi- 
dent of  the  Statu,  the  notice  of  the  pendency  of  tbe  iuit  was  ordered 
published  tour  weeka  in  the  Indianapolis  Gcuetiet  notifying  him  that  un- 
teiu  he  appeared  at  the  next  term  of  ibe  court  to  answer,  the  complainant's 
bill  would  be  taken  aa  confessed,  uad  acte<i  upon  aooordio^ly-  The  court 
then  at^oomed. 

TUB   SECOND  CIECUIT  COPRT. 

This  session  was  begun  at  the  house  of  Jacob  Cutler  on  the  28d  of 
September,  1822,  present,  John  Gr.iy  nnd  Jacob  Cutler,  Associate  Judges. 
It  having  bL>i!Q  made  oiauifesl  tbata  place  for  holding  court  had  been  pre- 
pared at  Martiosville,  the  now  county  sent,  the  Judges,  in  nccordanco 
with  the  enactment  for  the  formation  and  organisiition  of  Morgan  County, 
beforo  proceeding  to  business,  ordered  an  adjournment  of  the  court  to  the 
house  of  George  H.  Beelcr.  in  (he  town  of  Martinsrille.  Tbe  court  re< 
assembled  at  1  o'clock,  P.  M.  Daniel  B.  Wiek  and  James  Whitoomb 
were  admitted  to  praclioo  law  at  the  court.  The  Sheriff  returned  the 
following  list  of  Grand  Jurors:  Jesse  Siark,  Conrad  Burns,  Benjamin 
HoiTmaTi,  Jesse  Mnlhollen,  Humphry  Harris,  Wibon  Taylor.  Thomas 
Lee,  Joshua  Taylor,  John  Caldwell,  Solomon  Tucker,  Jameft  Donnard, 
George  CruLchGeld.  Eli  Hadtey,  Jainea  Shields,  Witlia.m  Hadley.  Samuel 
Scott,  Sr,  Thomaft  Kced  and  Isaiah  Dressier.  Stark,  MulhoUon,  Wilson 
Taylor,  Caldwell,  Uonnard  and  CrutchSeld  wore  not  present.  Samuel 
Scatt,  Jr.,  and  Richard  Day  were  added  lo  those  present,  and  the  Grand 
Jury  thus  constituted  were  sworn  and  directed  to  retire  under  the  charge 
of  Abraham   Kecdy,  Bailiff.     Tho  first  case  at  this  scuion  was  William

Christopher  Ladd  was  granted  a 
uoeoM  to  keep  tavern  at  Port  Royal.  John  Tiffany  prodnced  hiscommis- 
■on  as  Coronor  of  the  county,  and  Thomas  L.  Ualpin,  bis  us  Sheriff.

THE  TDIRD    ClftCUIT   CODBT. 


This  was  begun  at  the  court  house  in  MartitisTille,  on  the  Ist  day  of 
April,  inm.  beibre  Judge  Wick,  and  John  Gray  and  Jacob  Cutter,  Aaao- 
oate  Jadtfee.  Cephus  U.  Morris,  Han*ey  Gregg,  John  Adams,  Brecken- 
ridge  Smith.  Bethucl  F.  Morris,  KIkin  Nayler  and  Isaac  Naylor  were  ad- 
■Bitted  to  practice  law  before  the  court.  Thirty  cases  came  before  the 
court  at  this  session,  the  greater  number  being  for  astiault  and  baiterv. 
The  Grand  Jury  returned  eight  "  True  Bills."  The  first  Petit  Jury  were 
•ommoned  at  this  MAslon  to  try  the  ca9e  of  the  State  ti.  G.  W.  Pres- 
ton, for  retailing  liquor  without  a  license.  The.'c  men  were  Abncr  Cox, 
James  Linn,  Isaac  D.  Koffman.  Williuiu  Gregory,  Flunry  Pence.  Joseph 
Aolton.  James  Lladloy,  Thomas  Reed,  Je»se  Hooker,  Larkin  Keynolda, 
Hampbrey  Harris  and  William  Townsend.  The  defendant  was  found 
guilty,  and  damages  were  fixed  at  92  and  costa  of  suits.  The  plaintiff 
moveil  an  arrest  or  slay  of  judgment  on  such  a  verdict,  which  was 
granted,  and  be  was  diaoharged.

THB    KIRST    PROBATK    COURT. 

The  first  scaaioQ  of  this  court  waa  begun  at  the  house  of  George  A. 
Preatcn  on  the  iJd  of  May,  1822,  before  Jacob  Cutler  and  John  Gray, 
Asmciate  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Court,  who  proceeded  lo  appoint  Joiiatlian 
Watkins  ae  County  ComnisBioner  to  fill  the  vacancy  occaaionoil  by  the 
rMigDitioD  of  Larkin  Keynolda.  No  other  buainena  was  trannacted  at  this 
aonion. 

At  the  September  ■cssion.  1822,  before  the  Nanie  Judges,  the  first  bug- 
iness  was  the  iwQauce  of  a  citatioD  against  Edward  Applogate.  guardiao 
of  the  infant  heim  of  Isaac  Hollingaworth,  dcceuac-d,  counnanding  hijn  to 
appear  on  a  certain  day  to  exhibit  a  true  inventory  of  all  the  "  goods  aod 
chattels.  landa  and  tenements  "  of  the  deceased.  Nancy  Smith  and  John 
Reed  were  summoned  aa  witneaaea.  This  court  was  held  at  the  house  of 
Jacob  Cutler.  Nothing  eUo  was  done  until  the  80th  of  September,  when 
Mr.  A  pplegate  appeared  and  presented  the  following  inventory  of  the 
goods,  etc.,  of  Hollin^sworth,  deceased  : 

'*  Four  promissory  notes,  aggregating  ^132.75;  four  head  of  horaea, 
eight  head  of  milk  cnws,  two  head  of  steers,  one  heifer,  four  yearlings, 
6ve  calves,  feathers  for  two  beds,  three  coverlids,  five  bed  (luilt.'i,  two 
sheets,  nine  detf  plates,  pewter  pintee.   dishes  and  spoons,  one  earthcm 

Eiteher,  one  tin  coffee  pot,  tea  cups  and  aaucers,  one  ehovol-plow  and  two 
oca,  a  number  of  hoga,  twn  metal  pots,  one  drawer  knife,  one  pigon  and 
chum,  one  small  wheel,  two  weaving  slays,  two  belts,  two  empty  barrels, 
one  riQed  gun,  one  dutch  oven,  two  churs,  one  mane  saddle,  seventy- 
eight  acres  of  land,  one  aiove,  money  on  hand,  #T,  money  collected  from 
Jomca  Stills,  $11.25;  property  sold  to  wit:  li)0  pounds  of  pork.  663 
poaods  of  pork,  one  hog  sold,  two  sows  and  pigs  ;  property  in  Kentucky 
M  followa :  One  milk  cow.  one  wagon  and  gears,  one  bed  and  bedding, 
five  oonnter-panes,  three  pillows,  three  sheets,  one  trunk,  one  pot,  one 
pigon.  one  ax,  one  tin  bucket,  two  pewter  plates,  one  pewter  basin,  one 
chair;  amounta  due  from  two  men,  $5.50." 

This  inventory  is  givon  in  full  that  all  may  know  what  constituted  the 
real  and  porsonul  property  of  the  old  settlers.  Joshua  Taylor  was  ap- 
pointed udministrntor  of  LTollingaworth's  estate,  and  required  to  give  bond 
in  the  sum  of  $1,0U(J  for  the  faithfid  performance  of  his  duty.  Larkio 
Heynolds,  Presaley  liuckner  and  James  Lung  were  appointed  to  appraise 
the  estate.  Mr.  Applegate  was  to  support  the  heirs,  and  have  the  use  of 
ike  estate.  This  session  was  held  at  the  house  of  G.  tl.  Boclor  in  Mar- 
tinsville. 

In  March,  1828,  Tbomoa  L.  Galpin  aud  Thomas  Sailors  were  granted 
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MfMmvntary  letters  u  executora  of  the  estate  or  Jacob  Cobs,  decMtsed. 
Bii  p«reonil  c«(«t«  vns  ralaed  at  S[>16.12j.  And  so  the  r«eord  goee  on. 
Anoog  the  estates  settled  op  wilbio  the  next  few  years  were  thoae  of 
Joseph  M-  Stotts,  WillistD  linllaH,  loanc  Overman,  'Conrad  BursB,  John 
Paol.  Ira  Ashton,  EiJwari  Warrer,  William  Beeson,  Elijah  Knight.  John 
Winter.  Thomas  Dickens,  Robert  Brsdshsw,  Etr»  Wilcox,  Thorow 
Deakio.  BeDJamln  Packet,  Jacoea  P.  Vacce  and  Jobn  Douglass.  The 
first  Probat*  Coart  hold  at  the  coort  house  was  in  Septetnber.  1825. 
Probate  business  vras  done  bjr  the  Associate  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Court 
«nti)  1S2(t,  at  which  time  the  first  Probate  Judge,  John  Matthews,  took 
charge  of  thf  court  In  WHK  the  affairs  of  probate  were  merged  into 
thow  of  the  Comtoon  Pleas  Court,  and  in  18yS  into  th«  Circuit  Court. 

TRB    FTRST  OOHMON   PLEAS  COCBT. 

This  was  held  before  William  G.  Turick,  Judge,  beginning  on  iheSth 
of  April,  I  "^Si .  The  final  Bettlement  of  the  estate  of  John  Sima,  who  had 
ified  in  1843,  nnd  whose  nffaira  had  not  yet  been  wound  up,  wa.<t  the  first 
huiacts  before  this  court,  One  amount  of  pereooal  pn>perty  was  so  great 
that  the  various  inventories  corer  forty  or  dttj  pages  of  the  court  records 
The  Common  Picas,  which  iDclndcd  probate  matters,  was  u  separate  court 
until  1973.  when  it  was  merged  into  the  Circuit  Conn,  and  ttas  thus  re- 
nuined  antil  the  present  {1883}. 

COtJMTt  COURT  HOUSKit. 
The  first  courts  of  Morgan  County  convened  at  the  log  house  of  Jacob 
Cutler,  which  st^od  abont  one  block  north  of  the  norlhwcet  corner  of  the 
pablic  square  in  Mariinavitle.  In  1828,  the  work  of  erecting  the  first 
ODort  boose  was  began,  and  in  the  aatumn  of  1824,  the  building  was  m 
nearly  completed  that  courts  convened  there  for  the  first  time,  tta  ithown 
by  tlie  old  court  records.  The  building  vaa  a  two-storied  bewed-log 
boaae,  and  was  located  on  the  southwest  comer  of  the  present  public 
square.  The  upper  story  wna  low,  but  little  better  than  half  a  story,  and 
coataioed  the  jury  rooms.  The  lower  story  was  the  court  room.  This 
rooa  was  also  the  first  meetinghonse,  schoolhouse.  lecture  room,  etc.,  of 
Uartinsville.  The  building  wsm  about  25x35  feet  on  the  ground,  and 
waa  compaetly  built.  This  budding  was  used  until  1833,  when  the  con- 
tract of  ronstrncting  a  brick  court  house  on  the  squaro  was  let  to  Giles  B. 
Mitchell  for  about  §2,500.  Mr.  Mitchell  was  a  practical  brick-tnalcer  and 
brick-Uyer,  and  completed  the  work  in  1834;  but  the  woodwork  was  not 
finished  uuiil  about  two  years  later.  The  County  Board  was  compelled 
Ic  iasDe  "orders"  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  contract  price.  These 
oHets  depreciated  considenibly  in  vidue,  ihuugb  they  were  current  funds 
for  all  or<Jtnarj  expanses  in  the  county.  The  building  was  two-storied, 
and  was  about  8i)x40  feet  on  the  ground.  It  did  not  contain  the  county 
offices.  Theeo  were  in  business  or  private  buildings  until  about  1843, 
when  small  offices  were  erected  on  the  square.  About  18&5.  this  build* 
iaj|  wu  BO  dilapidated  and  unsightly  that  a  new  court  bouse  bcgao  to  be 
aSktd  of.  The  Qazette  of  March,  lft.'>ti.  having  in  view  the  incorpora- 
tion of  Martinsriile.  tboo  stroni^ly  talked  of.  as  well  as  the  erection  of  a 
tMW  ooort  hooHr  remarked  as  follows:     "The  old   court  house,  with  ita 
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cniinbling  foundation,  cracked  walla,  diseased  vindows,  shattered  vnnei 
drooping  spire  und  mosa-covered  copola,  looking,  as  Jud;;c  Hughea  re- 
marked from  tile  bcucli  at  llie  iaat  Circuit  Court,  '  like  »oaic  boiubtrdcd 
bloek-house,'  overlooks  one  vast  sea  of  conglomerated  water,  mud  and 
filth."  The  neceaeary  presauro  wae  brought  to  bear  on  the  County  Board, 
and  in  March,  1857,  orders  were  issued  for  advertising  for  bids  to  erect 
cither  a  combined  courthouse  and  jail,  or  each  to  be  built  aepnratcly.  the 
total  coet  not  to  exceed  9^0,000.  The  eontrsct  was  finally  awarded  to 
Perry  M.  Blankcnehip  at  about  that  price,  the  jail  and  court  houno  to  be 
built  together.  County  boridn  were  ordered  «old  lo  meet  the  expense. 
The  building  watt  completed  in  1H59,  at  a  cost  of  about  S^'^-'^'^t)-  This 
is  the  present  court  house  and  Jail.  The  court  roooi  is  above,  and  offices 
below;  the  jail  is  in  the  northvcflt  corner  of  the  lower  story,  and  the 
belfry  is  on  the  southeast  corner.  The  hall  extends  through  the  building 
from-north  to  south.  The  contractor  evidently  did  his  work  well,  as  the 
structure  is  now  almost  or  quite  as  good  bh  new.  On  the  8Ist  of  March, 
1^76,  the  records  of  the  county  in  the  offices  of  the  Clerk  and  Auditor 
were  largely  consumed  by  lire,  supposed  to  have  been  done  by  some  ras* 
cally  oflGcial,  to  conceal  the  evidenced  of  his  defalcations  or  other  crimes. 
This  was  a  great  calamity,  and  coat  the  coutity  many  thousands  of  dollars 
to  copy  what  remained  of  the  half-consumed  records.  Had  the  old  rec- 
ords not  been  destroyed,  this  chapter  might  contain  many  items  of  inter* 
eat  which  it  now  waote. 

QOUNTT    JAILS. 

The  first  jail  was  a  small  log  structure,  which  was  erected  on  the 
northeast  corner  of  the  square  in  1824.  It  was  built  of  heavy  timber, 
and  answered  the  purposes  of  the  county  until  1826.  when  it  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire.  Within  three  or  fonr  years,  a  brick  jail  was  built  about 
where  the  jailer's  house  now  is  on  the  square  by  Mr.  Sailors.  The  out- 
side  of  the  structure  was  of  brick,  the  inside  of  heavy  logs,  and  between 
the  two  walls  were  about  eight  inches  of  broken  stone.  This  waa  uMcd 
about  ten  years,  when  a  much  stronger  log  jail  waa  built  in  the  northeast- 
ern part  of  town.  This  was  used  until  the  erection  of  the  present  com- 
bined jail  and  court  house  in  18.'>7-/)9. 

THE  COUNTY    RKMINART. 

Ad  early  law  of  the  State  provided  that  certain  lines  and  penalties 
should  be  used  ns  a  fund  to  found  and  maintnin  a  seminary  of  learning  in 
each  county.  A  Trustee  waa  appointed  in  Morgan  County  to  care  for 
the  fund  an  it  should  accumulate,  John  Mathia  being  the  Grst.  The  law 
provided  that  when  the  fund  amouoled  to  $-100,  the  County  Board  at 
their  option  could  build  a  seminary.  Tn  the  spring  of  1824,  the  fund 
amotinted  to  over  $!^0.  It  ran  up  rapidlv  in  the  SO's,  the  receipts  for 
the  fiscal  year  1885  being  «114.23  ;  for  1836.  836!> :  and  for  1887,  879. 
In  the  year  1838,  the  fund  amounted  to  over  $2,000,  and  obout  that  time 
the  wont  of  erecting  a  two-storied  brick  seminary  was  begun.  The  house 
was  a  fine  etructure  for  that  day,  und  cost  in  the  whole  about  $-,001). 
The  first  teacher  was  David  Anderson,  who  taught  alone.  The  second 
teachers  were  Elijah  end  Hannah  Parka.     WtUiara  H.  H.  Terrell  la  said 
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10  iuve  besD  hn  culy  teacher.  H«  aftenrard  liecame  Adjutant  General 
of  tlie  Slate.  Rer.  Thomas  Conl«;  wiu  &iiuttier,  u  voa  a  man  named 
Btgham.  Excellent  nchools  were  held  thore,  >fuite  a  number  of  students 
coming  in  frotn  abroad,  paving  tuition,  and  bonnling  with  residenUi  of  tho 
town.  Aher  a  few  rears,  the  ioBtitution  largely  lost  its  character  as  a 
eonnty  Mcninary,  aoil  became  virtually  the  school  of  Martinsville.  Stu- 
dent* froim  distant  portions  of  the  county  ceased  to  attend,  and  the  insti- 
ttition  lost  the  influence  designed  by  the  fuundera.  While  the  schools 
thenia  were  at  their  be6C,  the  varioUR  oxp«[uee  were  paid  from  the  tuition 
Auged Htudents  and  from  constant  nccumulations  of  the  fund.  The  re- 
eripts  to  the  fund  in  1849  were  $410. 9S.  After  the  passage  of  t^e  com- 
man  school  law  in  185:f,  provision  was  made  by  tho  Legislature  that 
eoontj  setninanes  shoold  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  and  saosequent  col- 
lactioos  of  the  fund  should  be  paid  into  the  common  school  fund.  The 
setmnary  wu£  accordingly  a'.lrertised  for  sale,  and  tinally,  in  1854,  trans- 
ferred to  Andrew  Pinloy  for  $1,100.  It  passed  through  several  hands, 
and  in  1B56  vent  to  Mr.  Spark»,  who  tnneformcd  it  into  a  woolen  fac- 
tory. Mr.  Deturk  occupied  it  for  the  same  purpotte  during  the  rebellion, 
h  was  torn  down  about  l&ti. 

TEE  COUNTT  llBRAKt. 

An  early  law  provided  that  ten  per  ventutn  of  the  proceeds  of  lite  sale 
of  cocnty  lots  should  be  used  to  found  and  tnaintain  a  eounty  library. 
The  first  books  were  purchased  in  the  30's,  and  a  Treasurer  and  Libra- 
rian appointed.  Subsequent  collections  of  the  fund  as  fast  as  obtained 
were  inreated  in  more  books.  About  500  volumes  were  finally  secured. 
The  pri^ect  was  £r«daally  abandoned.  Township  libraries  were  furnished 
by  the  State  in  the  50's.  An  aggregate  of  more  than  2.001}  volumes  w&a 
secured.  The  McClure  be^neet  also  furnished  the  county  with  a  library. 
Many  of  these  books  may  yet  be  seen  scattered  throughout  the  county.

THE    COtlSTY    PAUPKBS. 


The  eariy  caro  of  the  poor  was  more  or  loss  defective,  hut  began  soon 
T  the  county  was  organized.  It  was  customary  to  "  farm  out  the  pau- 
rs  "  to  the  lowest  bidders  in  the  various  townships,  and  this  method  often 
resulted  in  placing  the  helpless  or  unfortunate  in  the  hands  of  animals  by 
nature  and  bypoeritcs  by  practice.  Sometimes  they  full  into  Christian 
hanils,  Bomeiimes  into  barbarous  hanilM.  The  plan  of  '■  fanning  them 
oat  "  coDtioaed  without  iotorruptioa  until  the  first  pour-farm  was  pur- 
chasol  on  the  22d  of  Jklarch,  1H44.  The  farm  was  bought  of  £uovb 
Orabam  for  $1,200,  and  comprised  120  acres  on  Sections  25,  26  and  36, 
Township  12  nortli.  Range  1  east.  On  this  farm  was  an  ordinary  dwell- 
ing, which  was  afterward  improved  and  enlarged,  as  were  the  stables  and 
fliorehouses-  New  buildings  were  also  erected.  A  Super! oiondent  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  farm,  and  numbers  of  the  county  poor  wer«  re- 
moved there.  Many  continued  to  be  ta.ken  care  of  in  the  townships,  and 
.this  is  true  of  the  proeent  time.     A  doctor  was  employed  by  the  year  or 
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^1rWt  to  prescribe  for  the  poor:  he  was  culled  the  "  County  Plijaicinn." 
learly  all  tlie  regular  medical  practitioners  of  the  county  have  officiated 
in  that  capnctty.  This  farm  coDtinucil  to  be  the  home  of  the  paupers 
until  1869,  «nen,  owing  to  it3  jtmiLlInesa,  the  County  Boanl  onlcrcd  it 
sold  and  a  new  one  purchased.  Wtlltam  B.  Taylur  was  uppolntcd  to  carry 
this  order  into  effect.  The  oM  farm  was  sold  to  Michnel  llainmons  in 
July,  1869.  for  §2.700.  The  new  farm  was  purchaacJ  of  W.  B.  Taylor, 
N.  T.  Cunningham  and  Jacob  Adams,  and  compriRed  about  120  acres, 
which  oo3t  about  $12,0UO.  Tlie  new  briclc  poor-house  was  completed  in 
1871,  and  coat  over  3**1.C0**-  'ho  briclc  and  Btone  work  being  done  by 
J.  B.  and  P.  F.  Douglas.  This  building  it  u  credit  to  the  county.  The 
annual  poor  expense  of  the  county  ia  now  about  $12.UD0.  Among  the 
later  Poor  Superintendenta  have  been  (j.  W.  Preston,  li^67  (the  poor- 
house  had  twenty  inmates  then);  Sampson  C.  VojlcB,  1868  (thirtv-one 
inmates) :  Charles  Day,  1870-75;  William  H.  Dryden.  187G-7&:  J. 
W.  Duncan.  1879;  Sylvester  Jackson,  1880;  George  W.  Walker, 
18i51-83.  For  a  number  of  years  past,  the  orphan  poor  of  the  county 
have  been  sent  to  Pliiinfield  to  be  cared  for  and  educated.  The  care  of 
the  county  for  ite  iniligent  nnd  helpless  ia  a  credit  to  the  humanity  of  the 
citizens.  Rwt  few  counties  of  the  Slate  show  greater  interest  and  care  in 
this  respect. 

TDE   FIRST   AOmCCLTURAL  SOCIETY. 

On  the  20th  of  November,  1837,  pursuant  to  a  notice  from  the  Coun- 
ty Commisaionere,  a  number  of  the  citizens  of  Washington  Township  met 
at  the  court  house  to  organise  an  agricultural  society,  in  accordaivce  with 
the  provisions  of  a  legislative  enaciraent  of  the  previous  winter.  W.  H. 
Craig  was  uinde  Chairman  of  the  meeliug.  and  H.  R.  Stevens,  Secretary. 
John  Bokles  addressed  the  assemblage  and  stat«d  the  object  of  the  meet- 
ing. Much  enthusiasm  wa.^  manirest«d.  and  the  following  persons  became 
stockholders  by  subscribinj;  their  names  to  the  constitution  and  by-laws, 
and  paying  to  the  Treasurer  31  ^ftch  :  J.  W.  Bowser.  Benjamin  Sweet, 
John  Eckloa,  P.  M.  BUnkcnship,  Jnm^s  H.  Sheppnrd,  P.  M.  Parke,  S.

The  membership  of  the  society  about  this  time  was  seventy-fire,  con- 
•iderabla  ioterest  being  manifested'  It  is  stated  that  about  the  time  this 
■ocietT  was  organized  another  started  up  in  the  vicinity  of  Monrovia. 
The  facts  cannot  be  given.  It  is  certain  that  four  or  6v«  years  later  there 
were  two  separate  agricultural  societleii  in  the  county,  as  an  account  of 
their  consolidation  appeared  in  the  (?4i»(/e,  published  at  Martin tivitle. 
The  second  fair  was  held  at  Martinsville  in  the  southwest  portion  of  the 
town.  A  small  yard  had  been  fenced  in,  to  compel  tho  curious  and  othtrs 
to  pay  each  a  fee  of  10  cents  ta  see  the  i;xhibita.  It  is  stated  by  Mr. 
Ray  that  several  eititens  presumed  that  they  coaM  pass  in  without  pay* 
ing.  and  when  they  were  refused  admission  unless  the  necessary  10  cents 
was  forthooming.  ihoy  went  off  in  high  dudgeon.  The  premiums  paid 
amounted  to  $128.90.  James  Prathcr  exhibited  u  small  but  fine  selection 
of  fruit.  A.  B.  Couduitt  delivered  an  address  'jf  about  an  hour  in  length, 
which  waa  published  in  full  in  the  "  State  AgTiuultural  Reports."  On 
the  second  and  last  day  of  the  fair,  the  rain  fell  so  incessuntly  tliat  not  a 
Udy  appeared  on  the  grounds.     An  excellent  showing  of  live  stock,  grain 
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and  regetablMwu  made.  It  U  believei]  that  the  thini  or  fourth  f&ir  vu 
helil  At  Centorton,  though  this  Ja  unoertain.  Iq  1865,  it  was  hcltl  &t  M&r- 
tinsvitle,  the  prvtniuius  p&id  amountinji  to  ^185.  Each  seaiion  the 
CouDtj  UoArd  contribulcil  From  8<'>0  to  9200  toward  pacing  the  expenses 
■nd  fitting  up  the  ground.  The  officers  st  this  time  were  Giles  Hi.  Sliteh* 
oil,  PreaidcDt  i  Aaron  Ro^e,  Vice  President;  Henrj  Sims,  TrciLSurer; 
0.  J.  Gteetner,  Secrelnry ;  W.  H.  Craig,  Uriah  Ballard,  W.  J.  Brag, 
W.  Q.  Oraj,  Jacksoti  Record.  Natbaa  Gilbert,  John  B.  Cox,  Jamen  Eg- 
bert, Cyrus  Wheiztfl,  Aiiioi  Iiawrence.  John  C.  Baker,  Campbell  Goss 
and  Jsmee  Ainkle,  Directors,  ^'o  fair  was  held  id  1856.  owing  to  the 
political  excitement.  In  1857,  a  large,  well-attended  fair  was  held  at 
Centorton.  And  so  they  continued  with  inoreaeing  prosperity  in  every 
branch.  Occaaioually  ii  year  would  pass  with  no  fair,  aa  during  one  nr 
more  years  of  the  rebellion.  Sometimes  the  society  caine  out  in  debt  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  Some  townships  of  the  county  took  no  interest 
whatever  in  iha  eaocess  of  the  organization.  Considerable  jealousy  has 
existml  between  Martinsville  and  vicinity  and  Mooresville  and  vicinity, 
which  has  resaltod  in  the  formation  of  two  distinct  agricultural  organiza- 
tions in  the  county.  The  one  at  Mooreavillc  has  leu  a  prtcariouii  exist- 
ence. One  was  organised  there  in  1870,  with  a  membership  of  lti-\  and 
a  capital  stock  of  $2,  ISO.  FifWen  acre.s  of  land  were  le:i.°ied  for  ten  years, 
of  Samuel  Moon,  on  Section  36,  Township  14,  Range  1  cast.  U  was 
designed  &s  a  union  organization  with  the  southern  part  of  Hendricks 
County.  Some  oxoellpnt  fairs  have  been  held  there,  litter  failures  have 
also  occurred.  The  society  at  Martineville  in  1879  bought  of  Morgan 
County,for  $1,586.75,  twenty  acres  a,nd  forty-nino  hundredths  of  an  acre, 
which  had  Formerly  belonged  to  the  poor  farm,  and  fitted  up  this  ground 
for  fairs,  the  first  being  held  there  in  1880.  The  gronndg compare  favor- 
ably with  those  of  other  counties  of  tho  State  in  buildings,  fencing,  sheds, 
track,  water  and  accommodations.  At  the  fair  of  1882,  about  500  pre- 
miums were  paid,  aggregating  about  $3,000.  Tho  present  officers  are  L, 
Sima,  President;  John  Nutter  and  L.  Guthnilge,  Vice  Preeidentji ;  S. 
M.  Guthridge,  Treasurer;  II.  A.  Smock.  Secretary;  A.  M.  Thornbure, 
Assistant  Sccretarv;  W".  G.  Bain,  Superintendent;  R.  11.  Tartcton,  R. 
S.  Aldrich,  John  Kirkham,  H.  R.  Stcveus,  N.  T.  Cunningham,  Harvey 
Oillaepy,  N.  Henley,  Thomas  H.  Dixon,  Henry  C.  Hodges  and  Merwin 
Rowe,  Directors. 

COCHTV  MEDICAL  SOCIETIES. 

During  the  summer  of  1865,  there  was  organized  at  Martinsville  the 
"Morgan  County  Medical  and  Surgical  Society."  None  but  physicians 
of  the  Allopathic  school  could  become  members,  and  the  society  was  a 
branch  of  the  State  Medical  Society,  and  subject  to  about  the  same  code 
of  ethics.  Among  the  members  wt'ro  S.  A.  Tilford.  R.  H.  Tarleton,  B. 
D.  Blackstone.  S,  H.  SchofioM.  W.  W.  Hoyt,  A.  W.  Reagan.  G.  B. 
Mitchell,  W.  A.  Todd.  W.  C.  Hendricks.  J.  J.  Johnston,  Dr.  Patterson, 
Dr.  Spencer,  Dr.  Keiper  and  others.  A  Board  of  Censors  waa  appointed, 
and  much  interest  was  manifested  in  the  discussion  of  topics  of  Interest  to 
the  profession.  Tho  society  gradunlly  went  down,  and  within  a  f«T 
years  meetings  were  wholly  abandoned. 
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Porauant  to  call,  &  numb«r  of  tbo  phjrsidftns  of  tbo  county  seat  and 
oib»r  points  in  the  couotv.  in«t  at  Ma.rtjnsville  on  the  25lh  of  April, 
187S,  to  organize  a  new  medical  society.  Dr.  Knight,  of  Paragon,  was 
mde  Chairman  and  T>r.  DoiiglaH,  Secretary.  A  oommittec  of  tliree  was 
appointed  to  drall  articles  of  auociattoa,  and  another  committee  of  foar 
WH  appointed  to  prepare  a  conslitmion  and  by-la«a.  Dr.  J.  11.  Knicht 
VM  elected  permanent  President;  F.  M.  Doaclas,  Secretary,  and  E.  V. 
GrcMi,  Treasurer.  The  fotloving  phyaictana  hare  been  members  of  this 
toeiety:  P.  H.  Perce.

ing, Qpon  signing  the  constiialion  and  paying  93  to  iht-  Treasurer."  may 
becon*  a  member  of  the  society  by  a  rote  of  thu  merabcm.  Further  than 
tliat,  any  person  upon  the  payment  of  9^  to  the  Treasurer,  and  the  pres- 
entation of  a  esrtiheaie  of  qualiScation  to  practice  medicine,  Irom  the 
Baud  of  Censors  of  the  society,  way  become  a  member  by  Tote  of  the 
Bsabers.  The  code  of  ethics  of  the  American  Medical  Society  was 
adopced.  The  reconls  of  tbo  society  show  great  intereet  on  the  part  of 
the  members.  Essays  on  importunt  medical  subjects  are  read,  and  pro- 
tracted duunusious  are  had  on  the  location,  character  and  treatment  of 
disease.  The  society  is  a  credit  to  the  medical  profession  of  the  coantj, 
though  many  of  the  most  successful  practitioners  are  not  members. 

Dr.  Kennedy,  of  the  county  Feat,  an  eclectic  pbysit;ian  of  snni 
proatineoce  and  skill,  lh  one  of  the  most  succeaAfii!  practitioners  of  Mor- 
nn  County.  He  in  about  the  only  representative  of  that  excellent  school 
m  medicine.  Homeopathy,  which  has  made  such  wonderful  strides  in 
•ueoMS  and  popularity  during  the  last  few  years,  has,  at  present,  no  rep- 

tfttiTe. 

MOIUIAN  COli.VTr  POLITICS. 

Unfortunately,  owing  to  the  deatniction  by  fire  a  few  years  ago  of 
the  tally  sheets  in  the  Clerk's  office  at  the  county  seat,  the  results  of  the 
early  eleetioru  in  Morgan  County  cannot  be  given.  Old  settlers  state 
that  tbe  county  was  Democratic  by  a  smalt  majority,  when  the  full  rot- 
rng  strength  was  out,  though  on  "ufT  years."  when  the  opposing  candi- 
date was  a  man  of  unusual  prominence  and  worth,  he  often  managed  to 
wtvst  tbe  spoils  of  office  from  his  less  fonunate  antagonist.  The  county 
WM  organized  in  lSi22,  but  politics  cut  no  figure  until  the  remarkable 
Pnaidefltial  contest  between  Jackson,  Adams.  Clay  and  Crawford  in  tbe 
aatomn  of  1S24.  The  administration  of  Mr.  Monroe  had  been  so 
and  conciliatory  that  former  partisan  lines  bad  been  altnoet  wholly

HalieiJ.  WbeQ  the  election  of  1824  wm  tranaferred  to  the  House  of  Rei>- 
resell Uitiven,  nnd  it  became  known  lliat  the  popular  voice  had  been  dis- 
regarded by  the  choice  of  John  Quincy  Adams,  partv  lines  went  ngaio 
strictly  drawn,  and  the  fir»t  decided  political  division  in  Morgan  Countj 
WM  experienced.  The  election  of  18^8  made  satififactory  amends  by  seat- 
ing in  the  Presidential  chair,  Andrew  Jackson,  one  of  the  most  popular 
PrQ6ideat4  the  nation  has  bad  einco  Washington.  So  touch  wa«  he  ad- 
mired for  the  peculiar  elements  of  his  cliitnictcr,  that  ho  was  ns  eke  ted  in 
1832.  So  firm  a  hold  did  he  secure  upon  the  popular  heart,  that  citi- 
zens throughout  the  county,  during  all  the  years  from  his  admin istration 
until  the  prceont,  have  proudly  and  publicly  announced  themeelrcs  as 
*' Jackson  Detnocratsi."  The  election  of  1886  resulted  in  the  selection 
of  Martin  Van  Buren,  whose  adminiBtratton  was  compelled  to  shoulder 
in  1837  one  of  the  most  disnstrous  financial  criuhc»  the  country  ha^  ever 
encountered.  Speculation  had  run  riot.  Tlie  wildest  viaions  of  tinnn- 
ciat  enterprise  had  token  possession  of  every  breaat.  Everybody  plunged 
recklessly  into  debt  under  the  insane  delusion  that  final  settlement  would 
be  the  careless  pleasure  of  some  future  day.  Jackson  rocoivod  the  honors 
of  the  speculative  madneM;  Van  Bureii  reaped  the  harvent  of  tares  and 
cheat.  When  values,  without  warning,  fell  prostrate  to  the  basis  of  act- 
ual worth,  the  failures  everywhere  were  appalling  in -numbers  and  mag- 
nitude.    Time  atone  soothed  the  desolate  sea. 

The  contest  of  1840  was  in  many  respects  remarkable.  It  was  the 
first  time  the  *'  Great  West"  had  come  forward  with  a  candidate.  The 
cultured  States  of  the  East  ridiculed  the  pretentions  of  the  friends  of 
Mr.  Harrison  by  scornful  allusions  to  tlie  log  cabins  and  the  hard  cider 
of  Indiana  and  the  Northwest.  The  suggestions  were  caught  up  with  & 
shout  by  the  friends  of  tho  Whig  candidate,  end  in  their  thousands  of 
public  gatberinga  hard  eider  and  log  cabius  and  canoes  were  the  most 
popular  and  prominent  features.  Mr.  Harrison  was  elected,  and  the 
Whigs  were  in  ecstasies. 

The  contest  of  1844  was  really  upon  the  question  of  the  admission 
of  Texas  into  the  Union.  The  Whigs  opposed  the  admission,  to  prevent 
an  increase  of  slave  territory,  and  the  Democrats  favored  it  for  the  oppo- 
site reason.  The  election  of  Mr.  Polk  was  a  triumph  of  the  Democrats, 
and  insured  the  admission  of  Texas.  The  partial  returns  given  beloir 
of  this  election  in  Morgan  County  were  gathered  from  the  half-con- 
samed  records  stored  in  boxes  in  the  hall  of  the  court  house :

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Thi*  exhibit  does  noi  properly  represent  the  result  of  the  election  in 
Korgui  Coan^  if  the  stiitemcnts  af  oiti  eettlera  ar«  u>  be  relied  npon. 
The  election  of  Mr.  Polk  open  the  isane  above  Btat«<l  waa  taken  by  Mex- 
in  H  a  HU]»in«nt  of  the  question  that  Texas  wonld  be  &dniitie<l  into  the 
Uidoo.  Mexico  had  threatened  war  with  the  United  States  in  the  event 
of  tbo  annexation  of  Texas,  and  accordingly,  vhon  the  latlcrwa^  rormally 
ilmitted  to  the  sisterhood  of  States  carijr  iii  1^.0,  war  was  dt.'clared.  A 
fUl  company  waa  raised  in  Morgan  Counij  for  this  war,  refi^rence  to 
which  will  be  found  in  the  military  histAry  of  the  county  elaevhore  in 
An  Tolnme.  lo  the  meantime,  a  few  Abolitionists  had  appeared  in  the 
monty,  the  most  of  whom  were  Quakers.  They  inrariably  polled  their 
vote*  for  the  Liberty  or  Free-Soil  candidatee. 

In  1846.  David  Wilmot,  of  Pennaylrnnia,  introduced  in  Congresi  a 
lill  eailefl  the  "  Wilmot  rrortso."  which  stipulated  that  slavery  should 
W  excluded  from  all  territory  thereafter  annexed  to  the  United 
SiBiea.  Thia  bill  encountered  the  fiercest  opposition  from  the  Soathem 
Henbers  of  Congrees.  and  woa  finally  defeated,  though  it  formed  an  im- 
ptrtmnt  iaaae  in  the  Prt-^ideiitial  campaign  of  1848,  and  was  no  doubt 
MM  of  the  OODtnbutin^  caused  for  the  formation  of  the  Republican  party 
I  few  years  later.  The  "  Compromise  of  1850,"  introdooed  in  Congreaa 
by  Henry  Clav,  became  a  law,  and  was  regarded  aa  a  wise  measure  by 
both  parties,  though  the  old  issues  were  quietly  kept  in  mind  during  the 
nmpaign  of  1852.  The  Demoents  seated  ytr.  Pierce,  and  Gen.  Scott, 
the  Whig  candidate,  freah  with  the  taurela  of  victory  from  the  battlo-field, 
was  permaDCQtly  retired. 

In  l8o4.  the  adoption  of  the  Kansas-Nebraska  bill,  introduced  in 
Coogreee  by  Senator  Uouglaa.  virtually  repealed  the  oompromisea  of  1820 
and  IK&O.  and  kindled  a  flsme  of  indignation,  unknown  before  in  the 
history  of  the  nation.  The  bill  provided,  among  other  things,  that  the 
(Uisoas  of  the  new  States,  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  should  decide  at  the 
pells  whether  slavery  shoold  be  adopted  or  rejected.  Open  war  in  Kan- 
sat  was  the  reanlt.  Mass  meetings  were  held  ihroitghout  the  North  to 
dOMOBee  the  bill  and  adopt  personal  liberty  bills-  The  Morgan  County 
Om*ttt*^  edited  by  Edwin  W.  Callis.  in  18fi5  espoused  the  cause  of  the 
BMT  Bspablioui  party,  an>)  did  more  than  any  other  cause  to  transfer  the 
admiBistrBtioii  of  countv  affaini  to  the  new  party.  The  edllorislii  were  a 
ocdit  to  the  heart  and  \>mm  of  Mr.  Callis,  and  to  the  party  whose  pria- 
oplfls  he  so  ably  and  bravely  advocated.  The  Democratic  majority  in 
the  ootinty  had  begun  to  deoreas*  about  1852.  In  1855,  it  was  lees  than 
100.  and  iti  October,  1856,  0.  P.  Morton,  the  Republican  candidate  for 
Governor,  received  a  majority  of  eight  votes  over  A.  P.  WilUrd,  the 
DeoMKratic  candidate.  This,  so  far  aa  known,  was  the  first  lime  the 
Dsnocrscy  had  failed  to  carry  the  county.  Roth  parties  in  the  oounty 
baj;ht  with  nil  their  strength  over  the  November  election,  with  the  fol> 
lovmg  result :

This  was  really  the  fimt  decisive  victory  for  the  Whigs.  But  the  ex- 
citement OTer  ihe  ijuesiions  growing  out  of  slavery  did  iiot  die  out  with 
this  election.  In  li^58,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  decided 
ixtthe  Dred  Scott  case  that  elavorv  was  a  nttioniil  inatitutioii,  and  could 
Qot  under  the  coostitution  be  excludi-d  frum  any  State.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  renewed  excitement.  About  thie  time,  John  Brovn,  an  extreme 
anti-sliive^  partisan,  incited  an  insurrection  r>f  the  slaves  at  Harper's 
Ferry  in  Virginia,  which  resulted  in  the  hanging  of  himself  and  several 
of  hui  followers.  The  South  aoon  saw  that  the  rapid  settlement  of  the 
North  and  the  development  there  of  an  uncompromising  hostility  to  slav- 
ery, would  result  in  the  selection  of  an  anti-slavery  Ilepublican  President 
in  l$t}0.  They  therefore  declared  that  the  election  of  such  a  man  would 
be  regarded  as  a  sufBcient  menace  to  the  institution  of  slavery  to  warrant 
a  witlidrawal  from  th»  Union.  Thecitiiens  of  Morgan  County  were  awake 
on  all  the  exciting  iasuca  of  the  day.  After  the  election  of  IB.'ifi,  the 
county  went  back  to  the  Democrats,  hut  only  by  u  feeble  majority,  which 
was  decreased  in  1858  and  still  more  so  in  1K69.  The  contest  in  18t!0  was 
of  the  most  exciting  character.  Both,  or  all,  parties  in  the  county 
thoroughly  organizea,  and  maaa  meetings  were  held  everywhere  witn 
music,  vocal  aud  instramentaJ,  and  torch-light  procesaioDu  in  bright  uni- 
forma.     The  result  was  a«  foUowe  : 
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The  RvpnblicaD  majority  continaed  to  increase  after  this  election. 
The  issue  of  1864  was  whether  the  war  shoald  be  continaed  or  abandoned. 
Great  concern  was  manifested  over  the  result.  The  retnms  in  Morgan 
Connty  were  as  follows:  Lincoln  and  Johnson,  1,798  votes;  McClellan 
and  Pendleton,  1,283  votes,  giving  the  BepublicanB  a  majority  of  510. 
The  vote  by  townships  cannot  be  given-  The  Hepublicans  were  over- 
joyed, and  the  Democrats  were  correspondingly  depressed.  The  result 
of'the  election  of  1868  was  as  follows :

BISTORT  OF  HORQAN  COUNTT. 


Great  oppaaitiou  had  been  brougbt  to  bear  upon  the  administration  of 
Geo.  Grant.  He  was  severely  criticised  by  the  opposing  party  in  the 
varioas  departments,  especially  in  his  financiiU  management  of  the  coantry 
and  is  the  civil  service.  Many  Repablicans  were  dissatisfied  with  his 
management  of  the  finances,  and  attributed  the  hard  times  to  bis  adminis- 
tration.  The  result  was  that  many  Republicans  and  Democrats  united 
to  defeat  his  re-election  in  1872.  The  following  is  the  result  in  this 
county : 

NOVBHBEB,   1872. 
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Seventeen  votes  were  cast  in  the  county  for  the  Bourbon  Democratic 
ticket — O'Connor  and  Julian.  From  this  vote  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Republican  majority  had  begun  to  decline.  This  was  encouraging  to  the 
Democracy.  Soon  after  this,  the  Greenback  or  Independent  party 
sprang  into  life.  Its  origin  was  mainly  due  to  the  hard  times  reaulting 
from  the  depreciation  of  values  in  end^voring  to  return  to  a  specie  basis, 
and  to  strong  opposition  to  national  batiks,  and  to  the  refunding  of  the 
Government  bonded  debt.  The  old  parties  were  divided  by  about  the 
same  old  issues.     The  result  in  the  county  was  as  follows : 
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This  WHS  a  still  greater  reduction  of  the  Kepablican  majority.  The 
Bepoblicsn  caodidates  were  seated  bj  an  electoral  commission ;  and  the 
ncceasfiil  financial  management  in  retaming  to  a  specie  basis  and  the 
general  prosperity  of  the  country  were  the  causes  which  elected  the  Re- 
pablican  candidates  in  1880.  The  Greenback  party  had  become  quite 
■trong.  The  attack  upon  the  national  banks  and  upon  (rovernment  bonds 
was  continued,  and  a  reform  was  demanded  in  the  ciril  service.  The 
election  resulted  as  follows  :

Since  this  election,  tbe  Republican  mijoritj  has  be«n  confide riibly 
rcducud.  The  PuisoeraU  are  ooiiGdeat  or  carrying  the  county  in 
Novemhcr,  1884. 

POPUI.ATIOS    or   THE   COUNTY. 

The  estimftted  population  of  the  countv  in  the  summer  of  1820  was 
250.  In  1830,  the  population  was  5.59^ ;  in  18-10.  10.741 ;  in  1850, 
14,576:  in  1860,  16,110;  in  1870.  lT,.-.28;  and,  in  1880,  18,899. 
John  Vawter  was  the  ooosus  taker  in  1820. 

THE   AKTISIAVKBV    MOVKMKNT. 
In  1840,  the  Quakers  livinji;  in  the  northern  part  of  the  count;  or- 

fanized  the  Westfield  Mnnthlv  Meeting  of  Anti-slavery  Friends,  al  ihe 
cad  of  which  were  John  Doan,  Robert  Doan,  Eli  J.  Snraner,  David  Doan, 
George  Hadley.  John  B.  Hadley.  John  Pfoff.  William  Hadicy.  ff.  E. 
Carter,  Asa  Balee  and  many  other*.  The  Doans  wore  Mpecially  aetire 
in  the  moVement.  Before  the  orgitnization  of  the  meeting,  back  early  in 
the  thirties,  strong  ground  was  taken  in  opposition  to  slavery.  Mr.  Sum* 
ner,  yet  living  at  MoorcBviile,  claims  to  nave  made  the  Srst  anti-slavery 
iMoch  in  the  eounty.  It  was  in  a  dcbat«  in  a  tefaoolhoUBe  northwest  of 
Mooresvillc  in  183d,  with  Rev.  Mitchell,  a  Presbyterian  miaisu-r,  who 
had  come  from  Tennessee.  The  minister  affirmed  the  right  of  slavery 
and  brought  forward  the  Rible  to  sustain  his  position,  but  Mr.  tSumner 
managed  to  head  him  off  with  the  name  powerful  authority,  and  wa!< 
awarded  the  victory  by  the  judges.  Lfite  iu  the  forties  and  during  the 
fillies  this  society  helped  oft' scores  of  colored  refugees  who  wen?  traveling 
hy  the  Undergriiund  Railroad  from  atripcs  and  bondage  to  the  free  soil 
of  the  dominion  of  the  Britisb  Queen.  Many  others  in  dilTereiit  paria  of 
the  county  were  similarly  engaged.  In  1H48,  an  organiziktion  was  ef- 
fected, and  a  county  free-soil  ticket  put  in  the  Held,  but  the  vote  was  less 
than  100. 

COMMOK    Ayi>    GltAVELeD    KOaD.^. 

The  acts  of  Coagreaa  early  provided  thai  five  per  centum  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  Government  land  in  Indiana  should  he  used  to  con- 
etruct  and  maintain  roads  and  eun-iU.  tbr&e-Hftha  of  such  percentage  to 
be  expended  by  the  Legislature,  and  the  remaining  two-fifth.*  by  Congress. 
The  tnree-fifths  of  the  five  per  centum  became  known  as  the  "  Three  Per 
Gent  Fund,"  and  was  a  Godsend  [o  the  early  settlers,  as  it  constituted  al- 
most their  entire  revenue  for  the  construction  of  Htato  and  county  roads. 
The  county  was  no  sooner  organized  than  the  first  installment  of  the  fund 
iraa  received  from  the  Auditor  of  State,  and  immediately  expended  upon 
the  first  roads  of  the  county.  After  many  years,  when  this  fund  had 
become  well-nigh  exhausted  from  the  decrease  in  the  sale  of  land,  other 
funds  were  devised,  collected  ami  expendwd.  Early  in  the  fifties,  sev- 
eral corporate  organiiations  were  effected  for  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  toll  and  graveled  roads,  among  those  in  the  sixties  being  Clear 
Creek  Gravel  Road  Company,  Monrovia  >ft  Bellville  Gravel  Road  Com- 
pany, Monrovia  &  Hall  Gravel  Rusd  Company,  Brooklyn  Gravel  Uoad 
Company.  Mooreaville  &  Monrovia  Gravel  Koad  Company.  White  River 
Valley  Gravel  Hoad   Company,  and  others.     Later,  several  others  were 
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projected  anil  built.  Within  cli«  last  fire  jcars,  there  li&ve  been  iwii- 
■tnct«d  ftt  eountj  expense  the  following  gr&vel  roads  :  Martinsville  k  Re«- 
ard'a  Fernr  Grmrel  Koad,  fire  miles  long,  estimated  co9^  83,042;  the 
MartinsrilU  A.  Mahalaavillc  Gravel  Road,  sii  miles  loDg,  estimated  coAt 
17,620;  the  Taggarl  Station  &  Monroe  Coant;  Line  GniTel  Road,  two 
ntd  a  third  milra  long,  celimaiod  co?t  97,000 ;  the  Morgantown  k 
Joluwon  CounK  Line  Gravel  Ruad,  oot;  and  a  half  miles  Ions,  e9timat«d 
mat  9l,T00.  The  toul  estimated  cost  of  the  four  roads  is  $i22,562:  the 
ooontjr  has  three  or  four  toll  roada  owned  bj  pnrat«  corporations  now  in 
«p«ratioD. 

BAILROAD^. 

Tbeold  MartinsvilleJt  Franklin  Flat-bar  Railroad  was  built  in  IH47-52, 
aad  the  6rat  can  came  to  the  funuer  place  in  tli«  spring  of  1&53.  The 
{Tading  of  the  road  was  done  ftlmoet  wholly  by  citizens  along  the  route, 
and  when  this  wok  completed  the  Madison  k  Indiannpolifl  Company  fitt«d 
it  with  iron  and  rolling  stock,  and  operated  it  for  about  five  years,  when 
the  further  ruuning  of  trains  was  abandoned.  At  the  close  of  the  rebell- 
Ko.  Gen.  Bunisi<i«  obtainod  possession  of  the  road,  pot  down  T-rails, 
nt  on  •  good  clasa  of  rolling  stock,  and  extended  the  road  to  Fairland  in 
oMbjr  CooDty.  After  running  a  few  rears,  the  road  again  went  down, 
bat  some  time  afterward  pa8se<l  into  the  possession  of  certain  I^ew  York 
f«ni«6.  And  from  them  to  the  present  management — the  C,  I.,  St.  L.  k 
C.  CompaDT. 

About  the  year  1853,  the  New  Albany  k  Salem  Company  projected 
the  prwent  Indianapolis  k  Vincennes  road,  ajid  graded  it  throagh  ibe 
jfr«at«r  portion  of  the  present  length,  and  probably  wholly  through  Mor- 
|ao  CouQty.  fiul  there,  for  »ome  reason,  the  work  was  abandoned.  At 
the  eloee  of  the  war,  Gen.  Burnsido  secured  control,  and  fitted  the  road, 
DKMtly  on  the  old  grade,  with  suitable  rolling  stock.  The  old  grade  was 
en  the  opposite  aide  of  the  river  from  Martinsville.  About  the  time  Gen. 
fiomaide  aasnmed  control,  the  citizens  of  Morgan  County  donated  850.- 
000  toward  oompleting  the  road,  with  the  proviso  that  the  old  grade 
should  be  used.  This  offer  was  accepted  by  the  company.  But  soon 
after  this  MarliDSTille  and  vicinity  came  to  the  front,  und  oQered  the  oom- 
psny  8110,000  to  croo.^  the  river,  and  locate  a  depot  in  the  town,  which 
offer  was  accepted,  and  the  road,  thus  altered,  was  completed.  But  the 
citiMiis  who  h»d  donated  the  8^0,000,  declaring  that  the  contract  between 
them  and  the  company,  providing  that  the  rolling  t^tock  should  be  upon  the 
old  bed  bad  been  viulatcd.  rtfuned  to  pay  tliuir  duuntiuiitt,  and  suit  woe 
brought  to  collect  the  amounts.  After  several  years  of  lawiiig.  a  compro- 
mtse  was  effected,  whereby  one-half  the  donation  was  to  be  paid,  but  as  a 
matter  of  fact  only  about  $15,000  of  the  $50,000  was  received  by  the 
company.  MartinsTille  and  vicinity  bad  paid  the  830,000  according  to 
eoBtraot.  A  few  years  ago  the  road  was  leased  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Coapuij. 

TUB   CODXTV   PREaS. 

Tbe  first  newspaper  published  to  Morgan  County  was  established  at 
Martinsville  early  in  the  forties  by  James  Richards.  The  sheet  wa.-*  a 
ituail  folio,  was  printed  often  upon  paper  obtained  from  the  stores  in

town,  and  upon  a  small  vooden  press,  and  was  non-partisan.  It  con- 
tained coDsiaerabU  news  and  was  conducted  «  year  or  more,  and  th«a 
abandoned.  The  second  paper  wb«  Mtablialtvd  at  Moorcsrille  daring  the 
euDamer  of  1846  by  Thomas  L.  Worth.  It  was  a  five-column  folio,  iritti 
columns  fully  half  an  inch  wider  than  the  iinual  site,  and  was  non-par- 
tisan- It  wa»  called  the  Mooresville  Ohroniele,  and  cost '*?2  per  year 
when  produce  was  taken  and  len  per  centum  ofT  for  cash  in  advance'  In 
1851  or  1652,  it  was  removed  to  Martinsvi Up,  where  the  name  was 
changed  to  Morgan  Countt/  Gazette.  Mr.  Worth  issued  it  irregalarlj 
ami]  the  12th  of  May,  1855,  when  it  was  purchased  by  Edwin  W.  Callia, 
whu  enlarged  it  to  a  six-column  folio,  and  fixed  the  subscription  at  81>25 
per  annum.  During  tlie  political  excitement  late  in  the  fiuiee,  and  dur- 
ing the  war  of  1861  to  1865.  ih«  paper  under  Mr.  Cullis  exerted  i»ii  ex- 
tremely powerful  influence  over  a^ira  in  th«  county.  Ita  Kt^ publican iam 
and  loyallT  to  the  Government  were  of  the  moat  ardent  character.  In 
18.^7,  J.  \V.  Howard  vob  connected  with  the  Gazettf.  T.  F.  Omer  was 
aeeociated  with  Mr.  Callis  from  June,  1857,  until  the  latter  partof  1858 
or  theearly  partof  1859.  A.  A.  Bnrrakmnn  was  his  ossocialoin  1861  and 
1862;  W.  H.  Smith  during  the  first  yenra  of  the  rebellion,  and  J.  V. 
Mitchell  for  Iweiaty  tnonlhs,  beginning  in  October.  1870.  In  IS70,  the 
politics  of  the  paper  became  Independent,  and  were  enbsecjuetitly  gradu- 
ally changed  to  Democratic.  Several  other  important  changes  were  mads. 
In  about  1874,  A.  and  L.  O.  Callia,  daughters  of  Mr.  Callis,  became  own- 
ers and  publishers  of  the  paper,  Mr.  Callis  stilt  remaining  editer  aad 
manager.  The  paper  is  now  uWQcd  and  published  by  Liizie  0.  Callis, 
present  State  Librarian,  and  is  edited  by  Mr.  CalliB,  the  veteran  printer 
who  has  been  at  its  head  for  twenty-seven  consecutive  yeara.  The  pi»pcr 
is  the  Democratic  organ  of  the  county,  is  ably  managed,  hag  a  large,  use- 
ful circulation  and  a  liberal  advertising  andjob  work  patronage,  and  is  a 
credit  to  the  editor  and  the  Democracy  of  the  county. 

In  July,  1656,  P.  S.  Parks  and  C.  S.  Uilbourne  established  at  Mar- 
tinsville a  Democratic  newspaper  called  the    Martian   County  Monitor. 
The  sheet  was  a  eix-column  folio,  and  was  an  able  and  earnest  advocate  of 
the  Democratic  principles  of  that   stormy    period.     After  a  few  yeara, 
various  changes  were  made  in   the  ownership  and    management,  all  of 
which  cannot  be  given  here.     The  paper  was  called  the  Clarion  during 
the  war.     John  Storey  was  connected  with  it  during  the  early  stagee  of 
the  rebellion.     Hilbonrne severed  his  connection  with  it  in  18^2  or  1868. 
I..eonard  H.  Miller  published  the  sheet  in  1868,  jternred  a  large  eircula-      \ 
tion  and  the  proceeds  thereof,  and  then  decamped,  it  is  said,  between  sun-      ■ 
set  and  sunrise.     About  July,  1863,  the  name  was  changed  to  Morgan 
County  Sxpreta.     During  the  latter  part  of  the  war,  and  later,  the  paper      \ 
was  owned  and  managed  by  W.  B.  Bums  and  B.  U.  Bainbridge.    About 
the  yettr  1867  the  paper  was  discontinued.     Under  some  of  the  manage-      j 
mentti,  the  paper  wa!«  nright,  newsy,  and  exerted  a  strong  influence  over  tns      ' 
politic8  of  the  county.     Under  other  managements,  ic  led  a  precarious 
existence,  and  was  suspended  for  short  periods. 

Soon  after  the  Gazette  left  the  Ropublicnn  party,  in  1869  or  1870, 
the  prominent  members  of  that  party,  feeling  lost  without  an  organ, 
raised  a  subscription  of  about  ¥^00,  and  advertised  for  a  practical  printer 
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1?  on  and  fouQc]  »  new  pnper  at  the  county  »pai,  RDd,  tooordJDgljr, 
.  Eagle,  uf  tlie  Puuvillv  t'nivtt,  iiiiswere<J  tlic  call,  parohaBod  iritli 
t&e  monej  suUcribtrd  a  full  office  oulfii,  and  on  tlits  11th  of  Aiif;ast, 
1870,  issaed  Uie  GrBt  number  of  the  Martinsrillo  Itepttblican^  s  seven- 
eolamn  folio  newspaper.  J.  G.  Bain  became  editor,  though  he  had  no 
Mcaaiarj  iat«reet  in  the  enterprise.  Acaon)^  those  who  had  ruined  the 
hads  to  esiahtiah  the  pnper  were  T.  B.  Mitchell.  J.  J.  Johnelon,  J.  R. 
IcbeltOD.  William  Kcnticdy,  J.  R.  McBrido  and  u  few  others,  in  all  about 
right.  The  paper  eucouulere<l  lh«  wvcrest  oppi>sitioti  fruui  the  QazeUe 
aod  from  the  Democrata ;  but  after  two  yearo  of  iacessant  warfare,  became 
veil  Mtabliibed,  with  a  steadilv  increatilng  circulation.  About  the  Ist 
of  Decembor,  1870,  the  entire  office  wus  sold  to  J.  C>.  Bain  aod  Heorj 
Smock,  the  latter,  having  be«n  a  practical  printer  in  Chicago,  becoming 
|Mbltsber,  and  the  former  continuing  ns  editor.  About  this  time  the 
p»par  became  an  cigbt-colamn  folio.  During  the  lutter  purt  of  1874, 
llr.  Smock  sold  bis  interest  to  3fr.  Bain,  since  which  lime  Shell  Parks, 
C.  8.  Crary,  G.  W.  Ryan,  John  I).  Whitted  and  Elmer  Whitted  have 
bMD  connected  with  the  paper  at  dilforent  periods  a.<i  vriter»,  witliont 
owning  an  interest.  In  May,  1882,  S.  W.  Mac?  bega.n  work  upon  the 
paper  u  associate  editor,  and  is  thus  cngagwi  at  present.  In  the 
utomo  of  1874,  the  sheet  btwaniu  a  scvon-column  quarto,  und  in 
May,  1882.  a  Hix-column  ((uario.  the  entire  paper  being  printed 
oa  the  Dew  steam  cylinder  power  press  purchased  at  chat  time  at 
a  total  ooat,  including  rouoh  new  material,  of  over  $1,200.  This  wa.<i  the 
Gnt  steatD  press  ever  in  the  county.  ^nA  is  the  only  one  up  to  the  present. 
Tka  paper  is  the  official  organ  of  the  Republican  party  in  the  cuutity,  has 
a  wide  circaUtiou  and  a  saijsfactury  job  itnd  advertining  patronage,  and 
il  ably  edited  and  managed  by  .Mr.  Bajti. 

In  about  1869  or  1870,  Lang  &  Wdl  issaed  at  Mooreaville  three 
Dombera  of  a  paper  called  the  Vindieater,  which  then  died  for  the  want 
of  breath.  Prof.  £.  H.  Oorland  then  took  the  office,  with  Benjamin 
Dakin,  and  the  sheet  was  issued  suocmsfatly  for  about  a  year  and  n  half 
under  the  name  Enterprise.  P.  T.  Macy  then  bought  the  eistabliubmcnt, 
and  Jatnec  II.  Burke  became  editor,  conducting  it  thus  two  or  three 
yean,  when  Mavy  sold  out  to  Charles  McMichols,  a  young  man  yet  tn  his 
teens,  who  made  a  failure  of  the  enterprise  within  a  year,  and  the  prop* 
erty  went  back  to  Mr.  Macy.  Burke,  who  had  gone  to  Ohio,  came  b&ok 
and  Cook  L-borge  of  the  oditoriiU  depuriuienl,  and  the  paper  becnine  the 
Herald.  A.  W.  llaadibo  was  coQoectcd  with  the  office  for  &  short  time. 
Aboat  1874,  Burke  bought  the  paper  and  continued  it  until  It^TT,  and 
than  Bold  oat  to  E.  F.  'lenaant,  who  ran  the  office  until  16>0,  when  it 
wflot  to  a  atock  company  and  became  [he  Monitor.  A.  W.  Macy,  now 
of  Ai»  Ii£artiD«villo  Aipuhlicanj  became  editor,  but  in  September,  183L, 
ralirBd,  and  was  suooeeoed  br  ^-  A.  Hunt,  the  pre.4ent  editor  and  maa- 
kfir.  The  paper  has  b«e(i  Repubiican  under  all  the  marLagcmonts,  has 
al  present  a  larger  circulation  than  ever  before,  and  has  a  fair  job  and 
idvertisiDg  patronage. 

Morgaotown  has  eryoyed  the  luxury  ofseveral  newspapers.  In  1878. 
^TQliMB  D.  And  John  Evw  h«;^an  to  issue  a  xmalt  neutral  sheet,  called 
Uis  HorgantovQ  Cyclone.     Unliko  utherstorms  of  this  nature,  it  created 
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no  defltruction  of  lif«  or  properly.  After  vonlinuing  a  year  or  two,  the 
office  was  soM  and  removed  to  Drown  County.  After  an  interral.  the 
Bsme  press  was  brought  back,  and  G«orge  AllUoD.  Benior  sn'l  junior, 
eUrtcd  a  n«v  neutral  paper  called  the  Morgantown  Sunthine.  It  seetnod 
so  appropriate  to  bare  sunshine  after  a  cTcloac.  that  the  contrast,  aa  was 
thought,  would  be  ao  n-clcoinc  that  all  would  take  the  paper  and  contrib- 
ute to  its  support.  Bm  the  people  neemed  to  love  cyclone  better  than 
•uoshiiie,  poBsibty  after  the  theory  that  evil  deeda  seek  the  darkneas,  and 
did  not  support  the  new  paper  as  well  «s  they  did  the  old.  The  result 
was  itj  suspenaion.  It  was  revived  by  R.  M.  Dill  during  the  political 
compai^  of  1882.  but  it  then  died  without  prospect  of  future  life.  The 
office  waa  removed  during  the  summer  of  1883.

The  loading  lawyers  of  tlie  county  nest  at  pres- 
ent arc  F.  P.  A.  Phelps,  James  V.  Mitchell,  James  F.  Cox,  Levi  Fer- 
guson, Cyrus  E.  Davis.  H.  A.  Soiock,  George  A.  Adams,  John  S.  Kew- 
by  and  A.  W.  Scott.  Several  of  this  number  arc  young  men  just  begin- 
ning the  practice  of  law.  They  are  steadily  gaining  a  lucrative  practice. 
A  few  attorneys  of  the  t<>wn  are  lon^,  lean  and  lank,  pinched  with  alow 
starvation,  but  with  no  fauh  except  a  hopelosa  and  conspicuous  medioeri> 
ty.  Mr.  Cox  is  prominently  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  office  of 
District  Attorney.  Tliere  id  als9  a  Htmng  sentiment  from  the  county  De- 
mocracy to  nominate  him  for  UepreseotatiTe  to  the  Legislature.  No  other 
maji  of  the  county  could  make  a  stronger  canvass. 


IMPORTANT    1.KQAL   CASBS. 

Several  importaut  decisions  have  been  rendered  at  Mnrtinaville.  In 
about  1862,  a  man  Darned  Flynn  shot  and  killed  Terrell  Before  bis 
trial  he  broke  jail  and  esciiped,  and  hiA  wife  wan  tried  as  acccflnory  before 
the  fact,  and  ac^^uiltcd.  A  abort  time  before  the  war,  two  men  named 
Burns  and  Slonn  became  involved  in  a  drunken  quarrel,  which  resulted  id 
the  death  of  Sloan.  Bums  was  tried  and  acquitted.  During  the  war,  a 
Mr.  Kiltian  shot  and  killed  a  Mr.Hatley,  but  upon  trial  was  acquitted.  A 
Mr.  Gibson  killed  a  m^in  name^I  Mann  with  a  knife.  Upon  the  first  trial 
he  was  sent  to  the  penitentiary  for  twenty-one  years,  but  upon  the  second 
trial  was  acquitiod.  A  few  years  ago  two  men  named  Prioe  and  Weamer, 
living  at  Morgantovrn,  engaged  in  an  angry  altercation,  when  Weamer  was 
killed  hy  a  blow  on  the  hevd  with  a  stone.  Price<  was  sent  to 
the  penitentiary  for  life.  The  TuU-Kahb  divorce  suit  about  twelve  yean 
ago  attracted  considerable  attenlinn.  The  celebrated  divorce  case  of 
Abbie  McFarland  vs.  Hugh  McFurlaiid  was  tried  in  186!^  at  the  Morgan 
County  bar.      It  will  be  rcmomber(.'d  that  Hugh  McFarland  shot  Albert

Morgan  County  has  no  organization  of  this  character  except 
in  connoctioD  with  other  counties.  In  1869.  a  call  was  circulated  through- 
out  the  county  for  the  ort^nniEAtion  of  an  old  settlers'  society,  the  meet- 
ing to  be  held  at  Moorc!vill(j.  ani  other  counties  were  invited  to  partici- 
pate. The  call  was  signed  by  huudrcds,  and,  iu  1870,  the  first  meeting 
was  held  on  the  fair  ground  at  chat  town.  An  enormous  crowd  asaem- 
bled  firom  Marion,  Hendricks,  Owen,  Johnson  and  Mormn  Counties,  and 
.  a  most  enjovable  time  was  passed.  The  meeting  was  held  on  the  9th  of 
Augu»t,  ana  James  Blake,  of  Marion  County,  was  President  of  the  Day, 
and  Fielding  Beelcr,  Secretary.  Meetings  have  been  hoM  annually  since. 
A»  high  as  10,IJ00  people  have  a»aeiiiblcd.  The  old  nctlleni  have  no  ex- 
cuse in  not  reeording  theirexperienoea.  They  recount  their  personal  ex- 
perience of  early  times  to  one  another,  but  neglect  to  have  a  competent 
scribe  put  it  in  writing,  and  thuti  the  incidents  so  fill)  of  interest  to  their 
dcHoendants  and  so  valuable,  by  way  of  example,  to  the  growing  popula- 
tion aad  the  coming  thouaandii,  are  lost  irretrievably.  Such  neglect 
should  cease.  If  neceasnry  a  collectina  of  810  ahould  be  taken  nn  the 
grounds  and  paid  to  some  competent  man  to  take  a  brief  of  everything 
uidt  and  then  write  It  oat  in  full  in  proper  record  books.  Don't  forget

COUNTY     IKDEBTEDIIES8. 

When  the  county  was  first  organized  it  was  compelled  to  iseue 
"orders"  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses.  The  court  houses  of  1824 
and  1834  were  built  in  this  way,  the  orders  being  afterward  taken  up  as 
the  county  funds  allowed.  Probably  the  first  issue  of  real  county  bonds 
wad  when  the  present  combined  court  house  and  jail  was  built.  They 
were  not  wholly  redeemed  until  after  the  rebellion.  Smaller  issues  were 
afterward  gold  to  secure  ready  means  to  build  various  bridges.  When  the 
new  pour  farm  was  bought  and  a  new  poor  houne  built,  about  thirteen 
years  ago.  more  bonds  were  sold.  In  June.  1873,  the  Commissioners 
sold  8fi9,O0O  worth  of  county  bonds  to  secure  funds  to  build  bridges 
over  White  River,  at  Waverly,  and  at  the  county  seat,  and  to  fence  toe 
court  house  square  with  iron.  En  187d,  they  ordered  S50,00()  new  bonds 
issued  a.nd  sold  to  refund  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest  the  old  bonds  which 
were  drawing  ten  per  centum  interest,  the  other  810.*-'*^*^  having  been 
paid  before.  The  county  farm  bond  debt  raised  the  entire  bond  debt  t<i 
about  875,000.  In  Mzj,  1682,  the  outstanding  bonds  amounted  to 
$60,500,  which  sum,  in  Docomber,  1882,  was  reduced  to  about  9^0,000, 
the  present  county  bond  debt.

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TEMPERAXCE  WORK. 

For  the  following  bets  in  relation  to  the  temperance  work  done  in 
Morgan  Countj.  the  pablisliers  are  indebted  to  the  contribution  of  E.  J. 
Samner.  Es'|.,  a  resident  for  nenrlj  6fty  years  of  the  vicinity  of  Moorci- 
vil!c.  anil  n  promini-iit  worker  in  the  temperance  cause.  The  contribator 
divide)!  ibe  trestment  cfthe  subject  into  three  periods — the  6r8t  extend- 
ing to  the  year  1H39,  the  second  to  the  year  1R72,  and  the  third  lo  Ifi84: 

During  the  first  period,  it  was  conceded  hy  the  adii'ocntea  of  temper- 
anoe  that  the  drinking;  of  spirits  aa  a  beverage  was  not  to  be  condemned, 
proridcd  it  was  not  carried  to  drunkenness,  which  was  denounced  as  a 
vice ;  during  the  second  jieriod  tire  temperance  men  took  a  ntep  further 
and  declared  that  not  only  was  drunkenneits  n  vice,  hut  that  the  only  Bafe 
way  of  avoiding  that  vice,  was  by  total  abstinence  from  the  use  of  iaioxi- 
cante  as  a  beverage ;  during  the  third  period,  the  approved  method  of 
urging  th«  tompennce  cause  was  by  declaring  that  the  only  protection  for 
the  individual  and  for  society  from  the  vice  of  drunkcnncea  wis  ihroush 
the  Con»tituUon  and  by  legislative  prohibition  of  the  liquor  trnlSc.  The 
word  temperance  herein  used  applies  only  to  the  use  of  intoxicating 
drinke,  and  not  in  its  general  seitse  of  the  proper  or  uioderate  use  of  law- 
ful things. 

The  n«ichborhood  of  Mooresirillo  was  principally  Bctlled  by  immi- 
granta  from  North  Carolina,  Ohio  and  Kentucky,  and  however  much  tliey 
might  differ  on  other  suhjccts.  the  prevailing  opinion  among  them  was 
that  intemperance  consiitted  only  in  getting  driinlc.  and  not  in  the  use  of 
iDtoxicants  as  a  beverage,  and  consequently  neighbors  drnnk  together  in 
public  without  reproach  during  the  first  period  of  nineteen  years.  The 
oounlry  around  was  settled  mostly  by  Friends.  Baptists  and  Epiocopal 
Methodista.  and  during  the  first  period  the  work  of  temperance  was  car- 
ried "on  entirely  through  the  churches.  The  Friends  were  largely  pre- 
dominant, and  were  proverbial  for  nobriety.  Their  church  discipline  was 
excellent  as  far  as  the  uac  of  distilled  spirits  was  concerned,  but  was  lax 
u  lo  the  use  of  fennentcd  drinks  ;  the  Baptists  held  that  true  temperunce 
consisted  in  the  moderate  use  of  alcoholic  drinks,  while  the  Methodists, 
and  more  especially  the  itinerant  prcuchem,  Caught  that  the  only  remedy 
ibr  drunkenness  wns  the  total  ahBtincnce  from  all  intoxicating  liquor,  and 
thus  every  MethodisI  society  became  an  embryo  temperance  atwociation. 
All  through  rhis  lirst  period  small  distilleries  and  drinking  saloons  were 
common;  drunkenness  and  tlj^hting  were  inevliablo  on  elcciion  day,  and 
indeed  whieky  was  quite  a  factor  at  the  polls. 

About  the  bnglnning  of  the  second  period,  in  1889,  there  were  added 
to  the  temperance  force  the  Disciples  Church,  ilie  Total  Abstinence 
Society,  the  Waahingtonians.  the  Sons  of  Temperance  and  the  Good 
Templars;  but  many  Friends  had  considered  fermented  drinks  harmless, 
and  the  hone»t  but  raifltakcn  father  would  think  ho  had  mistreated  a 
neighbor  or  cnlling  friend  bad  he  failed  to  offer  him  a  cup  of  cider  or  of 
domestic  wine,  anti  the  boys  would  make  merry  with  their  companions 
over  a  mug  of  cider  when  occasion  seemed  to  require,  yet  the  Friends 
were  looked  upon  as  bright  examples  of  temperance,  the  other  churches 
and  organizntions  not  being  any  further  advanced  in  the  temperance 
oauso.     But  now  a  great  revival  was  inaugurated  by  the  McthodislSf  and 
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die  wleof  Uqaor  abated,  and  the  selling  and  drinking  of  whiskj  became 
rvj  nnpopaUr.  The  Disciples  were  energetic  and  ueir  preachers  were 
among  the  most  eloquent  in  advooating  the  temperance  cause.  All  the 
total'ftbstinent  societies  named  above  were  lealous  in  their  work,  and  con- 
Tarti  were  made  at  all  points. 

At  the  banning  of  the  third  period,  the  various  temperance  societies 
wtn  absorbeclby  the  Independent  Order  of  Qood  Templars,  and  in  the 
&1I  of  1872,  memorials  began  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Le^slature  praying 
for  prompt  penal  legislation  for  the  suppression  of  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
bereragee ;  as  a  result,  the  Baxter  law  was  passed.  The  enforcement  of 
this  law  met  with  strenuous  opposition,  and,  strangely  enough,  much  of 
that  oppontion  eame  fh>m  a  few  leading  members  of  the  Societv  of 
Friends.  HoweTer,  since  the  great  Methodist  revival  of  1839,  drinking 
saloons  have  been  qnite  unpopular,  and  none  of  those  started  could  sor- 
rive  over  a  few  weels  at  a  time.  Some  have  been  clwed  by  legal  process, 
some  by  moral  suasion,  and  some  have  been  suppressed  by  violence. 
Among  the  latest  at  Mooresville,  one  was  abolished  in  July,  1883, 
throng  the  efforts  of  the  Women's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  and  one 
which  was  opened  immediately  after  in  the  same  building  was  legally  ex- 
terminated abont  the  20th  of  October,  1883.  No  drinking  saloon  now 
ezistB  in  the  town,  and  the  traffic  in  liquor  ia  generally  held  as  disreput- 
able.

THE  OLD   MrT.ITIA   STSTBH. 


FROM  the  formatioQ  of  the  count;  to  tfae  rebellion  of  1861-65,  the 
old  tailicia  sj»tein,  wliich  had  ilone  such  excellent  service  during  all 
the  previous  Indian  border  wirs,  waa  pormittod  to  almoal  vboUy  dio  out 
in  Indiuna,  owing  to  a  protracted  pwiod  of  profound  peace.  A  more  or 
less  Dominal  organization  was  carried  on  in  Morgan  Couotj,  and  anniul 
muatcrs  were  enjojed  bj  large  and  motley  croirdii,  more  intent  on  frolic 
and  rojstering  than  improvement  in  militanr  discipline.  Aside  from  this, 
the  military  spirit  of  the  people  quietlj'  Hlumbered  until  roused  bj  the 
war  with  Mexico.  The  following,  however,  is  a  partial  list  of  the  soldiers 
of  the  war  of  1812-15  who  afterward  roaiJed  in  Morgan  Countv  :  Georce

THB   KKXICAH   WAS. 

In  1846,  immediately  after  the  call  of  the  President  for  volunteers, 
a  company  was  organised  at  Martinsville  for  the  war  with  Mexico.  The 
services  of  the  company  were  tendered  the  Governor  just  one  month  after 
the  call  for  volunteers  had  been  issuoi).  The  officers  were  John  W.  Cox, 
Capluio:  Pleasant  Williams,  Pint  Lieuteiinat;  James  W.  Ford.  Second 
LiautoDant ;  and  the  company  was  styled  the  "  Morgan  County  Rangers." 
But  so  great  waa  the  rush  from  every  county  in  ihe  State  to  get  into  tfae 
service  that  the  company  was  too  late,  and  waa  rejected,  though  five  or  six 
aflerward  catered  other  companies.  Tie  following  men,  who  at  some 
period  were  reeidents  of  Morgan  County,  served  in  the  Mexican  war, 
though  but  few  went  from  the  county  directly  into  the  war,  the  greater 
number  going  from  other  countieu  and  States:  Owen  0.  Williams  and 
Lawrence  G.  Williams,  with  Qen. Taylor;  David  Nowlen, same  ;  William 
Mabee,  with  Oon.  Scott,  shot  through  the  hand ;  Charles  Stoker,  with 
Scott,  was  under  fire  twenty-two  timu»;  Stephen  and  Jackson  Bales, 
Larkin  Jones,  William  Crura,  John  Cofley,  Y.  J.  Robinson,  John  Gleas- 

ncr,  E.    T.    Harryman, iladlej, Wilson, Laeh,  and  no 

doubt  several  others. 


OPENISO  SCENES  OF  TDB  OIIEAT  BBBBLLIOS. 
It  is  anaccessary  to  give  a  summary  of  the  causes  which  led  to  the 
rebellion  of  1861-65.  During  the  five  years  previous  to  the  breaking-out 
of  the  war,  the  interest  in  Morgan  County  ran  to  fever  heat.  The  ele- 
ments of  political  feeling  were  sharp  and  distinct.  Many  of  the  citiicns 
bad  formerly  been  residents  of  the  South,  and  a  strong  regard  for  the 
land  of  their  birth  and  childhood  led  them  into  open  sympathy  with  their 
former  friends.     On  the  contrary,  many  othcra  were  Abolitionists,  with 
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•arcelv  an  instinct  or  a  tbou^ht  in  common  either  vrilh  llie  Soulliern 
people  ur  tb«ir  Northern  s;mpaihiz«ra.  'ibia  condition  of  things  gav«  the 
eoQDty  all  shades  of  opinion  on  Uie  impending  crisis.  Late  In  the  fifUes, 
tkt  tno  parties,  Demoorat  and  Hcpublicao.  w«ro  almost  eaual  in  the 
coDnij  in  point  of  numbers.  The  Presidential  campaif;n  of  1860  was 
bitterly  fbu^bt,  vitti  the  following  roEult:  Kcpablicnns,  1,756;  Douglas 
Democrota,  1,510;  Breckenridge  Demorrsis,  t)2;  Union  candidates,  1,^. 
This  was  a  Republican  Rain  of  218  TOtes  over  the  Presidential  election  of 
l&o6,  and  greatlT  encouraged  ihe  party  in  the  county.  Soon  after  the 
Dcvji  had  been  received  of  tho  patsagt  of  ordinances  of  secession  by 
South  Carolina,  ft  mass  meeting  of  the  party  was  called  lo  meet  at  the 
Mart  houso  in  Munineville  on  the  SDth  of  December,  I860,  on  vhieb 
occ^ion  several  thousand  persona  assembled  to  take  into  consideration  the 
Kate  of  the  country.  Hon.  A.  S.  Griggs  was  made  Pretiident,  and  Sims 
Ufejor,  Secretary,  and  the  folloning  committee  was  appointed  to  tinh 
naolntioDS  expressive  of  the  ecnte  of  the  meeting:  W.  H.  Craig,  T.  J. 
Worth.  A.  A.  Barrickman.  Thomas  Frwman.  S.  D.  Ruckle.  S.  A.  Til- 
ford  and  Aaron  St.  Jobs.  While  thia  committee  was  at  work,  the  meet- 
ing  waa  nddreaaed  by  the  Preaiflent,  and  by  Dr,  J.  J.  VWight  and  others. 
A  long  scries  of  resolutions  was  then  adopted,  asserting  that  the  Chicago 
plalform  was  just;  that  the  deplorable  state  of  the  country  was  due  to 
the  Democratic  administration  of  BuchnoBn  which  desired  to  carr^  slarory 
into  all  the  Territories;  that  the  termination  of  Buchanan's  reign  would 
be  hailed  with  Joy  ;  that  the  Union  must  be  perpetuated  at  all  basards, 
and  that  secession  waa  treason,  and  should  be  rigidly  dealt  with.  The 
oieeting  was  very  enthuaia«cte. 

About  the  middle  of  Fi:bniiiry,  1861,  u  etrong  Union  meeting  was  held 
in  Gregg  Township,  J.  It.  Hinkle  acliiig  as  Chairman  and  II.  K.  Spen- 
cer, Secretary.  Dr.  J.  P.  Rader,  D.  Heaton  and  H.  K.  Spencer  were 
appointed  to  draft  resolutions.  These  stated  as  the  senfte  of  the  meeting 
that  the  administration  of  Mr.  Lincoln  must  be  supported,  that  no  State 
waa  justilitd  in  Mceding^  and  that  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  pro- 
hibiting sUrcry  tbould  niit  be  adopted.  A  large  meeting  of  a  similar 
character  was  lield  about  the  same  time  in  Mooreaville.  in  Morgantowu 
^^_iad  at  several  other  places  in  the  county. 
^^M  It  should  be  lememhered  that  there  verereprMentatircs  in  the  county 
^Hbf  ill  •ha<lea  of  political  opinion,  from  the  moat  ardent  Abolitionist  to  the 
^H^De  who  1>elieved  in  the  right  of  the  States  to  secede,  and  in  the  divine 
^^ origin  of  slavery.  Tho  excitement  continued  to  increase  as  the  winter 
I  wore  away,  sad  as  the  Southern  States,  one  after  another,  seceded. 
Large  quantities  of  Government  stores  and  forts  and  important  strategic 
points  were  seized ;  and  soon  grave  apprehension  was  felt  by  strong  Union 
people,  owing  to  the  apparent  apathy  of  Freeidont  Lincoln  after  hia  in* 
aogttratioQ.  that  oothiug  would  be  done  to  check  the  dissolution  of  the 
Gorenment.  Cootiatted  and  extensive  preparations  for  war  were  msdc 
in  the  South,  long  aAer  the  North  ceased  to  believe  that  the  dil!'ercnccs 
which  divided  the  two  Actions  of  the  country  might  be  amicably  adjusted, 
'"'either  the  North  nor  the  South  knew  the  strength  or  the  spirit  of  the 
r.  The  former  believed  that  if  war  was  begun  the  South  would  be 
into  submisaion  within  three  months,  and   the  latter  believed  that 
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the  North  ■would  ncrer  have  the  tiourajfe  to  attempt  to  coerce  the  rebellions 
Slates  back  into  the  Union.  Many  thrnnghout  the  North  believed  that 
the  admiaiBtration  had  do  right  to  resort  to  eoorcioQ.  On  the  eotitrarr, 
the  great  inajorttjr  were  urgent  in  their  demanda  upon  President  Lincoln 
to  strangle  the  hjdra  of  seceseion  in  its  infiiacy,  and,  if  nec«es&ry,  forcibly 
isainlain  intact  uie  union  of  the  Statea. 


TUB  FALL  OP  FOBT  SCMTSH 
At  last  the  news  was  received  that  Fort  Sumter  had  surrendered  to 
the  rebels.  On  tho  evening  of  Monday,  April  15,  1861,  this  startling 
news  reached  Marti aairi lie,  and  kindled  a  degree  of  angry  excitement  un- 
known before  in  the  history  of  the  county.  The  great  majority  forjiol 
party,  and  came  loyally  forward  to  the  support  of  the  Government.  Er- 
•ry  businoas  pursuit  was  dropped,  and  the  citizens  gathered  at  towns  and 
DTOSB  Toada  to  review  the  ominous  situation,  and  encourage  one  another 
with  hopeful  words.  The  prompt  call  of  the  Presideut  for  1^,000  volun- 
ieen  to  put  down  the  rebellion  nent  a  ware  of  relief  throughout  the 
aniinu'4  Xorth,  and  double  the  numlior)  called  for  immediately  tendered 
their  aervioed.  Amorica  had  never  before  witnessed  such  a  univeraal  and 
popular  uprising.  Mr.  Callis,  editor  of  the  Gazette,  came  out  on  Wednes- 
day, April  17,  with  long,  loyal  editoriah,  urging  an  immediate  response 
to  the  call  of  the  Pre*tdeat,  and  declaring  that  the  Union  must  be  pre- 
served.    The  following  short  article  also  appeared  in  the  issue  of  the  17cb; 

»OHE  ntAITOKR- 

On  Monday  nigtit  lut.  when  tlio  auwg  of  tUu  reduvtiiin  of  Fort  Sumter  rencbetl 
this  town.  sereraroroiirniiEcn*  openly  rejoiced  at  tlitrvcni.  Wt-  na-  sorry  »  re- 
Oord  tllll  lamentatilc  fiict.  Wc  arc  fp'lcvcd  to  confciu  tkut  we  hnvr  nii-u  in  out  coot- 
munltv  who  are  to  dcflitute  of  patriotism  and  lore  of  counlry  ita  to  luu£h  over  its 
dawnfall.    StAmct  Shame! 

3nch  men  were  very  few,  and  were  speedily  bomo  down  by  the  in- 
tense loyalty  vrliich  biased  forth  at  the  county  sent  and  at  almost  every 
«thor  place  in  the  county.  A  mass  meeting  of  the  oitiiena  was  called  to 
be  belli  at  the  court  house  on  Bnturtky,  April  20,  to  conaitler  what  should 
be  done  by  the  county  to  meet  the  emergency.  Apparently  tlie  citinens 
were  unable  to  wait  until  Saturday,  the  20ch  of  April,  before  holding 
their  meeting  at  the  court  house,  for  on  the  evening  of  the  18th,  pursuant 
to  a  few  hours'  notice,  a  largo  assemblage  gathered  at  the  court  house. 
P.  S.  Parks  was  made  Chairman.  Upon  taking  the  chair,  he  made  a 
rousing  speooh,  declarin;^  that  it  wim  the  duty  of  all  but  traitors  to  stand 
by  the  old  flag — that  all  party  prejudice  should  be  rcntmnced,  and  that 
the  Constitution  and  Union  must  be  mnintained.  His  remarks  had  a 
wonderful  effect  upon  his  audience,  and  were  greeted  with  ttimultuous 
cheers.  P.  M.  Blankenship  was  called  out,  and  spoke  encouragingly 
to  those  who  desired  to  volunteer  in  the  impending  cri-iis,  and  hoped  that 
a  general  war  mi^ht  be  averted.  Rev.  W.  C.  Smith  was  next  called  to 
the  ptand,  and  elcctrTfied  his  audience  with  hia  brilliant  eulogy  of  the 
*^  Stars  and  stripes."  and  his  oIa<|uent  utterances  in  favor  of  unfaltering 
loyalty.  Ha  denounced  the  traitors  with  the  keenest  invective  and  most 
searching  analysis  and  logic.  O.  R.  Daugherty  was  then  called  out. 
He  said  he  did  not  support  the  administration,  nor  the  causes  that  brought 
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on  tbe  war.  He  «u  for  hia  uoiititrv.  ri;;ht  or  wrong,  kriI  knew  no  othei' 
flu  Uiao  the  ators  and  atripea.  Tbe  committee  that  h«<)  been  appointed 
10  araft  a  «erie«  of  reaohitioiis  expressire  of  the  sense  of  the  meoiing  (W. 
J.  Mauker,  J.  K.  Sootl,  J.  W,  FerguMo.  Joba  Willinms  and  John  H. 
Thoroburg),  then  reported  a»  folloirfl  :

Suaiwti,  Tbat  we  deeply  ayiapathixe  villi  llic  President  nt  tlie  United  States 
aad  tba  GAvernor  of  tbe  Stnt^,  und  tbeir  coiwljutors  in  thl*  trying  cHjms.  and  hereby 
pledge  them  not  only  the  Bympathy.  bnt  all  the  mBterlal  aid  (h^t  we  ean  pxtond  ib 
trerr  effart  they  may  mskc  to  tnninlain  the  honor  af  our  flag  anii  the  intefpity  ot 
oor  CiCTfromcni. 

On  noiion  each  resolution  woa  submitted  ee^paraiely  to  tbe  osacmbUeo 
for  adoption  or  rejection.  A  motion  wan  made  lo  strike  out  from  lue 
iMond  resolution  the  words,  "forced  upon  ua  by  Southern  traitors,"  but 
bb  (Qotion  was  earnestly  opposed  by  Meegrs.  Parks.  Manker  and  Smith, 
ud  inpported  by  himself  and  Mr.  Cunniag.  A  slra&gor  present  apoke 
eloqneatly  in  fftvor  of  rejecting  the  motion  to  strike  out.  He  suid  there 
were  but  two  flags — the  stare  and  stripes  and  the  palmetto — and  that  one 
or  tbe  other  mu«t  be  chosen.  The  motion  to  Htrike  out  nan  tinnlly  lost, 
but  It  incited  considerable  ill-feeling  at  tbe  time.  The  t^olutions  were 
then  wrerally  adopted.  The  meeting  was  well  attended,  and  an  unwaver- 
ing loTalty  prevailed.  The  meeting  then  ndjoumod,  to  meet  again  on 
Saturday  night,  as  had  been  advertised. 

A  verv  large  crowd  n^embled.  atid  J.  J.  Johnston  nas  called  to  the 
chur.  Iio  delivered  a  loyal  and  eiiMjaent  speech.  He  said  it  had  been 
remurked  by  tbe  enemies  of  the  country  nt  home  that  Morgan  County 
would  not  respond  to  the  call  of  the  Governor  for  troops,  but  that  the 
praMDt  domnnHtration  and  the  voluntcors  before  him  proved  the  assertion 
WM.  \\k  announced  that  the  roluntt-cr  company  numbercl  eighty-four. 
am)  tbat  additional  nutned  were  coii<it!incly  being  added  to  the  enll^tmeni 
loil.  lie  was  follnwed  by  W.  J,  Manker  and  Kev.  J.  S.  Woods,  both  of 
whom  dfljivered  eloquent  ^peecbeB  of  great  power  and  loyalty.  A  plan 
for  a  home  guard  waa  then  presented,  providing  for  ibt-  support  of  the 
families  of  volunteers,  for  the  orgnnization  of  home  militia  to  be  in  readt- 
oeaa  for  any  peril  to  the  county,  Hlute  or  natinn.  and  calling  upon  nil  the 
ln«naliips  for  co-operation  and  a.<(siHtance.  The  plan  or  rpsolntion  was 
unanimuuf^ly  adopted,  and  a  subscription  of  872  for  the  volunleers  was 
taken  from  the  citizens  of  Martinsville,  and  $23  from  the  citiiens  of 
Morgantowo.  W,  J,  Manker  and  W.  C.  Smith,  of  Martinaville,  were 
ap|K)inleil  a  committee  to  procure  blankets  for  the  company,  und  Jacob 
Adams  and  William  Peeler  were  appointed  to  do  the  same  at  ^lorgan- 
to«n.  ,Al  this  juncture  of  the  meetin;^,  J.  K.  Scolt.  Captain  of  the  coro- 
panr,  arriveil  from  Indianapolis  and  announced  that   the  oompany  had 
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bten  accepted  bv  the  Govemir,  nml  would  ronrch  nt  it  o'clock  on  Monday 
morning  fur  Cuiup  Murtuit,  ludiaiitipolis.  Tliu  euttiudiaaiu  immediately 
became  intense,  many  more  Toluoteered,  and  more  than  twenty  turiners 
volunteered  wagons  to  haul  the  boya  to  the  capital.  The  meeting  ail- 
journed,  to  meet  again  the  following  Wednesday  night. 

(ytESR  LOlAh  MBBTIKOS. 

The  citizens  of  Monrovia,  soon  af^r  the  receipt  of  the  news  of  tbe 
fell  of  Fort  Sumter,  organized  a  military  oompniiy  and  elected  Mr.  Fos- 
ter Captain;  but.  iBarning  that  the  company  would  probably  not  be  re- 
ceived bv  the  Governor,  eoon  disbanded.  On  the  ll'th  of  April,  at  1 
o'clock  P.  M..  a  big  war  meeting  wa.<i  held  at  Morgantowa.  J.  R.  Cnl- 
bertaoft  was  chosen  Chairman,  and  J.  M.  Ragsdale,  Secretary.  Eloqueat 
speeches  were  made  by  P.  S.  Parks,  Judge  Grij^gs  and  Col.  John 
Vawtcr.  The  meeting  waa  vcrv  cnthusiustic.  and  the  speakers  were 
constantly  interrupted  by  tremendous  cheers.  The  following  reeolutioD 
vas  adopted : 

ThMt  wo  arc  ilcvoU'dljr  utIucliL-d  to  our  Bag  unil  Oc  rvruiuent.  and  that 
we  heitrtily  recpond  to  Ihc  reqiiiiitioD  of  tlid  Prenident  of  llie  Uiiitetj  Stale*  aad  the 
Governor  of  Hits  StaW  (or  troop*  for  the  mulntcnance  of  the  honor  of  our  flag  and 
the  Integrity  of  our  Ooveniiaesl. 

A  rousing  meeting  was  also  held  at  Mooreaville,  and  great  loyalty 
mw  manifested  by  tbe  members  of  ull  parties.  The  first  men  to  leave 
the  county  to  enter  the  service,  so  far  as  known,  went  from  tbe  neighbor- 
hood south  of  MoorcBville.  TheRo  men  were  W.  H.  Drydcn,  John  T. 
Harvey,  Nathan  Summers.  Thomas  Bmdy,  Thomas  F.  Dryden  and  Rob- 
ert B.  Gilbert.  They  reached  Indinnapotis  on  the  forenoon  of  the  17th| 
and  in  the  afternoon  were  joined  by  mnny  others  from  Morgan  County 
ADxioud  for  a  position  in  some  regiment.  The  men  mentioned  were  as- 
signed to  the  Fifteentb  Regiment,  three  years'  service,  and  were  credited 
to  Montgomery  County.  They  were  not  the  first  in  the  Bcrvice  from 
the  county.     Who  were  19  difficult  to  state.

COlCTINt'ED   PUBLIC   DEIIOKSTBATION. 

Another  immense  war  meeting  waa  held  at  the  court  house  on  the 
evening  of  the  24th  of  April,  to  mak^  arrangements  to  provide  Caut. 
Scott's  coiopany  with  unifortne,  and  to  raise  funds  for  th«  support  of  the 
familie*  of  rolunteem.  Rev.  W.  C.  Smith  was  called  to  the  chair,  and 
P.  M.  Parka  was  appointed  Secretary.  A  resolution  was  presented  by 
Jackson  Keoord,  and  adopted,  asking  (he  County  Commissioners  to  do* 
Date  means  from  the  county  treasury  to  uniform  the  volunteers  and  pro- 
ride  soldiers'  familiea  witli  necessaries.  ArrungctncDts  were  made  to 
Hcare  a  luso  Hrom  the  citizens  with  the  above  mentioned  objecta  in  view, 
until  the  County  Board  could  he  prcriuled  upon  to  apprnpriate  the  needed 
amount  from  the  county  treasury.  The  meeting  was  very  onthu»iastic, 
and  8165  was  raised.  8100  of  which  was  sent  to  Capt.  Soott's  company, 
and  the  balance  retained  for  voluniceTs'  families. 

On  the  aame  evening  of  this  meeting,  a  rousing  one  was  held  at 
Morgantown  by  the  citizens  of  that  vicinity,  and  many  from  Brown  and 
Johnson  Counticn.  William  Fealer  was  Chairman,  and  J.  M.  Kagsdale, 
Seervtary.  A  long  scries  of  patriotic  renolutions  was  adopted.  Speeches 
were  nude  by  T.  D.  Calvin,  of  Brown  County,  and  S.  O.  W.  Garret,  of 
Jobnaoo  County.  A  company  of  sevonty-Gve  men  was  enrolled  amid 
the  music  of  fife  and  dnim,  and  the  checra  of  the  vast  audience.  The 
company  was  named  the  "Mnrgnntuwn  Military  Home  Guard."  The 
gr«Cetit  loyalty  was  manifested  at  this  meeting.  Patriotic  war  meetings 
were  hiild  about  this  time  at  Mooresville  and  in  Gregg,  Adams  and  other 
townships,  but  as  the  details  were  uot  recorded  they  cannot  bo  given  here. 
A  aecond  company  began  to  form  at  Marliosville  about  this  time,  and  in 
other  portions  of  the  county.  Home  Guards  were  organised.  Loyal 
meniDga  were  held  everywhere.  Schoolhouses  and  churches  were  thus 
oeeupied,  and  ministers  stepped  aside  from  their  high  calling  to  denounce 
the  eoane  of  the  South  and  encourage  the  enlistment  of  volunteers, 

nouB  acAJiDS. 
Early  in  May,  the  company  of  Homo  Guards  at  Martinsville  was  fully 
organised,  and  the  necesaary  ofBccrs  were  elected.  A  small  company 
«u  formed  at  Howell's  Schoolhouse  on  the  4th  of  May.  and  the  follow- 
ini  oflcers  were  elected:  Madison  Avery,  Captain;  llugb  McElravy. 
Finrt  Lieutenant.  John  W.  Payne  was  Preaidcnt  of  the  meeting,  and 
G.  ff.  MbII,  Secretary.

The  Gazette  of  June  19  said:

Four  compnnicn  of  niilitin  havi^  been  orninbed  in  Mnriran  County  tiodvlbe 
militia  I&w  at  Uk-  (ullowriuj;  y>\kv»  :  MartiaaviUc.  Mori^ntou-n.  Eminence  And  Oea< 
tettoa.  For  nn  out  of  the  war  county,  destitute  ot  railroad  and  telegraphic  fadll- 
tlea.  tbnt  will  do  preily  well. ' 

It  abould  be  remembored  that  the»c  eompaniea  were  militin,  but  early 
JD  June  the  Gazeiu  juyuusly  stated  that  Ambrose  Cunning  hud  been 
commisBioned  to  raise  a  company  fcr  the  war.  P.  S.  Parks  had  been 
commissioned  for  the  sarue  purpose  u  short  time  before,  but  meeting  with 
BJi  accident  whereby  his  leg  was  broken,  he  was  forced  to  gire  it  up. 
The  officers  of  the  Centerton  militia  company  were  Jacob  Hess,  Captain  ; 
Thomu  Grinstead,  First  Lieutenant;  CEaylon  Cox,  Second  Lieutenant. 
There  were  sixty  men  in  llie  company  about  the  Stii  of  June,  and  the 
company  drilled  every  Saturday  on  the  Fair  Ground.  The  men  were 
sworn  into  Stale  service  June  8.  The  Morgantown  militia  company  was 
officered  as  follows:  J.  J.  Johnston,  Captain;  J.  R.  Culbertnon,  First 
Lieutenant:  John  R.  Fesler,  Second  Lieutenant:  J.  K.  CofTman,  Orderly. 
Col-  John  Vawter  swore  the  company,  numbering  fiftv-twu  men,  into  the 
State  service  before  June  It^.  On  Saturd&y,  June  2!i,  the  beautiful  cer- 
emony of  presenting  the  comivany  a  tla;^,  by  llie  ladies  of  Morgantown, 
was  enjoyed  by  that  portion  of  the  county. 

On  the  last  day  of  July,  ii  was  stated  that  four  companies  were  being 
organizci  in  the  county  for  the  war,  to  wit :  The  one  at  Martinsville, 
under  Capt.  A.  I>.  Cunning;  one    iu   Baker  Township,  commanded  by 
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■pt.    James   E.    Burtou;  the   ooe   at    Morgantown,  under  Capt.  J.  J. 
'JotinBton,  and  the  miliua  cotDpanj  at   Mnrtinsrillo,  under   Cspt.  A.  S. 
GriggH,  which  had  not  yet  decided  to  enter  the  United  States  servioe. 

OPT.  soott'b  compakt. 
Thia  ooiDpaa^  was  the  onlj  one  from  the  county  in  the  three  months' 
service.  It  wasaasigned  to  the  Seventh  lie^itneut,  and  became  Company 
K,  and  on  the  2&th  of  May  was  ordered  intn  Western  Virginia  with  its 
regim«Dt.  which  waa  oomcnaDded  b;  Col.  EbeneEer  Dumont,  who  had 
scrfeH  id  the  Mexican  war.  The  compauv  participaietl  iu  the  action  at 
Philljppi,  being  in  the  advance,  and  about  six  wovks  Inter  in  the  skinntsh 
at  Beatington,  and  in  all  the  marches,  reconnoissunces,  pursuits,  etc..  in- 
vading the  charge  at  Carrick's  Ford,  aod  the  subseqaent  pursuit  of  the 
eoemy.  The  latter  part  of  Jul;  the  regiment  was  ordered  to  tndianup- 
olis  for  muster  out.  On  the  2Tth,  the  company  of  Capt.  Scott  reached 
Martiaaville.  On  their  wajr.  the;  had  stopped  at  Mooreaville,  where  a 
■plendid  reception  was  given  them,  and  whore  the;  were  feasted  and 
toaated  with  all  the  pomp  and  ceremony  of  war.  As  they  neared  Mar- 
.  tinsnite,  they  were  mot  by  the  entire  town,  led  by  the  band,  and  such  a 
joyoas  time  waa  never  before  witnessed  at  the  county  seat.  How  nobl« 
the  boye  looke<l  in  their  bright  blue  uniforms,  and  with  what  wonderful 
precision  they  moved  along  lo  the  slirring  sound  of  fife  and  drum.  And 
what  a  glorious  time  they  all  had  at  the  Thainx)!  Hou»ie.  where  an  elegant 
and  Bumptuous  nupper  n ad  been  prepared  for  them.  Triumphal  arches 
had  beflD  spanned  over  the  streets,  on  which  wore  the  names  of  ongage- 
ucDti  participated  in  by  the  company,  and  over  and  around  which  were 
bung  garlands  of  evergreen  and  oummer  flowers,  and  many  a  banner  of 
red.  white  and  blue.  An  eloquent  welcoming  address  was  delivered  by 
ilev.  Smith,  and  rexponded  to  by  numerous  membem  of  the  company, 
who  gave  an  account  of  the  wild  scenea  of  active  war  in  Virginia,  and 
eihtbitad  numoroits  trophies  of  their  victories.  But  one  of  tho  company  I 
had  died  in  the  service.  John  McDanicl,  who  had  died  a  natural  death  In 
Virginia.  The  feetirities  were  carried  far  into  the  night,  and  were  greatly 
enjoyed. 

OTHER  COUPAKIKS   FOH   TOE  WAR. 

Almost  all  the  early  regiments  coDtained  men  flrom  Morgan  County. 
Tb*  second  company  to  enter  the  service  was  commanded  by  Capt.  Jacob 
Xlem,  and  was  raised  and  organized  at  Cenlerton  and  vicinity.  Thoy 
wef«  tnustered  into  lh«  service  July  24,  and  were  given  a  public  farewell 
maetiog  by  their  friends  just  before  their  departure  for  Inaiaoapoli^,  A 
eomiDiltcc,  consisting  of  Misses  Jennie  Major,  Mary  MeCrackon,  Eliza 
Maoker  and  others  had  been  appointed  to  secure  donations  of  money  to 
procurd  a  flag  for  the  compaay.  They  reported  that  $55.66  had  been 
rscaived,  of  which  all  hut  q15.66  had  been  used  in  purchasing  material, 
eie.  Tli«  mtgni&oeut  silk  flag,  which  had  been  made  by  the  &ir  bands 
of  the  commiite«,  was  presented  to  th^  company  with  appropriate  cers- 
Bxmy,  The  men  became  Company  K,  of  the  Twonly-firiit  Uogimoat,  three 
yean'  service.  Company  B  of  the  same  regiment,  which  was  organized 
•I  Oosport.  contained  about  twenty  men  from  the  county.  JtiTy  and 
AngBst  saw  lively  times  in  the  county.     Lieut.  T.  F.  Orner  and  W.  J 
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Mankcr  began  to  recruit  men  to  fill  up  the  old  compnuT  of  Capt.  Scott 
for  lltu  ilirtf  voara'  aurvicc.  C»pl.  Griggs  wm  steadily  enlisting  men  at 
Martinsville,  luid  Capt.  Baron  was  doing  likewise  in  Baker  Township 
and  ricinity.  Cnpt.  WellmBn  was  raising  a  company  in  the  Qortliem 
pari  of  the  county.  Cnpt.  Cunnin?  was  also  at  work  at  Martinsville 
and  vicinity.  War  meetings  were  held  everywhere  as  a  stimulus  to  obtain 
TOlnntoers.  Eloqaenc  speakers  and  thrilling  martial  bands  would  stir  up 
the  blood,  and  beautiful  ladies  with  bewitching  ttmilcs  would  pa&s  round 
the  fatal  enlistment  roll.  The  whole  county  was  alire  with  military  prep- 
aratjons.  Late  in  July,  the  citizens  of  Gregg  Township  and  vicinity  or- 
s«nix«d  a  oompany  of  home  guards,  conmsting  wholly  of  old  men  exempt 
from  military  servioo.  being  over  fony-Gvo  years  of  age.  The  company 
nombered  forty-two.  Ooo-lialf  of  Company  E,  Twenty-sixth  Regiment^ 
vaa  raised  in  the  northern  part  of  the  county,  and  finally  mustcrvl  into 
the  service  August  SO,  It  was  raised  largely  by  Capt.  Lewis  Manker. 
On  the  19th  of  August.  Oapt.  J.  J.  Johnston's  company  lefi  for  Indian- 
apolis, but  was  not  tnnsiered  in  until  September  12.  It  became  Com- 
pany G  of  the  Twonly-s*^'vcntli  Regiment,  three  years'  service.  On  the 
7lh  of  September,  Capt.  Johnston  was  commiesioncd  Surgeon  of  the  regi- 
ment, and  John  K.  Kesler  succeeded  him  in  command  of  Company  Q. 
The  men  raised  in  the  northern  part  of  the  county  by  Capt.  Wellman  and 
others  became  Company  A,  of  the  Thirty-third  Regiment.  They  were 
mustered  into  the  service  at  Indianapolis  September  16.  In  the  latter 
part  of  August,  whoa  tbcv  left  the  county,  a  number  of  disloyal  citiEena 
in  the  vicinity  of  Hal!  fefied  trees  acrosa  the  road  over  which  they  would 
liave  to  march.  buiU  fences  acroas  the  same,  tore  up  bridges,  etc.,  to  ob- 
struct their  march  and  testify  nf  the  ill-will  of  such  citizens.  Company 
C  of  this  regiment  was  wholly  from  the  county.  This  was  the  successor 
of  Capt.  Scott's  old  company.  It  was  thought  that  W.  J.  Manker  would 
be  Captain,  but  a.«  he  was  appointed  Major  of  the  same  regiment,  Charles 
Day  succeeded  him  as  commander  of  Company  C.  About  half  of  Com- 
pany E,  of  the  Thirty- third,  was  raised  in  the  county  by  W.  A.  WhitsoD, 
Dr.  Whiteker  and  others.  The  greater  portion  of  Company  H,  of  the 
Thirty<chird,  was  also  from  Morgan  County,  the  remainder  being  from 
GoBport.  This  was  the  company  of  Capt.  Burton.  Company  C  was 
mustered  in  on  the  18th  of  September.  Company  E  on  the  Slat  of  Sep- 
tember, and  Company  II  on  the  ItSth  of  Sepierober.  There  were  thus 
in  the  ThirtV'third  Regiment  at  the  time  of  muster-in  abont  three  and  a 
half  companies  from  Morgan  County.  Several  had  left  the  county  and 
joined  oUier  regiments. 

EHTflOSIASTIC  WAIl  MBBTINOS. 
On  the  24lh  of  August,  a  very  large  Union  war  meeting  was  held  at 
MartiuHville  to  raise  volunteers  for  the  war.  A  large  crowd  a<^eBmbled 
to  listen  to  the  speeches  and  to  participate  in  the  event.  The  orators 
were  3.  H.  Buskirk,  Rev.  llamed.  Rev.  Lester,  P.  M.  Ttlfinkenship,  J. 
E.  Burton,  W.  J.  Manker,  P.  S.  Parks  aad  others.  The  greatusl  mili- 
tary fervor  and  lovalty  prevailed.  Many  volanteem  were  secured  for  the 
companies  then  being  organized.  This  was  but  n  Rample  of  the  meetings 
held  throughout  the  county.     When  ttio  company  nised  largely  by  W. 
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J.  Huiker  vai  eomnokoded  by  Cant.  Charles  Da^r  lel^  Ma-rtintrillfl,  th« 
eertmoay  of  preaeDtiag  tlie  bojs  witli  the  same  silk  baDncr  wbicli  C&pt. 
Soou's  compuiv  in  the  three  months'  service  ba«l  carried  through  uie 
aiQipwgn  in  Western  Virginin,  viaa  enjoyed  amid  impooing  ceremoDies. 
The  banner  bad  been  bought  bv  Capt.  Scott  for  that  purpone,  and  the 
predentatioQ  speech  vas  delivered  bj  0.  R.  Paugherty,  and  re»p'jnded  to 
bjT  Capt.  Dajr.  Both  speeches  were  loyal,  eloquent,  and  a  credit  to  the 
dtitoDS  and  the  company.  No  sooner  woa  the  company  rcudy  than  the 
boys  were  loaded  into  twenty  or  more  wagons,  and  conreyed'  amid  the 
nttle  of  drums  and  the  cheers  of  tho  populace  to  the  State  capital.  This 
nao  true  of  all  the  companies  and  recruita.  aH  the  county  had  no  railroad 
then  running.  It  was  the  most  stirrinc;  time  the  county  ever  saw,  before 
or  since,  aa  the  patriotic  impulse  wa»  fresh  then  in  the  breasts  of  all,  and 
•xtreme  pariitan  bitterness  had  not  yot  crept  in  with  its  disloyal  madneae 
and  delirium.     The  GazetU  of  September  18  aald  :

Bortoo  and  Wbitaon.  of  U)c  Trilrty'third;  alto  Capt.  Scott,  of  tho  Scvcotb.  In  tbe 
Uirae  months'  senrlce.  In  addition  to  tlib.  our  coiialy  han  a  lar^  number  of  met) 
dbtril>at«d  In  the  Tarioui  [ndinoa  rtitioii-nt».  aomu  in  the  zouavoB,  otbm  inarlilleiy 
MDipaBlAi,  etc  Two  of  our  companiei  ure  io  acttv«  wrvioc,  that  of  Capt.  Hesa  ui 
Uaf7la&d.  and  ihatof  Capt.  LouU  Hanker  In  Miaaourt.  The  remaining  companies, 
aiopt  that  of  Capt.  Scott,  are  In  camp  al  IndlanapoUs. 

It  should  be  remetnbered  that  two  of  these  companios  hail  been  only 
partly  raised  in  Morgan  County,  but  enough  bad  \tU  for  the  war  in  other 
regimenta  to  nise  the  number  tip  to  about  the  figures  of  the  editor. 
This  was  c«rtdiDty  an  excellent  showing,  for  which  the  county  may  be 
jofltly  proud.  But  the  work  was  scarcely  over  with  the  above  compauies 
Wore  Capte.  Scott  and  Cunning  and  Lieut.  Omer  began  raising  more 
volunteers  to  form  a  new  company.  They  were  assistea  by  P.  S.  Parks. 
Capt.  Ilayward  and  others-  Owing  to  a  political  controversy  in  the 
eouQty.  Mr.  Parka,  about  the  middle  of  October,  challenged  A.  B.  Con> 
ioitt,  J.  C.  Henderson,  0.  R.  Daugherty  and  U.  T.  Craig  to  stump  the 
MHinty  foi  Tolnnteers,  each  man  to  pay  his  own  eipenses.  For  some 
r«Mon  the  challenge  was  not  accented.  Thirty-five  men  had  been  secured 
by  the  middle  of  November.  This  company  was  designed  for  the  Fifty- 
ninth  Regiment  which  was  being  rendezvoused  ac  Gosport.  The  enlist- 
ment nf  the  regiment  continued  sluwly  during  the  wintpr  months.  In 
February,  1862,  various  public  meetiags  were  held  in  the  county,  indors- 
ing the  action  of  the  United  States  Senate  in  expelling  Jesse  D.  Bright 
from  that  body  for  disloyalty,  etc.  On  the  11th  of  F*bruary,  1862.  tho 
Fifty-ninth  Regimen;  was  mustered  into  the  service.  About  half  of  Com- 
pany B  was  from  Morgan  County,  and  nearly  as  many  more  men  were 
■catlerod  through  other  companies,  notably  Company  I. 

Bnt  little  effort  was  made  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  1^62  to 
niae  volanteers  for  the  war.  The  county  had  filled  hor  riuota  under  all 
etlb.  and  had  aenrplus  to  her  cre<lit.  During  those  months,  the  county 
in  order  to  systc-matise  future  onliBtmenta  of  men,  elected  the  following 
County  Military  Oomiaittfe:  W.  B.  Taylor,  Washington  Township; 
JaiDM   Pmtt,  Jackson  ;  John  Williams,   Qreen  ;  Cyrus  WhelicU,  Harri- 
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son ;  Allen  Hecklin,  Madison ;  V.  Butterfield.  Clajr ;  John  Tliornbni^, 
BrowD ;  Uriah  Sallnrd.  MoQro« ;  Isane  Rattiff.  Adama ;  G.  W.  Wellman, 
Oregg  ;  Philip  Hoclgea,  Raj  ;  Joffersoa  Farr,  Baker. 

THE  POURTH  OF  JDLY,  1862. 
Extensive  preparations  bud  been  made  to  celebrate  Ind«pendeQce  Day, 
and  early  in  the  morning  the  crowd  began  to  arrive.  Long  proctssions 
of  wagons,  carringcs  and  dust-begrimed  pedeatrianu  came  trooping  in 
under  tbe  command  of  a  Marelial,  led  by  one  or  more  bands  of  martial 
music,  and  gaily  decorated  with  bright  flowers  and  national  colors,  and 
ornamented  vitb  the  beautiful  holiday  upparul  of  summer.  By  9  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  the  streets  of  the  county  seat  were  Burging  with  the  ro«t- 
less  waves  of  patriotic  humanity,  while  abore  the  Babel  of  tongues  arose 
the  abrill  Bound  of  many  lifes  and  the  deep  roll  of  many  dnimg.  The 
omnipresent  small  boy  was  out  <«  maate,  with  nil  hia  torturing  sounda  and 
doleful  crteiii,  filling  the  bright  morning  with  drn  and  smoke.  A  huge 
Sag  pole  had  been  erected  near  the  square,  from  which  a  magnificent 
banner  wared  proudly  in  the  sunny  nky.  Several  wagonsi  drawn  hv 
four  horses  came  in  from  the  country,  loaded  with  young  ladies  dressed 
in  white  and  decorated  with  red  and  blue,  and  ornamented  with  wreatJis 
ofroees  and  sweet  smiles.  At  10  o'clock  all  the  frogmcnte  were  united 
into  one  grand  procession,  more  than  a  mile  in  length,  and  were  marched 
out  to  Mitchells  Grove,  where  thfl  ceromonioe  of  the  day  were  to  be 
observed.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Benjamin  Sweet,  and  the  DoclaratJon 
of  Indcpondenoo  read  by  A.  S.  Griggs.  A  chosen  chorus  of  singers 
rendered  Belections  of  patriotic  mueic  for  the  occasion.  0.  K.  Daugberty, 
the  orator  of  the  forenoon,  delivered  an  eloquent  address  forty  minutes 
in  length.  Ilis  closing  words  were  :  '*  The  war  is  not  being  waged  upon 
the  part  cf  the  Governnient  for  the  purpose  of  conquest  or  subjugation, 
or  the  overthrow  of  or  interference  with  the  established  institutions  of 
any  of  the  Statos,  but  to  suppreaa  and  put  down  a  wicked  and  causelcM 
rebellion,  defend  and  maintain  the  supremacy  of  the  Constitution,  and 

J  reserve  the  Union  ss  eatabliahed  by  our  patriot  fathers,  with  all  the 
ignity,  equality  and  rights  of  the  several  States  unimpaired,  and  that 
when  these  objects  are  fully  accomplished,  and  not  before,  the  war 
should  cease."  A  bounteous  picnic  dinner  was  then  apread  out  under  the 
green  foli&go,  and  partaken  of  by  all  present.  Soldiers  were  present  in 
military  dress,  at  home  on  furlough  from  the  field  of  w..r,  and  were  lion* 
iied  by  young  and  old,  and  toasted  in  many  a  gta«a  of  lemonade  or  bev- 
erage of  greater  strength.  In  the  uftoniooii  the  asitemblage  waa  addressed 
by  Dr.  JT  J.  Wright  and  P.  S.  Parks,  both  of  whom  delivered  speeches 
of  unusual  loyalty  and  power.  At  their  conctasion  the  audience  dispersed 
to  their  homes,  except  the  young  people,  who  remained  to  dance  the  hoora 
of  the  night  away.     The  day  was  long  remembered. 

BENKWKD   EKlie-IMENT  OF  VOLUITTEKBS. 

On  the  2d  of  July,  1862,  came  the  call    for  300,000  men,  and  the 

county  made  immediate  preparations  to  fill  her  quota.     Ezra  Ollcman, 

A.  D.  Cunning  and   Samuel  Harryman  were  commissioned  to  procur* 

volunteers  under  the  call,  and  immediately  began  active  work.     On  one 
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occasion  in  tbc  (7a«rr<:  office,  in  order  to  induce  married  men  to  volunteer,  a 
ffabicription  of$235vrag  raised  in  one  evening  for  [fae  viires  tad  finnities  of 
Mch  men.  By  the  lut  daTs  of  Joij,  A.  D.  Cannine  reported  ilmt  he  hud 
secured  fiftjr  volunteeni.  These  men  were  de«ignM  for  the  Seventieth 
Regiment,  n&d  were  paid  $10  each  of  county  bounty  by  the  Board  of 
Comnitssionera.  Lewig  Mnnker  began  enlisting  men  for  the  Seventy- 
Biatb  Regiment.  War  meetings  were  a^in  held  in  all  portione'of  the 
eetinCT.  On  the  4th  of  August  cmne  another  call  for  800,000  men,  and 
the  efforts  to  raise  voluQte«r«  multiplied.  About  for^  nen  from  'Adatae 
Townahip  entered  >  companr  that  wu  raised  at  StitesTille.  The  men 
rccrDited  by  Ollemkn  cotereuthe  Seventieth  Regiment.  A  atnall  sijuad  of 
men  (about  thirty),  raised  by  Lieut.  SylTanus  Barnard,  entered  the  Fourth 
Caralr;  ^Seventy-seventh  Regiment.)  About  thirty-five  men  were  raised 
by  John  E.  Greer,  in  the  northern  purt  of  tlie  county  raosHy,  and  were 
urigned  to  the  Fifth  Cavalry.  About  one-third  of  Company  B,  of  the 
Sflvsoty- ninth  Regiment  vns  raised  by  Capt.  Lewis  Manker,  iind  all.  or 
IMtrljr  90.  of  Company  H  of  the  same  regiment,  w  from  Morgan 
ConDty,  tlie  Capuin  bcinK  Sanfonl  C.  Pruiii.  These  men  were  largely 
•cmredbyJudge  Griggs  and  Justice  Killinn.  Great  presaure  was  brouf^ht  to 
bear  upon  the  county  by  threats  of  the  approaching  draA,  and  the  interest 
equaled  that  of  July  and  August,  ll^Sl.  Capt.  Samuel  F.  Rooker  raised 
an  entire  company  at  Mooresville,  which  entered  the  Twelfth  iDfantry^ 
one  year's  service.  They  were  presented  a  befttitiful  flag  upon  their  de- 
parture. 

THE  WAR  MEErriNO  OF  AUUUST  3. 

On  this  day  one  of  the  largest  crowds  ever  in  Martinsville,  assembled 
to  tiaten  to  the  t^ech  of  Judge  Haghs.  Early  in  the  morning  the 
cititena  of  the  towu  bad  erected  u  tall  Sag-pole  from  which  a  magnificent 
banner  thirty  feet  in  length  was  suspended  by  Mrs.  Col.  Scott,  Mias  An- 
w  Deilz.  ^1iH■  Maria  Mitchell,  W^fs  Lou  Gwinn,  Mrs.  Kennedy  and 
Uiaa  Anun  Barnard.  As  this  beautiful  banner  caught  the  hreete  and 
snfnrled  its  rich  colors  in  the  momltig  sun.  the  assembled  crowd  burst 
into  a  chorus  of  tumultuous  cheers  at  the  grand  spectacle.  Perry  Blan- 
kvDidiip  mounted  a  dry  goods  box  and  eulogised  the  banner  as  an  emblem 
of  ibe  national  life  and  nonor.  He  was  followed  by  Williamson  Terrell 
aad  others.     Several  thausand  people  were  present.     At  10  o'clock,  the 

Croceaeion  was  marched  gayly  to  Mitchell's  Grove,  where  stands  and  seats 
ad  been  prepared.  As  Judge  Hughs  had  not  appeared,  the  crowd  was 
■ddresaed  by  O.  K.  Daugherty  and  Rev.  Smith.  Both  sponkera  were 
listened  to  with  close  attention.  About  B  o'clock  in  the  aftertioon  Judge 
Hughs  appMred,  and  delivered  a  fiery  speech  of  one  hour's  duration,  that 
Was  listened  to  by  the  large  crowd  and  applauded  to  the  echo.  The  en- 
ihoaiMiD  during  tbo  day  ran  to  fever  beat.  All  wore  filled  with  the  mili- 
tary spirit  of  the  hour,  and  enjoytil  all  features  of  the  occasion  with  the 
keeawt  relish.     The  issue  of  the  Qazttte  August  9,  said:

THB   DRAFT  OF  OCTOBER  6,    ISG2. 

This  draft  took  place,  not  bflcatifio  tlie  State  was  liehimi  tvith  her 

Juota-i.  or  beciLUAe  the  coantie.'i  were  behind,  but  waa  designed  to  comp«] 
islojal  or  indulent  tvwnabipa  to  do  their  sbare  in  farnishiiig  men  for  the 
war.  Morgan  County  hod  fumishod  more  than  her  Quola,  but  as  three 
towtifihips— Jackaon.  Green  and  Mndisoii — vrcro  bcbind,  the  draft  oc- 
curred on  the  date  above  given.  This  draft  was  ba«eJ  upon  the  following 
etntemeni.  which  was  made  out  on  the  UUh  of  September,  18t>2:  Total 
militia,  2.22-1;  total  votiintpers,  1,232;  total  exempts,  435;  total  con- 
acientiouel;  opposed  to  bearing  arms,  93 ;  totaE  volunteers  in  the  serriu, 
1,188  ;  twlal  subject  to  draft,  1,696.  The  draft,  or  conscript  oflScera,  of 
the  count;  were  as  follows :  W.  R.  Harrison  (wbo  wu  himself  drafted 
in  1864),  Commissioner;  James  Maxwell.  Jr.,  Marshal;  Benjamin  D. 
Blackstotie.  Surgeon.  The  draft  took  place  on  the  date  sta.tfld  in  the 
court  house,  and  w!is  quiet  and  nneventfnl.  In  Jacfc.toii,  twelve  were 
drafted;  in  Green  seven,  and  in  Madison  six.  All  the  drafted  reported, 
and  were  uken  to  Indianapolis  and  assigned  to  some  regiment.  Just 
before  this  draft,  the  following  tible  was  published  in  the  QazcCtt,  though 
whether  it  ij  official  cannot  he  staled  :

BKLISTMKNTS    DrRfSd   TOE   \VINTER  OF   1862.68. 

Ditriog  the  winter  of  186ii-t]3  but  liiile  was  done  to  mise  volunteers. 
William  Gurley  recroUed  a  small  ftfjaad  for  Habb's  Battery  (the  Second) 
m  Fcbniarj  and  March,  1863.  In  May  and  June,  Capts.  Burton  and 
Beaton  and  Lieut.  Day  recruited  thirty  or  forty  men  for  the  Thirty.third 
Re^itnenC.  On  the  15th  of  June  came  the  coll  fur  lOO.C^OO  men  for  six 
months,  and  an  entire  couipnny  «»8  raised  in  the  northwestern  part  of 
ibe  coanty  and  asaiened  tn  the  One  Hundred  and  Seventeenth  Regiment. 
The  men  became  Comjmny  C.  with  A.  T.  Wellman,  Captain;  Jamee 
Po^h,  Fir^t  Lieutenant;  ^Villinm  McGinnis,  Second  Lieutenant.  At  an 
tmtnense  war  meeting,  hehl  at  Martinnville  Mdt  ?Z,  rjuite  a  nnmber  of 
reeruite  was  raised  for  various  regiments.  About  ihc  same  time,  meet* 
iBgs  of  a  aimilnr  character  vero  held  at  Mooreeville,  Monrovia,  Eminence, 
Morgantown,  Paragon  and  oUcwbcrc,  largo  crowila  being  present.  Capt. 
Johnston,  Dr.  Wright  and  other  spoalcera  entertained  the  audiences.  Much 
disloyalty  iraa  manifested  in  the  county  at  this  time,  an  account  of  which 
will  be  found  elsewhere.  In  July.  J.  G.  Mitchell  recruited  a  tqaad  for 
the  Serenth  Cavalry.  Several  other  recruiting  oflSoers  were  at  work 
abont  the  same  time,  amonj;  tbem  being  Capta.  Wellman  (mentioned 
above)  and  Goodhue,  who  obtained  men  for  the  six  months'  service. 

(iKN.  U0KUA»'S  HAID. 
At  no  time  during  the  progress  of  the  war  were  the  people  In  the 
MDlhem  half  of  Indiana  ao  thoroughly  roused  as  they  were  when  John 
Morgan  invaded  the  State  in  Jaly.  18tI3,  and  the  excitement  in  Morgan 
Conaiy  waa  fully  up  to  the  fever  of  the  hour.  Men  who  wore  opposed  to 
thecontinoanoe  of  the  war  were  no  sooner  apprised  of  the  inraniian  than 
ibey  immediately  tendered  their  services  to  repel  or  capture  the  daring 
«Q«iDj.  Seven  full  companies  wereorganixeil  in  an  incredibly  short  space 
of  time,  and  four  of  them — one  of  cavalry  and  three  of  infantry — marched 
rapidly  to  the  Stole  Capital  and  offered  iheir  services  to  tbc  Governor. 


riTSTORT  OP  MORGAN  COTJVTT. 

'One  of  the  compunieii  raise*!  at  MartinHvillo,  wu  commanded  by  Cftpt. 
Sylvanus  Barnard.  Thecomp»ny  raie«d  iti  Jelferion  Township  wu  com- 
luaniled  by  Capt.  William  Nicliohoii,  and  ihe  one  id  Ray  by  CapL  Joseph 
Brndlcy.  Capt.  Joel  Mattticws,  who  raised  a  company  in  Brown,  did  not 
leave  the  county  with  his  compHny.  N'one  of  tlie  companiai  snw  nny  ao> 
live  service  in  pursuit  of  Morgan,  and  all  soon  returned.  Morgan's  raid 
did  TOQch  to  quiet  the  partmn  usperitioa  which  had  been  troubling  the 
county  ID  no  sm&ll  degree.  About  this  time  n  oompany  of  old  men,  called 
the  '*  SiWer  Oraya,"  was  organized  at  the  county  seat  as  a  home  guard, 

THE  FOVRTH  OP  JL'tY,  186$. 
The  day  vrna  ushered  in  by  the  ringtn;;  of  bells  and  the  firing  of  guns 
and  anvils.  Soon  after  sunrise,  gay  processions  of  country  people  began 
to  arrive,  and  at  9  o'clock  the  county  scat  irae  alive  wiln  a  swormiag, 
noisy  multitude.  It  was  stated  that  there  were  3,000  people  in  town  on 
this  eventful  day.  At  about  10  o'clock.  Capt.  Uayvard  &nd  Henry  Sims. 
M&rshaU  of  the  Day,  formed  the  crowd  into  a  procenion  around  tu«  pub- 
lii'^uare,  and  the  march  to  Mitchell's  Grove  was  commenced.  Prayerwas 
offered  by  Rev.  S-  B.  Sutton,  and  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was 
read  by  Dr.  Tarlcton.  Choice  pfltriotic  music  wm  furnished  by  Mrs.  U.  B. 
Jobnsun,  Mrs.  T.  B.  Mitchell,  Miss  Lou  Owinn.  MiM  Nannie Litteii.  Mrs.  P. 
S.  Parka,  Mrs.  J.  0.  Sampson,  T.  J.  Sloan,  How  Parka,  George  Townsend 
and  W.  R.  Shepard.  A  small  8(^nad  of  soldiers  was  present  in  military 
dress.  The  first  .tpeakcr  was  C.  F.  McNutt,  who  was  followed  by  Dr.  J,  J. 
AVrighl.  A  beautiful  ode.  written  for  the  occasion  bv  Mrs.  Paul  Dumer. 
was  read  by  W.  R.  Shepard.  and  waa  grt^atly  admired  by  the  assomblagc. 
A  magnificent  dinner  wa»  aprcad  out  in  Ihe  grove,  and  eaten  with  epicu> 
rean  appetite.  The  event  of  the  day  wa.4  the  parade  of  a  company  of  about 
forty  "  Raging  Tads."  They  appeared  about  8  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
dressed  in  (Jie  most  frightful  attiro  which  thoir  imiiginations  and  meant 
could  suggest  and  procure,  and  omamcntod  in  a  manner  to  "make  tho 
angels  weep."  They  marched  around  like  a  war  party  of  Cumanchet.  ut- 
tering direful  yella  which  curdled  the  blood,  and  cutting  caperaof  sufficient 
•pishness  to  put  to  shame  a  modern  CongrcH.inian  or  a  professional  politi* 
ciiQ.  A  troop  of  the  young  scions  of  the  town  followed  them  in  high 
glee,  counterfeiting  thoir  diabolical  buffoonery  in  an  ecstasy  of  childish 
bliss.  The  parade  was  enjoyed  by  all.  In  the  evening  a  brilliant  social 
was  held  at  Park  it  llites'  Hall,  and  at  Military  Ilall  on  the  west  side  of 
the  public  ai)uare.  Both  halls  were  beautifully  decorated  with  Howers  and 
spniys  of  evergreen.  In  Military  Hall,  a  large  steel  engraving  of  Wash- 
ington was  suspended,  around  and  over  which  brieht  garlands  and  loyal 
colors  wero  wreathed.  The  evening  was  one  of  the  moat  enjoyable  and 
brilliant  ever  witnestod  in  the  county  seat.  Celebnitioniof  the  day  word 
held  elsewhere  in  the  oounly,  but  as  no  account  vaa  published  the  rec- 
ord cannot  be  given  in  these  pages. 

ADDITIONAL  CALLS  AND   ENLISTMENTS. 

On  the  17th  of  October.  1863,  came  the  call  for  300,000  men  for  two 
years,  and  the  task  of  securing  roluntccra  was  renewed.  Cicuts.  Willis 
Record  and  McOracken    and    others  secnreil   nhout  sixty  men   for  the 
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itietb  Raiment  in  December,  18BS,  »nd  January,  18B4.  In  Jan- 
'^trj  oad  Fcbruftrv.  tbirw-tbree  colored  men  were  bired  st  $100  fAcb 
10  r^rweot  Wadbington  Township  in  the  array.  Tbej  were  seaijnied  to 
CompkDj  K,  Twenty-eigbth  Regiment  United  Stales  Colored  Troopa, 
Foar  or  five  of  tliese  men  nn\j  were  from  Morgun  Countj  ;  the  others 
were  partly  contmhandn  from  the  South.  The  colored  men  were  turned 
orerto  Lieut.  Richard  Currj.  A  few  recruits  entered  the  Twelfth  Ilegi- 
in«Qt.  and  a  fow  more  the  Twontv-tirst.  Lieut.  .1.  C-  Farr  recruited  & 
•quad  for  the  Thirty-third,  and  Clsrk  Graves  secured  a  few  for  his  regi- 
ment. Nearly  all  of  the  regimouta  conuining  men  from  the  oouDtr  re- 
ceived fVom  few  to  many  recruita.  Lieut.  Bundle  recruited  for  the  Twen- 
?'-MTenth.  Sj  the  9th  of  January,  1SG4,  only  Brown  and  Mailison 
Dwoshipa  bad  furnished  their  quoiAs  under  the  October  call  of  1863. 
Washington  cleared  b«r  quota  with  colored  raen.  as  did  also  Cloy,  the  lat- 
ter paying*  Cl-iBOO  for  nine  colored  men.  The  other  townships  slowly 
laiaed  their  men  during  the  early  part  of  1664,  sending  them  na  recruits 
into  the  older  regiments. 


RBCBPTION   OP  THE    VBTEBAKS. 

On  Sftturday,  April  9,  186-1,  »  large  assotnblofe  of  the  citisens 
gathered  at  the  county  seat,  pursuant  to  cul,  to  fonnalTy  reccire  the  vet* 
ffftiu  who  btd  come  home  on  furlough.  The  citizens  came  Irom  all 
tpHTters  on  foot,  horseback  and  in  carriages  and  wagons,  until  the  town 
was  filled.  Capt.  Day,  iit  1  i  o'clock,  formed  the  veterans  into  nink  and 
iDarched  them  to  tlii;  commons  southwest  of  town,  where  they  were  put 
throQgb  musket  and  bayouet  practice  and  military  evolutions  for  the 
WneSi  of  the  crowd.  Then  all  marched  back  to  the  court  hou^e,  from 
tlie  door  of  which  Maj.  Manker  delivered  the  elociuent  welcoming  Dpeech. 
Col.  Cobuni  ri«pi>nded  in  behalf  of  the  Thirty>third  Regiment.  Several 
kimdred  eoldier^  were  present,  and  as  they  marched  around  in  rank  with 
the  wonderful  precision  of  veteruns  the  wildest  cnthuaiosm  woa  kindled 
in  the  breaau  of  the  S|iectatore.  Au  enormous  tible  on  the  south  aide  of 
the  square,  extending  the  whole  length  of  the  yard  east  and  west,  was 
loaded  to  the  verge  of  breaking  down  with  the  choicest  viands  the  county 
could  produce.  Over  1.500  persons  dined  at  this  gigantic  table,  and  at 
the  ooQclosion  of  the  feast  the  large  store  still  remniuing  untouched  was 
distributed  to  soldiers'  familiee.  At  2  o'clock  P.  M.,  Judge  Gooding 
lpok«  to  "the  largent  crowd  ever  in  the  town."  His  speech  wn.>i  nearly 
toree  boura  in  length,  and  woe  a  splendid  specimen  of  American  loyalty, 
oratory  and  eloqaonce.  The  reception  did  not  conclude  with  this  meeC- 
iog,  bat  continued  in  an  informul  chu.ractcr  uutil  tbo  fuilnughs  of  the 
veterans  ended.  They  were  feasted  and  toasted  in  public  and  in  private  ; 
and  fctee.  soirees,  eocialig,  picnics,  purlieu  and  balls  were  given  in  their 
honor  and  for  their  express  enioyrauni.  Ah,  how  the  boys  enjoyed  the 
short  thirty  days,  af^er  the  hardships,  marobes,  fatigues,  battles  and 
starvations  iti  the  South'.  Everything  which  love  and  loyalty  could 
■■ggnt  wM  done  for  their  comfort  and  happiueu.  Many  of  the  veterans 
wevf!  from  the  Eleventh  and  other  regiments  containing  Morgan  County 
men.     Uefore  this  reception,  the  ladiea  bad  given  the  veterans  from  Mar- 
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tioAviUe  a  forma)  welcome  home  at  Temperance  lUII. 
gaj  and  brilliant. 

COXTPfUBD  BNLISTMBSTS  IK  1S64. 
Under  the  calls  or  Februarv  and  March,  1864,  a  few  recruits  wera 
secured,  but  the  enliotment  was  slow  and  unattended  with  noteworthy 
eventfl.  On  the  23d  of  April  came  the  call  for  85,000  men  for  the  100 
days"  eerrice.  About,  tliirty  men  were  railed  in  Uie  county  by  Capt.  W. 
J.  Mankcr  and  Liout.  J.  E.  Qoodhue.  They  were  assiguod  to  the  One 
Hondred  and  Thirty -eccond  Itogiment,  ann  by  a  mistake  credited  to 
Marion  Connty.  A  few  small  squadti  entered  the  older  regiments.  In 
July  came  the  call  for  500,000  men  for  one,  two  and  three  years,  and 
the  county  waa  again  etimulated  into  activity.  War  moctings  were  again 
held  everywhere,  and  large  offers  of  local  bounty  were  made.  The 
county  quota  waa  large,  but  the  citizens  went  resolutely  to  work  to  fill 
the  call.  No  oiFort  acema  to  have  been  made  to  organize  a  company 
wholly  in  the  county,  but  nearly  all  the  men  secured  went  as  recruits  to 
the  older  regimenla.  The  county  made  great  exertion,  all  the  leading 
men  trav^r^ing  the  county,  speaking  to  scores  of  audiences  and  stirring 
up  those  liable  lo  bo  draficd.  By  the  20tb  of  August.  Gregg  wa<i  tKft 
only  Township  which  had  filled  hpr  quota;  she  had  a  aurplus  of  seven. 
The  others  were  behind  in  the  following  figures :  Washington,  20 ; 
Jackson,  2o;  Oroene,  49;  Harrison,  13;  Madison,  27;  Clay,  11; 
Brown,  33;  Monroe,  26:  Adams.  7;  JefiTcrsou.  7;  Hakcr,  12;  and 
Ray,  36.  It  will  be  seen  that  up  to  that  time  some  of  the  townships  had 
done  little  better  than  nothing.  At  a  big  political  meeting  held  at 
Warerly  about  the  middle  of  Scpteraher,  Gov.  Morion  addressed  the 
dcizens  oo  the  Presidential  issues  and  the  state  of  the  war. 

THE  DRAFT  OF  BKPTEMBEB   21,    1864. 

As  the  time  passed,  it  was  seen  that  the  county  could  not  escape  the 
draft.  Indeed,  some  tnwnHhi{)fi  waited  its  appearance  with  charming 
composure.  The  numb'era  drafted  cannot  be  given,  but  it  is  likely  that 
all  the  townships  except  Gregg  were  levied  upon.  A.  S.  Griggs  was 
Provoet  Marshal  fur  Morgiiii  County.  The  drafb  took  place  at  Indian- 
■polia.  After  the  draft,  the  townships  were  given  an  opportunity  of 
clearing  their  quotas  by  volunteers  or  substitutes,  which  several  succeeded 
in  doing.     The  GazetU.  of  October  29  said  :

liome  trouble  arose  ia  Brown  Townalilp  over  ihe  draft.  After  the  drafit^  men 
bad  been  muatcrcd  into  Ibc  Hcrvice.  tliey  no  longer  bed  the  power  lo  All  quotas 
uniler  the  draft  with  volunteers.  Quite  a  number  did  not  know  ihia  tioiil  after  be- 
ing mueicrcd  in;  tbcn  it  iv-as  too  late. 

The  drafted  men  were  token  to  Indianapolis  October  2<J,  and  assigned 

to  various  old  regimente.     Thus  was  the  county  quota  filled. 

THE   PBBStDEXTTAL    AND   SIJBRRNATORIAL  0AMPAIUN8  Of   1864. 
This  campaign  was  very  spirited,  and  was  conducted  with  all  the 
Strength  of  the  two  parties.     The  real  issue  was  upon  the  further  con- 
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tit)QBnc«  of  the  vftr.  Gov.  Morton,  as  noticed  above,  and  other  dia- 
IJneuUbcd  apekkera,  addressed  Morgiiii  County  audionces.  On  th«  Sat- 
aroBj  preceding  the  October  ciection.  a  largo  crowd  of  Republicans 
•ssembled  at  Martiosville  to  stir  up  the  L'niou  ftentJment.  A  6ae  dinner 
aad  «lcx|Uent  speeches  were  enjoyed  on  the  fair  gronnd.  The  tonn  was 
imted  to  a  brilliBnt  torch-light  procession  in  the  evening.  On  the  day 
of  the  election,  eixtj  sotdiera  went  to  tlie  polls  in  a  bodj  and  polled  their 
voice  for  Gov.  Morion.  The  Deinocrsis  also  had  large  nicetinga  at  Mar- 
tiamlle  and  throughout  the  contitj.  Scarcel,r  a  night  pa«aed  without 
brilliant  ^therinf;s  and  speeches.  At  last  the  returns  came  in,  when-it 
wu  fovad  that  Gov.  Morton's  mnjoritj  whs  544,  a  RepablioaD  gain  of 
412  vowa  in  two  jean.  The  suecossful  parlyivug  jubilnnt.  On  Wednes- 
daj  after  the  election,  a  jubilee  ■Kta  bold  at  the  county  scut,  at  Mooree- 
vitle,  at  Morgaitiown,  and  at  other  places.  A  tall  tlag-pole  was  erected 
in  front  of  >litcheir8  store  in  Martinsville,  and  a  fine  Hag  vrts  soon  flying 
from  the  top.  The  Republican  Glee  Club  gang  many  National  sira.  and 
the  streets  were  filled  with  happy  Republicans.  As  the  news  came  in 
from  the  State.  150  "rounds  of  anvils"  were  fired.  The  excitement 
eontinaed  until  the  November  election.  On  the  22d  of  October,  an  im- 
laense  ITnioii  meeting  was  held  in  the  court  yard.  A  new  banner  thirty 
feet  long  waa  run  ap  a  tall  3ag-pole  on  the  square  by  the  ladies,  and 
ipeaclies  were  delivered  by  Preston,  Hall  and  othera.

^H  THE   LAST  CALL   FOR   TOLrNTEBRS.

Active  work  was 

begun  about  the  middle  of  January.     About  fifty  men  were  recruited  for 

Eleven  ih  Rt'^imeut.     Abt>ut  eighty  men   were  raised  for  Companies 

til  H,  Une  Hundred  and  Foriy-oighth  Regiment,  one  year's  service. 
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A  few  smalt  ftquads  joineH  other  regiments.     These  men  left  about  the 

middlo  of  February.     The  G-azttte  of  Febroarj  18  SBiii:

But  the  county  could  not  wholly  Mcapc  the  draft  which  t-koie  on  the 

last  w«l:  in  February  with  the  following  result:  Green,  40;  Ray,  30; 

Brown.  20  ;  Jackson,  20  ;  and  Raker,  fi.     Immediately  after  the  draft, 

all  the  above  townahips  except  Bakor  filled  their  quotas  by  volunteers, 

which  privilege  was  uccorded  them.     A  few  men  fuiled  to  appear.     The 

drafted  men  were  assigned  to  the  older  regiments.

The  dazette  of  April  8  exclaimed :

Tnmie  to  tell  tlw.'  lal*  of  Jtiy  The  Home  Guiird«  fired  roller  after  volk-y  of  inus- 
ketry.     The  jollification  was  ktipt  up  until  n  late  hour  of  ttir  uielil. 

A  few  days  later  the  news  of  the  surrender  of  Ocn.  Lee  reached  the 
county,  and  created  everywhere  the  most  intense  joy.  People  in  all  parts 
of  the  county  tethered  in  the  noare^t  towns  intuitively  to  mingle  rejoic- 
ings over  the  glorious  news.  Glee  clubs  Hang  themselvea  honrae  ;  apeucors 
voiced  the  general  ecslacr  in  notes  of  eloquence ;  haxtily  improvi-ted  pro- 
cessions paraded  the  atreete  with  martini  bamts  and  tumultuous  shouts; 
banners  and  loynl  erabloms  were  Hung  to  the  breeze,  and  the  citizens  as  a 
mass  gave  themselves  up  to  every  species  of  joyous  demonstration.  The 
night  of  the  11th  of  April  was  rainy  and  muildy,  hut  Martinsville  was 
decorated  and  illuminated  as  it  had  never  been  before.  The  court  house 
from  bolfry  to  foundation  was  a  glittering  galaxy  of  light  and  color. 
Stores  and  private  rcei deuces  vied  with  vach  other,  without  regard  to  tabor 
or  expense,  in  creating  the  most  gorgeous  display. 

TEE  DEATH  OF    PttCSI&BKT   LINCOLN. 

The  county  was  yet  in  the  midst  fit  public  rejoicings  when  the  painful 
news  was  received  that  Lincoln  had  been  assassinated.     The  revulsion  in 

tmblio  feeling  was  sickening.  Many  a  man  and  woman  had  learned  to 
ove  the  name  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  lie  bad  led  them  through  foar  loDg 
years  of  darkness  and  death — had  been  the  cloud  by  day  and  pillar  of 
fire  by  night  through  all  the  starless  gloom  of  war,  and  now.  when  the 
sunlight  of  victory  had  lighted  the  national  heart  with  honndles?  joy.  and 
every  knee  was  bent,  and  every  eye  dim  with  grateful  thanksgiving,  to 
have  the  beloved  Lincoln  cut  down  ao  untimely  was  indeed  bitter  and 
hard  to  bear.  Scores  burse  into  tears  as  if  they  had  lost  their  nearest 
friend.  People  spoke  in  subdued  voices  of  the  awful  calamity,  and  moved 
around  with  troubled  faces  and  heavy  steps-  The  Gatetit  of  April  22 
said :

■hip  o(  Andrew  Johniou.  we  do  aolemiily  before  Ood  and  k'^o'^  uieii  rv-pledge  our 
niraa  that  the  IlepuliUc  thalt  Um  and  Irtwtan  thnlt  die. 

4th.  That  we  humbly  and  derotedly  pr&y  the  Father  of  all  mcrcin  to  apkre 
Ihe  life  of  Secretary  Seward  to  tbU  already  deeply  afflicted  Nation. 

Tho  «iin«  iiSQo  of  tho  paper  containing  an  account  of  this  meeting  dso 
published  the  following: 

WedOBodnT  la*!  wna  the  mo^t  remarkable  day  ever  witnessed  in  Marttasrllle. 
R*Ter  waa  «u(-h  univvriial  fiuiet  known  to  our  ciliE«n*.  It  wn«  morn  like  a  IjahbnUi 
ahould  be  tlian  any  Sunday  that  ever  paaaeil  over  our  town.  It  wna  a  tad  ttar. 
fiueb  cnnCTal  and  gonuloe  aorrow  as  was  exhibited  hiTit  l«  Rcldom  witnesMd.  The 
great  bBauiy  of  tbe  reneralion  and  respect  ahown  Mr.  Lincoln  coiisiRia  in  Ihe  fact 
that  h  flld  not  proceed  from  anj  one  party  oi  creed.    All  th«  people  mourned. 

Public  meetings  in  honor  of  the  distingnishetl  dead  were  also  held  at 
MorgnnDwn,  Moor«sv)ll<>.  Eminence,  Paragon.  Centcrton,  and  in  nunier- 
Qoa  churches  and  scbonlhoutn  in  othL>r  portions  of  the  county.  The 
■pikers  at  Eminence  were  Kev.  John  Hancock  and  J.  W.  Rhea.  Reso- 
iullons  of  aorrow  and  hope  were  adopted  in  alt  the  meetings.  Unfortu- 
HAtely.  a  fuller  account  cnnnot  be  given.  A  few  residetiu  of  the  county 
utiwisely  aasertcd  iheir  Joy  at  the  death  of  Lincoln  ;  but  in  every  instance 
they  were  &ft«!iulted  and  terribly  beaten.  The  public  heart  did  not  fully 
revive  the  shock  until  the  c^nrrendcr  of  Gen.  Johnston's  army  on  the  26tn 
of  April.  Then  flgoin,  the  capture  of  Jefl*  Davis  in  petlicoata  on  the  lOih 
of  May  added  Co  Ine  gratiBcation. 

SL-MMABY  OF  TROUCfi  FrRNISIIED. 
It  18  impOMJhte  co  give  (he  exact  number  of  men  furnished  by  the 
cuouty  to  sappreu  tbe  rebellion :  but  un  uttciupt  will  be  made  to  give  tbe 
aiiproximate  number.  On  the  19th  of  September,  1862,  the  county  was 
oScially  credited  with  having  furnished  1/J32  men,  of  whom  1,11^8  were 
then  in  the  aervice.  But  this  does  not  include  the  men  who  entered  the 
eoai|Mniei  raised  outaide  of  the  county,  notably  at  Indianapolis.  It  is 
safe  to  say  that  over  1.300  men  had  been  furnished  by  this  time.  Under 
Uie  two  calle  of  1863,  the  county  quota  was  not  Iom  than  250  men.     Dur- 
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iDg  the  je&r  1864,  not  including  the  men  require*]  under  the  call  of 
December,  the  mggregal«  quoias  under  the  rurious  other  eulU  w«rc  {U7 
men,  kII  of  whom  were  Mcurcil  and  sent  into  the  field.  Undt-r  tlic  Dt-ccm- 
her  call,  202  men  were  required  and  raised,  together  with  a  surplus  of 
'22  men.  Taking  into  consideration  the  men  who  were  credited  to  other 
oiunties.  and  the  men  nf  other  counties  who  were  credited  to  Morgan, 
and  taking  the  aum  total  of  the  above  ertimate^  and  olBcial  statemetita, 
it  ^ill  bo  Been  that  the  county  furnished  about  2.700  men  to  nut  down 
the  rebellion.  Thia  ia  u  magnificent  ehowing.  It  should  be  borne  in 
mind,  however,  that  in  ihi»  eatimate  each  man  haa  been  counted  us  often 
&6  he  enlisted.  Many  served  under  two,  three  and  perhaps  four  calla. 
But  making  all  necessary  allowances,  it  is  safe  to  sa^  that  the  oonntv  sent 
2,000  diScrcDt  men  isle  the  field.  Those  estimates  do  not  include  the 
seven  companies  raised  to  repel  Gen.  Morgan,  nor  the  Home  Guardii.  nor 
the  eleven  companies  of  the  Indiana  Legion,  commanded  respectivelv  by 
the  following  Cnptains :  A.  S.  Griggn,  .Tncob  Hets,  JiLrviH  J.  John.>)on, 
Marvfield  Walters.  James  £.  Burton,  Andrew  T.  Wellman.  William 
Nicholson,  Sjlvanus  Barnard,  William  W.  Wilson  and  Joel  Matthews. 
During  the  war,  however,  nearly  oil  the  companies  of  the  Legion  entieted, 
and  saw  active  service. 

BODKTY    AND   RELIEF. 

About  the  middle  of  May,  1801,  the  County  Board  appropriated 
$8,000  for  the  care  of  soldiers'  families,  and  appointed  P.  8.  Parks,  J,  S. 
Kelley,  Jaoob  Adams,  Philip  Hodge  and  W.  J.  Manker  to  expend  the 
same.  A  great  deal  was  done  in  t^e  same  direction  bj  the  townahipa 
and  by  individual,  of  which  no  record  was  kept.  During  the  autumn  of 
1861,  soldiL-ra'  aid  aocictits  were  cirgauiiiHl  at  eevcrnt  central  places  in 
the  county.  During  the  first  week  in  November,  a  large  box  of  blankela. 
gloves,  mittens,  shirts,  drawers,  socks,  etc.,  was  sent  to  Indianapolis  from 
the  county  Koat.  Other  localities  sent  similar  boxes.  The  aopplies  went 
(o  the  boys  in  Kentucky.  Several  citizens  took  a  large  quantity  of  goods 
and  provisions  to  the  boys  there.  Mrs.  Manker.  Mrs.  Scott  and  many 
oiher  worthy  ladies  were  active  in  eoliciting  donotions.  Mrs.  J.  M.  Hub- 
bell  and  Mrs.  E.  W.  Callis  were  active  in  obtaining  cash  donations  for 
the  hospitals.  In  April,  1862,  a  new  eoldiera' relief^  aociely  was  organ- 
ized at  Martinsville,  with  the  following  officers :  W.  U.  Craig.  President ; 
A.  H.  Crayton,  Secretary;  J.  W.  Paul,  Treasurer;  A.  H.  Crayton,  W, 
J.  Sparks,  S.  J.  Hastings,  A.  J.  Major.  D.  G.  Stotts,  Jesse  Barker, 
Jamca  R.  Best,  Mrs.  J.  K.  Peott,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Paul  and  Mrs.  J.  R.  Elli- 
ott. Soliciting  Committee.  Others  elsewhere  in  the  county  were  organ- 
ized. These  societies,  however,  were  not  active  In  June.  1868.  in  re- 
sponse to  a  call  from  Gov.  Morton,  the  County  Board  loaned  95,000  of 
the  county  funds  to  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  hclplcas  soldiers.  Tte 
appropriation  was  opposed  by  a  strong  disloyal  element,  but  without  avail. 
In  December,  1N63,  the  aid  eocietics  were  re-organized,  and  during  the 
winter  did  good  work.  On  Thanksgiving  Day,  8S9.70  was  raised  at 
Martinsville.  .\t  another  meeting  in  Martinsville.  ^7  cash  was  received. 
Under  the  October  call  of  18ti.3.  the  County  Board  ordered  each  volun* 
teer  paid  $100  bounty.     The  townships  began  to  offer  bounties  alio. 


Brown  ofl«reil  8100  for  each  maa,  and  Maillson  0300.  During  ctie  win- 
t«r.  Ute  "  Murdocic  Institute"  gave  amateur  •dramatic  enwrteinueots  Nt 
Martinnville  for  the  benefit  of  the  Counlj-  Saniury  CoranjiMion.  The 
details  iu  other  localitiM  cnnnnt  be  givcD.  The  drwiiBtio  sooletr  played 
••The  Double  Ghosr,"  "  Kiss  in  the  Dark,"  "  Rough  Diamond,  '•  Love 
at  Sight,"  etc-,  and  was  greeted  by  imracnM  BUdieocM-  A  large  amount 
oftonneTwas  thus  secured  for  (be  soldiers.  Lnrge  quantities  of  wond 
aod  provisions  were  furnished  the  families  of  soldiers  gr&luitously.  ti. 
W.  Cramer,  John  llraughton.  Calvin  Itrellefonl.  Jease  Avery,  Davil 
Carter,  Isaac  Kastings,  Patrick  Brailey,  La&vctte  Townsend,  J.  J. 
Wright.  D.  D.  Cramer.  Madisou  Avery.  Thotnaa'  Williame,  W.  W.  Wil- 
son,  flllis  Hastings  at  M&rttnsvillo,  and  8Core«  of  others  throughout  the 
county  were  active  in  famishing  wood  and  supplies.  The  ''  Heth^da 
Soldier's  Aid  Society,"  organised  at  Moorettville  in  August,  1864,  »ent 
the  following  supplied  to  Indianapolis  in  Deoember;  Twelve  doien  band- 
ages,  six  doieo  arm  slings,  ten  pounds  of  lint,  two  dozen  towels,  one  dot- 
en  pillow  cases,  one  dozen  packs  of  envelopes,  one  pack  of  letter  paper, 
ninety-five  pounds  cotton  rags,  twenty  pounds  lint  rags,  one  dosen  dish 
doths.  thirteen  shirts,  one  dozen  pairs  drawers,  one  and  one-iialf  do&en 
■heeU,  six  pounds  mustard  seed,  three  pounds  sage,  thr««  pounds  hops, 
tiio  boshela  of  ootons,  fifty  pounds  dried  apples,  twelve  pounds  dried 
peaches,  foarteon  cans  of  fruit  and  one-half  barrel  of  picklos  ;  also  9^9.85 
eaah.  A  large  number  of  hogs  (200)  were  purchased  by  the  County 
Board  for  the  consumption  of  soldiers'  families  during  the  winter.  In 
Jsnnary,  18ti5,  n  Ladies'  Aid  Society  was  organized  at  the  county  seat, 
UDong  tho  memben^  being  Mrs.  L.  Mewenger,  Mr9.  W.  W.  Wilson,  Mrs. 
S.  A.  Tilfnrd.  Mrs.  Sallie  Smith,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Callis  and  others.  But 
little  wan  done  by  thi^  society,  as  the  war  soon  closed.  Otj  the  2GiU  of 
January,  186*0,  the  County  Board  appropriated  8300  for  each  volunteer 
or  drufted  man  undar  the  last  call  for  troops,  but  this  met  such  strong 
objeclioo  from  the  fact  that  soldiers'  property  would  have  to  sustain  the 
tax  to  send  "  stay-at-homes  "  to  the  army,  that  the  order  was  rescindod. 
The  following  statement  is  taken  from   tho  Adjutant  Genorat'e  report:

HWtORY  OF  MUBOAN  CODHTT. 


DISLOYALTY   MA?IIFESTED   t>UBlKll   TUB  VAR. 

Tlic  leiist  said  on  this  subject  th«  belter.  All  mention  of  tbe  more 
prominent  ovadu,  however,  cannot  he  escaped.  It  is  scarcely  aece^sftry 
tofttato  that  many  protninont  people  in  Morgan  Countj^and  throughout 
the  North  were  sincerely  and  coaacieatiously  opposed  to  th«  prosevutinn  of 
tbe  nar  to  quell  tbe  rebellion.  M&ot  honestly  belierod  in  tbe  right  of 
the  Southern  States  to  Recede,  and  in  the  Divine  origin  of  the  institution 
of  slarerv-  This  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  in  view  of  tbe  horculoan 
efforts  0/  Southern  sutesmeu,  through  a,  long  period  of  years,  to  instil 
tbe  heresy  into  theheart4  of  both  North  and  bouth.  In  view  of  humtiD 
fallibility,  it  is  useless  to  recrimiuate  for  errors  of  judgment.  People 
boyi  North  and  Sooth,  who  were  sincere  in  their  opinions,  should  be  re- 
garded with  charity,  and  the  nation,  after  iL4  hapiiiini  of  blood,  ghuuld 
fo«ter  a  nobUr  humanity  by  the  universal  edacation  of  mind  and  heart. 

The  Gmt  disloyality  manifested  was  the  declaration  of  joy  at  the  fall 
of  Sutnler,  but  this  sentiment  seems  (o  have  become  dormant  during  the 
early  summer  of  166\.  In  July  and  August  it  cropped  oat  again.  One 
man  hoped  there  would  he  a  big  battle,  and  that  many  would  be  killed  on 
hot!)  sides.  Another  thought  Lincoln  ought  to  be  killed — that  sotne  one 
should  cut  his  throat;  and  another  »aid  "every  voliinteirr  who  goes  (othe 
Sooth  in  a  murderer."  During  the  fall,  a  soldier  wbu  hud  enlisted  in 
Capt.  Cunning's  company  was  persuaded  to  stay  at  home  by  a  disloyal 
friend.  It  was  during  the  fall  elections  that  an  eflbrc  was  made  to  organ- 
ize a  distinctive  Union  party  from  the  nntazonietic  elements,  but  the 
attempt  proved  largely  abortive.  At  a  certain  mass  meeting  in  Qreen 
Township,  one  of  the  speakers  said :  '*  The  volunteers  in  the  present  war 
are  a  set  of  thieves  and  robbers."  In  the  summer  of  18t>2,  a  lady  in 
MartinHville  !>aid  ahe  wished  every  Union  woman  of  the  town  could  be 
compelled  to  sleep  with  a  negro.  Another,  whose  brother  had  juat  enlisted, 
declared  she  was  "disgrnccd  forever."  In  .January,  1t>d3,  a  detaehmeot 
of  volunteers  from  Indianapolis  entered  Green  Township  to  arrest  several 
deserters  who  were  reported  to  have  been  concealed  there.  The  men  were 
found  and  arresfed,  but  as  they  were  being  taken  away  the  troopii  were 
fired  upon  by  a  large  body  of  disloyal  citieei]».  though  no  one  was  injured. 
When  the  report  01  this  proceeding  reached  Indianapolis,  Cot.  Carringtoa 
sent  a  strong  detachment  of  troops  it^  arrest  the  prominent  leaders  of  the 
*'£uerrillaa."  Some  six  or  eight  were  arrested,  taken  to  Indianapolis, 
tried,  convicted,  and  each  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $500.  Early  in 
March,  Lieut.  Hayward  and  a  squad  of  troops  arreeted  five  deserters  in 
Martinsville.  Several  mnrders  occurred  in  the  county,  mippo^ed  to  have 
been  cauEfld  by  quustious  growing  out  uf  the  war.  In  1863,  the  Knights 
of  the  Golden  Circle  instituted  several  organisations  in  the  county.  Let- 
ters from  men  in  the  county  to  boys  in  the  service,  urging  them  to  desert, 
were  captured  and  published  in  the  Gaiette.  Union  Leaguea  were  organ- 
ized to  counteract  the  dieloysl  tendencies.  A  few  houses  and  barns  owned 
by  prominent  loyal  men.  were  burned.  Threatening  letters  were  sent 
out.  Butternut  brctut-pius  were  worn.  At  a  church  on  Sand  Creek,  & 
ladv  wearing  one  was  assaulted  by  another  lady,  who  tore  the  disloyal 
emblem  from  her  bo&om  and  oarried  it  ofT  in  triumph.    A  division  in  the 
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ohnroh  waa  tli«  nsult.     TliMC  are  samples  of  vhtt  occurred  in  the  countj 

while  tbe  war  lasted.     Noibinx  very  serious  occurred  except  the  murdera.

Daruig  the  summer  months  of  l($65,  th«  soldiers  returned  from  (be 
w&r  and  were  welcomed  with  throbbing  hearts  by  lored  ones  and  friends. 
They  wore  osniUly  receire-l  with  formal  ceremony  by  crowds  of  grateful 
people.  Tbe  flag  they  hud  carried  through  so  many  bloody  campaign* 
vas  retomed  to  the  citiiens  wbo  had  presented  it  to  the  brave  boys  be^re 
ibey  went  away  so  proud  and  valiant  four  years  before.  Fine  swords  or 
oth«r  elegant  memortala  were  given  to  those  who  had  done  some  specially 
distinguished  service.  Many  a  boy  who  had  gone  away  so  bright  and 
brave,  followed  by  a  mother  s  love  and  blessing,  vu  left  in  a  patriot's 
grave  far  down  in  the  Sunny  South.  Othcm  came  home  with  empty 
■leeves  and  frightful  scars,  or  shattered  minds  and  broken  eonetitations. 
The  sacred  dust  of  some  was  brt>ugbt  home  and  buried  by  loving  friends. 
The  county  cemeteries  contain  all  that  ia  mortal  of  the  heroes.  Tbe 
silent  mounds  of  sod  are  lovingly  decked  with  sweet  blossoms,  and  the 
summer  tnaotle  of  green  velvet  is  patiently  watched  by  faithful  hearts. 
Sprigs  of  holly  and  evergreen,  bright  clusten  of  rich  flowers  and  eloqueat 
tribatw  in  eulogy  of  tbe  noble  dead,  are  the  uirorings  of  a  grateful  people 
on  OecontioD  Day.     The  loyal  dead  must  nol  be  forgotten.

WASHINaTON  TOWNSHIP  AND  MARTINSVILLE. 


THB  FIRST  SBTTLEMBNT. 

"TTTASHINGTON  TOWNSHIP  ia  the  largest  civil  diviaion  of  the 
VV  county,  being  composed,  as  nearly  na  can  be  estimated,  of  sixty 
squure  miles  of  valley  and  upland.  There  are  several  very  beautiful 
viewB,  one  being  from  the  bluffs  near  the  county  seat  down  the  river  val- 
ley until  aky  and  timber  meet  at  Gosport,  fifteen  miles  away.  The  up- 
land ia  not  good  for  agriculture,  but  there  is  no  richer  or  more  productive 
soil  in  the  State  than  in  the  river  valley  and  along  the  amaller  atreams. 
The  first  aettleraent  in  the  township  was  made  by  the  Cutlers,  who 
located  their  land  in  the  fall  of  1819,  and  in  the  early  spring  of  1820 
brought  their  families  out  for  permanent  residence.  It  is  uncertain  who 
came  next,  but  within  a  few  months  several  other  families  arrived,  among 
them  being  those  of  Joel  Ferguson,  John  Gray,  Samnel  Scott,  John 
Case,  Joshua  Taylor,  Joseph  Townsend,  George  Matthews,  Benjamin 
Freeland,  Benjamin  Hoffman,  Joshua  Gray,  Thomas  Jenkins,  John 
Sims,  Chester  Holbrook,  Alexander  Rowand,  Norman  Reed,  Isaac  Hoi- 
landsworth,  Pressley  Buckner,  Samuel  Elliott,  Jonathan  Williams,  James 
Reynolds,  James  and  Charles  Clark,  and  a  little  later  George  and  Morris 
Baker,  Christopher  Parker,  Simon  Bishop,  Philip  Burns,  Mosea  Voylee, 
Philip  Bnsa,  William  SeaU,  James  Burk,  William  Townsend  ttnd  many 
others  whose  names  cannot  be  learned.  After  the  county  seat  had  been 
located  in  1822,  the  settlement  in  the  vicinity  was  rnpid.  The  southern 
part  of  the  township  did  not  settle  up  until  in  the  thirties,  at  which  time 
almost  all  the  land  there  was  entered,  a  portion  of  it  by  capitalists  at 
Martinsville  or  elsewhere.  Almost  the  whole  township  was  covered  with 
a  heavy  growth  of  the  choicest  native  forestry,  through  which  many  wild 
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anitDBU  roamed.

is  Atntetl  hj  William  Taytor  (hat  n  man  named  Perry 
short  dintance  north  of  lh«  coantj  seat,  in  one  day 
kille^l  6t«  beuTd.  two  of  tbeni  bein^  cubs.  The  last  one  was  wonndetl, 
ait<]  actaeked  the  hunter,  who  killcdit  with  his  gnn  barrel.  Thisoccurred 
jiLYt  aouth  of  town.  It  is  told  of  FrMsIey  Buckner  that  be  saw  several 
animala  lying  in  the  leaves  in  the  woods  one  day,  nod  at  first  thought 
ihey  were  wolves.  He  fired  and  killed  one,  whereupon  the  others  ran. 
Thi  hunter  v%s  astonished  to  find  thnt  his  wolf  was  a  big  panther.  This 
also  occurred  near  Murtitisville. 


MARTINSVILLE. 

The  town  of  ^t1)^tinsvitIe  had  its  origin  in  the  act  of  the  State  Legis- 
latare,  which  brouf;ht  the  county  of  Morgan  into  existence.  Thiii  act 
wsa  approved  by  the  Governor  on  the  31at  of  December,  lt^21,  an! 
provided  that  James  Borland,  of  Monroe  County ;  Hiouias  Beailey,  of 
Lawrence  County;  Phillip  Hnrt,  of  Owen  County;  John  Milroy.  of 
Washington  County,  and  John  Martin,  of  Washington  County,  should 
meet  at  the  house  of  John  Gray  on  the  1st  day  of  March.  IS22, 
to  liH-ale  and  permanently  "sot  the  euke"  of  the  new  county  stat. 
It  is  not  certain  that  at!  the  Commissioners  appointed  convened  as 
provided  in  the  act,  though,  if  not.  a  majority  met  on  the  day  specified 
at  Mr.  Gray's  residence.  There  w«r«  two  or  more  rival  locations  in 
tb«  county  for  the  county  seat,  one  being  at  MartinBville.  another 
near  Ccutcrton,  and  another,  it  is  staled,  at  Wevcrly.  Tbs  latter 's 
preicusions  were  easily  evaded,  owing  to  its  location  in  the  extreme 
eaateni  portion  of  the  county.  Ccnterton  bad  every  advantage  of  loca- 
(JDO ;  bat  sufficient  influence  cnuld  not  be  brought  to  bear  upon  the 
looating  Commissioners,  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  was  scarcely  a  settler 
in  that  vicinity.  On  the  contrary,  while  Martinsville  was  ftoulh  of  the 
center  of  th«  county,  there  were  four  or  five  intolligcni  and  prominent 
mm  living  in  that  vicinity  who  offisreiJ  valuable  donations  of  Und,  and 
periiips  oUier  property,  to  secure  the  prize.  Accordingly,  after  viewing 
the  various  rival  locations  and  other  portion)!  of  the  central  part  of  the 
eoanty,  and  after  weighing  all  the  tendered  donations,  the  locating  Com- 
missioners permauently  fixed  the  scat  of  justice  at  MartJnsville. 

It  mast  be  noticed,  however,  that  up  to  this  period,  there  was  no  sign 
of  »  town  at  what  is  now  Martinsville.  The  land  was  covered  with  a 
rieh  growth  of  native  forestry,  and  nnmerous  pits  or  holes  dotted  the 
nrface.  An  old  Delaware  trail  ran  acix)9s  the  town  site  from  northeast 
to  sonthwoac,  nasaing  near  the  soulheni«t  corner  of  the  public  squire,  and 
also  near  the  large  spring  of  water  in  the  hills  northeast  of  the  town. 

It  IB  not  positively  known  how  the  town  came  to  be  called  Martina- 
*iUc.  The  most  reasonable  among  several  ways  mentioned  is  that  it  waa 
BHB«d  frnra  John  Martin,  of  Washington  County,  the  oldc«t  of  the 
beating  Com  mission  era.  Bui  this  origin  of  the  name  must  not  bo  regarded 
aa  positively  established.  The  loeation  wag  coinpletod  tho  first  week  in 
March.  1B22.  The  site  selected  was  upon  the  line  dividing  Townships 
II  and  m  north,  Range  I  east,  of  the  Second  Principal  Meridian,  the 
towftship  tine  passing  across  the  public  square.     The  site  was  aUo  upon 
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Section  4  of  the  former  township,  and  Section  33  of  the  Utter.     The 
following  entries  on  these  Mcliona  hnd  been  made:

COKATIOKS  AUD  SALES  OF  TOWN    LOTS. 

Aa  a  coniideration  for  the  locatioo  of  the  county  ee&t  thereon,  the 
following  donations  of  land  were  ruade  to  Morgan  County:  By  Joel  Per- 
giuon,  thirty-soren  sn<l  one-half  a<;re«  on  the  west  half  of  the  southeast 
Quarter  of  Section  33,  Township  12,  Range  I  ez»t;  Uy  Jacob  Cutler, 
tntrtr-seven  and  one-half  acres  on  the  weat  half  of  the  southwest  quarter 
of  the  wime  section  ;  by  John  Gray,  forty  acres  on  the  west  half  of  the 
noriheoBt  quarter  of  Section  4,  Township  11,  Range  1  «a*t;  by  Joshua 
Taylor  mid  Samue!  Scott,  forty  acres  on  the  ea*t  Imlf  of  ihe  northwest 
quarter;  in  all,  156  acres  of  good  land. 

So  far  OS  can  be  learned,  tnls  latid  wan  the  only  donation,  exct^pt  the 
large  spring  northeast  of  town,  which  woa  forever  granted  to  the  use  of 
the  town  of  Martinsville  by  Joel  Ferguson  in  April.  1822.  The  locating 
Commissioners  did  not  lay  off  the  town  ;  they  fixed  the  eountv  seat,  se- 
cured the  donations,  and  then  Irnnsferred  all  further  uction  to  George  W. 
Preston,  Count}-  Agent.  During  the  latter  part  of  May,  the  new  town 
was  surveyed  and  platted  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Agent,  by 
James  Ga'ttelly,  Coanty  Surveyor,  assisted  by  Benjamin  Hoffman,  Larkin 
Reynolds,  Jonathan  Willinma  ami  others.  A  total  of  forty-two  blocks 
was  Utd  off  on  the  donat«(I  land,  tieven  blocks  east  and  wost,  and  six 
north  and  south,  together  with  a  row  of  undivided  out-blocks  or  lata, 
extending  entirely  around  the  town  proper.  The  forty-two  blocka  were 
subdivided  into  lots,  except  Block  18,  which  was  reserved  for  the  public 
Muore.  The  old  plat  shows  Water,  Sycamore,  Jefferson,  Main,  Mulberry, 
Marion  and  Cherry  streotH  extcntling  east  and  west,  beginning  on  the 
south,  and  Highland,  Harrison,  Pike,  Morgan,  Washington,  Jackeon, 
Columbus  and  Walnut  streets  extending  north  and  south,  beginning  on 
the  east. 

The  first  public  sale  of  tots  occurred  in  June,  1823,  and  unfortunately 
a  full  account  of  ihta  sale  cannot  be  given.  Another  took  place  in 
Aaguat,  and  still  another  in  November,  the  total  receipts  of  the  sale 
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IboUng  op  to  $364.02.  Sfiveml  pablio  aalcs  took  pltca  id  1828,  nnd 
feraral  during  Hubaetjaent  yean,  until  all  llie  lota  were  (liapoM<l  of,  vrliich 
did  Dot  occur  until  about  ttiirt;  years.  The  names  of  tne  bayera  c«n 
aot  be  stated. 

THB   nSST   AND   SUBSEQUENT   BUILDINUS. 

Tbe  io|;  honse  of  Jacob  Cutler,  erecte<l  a  short  (listane«  north  of  the 
Dorthfajtt  corner  of  the  public  square,  was  tbe  first  on  tbe  town  site,  and 
"KM  built  in  18:^0.  It  wa0  the  first  county  court  house,  and  was  the  office 
of  George  H.  Beeler,  the  firnt  Cleric  ana  Recorder  nf  the  county,  Mr. 
Beeler  being  a  son-in-law.  it  is  staled,  of  Mr.  Cutler.  Among  tliu  early 
bnjrere  of  lots  were  G.  H.  Beeler.  Jared  Olds.  John  Morrison,  Jacob 
Caller,  Joel  Ferguson,  John  Gray,  Samacl  Seott,  Joahua  Taylor  and 
Jamvs  Clark.  About  lix  fainiliea  locnted  in  town  in  1822.  In  tbe  rail. 
Joshua  Tarlor  opened  the  Gntt  tuvern  a  short  distance  south  of  town. 
John  SiiDK  waa  the  first  fitnrc  keeper,  ao  far  ns  known,  and  began  selling 
from  a  Hnall  stock  of  notions  in  the  sprinf*  of  1823.  His  stock  of  mer- 
obandise  vaa  probably  worth  less  ihaa  $100.  He  obtained  his  license 
to  sell  liquor  and  a  few  goods  and  notions  and  keep  tavern  the  following 
bll,  and  paid  $10  for  it  for  one  yea.t.  Joahua  Taylor's  tavern  paid  a 
license  of  $10  per  annmn.  Taverns  in  those  davH  alinoist  invariably 
contained  a  bar,  at  which  excellent  whisky  and  other  lifjuor  could  be  ob- 
tained— for  the  money.  The  early  tavernaat  Martinsville  were  no  excep- 
tion to  the  rale. 

[n  tbe  spring  of  1824,  Q.  W.  Pre«ton  became  tavern  keeper,  and  a 
tittle  later  in  the  same  year  John  Sims  renewed  hie  license  for  the  same 
oeoBpation.  In  the  autumn  of  td24.  Koah  Allison  brought  to  the  town 
a  atnall  stock  of  general  merchanditie,  proballv  about  $600  worth,  and 
was  no  doubt  the  first  genuine  store  kceppr  of  the  place.  At  this  time, 
the  town  oontained  about  nixtccn  fauiitii-s,  and  wan  iiuite  a  thriving  little 
place.  Carpenters,  coopers,  blacksmiths,  and  other  useful  artisans  and 
(■ecbaoics  were  present  plying  their  crafts.  Maila  were  received  daily, 
tbe  route  lying  from  IndianapoliH,  via  Hloomington  to  MadiNon.  Jona- 
tlun  Williams  was  the  carrier  about  this  time  and  later.  It  is  likely  that 
ChrlBtopber  Ladd  kept  tavern  in  Martinsville  at  an  early  day.  though 
this  is  somewhat  uncertain.  It  is  positively  known  that  be  was  a  resident 
of  Port  Royal  early  in  tbe  twenties.  A  school  had  been  started,  preachers 
had  cone  in  to  exponnd  tbe  faith  as  they  understood  it,  and  a  county 
court  boose  and  a  county  jail  had  j oat  been  erected.  Altogether,  Mar< 
tiuarille  Was  a  thrifty  town. 

Id  1825,  John  Sims.  Bcnjnmin  Cutler.  Jacob  Cutler  and  John  Mc- 
Kinney  aold  liquor.  The  Cutlers  hiid  erected  a  distillery  at  the  big  epring, 
and  were  furnishing  quite  ex'-ensively  for  that  day  an  excellent  article  of 
corn  whisky.  It  is  said  tbey  rectified  no  small  amount  of  the  liquor,  and 
it  is  also  said  with  a  signifJcaot  etnile  and  shake  of  the  head  that  no  such 
vhiakv  i*  seen  in  those  days  of  degenerate  drinks.  Noah  Allison  re- 
newed hif)  store  license  in  1825.  an<l  iiit-ren^ied  liis  stock  in  siee  and  qua)> 
ity,  as  is  proved  by  the  higher  license  paid  by  him.  Larkin  Heynolda  sold 
bijuor  in  1820,  as  did  also  James  Clark,  the  Cutters,  Samuel  Wick  and 
perhaps  others.     The  number  of  liquor  sellers  wna  tbe  result  of  the  uni- 
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renal  custom  of  drinking.  Men,  Tomen  sod  cbtltlrcn  took  thtir  potations 
regularly,  aiiil  it  id  aswrled  hy  old  eetclen.  who  ougbt  to  koow,  ttiat  tbero 
WU  lees  dnmkenneea  th«n,  than  cow.  In  1826,  Jacob  Cutkr  opened  with 
over  $1,000  ivonh  of  general  merctinndi-sfi.     fl«  also  began  to  haj  and 

f}Bck  a  fen  hoga,  and  buj  wheat  tod  corn  for  ehipmont,  and  th«  latter 
argelv  Tor  manufacture  into  whisky  at  his  distillerT.  It  is  stated  that  he 
sent  tno  first  boat  load  of  pork  from  Martinsville  aown  th«  river  to  X«w 
OrWna.  He  obtained  groceries  at  that  noint.buthisdry  goods  were  obtained 
Urgel_v  from  the  southern  part  of  the  Slate.  la  November,  1826,  G.  H. 
Beeler  wlso  npene<l  a  Bmall  store  of  frenernl  merchandise.  A  tannery  had 
been  started  m  early  as  18:24,  by  John  Sims  who.  it  is  said,  condacted 
it  coDtlnuoiuly  uutfl  his  death,  in  about  1841!.  This  tannery  in  early 
jearg  was  one  of  the  important  induetrial  features  of  the  town.  The  big 
dialillery  at  the  spring  waa  another.  It  is  said  that  Abraham  Kiddy  wws 
the  first  blacksmith  in  town.  Mr.  Anderson  aiiccoc^icd  him.  Uenjamiu 
Bull  was  the-  first  resident  attorney.  Larkin  Reynolds  abo  had  a  strong 
puBsion  for  the  calling  of  RIaekstone.  A  man  named  Samuel  Drake,  was 
ooDnected  in  business  with  Mr.  Sims  in  IB'ZH  and  later.  The  latter 
gentleman.  Dr.  John  Sims,  was  a  man  of  good  brain  and  education,  and 
was  tbe  first  resident  physician.  He  practiced  over  a  ciKuit  of  sixty 
miles,  being  occasionjilly  called  to  see  a  patient  thirty  milefi  away.  He 
hud  several  finu  hordes  of  the  St.  Churtoii  breed,  tlif  great  race-liorse  stock 
of  that  day,  and  in  bi)>  long  and  rapid  ridei)  was  always  accompanied  by 
Ml  old  pair  of  leather  saddle-bags  which  containe<i  his  medicine  coses.  He 
knew  well  how  to  bleed  and  purge  and  do!<e  with  herbs  and  quiiiioa  and 
snnkerool  and  ipecac,  as  was  the  custoni  in  those  days. 

Noab  .A.IIi8on,  John  Sims  and  G.  H.  Bwjler  wore  the  raerrhanU  in 
1827,  and  Jacob  Cutler,  John  Cutler  and  several  others  tbe  liquor  stdlers. 
Cliris  Ladd  was  tavern  keeper  about  tliis  time,  if  ri^ports  are  reliable. 
Thu  town  remained  about  the  same  in  1828.  In  IH2'^,  Sims  k  Drake, 
Q.  H.  Beeler  and  Washburn  k  Co.  wero  the  merehants,  and  John  Hurst 
and  John  Craig  the  liquor  acUors.  In  1830,  the  merchants  were  the 
»me,  except  that  G.  A.  Phelps  had  taken  the  place  of  Mr.  Iteeler. 
•  Robert  Wortbington  anil  .John  IIun;t  sold  liquor.  In  1831,  lh«  mer- 
chariis  were  Phelps  k  Co.,  Waahbuni  k  Co..  James  Cunningliam  and 
John  Sims.  In  1632,  John  Sims,  Phelps  k  Co.,  Jnmes  Cunningham 
and  James  M.  Mitchell,  the  latter  having  btsiD  formerly  connected  with 
the  Grm  of  Wuahbum  k  Co.  in  the  capacity  of  clerk.  James  Dickens, 
R.  D.  Worlhingioii.  J.  J.  Graham  and  olhers  were  Bolliiig  liquor.  In 
1633,  Jolin  Sims,  J.  k  L.  D,  Cunningham  and  J.  M.  Mitchell  were  the 
merchuits.  In  1834,  John  Sims,  James  Cunningham,  J.  M.  Mitchell, 
William  Scott  and  Witliant  Siiccrer  sold  goodtt.  Giles  Mitchell  kept 
tavern  where  the  Mason  House  now  stands,  beginning  in  1854  or  IBS6. 
In  1831,  a  caravan  of  wild  animaln  exhibited  at  the  counlv  scat  for  95 
license.  Benedict  k  Eldred's  circus  exhibited  there  in  1833.  and  J.  T. 
&  J.  P.  JBaiiey'a  circus  and  menu^iene  in  1835,  and  Frost,  iluslcd  &  Co.'s 
circus  in  1H36.  In  1835,  iho  mercliants  were  Ilite  A  Parks,  William 
Scott,  James  Cunniugbam,  J.  M.  Mitchell.  William  Sheerer  and  John 
Sims;  in  1836.  Cunninglum,  Mitchell,  W.  H.  Craig,  Joseph  Dawson, 
P.  M.  k  N.  Parks,  MUcliell.     At  this  time,  tbe  popmation  of  the  to«n 
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ftboat  200.  From  the  fouD<lfttioQ  of  the  town  up  to  1837,  among 
tlie  residents  had  been  the  families  of  John  Sims,  P.  M.  BlankeDsbip, 
G.  H.  Beeler,  Isaac  D.  Sheppard,  J.  M.  Mitchell  (single),  James  Lank- 
fcrd  (colored),  Benjamin  Sweet  (a  carpenter),  Dr.  H.  R.  Stevens,  Joahun 
Taylor,  P.  M.  Parka,  P.  B.  McCoy,  Jacob  Cutler,  Benjamin  Cutler, 
Jonathan  Hunt,  BeDJamin  Bull,  G.  A.  Phelps,  James  Gallatly,  James  R^ 
(carpenter),  John  Eckles.  Dr.  Matheny,  James  Jackson,  Dr.  Huff,  W.  H. 
Craig,  James  Crawford,  Edward  Talbert,  James  Epperson,  Jacob  Crum- 
baek,  J.  J.  Graham,  Ed  Warren,  Joshua  Taylor,  Allen  Gray,  John 
Gray,  Sr.  and  Jr.,  John  Moran  (a  cooper),  Jacob  Vansickle,  Mr.  Gard- 
ner, Andrew  Rose,  Hewitt  Nutter  (hotel  keeper),  John  Glessner  (a  shoe* 
maker),  Robert  Wortbington,  William  Sheerer,  Giles  Mitchell,  James 
Cunninfrham,  William  Cox,  Noah  Allison,  Joseph  Dawson,  William 
Story,  George  Mahoney  (a  blacksmith  who  was  killed  by  lightning),  B. 
F.  Barnard,  Thomas  McClure  (a  blacksmith),  \V.  J.  Brag  (same),  Jacob 
Ellis  (cabinet-maker),  A.  T.  Whiteman,  and  many  others,  including 
those  mentioned  a  few  pages  back. 

TUB  BABLV  POBK  AND  GRAIN  TRADE. 

From  1835  to  about  1850,  Martinsville  did  a  large  business  in  ship- 
ping pork  and  grain  by  boat  to  New  Orleans  or  other  Southern  pointe. 
The  principal  men  engaged  in  this  business  during  that  period  were  John 
Sims,  W.  H.  Craig,  James  Cunningham,  P.  M.  Parks  and  J.  M.  and  S. 
M.  Mitchell,  nearly  all  of  whom  owned  separate  warehouses  or  slaughter- 
houses. Mr.  Parks  and  the  Mitchells  were  engaged  in  the  business  some- 
what more  extensively  than  the  others.  It  is  stated  that  during  some 
seasons  in  the  fortie.x,  not  less  than  9,00U  hogs  were  slaughtered  at 
Martinsville,  and  shipped  on  flat-boats  down  the  river.  The  stock  was 
purchased  over  a  large  section  of  country,  driven  to  the  slaughter  houses, 
killed  and  packed  by  from  five  to  fifteen  men,  and  the  following  spring 
loaded  on  flat-boats  sixty  or  one-hundred  feet  long  and  floated  down  the 
river  to  market.  This  extensive  business  called  into  existence  many 
coopers  to  make  barrels,  and  brought  to  town  many  men  of  means  who 
were  attracted  by  the  activity  and  extent  of  commercial  transactions. 
Much  of  the  pork  was  not  packed  in  barrels,  but  was  shipped  in  bulb. 
Upon  the  arrival  at  New  Orleans,  the  cargo,  which  had  been  consigned  to 
some  commission  house,  was  delivered.and  the  boats  sold  for  from  $50  to 
8150.  The  return  as  far  as  Madison,  was  made  by  steamboat,  a  stock 
of  foreign  groceries  usually  being  brought  up.  The  remainder  cf  the 
trip  was  by  wagon,  until  railroads  came  into  use  early  in  the  forties,  and 
after  that  the  journey  by  wagon  was  from  Franklin.  Experienced  pilots, 
men  who  followed  the  business,  more  or  less  constantly  from  year  to  year 
during  the  shipping  seasons,  were  put  in  charge  of  the  helm  on  the  flat- 
boats,  and  four  strong  men  would  ply  the  oars.  The  pork  trade  alone 
did  much  to  build  up  the  county  seat.  The  shipments-of  grain  were  not 
so  extensive.  Com  was  fed  to  hogs,  and  the  wheat  did  not  greatly  exceed 
the  home  demand.  As  high  as  15,000  bushels  of  those  two  grains  and 
oats  were  shipped  some  seasons.  The  business  of  general  merchandising 
was  also  an  important  industrial  feature  of  the  town  late  in  the  thirties, 
and  daring  the  forties.     For  years  the  leading  merchants  were  the  Cun- 
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ninghvDS,  Ptrke  &  Hits  and  tlio  Mitchells.  Ab  high  ae  $26*000  worth 
of  goods  was  often  in  some  of  the  stores,  the  aatiual  sales  amounting  some 
eeasona  to  ^O.OOO.  The  Cunninghams  were  then,  and  have  been  since, 
among  the  inO!<t  enterpriaing.  influential  antl  pablic-spiritod  oiiiz^'nA  of 
the  count\  scat.  It  would  be  pU-uaant  to  suy  the  same  of  certain  other 
wealthy  cilineiis  of  the  town,  hut  fact*  forbid.  The  sale  of  goods  was 
Urg«lv  on  credit,  for  m«n  had  but  little  monej.  Commercial  exchanges 
ner«  largely  effected  hj  barter.  So  much  butter  was  worth  no  much 
eugur;  so  many  bushels  of  potatoes  were  worth  so  many  busbela  of  ealt; 
80  many  dozen  «gg»  were  worth  so  many  yurils  of  mlico.  Even  balances 
were  settled  with  eomtnodi ties.  SlorchauW  were  forced  by  the  fiat  of 
events  to  take  every  class  of  farm  production  for  their  waree.  Goods 
were  purchased  twice  a  year  usually,  and  upon  the  receipt  of  newstocks  a 
rush  was  mnde  to  secure  the  choice.  Years  sometimes  elapsed  ere  pay- 
ments and  settlements  were  made.  A  ranch  greater  percentage  of  .tales 
wa«  had  than  now,  and  tnerchHtits  cnlculated  on  this  when  they  es- 
tabliehed  their  percentage  of  profit.  Swine  wero  the  groat  prodiiotion  of 
Morgan  County  in  enrly  years.  They  were  easily  kept  during  the  win- 
ter on  the  rich  mast  which  covered  the  forest  grounds.  Their  alaiigbter 
wu  one  of  the  lending  industries.  The  converance  by  boat  to  market, 
thotieh  Burronndcd  with  perils  to  the  cargo  an^  toil  to  the  boatmen,  waa 
a  rich  niid  varied  pWasure.  The  soiiga  upon  the  boats  at  night,  the 
sparkling  und  swiftly  moving  current,  the  shifting  sceuery,  the  passtige  of 
rapids,  towns  and  steamboats  andthenovelty  of  the  transactions  and  ncenn 
at  the  Southern  markets  were  akin  to  the  tales  of  rich  romance.  The  old 
boatmen  love  to  narrate  tlieir  experiences.  William  Cox,  the  present 
Town  Mnrghal.  was  the  pilot  for  a  score  of  boats,  and  know  hII  the  bends 
and  shoals  of  the  rivers  down  to  New  Orleans.  William  Taylor  was  an- 
other. 

LATER   UBVBLnPME.VT   OF   THE  TOWS. 

The  growth  of  the  town  was  quite  rapid  during  the  forties,  the  popula- 
tion iti  lo4S  beingover  400.  .\.t  this  time  almo<it  every  dep;irtment  of  batl- 
nesa  was  represented.  Ouly  the  leading  or  more  iuiporlant  features  can 
be  noticed.  Among  the  merchants  in  1848  weru  the  Cunninghams, 
the  MitcheU.  Parks  &  Hitc.  S.  I>.  Kucklc.  Hunt  &  Bamurd,  W.  H. 
Craig,  A.  S.  Griggs,  A.  Wiggingham.  Isaac  D.  Sheppard  and  others, 
the  latter  two  having  harness,  etc.  Drug  stores  were  not  apart  from 
apolhecarien  or  doctors'  oflicrs  until  about  this  time.  W.  F.  Todd  opened 
the  firit  drug  store  in  about  1 860.  The  cvli^bratcd  drug  house  of  TarletOD 
&  Wampler  was  opened  soon  afterward.  F.  1*.  A.  I'hclps,  one  of  the 
most  t-miaentiittorncyacverat  ihc  Morgan  County  bar,  engaged  in  thedrug 
business  about  the  year  18M.  William  Duncan,  Mr.  Zuerhurstand  J.  A. 
Lewis  were  engnged  quiet  extensively  in  the  cabinet  buainesa  late  in  the 
forties,  or  enrly  in  the  fifties.  Ilayward  k  Co.  dealt  in  agricultural  im- 
plements in  the  fifties.  In  IHf^-y  and  1856,  or  ncor  those  yenra.  Hunt  and 
Stafford,  the  Cuiiniiighnms,  the  Mitchells.  Parks  k  Hite.  George  F. 
Watton,  C.  F.  Sim»,  W.  II.  Craig.  W.  J.  Sparks.  Staffor.1  &  Moffnm 
M.  W.  Coleman  and  others  were  dealing  in  dry  goodn,  clothing  and  no- 
tions. J.  F.  Wilson  was  the  daguevrean  artist.     A.  C.  Marine  sold  boots 
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andskoea:  J.  S.  RoflTmanufactureil  furnilure,  inL-ludingcoflina  and  fanoy 
botuebold  bric-a-brac.  Of  course  Isaac  D.  Sheppanl  was  manufact- 
nriBg  harness,  saddles,  etc.  This  baa  been  his  constant  employment  in 
tbesatneroom.  frum  1833aDtJl  tbeprwent — u  period  of  over  fiuj  ooascoD> 
tire  years.  The  county  seat  secured  it«  first  newspaper,  eiceptthe  little 
sheet  started  by  Kichards,  early  in  the  fifties,  and  in^  1856  its  second. 
I'nder  Mr.  Oatliit,  tbe  Gazette  was  »n  important  factor  in  the  develop 
taent  of  Martinsville.  Samuel  Tucker  dealt  in  furniluretn  thefiftiee,  as  did 
W.  AV.  Tippins  ;  W.  H.  Sailors  was  a  saddler.  This  is  only  a  partial  list 
«f  a  large  business  activity- 

MASUPACniRIJTO   INTBRKSTS. 

The  early  manubccories  included  asbcriiis.  oooper-sliope,  distilleries^ 
saw  mills,  wagon  shops.  hatterie*i,  harness  and  saddle  shops,  furniture 
ehi>ps.  woolen  fiiclorio»,  etc.  J.  M.  Mitcli<-ll  soon  aoctired  ihc  old  Cutler 
diiitillery,  and  conducted  it  profitably  for  a  number  of  years,  It  is  said 
that  at  one  time  early  in  the  thirties,  there  were  eight  distilleries  in  Wash- 
ington Township,  the  grentor  number  of  which  did  a  profiuble  business. 
Aboat  the  rear  1845,  Talbert  k  Gilpin  erected  a  two-storied  frame 
house  near  EnesootbwMt  corner  of  tbe  square,  placed  therein  a  set  of . ma- 
chinery and  began  carding  wool.  No  spinning  or  weaving  wan  done. 
A.  good  buflioesa  was  done  until  early  in  ibe  fiftieif,  when  the  establisbment 
Waa  destroyed  by  fire.  In  1855,  W.  J.  Sparks  obtained  possession  of 
the  old  brick  County  Seminary  and  traosformed  the  building  into  a  woolen 
factory.  A  fall  outfit  of  machinery,  including  two  looms,  one  jack  of  180 
spindles,  a  set  of  4S-incb  manufacturing  cards,  a  double  roll  card,  a  picker, 
a  Dapper,  a  dre«e«r.  a  fuller,  a  scourer,  and  an  excellent  engine,  was 
placed  in  the  building  at  a  cost  of  several  thoiHand-<  of  dollars,  and  a 
lug*  boBiDcas  of  carding,  spinning,  wcavinX'  drtesing,  fulling  and  d^MBg 
was  begun.  The  manufactures  included  yarns,  flannels,  satinets,  jeans, 
full-cloths,  cassimerei,  etc.  It  is  stated  that  as  high  os  40,000  pounds 
of  wool  were  manufactured  into  divers  articles  during  sume  years. 
Abont  1860,  the  factory  was  removed  to  High  Hocks  jn  White  Uiver, 
and  after  running  there  for  four  or  five  years  wa-*  totally  destroyed  by 
fire,  entailing  a  Io*3  of  abf>ut  $30,001)  to  the  owner,  and  proving  his 
J{nancial  ruin.  Crawford  A  Gilpin  also  conducted  a  woolen  factory  dur- 
ing these  years.  A  planing  mill  was  started  by  DeTnrk,  Lewis  &  Co. 
about  twenty  Tears  ago.  It  is  yet  operating  succes-ifully  and  is  owned 
by  Hubbard  £  Turner.  Joseph  Gurley  erected  a  carriage  factory  about 
1^(6:1,  which  he  conducted  successfully  until  his  d^alh  about  live  years 
later.  Ho  manufactured,  it  is  said,  as  high  as  fifty  carriages  and  sulkies 
per  annum.  His  family  conducted  it  for  a  few  years  auer  bis  death. 
George  Geyer  began  the  same  businesa  about  ten  years  ago,  and  Ntitter 
k  Garley  a  year  or  two  lacer,  each  of  tbe  two  establUhments  doing  a  fair 
hnainew.  SUne  A  Knd«r  began  th«  same  basineas  in  the  old  Methodist 
Church  about  two  years  ogo.  John  Moffitt  took  the  old  Sims  tannery 
soon  after  tbe  death  of  John  Sims.  John  Shields  snccsedcd  him  late  in 
tlie  6fkies,  and  a  few  years  later  the  present  owners,  Schaub  A  Snyder, 
took  possession.  This  is  probably  the  oldest  busineia  establishment  of 
tbt  town.     Early   in   the  fifties,  Fred  Axt  erected  a  tnnnery,  which  he 
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conducted  vicli  prifit  for  about  twenty  years.  la  nbout  1860,  Buldwin 
k  Olds  erectod  ft  ^r>st  mill  at  oonsidortLbto  cost,  which  aft«r  operating 
actively  for  about  fivo  years  was  burned  to  the  ground.  About  three 
years  later^  Clapper  k  Hardric):  buitt  and  equipped  the  Branch  grist  mill 
at  ■  coec  of  about  31>5,00O.  After  n  few  yenm.  Mr.  Ckrk  bought  out 
Clapper,  and  in  nbout  1877,  the  Rrnnch  Brothers  pnrcha-sed  the  entire 
property  and  6tted  it  with  improved  inaohinary.  A  large  bu»ine«a  was 
done  under  iheir  maiiagoineut.  In  1883,  the  entire  structure  waa  burned 
down,  but  the  laa  was  partly  AustAined  by  insurance.  The  destruction 
of  the  mill  wa9  a  serious  Ioks  to  the  owners,  the  town  and  the  community. 
The  Branch  Brothers  are  now  erecting  a  gruia  elevator  of  100,000  bushela 
capacity.  Thcv  vrill  also  rebuild  the  gri^t  luill.  About  ton  yeurs  ago, 
Thomburgh  &  Sioall  erected  a  large  erlit  mill,  the  entire  coat,  including 
machinery,  amounting  to  about  $15,000,  They  are  yet  tlie  ownern.  and 
are  ruDoing  night  and  'lay.  Charlen  Peabody  started  a  saw  mill  early  io 
the  Beventiea.  Mr.  Philbrooks  owned  an  inlere-st  later.  Blair  &  TiBnillton 
are  the  present  owners.  Prathcr  Brothers  started  a  saw  initl  ubout  two 
years  ago.  These  mills  are  in  active  operation.  Parks,  Henderson  ft 
Harrison  ercetod  a  largo  brick  pork-packing  establishment  south  of  town 
in  1878,  at  a  coHt  of  about  315.000.  Tliey  havo  since  slaughtered  and 
packed  on  an  average  during  each  season  since,  about  15.000  bogs,  em- 
ploying  many  men  in  the  varioas  department;.  This  has  not  oeen  » 
profitablo  iDTCStmcnt,  according  to  roport^.  Moran  &  Uunt  opened  & 
small  foundry  about  a  year  ago.  Ed  Meraii  started  a  plauitig  mill  and 
Baw  mill  on  Pike  street  about  a  year  ago.  Theao  hare  been  the  leading 
manufactunng  estahli9hment<;.  The  dates  given  must  be  regarded  as  only 
approximate.

THK  OLD  RACK  TBACK.* 
Soon  after  the  county  seat  was  e)tablishe<l,  the  sportjag  characters  Tor 
milea  around  effected  an  urgajnizotion  which  met  every  SatunUy  in  the 
(own  to  mn  hor»e«,  drink  whisky  and  have  a  good  time  generally.  A 
traok  was  established  east  and  west  along  tlie  north  side  of  the  equare.  the 
Btartiiig  point  being  several  hundred  yardo  ea.>it,  and  the  terminus  west. 
Mr.  PhcJivs,  then  u  small  boy,  remembers  distinctly  seeing  many  ofLheae 
races.  There  wis  a  low  place  along  the  north  side  o(  the  s<]uare.  which 
iti  the  spring  of  the  year  contained  considerable  water.  Mr.  Phelps  en- 
joyed seeing  (he  horaea,  whipped  down  to  the  race,  spliuih  through  this 
pood.  After  a  few  years,  the  public  safety  demanded  a  cessation  of  racea 
in  the  town,  and  the  track  was  removed  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  soutli, 
where  for  years  the  owners  of  fast  horsts  enjoved  their  sports  with  no 
one  10  moleat  or  malce  iheia  afraid.  The  liquor  dealers  enjoyed  a  large 
and  lucratire  trade  at  these  races.  J-  M.  Mitchell  made  considerable 
money  at  the  detestable  liquor  business.  In  fact  he  owned  the  distillery 
near  the  big  spring  where  the  li()uid  hell  was  made. 

ISCORPORATIOX  OF  MJt  RTINSVILLB. 
Atiempla  were  made  to  incorporate  the  town  dnring  the  fifties  cer- 
tainly, and  poasibly  during  the  furties,  but  without  success.  The  (faztUe, 
undpr  Mr.  Csllis.  van  un  earnest  and  constant  advocate  of  the  mou.<iurc ; 
but  the  men  of  money  were  sufficiently  strong  to  prevent  suceeiunil  resalts 
until  1663,  when  an  election  held  to  decide  the  matter  declared  a  decided 
majority  in  ite  favor,  The  first  meeting  of  the  first  Boanl  of  Trustees 
was  held  on  the  ^!^th  of  June,  1863.     The  first  year  was  mainly  employed

Active  work  was  soon  begun  on  the  streets  and  sidewalks.  In 
1866-67.  the  ordinances  wore  revised  and  multiplied,  strict  regulations 
being  adopted  for  the  sale  of  liquor  and  for  public  behavior.  Street 
lamps — thirty  in  number — were  ordered  erected  oarly  in  l**7ti.  pursuant 
to  the  prayer  of  a  petition  signeil  hy  about  two  hundred  citizens.  The 
lamp*  cost  about  ^.l>5  each.  The  number  has  sinee  been  added  to  as 
the  wants  demanded.  lu  September.  1879,  one  hundred  and  fifteen 
citizens  petitioned  the  board  to  construct  water  works  for  the  town  from 
the  large  Hpring — the  property  of  the  town — mentioned  at  the  beginning 
of  this  chapter.  A  competent  engineer,  employed  for  the  purpose, 
reported  the  following  facts:  The  spring  wa3  38.44  feet  above  the 
square,  nnd  flowed  23,171  gnllons  of  wnter  per  day.  A  reservoir,  80x80 
feet  at  the  surface.  12  feet  deep,  and  40x40  feet  at  the  bottom,  would  hold 
about  300,000  gatlona.     The  waier  pressure  at  the  square  would  be  38.27 

Sounds,  and  the  total  estimated  coat  of  the  works  would  be  913.000.  One 
undred  and  ninety  votes  were  polled  for  the  water  works,  and  14S  against 
the  same.  The  vole  was  made  upon  the  biwis  of  the  above  estimated  cost. 
Before  the  contract  for  the  pipes,  etc.,  could  bo  closed,  iron  ro*e  nenrly 
50  per  cent  in  value,  largely  increasing  the  ooat  of  the  works  should 
the  enterprise  be  continued,  and  rendering  the  vote  null  by  reason  of  * 
increasing  the  cOst.  The  project  waa  wholly  abandime*!.  and  has  remained 
so  until  the  present.  In  1M81,  one  hundred  rubber  fire  buckets  were 
purchased  for  about  81<J5.  The  above  are  the  priucipul  events  since  the 
incorporation  of  the  town.

In  1860,  p.  M-  Parks  k  Co.  founded  a  private  bank  at  Martinnvilte, 
under  the  old  State  banking  Uw,  with  a  capital  of  ^iiO.OOO.  Milton 
Hiie  was  one  of  the  company,  and  J.  J.  Deakina  waa  Cashier.  The  bank 
was  iti  the  ParkR  &  Ilite  building  on  the  east  aide.  In  1865.  so  pros- 
perous had  been  the  Imnlc  during  tho  feverish  times  of  th«  war,  the  capi- 
tal had  a  litilv  more  than  doubled  itself.  At  ihc  laKcr  date  a  Nntional 
Bank  wok  nrganiz^jd  under  Congressional  enactment,  the  following  per- 
sons being  stockholders  :  P.  M.  Parka.  Millon  Hito,  N.  I'.  Cunningham,

BDUCATIOS   AT   THB    COITSTT    SBAT, 

But  little  can  bo  learned  of  the  early  echooU  of  Mnrtinavillo.  No 
'  tebool  waa  probablj  taught  until  1823,  and  might  have  been  aa  lato  as 
'3624,  but  at  that  dat«  there  waa  wrCainly  a  nchool  taught  during  the 
varm  months  on  the  porch  of  an  old  house  on  the  vest  side  of  the 
B^Darflf  hy  Dr.  John  Mon-ison.  The  names  of  all  ihe  earW  teachers 
ouDOt  be  stated.  After  that  date,Bchoul  wua  held  mure  orlc^BCvcr; 
jear.  in  private  dwellings,  in  hoiisos  that  had  boen  vacated  by  the  owner, 
ud  in  the  old  log  court  house  on  the  nouthwcst  corner  of  the  square. 
Soma  have  aaid  that  the  first  school  at  Martinaville  waa  taught  by  JameJi 
Canning,  in  a  barn  northeoat  of  town,  said  to  have  been  tbt:  property  of 
SuDuel  Scott.  Amy  Magee  was  an  early  teacher  also.  In  1827.  an 
old  racatod  log  building  on  the  square  was  used  for  school  purpoaea. 
All  these  schools  were  supported  by  aub«cription.  the  parents  psying 
froD  Si  to  9-  iox  each  of  their  children  for  the  term  usually  of  thre« 
aencbs.  About  the  rear  TSI13.  a  amall  frame  schnolhouae  was  erected 
near  the  present  reeidence  of  Mr.  Branch,  which  was  used  continuously 
ontit  1889.  Two  of  the  teachers  in  this  house  were  William  Lee  and  a 
Mr.  Welch.     It  is  stated  that  a  man  named  Hiram  Lamb  taught  in  ch« 
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town  ag  earlr  m  1823  or  1829.  Hin  name  i<i  one  of  the  eaHiost  th»t  cbq' 
b«  mentioD^il.  Ue  taught  reading  in  the  teetament,  writing  on  ratio  pa- 
per with  a  i]uill  pen.  and  "ciphering"  from  Pike's  ftrithinelio.  Welch 
taught  ncveral  terms,  aod  vriu  a  man  of  coiwderablc  learning.  Ho  trav 
a  strict  diaciptinariun,  and  flogged  hia  pupils  ou  the  least  provoc&tion 
irith  a  long;  hickory  gad  well  sc^oned  in  the  hot  embers  of  the  (ire.  Mr. 
Lee  was  cluh-fnoted,  and  aUa  had  5ome  peculiar  deformity  of  hia  hand« 
or  arm».  He  knew  how  to  whip.  The  old  "dunce  cap  "  was  a  favorite 
inititution  of  his,  and  man/  a  time  and  oft  did  it  grace  the  heads  of  of- 
fending  pupils. 

Id  ahuiiC  1889.  the  first  school  wa's  taught  in  the  county  seminary  by 
an  eccentric  Iriehman  named  David  Anderson.  He  wae  well  educated 
for  that  day,  and  wa**  an  acci^mpii^hcd  instructor  and  disciplinarinn.  A» 
the  seminary  waa  an  institution  of  the  county,  it  was  well  attended  from 
the  stun,  not  only  by  the  young  men  aud  womca  of  the  county  seat,  hut 
by  others  from  distant  portion*  of  the  county,  the  latter  boarding  in 
town  during  each  sension  of  iirhool.  The  nmallcr  children  of  the  town 
were  largely  excluded,  and  were  provided  for  in  the  old  frame  schoolhouse 
and  elsewhere.  The  educational  center,  however,  was  the  seminary. 
Excellent  schonts  were  hold,  many  of  the  higher  branches  being  taugitt 
there  from  the  find,  and  a.  thorough  prejwiraLio ii  for  college  being  fur- 
niahed  a  few  years  later.  The  present  common  Bchool  system  of  to-day 
was  unknown  then.  All  the  ordinary  schools  were  sustained  by  private 
meant),  and  by  the  proceeds  from  the  .sale  uf  the  sixteenth  section  in 
CoDgreseional  towusbipa.  The  advocates  of  pupulor  taxation  for  the  sup- 
port of  public  schools  were  regarded  \3  fanatical  and  wholly  unjust  in 
their  views.  Then  thu  bunlen  fell  upon  the  parents  of  large  familica, 
who,  owing  to  their  poverty,  were  the  lea.it  able  to  educate  their  children. 
Citizens  in  good  ciroumsCances,  but  without  children,  escaped  the  burden. 
The  county  seminary  scheme  wns  nuito  popular,  as  it  furnished  an  educa- 
tion higher  than  could  be  secured  at  the  subscription  aeboola.  But  as 
time  passed  public  Hentiment  wati  molded  in  favor  of  making  property 
the  ba.<iiiii  of  taxation  for  the  support  of  public  schools  and  not  the  number 
of  children.  This  led  eventually  to  the  adoption  of  the  foundation  of  the 
present  free  public  school  system,  first  in  1818  and  later  in  1862.  Dur- 
ing the  forties,  the  steady  decadence  of  the  seminary  system  transpired. 
That  institution  in  Morgan  County  lost  favor,  and  gradually  became  a 
soh»ol  for  the  county  seat  and  vicinity,  and  not  for  the  whole  county. 

The  attendance  from  abrotid  steadily  decreased  until  in  1846  the 
inntitution  was  no  longer  one  for  the  whole  county.  After  1853,  nohool- 
houHcs.  built  and  supported  by  taxation  upon  property,  sprang  up  in  all 
portions  of  the  county,  and  the  seminary  was  ordered  sold,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds  became  part  and  parcel  of  the  common  school  fund.  The  otdeem- 
inary  did  good  aervice  in  its  Jay. 

About  the  time  the  aeminary  was  sold,  two  or  three  small  frame  school- 
houses  were  erected  in  Martinsville,  one  in  the  souibern  part,  one  in  the 
northoastorn,  and  one  in  the  northwestern.  They  were  not  built,  how- 
ever, at  the  same  time,  but  at  intervals  during  the  fifties.  Why  one 
largo  building  with  two  or  three  rooms  was  not  built  ifi  not  clear.  But 
the  novelty  of  the  common  school  system,  and  the  prevailing  ignorance

of  its  practieal  working,  prereated  it  for  a.  period  of  ycmrs  from  cxclud- 
ioff  tti«  oH  priraie  or  aub^cription  scbooU,  wtiicb  had  foniierlv  been  the 
SDirereal  aource  of  educatioa  oF  tbe  maases  from  the  town,  and  acconi- 
iogl^  dtiriag  the  fifiien  numerous  private  acboots  were  taught,  a  strong 
demuid  exiatio^  for  tbe  hieher  braoohes.  Id  1855,  M.  L.  Jubneon 
opened  the  "  Martinsville  Female  Academy."  in  the  rooms  over  Mr. 
Cnry'a  store.  Several  terms  were  taught,  and  considerable  energy  was 
DBDitiMted,  hat  the  institution  did  not  sastain  the  bope«  of  its  founder. 
Ykrioiu  other  schools  of  a  similar  character  were  conduct«d  for  short  pe- 
riods about  the  same  time.  In  about  IHiii),  the  old  Baptist  Church, 
which  htd  stood  UHUsed  for  some  time,  waa  transformed  into  a  high  echooL 
bailding  under  the  private  control  of  Dr.  Snuddjr,  who,  if  reports  are  cor- 
rect, condacted  a  select  school  of  great  excellence  for  about  two  years.  Qe 
was  succeeded  in  1862  by  Miv  M.  F.  Jones  (now  Mrs.  Wigginlon).  who 
taught  with  tiniverfial  favor  (or  three  consecntive  years.  In  1865,  R.  V. 
Marshall  Huocrt^JiNl  Miss  Jonea.  and  had  as  assistaDU  A.  M.  Cunning 
and  Miss  Comer.  Marshall  was  a  capable  man.  having  been  educated 
at  the  Sute  Univentity  at  Bloomington.  In  1807,  the  front  part  of  the 
preeent  high  school  building  was  constructed  at  a  coat  of  about  $13,500, 
William  Omer  being  the  contractor.  About  one-thlnl  of  the  cost  waa  paid 
by  Washington  Township.  Aa  yet,  the  town,  though  incorporated,  was  one 
oftbecommon  school  districts  of  the  township.  Mr.  Marshall,  with  two  as- 
flistaatsand  with  a  salary  of  Sl.OQU.  was  employed  to  commence  the ocbool 
in  tbenew  building,  which  ho  did,  contiauingforabout  two  years.  Hissac- 
Bwsor  vas  Prof.  Webater.  who  retnatned  but  a  short  time.  In  18TQ,  the 
lowD  became  an  independent  school  district,  and  immediately  purchased 
for  94,000  the  iateresi  which  Washington  Township  owned 'in  the  high 
•diool  bailding.  In  1877,  a  fine  addition  to  the  building  waa  erected 
for  $6,000.  Mrs.  Stanford  suceoedcil  Prof.  Webster,  and  was  in  tnm 
noceeded  by  Prof.  French.  The  present  I'rincipal,  Prof  Starltey,  took 
eharss  of  the  school  about  six  years  ago.  Under  bis  management  the 
luefulneas  of  the  school  has  been  doubled.  Eleis  a  man  of  fine  talt-nt  and 
eulturv.  The  school  is  one  of  the  best  of  the  kind  in  the  Stale.  In 
July,  1H83,  tlie  town  Trustcus  purchased  an  entire  bltx:k  in  the  toucb- 
eastem  part  of  town  for  92,0<)0.  upon  which  a  temporary  frame  school- 
kouM  in  to  be  erected.  This  was  rendered  necessary  by  the  inefiEcacy  of 
the  present  house  to  meet  the  want*  of  the  town.  After  a  few  years,  the 
frame  boildiog  to  be  erected  will  be  couverted  into  a  janitor's  residence, 
sad  ft  fine  brick  school  building  will  take  its  place.  This  is  glancing 
ahead,  however.

Circnit  riders  of  various  religious  dcnominationii  came  to  Martinsville 
early  in  the  twenties,  but  if  any  attempt  was  made  to  founda  class  it  reeulted 
in  uolhingbui  failure.  Late  in  the  twenties,  however,  a  small  clnssof  Meih- 
odiste  was  partially  organised,  the  gri:>ater  number  of  the  few  members 
living  outside  of  the  town.  This  amail  class  of  Methodists  wiu  organized 
at  the  old  log  court  house  in  1**'27,  amongtho  earliest  members  being  G. 
A.  PhelpK.  James  Epperson,  John  Craig,  Edwanl  Talbot,  Noah  Allison, 
Benjamin  Ball,  Dr.  Francis  A.  Matheny,  Jacob  Harryman,  Archibftld 
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Cromer.  Fred  Gardner  am]  their  familieaand  othera,  Late  io  ihe  thirtiee 
ftndcRrly  in  the  fortios,  th«  clasametat  the  house  of  Mr.  Gardner  Tor  wor 
ship.  Mioisten!  of  the  I'reiibjterian,  Chritttixn,  Bnptint  and  other  de> 
nominations  appeared  and  preached  to  uiotlvj  ussemhlugoi  of  citixens  in 
the  court  houite  and  th«  Bchoolhouso.  The  »ecoiid  periuuneiitcl&ss  orguii- 
ixed  in  tb«  tonn  wan  tliat  of  the  Cumberland  Preabvtcrian.  It  was  fully 
organised  in  1841,  br  Rev.  Elam  McCord,  with  the  following  member- 
ship: Isaac  D.  and  Thurzen  Sheppftrd,  John  Ta^art  and  wife,  William 
Morgan  and  wife,  James  Maxwell  and  wife,  Robert  Hamilton,  Grand- 
mother Bolhwell.  Polly  Rny,  Mra.  John  Cox.  Mra.  Anna  WilUama.  Mrs. 
Fraiilcj  WiUon.  It  was  organiied  in  the  court  house.  Soon  after  ihia, 
Mr.  Bbeppsrd  circulated  a  nubacription  liot  to  raisf  meanii  to  build  a 
church.  He  soon  had  about  $600  subHcribed.  The  few  Methodists  and 
Cbristiaaa  in  the  town  about  tbiatimu  discovered  what  Mr.  Sheppard  had 
accompliebed,  whereupon  meiubers  of  those  deiioniiuationa,  not  to  be  out- 
done, alio  circulated  eubauription  listtSt  but  were  met  with  the  objection 
that  it  waa  out  of  the  fjuestiun  to  try  to  build  three  churcbea  in  the  town 
at  that  time,  and  the  attempts  by  thcee  denominations  were  abandoned 
for  the  time.  The  PresbylerianB  were  so  active  that  their  church,  a  small 
brick  structure  yet  standing  in  the  town,  was  constructed  by  James  Craw- 
ford the  following  year,  1842.  The  total  cost  waa  about  81.500.  Addi- 
tions later  coit  $500.  Reir.  McCord  served  the  clasa  for  seven  consecu- 
tive years — from  IB40,  when  he  Srst  visitcnl  the  town,  to  1848.  James 
Ray,  William  Orner,  Samuel  Downing,  Benjamin  Sweet,  carpenters, 
worked  out  their  subscriptions  on  the  nuilding.  This  old  church  waa 
used  until  two  years  ago,  when  the  present  fine  brick  structure  was  srected 
by  the  same  class  at  a  cost  of  over  $6,000.  The  class  has  been  prosper- 
ous since  the  start,  and  has  had  a  Sunday  school  the  greater  portion  of 
the  lime.  W.  H.  Miller,  a  most  excellent  man  for  the  place,  and  a  lead- 
er of  the  church,  is  the  present  Superintendent.  The  miseioniLrv  work 
done  by  this  clftaa  Is  said  to  be  the  largest  in  the  conference.  This  is 
largely  due  to  Mr.  Miller  s  efforts  and  management. 

The  Methodists,  os  hoA  been  stated,  had  an  organixation  at  the  coun- 
ty seat  a^  early  a*  18*27.  The  Grays,  Crawfords  and  Warrena  belonged 
later.  The  church  was  not  built  until  about  1848-49.  It  cost  about 
$1,000.  Among  the  members  at  this  time  were  Jacob  and  Catharine 
Harryman,  Charity  Gardner,  Mr.  McCorinack'e  family,  A.  D.  Rose, 
Suaan  Rose,  Thomas  Downing,  Nancy  .Downing,  William  Downing,  E. 
T.  Harryman,  John  Edwards,  Elizabeth  Barrickmsn,  Hester  Barrick- 
man,  Mathsw  Whetstine  and  wife,  Mr.  Elliott,  Martha  Orner,  W.  W. 
Wilson,  itnd  those  mentioned  above,  and  others  to  the  number  of  about 
forty.  The  frame  church  was  used  uniil  1873,  when  the  new  brick  struct- 
ure was  built  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $17,000,  Among  the  ministars  have 
been  Tinsley,  Williams.  Dorsey.  CUrTurd,  Powell,  Dane.  Wharton,  Lalh- 
rop,  Smith,  Sutton,  McCan,  Culmer.  Grim,  Asbury.  Thompson,  Chap- 
man, Hayes,  Dinklev,  Talbot,  Brant,  McGinnis.  and  the  present  minister, 
J.  H.  Kctcham.  The  church  lias  o  mi'mburehip  of  about  300,  and  baa 
had  a  prosperous  Sunday  school  for  many  yours. 

The  Christian  class  woa  organized  early  in  the  forties,  and  a  church 
was  built  about  1846.     Among  tbe  members  were  P.  M.  Parks,  Perry 


Blankonship,  Benjumin  Sweet,  James  JKcksoD,  John  SimK,  WjllUm  Ma- 
jor, Job  HutingM,  Joel  Wilson,  W.  H,  Craie.  Sninuel  Tucker,  Thnmaii 
Hen.  Allen  HeSit,  Jaeknon  Warner,  W.  J.  Sparks  and  otheni,  including 
the  fkcnilies  of  the  ahove.  The  cla^  has  been  one  of  the  mo8l  prosperous 
Uth«  eoantv  iteat.  The  same  building,  to  which  many  improvemont* 
btTA  been  added,  is  jol  in  use.  A  Sundaj  school  was  orgoniKod  at  an 
early  d«j,  and  has  endared  until  the  present  with  a  lar^e  increase  in  the 
merobership.  The  Tuckers  have  been  prominent  in  the  chorch  since  the 
firat. 

The  Bapctais  organized  at  Martinsrillo  as  e&rlj  as  1850.  A.  B. 
Alsip,  the  Frinks.  and  others  were  members.  The  brick  church  wa»  built 
about  1857,  but  for  eomo  reason  was  not  finished.  The  leading  Baptists 
reiDOTed  from  the  town,  and  the  building  was  tran-tfomied  into  a  scbool- 
bou»e,  being  thus  ose^l  until  after  the  last  war,  when  it  was  purchased  bj 
tbe  Catholics  for  $700,  and  hoe  Rince  boon  used  bv  them.  Father  Gillig 
was  ihc  first  prieet.  Among  the  members  who  have  belonged  arc  B.  Gil- 
lig, George  Frisz.  Mre,  Magee,  Mrs.  Singleton,  Mrs.  Wooda,  Pat 
King  and  famiW,  I'etcr  Miller  and  familv,  Mrs.  Lockhart,  Mrs.  Mnx- 
viUe,  Peter  Rixiney,  Mrs.  Gillig,  George  EHtling,  Charles  Schrader.  The 
priests  since  Father  Gillig  have  been  Fathar  Saell.  Father  Erceiteus, 
Father  Victor  and  Father  Stanislaus,  the  present  priest,  who  visits  (he 
daas  once  a  month.

to  1823,  there  were  about  ten  families  at  Martinsville.  In  1S30, 
the  popaUtioD  was  about  176  ;  in  1840.  about  -lOO ;  in  1850,  about  5SS ; 
in  1860,  about  700  ;  in  1870,  about  1,350  ;  in  1880,  about  1,948;  and  in 
1888,  about  2,300.

Tits  PIONBBFIS. 

THERE  are  many  interesting  historical  items  connected  with  Moores- 
rille  and  ricinity.  The  settlement  there,  after  it  had  begun,  was  bo 
rapid,  and  the  settlers  were  so  intelligent,  moral  and  thrifty,  that  the 
northern  part  of  tbe  conuty  was  not  surpassed  by  any  other  portion  for 
enterprise  and  general  advancement  and  ezcellorico.  It  is  difficult  to  give 
with  any  certainty  the  name  of  the  lirst  settler  in  Brown  Township,  as 
■•Toral  came  in  about  the  same  time.  If  carefully  sifted  reports  are  re- 
liable, there  was  no  permanent  settler  until  1619,  at  which  time  a  half 
dot«n  or  more  arrived.  The  first  man  was  probably  either  Hiram  Mat* 
thews,  Boniamia  Cuthbert.  Charles  Reynolds,  Xhomas  Lee,  Samuel  Bar- 
low or  WiUiam  Ballard,  all  of  whom  entered  the  township  for  permanent 
residence  ia  1819.  It  is  thought  that  Mr.  Ballard  was  the  first,  as  ho 
opened  a  tavern  on  the  old  **Whelzel  Trace  *'  early  in  1819.  Among  others 
who  came  daring  the  next  three  or  four  years  were  John  U.  Bray,  Eli 
Hadley,  Harris  Bray,   Asa  Bales.   William   McPherson,  James   Uadlej, 
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Barclaj  Burns,  Edward  Brar,  l\.  G.  Rtirris.  Jobn  D.  Cftrter,  Uien  sboy, 
Joel  Dinon.

INDOSTRUI.  DBVELOPMENT  /KD  r>fCIDENTS. 
White  Lick  Cr«ek  was  the  attraction  in  early  vears.  The  land  bor- 
dering it  was  nicelv  roUins,  and  wan  largely  alluvial,  and  almost  inexhaust- 
ible in  fertility.  Log  cabins  arose  in  every  dire^etion  along  its  banks,  and 
in  a  very  short  period  waving  seas  of  wheal  and  other  grain  could  beseen. 
Richard  Day  built  a  small  corn  cracker  on  the  creek  an  early  an  1822. 
A  small  dam  wtm  built  acrosH  the  Htream,  and  a  short  race  conveyed  water 
to  the  old  **  flutter  wheel,"  which  propelled  a  small  pair  of  bulirs  made  of 
sand  stone.  The  flour  that  was  made  at  this  mill  invariably  contained 
Band  from  the  old  stoncB.  The  settlers  were  accordingly  full  of  sand  in 
more  respects  than  one.  Their  teeth  were  always  sharp  and  their  appe- 
titOiB  good,  both  being  whetted,  no  doubt,  on  the  sand.  It  was  a  cheap 
grindstone.  People  were  not  as  laHtidiouH  then  as  regards  whut  they  ate 
Bfi  they  arc  now.  Now  we  have  this  patent  fandangled  process  that 
turns  out  flour  so  fine  that  you    cannot  see  it  viiih   a  microscope.     Mr. 
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Moon  erected  li»  !*aw  mill  <m  the  Cast  Fork  in  182S.  It  wu  n  rade 
•ffiur,  but  furuii^lieJ  cuni-itlerable  native  lacnber  for  a  few  yoftre.  Mr. 
Uoore  aya  that  when  he  reached  the  township  in  ldS<1,  wolves,  becrsBad 
Dui&erDas  faerdi  of  dcvr  were  almost  evcrj-day  sights  where  Mooresrille 
now  stands.  John  H.  Bray  aurted  the  fintt  fulling  mill  in  the  central 
part  of  Indiana.  It  was  located  a  short  distance  weet  of  Mooreanlle,  and 
oommenced  operation  a  year  or  two  before  1880.  It  was  n  nule  affair, 
bat  it  served  tho  porpooM  of  the  neighborhood.  He  did  not  even  card. 
The  settleri  were  oblijEed  to  do  that  ihomMlves  by  hand.  They  bought 
tbeir  cards  of  Samuel  Moore,  who  purchased  them  in  the  East  with  iiia 
goodn.  Mr.  Moore  also  brought  in  huge  balea  of  cotton,  which  were  pur* 
ehased  and  transformed  into  cloth  by  hundreds  of  wives  for  miles  around.  A 
calico  dress  at  87J  cents  per  yard  (only  four  yarii»),  was  then  rej[arded 
w  the  most  Btjlish  costume  in  the  woods.  Mrs.  Thornburg  brought  with 
her  her  silk  wedding  dress,  but  fulks  would  hare  called  her  "  stuck  up  " 
if  she  had  dared  t<  wear  it.  She  used  it  to  make  winding  sheets  for  the 
children  that  died  in  the  neighborhood.  Soon  after  the  Thomburgs 
reached  the  township  their  horses  were  stolen,  and  while  the  men  wer« 
gone  for  a  week  or  more  in  pursuit.  Mr^.  Thornburg  wits  Icfl  alone  with 
three  or  four  small  children.  She  worked  nearly  all  the  time  they  were 
gone,  burning  bnuh  and  logs,  and  gcttiujj  rcndy  for  the  coining  crop.  She 
was  the  dsa^ter  of  Kev.  Peter  Munical,  a  Methodis^c  minister  of  more 
than  ordinary  ability  and  piety.  The  Thomburgs  have  since  been  ainone 
tb«  most  en'terprising  and  rctij^ctH  citizen!*  of  the  county.  John  H. 
Bimj  «u  a  large  man,  and  wifldt.>d  groat  influeiioe  whurrvor  he  moved. 
Dnnng  the  winter  of  1821-22,  he  is  said  to  have  killed  twenty-eJght  deer 
without  going  huntit^.  That  shows  how  numerous  thoee  animals  were. 
Their  hidott  were  worth  about  ^\,  and  often  their  flesh  was  worth  little 
more  than  nothing.  Coons  were  numerous  and  their  hides  were  worth 
aboQt  a  drink  of  whisky.  It  is  told  on  the  venerable  Samuel  Moore,  that, 
on  one  occasion,  a  ooon  skin  was  traded  him  for  u  drink  of  whisky.  He 
threw  the  akin  up  in  the  loft  iind  resumed  his  place  behind  the  counter. 
Some  thirsty  Fellow  took  it  down  unnoticed  by  Mr.  Moore,  and  traded  it 
to  him  a  second  time  for  a  drink.  The  crowd  a.'i^emblcd  caught  the  idea, 
aiid'the  cheat  was  repeated  again  and  agnin  until  Mr.  Muoro  imagined  he 
had  a  loft  full  of  fins  skins.  It  is  quite  likely  thai  the  fellow  who  told 
this  story  had  been  reading  the  life  of  David  Crockett,  and  had  borrowed 
the  tale  to  tell  at  Mr.  Muora'a  expense.  Mr.  Monre  bnught  and  traded 
f'jT  coon  skins,  however,  but  he  recoUecte  nothing  nbout  finding  his  loll 
full  of  emptineiB.  The  tnle  is  n  myth.  How  foolishly  credulous  some 
persona  are,  and  how  many  will  base  fact  on  fiction  ! 

CONTINUED     RKMINLSCENCES. 

Tlie  old  Moon  Saw  Mill  continued  ti»  operate  for  several  yeam.  Har- 
ris Bray  owned  a  auw  mill  about  a  milo  and  a  half  cast  i>f  town,  and  nlao 
conducted  a  small  distillery  there  for  a  number  of  yenni.  When  Iliram 
Matthews  eaiee  to  the  township  in  1H20,  a  heavy  fall  of  snow  had  just 
fiiUen.  He  crossed  the  tracks  of  seventeen  different  bears,  all  turned 
•Mth  Mcept  one.  Benjamin  Thornburg  came  in  182*2.  He  had  no  corn, 
aod  oonld  get  none  in  the  settlement,  and   went  up  northeast  of  Indian- 
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apolis  to  Strantown,  wliere  lie  obtaineij  a  supply  which  was  floated  down 
"White  River  to  the  Bluffs,  »nd  then  huiiled  out  hj  wagon.  He  helped 
his  Dcigbhors  roll  logs  thirty  daya  of  tho  Cmt  season,  nad  id  returu  li&d 
his  roliod.  It  wiis  a  sight,  no  douht,  to  see  thirty  or  forty  men  in  a  big 
field  where  togfl  and  brush  Inj  in  ever;  direction.  The  caoti  would  be 
divided  into  compunieB  with  Cttptainft,  and  each  party  would  try  to  outdo 
the  others.  Four  strong;,  eltilU'ul  men  with  hundspikes  would  pick  up 
and  carry  an  enormous  log.  It  would  take  about  n  score  of  men  nowa- 
days wilL  half  a  douD  dorricks  to  lift  .tuch  u  log  I  Vou  arc  not  reijuired, 
reader,  to  believe  that  Btatetnent  unless  you  sodeiiire.  The  women  would 
tttuially  gather  to  do  the  cooking,  and  the  times  in  and  around  the  cabiiu 
were  about  aa  lively,  and  far  more  attractive  than  out  in  the  field,  for  our 
motbera  were  young  then,  and  atrune,  and  bad  the  bright  faoes,  round 
forme  and  light  jokeit  and  laughter  which  we  mo  well  remember  in  our 
boyhood  days.  We  cg^nnot  be  too  kind  to  the  old  grandfiith«rd  and  grand- 
mothers wboBe  feet  never  tired  waiting  upon  a.»  when  we  were  helple^. 

BBAB  BTOBIB!>. 
One  day  in  September,  about  the  year  1820,  Nathaniel  Carter  went 
to  Richmond.  Ind..  to  attend  the  Quaker  annual  meeting.  While  he  waa 
gone,  along  during  tho  evening  Ira  Mcndonhall  cnmc  over  Ui  his  house  lo 
el  help  to  haul  in  a  large  bear  that  he  had  just  killed.  Ho  said  that  he 
ad  gone  out  to  get  his  cows,  and  had  discovered  the  bear,  whereupOQ  he 
6rcd  and  wounded  it.  He  chased  it  and  wounded  it  with  a  second  shot. 
This  BO  disabled  the  bear  that  he  wag  enabled  to  get  clwte  enough  to  fin- 
ish it,  which  he  did  with  a  ahoi  through  the  head.  It  waa  a  very  large 
animal,  and  wa.s  hauled  to  the  house  with  a  horse.  J.  D.  Carter,  then  a 
large  boy.  walked  behind  to  sec  that  the  bear  kept  on  it»  belly  so  that  its 
hair  would  not  be  injured.  The  hide  wan  taken  off  and  put  tu  soak. 
Mr.  Hooker  was  asked  to  come  over  to  judge  whether  the  meat  would  do 
to  eat.  He  pronounced  it  good,  and  the  neighbors  were  accordingly  re- 
galed with  choice  bear  atcak.  They  also  pronounced  it  good.  One  day 
J.  D.  Carter  was  digging  ginseng  root  near  the  woods.  Upon  looking 
up  suddenly,  he  was  a£toniehe<l  to  eee  a  large  bear  nn  a  limb  not  many 
rods  diiitant.  He  was  considerably  soared,  and  ran  to  the  house  to  get  bia 
father.  Mr.  Carter,  Sr..  hurried  out  with  hia  gun,  and  brought  Mr. 
Bruin  down  at  the  first  6re.     The  animal  weighed  about  300  pounds. 

A  Sir.lKE  STORY. 

In  April,  1823,  the  rattlesnakes  were  very  numerous  where  Richard 
Day  lived,  near  the  toll  gate  east  of  MooreHville.  There  waa  a  den  of 
thom  in  the  big  spring  there.  The  Day  boys  and  Carter  boys  secured 
several  tall  sycamore  gums  and  placed  them  by  the  flpritign,  and  then  by 
watching  with  long  pole^  succeeded  in  throwing  thirty-six  of  the  venomoas 
reptiles  into  the  guma.  whence  they  could  not  get  out.  On  Sunday,  sev- 
eral Doighbors  gathered  to  see  the  snakes.  Blood  was  taken  from  the  arm 
of  aome  man  present,  and  held  in  a  cup.  while  the  snakes  were  miiddcncd 
with  a  stick,  and  permitted  to  strike  several  timea  into  a  small  piece  of 
cloth,  and  then  the  cloth  thus  poisoned  was  dipped  in  the  blood.  Ac- 
cording to  J.  D.  Carter, who  witnessed  the  experiment*,  the  blood"boiled 
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■md  boiled."  Aftffr  tho  blood  h»d  been  thoroughly  poisoned,  the  cele- 
brated rnttlitniki-  root  was  crushed  up  itnd  pluced  in  tne  cap,  whereupon 
the  boiting  instantlj  ceased.     Thh  U  a  en&ke  story. 


SAUOBL    UOOBB. 

Thin  well-known  miin  who  is  yet  liTtng  in  Mporpgrille,  at  tho  »gc  of 
eighty-four  years,  with  recullt-clion  not  a  whit  impuirrd  by  the  nivagvs  of 
time,  came  to  Brown  Township  in  1823.  He  had  bi^on  a  resident  of 
Salem,  lod.,  for  a  short  time  previously,  and  had  there  formed  a  partner- 
ship with  Mr.  Newby,  of  the  firm  of  Booth  k  Newby,  of  Paola,  by  which 
tbe  latter  was  to  furnish  $1,500  for  three  years,  and  Mr.  Moore  was  to 
famiib  ^^OO  and  his  services  for  three  years,  to  conduct  a  general  mer- 
cantite  buaine«a.  at  some  good  point  in  the  Kcw  Purchoao  that  was  then 
rapidly  settling  up.  Mr.  Moore  came  with  his  92>*)*)(^'  wortli  of  goods. 
and  placed  the  same  in  a  blacksmith  shop,  which  had  previou«'ly  been 
boitt  and  operated  by  a  smith,  named  Charles  Vertrees  on  the  old  Indian 
Trace,  but  which  was  then  vacant.  That  amount  of  goods  then  v«a  tD 
bulk,  only  about  one-third  aa  large  as  at  [ireaent.  Calicoes,  87^  cenu  per 
yard,  and  other  things  in  proportion,  greatly  reduced  the  bulk  from  what 
it  would  be  at  present.  The  goodn  cotnplecely  filled  the  little  log  building 
thai  stood  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  south  of 
Mooresville.  and  hence  was  not  in  Moorenville  at  all.  Here  Mr.  Moore 
lived  for  three  years,  boarding  with  some  of  the  families  near  by,  and 
enjoying  a  lucrative  trade  for  that  time  and  place  with  the  white  settlers, 
and  often  with  Indiana  who  had  furs  to  dispose  of  for  trinkete  and  arnmn* 
niiion.  At  the  end  of  three  years,  the  partnership  between  Mr.  Newby 
and  Mr.  Moore  was  at  an  en'd,  and  as  the  latter  had  cleared  enough  to 
fariiLib  bim  with  a  satisfactory  capital,  without  the  aid  of  a  partner,  he 
concluded  to  settle  with  Mr.  Newby,  and  continue  the  business  on  bis  own 
responsibility.  The  net  profits  for  tho  three  years  were  $3,000.  .After 
the  business  hsd  been  settled,  Mr.  Moore  returned  with  a  fresh  stock,  and 
opeonl  the  first  store  in  Mooresville  proper,  which  wus  then  u  tutal  wilder- 
ness of  heavy  trees,  in  a  frame  building,  which  was  erected  by  Joshua 
and  Nathaniel  Carter,  carpcaCen,  and  dumucl  Ilarrymao,  mason. 

MOOKESVILLE. 

The  first  house  upon  the  prroent  site  of  the  town  was  built  by  Asa 
Bales  in  the  fall  of  1H24.  About  the  same  time,  Charles  Wilcox,  Samuel 
Moore,  William  B.  Ilarrold  and  Dr.  Curtis  G.  Hussey  built  houses. 
Tbe  latter  is  now  a  millionaire  of  Pittsbnrgh,  Penn.  Mr.  Moore'i 
hooae  waji  a  frame  structure,  the  lumber  coming  from  Mr.  Moon's  saw 
nlD<  It  Btood  where  Mr.  Woodward's  store  now  stands.  William 
0.  Lear,  Thomas  Ilarrold,  Jacob  Combs,  Isaac  Edwards,  Eli  Tanscy, 
William  Cline  and  other;),  were  other  early  residents  of  the  little  town 
which  grew  rapidly.  Mr.  Moure  of  course  had  the  first  store.  In  18126, 
Alexander  Worth  &  Co.  opened  the  second  store,  with  a  stock  worth 
about  ^,000.  Worth  had  been  interested  in  the  Sniom  firm  of  Bouth  J: 
Newhy,  the  senior  member  of  the  firm  being  the  father  of  Senalur  Booth, 
of  California.     He  hod  formerly  been  a  clock  peddler  in  the  Carotinas. 
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lie  aftcrwanl  moved  liia  busintsa  from  Snlem  to  Terra  Ftsutc,  where  he 
did  i  mammoth  liuMiueKS  mid  bec&tue  rich.  Hn  is  ttaid  to  be  living  there 
yet'  Mr.  Worth  wus  really  the  &gent  of  this  firm,  who»e  goods  he  was 
iDtrastcd  with.  W.  G.  Lear  opened  the  third  store  in  18:;6,  and  Silas 
Stapp,  the  fourth,  in  the  fall  of  1827.  Pemberton  Dickens  opened  a 
liquor  shop  in  1828.  He  afterward  went  lo  T>)inTill«,  where  he  engaged 
in  the  grocery  businefls.  He  could  not  write,  and  was  in  the  habit  of 
Qfling  nignii  in  keeping  hia  book  accounts.  One  day  one  of  hit  patrons 
went  to  him  lo  make  the  semi-annual  eetttement.  aod  found  among  other 
articles  that  he  was  charged  with  a  whole  cheese.  He  denied  having 
purchaeed  such  an  article  of  diet,  but  thereon  tb«  day  boolc  which  Mr. 
bickeriH  proudly  exhibited,  was  the  big  O.  tlie  sign  representing  the  cheese. 
The  patron  Mill  denied  it,  and  after  reflecting  a  moment,  scaled  that  he 
had  bought  a  grindistoue.  "  Oh  yes,"  exclaimed  Mr.  Uickenti,  "  that's  so, 
X  forgot  to  make  the  hole."  Wlkereupon  he  completed  the  entry  in  bis 
day  book  thus  O. 

*ln  1880,  Worth  &  Kclloy -went  into  partncpship  in  the  nuercnntile 
buiiineiia.  Armstead  Jackson  waa  the  lavero  keeper  in  1882.  A  Mr. 
Wortbington  went  into  purtnerehip  with  Mr.  Moore  in  about  18^  or 
1885.  He  was  rtlmed  lo  the  latter  by  marriage.  John  J.  Cox  opened  a 
tavern  and  grocery  about  the  sume  lime-  It  may  be  said  here  that 
Samuel  Moore  aold  goods  nt  Mooreaville  for  forcy*fuur  consecutive  years. 
He  was  the  leading  business  man  of  his  day  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
county.  J.  S.  KeHoy  was  probably  next  in  businetu  activJIy.  Doth 
kept  excellent  Htores  during  the  thirties  and  forlien,  often  having  as  high 
a»$15,000  worth  of  goods,  which  were  purchased  in  Ka«tern  markets  iwioe 
a  year.  William  Tarborough  kept  a  tailor  shop  in  town  about  184U. 
Along  in  the  forties.  Mr.  Worth  failed  in  the  park  business  and  wmt  suc- 
ceeded by  Hadley  &  Worthington.  Among  the  rcaidenls  ami  industries 
about  1836-37  were  the  following:  Sarntml  Moore,  J.  S.  Kelley,  Alex- 
ander Worth,  merchants;  Israpt  Hunt,  (rahriel  Cnble,  W.  M.  Hlack,  J. 
M.  Leathers,  John  Cox.  Jeremiah  Blankeniihip,  Joeeph  Hintt,  A.  Jack- 
son, W.  C  Cline,  Solomon  Hunt,  Joshua  Cox,  J.  H.  Combs  (wagon- 
maker),  W.  II.  P.  Woodward  (a  young  man  just  arrived).  Fred  Leoter 
(ehoe- maker),  B.  Wood,  Joseph  Wood.  George  D.  May,  B.  B.  Ball,  Isaac 
WilliamB,  Thomas  Murphy  (wagwn- maker),  Samuel  Walte,  James  Uichard- 
Mn,  Charles  Wilcox,  George  Crayton.  Solomon  Dunegan  and  his  throo 
sons — Lemuel,  Thomas  iind  Frank,  all  blucksniiths  and  (he  father  u  Bup- 
tiNt  preacher.  Cux,  Blankenship  and  Jackson  were  the  liquor  sellers  and 
tavern  keepers.  Mr.  Bray'e  saw-mill  and  distillery,  caet  of  town,  vere 
running.  Richardson  and  Wilcox  muda  hats  from  lamb's  wool ;  Walta  was 
a  tailor.  Mr.  Woodward  commenced  the  busine^  with  him  in  1836 
and  continued  the  business  many  years,  until  his  health  began  to  fail  him, 
when  he  ubandoucd  the  buEiricss,  as  he  3uys.just  about  the  time  flowing 
machines  came  into  use.  A  Frenchman  immed  Segart  was  a  tailor  also. 
Isaac  Williams  conducted  a  eaddlery  and  harnesa  shop.  J,  S.  Kelley 
erected  a  pottery  a  short  distance  west,  and  Ball  wa«  hh  potter.  They 
manufactured  many  excellent  crocks,  jars,  juge.  etc.,  some  of  which  may 
yet  he  seen  in  neighborhood.  Several  thousand  of  these  useful  houaehotd 
arliolea  were  made  annually  and  found  a  ready  6ale  for  many  milea 
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•nnnd.  Alcxntider  Wortb';)  canlinj;  mill  wu  <noih«r  important  eiit«r- 
prisB.  At  firai  iio(hiiig  but  canling  wua  done,  bui  later,  in  obedience  to 
th«  demand,  spioning  and  w««ving  macbinory  was  purchued  and  a  Mr. 
Butian,  a  practical  weaver,  wu  employed.  Flannels,  jeana  and  aaU 
inets  were  woven.  Ai  tbis  time  (late  in  the  lliirtieA)  the  village  bad  a 
popalaiion  nf  over  SOO,  and  basiness  of  alt  desoriplions  waa  verjr  active. 

mbrcaN'tile  trade,  porK'Packiko.  err. 

Mr.  Moor*  established  hrancb  aioroB  at  the  BluJfit  and  at  Martins- 
nlle,  Uic  businetu  at  the  latter  place  being  conducted  by  Mr.  Wortbing- 
tno.  He  bad  over  $::}0,000  invested  in  general  merchandise  at  the  tbree 
places  dunng  tlie  Torties.  His  book  acoouate  were  eDonnous.  and  hit 
trade  equally  a«  extensive.  FIh  cleared  thnusaods  of  dollars.  He  erected 
a  big  grist  mill  early  in  the  thirties  on  White  Lick  Creek  near  the  town, 
und  there  waa  not  a  larger,  better  or  more  active  grist  mill  at  the  time  in 
tlie  central  part  of  the  State.  That  alone  uddeu  more  than  any  other 
one  thing  to  the  rapid  development  of  Mooreeville.  Large  (juantitieo  of 
flour,  com  meal,  wheat  and  corn  were  shipped  by  boat  from  tho  mill  down 
the  creek  to  the  river  and  thence  down  to  .Southern  markoui.  He  also 
eogigtd  cxtcQuively  in  the  pork-packing  buftinew.  employing  many  hands 
in  the  packing  s«uun  during  the  colder  months  to  do  the  ntaaghtering. 
Ue  owned  a  big  pork  boufte  at  the  BtufT.  Ue  sent  off  as  high  as  five 
boAt  toada  of  pork  and  produce  in  one  year.  John  Scott,  Reuben  Hen- 
dmon.  Perry  Carpenter.  Jacob  Peyton  and  others  were  bis  pilota.  Hs 
wot  a  total  of  nearly  thirty  boat  loa<ts  down  the  river  while  he  was  in 
tlie  busiDMS.  He  bought  nearly  100  horses  in  lb33,  and  drove  them  to 
Virginia  to  market.  They  wure  taken  (o  the  larjze  sugar  planiationa  on 
the  island  of  Cuba.  Large  nambers  of  the  hogs  nouebt  were  not 
slanghiered  at  all  here,  but  were  driven  into  Ohio  and  sold  at  the  big 
markets  there.  He  took  off  m  high  as  S,000  hogs  at  one  time  in  this 
manner,  separating  them  for  convenience  in  handling  into  droves  of  600 
wr  800,  and  driving  the  droves  a  few  miles  apart.  Many  men  were 
needed  to  uke  care  of  them  and  feed  them  on  the  way.  The  bogs  then 
were  not  aa  they  are  now.  They  were  older,  poorer,  and,  hence,  were 
much  better  traveleis.  J.  S.  Kelley  also  did  considerablo  bosiness  in 
pmk  packing  and  shipping.  Mr.  Moore  conducted  a  saw  mill  in  con- 
nection with  his  big  grist  mill.

Among  the  bnainesi  men  during  thu  fortiea  were  John  W.  Thompson, 
Condaitt  &  Brother,  Samuel  Moore,  J.  S.  Kelley,  Sheets  &  Brothers,  S. 
Hani,  Alfred  Moore  ii  Co..  Riley  Dixon.  Hawk  &  Yarborougfa,  J.  W. 
Parker,  Holman  and  D.  J.  Johnson  were  the  leading  merchants.  Bur- 
roagliB  k  Manker,  cabineNmakors;  S.  S.  k  J.  Ellis,  saddles  and  harness; 
Isaac  Wiliiams.  same:  Black,  Wilkins  k  Co.,  tanning  and  carrying. 
Mr.  Worth's  woolen  factory  wa»  burned  not  hr  from  1840,  but  was  then 
omnenoed  in  bia  old  pork-packing  building  which  was  fitted  up  for  the 
Mrpoee.  Here  it  was  ifaal  spinning  and  weaving  were  done.  John 
OHter  eonducted  a  liitaeed  oU  mill  in  tho  northern  part  of  town  on  a 
■uU  aeele.     The  machinerj  waa  operated  by  cattle  on  an  inclined  plane.

IKCORPORATIOS  OF  MOOSESVILLE. 


The  growth  of  tho  village  during  the  tweniios  wna  %»  rapid  that  in 
3831  the  population  was  over  200,  and  every  buaincas  industry  was  full 
of  promise.  lu  March,  1831,  the  t}ueHtiou  of  incorporating  the  town 
waa  submitted  to  the  citizens,  and  carried  b;  a  majority  of  twenty-four 
votea,  the  total  vote  being  thirty-two.  At  the  same  time,  a  Urge  addition 
of  140  lobe  vas  laid  out  and  offered  for  »ale,  with  many  huycra.  The 
lOTD  va«  accordingly  incorporated,  and  the  following  men  were  the  first 
Truetees:  Samuel  Moore,  Aita  ISalca.  W.  C.  Clinc.  J.  S.  Kelloy  and 
James  Bradabaw.  After  about  two  yeaj^,  the  municipal  government  died 
ODt,  but  waa  agaJQ  revived  in  l!33t$.  since  which  time,  if  reports  are  cor- 
rect, it  has  been  raaintained.  A  Jail  was  built  in  the  thirties,  to  accom* 
modaie  the  disorderW.  The  town  ordinances  were  published  in  the 
dironich.  editfd  iii  Moori>8vill»  in  1840  and  until  about  1851  by  T.  J. 
Worth.  This  paper  was  an  important  factor  at  Mooresville,  but  waa  not 
flupporced  to  Hatisfy  the  owner,  who  removed  it  to  the  county  seat.  The 
surrounding  country,  however,  could  not  afford  to  do  much  better,  as  it 
was  taken  in  all  families.

W.  Horn,  liaine ;  Frank  Hadley,  same ;  llarvey, 
aame  ;  Clinton  Hadley,  the  present  draggint ;  Rnnio  k  Richardson,  stoves, 
about  twenty  years  ago;  Michael  Rusie,  hardware,  in  the  (iftiee.  and 
nuuij  others.     Tne  population  of  the  town  in  1450  wa»  about  500.

Woodward,  Parker  &  Co.;  hardware,  T.  A.  Richardson  :  grocers,  John

It  is  said  lliat  Grant  Stafford  taught  school  near  Judj^e  Hiram  Mat- 
thews' during  the  winter  of  18:21-1^2.  If  this  is  a  fact,  it  was  do  doubt 
tlie  first  in  the  township.  Tlie  writer  hos  been  unable  to  get  at  the  fsctft. 
It  \9  known  that  school  vraa  taught  in  that  vicinity  very  early.  Barclay 
Barns  taught  about  a  mile  east  of  Mooreaville  in  182!}.  or  perhapn  11^24. 
8«nion8  wore  held  almost  continuously  in  those  two  noighborhoodn  after 
these  6rst  terms.  Log  8ohoolhumii»  were  urcoCtid  in  both  neighborhoods 
about  1826.  A  Khool  was  start»'l  by  the  Friends  a  mite  or  two  west  of 
town  about  the  anme  time.  Thin  nch'iol  for  many  yonrti  wim  the  best  in 
the  township,  not  even  excepting  the  one  at  MonreHville.  They  were 
prominent  people,  and  many  of  them  bein^  io  good  circumstances  could 
afford  to  haro  good  sohooU  early.  Atia  Bales,  iho  first  resident  of  Moores- 
ville.  with  whom  Samuel  Moore  boardt-d  nhilo  engaged  early  iu  his  Hlore. 
was  no  doubt  the  tirol  teacher  in  the  luwn.  lie  taught  in  a  small  log 
cabin,  and  had  about  ten  scholars,  including,  if  reportit  are  correct,  ser- 
eral  of  his  own.  After  thi.4  the  growth  of  the  town  was  so  rapid  that 
schools  were  taught  there  oontinuously.  Horatio  N.  Teacle  waa  uo  early 
leaober  enat  of  town,  in  the  Bray  neighborhood.  Willis  Conduilt,  father 
of  A.  B.  Conduitt,  of  lodianapolia.  taught  school  in  the  Carter  neighbor- 
hood daring  the  very  cold  winter  of  1^25-26.  When  the  teacher 
readied  the  bouse  on  Ohri^lmaa  morning,  he  found  that  hia  large  scholars 
had  barred  the  door,  anil  he  was  reritsed  entrance  unless  he  treated.  ITe 
Bccurdiogly  went  to  town  and  bought  about  a  gallon  of  whisky,  which  he 
divided  out  among  his  pupils,  and  was  then  permitted  to  resume  his  duties 
ta-doon.  Some  of  the  boys  bocamo  too  full  (fool)  for  utterance,  and  were 
Hnt  borne  in  disgrace.  J.  D.  Carter  was  one  of  the  number.  He  went 
home  swaf^ring,  happy  as  a  lurk,  loaded  to  the  muzzle  with  a  ceaseleM 
fire  of  talk,  but  his  father  ijutetly  took  down  the  big  gad  and  gave  the 
boy  a  dreeeiDg  that  ho  remembers  until  the  present.  The  remedy  was 
corrective,  as  that  was  the  first,  last  and  only  Doosy  experience  Mr.  Car- 
ter ever  hail. 

By  the  year  1828.  the  schools  of  Mooreaville  had  become  so  excellent 
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(hftt  tlie  cili;!«Tui  organized  or  eatablished  tlie  Mooraarille  School  Society. 
Tb«  meeting  «ae  held  at  the  hnase  of  Samuel  Moore,  »nil  the  folloning 
offiofra  of  ibe  society   were  flevieO ;  \V,   C.  Conduiit,  Pre^idvDt;  Am 
Bilea,  Secretary;  D.    G.    Worth.   W.  C.  Conduitt,  Alexiuider   Worth, 
Joel  Dixoii  and  Aaa  Bulce,  Truatcvs.     The  Prcstdcat  of  tliia  educationul 
society  wu  an  experienced  nchoul  teacher  litmBelf,  and  a  man  of  consid- 
erable learning.     He  taught  tjuite  earljr  in  towa.     Late  in  the  iweuticit,  a 
brick  schoolhonso  was  buill  in  ihp  rilUge  under  the  direction  of  the 
society.     It  vBi  a  i»uhetantial  building  c^nlaiiitDg  ODC  rfom,  in  nhJcK 
good  teaelnfrB  were  employed  at  comfortable  wagea.     The  house  cost 
about  S^.H},  and  was  constantly  used  for  religious  purpoeea  and  aa  a  debat- 
ing and  lecturing  room.      Two  teacliem  in  ttiia  house  were  K.  TT.  Waugh 
and  K.  E.  Preston.     Late  in  tlie  fortiee,  it  was  succeeded  by  a  frame 
building  containing  two  rooms,  which  cost  SSOO.     This  house  was  used 
until  the  Friendfl'  ^ehoolbouso  was  boilt  ia  I!J6)  in  the  weatern  part  of 
town,  at  a  cost  of  S4,500,      Much   of  the   fund  was   raised  by  donation 
from  all  the  citizens  who  were  to  be  permitted  to  send  their  children 
there,  though  the  I'riends  were  to  hare  control.     In  about  1 870,  the  town 
became  an  independent  achool  district,  whereupon  the  sehoolhousc  was 
purchased  of  the  Quakers  for  $5,000.  and  the  latter  very  justly  refunded 
the  anioant  with  interest,  which  had  been  donated  by  the  other  citizens 
in  1861.     Prof.  Stewart  was  the  fintt  teacher  in  chishouae,  his  term  being 
the  winter  of  1S61-62.      He  continued  to  teach  for  three  yeani,  when  he 
was  superseded  by  Joseph  Poole.     After  the  indnpendenc  district  was 
formed,  the  first  Principal  wa«  Rarrieon  Kubbnrd.       He  was  paid  $3.89 
per  diem.     His  assistants  were  Isaac  Jones,  who  received  $2.75  per  day, 
and  Emma  Clawson,  who  received  92  per  day-     Since  then  the  Princi- 
pals have  been  John  H.  Beason,  William  0.  Ilinson,  James  Hunt,  Mary 
McNftbb.  William  M.  Hiidley,  A.  W.  Mscy,  Stephen  Hunt.  F.  J.  Byers, 
0.  C.  Charlton,  C.  P.  Eppcrt,  twoyeara;  Eiam   Uarvcy,   three  years. 
The  assistants,  beginning  in  18T1,  have  been  Louisa  Harvey,  EloJse  Tay- 
lor. Jamci  Hunt,  Mary  J.  Hunt.  Maitie  Pray,  Mnry  McNabb.  Edna  C. 
Street,  Cecilia  Hadley,  Elam  Harvev,  Elvira  Uanmilay,  Emma  Thomp- 
son, Susan  Wibon,  Hattie  Cnx,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perigo,  J.    H.  Woods, 
Anna  Hadley,  A-  W.  Macy.  Elvira  Perce.  Rolena  Hadley,  Jennie  Til- 
ford  and  Frank  Munkur.     Aa  high  aa  five  teachers  have  been  employed 
at  one  time.     A  large  addition  to  the  schoolhouse  is  being  constructed  the 
present  year,  which  will  cont  about  $4,000. 

SECRET  SOCIETtBS. 

Th«  writer  endeavored  to  get  accesc  to  the  records  of  the  Maaonic 
Lodge  ai  Muorcsville :  hut  as  the  roembers  he  talked  with  Deemed  to 
care  but  little  whether  a  sketch  of  it  was  written  or  not,  and  made  no  effort 
to  furnish  the  nccesaary  facts,  ihev  cannot  appear  in  these  pages.  Tlie 
lodge  is  an  old  one,  extending  back,  if  reports  are  reliable,  into  the  fortieo. 
Morgan  Lodge.  No.  211.  Odd  Fallows,  wtis  establi-fhcd  in  July,  1859, 
with  the  following  charier  members :  W,  G-  Cook.  John  H.  Uuaie.  B.  B. 
Wright,  T.  N.  Peoples,  A.  T.  Manker.  Reuben  Harris  and  Richard  P. 
Johnaon.     The  first  officers  were  W.  Q.  Cook.  N.  G- ;  B.  B.  Wright,  V. 
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G. ;  T.  N.  Peoplw,  Secretary.  In  1881,  their  Sne  brick  building  was 
dntrojed  by  6re,  and  with  it  all  their  personal  effects.  Thebaildinghas 
been  rebDilt.  The  lodge  is  in  excellent  financial  conditioD,  with  property, 
ineladtog  cash,  valaed  at  $5,000.  In  1866,  Mooresville  Encampment, 
So.  74,  was  ratablished. 

THE  BASKINQ  BUSISESs. 
Tbc  Saviogs  Bank  of  Mooresville  was  established  in  Augoet.  1872, 
the  first  officers  being  A.  W.  Reagan,  President ;  Allen  Hadley,  Vice 
President ;  Alexander  Worth,  Secretary  and  Cashier.  Id  1873,  the  estab- 
lishmeDt  became  known  as  the  Farmers'  Bank,  with  a  cash  capital  of 
$30,000,  which  was  afterward  increased  to  $50,000,  but  later  decreased 
to  9S5,0>00.  The  following  men  were  stockholders  :  Dr.  A.  W.  Reagan, 
Joseph  Pool,  L.  M.  Uadley,  Eli  J.  Sumner,  Allen  Hadley,  F.  Sheets  & 
Bru.,  Giles  B.  Mitchell,  J.  L.  Moffitt,  Joel  Jessup,  Alexander  Worth, 
Jackson  Jessup,  Uolman  Johnson,  J.  F.  Hadley,  Joseph  N.  Taylor, 
Aaron  Mills,  Ira  M.  Bray,  \V.  B.  Thompson  and  John  Sheets.  The 
Presidents  of  the  bank  have  been  Giles  B.  Mitchell,  Charles  Reeve  and 
H.  Satterwhite.  The  Cashiers  have  been'  A.  Worth,  J.  A.  Taylor,  W.  F.

RELIGIOUS    DEVELOPMENT. 

Since  the  earliest  times,  the  rcligioua  sentiment  has  been  stronger  in 
Brown  Township  than  perhaps  any  other  portion  in  the  county  of  equal 
or  less  extent.  The  first  settlements  were  do  sooner  formed  than  min- 
isters began  to  appear,  and  classes  began  to  arm  themselves  for  the  good 
fight.  The  organization  of  all  the  classeit  cannot  be  given,  though  many 
of  the  names  of  those  prominently  connected  with  religious  interests  have 
been  wreated  from  swift-approaching  oblivion.  The  Methodist  class  at 
Mooresville  was  really  founded  by  Fliza  Moore,  wife  of  Samuel  Moore, 
not  far  from  the  year  1828.  Indeed,  she  was  about  the  only  member  at 
first,  bnt  she  was  soon  joined  by  Eli  Tansey  and  wife,  Jesse  S.  Rooker 
and  wife,  Joseph  Hunt  and  wife,  and  William  0.  Cline  and  wife.  The 
Sanday  school  for  this  class  was  established  in  1835,  by  Her.  John  Will- 
iams. In  1839,  the  members  of  this  church  were  the  families  of  the 
following  persons:  Samuel  J.  Black,  James  Kelle^,  Samuel  Stevenson.  Isaac 
Williams,  William  Herrold,  Daniel  Cox,  Jacob  L.  Pfoff,  Alexander  Worth, 
Daniel  May,  William  McClelland,  William  Carlisle,  Jonathan  Hunt,  Jacob 
Shanafelt.  Joseph  L.  Cox,  David  Shanafelt,  Daniel  Day.  Joseph  Hiatt, 
William  M.  Black,  J.  W.  Richards,  William  C.  Cline,  Eliza  Moore,  John 
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HaHrick,  H.rtia  Bray.  William  A.  BUir.  Qabriel  Coble  and  J.  W. 
Thompson.  A  very  large  revivul  bad  occwrreil  two  years  before,  by  irhich 
th«  elvSB  tiail  been  mtiltinljed  nearly  tenfold.

shnaku;;*,  gl'.'ij.Uo;  expended  upon  ih«  church,  $1,516.87.  This  chiirdi 
waadetlii-aK'U  in  the  fall  of  ]S3!)  by  Bbhoji  Simpson.  laaac  Crawfonl 
and  Thixnaa  $.  Koeker  wero  the  tntnister^  in  chnrjje  of  tlie  class  when  the 
houne  Will  built.  This  old  hoo«e  um  used  until  ifie  prt.'.«nt  fine  brick 
Stnictnr<>  waji  built  in  1882,  at  a  ooflt  of  abont  9S.O0U.  The  elaiS  has 
ever  b«ori  -trong  and  jirosperous. 

The  old  .Methodist  cIms,  about  three  mile^  southwc«t  of  torn,  was 
organised  about  I82K.  Amoax  the  early  lOPinbcri  wcr«>  the  familiefl  of 
Benjamin  Ciithbert.  Jeremiah  Johnson,  Thotnas  Griphaui.  Nathan  Nich- 
ols. John  Cole,  Charles  Kowler.  Mr,  Ciithbert  furnished  about  an  acre 
of  Imd  for  tint  nominal  sum  of$l,  to  he  used  for  church  pnrpos^s.  This 
claw  vrai  a  branch  of  the  old  one.  near  the  re-idence  of  Benjamin  Thorn- 
bur^h.  ft  n  likely  that  the  latter  cla^  was  the  flr«t  MpthoHidt  £pi8copa] 
organisation  in  .Morgan  County.  The  lirat  sermon  was  preached  at  the 
house  of  John  Martin,  by  Rev.  Reuben  Claypool,  in  the  year  1821.  Tha 
marriage  of  Mr.  Claypoo!  to  Martha  llussell  is  said  to  have  been  the  first 
in  the  county.  The  ceremony  was  performed  before  the  county  was  or- 
gnnised.  The  class  waa  fully  organiMil  in  1821.  antl  meeting:' wore  m-istlv 
held  that  year  at  the  cabin  uf  Mr.  Marlin,  and  the  foilowiripyear  at  that  of 
William  Booker.  Among  the  first  momliers  ircre  John  Maiiin,  cliitss  leader. 
Mary  Martin.  William  Gregory,  Thomas  G-rej^ory.  Dnninl  Gregory,  Levi 
Plummer,  Patsey  Plummcr,  Gcorf^eCrutcbSctd,  .Anna  CrulcliGuld.  Catha- 
rine CrutuhficM.  Nanor  Cruichfield.  Tiioma^  Greslinni,  Sarah  Greeham, 
Samuel  Jones.  Jesse  fiookcr.  Candes  Booker.  Motlior  Monicai.  William 
Booker.  Nancy  Rooker.  Rev.  Peter  Monicai.  Haimah  Monicai,  Wesley 
Monica).  Catharine  Monicai.  Benjamin  Thorril>urg,  ^usan  Thornburg, 
Eli  Tansey,  Edith  Tansey.  Iliram  Tanney,  Able  Tfinseynnd  many  others 
later.  By  the  year  IS25,  the  class  was  largo  and  pTo^pcro^s.  In  1826. 
R«v-.  John  Strange  held  a  famouis  revival,  wjiich  largely  increatiett  the 
Biembership  of  the  church.  Several  of  the  early  ministers  were  Peter 
Mnnical.  ^:imiiel  Hamilton.  James  ArmsCron){.  Allen  Wiley  and  E.  R. 
Ame^.  This  first  church  ivas  built  late  in  the  twenties,  and  was  the  6nrt 
iu  the  county.  This  class  is  yet  in  existence,  and  has  fiv.'  or  six  branches. 
Ail  of  ibo  early  Methodist  Clinrchca  in  that  vicinity  »prttDg  from  this. 
It  was  c-illed  the  While  Lick  Methodist  Church.  The  Quakers  fully 
organized  their  class  in  1S2'2,  at  the  house  of  Asa  Balea.  wlicre  meetinj.-s 
were  held  for  some  time.  Jn  a  few  years  the  class  was  about  ai^  strong 
a*  that  of  the  Mothodisw;  indeed,  ihej&  two  cEas-xca  were  the  strongest 
and  moat  important  features  in  the  nortliern  pan  of  the  county  in  enrly 
years.  Under  ihe  supervision  of  the  Quakers,  the  Sulphur  Sprirg  School, 
in  the  western  part  of  Bruwn  Towusliip,  Ueuamc  at  that  time  the  largest. 
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n<]  most  imjiorladt  school  in  Morgan  Couutv*.  T1i*>ir 
tilt  White  Lick  Society  of  Friends.  The  yunkcr 
Cburcli  in  the  eastern  part  of  Monroe  IWD^hip  is  a  brsnch  of  (tiia. 
Tli«tr  first  bailding  was  erected  Itite  iu  the  tvenlies-  Anionc  x\i«  leading; 
mnnbers  were  che  Doans,  the  Iladlers.  the  llarvejs,  the  r«n»i«jrs.  ilie 
Balese^.  the  Bovlei)<s,  the  Pizon«,  »Qd  mony  olners.  Tlioir  eccotid 
church  was  built  in  Mborntvtlle  during  the  la!>[  wur.  The  Cbrisiiuiia 
have  a  clas«  ttt  MoorcevilU  at  present.  The  clae«  wns  or^rnnized  in  the 
forties,  mid  their  chorcb  irns  built  »oun  alter  1850.  Other  clnssea  bavo 
floambetl  io  the  township. 
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TIIK  location  of  Jftckson  Township,  remote  from  any  consideniblo 
water-course,  deUyed  itfl  aettlement  for  a  few  yeara,  Tho  valley  of 
Indian  Creek,  however,  wao  too  rich  a  tract  of  country  to  reinniii  long  in 
tOi  primitive  Htnto.  and  about  rhe  middle  of  the  tvctitieR  the  Mttlerg  beoan 
la  arrive,  but  not  in  cunsidcrablouuiubcre  until  the  thirties,  at  which  time 
the  greater  portiou  of  the  land  wus  eutered  by  actual  residents.  Tlie 
fint  man.  if  accounts  are  correct,  to  locate  permanently  in  the  lownehip 
was  John  Hamilton.  He  camo  to  the  township  in  1826.  and  tho  folloW' 
ing  year  entered  a  Imel  of  land  where  now  stands  the  thriving  little  vil- 
lage of  Morganiown.  Ho  had  a  family  of  fivo  or  six  children,  lie  was 
scarcely  in  thu  township  before  he  was  joined  by  Daniel  Trozel.  Thomus 
Teeter.  Samuel  Teeter,  Robert  BowIph,  John  Shruro.  William  Williams, 
SwDpsoQ  Caciat»ey  and  a  few  oihera,  all  ol  whom  located  m  tho  vicittitj 
of  Mor^antown  on  Seeuonn  24  and  25.  It  cannot  bi'  stated  aiih  any 
certainty  that  Mr.  Hsmilton  was  the  firvt  settler.  lurteed  (here  are  evi- 
dences that  he  was  nut.  The  Gret  land  entered  from  the  Guvertiment  in 
tb«  (ownehip  was  on  Section  1  in  July,  18^1.  by  William  W.  Drew  and 
Eliaha  llemdon.  but  if  reports  ar<!  reliable  neither  of  these  men  renided 
in  (hft  township.  William  lUrritosn  catered  a  tract  on  Section  '26  in 
1824,  but  it  is  stated  that  he  did  not  rvitide  there.  lie  lired  in  Wash- 
ington Township.  William  Knox  aim«  in  1828,  locating  on  Section  25, 
and  Charles  Boss  in  1827.  on  Section  20.  Henry  Adams  bought  land 
on  Section  13  in  IM-iJi,  and  Jeese  Dangberty  on  Section  21  the  same  ro«r- 
Pinncy  Courtney  and  Jonathan  Ilostettei'  entered  land  on  Section  20  in 
1820,  but  DO  traces  of  their  refiidence  in  the  township  could  be  found. 
Tliey  probably  soon  sold  ont  to  actual  residents.  Thomas  Hadibiirgh 
fnt^rcl  u  tract  on  Section  26  in  1828,  and  another  tract  on  Section  '.IT 
tJie  sams  time.  Tbcao  were  about  the  only  land  owners  who  had  entered 
tbeir  fiamu  from  the  Gorernment  in  the  twenties,  but  there  were  other 
bmillrs  ID  the  toiriiHbip  who  were  too  poor  to  purchase  land,  and  then 
anio,  there  w«r«  other  familicn  who  had  bought  their  farms  seeoad-hand. 
Tn«  namea  of  anch  cannot  be  given. 
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TI18  aettleineiu  reosirfi'l  great  a^TiiL'-wion*  esrly  in  ihe  thirties.  It  was 
the  onatoni  in  that  day,  and  Tia.tiir»lly  enough,  for  families  to  locate  near 
each  other.  Oocaaionvllv  n  mnn  hna  the  hardihood  to  go  out  into  the 
woods  eight  or  ten  tnilo^  from  any  other  riMiduiit.  but  circumsurtces  of 
this  kind  uemilly  only  Dccurred  with  the  very  earliest  farailiea.  who  were 
sare  to  be  soon  joined  by  othem,  and  thni  a  »ma.ll  nettlement  or  colony 
wonld  be  formed  with  ihp  said  firat  smiler  <w  the  foundrr  thereof.  Eariy 
in  the  i)tirti(»,  fomilieie)  bcgiui  l*)  loonte  in  all  p^rtd  of  tlte  township,  and 
the  neighborhnmU  of  uniioproved  Isml  wore  soon  a  thiig  of  the  past. 
Among  lho«c  who  bought  land  and  sc-ttlo'l  in  the  township  were  the  fol- 
lowin;;:  Jntne!!

REMINISCENCES  AND  NOTES. 

By  the  year  1842,  the  township  was  qaite  well  settled  and  the  citi- 
xeDS  were  in  better  circamstances  and  more  comfortable.  The  log  cabin 
was  stilt  the  rule,  bat  a  few  ^rae  houses  had  made  their  appearance. 
The  wild  animals  had  largely  disappeared.  Even  deer  had  become  some- 
what scarce,  tbongh  down  in  Brown  County  among  the  precipitous  ra- 
Tines  and  almost  impenetrable  woods,  all  of  the  native  wild  animals  could  ' 
still  be  found,  not  excepting  bears  and  panthers.  These  were  rare,  but 
■till  they  were  there  for  the  hunter  who  had  sufficient  courage  to  follow 
them  to  their  lairs.  Deer  were  very  numerous  there  yet,  and  many  in- 
teresting incidents  could  be  told  of  the  hairbreadth  escapes  of  those  of 
Jackson  Township  who  went  down  there  on  hunting  excursions.  Deer, 
wolres,  caumounts,  foxes,  wild  turkeys,  myriads  of  squirrels,  snakes, 
wild  cats,  Ac  etc.,  were  still  found  in  Jackson  in  greater  or  less  abun* 
dance.  The  earliest  settlers  in  Jackson  had  a  picnic,  bo  to  speak.  John 
Hamilton,  who  lived  near  Morgantown,  tells  of  shooting  wild  turkeys  and 
deer  on  the  present  town  site  almost  every  morning,  or  whenever  they 
were  required  for  food  or  otherwise.  He  would  get  up  just  as  the  light 
began  to  break  in  the  East,  take  his  rifie.  walk  out  a  few  hundred  yards 
from  his  cabin,  and  in  a  few  minutes  the  crack  of  his  rifle  would  announce 
the  death  of  either  a  deer  or  a  wild  turkey.  The  latter  in  the  fall  of  the 
year  became  often  very  fat.  It  is  stoutly  averred  by  old  settlers,  that 
sometimes  when  they  were  shot  from  the  top  of  the  high  trees  and  fell  the 
long  distance  on  the  hard  ground,  the  skin  upon  their  backs  burst  open 
like  a  ripe  pod.  This  sounds  '*  fishy  "  now.  but  no  doubt  the  old  settlers 
state  the  truth.  Take  such  a  bird,  pluck  it  and  dress  it,  and  roa^t  it  to 
a  ripe  brown  before  the  fire-place,  and  then  garnish  it  with  rich  dressing 
and  smother  it  in  delicious  gravy  and  the  old  settlers  had  a  (east  fit  for 
the  gods.  It  makes  the  mouth  water  to  think  of  it.  A  great  sport  in 
early  times  was  the  hunting  of  bee  trees.  It  may  not  be  generally  known, 
;et  it  is  a  fact  that  wild  bees  are  unknown  far  out  in  the  wilderness,  hun- 
dreds of  miles  from  human  habitation.  They  are  like  the  pioneer  hunters. 
and  just  precede  the  advance  guard  of  pioneers.  It  required  some  experi- 
ence to  be  able  to  find  bee  trees  readily.  In  the  summer  the  flight  of  the 
bees  was  watched  and  the  direction  taken  followed.  A  close  and  experi* 
encetl  observer  could  thus  trace  them  to  their  store  of  sweets.  It  could 
be  told  fairly  well.  also,  when  a  bee  was  coming  from  the  hive  or  return- 
ing. An  examination  of  its  honey  bafcs  would  reveal  whether  it  was 
loaded  or  not.  If  it  was  loaded  and  on  the  wing,  its  course  was  a  "  bee 
line"  for  its  hive,  otherwise  it  was  seeking  some  flowery  pasture.  In  the 
winter  time  when  the  snow  was  on  the  ground,  bees  would  venture  out  of 
their  trees  on  warm  days,  would  be  frozen  to  death  and  would  drop  on  the 
snow,  where  their  bodies  would  cause  a  yellow  discoloration  of  two  or 
three  inches  in  diameter.  A  cluster  of  these  yellow  spots  could  be  seen  a 
long  distance — often  twenty  or  thirty  rods,  and  the  location  of  the  bee 
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trees  «ouM  thus  be  found.  The  Hamiltons.  on  one  ocoMton,  disoorered  a 
fine  bee  tree  on  the  present  8ite  of  Morgiintowa,  froto  whicli  tilmust  u  tub* 
fill  of  the  finest  c&ndicd  honey  wiLf  obtAJned.  The  old  settlon,  taaoj  of 
tbeiu,  jlid  not  fsre  ou  bsdly  after  all. 

I»CIDEKTd  OF  THK  CIIA8S. 
Otie  da;  Mr.  Daugherly  discnverei]  a  half-grown  bear  near  bis  cabin. 
The  detniU  of  the  encounter  which  occurred  are  not  fully  known,  bot 
were  aboQt  lu  follows  :  He  took  liiti  rifle  and  a  big  butcher  knife  and  ac- 
companied by  hi*  doj5  avutiously  approached  the  hear,  which  be  fired  upon. 
but  for  some  reason  only  ^ave  it  nti  ugly  wound.  The  ohoclc  prostrated 
the  animal  and  Mr.  DaugTiorty,  who  waa  near,  hurried  up  to  bleed  it.  but 
when  within  a  few  feet  of  it  thti  luiv&ge  animal  sprang  up,  and  in  a 
mooient  was  upon  the  s«t.iter  with  mouth  open  anil  ey&i  of  Gre.  Mr. 
Dauoherly  was  n  man  of  great  phy»iciit  strength  and  coumge,  and  when 
he  UJUB  found  himsi-lf  in  the  ctubnicc  of  the  bear.  h«  began  to  ply  bin 
butcher  knife  with  all  hi^  strength  aud  nkill.  Ere  many  blows  were 
atrnck.  however,  ihe  knife  wm  knocked  from  liis  han<l.  In  the  meantinie, 
the  dog  had  been  gnawing  indnatriously  at  the  poaterinr  extremity  of  the 
bear,  but  seemed  lo  miike  scarcely  any  impreaaioii.  About  the  time  the 
knife  was  knocked  down,  Mrs.  Dau^heily  appeared  upun  the  scvne, 
armed  with  a  sharp  oaav-knifi-,  and  probably  the  brnnm.  and  Mr.  Daugh- 
erty  called  out  to  ner  to  hand  him  the  knife,  nhich  she  i|uickly  did,  and 
the  hear,  which  was  weakening  fror»  the  effects  of  the  riSe  shot,  was  soon 
dispnlchnd.  The  struggle  bad  been  very  short,  and  was  within  o  few 
rode  of  the  cabin.  The  above  is  the  wav  the  »tory  was  told  to  the  writer. 
Another  incident  is  told  of  une  of  the  ICemps.  equally  as  thrilling.  This 
settler,  while  hunting  in  the  woods  with  his  big  dog.  saw  a  catamount, 
which  he  shot  at  and  wounded  in  the  shoulder,  tie  wan  so  dose  to  the 
animal  that  as  soon  as  he  had  Jircd,  enraged  vrith  the  puio  of  the  shot,  it 
turned  and  bounded  for  the  huncer,  but  was  met  by  the  dog,  and  in  ao 
instant  the  two  animals  were  fiercely  locked  together.  Notwithstanding 
the  wound  which  had  been  inflicted  upon  the  catamount,  the  figlii  had 
scarcely  begun  ere  it  became  evident  tliat  the  dog  would  come  out.  so  to 
speak,  at  the  little  end  of  the  horn.  The  catamount  seized  it  by  tlie  neck 
and  was  furiously  shaking  it.  when  Mr.  Kemp,  who  could  not  bear  to  kco 
his  faithful  old  dog  lorn  in  pieces,  rushed  up,  knife  in  hand,  leaped  sk- 
traddle  of  the  b«&«t  and  drore  his  knife  into  ita  neck.  This  stroke  seemed 
to  fiettle  aRairs.  or  the  catamount  released  its  hold  on  the  dog,  and  was 
soon  dead.  During  the  firet  few  years,  wolves  were  very  numerous  and 
often  troublesome,  Sometimes  in  the  night,  when  the  weather  was  very 
cold  and  enow  \&v  deep  upon  the  grouna.  they  becamo  so  hungry  and 
fierce  that  they  did  not  hesitate  to  attack  even  man.  On  one  occasion, 
Hugh  Adams  went  probably  in  the  southern  part  of  the  township  for  a 
piece  of  fresh  beef,  and  upon  his  return  was  somewhat  belated.  He  hod 
gone  but  a  ohort  distance  before  the  wolves  scented  the  fresh  moat  and 
were  soon  ateuUhily  fgllowiiig  him.  The  settler  with  his  meal  on  his 
shoulders,  all  he  could  conveniently  carry,  first  heard  the  howl  of  a  soli- 
tarr  wolf.  Thi»  was  repeated,  and  another  wa.t  heard  and  then  another 
anfl  another,  until  the  woods  behind  him  were  filled  with  a  chorus  of  the 
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lerrifjing  sonnds.  The  trtreler,  anxioaa  for  hiii  own  Mfety  as  w«Il  as  For 
tfaat  of  the  beef,  hurried  on  n»  fiwt  us  he  could  with  his  load.  The  wolvea 
ome  closer  and  clu^er  und  then  MriMiir<l  lu  licaitutv.  though  ihcy  etill 
lept  coming  up.  On  ran  the  settler  and  oii  (nine  hiii  pursueni.  In  a  little 
while,  the  clcaritig  of  hntno  vim  i^ached.  and  soon  both  meat  and  eettler 
«er«aar«  in  the  cabin.  Ii  van  a  narrow  escap«,  mh  he  wouhl  no  doubt  have 
Wea  attack«d.  lie  (Muld  have  thrown  down  his  beef,  which  would  hnve 
d*)ajr«d  them,  but  they  wouM  have  been  alt  iho  hungrier  and  fiercier  for 
tbc  BKtnel.     iocidcQia  like  tbcct.*  might  be  utultiplied  without  limit. 

MILLS,  PISTILLBHISS,  ETC. 
About  the  year  1830,  Joshua  AVhitelej  bmtt  a  Biuall  corn-cracker  on 
Indian  Creek,  juot  east  of  Morgaotown.  Of  course,  water  was  the 
raouir,  and  the  wheel  was  of  the  tub  or  bucket  kind.  Iliseaid  the  owner 
WOdlil  lenve  it  for  hours  at  a  time,  and,  upon  rcLuming,  would  lind  the 
grift  ground.  He  had  nn  old  dog  that  became  very  food  of  corn  meal, 
and  sometimes  when  the  mnnter  bad  lef^  the  mil]  to  ran  ititelf  the  old  dog 
woald  enter,  seat  himaelf  nn  his  hannchea  and  lick  np  the  meal  aa  faat  aa 
it  fell  from  the  inpoiit.  The  manufacture  of  meal  was  so  slow  that  it 
woold  D«t  ooioe  down  aa  fa^t  a»  the  canine  desircl,  nhereupon  he  would 
bowl  diamallj  nntil  another  mite  had  rulleii.  The  reader  may  take  the 
story  for  what  it  ia  worth.  A  few  years  afier  this  corn-cracker  waa  built, 
James  Blair  erected  another  on  the  creek  a  short  distance  weat  of  town. 
Thia  waa  operated  until  about  1840.  when  it  woji  abandoned.  Joahoa 
Bowlea  also  built  a  griHl  mill  near  town  late  in  the  thirties,  which  ran  for 
eight  or  ten  years  and  did  good  work.  The  old  Vaoiicke  Mill  at  Maha- 
lasrille  waa  built  in  the  forties,  and  under  various  ownnn  and  with  many 
imprtiTements  >h  yet  in  operation.  It  was  orijjinally  built  by  Jnhn  Coon- 
field.  David  Haaae  owned  a  8matl  distillery  where  apple  and  peach 
brandy  and  com  and  rye  whisky  were  manufactured.  Considerable  good 
Ii(]aur  wa^  made  here.  It  waa  moved  across  the  line  into  WaabingtoD 
Township,  and  waa  conducted  after  the  last  war. 


MORGANTOWJJ. 

This  town  was  tirat  laid  out  i»  the  month  of  March,  183],  by  Robert 
Bowlea  and  Samuel  Teeters,  owners  and  proprietoni.  FiRy-two  lots  were 
laid  out  on  tlie  eaat  half  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  Section  25,  and  the 
east  half  of  the  aoatfaweat  quarter  of  Section  24,  Township  11  north, 
Baage  2  east.  For  aotoe  reason  this  plal  was  not  satisfactory,  as  in  1836 
the  lota  were  laid  out  anew  (on  the  south  side  of  the  main  east  and  west 
strvet  at  leoat).  The  Ent  resident  on  the  present  town  iiit<.>  waa  no  doubt 
Bamoel  Teetetv.  who  located  there  in  Iti'ZH.  He  was  afterward  joined  by 
John  Bowlee,  Joba  Whitington,  Avery  Magee,  Andrew  Shell,  Thomas 
Hadiburgh.  Hugh  Adama.  Thomas  Txwkhart.  John  Fee.  Samuel  Iaw< 
rmoe,  William  Woods.  James  Mclntire.  John  Fi-slcr.  William  Fenler, 
JaoMS  Pratt.  John  Francis.  Tinioihy  Obenchain,  Henry  Hamilton,  Itohert 
McNanght.  lUuhen  Griffitt,  John 'lludiburgh,  William  Fee,  Col.  John 
Vawter,  Samuel  Lawrence.  Gabriel  GivBa«.  ThomsaTeeler-t,  D.  D.  Med- 
del,  James  Blair.  J.  J.  Kelso,  and  many  others.     In  1836,  the  village  had 
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a  popalatjoo  of  about  fifteen  ranilim,  or  siironty  pereaus.  Dr.  Sarnuol  R. 
Trower  was  the  Brst  resident  physician  ;  Jamra  Pratt  and  William  Fealer 
were  th<>  first  blacksmiths;  John  Fee  wan  the  first  Postmnster ;  Lewts 
Luke  iiitttle  the  first  set  of  harness  in  the  town ;  VVillJam  Adaoia  began 
selling  liq^Qor  in  1831,  and  Thomas  Hudibargh  opened  a  general  store  in 
1832;  Henry  Hamilton  began  aelting  fif;uor  in  1833  ;  Samncl  and  H«nry 
Lawrence  and  Avery  Mageo  opened  a  liquor  store  in  1^34.  At  ihia 
time  the  sale  of  liquor  was  certainly  in  a  tiourithing  condition.  It  will 
be  remeoibereil  that  many  of  the  early  settlers  came  froni  Kentucky — the 
land  of  gocKl  whisky,  fut  horttos  and  beautiful  women.  In  1836,  Col. 
John  Vawter  sent  a  stock  of  general  merchandise,  worth  about  %  1,0Q0.  in 
charge  of  Jamea  Chamhera,  to  Morgantowu,  but  did  not  go  tboro  himself 
until  years  afterward.  John  Fe«  opened  the  first  store  of  goods,  how- 
ever, in  lS;t4.  Me  started,  it  is  said,  with  about  ?'i.O<.iO  worth  of  goode. 
In  1885,  Thomas  Lockhart  opened  a  liquorstore.  Liquor  establishment* 
in  those  daya  were  callvd  "'groceries."  The  other  term  is  used  hero  to 
prevent  misunderatanding.  Mr.  Lockhart  soon  changed  his  stock  lo 
general  merchandise.  John  MeKinley  opened  a  "grocery"  in  183H. 
and  Jame-i  Norman  the  same  fann  af^i^rward.  Jamej  Revllle,  an  old 
bachelor,  ootumenced  selling  liouor  in  193i5.  Thomas  Edwards  opened  a 
shoe  shop  in  1S37.  It  was  during  this  year  that  Martin  &■  Crocker 
brought  to  the  villaac  about  $4,000  worth  of  poods.  A  few  years  later, 
the  lirm  became  deaninn  i  Crocker.  S.  R.  Tniwcr  &  Son  became  mcr- 
chante  in  1837,  and  Preston  Dotr  the  eatne  year.  £li  Murphy  sold  mer- 
chandise in  ISiSH.  fn  1H8^,  il.  0.  Martin,  who  had  been  in  with 
Crocker,  Htnrted  a  new  »tore  on  h'la  own  account.  E.  St.  John  sold  liquor 
in  1889.  Vawter.  Huiliburgh,  Trower.  Fee.  the  Lawrences,  Hamilton, 
Peter  Kecney,  and  perhaps  others,  were  in  business  in  1839  and  1840. 
In  IB41,  Downing  &  Qnttiridgo  opened  a  store.  During  the  forties,  the 
leading  merchant.^  were  several  of  the  above,  aUio  Feeler  &  Seaman, 
James  Baldwin.  Fealer  k  Egbert,  Jtogers  k  Coleman,  and  others, 
Afterward  came  John  W.  Knight,  .Andrew  .S.  and  James  Hickey, 
John  CoUclt.  and  oti  still  later.  Col.  W.  A.  Adams.  Butler,  Putter* 
son  Jc  N^uley.  Col.  Vawtt^r  coiitinui>d  in  butinipss  until  his  death  in 
about  I8tl4.  Ho  started  back  in  the  ihirtios,  but  did  not  live  in  the 
village  until  later.  lie  became  a  prominent  citizen.  R.  M.  Dill  came 
later.  William  Fesler  was  Ool.  Vawter's  partner,  and  continued  the  busi- 
ness after  the  latter's  denth.  and  until  his  own  death  in  18ti8.  Samuel 
Hamilton  was  in  t)i«  mercantile  busiitoss  in  the  sixties.  His  successor 
was  James  Hurtuii.  Horton's  partner  later  was  RusengnrdeO-  James 
Hickey.  J.  1).  &  J.  S.  Coleman,  hardware;  Freeman  k  Montgomery. 
Mate  Kerlin,  drugs,  about  IS!*'.  The  first  hnrneitH  shop  of  GonHei|uence 
was  kept  by  Qeorge  and  Milton  McNaught,  in  the  forties.  Thomas  A. 
Rude,  drugs;  A.  C.  Payn,  drugs;  Knox  &  McPhelers,  drup« ;  Ar- 
nold &  Ncfll.  ilrU^«:  J.  S.  Kephart,  livery,  in  the  sixties;  Rude  k 
Canntaey,  same,  burned  down ;  Israel  Egbert,  livery :  Lee  k  Knos. 
same;  Mrs.  Eliza  Walker,  millinery  goods,  in  the  stztiea. 

MANUFACTOltlJIS. 

Obenchaio  &  Lake  owned  and  conducted  quite  an  extensive  cabinet 
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shop  earlj  in  the  fortiefl.  The  Feslers  were  in  the  same  business,  together 
with  wagons  and  bagKies,  in  the  thirties.  T.  J.  Lamb  conducted  a  wagon 
shop  later.  It  is  sam  that  William  Wood  manufactured  the  first  wagons 
in  town.  One  of  the  earliest  and  most  noteworthy  industries  was  the 
linseed  oil  mill  bnilt  by  John  Fee  about  the  year  1835.  Much  more 
flax  was  raised  in  those  times,  comparatively,  than  now.  Almost  every 
&rmer  owned  a  flax  field.  The  soed  found  its  way  into  Fee's  mill,  where 
it  was  crushed  by  iron  rollers,  heated  until  the  oil  had  run  out  and  then 
pressed  into  cakes,  and  sold  for  food  to  stock.  Five  or  six  hands  were 
constantly  employed,  and  hundreds  of  gallons  of  the  oil  were  barreled 
and  transported  to  market.  The  enterprise  continued  eight  or  ten  years. 
Early  in  the  fifties,  James  McAllister  built  a  woolen  mill,  where  for  four 
or  five  years  large  amounts  of  wool  were  carded,  but  no  spinning  or 
weaving  was  done.  He  also  owned  a  saw  mill.  Mr.  Lang  built  the  big 
grist  mill  near  the  depot  many  years  ago.  The  grinding  has  run  down 
at  present.  William  Hickey  manufactured  targe  quantities  of  plug 
tobacco  about  twenty  years  ago,  continuing  about  three  years.  He  used 
all  the  tobacco  raised  for  miles  around,  and  brought  in  considerable  from 
outside  points.     The  present  population  of  the  town  is  about  800.

Masons,  Odd  Fel- 
lows and  Knights  of  Honor.  The  village  was  incorporated  about  1870, 
but  was  not  continued  thus. 

EDUCATIOS. 

Schools  were  started  in  the  vicinity  of  Morgantown,  under  the  pat- 
ronage of  the  residents  of  that  neighborhood,  about  the  year  1830.  A 
log  schoolhouse  was  built  east  of  town,  and  was  used  until  about  1834, 
when  another  was  built  in  town.  This  was  used  until  1840,  when  a 
frame  schoolhouse  took  its  place.  John  Fee  donated  the  lot.  The  first 
teacher  in  town  cannot  be  named.  Milton  Guthridge,  John  Vitito  and 
James  Hogeland  were  early  teachers,  but  not  the  first.  Early  in  the  fifties 
a  new  frame  schoolhouse  was  built  which  was  used  continuously  until  the 

5 resent  brick  building  was  built,  about  ten  years  ago,  at  a  cost  of  S3.700, 
Ir.  Demoss  being  the  contractor.     Cathcart,  Kennedy,  Shuck,  Morris 
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and  others  have  taught  in  this  houM.  It  is  a  Gno  two-story  brick  build- 
ing, snd  ■!•  It  creiiic  to  the  town  Rtid  townshin.  It  waH  built  \ty  the  (okd- 
eliip,  mid  is  called  the  Jackson  Towoship  High  School.  It  woe  during; 
the  1uLt«r  partof  tho  dficado  of  the  thirlios  chat  scIiooIb  wer«  tiianediii  the 
weetero,  soutlicrn  and  northern  portions.  In  1840,  there  were  fotir  m- 
tablished  BchooU,  and  in  IS^O,  three  more. 


RBUaiOVfi   CLASSES. 

A  clow  of  the  Christian  denotnination  wu  organized  at  Morgatitown 
earlj  in  the  forties,  among  tbo  inenibent  hcine  the  fumiliea  of  John  Fesler, 
Albert  RoberM.  John  Trower,  George  W,  SicNaught  and  others.  The 
c1h!?8  niL<i  eraall  and  did  not  grow  rapidly.  After  a  few  years  thev  were 
strong  enoDgh  to  build  n  fratne  church  in  the  ca.<ttern  part  of  the  town. 
This  bouse  was  used  until  ihv  presrtic  brick  was  erecicl  vntly  in  the  sev* 
enties,  at  a  cost  uf  about  9-^i'^0-  The  Methodists  had  the  first  clnxs  in 
Morgantown.  It  was  organixcil  not  far  from  1886.  The  early  member- 
ship cnmprised  among  others  the  familiea  of  Reuben  GrilBtt,  A.  S. 
Hickey.  DaTid  Howell.  James  Pratt,  John  Cochran.  Samuel  C.  Ilamilton, 
Jaraeg  A.  Coeplin,  Daniel  H.  Warner.  Larkin  DeHart  and  others.  In 
Deccinher.  1844.  Jaiiics  Pratt,  for  810.  deeded  to  the  clasa  a  piece  of 
land  -ilxSl  feet  on  Lot  fi4.  upon  which  the  following  year  a  log  church 
VB8  built.  This  house  waa  used  until  about  the  beginning  ol  the  lattt 
war,  when  the  present  frame  structure  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $2,000. 
The  class  is  considerably  run  down  at  present,  and  needs  some  evangelist 
to  Btir  it  up.  About  1815,  a  Gcrcnan  Methodist  class  was  organized  in 
the  nortiiern .  [>art.  TIic  families  of  (Ihrislian  llcss,  George  Wcamer, 
Michael  Knii»stinB.  Fred  Miller,  David  Bowling,  Conrad  5luth.  Fred 
Trnckesfl  and  others  belonged.  The  class  divided  soon,  one  branch  be- 
coming German  Lutherans,  nt  the  hcail  being  Michael  Knipsdne,  Henry 
Cook,  Andrew  Gross  and  others.  Their  churcli  wa«  built  after  a  few 
yean.  Late  in  the  forties,  tlie  Mount  Nebu  Methudisi  Church  was  organ- 
ised. ^Villiam  Howell,  D.inici  Moore,  Man.slicld  Mijorc,  Martin  L. 
Creed,  Ed  B'ergusari  and  William  H.  Jnckson  were  leading  members,  the 
latter  being  pastor  in  1851.  Their  church  was  built  after  a  few  yea ra. 
A  Baptist  Church  was  built  at  Morgantown  in  the  fifties,  the  whole  ex- 
pense, or  nearly  so,  being  borne  by  Col.  Vuntor.  It  was  a  brick  build- 
ing, and  is  said  to  have  cost  $2,000.  This  church  was  succeeded,  four  or 
five  yoara  ago,  by  the  present  frame  building,  which  coet  $2,100.  Later 
churches  have  been  started  by  the  MelhodiNtn  and  llaptisl.^.  There  are 
DOW  in  the  township  nine  churi:hes.  This  speaks  well  for  the  moraU  of 
the  township.

IN  ihe  month  of  December,  1819,  Benjamin  BitrneA,  a  resident 
Counersville,  lad.,  packed  wliat  little  hou^elioM  goods  he  owned  id  a 
wacon  drnvn  by  n  voko  of  oxen,  and  with  his  wife  and  family  of  two  »oti8 
■nil  four  daughters  sUirtcd  wcatward  for  the  "White  Rivor  Country." 
This  caunlrr.  or  that  purtton  of  it  known  !i9  the  New  PurvhsAo,  had  be«n 
Mcared  by  trenty  from  the  Indians  only  a  little  more  than  a  year  befure, 
and  wag  already  attracting  the  attention  nf  settlers  Hceking  home?.  Mr. 
Bamca  and  family  were  accompanied  by  Jubii  Buuerficld.  Sr.,  aud 
Hiail  Buiierfiold  (who  waa  not  a  relative  of  John  Butterfield'e),  buth  of 
whom  came  out  with  him  to  look  at  the  country  with  a  view  to  futnie 
MtilemenL  Not  a  hog,  sheep,  horse  or  a  head  nf  cattle  except  the  yoke 
of  oxen,  was  broaghc  ouL  Mr.  Barnes  was  poor,  and  had  noteren  enough 
money  to  enter  a  tract  of  land  tiad  the  eaine  beon  in  market,  which  was 
not  yet  the  caws.  Tho  faiailv  croaacil  White  River,  cither  at  tho  bluffa.  or, 
which  i^  more  likely,  at  the  stolts  !ieulL<inent.  a  few  miles  farther  down 
the  river,  and  soon  arrived  at  a  point  about  two  miles  aoiitheast  of  Center- 
Ion,  where  Mr.  Barnes  decided  to  make  a  permanent  location.  The 
weather  wus  cold,  and  a  temjtorary  camp  was  preparud  for  ibo  comfort  of 
the  family,  and  the  men  irnmediatt-ly  afiL-rwurd  began  to  out  togs  for  a 
cabin.  The  ruilc  building  was  completed  in  two  or  throe  days,  and  thb 
fiimily  were  soon  enaconced  therein,  and  miule  as  comfortable  aa  powible. 
Tho  Boor  was  the  bare  earth,  the  roof  wiia  hark  und  dap-bonrds  haalily 
cut  ODt,  and  the  door  was  of  the  same  material.  The  mnst  important 
featuro  in  (lie  room  wa*  a  big  fircpluce,  Glled  with  blaniug  \ogi  which  im- 
parted beat,  cheerfulnew  and  comfort  to  the  small  room.  A  floor  of 
puDcbeonB  waa  afterward  added  aa  uoon  as  possible,  Mr.  Barnes  and  all 
the  members  of  his  family,  ns  noon  as  their  hnmn  was  made  comfortable, 
went  lo  work  to  clear  and  deailen  a  tniot  of  land  for  a  on>p  for  the  coming 
season.  By  April.  1820,  they  had  thirty  acres  deadened,  and  partly  cleared. 
tb«  greator  portion  of  which  was  planted  with  com  and  vegetables,  the 
former  having  been  bri>ught  out  thi!  December  before,  and  the  latter  about 
seeding  time.  Here  the  Barnes  family  lived  for  several  yeitrs.  Their 
first  land  was  bought  on  the  5th  of  September.  1820.  the  second  day  of 
lb*  Mt«. 

OTHBB    GAHLT    SKTTLBKfl. 

As  soon  B8  th»  Barnes  cabin  had  been  built,  John  ButterJield  went 
bark  to  C<JtinorsviIle  where  his  fiimily  resided.  In  the  following  Septem- 
ber, he  went  to  Terre  Haute,  and  bought  160  ncres  of  land  on  Section  1. 
Township  12  north.  Kan;!;o  1  oaM,  lyin;;  about  a  mile  and  a  half  south- 
SMt  of  Centerlon.  and  early  the  following  spring  (1821)  came  out  with  his 
sons  Velorns  and  John  II.,  and  three  hired  men.  named  respectively 
Adams,  Sauford  and  Bllven,  nud  in  a  few  weeks  cleared  about  six   acres, 
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and  erected  ft  cahin.  A  crop  of  cm  was  caltivatod  during  ihe  soinmer 
hy  one  of  the  baja,  who  boanli-d  with  the  Barnct^  familr.  In  the  fnll  of 
1821,  the  Riittorliplil  fntnily.  consisting  nf  the  father,  mother,  Bve  Konn 
ftud  one  daughter,  look  u\t  their  permanent  residence  in  this  now 
liome. 

Borne  time  artcr  thee«ttthlbhiiic-nt  of  the  Stotts  cettlcin<;iit  in  Green 
Township  in  lf<U'.  the  date  not  being  known,  but  cerijiiiily  prior  to  the 
let  of  March,  1820,  Maj.  James  Siott«  and  hia  son  Uobert  C.  built  a 
cabin,  and  pormanently  located  on  atract  of  land  about  three  miles  south- 
east of  Centertou.  It  is  likelr  that  this  occurred  during  the  fall  of  11^19, 
or  the  winter  of  181£*— 20.  About  the  same  time  the  family  of  John 
ilodge  loeateil  in  the  same  neighborhood.  On  Tuesday  the  3d  of  April, 
1820,  (ieorjie  Matthews  and  his  three  Bons.  John,  Alfred  and  Calvin,  ae- 
cumpaiiicd  by  a  man  named  W'illiaia  Dormao,  cacne  in  a  wa^n  drawn  by 
*  joTce  of  oxen  to  the  cabin  in  Maj.  Stoits.  There  the  rude  wagon  road 
that  had  been  cut  out  ended,  aud  the  men  were  obliged  to  cut  their  way 
onward.  After  aereral  hours  they  reached  the  present  site  of  Centerton, 
where  Mr.  Matthews  concluded  to  locate  permbnently.  A  log  cabin  was 
built  and  the  work  of  clearing  and  rlendening  was  begun.  John  Matthews 
say»  that  there  were  but  three  families  in  Clay  Township  when  ho 
arrived  as  above  stated,  and  they  lived  on  the  east  side  of  White  Lick 
Creek.  They  were  those  of  Benjamin  Barnes,  Maj.  Jame6  Stotta  aud 
John  Hodge.  Several  other  families  arrived  later  in  1820,  among  them 
beioR  those  of  Jacob  Case.  John  Clark,  Isaiah  Drury,  Elijah  Lang.  With- 
in the  next  three  or  four  years  there  came  John  Siipp.  (iporge  A.  Phelps, 
Alexnndcr  Cox,  Jonathan  Lyon,  EzckicI  Slaughter,  Jame-i  Lang,  David 
Muiloek.  Benjamiu  and  Eiiuch  McCarty,  FraniMS  Brock.  Martin  McDaa- 
iet,  William  Jonee,  John  McMahon,  William  Matlock.  Hiram  Motthewfl, 
John  A.  Stinn,  Abraham  Stipp,  David  Spencer,  Lewis  Dcaton,  William 
Powell,  G.  W.  Bryant,  John,  David,  Samuel  and  William  Scott,  Michael 
Stipp,  Edward  Brady,  John  >[cDaniel,  Moses  Slaaghter,  !>r.  EH  Run- 
nelB  and  many  other*.  Still  later  came  William  Morgan,  KlLfiinkcr, 
David  Collins.  Jesse  and  Eli  OvcrKin.  Abraham  Griggs.  James  Nitblo.  J.  ^i 
B.  Maxwell,  L>;ibney  Gooch,  John  Kobb,  John  Albertson,  Adam  Spooa,^^H 
Jesse,  William  and  Jeremiah  ]*oe.  Jesne  Gonch,  William  Moss,  Levi  Col-^B 
lins,  William  Ctdlitiii  and  others.

BROOKLYN. 

So  far  as  can  be  learned,  the  first  improvement  made  by  white  men 
in  the  township  of  Clay  was  the  corn-cracker  erected  on  the  creek  at 
Brooklyn,  in  the  summer  of  1819,  by  Benjamin  Cuthbert.  The  struct- 
ure was  bnilt  of  logs,  was  about  18x18  feet,  and  was  operating  when  Ben- 
jamin Barnes  came  to  the  township  in  December,  1819.  The  stones  were 
"nigger-heads"  which  had  been  made  from  granite  bowlders  by  Mr. 
Cuthbert.  and  the  dam  was  built  of  brush,  logs,  stones,  etc.  Mr.  Cuth- 
bert lived  northward  in  Brown  Township,  about  two  miles  above  the 
milt.  He  would  go  down  to  his  little  mill  and  remain  there  nearly  a 
week  without  going  home,  doing  in  the  meantime  the  most  of  his  own 
cooking  in  the  fire-place  in  the  mill.  It  is  said  that  he  could  bake  an 
excellent  johnny-cake,  and  was  an  expert  at  roasting  meat.  He  no 
doubt  lived  on  the  fat  of  the  land.  All  the  settlers  throughout  the 
northern  part  of  the  county  went  to  his  mill  for  their  meal,  and  all 
complained  of  the  ''grit"  contained  in  the  corn-bread  baked  therefrom. 
As  this  bread  was  the  chief  urticle  of  diet,  the  complaints  from  the 
women,  especially,  multiplied.  Mrs.  Barnes  was  probably  the  only  ex- 
ception to  this  statement.     She  had  an  impediment  in  her  speech   which 
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limlud  her  converaktioD  to   iltv  mere^c  monosHlablea. 
envied  as  th«  luckiest  man  in  his  d^oacstic  rewcioas  in 


Mr.  Barnes  waa 
ill  the  surround- 


ing country. 

In  1823.  Jonathan  Lron,  who  had,  in  1820,  purchased  qait«  a  tract 
of  land  at  what  n  now  Hrooklyn,  came  to  the  township,  itecured  the  old 
mill  of  Mr.  Cuthbert,  greadj  improved  it  and  the  dam,  built  a  Baw  mill 
on  the-  oppoaile  aide,  and  soon  afterirard  built  a  storehouse,  in  which  he 
placed  a  stock  of  goods  worth  nbauc  $2,00').  It  it  likelr  that  the  goods 
were  not  brought  on  until  1824.  Mr.  Lynn  had  several  grown  sons,  who 
managed  the  railU  and  the  stare  for  him,  while  he  remained  the  most  of 
the  Urnc  ai  his  home  in  another  portion  of  the  State.  In  1826,  or  poe- 
Bibly  1826.  Mr.  Lyon  erected  a  distillery  and  a  tannery,  and  paid  James 
S.  Kcllcy  gyOlJ  to  conduct  them  both  for  a  few  TCars.  at  the  end  of  which 
time  they  were  to  he  returned  to  the  owner.  Mr.  Lyon.  The  profits  aa 
welt  a-s  the  exppn'*pn  of  the  enterprises  were  to  be  borne  by  the  owner. 
Mr.  Lyon  also  ntarted  a  battery  soon  afterward.  The  store,  the  distillery, 
the  tunoery,  the  battery,  the  grist  mill  and  the  saw  mill  were  conducted 
Buoceasfully  by  Mr.  Kollevt  the  Lyon  boy«  and  considerable  hired  hotp 
until  about  the  year  1880,  when  Mr.  Kelly's  contract  wich  Mr.  Lyon  ex- 
pired, and  the  former  went  to  Mooresvitle  and  engaged  in  the  mercantile 
pursuit.  The  son.i  of  Mr.  Lyon  continued  the  enterprises.  Early  in  the 
thirties,  in  addition  to  the  other  pursuits,  pork-packing  wm  commeaced, 
and  vra«  carried  on  for  many  yean  quite  extensively.  Those  industries 
Aerved  to  make  the  place  one  of  the  most  important  induetnal  points  in 
the  county.  Of  coarse,  no  town  had  yet  been  started  there.  Late  in 
the  forties,  the  Lyons  Hold  out  their  intere^U  or  abandoned  tliem.  Lnng 
before  this,  however,  or  ubuut  1835.  tlicy  bad  built  a  steam  distillery, 
which  took  the  place  of  the  one  6r8t  built,  aud  bad  a  much  greater 
capacity.  Probably  aa  high  as  lOl)  barrels  of  whisky  were  manufactured 
annually,  a  considerable  portioH  of  which  found  a  ready  sale  at  home,  the 
remainiier  being  shipped  to  di9ta.at  points.  This  distillery  was  destroyed 
by  fire  about  the  year  lS4fl.  and  thereby  hangn  a  tale  which  the  old  set* 
tiers  may  toll.     Ask  them. 

The  township  had  all  the  distilleries  ticei'Sdury  in  early  yeara.  Eli 
Bray  owned  one;  aU<>  William  Darman,  Thomas  ilichardson  and  Ben- 
jamin Buriies.  The  latter  built  a  small  com  cracker,  which  was  propelled 
by  horses.  It  waa  erected  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  distdlery, 
Rve  was  also  prnund  there.  It  is  said  that  at  some  of  these  earlv  dift- 
tilleries,  pumpkin*,  potatoes,  cte.,  were  mnnufactnrftd  into  wbiglcy  or 
brandy.  All  old  scttlerM  airree  tbat  the  lii^uor  of  that  day  wiu  far  supe- 
rior to  the  poisonous  stuff  of  these  later  degenerate  days.  They  probably 
know  what  they  are  talking  about.  And  tlien.  again,  people  did  not  get 
drunk  aa  often  as  they  do  now.     The  halcyon  days  have  indeed  gone  by. 

MODERN  BROOKLYN. 
fn  about  1858,  Fntnk  L;mders  opened  a  store.  He  began  about 
Uhristraa.s.  and  tiie  following  .March  laid  out  the  town,  whicti  began  to 
grow  oa  tlie  railroad  wr^'^  being  built,  that  is,  the  grading  bad  commenced. 
Quite  a  number  of  families  soon  locateil  in  the  town.  'Griggs,  Cook  A 
Scott  opened  a  sture  about  186!^.     The  merclianie  since  then,  in  ordcTt

Th«  preeent 
giiat  tnill  was  built  in  18o2  by  William  and  JufiD  Paddock.     Afit-r  a  few 

JiearB,  tber  wer»  ditcceedcd  by  John  and  William  Batt^rfield,  and  a  Tear 
at«r  by  Griggs  ii  Clark.  William  Sparks  bought  it  daring  the  war. 
Tb«  prceeat  owner,  John  SIcDaniel,  bought  it  late  in  the  Biitles.  It  hai 
been  an  ezeelleni  mill.  It  is  now  being  refitted,  iron  rotla  beiuf;  inserted 
in  the  place  of  stone  bnhrs.  The  town  has  had  one  or  more  saw  tnilU 
■noe  the  earliest  time.  J.  R.  Qardiu  is  the  present  owner.  The  popu- 
lation of  the  town  is  greater  now  than  erer  before,  and  is  about  S60. 

CSSTEKTOS. 

This  Tillage  was  laid  oat  in  March,  1864,  by  Calvin  Matthews,  ad* 
miniilrstor  of  the  esUte  of  Jame«  Matthews,  deceased.  Hiram  T.  Craig 
Tis  lb*  sarvejor,  and  is  said  to  hare  named  the  town  fmta  its  location 
in  dw  ooantj.  There  was  a  time  when  Centerton  could  hare  secured  thp 
priie  of  the  county  seat.  This  was  io  the  fifties,  juat  before  the  present 
eoort  boose  was  built,  and  later  just  before  the  railroad  was  completed. 
Sufficient  infiuenoe  was  not  brought  to  bear  opon  the  points  of  success. 
Almost  every  unprejudiced  penon  will  readily  say  that  the  county  seat 
ahoald  be  located  either  at  Centerton  or  on  the  railroad  in  its  immediate 
Tioinity.  There  can  be  no  question  of  the  justice  and  future  public  pol- 
icy  of  this  fact  It  is  well  known  that  pecantary  interests  are  tbe  only 
oonxideralioQs  which  keep  it  where  it  is.  Might,  not  right,  roles.  Of 
ooorse  there  are  parties  at  Martinsville,  who,  wise  as  serpents,  will  not 
admit  these  statements,  though  ifae  heavens  fall.  The  citizens  of  the 
county  should  m«  that  the  next  court  honse  is  built  at  C«Qt«rton. 

The  fint  store  in  Centerton  was  opt^ncd  by  William  Spencer  .lOon  after 
the  tots  were  laid  out.  He  bec&me  the  tirsc  sj^ent  of  Uncle  Sam.  Thom- 
as llardrick  was  the  second  merchant,  and  B.  S.  Cox  the  third.  Tbe 
leading  merehants  since  then  have  been  Silas  Rinker,  J.  T.  Pierey,  Stipp 
Jk  Greco.  Alexander  Hardrjck,  William  Gooch,  D.  S.  CInnenta.  Allen 
Knglisb,  Bush  Brotbcra,  Mil««  Matthews  and  Lewis  Campbell,  The  lat- 
ter and  Bush  Brothers  are  yet  in  bu^im*^.  .\mi)iig  (he  early  families  in 
Centerton  were  those  of  Calvin  .^lattLtws,  William  Spencer,  William 
Cox.  Thomas  Ilardrivk,  Dr.  Skclton,  Paul  Sinu,  Joseph  R<^b,  John 
Shields,  Mr.  Hunt,  Jamen  .Adams  and  John  Butlerfield.  The  present 
popnlslion  of  the  villsf^e  is  about  200.  The  first  blacksmith  was  Iliram 
Cox.  W.  J.  Manker  ownod  and  conducted  the  first  saw  mill.  Saw 
milU  have  since  been  owned  and  operated  by  Mndison  Matthews,  Dixon 
h  Shields,  John  Butterfield,  Washington  Putnck.  Gamble  Rroifaers, 
Cetitertoa  baa  in  its  vicinity  tlie  beet  Sre  brick  clay  in  the  State.  Tbe 
bride  for  the  now  State  hoose  are  being  manufactured  about  two  railee 


ootliwest  of  the  town.  Jackson  Rword,  an  old  wttler  of  tbe  county, 
vlio  locateii  in  Washington  Township  in  IH83.  hns  been  a  resilient  of 
CUy  Township  aince  1^3.  The  coanty  baa  had  no  citizen  of  greater 
prominence  aud  worth. 

TSAOHBRS. 

The  Brat  sohoolhouBe  batlt  in  Clay  Towoahip  waa  ereoted  in  the  But* 
ter(ieM  neighborhood  in  1S28,  and  during  the  suramer  of  that  jear  the 
first  echool  in  the  townahip  wng  taught  therein  by  Hiram  Collins. 
The  hou»e  waa  a  round-log  Btrnclure,  with  a  big  fire-place,  paper  windows, 
puncheon  seata  and  door.  ButtcrfieM,  Bamefl,  Case,  Hodge,  Stott£  and 
others  helped  to  erect  che  building.  Collins  was  a  good  teacher,  but  was 
affeot«d  with  the  phtbinic,  which  often  made  him  crons.  That  was  the  sig- 
Dal  for  indiHcriiuiuato  whipping.  Hiatt  Thomas  taught  in  the  8nnie 
house  the  following  winter.  He  was  a  jovial  fellow,  anil  nt  noon  would 
hunt  coons  with  his  larger  boya.  George  A.  Fhi-lpH  vtaa  an  early  teacher 
in  thia  house.  After  several  years,  this  houne  was  sueceeded  by  a  better 
one  built  a  short  distance  east.  Another  early  teacher  in  the  first  house 
was  a  Mr.  Williams.  A  school  was  taught  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Matthews  at  Contertou  very  early,  but  the  facta  could  not  be  learned. 
Several  geboals  fltarted  up  in  the  thirties!,  and  additional  ones  in  the  for- 
ties. The  frame  schoolhousc  in  Brooklyn  was  built  early  in  the  fifties. 
It  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1SS3.  The  fimt  teacher  in  Brooklyn  is  for- 
gotten. A  new  brick  achoolhouse  will  be  built  there  within  the  next 
year  or  two,  at  a  cost  of  about  $5,i>00.  The  first  schoolhouse  in  Center- 
ton  waa  built  oarly  in  the  fifties.  Thomas  Skclton  was  probably  the  firat 
teacher.  A  man  named  Moore  was  the  second.  This  house  was  used 
until  1883,  when  a  fine  brick  structure  was  constructed  at  a  cost  of  about 
$,'),000.  The  building  in  ■l-Vx-'il^  fent,  in  two  Htoriea  high,  hais  four  rooms, 
two  above  and  two  below,  has  a  wide  hall  and  stairway  on  the  west  side, 
and  the  cost  is  borne  by  the  township.  The  first  teacher  in  this  building 
was  Prof  Smith.     Clay  has  excellent  schools. 

PRBACaBRS. 

It  18  said  that  the  first  sermon  preached  in  the  township  wa«  delix-ered 
by  Rev.  Proctor,  an  eminent  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  who 
was  on  his  way,  in  1823,  from  bis  home  in  Indianapolis  to  BloomingioQ. 
Ind.,  where  he  had  an  appointment  to  hold  religious  Bcrvices.  He  stopped 
at  the  house  of  John  Buttorfield,  and  entertained  that  family  and  a  few  of 
the  neighbors  who  gathered  to  hear  him.  The  Church  of  Christ,  in  the 
aoutheastom  pert,  was  organized  in  the  thirties,  and  for  some  timo  meet- 
ings were  held  nt  the  houses  of  Vclorus  Butterfield,  Thomas  Morgan  and 
family,  Abraham  Griggs  and  family,  James  Noble,  Levi  Flummer.  The 
ground  fnr  the  church  was  furninhed  by  Mr.  Plummer,  and  wnfl  on  Section 
do,  Township  13  north.  Kange  2  en-st.  The  log  church  was  erected  early 
in  the  forties.  A  number  of  years  afterward  it  was  burned  down,  and  a 
frame  church  was  erected  in  ju  place.  The  Methodists  had  an  early 
organization  in  the  Rinker  neighborhnod.  and  in  the  forties  a  log  church 
was  erected  at  what  was  called  Rinker*B  Comer,  After  many  years  a 
frame  house  took  ite  place.  The  Methodist  Church  in  Brooklyn  waft 
erected  in  1369,  and  dedicated  in  1870.     The  membership  is  now  quite 
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large.  TIio  Ctiristian  Ctiurcli  in  Brookljn  nus  built  (liree  or  four  years 
after  the  Methmlist  ('burch,  and  tlie  class  is  in  a  proAperoiin  condition. 
Th9  Chriniao  Church  at  Centerton  was  moved  there  about  two  yenrs  &j»o. 
It  formerly  stood  in  the  Rinker  neiji^hborhood.  id  the  eostern  purt  of  tb« 
towaahip,  and  then  was  occupied  by  the  MethotUets.

THB    PrONEBRS. 


MONROE  TOWNSHIP  it  one  of  the  oldest  portions  of  the  county, 
and  in  same  reHpvcts  the  raoat  interesting.     It  is  a  fine  tract  of 
rolling  land,  well  drained,  and  the  greater  portion  of  the  i>qi1  is  a  rich 
sandy  lown,  one  of  the  beet  kinds  for  general  and  inexliaustible  cultivotion. 
The  first  tract  of  laud  entered  in  the  township  was  on  Section  29,  in  the 
nortfaeastern  part,  by  WillluiD  Pounds,  in  1820;  but  Mr.  Pounds  did  not 
oimc  to  the  township  for  uevcrul  yea.r8,  and  was  therefore  not  the  first 
tettler.     It  cannot  be  certainly  stated  who  the  first  wus,  but  the  burden 
of  evidencce  is  in  favor  of  John   H.   Bray,  who  lived  to  the  remarkable 
age  of  ninety-four  years.     He  located  on  Soctiou  28,  i»  the  northcnetern 
part  of  the  township  in  tlic  year  1822.     He  was  bom  in  North  Carolina 
duriog  the  Revolotiopary  wnr.  and  lived  until  seven  or  eight  years  ago- 
He  waa  a  young  man  at  the  beginning  of  the  prcseni.  century,  and  was 
tniddl»-aged  at  tho  time  of  the  war  of  1812-15.     Ho  waa  a  man  of  stal- 
wart frame,  and  peas  cased  an  iron  conatitution.     During  his  long  resi- 
dence in  the  county,  be  was  cue  of  the  must  prominent  and  public-spiritaj 
of  the  citisens.     Among  those  who  cnme  in  soon  after  him  wore  Jeremiab 
HadleT.  Chnrtea  Allen.  Thomas  Rubotlom,  Zimri  Allen.  James  Hadlcy, 
John  Dtmn.  Robert  McCrackeri.  James  Dcmoss,  Henry  Brewer,  Lot  M.

TOITN   or   MONROVIA. 

In  the  month  of  June,  1834,  Qideon  Jobnnoti  and  George  rtubban} 
eii]{)]oyed  a  eurrejor  and  laid  out  forty-Bve  Iota  on  Section  l2.  Township 
13  nurtb.  Range  1  we«t,  and  named  the  village  thus  founded  Monrovia — 
n  Tariatioii  of  the  name  of  the  township.  The  (irst  merchants  were 
Gideon  Jobnaon  and  Ira  Hadley,  ■■acb  of  whom  owned  a  store.  If  one 
be^ai)  selling  before  the  other,  such  fact  is  not  now  remembered.  In 
18^7,  Mr.  Johnson  Bold  out  to  Thomas  Edwards  k  Co.,  for  3600,  Lota 
1,  2.  18  and  14,  Block  8.  together  with  nil  thu  uppurt«nancca  thereunto 
belon>^ing.  This  company  was  eomposcd  of  Tboi^s  Edwards,  I.  B. 
EdwardH  and  C.  G.  llussey.  Thia  compnny  owned  about  8'2,000  worth 
of  a  general  a.«.tortn)t^nt  of  good-i.  About  the  time  thiit  sale  wax  effected, 
John  Carter  laid  out  an  addition  of  sixteen  lota  to  the  town.  Mr.  Iladloy 
still  continued  bis  business,  taking  in  a  partner  in  1888.  Mr.  Johnson 
must  have  opened  another  store  soon  alter  his  sale,  as  he  took  out  a 
license  in  18Sd  to  sell  merchandiae.  Eli  Vestal  was  an  early  merchant 
in  ihe  viltage.  Henry  and  Noah  York  engaged  in  the  same  pursuit  early  ^ 
in  the  forties.  Irvin  Cavenesa  was  the  fir*t  tavern  keeper.  Samun* 
VTilhito  and  John  Valentine  were  probably  the  firat  bluckamitbs.  A  man 
named  Hairblll  opened  n  saddle  and  harness  shop,  and  John  Edwards 
began  making  wagons.  The  growth  of  the  village,  though  not  rapid,  waa 
steady  and  permanent.  For  aeverul  yeara,  beginning  about  1H42,  there 
was  no  store  in  town.  Thia  is  said  to  have  been  due  to  the  hard  times 
resulting  from  the  cra.sh  of  1837.  Owen  Johnson  opened  a  store  about 
1S45,  and  soon  afterward  Ira  Hadley  rwumcd  bie  busincsa,  which  had 
been  temporarily  abatidoncd.  Cullinn,  an  Irislnnan,  opened  a  store  about 
1850.  Milton  Lindley  was  engaged  in  the  same  pursuit  about  the  aum« 
time,  or  possibly  before.  Benjamin  Young  came  in  with  goods  a  liltla 
later,  and  Porter  &  Breedlove  still  later.  After  them  ct\mo  Samuel  Ilad- 
ley. Joaepli  Fulghmau.  )l.  B.  Shaw.  Butler  k  Mcndeiiliull,  Mciidenhall 
k  Thompson,  W.  B.  Thompson,  PhJhps  &  Johnson,  K.  P,  Johnson  &  Co., 
and  several  others,  whose  names  are  forgotten.  .\  ateam  grist  mill  waa 
built  in  the  town  not  far  from  the  vear  1887.  and  vm  the  first  of  the 
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hiod  in  the  etntnl  part  of  the  State.  But  the  machinerT  vns  too  rude 
to  cump«i«  jtit  with  the  numvroua  puwerTul  vnter  milU.  and  the  mill 
proTAl  a  failure,  and  waA  t>oon  ahnniloned,  and  the  machinery  vu  removed. 
0«ar^  Hadtey  built  a  wonl-carding  eHtabliithment  about  1840,  the  motor 
being  cattle  on  an  inclined  pl&ne.  It  pu&ged  to  Silas  G^e^orJ,  trho  eon- 
ducied  it  until  about  1850.  No  spinning  or  weaving  was  done.  A  man 
nanie'l  Dunning  manufactured  saddles  quite  cxtonsivol;  in  the  forties. 
Hairhill  followed  the  same  occupation.  Ira  Fowler  nwiii;i]  u  diatillerT 
Boae  distance  soatb  of  town,  where  lovers  of  ardent  spirita  could  secure 
their  £tvorile  potations.  Merahon  was  a  cabinet  and  cofRn  maker,  and 
waa  probably  the  first  undertaker  in  the  town.  Mr.  Caveti09»  kept  a 
aboe  abop  in  connection  with  \m  tavern.  William  Wisner  conducted  a 
Xaaaerjt  beginning  about  1836.  it  b  said  that  Joseph  l'ra;r  started  the 
boaiDeia,  hut  foon  sold  out  tn  NVianer.  A  saw  milt  was  cnn<luctecl  in  con- 
nection with  the  steam  grist  mill.  Harris  &  Oodd&rd  built  the  present 
iteam  grist  mill  in  1856.  A  woolen  mill  was  added  to  il.  John  McOaniel 
boQgbt  both  mills  about  liJOl,  but  soon  sold  out  to  Charles  Smith,  who 
maoe  money  during  the  war.  Hadley  &  Tavlor  Huccccfled  Smith.  In 
about  1868,  the  two  mills  were  separated,  each  being  owned  by  different 
parties.  John  Stanton  bought  the  woolen  mill,  and  Iladley  i^  Taylor 
owned  the  grist  mill.  Mr.  Taylor  is  the  present  owner  of  the  grint  mill. 
The  woolen  mill  was  an  imporlnul  industry.  Spinning  and  wenving  was 
done.  Flannels,  jeana  and  other  clothe  were  manufactured.  Various 
other  induBtriea  have  flourished  from  time  to  time,  bnl  the  above  are  the 
more  important.

Dam;  carriages  and  wagons,  llenry  Binkley;  undertaker,  Jerry  Well- 
man. 

A  newspaper  wn?  started  in  the  town  about  1880,  by  a  man  named 
Stotzell.  After  a  checkered  career  of  about  six  months,  it  became  de- 
fanet.  Late  in  the  sixtioe.  the  village  became  the  *'  incorporated  town  of 
UonroTia."  Ordinances  were  adopted,  streets  wure  drained,  eideualka 
were  built,  etc.,  but  af^or  a  few  years  the  municipal  garernmcnt  was 
abandoned. 

SCHOOLS    or   MOKROE   TOWKSQIP. 

It  is  not  positively  known  where  the  first  .ichool  was  taught,  as  several 
yeare  elapsed  after  the  first  settlement  before  an  attempt  was  made  to  c«- 
tabtiib  a  school  in  the  township,  owing  to  the  fact  that  within  a  mile  or 
two  ia  Brown  Township,  good  schools  had  been  started  some  years  before, 
and  tho  older  children  in  Monroe  could  attend  tliere  during  the  winter 
tDoaihs,  and  tho  younger  ones  during  the  summer  months,  which  was  then 
regarded  ns  sufficient  schooling  for  large  and  small  children  for  the  year. 
It  is  likely  that  terms  of  school  were  held  inprivaie  residences  before  the 
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fifst  estaWishofl  school  came  into  oxislcncB.  The  first  school  of  which 
aH_Y  (iisiiiict  rcmeuibranco  is  hud  was  wught  in  tho  West  Union  Cliurch 
east  of  Monrovia  during  tlie  winter  of  183t2-38  b;  Joshua  Lindloy.  He 
wu  paid  by  suWcription,  and  had  a  full  Hchonl.  David  Lindle^r  taught 
in  the  church  after  him.  At  the  end  nr  about  thred  v«ars,  the  Qaakern 
built  a  schoolhouse  adjoining  the  church,  and  in  thii  building  Evan  Had- 
ley  wn«  the  firs>t  teacher.  After  that  date  the  school  was  ono  of  the  bi^st 
in  the  northern  part  of  Uik  county.  A  echoolhouBe  wna  built  west  of 
Monrovia  abiiuC  18S6.  A  school  was  also  started  up  in  the  southeustern 
part  and  another  in  the  nonheKsiern  part  about  the  same  time.  In  each 
of  th^e  neighborhoods,  however,  tertnn  of  school  had  be^n  tnnght  in 
private  houses  for  ftcverni  years  before  the  public  schools  were  firmly  es- 
tablished. The  first  teai-her  in  Monrovia  was  a  well-oducated  man  named 
Buttvrfield,  who  taught  a  three  months'  term  during  the  winter  of 
1837-S8,  in  a  Bohoolbouiie  that  had  been  erected  the  aummer  and  autumn 
before. 

Mr.  Buttorfield  was  an  educator  in  advance  of  his  time,  and  wa«  re- 
garded as  a  "cniDk"  on  the  subject  ofhi«  own  thoorics  of  public  instruc- 
tion, Instead  of  being  really  "  cranky."  he  simply  earnestly  favored  and 
publicly  advocated  a  system  of  education,  which  has  since  derelcipod  into 
the  hi^jh  schools  of  to-day.  The  only  difference  between  his  theory  and 
the  present  system  was  the  nianner  of  obtaining  funds  for  the  support  of 
the  schools.  It  is  stated  that  he  favored  public  taxation  for  the  support 
of  the  schaok  for  the  maescH,  but  as  his  theory  in  this  rcepcct  was  un- 
popular in  his  day,  or  more  .Hpecifically  at  Monrovia,  he  took  the  next  best 
course  he  could,  and  urged  the  support  of  public  schools  by  systematic 
rate  bills  and  tuition.  He  was  very  energetic,  and  issued  a  printeii  cir- 
cular, advertising  his  scbool.  specifying  the  branches  taught,  the  tuition 
required  and  asking  for  pupils  who  were  promised  unusual  advantages  in 
acquiring  a  higher  education  than  could  be  secured  at  the  ingigmficant 
subicription  schools  then  starling  into  life  throughout  the  township.  But 
there  were  three  serious  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  success  of  the  enter- 
prise of  Mr.  Butterfleld  :  First — [l  cost  considerable  to  attend  his  scliool. 
Second — There  was  no  demand  for  advanced  education,  Third — The 
theories  of  Mr.  Butterfield  were  regarded  as  unusuut.  suspicious,  if  not  uu- 

i'uat,  The  result  was  that  the  school  was  a  failure,  and  Mr,  Butterfield 
eft  in  disgust  for  more  promising  fields.  Within  fifieeti  years  after  he 
left,  tho  very  system  he  had  advocated  became  the  most  popular  and  judi- 
otoos  plan  of  publ  ic  education  ever  established  up  to  that  time.  Tlie  com- 
mon school  svstem  of  to-day  is  the  child  of  this  advance.  This  school  of 
Mr.  Butterfie1d*3  was  taught  in  a  portion  of  the  "Monrovia  House,"  jet 
standing  and  in  use- 

The  first  schoolhouse  in  Monrovia  was  erected  about  I8f)8,  the  town 
children  before  that  going  eaat  and  west  to  the  district  achoolfl.  The  house 
built  was  an  ordinarv  frame  structure,  which  was  used  until  the  two-storied 
brick  budding  was  erected  about  four  years  ago.  The  house  is  2><x64 
feet,  has  four  rooms  in  which  four  teachers  are  necessary  to  instruct  tbe 
town  youth,  cost  about  ^,000,  and  is  a  credit  to  the  town,  which  surpaases 
any  other  in  the  county,  in  proportion  to  population,  in  activity  in  the 
eaiue  of  education.     The  school  is  thoroughly  graded,  and    competent  in- 


itractort  are  «mplored.  Soon  after  the  U*l  war.  ihe  citizeoa  of  Monrovia 
«nd  riciDitj  orKanised  A  Teachers'  loatitute.  vhich  U  stilt  in  existence. 
The  citiiens  BUMcribed  liberally  to  iiuppart  the  institute,  encoiimged  the 
valuable  course  of  iiutniotiOD  aai  drill  afforded  the  toaohers,  and  those 
citisens  who  were  competent  lectured  to  the  aaseinbWd  teacbera  on  qaea- 
tiona  of  education  and  school  goverDincnt.  En  view  of  the  difiicultr 
attending  ait  organisation  of  chiif  character — the  j^reat  expense,  the  nraalf* 
D«e8of  the  t«WD,  Mid  the  limited  nucaber  of  teachers  likelv  to  attend — 
the  enterprbe  hai  been  reinarknbly  prosperous,  the  influence  much  more 
widely  felt  than  was  thought  possible,  and  the  zeal  of  tcachcra  and  cit4- 
lens  in  the  cause  of  educution  places  the  little  toyrn  head  and  shoulders 
above  every  other  portion  of  the  countj.  Not  content  with  this  excellent 
showing,  the  teachers  and  citiiiens.  in  Matxh.  18H2,  organised  the  *'  Mon- 
rovia Normal  and  Hij^h  School  Asuficiation,"  every  pnb lie-spirited 
citiien  of  the  vicinity  subscribing  from  85  to  825  for  its  support.  This 
MeociatioQ  ia  yet  in  its  infancy,  yet  the  future  will,  no  doubt,  record  its 
important  achievements. 

CKRIIJTIAN  OBUANIZATIONe. 

It  in  likely  thai  the  first  rcUzioas  clasit  oreanized  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship waM  the  one  known  na  the  West  Union  M(>ettng  of  Friends,  which 
had  its  origin  late  in  the  twenties,  from  the  older  or  parent  olasa  of 
Friends  in  Brown  Township.  AmonLj  the  members  wore  George  Ru- 
bottom,  William  Johnson.  Aaron  LinAley.  Jerry  Hadley,  William  Allen, 
Ashley  Johnson,  Philip  Juhnson,  Eli  Townaend.  Jesso  Baldwin,  Jona- 
than Doao,  Sr.,  Jonathan  Doan,  Charlen  Allen,  Lot  Hadley.  Silas  Greg- 
ory and  others.  Their  frame  church  was  built  in  1832.  This  class  is 
yet  in  existence. 

Tlie  Methodist  class  at  Monrovia  wn.s  organized  soon  after  1S40,  by 
Rev.  11.  8.  Dane,  who  was  the  pivstor  for  a  number  of  years.  Some  of 
the  members  were  Edward  Lindlay.  Walker  CaveneM.  Isaac  Johnson, 
William  Mull.  Joel  0.  McCIellan.  C.  Margin.  D.  C.  Dian.  J^itnes  H. 
Willians.  William  Best,  A.  M.  Dilley.  J.  K.  Bait,  James  Hudson.  L.  B. 
Ijpwin  and  others.  The  pistor  io  1856  was  Rev.  J.  R.  Williams.  Their 
church  was  built  about  1850. 

The  Christian  Church  at  Monrovia  was  t-c^tnblbhed  in  the  Aixtiea. 
Among  the  loading  members  were  Jeremiah  Weltman,  Dr.  Reagan,  Jo- 
■eph  Allinoci  and  Robert  McCmoken. 

The  Methodist  Church  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  township  was 
organised  about  18^6,  Bomc  of  the  curly  members  being  James  Demoaa, 
ThomiS  Qrisham,  Peter  Farmer,  Simon  Hadley,  William  Tanney,  Able 
Tansty.  Jease  Tansey,  William  Iloniadny  and  others.  Meetings  were 
often  held  at  the  houses  of  Thomas  Orishnm  and  James  Denioss.  After 
a  number  of  years,  'their  cbuKh  was  built.  The  Antiocb  Methodist 
Church  east  of  Monrovia  was  established  at  a  later  date.  Their  church  is 
worth  about  $700.     The  township  has  excellent  religious  advantages. 

TBB    CUDBROBOUNP   BAILBOAD. 
One  of  the  things  of  which   the  citiiens  of  Monroe   Township  boost 
is  the  position   taken  by  the  older  reMidents   on  the  ijuestinn  of  slavery. 
The  anti-slavery  sentiment  came  to  the  county  with  that  noble  class  of 
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Cbrtatian  poople,  the  Friends,  and  frooa  the  earliest  B«ttlemeat  uatil  sUr- 
9TJ  was  blotletl  nut  of  the  QAtion,  no  opportunity  wm  lost  to  strike  it  a 
blov.  Anti -alavery  societies  were  orj^nised  at  an  c»rly  daj.  and  publi<: 
measures  were  adopted  to  bring  the  enormity  of  the  "iuatitulion  " 
Kjuftroly  before  the  public  eye.  Tho  Frieade  posted  ibemflelvee  thoroughly 
OQ  the  qaestion  from  a  aocial.  moml  and  Biblical  HCatidpoint,  &nd  man* 
Kged  to  "worst"  tboae  of  BufEcient  courage  to  meet  thetD  in  public  de- 
bate. The  Underground  Railroad  wits  an  organization  to  a,^isl  runaway 
alavos,  cecnpingfrom  their  masters,  on  th^ir  way  to  Otinada.  The  Friends 
ererywhcre  were  promineDtlr  connected  wiih  this  route,  or  mutes,  rather, 
aa  hundreds  of  different  paths  ext«nded  from  the  Southern  States  to  the 
dominion  of  the  British  Queen.  The  procedure  was  a  violation  of  lh«' 
law  of  the  land,  hut  the  Friends  and  Abolitionists  knew  they  were  ricHt 
morally,  and  deliberately  disobeyed  iho  law.  The  routes  were  cijTed 
*' underground  "  because  ihov  were  urtually  obly  operated  at  nij^bi  to 
avoid  detection  and  pursuit.  blavcH  that  were  worth  from  8*>f)i)  lo  $1,200 
each  were  not  permitted  to  leave  their  msstera  without  an  efi'ort  being 
made  to  capture  them.  Klnodhounds  were  used,  and  every  other  tneasure 
to  secure  their  return.  The  Friends  constantly  thwnrted  tho  slave  catch- 
era.  A  slave  who  mode  up  hia  mind  to  run  away  would  ascertain  about 
the  ruute  to  bo  taken,  and  get  the  name  of  the  firxt  Frieiid  on  the  route, 
and  just  where  lua  n^iitcnce  could  be  found.  Then,  under  the  cover  of 
night,  with  his  little  buudle  of  clothes  on  bin  shoulder,  he  would  resolute> 
ly  turn  hia  fnce  northward,  and  make  for  the  first  station  on  his  way.  If 
tJiat  point  was  re:tched  about  morning,  the  agent  of  the  railroad  would 
feed  the  tired  traveler,  and  then  secrete  him  in  aome  safe  place  about  the 
premises  until  night  came,  when  horses  would  he  hitched  to  carriages  or 
wagons,  and  the  runaway  would  be  rapidly  driven  northward  ten  or  fif- 
teen miles  to  the  next  station,  tf  considerable  time  yet  remained  before 
monitug,  the  agent  of  the  second  station  would  hitch  up  aa  the  first  agent 
had  done,  and  convey  the  stare  to  the  third  atation.  and  ibe  first  agent 
would  return  home.  In  this  way,  after  the  lapse  of  many  weeks,  ofteo 
through  the  direst  dangers  of  pursuit,  the  slave  would  be  safely  landed 
io  Canada,  where  pursuit  would  end,  and  where  the  bunted  man  would 
draw  his  first  breath  of  freedom.  Two  or  three  routes  extended  across 
Morgan  County,  all  of  them  passing  through  Monroe  or  Brown  Town- 
ship. All  of  the  Quakers  were  ready  to  assist  runaway  slaves,  as  were 
miuiy  Abolitionists  who  were  not  Quakers,  but  only  a  few  men  in  the 
county  were  really  members  of  the  organization  called  *'  Undergionnd 
Riulrood."  The  leading  metabers  in  Monroe  Township  were  Jonathan 
Doan  and  his  sons  and  relatives.  They  were  known  to  lake  many  a  run- 
away to  some  point  in  Marion  or  Hendricks  County.  On  one  occasion, 
they  conveyed  a  load  of  five  slaves  northward.  They  oo  doubt  helped  off 
aoorM  of  them.  Kli  J.  H^omner,  of  Mooresville,  was  a  prominent  Aboli- 
tionist, but  he  did  not  belong  to  the  railroad,  though  he  did  not  hesitate 
an  ioataot  if  a  slave  cn.llcd  upon  him  for  assistance.  William  Bowles  was 
the  agent  at  Morgatitowu  ;  Mr.  Kclao  also.  Several  at  Marliasvillc 
affords  assistance,  though  none  there  were  members  of  the  organiaation. 
Many  now  claim  to  have  been  canneoted  with  the  roul  who  at  the  time 
were  either  neutral  or  inclined  to  capture  the  runaways  and  relarn  them 
to  tbar  masters  and  gee  the  large  reward. 
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TRBATY    WITH   THE   DELAWARB8. 


NO  otber  portion  of  Morgan  Coonty  U  surrounded  with  greater  his- 
torical interest  than  Wavcrly  »nd  vicinity.  H*r»  it  wm  tbst 
tlie  first  wttlemeni  in  the  oonnly  was  made  while  the  Indians  were  yet 
occupying  the  soil,  and  while  n.11  the  species  of  wild  nnimiils  of  thin 
latitude  yet  roamed  almotil  wholly  anraoleoteil  in  ihe  trackle^o  forent.  The 
"  New  Fiircha^e,"  of  which  Morgun  County  was  a  [>ftrl,  was  secured  from 
the  Indiana  by  the  treaty  of  St.  Mary's,  Ohio,  in  October,  1818;  but  by 
the  proviaiona  of  the  treaty,  the  natives  were  to  have  the  priTilego  of  re- 
aiding  upon  the  soil  and  of  hunting  thereon  until  1820.  The  land  could 
not  hv  fnnnally  thrown  upon  the  market  until  after  the  expiration  of  thia 
pnvilege  of  occupancy,  but  the  whites  could  cnier  the  territory,  select 
tbeir  fiuniM  and  improve  the  same,  and  ho  in  rtndiuesa  to  purchase  when 
th«  land  became  marketable.  This  was  done  in  Morgan  Conoty  to  a 
limited  extent. 


THE  fIRST  SKTTLBR   OP  TB£   OOVNTY. 

In  the  summer  of  1818.  before  the  landa  of  the  New  Purchase  had 
been  ceded  to  the  Government  by  the  Indians,  Jacob  Whetael,  brother 
to  the  famona  Indian  fighter.  Lewis  Wbotzcl.  and  an  Indian  Sghter  bim- 
•elf.  went  to  the  camp  of  the  Delaware  chief,  Anderson,  whose  principal 
village  waa  where  the  city  of  Anderson  now  atunds,  to  get  permission  to 
cut  a  trace  from  White  Water  River  in  the  eaatem  part  of  the  State  to 
the  BlaA*  on  White  Kiver,  the  object  being  to  secure  d  road  from  such 
caHem  point  to  the  Blufls,  the  remainder  of  the  way  to  Vincennes  to  be 
by  the  river.  Mr.  Whetzel  had  in  view  then  a  permanent  location  at  or 
near  Vinceunes.  Permission  was  granted  by  Anderson,  and  die  following 
autumn  Mr.  Whetiel,  accompanied  by  his  son  Cyras,  and  supplied  with 
the  neceaaar^jr  axes,  gnna,  provisions,  etc..  blaied  this  route  through  to  the 
Blnfls.  This  hlsEeu  road  thr/)iigh  the  wilderness  was  probnbly  the  6ret 
in  this  part  of  the  State,  and  became  a  fninous  highway  for  fam- 
iliM  seeking  homes  in  the  New  Purchase.  It  may  yet  he 
seen  in  some  plaoes.  and  is  still  known  as  "Whetzel's  fraoe." 
Mr.  Whetzel  was  so  pleased  with  ihe  BlufGi  and  the  surrounding  country 
that  he  resolved  to  go  no  farther  toward  Viiicennes  with  a  view  of  settle- 
nienl,  wbereapon  he  selected  a  piece  of  land  in  the  valley  of  White  River 
a  short  distance  north  of  the  present  residence  of  his  grandson-inlaw, 
Mr.  McKensic.  and  resolved  to  send  out  bis  son,  Cyrua,  the  following 
•pring  to  clev  a  small  tract  and  raise  a  crou.  fiarly  the  next  spring 
(Xfarch,  1819),  Jacob  and  his  son  Cyrus,  with  the  neoessary  seeds,  im- 
plementa    and    arms,    came   via  Whetzel's  Trace   to    the  Bluffs,  eatab- 
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lUh«<l  with  stftkes  the  perminent  boiimlary  of  a.liout  nixlj  acre«  of  land 
just  bolow  Wiivorly,  aiiiL  &rter  erecting  a  rude  Io|{  cabin  the  father  weut 
bsirk  to  his  family,  l«aving  Crrus  to  cleitr  imniodiately  a  few  acres  for  a 
crop  of  corn,  wheat  and  vogetsblcs,  and  to  dcadcii  a  larger  tract  during 
the  dumtner.  The  second  night  af^r  the  father  had  gone,  a  heavy  snow 
fell,  and  CyruB  built  a  large  fire  to  dnve  off  the  wotvea  and  the  cold. 
During  the  niglu,  he  fell  something  creep  under  the  blanket  under  which 
h«  vu  aleaping,  but  was  too  uuconccrucd  lo  make  further  discoveries 
until  the  next  morning  when  h«  waa  sumewhat  surprised  to  learn  that 
bis  sleeping  companion  was  cone  other  than  a  huge  Delaware  Indian. 
Thin  discovery  waa  not  auBicienito  Acare  very  perceptibly  a  man  in  whose 
veins  ran  the  distinguished  blood  of  the  Whetzels.  Cyrus  was  but 
eighteen  years  of  age,  yet  he  felt  no  fear  in  the  wilderness,  though  sur- 
rounded with  wild  and  dangerous  animals,  and  with  the  acarctly  lets  vild 
and  dangerous  Indians. 

THE  FIRST  PARU. 

Gyrus  Whetsel,  a^usted  by  a  young  man  whose  name  is  no  longer 
Moollected,  and  who  came  out  soon  after  the  young  man  did,  cleared  off 
a  small  "truck  patch."  where  corn,  vegetables  and  a  nmall  quantity  of 
wheat  were  raised.  Ten  or  fifteen  acres  of  benvy  timber  were  alsm  dead- 
ened. The  following  autumn  the  family  c&me  out  to  stay  pernianently. 
Thia  settlement  mny  Justly  bo  diitod  from  tho  fill  of  1818,  one  year  be- 
fore the  family  came  out,  as  the  farm  was  then  selected  and  the  intention 
fully  matured  to  locate  thereon  permanently.  The  elder  Whetael,  Jacob, 
was  A  professional  hunter,  knew  but  little  of  farming,  and  practiced  lens, 
but  he  perhaps  never  bad  an  eonal  in  the  county  in  woo<leraft,  and  in 
experienoe  of  the  Indian.  Much  of  his  time  was  epcat  in  hunting  until 
l>t'27.  when  be  died,  He  manufactured  his  own  powder,  and  dressed 
almoet  altogether  in  buckskin.  Ho  did  some  coopering.  His  son  Cyrna 
inherited  the  Whetzel  constitution  and  sagacity,  and  in  his  younger  years 
gained  an  extensive  acquaintance  with  tlie  Indian  character.  He  soon 
married  and  became  one  of  the  foremost  men  of  the  county.  He  afkor- 
ward  represeiitod  tho  county  iu  the  LegisEatarc.  He  was  brave  enough 
anil  far^tx^ing  unnugli  ti  loik  beyond  the  'Uy  in  wliich  If!  lived,  and  to 
take  the  advanced  and  nobler,  liberal  position  of  to-day  on  the  subject  of. 
religion.  He  died  in  1876,  full  of  years,  respected  bv  all  true  men.  and 
lies  buried  near  the  residence  of  his  son-in-law,  Mr.  McKenzie. 

At  a  very  early  date,  a  number  of  Delaware  CodiMU  stmn  to  the 
cabin  of  Jacob  Whetzel,  and  a  big  brave  named  '*  !Yosey"  (part  of  bis 
nose  had  been  cut  off,  and  hence  the  name)  bantered  Cyron  to  shoot  at  a 
mark.  The  challenge  wag  accepted,  but  Cyrus  proved  to  be  the  better 
marksman.  Thig  threw  Nosey,  who  possessed  a  violent  temper,  into  a 
furiuua  rage,  but  hia  fgpr  of  the  stalwart  and  courageous  young  man  pre- 
vented any  serious  riiHuhs  to  the  latter.  The  party  9«on  left,  but  one  of 
them,  who  dared  to  taunt  the  Indian  with  his  defeat,  was  instantly  killed 
by  the  still  enraged  savage.  The  latter  was  given  one  vear,  aceording  to 
castom,  to  redeem  bis  life  by  furnishing  100  deer  skins  to  the  murdered 
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nuui't  relfttivea.     This  oouM  easily  have  been  done,  but  no  effort  was 
made,  ami  Nooey  was  acei>rditi|i;ly  put  to  death  by  torture. 

Mr.  Whetzel  on«  dny  lo:ined  n.  Delaware  h»  "gig"  tn  spear  ftsh, 
and  when  it  waa  rctuntcd  oue  of  the  prongs  was  gone,  the  Indian  etatiu^ 
tbat  be  bad  broken  it  off  in  a  log.  A.  few  days  later,  Mr.  Wbelzel 
came  upon  the  same  Indian  on  the  rirer  wh«rc  he  had  spcar«d  a  wagOD 
IomI  of  the  finest  deh.  with  a  gig  made  from  the  hnilcen  prong,  which  had 
btiD  driTen  into  the  end  of  a  tough  dlender  pole.  This  Indian  was  en- 
gaged  in  drying  the  G:sh.  lie  was  so  expert  that  he  could  strike  n  fish 
eight  or  ten  yard*  away-  Many  years  ago,  the  Whei8cl3di»«oTcrod  about 
a  half  buEihol  of  bnlleta  of  all  aizea  from  a  shot  to  a  liairounce  ball  on 
the  bottom  near  Waverly.  They  had  been  scattered  out  over  several 
rods,  by  the  action  of  the  water  no  doobt,  but  how  they  c&nie  there  is  a 
myti«ry  yet  to  be  solved. 

ADDITIONAL  EAKLT  SETTLE&S. 
Tfae  name  of  the  second  settler  in  Harrison  Township  is  not  certain- 
ly known.  Anions  those  who  came  in  soon  after  the  VVhetzels  were 
CbriBtopher  Ladd,  Jettse  Tult,  Benjamin  Milla,  David  E.  Alien,  K<inry 
Rout  (who  remained  but  a<thnrl  time),  John  Paul.  John  Hamilton,  Thomaa 
Ingles,  Qeor^e  Powell.  Joseph  Bennett.  Thoma«  tiardner.  William  Good- 
win, .Tames  Buroh,  Robert  C.  SiotI,  Bnrlow  Aldridge.  Joseph  FrBte«. 
William  Ettcr  and  many  utliera  whose  ilatti  of  ^ottlemoiit  cannot  be  oer- 
uinly  fixed.  The  following  list  of  men  paid  poll  tax  in  Harrison  Town- 
ship in  1842,  the  list  being  given  here  to  preserve  the  names  of  as  many 
of  the  early  residents  as  pofwible.  .A.  Tow  of  the  men  never  resided  in  the 
township;  Barlow  Aldnd};v,  J.  D.  Broiuwell,  J.  F.  Brent«n,  James 
Burris.

THE  BLDFFS,  OR  PORT  ROYAL. 
The  Blalfs  were  known  before  there  waa  a  solitary  settler  in  the  county. 
Frenchmen  from  Vinceiines  and  vicinity  had  come  up  the  river  before  the 
war  of  1812;  and  if  tradition  is  correct  had  established  temporary  trad- 
ing stations  with  the  Delaware  Indiana,  who  then  occupied  the  country, 
Various  adventurers  and  speculators  had  visitei]  the  spot,  and  tt  became 
called  The  Bluffs.  It  is  likely  that  Chri»tophcr  Lndd  was  the  fimt  white 
settler  at  the  point.  He  lociitt'd  there  either  in  1810  or  early  in  1820. 
He  it  was  who  claimed  ihe  location  of  the  capital  of  the  State  at  the 
Blnfi.  Several  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Legislature  to 
permanently  fix  the  capital  voied  in  favor  of  the  Bluffs.  Mr.  Ladd  be- 
gan keeping  tavern  there  before   the  county  was  organized,  and  was  the 
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first  man  in  the  cnunty  to  take  out  the  neccKiarv  license  to  keep  tavern 
autl  sell  liquor.  The  corpse  of  a  oiun  wus  ruuDd  on  the  rirer  bottom 
nrar  his  house,  and  Mr.  Ladd  was  arrealed  and  tried  for  the  murder,  bat 
not  a  Kbadon  of  substantial  uvidenco  was  found  against  him.  He  «u 
acquitted,  and  bis  lack  of  means  only  prevented  bim  from  prosecuting  his 
defamers.  ae  ihej  no  doubt  deserved.  Thia  waa  the  first  noteworthj  trial 
of  the  count?.  Cyrus  Whetiel  and  Mr.  Ladd  were  intimate  friendH.  and 
the  former  always  inaisted  on  the  Intttr'a  inuocoucc.  Mr.  Wbetzcl  alw&yt 
Btupected  an  Indian,  who,  after  the  murder,  was  found  in  possesaioti  of  a 
borae  and  saddle,  a  bUck  silk  handkerchief,  a  red  morocco  pocket-book, 
etc.,  of  which  he  fuilnd  to  give  a  natisfactory  account.  No  doubt  the 
murdered  man  had  come  out  to  buy  land,  and  falling  in  with  the  Indian 
waa  foully  murdered  for  his  effects. 

The  town  w«3  surveyed  and  platted  before  the  county  wa«  organized, 
James  Borland  being  the  aurvt-vor.  It  wm  laid  out  about  the  middle  of 
September.  1821,  on  the  north  half  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  Section 
IS,  Township  18  north.  Range  2  eajit,  in  the  Hrookvtile  Land  District. 
FortT-three  tola  were  laid  out  on  the  bluffs  of  White  River.  Thomas 
Lee  was  the  proprietor. 

The  Blulid,  or  Port  Royal,  as  it  became  enlled  nflorward,  nttractcd 
settlers  early.  Ladd  waa  the  fimt.  Robert  Bradfthnw  was  probably  the 
second.  Daniel  Allen  was  about  the  third.  He  was  the  first  tailor.  Ue 
sold  liquor  in  1827  and  merchandise  in  TlS28.  Bradshaw  sold  liquor  in 
1826.  Ladd's  tavern  was  r  great  rendezvous  for  thwie  who  loved  the 
flowiDgbowl.  It  was  a  great  plcuaurc  for  tlio  early  settlers  at  Port  Royal 
to  ntner  round  his  blazing  bar  room  fire  when  the  nights  were  icy  cold 
anathc  bitter  wind  dashed  the  falling  snow  in  eddies  around  the  old  log 
tavern,  to  listen  to  the  storiea  of  the  travelers  who  stopped  there  for  reat, 
It  became  a  famous  place.  The  early  members  of  the  Legislature  from 
the  southern  part  of  the  State  would  make  Ladd's  tavern  their  last  stop- 

Sing  place  before  reaching  the  capital  and  the  first  place  nllcr  leaving  it. 
In.  Ladd  was  a  gonial,  hospitable  woman,  u  good  conversationalist,  and 
a  woman  who  could  not  be  excelled  in  the  manufacture  of  good  tea  and 
coffee.  Her  guMla  discovered  this  latter  fact,  and  ti  word  of  praise  was 
suSoient  to  insure  a  beverage  rarely  found  in  the  backwoods.  On  one 
occasion,  her  supply  failed  so  nearly  that  she  waa  obliged  to  mix  tea  and 
coffee  ao  o  last  desperate  resort.  A  traveler  sipped  the  steaming  bever- 
age, raised  his  eyebrows,  curled  up  the  corners  of  his  mouth  in  a  Haga- 
cioos  smile,  and  speaking  to  bis  hostess,  said,  "  Mrs.  Ladd,  if  thia  is  tea 
bring  me  coffee,  and  if  it's  coffee  bring  mo  tea."  The  good  I&dy  waa 
obliged  to  explain  the  situation,  which  sutisfied  the  polite  traveler,  who 
resumed  his  meal. 

The  Blairs,  the  Payions,  the  Hollands,  the  Wheatleya,  the  Davisee, 
the  Armstrongs,  the  Balls,  the  Beattya  and  ntliern  were  among  the  early 
residents  of  Port  Royal.  Ladd  sold  the  first  merchandise  in  abeut  the 
year  1H23.  His  *tock  was  insiunificHnt,  but  wiw  kept  to  accommodate  a 
few  of  the  resident*.  Robert  Stafford.  Peter  Ucnnison,  Hugh  Endsloy, 
William  Agness  and  Henry  Riddle  were  in  bu.^iness  early.  Bradshaw 
sold  calicoes,  etc.,  about  1S27.  John  Wheatley  was  probably  the  first 
blacksmith.     David  Alien  had  a  few  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  goods  late 
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in  the  twcatiM.  Ltice  &  AUea  opcac<l  the  first  goods  »t<ir«  in  1832. 
Tbeir  «tock  waa  vorth  more  tliau  81.000.  M.  C.  Rust  8o1(l  liquor  in 
18S'2  and  grocorira  in  1833.  C.  U.  Hftye«  ^  Co-  l>egan  selling  from  & 
Urge  genenl  stock  late  in  I8!I2.  Ajreti  &  Pinney  were  the  leaiiiiig  mer- 
dkuit*  in  1838  ;  the;  trere  the  snccessors  of  Luce  &  Ajres.  About  this 
tim«.  the  town  wis  at  the  zenith  of  its  prosperity,  and  contained  a  popu- 
Ution  of  about  lAO.  CyniB  WhctBc!  took  oat  a  gToc«ry  license  in  1834, 
McCarty  k  Williams,  H.  Saunilers.  V>.  Rust  were  other  merchants  late 
in  the  thirties.  The  town  began  to  die  about  1)J4U.  Nothing  la  left  of 
it  oow. 

VILLAQB   OF   WAVKRL7. 

This  little  village  started  up  when  the  canal  was  being  constructed, 
aboat  1837.  J.  II.  B.  Nowtnnd,  now  n  resident  of  Indianapolis,  the 
•other  of  one  or  more  interesting  volumes  on  the  early  settlement  of  this 
part  of  the  State,  opened  the  first  store  of  consequence  on  the  "  Island," 
in  about  1838.  A  number  of  "  shnnlies  "  had  been  erected  before  for  the 
■ocommodalion  of  the  canal  workmen,  in  one  or  mare  of  which  provisions 
were  kept  to  supply  the  tables.  Mr.  McLain  was  a  superintendent.  The 
6rsi  storebouee  wae  built  by  Cornelius  Free.  Hrown  and  KobinHon  each 
owned  a  tavern.  Various  rude  dwellings  Hoon  went  up,  and  the  t'>wn 
began  to  2*^*-  ^l**-  Brannon  realty  sold  the  first  goods.  The  canal 
men  made  it  lively  of  nights  at  the  bbIoods.  Cornelius  Free  was  the 
centra)  figure  from  the  start.  He  built  a  large  gnat  mill  in  1837,  four 
itorin  and  a  half  high,  with  four  or  ftve  runs  ofbuhrs.  This  mill  was 
one  of  the  finest  ever  in  this  part  of  the  State,  was  the  life  of  Wurerly,  and 
received  a  patronage  over  a  radium  of  forty  miles.  Attnched  to  it  was  a 
nan  mill  and  a  wouk-n  factory,  whore  carding  only  wa^  dont.-  at  first,  but 
later  npinningand  weaving.  An  attachment  for  kiln-drying  corn  was  soon 
added,  and  the  united  enterprises  received  an  enormous  patronage.  Mrs. 
McKiniie  Mid  she  had  seen  more  than  a  hundred  teams  stand  waiting 
their  turn  to  be  waited  upon.  The  corn  was  ground  in  the  mill,  then 
kdn-dtied,  then  ahipped  by  boat  to  Southern  mnrkets.  Benjamin  Sweet, 
of  Martinavillct  was  the  leEtdiog  carpenter  who  built  the  bl^  mill.  The 
water  which  operated  these  indusiries  wbj  from  the  canal  feeder,  and  was 

fiurcUased  of  the  State  by  Mr.  Free.  After  a  few  years,  Jacob  Gorman 
eased  the  mill,  and  Iste  in  the  forties  the  property  was  sold  to  John 
Carlisle.  Samuel  Moore  and  J.  S-  Kellcy,  of  Mooresville,  packed  a  con- 
siderable pork  at  Waverly.  shipping  the  same  by  flat-boat  duwo  White 
Rirer.  l)r.  Paris  was  an  early  physician.  Dr.  Overstreet  was  his  part- 
ner. They  owned  an  apothecary's  shop,  the  ancestor  of  the  modf>rn  dnig 
store.  The  Breecee,  the  Kerabners,  the  Swopes,  the  McLains,  the  Now- 
lands,  the  Wishards,  the  Stevensons  and  others  were  iimong  the  leading 
residenia  in  the  thinies.  A  Polandcr  named  Frvdincshire  packed  pork 
at  Waverly.  McLain  conducted  a  big  saw  mill,  and  shipped  consider- 
able latnher  down  the  river.  Howe  afterwurd  conducted  this  mill. 
Among  the  merchants  of  the  forties  were  McLain.  Holes,  Jones.  Nowlend, 
Frank  snd  Washington  I^anders,  John  Huntsinger.  Abe  Brenemen. 
Uarasnim  owned  a  cooper  shop ;  Uarrah  and  Ree««,  carpenter  shops, 
snd  John  Oleason,  a  cabinet  shop.  Dr.  White  practiced  medicine.  It  is 
said  that  James  Harris  opened  the  first   carpenter  shop  in  Waverly,  and 
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•  ouo  named  Robinson  the  first  wagon  9hop.  This  was  about  the  j«ar 
1887.  Wftverlv  wns  Uid  out  »nd  recorded  in  1811,  by  M.  H.  Brown, 
0.  Q.  Kcrshner  mid  D.  W.  Howe,  owncrsi  and  proprietors.  Fifty-five 
lots  were  laid  out  on  the  «outheast  side  of  the  Central  Canal,  and  a  Iarg« 
lot  -was  left  for  n  public  square.  The  principal  street — the  one  extending 
northeast. and  soathwest — was  Main  street. 

WAVKRLT   IN    LATER    TEARS. 

Merchants  since  1850  have  been,  tioiong  others.  Landers  Brothers,  J, 
L.  Knox,  Feter  Baxter,  Ezra  Allman,  James  Griegs  &  Sod.  John  Cook, 
TbomM  ilusscy,  Ctinnon.  Smith  &  Dunn,  A.  J.  Tarleton,  John  Graves, 
W.  W.  Donnao,  Howe  k  Etter,  F.  M.  Fields  at  present,  G.  Scmf^gs,  Eli 
Paddock  at  present,  Jacob  Duncan  k*c  8on  iit  present,  and  Vincent  & 
Diikra  at  present,  Tho  greatest  population  of  VVaverly  has  been  about 
250.  Carpentcra,  biackamilhs,  coopers,  wagon- makers,  etc-,  etc.,  have 
come  and  goue  like  anendleeschaiu.     The  present  population  is  about  150. 

SCHOOLS. 
Several  terms  of  school  were  taught  in  Port  Royal  quite  early  in  the 
twenties  in  an  nid  Ing  cabin,  or  rather  in  several  old  log  cabins.  The 
aames  of  the  teachers  cannot  b«  given.  A  !«ohoolhoue«  was  built  near 
the  town  about  1829.  where  the  town  children  attended  as  long  as  there 
were  town  children  to  go,  which  was  until  about  liS40.  Schools  were 
first  held  in  Waverly  about  1842.  The  few  children,  however,  usually 
went  south  to  the  country  schoolhouse  which  stood  southwest  of  town  on 
Mr.  McKenzie's  farm.  This  hnune  wa.4  n^ed  many  yenrs,  or  until  the 
present  one  waa  erected,  about  IS.'iO,  This  building,  though  over  thirty 
years  have  elapsed  since  it  was  built,  is  in  a  fine  stale  of  preservation, 
and,  owing  to  the  fresh  coat  of  paint,  looks  like  a  now  house.  In  Sep- 
tember,  1826,  there  was  formed  at  Port  Royal  a  "  L'nlon  Society  for  the 
Encouragement  of  Learning  and  Religion,"  at  the  head  of  which  were 
Danial  Boaz  and  Henry  Brown,  of  Johnson  County,  and  David  Allea 
and  others  of  Port  Royal  and  vicinity.  This  society  furnished  excellent 
schools  for  that  day.  employed  competent  lenchera.  and  the  town  soon 
acquired  quite  a  repatatioM  for  its  advancement  in  learning  and  raoraU. 
The  enterprise  died  out  in  the  thirties. 

CIIURCllBS. 

No  doubt  the  first  t-kss  in  the  township  was  established  at  Port  Royal. 
Late  in  the  twentie.^,  the  Methodists  formud  a  small  cliis^  there.  Scarcely 
anything  is  known  of  tho  class,  as  it  soon  died.  Un  1840.  iho  Methodists 
formed  a  class  on  Section  30.  Harrison  Township,  and  soon  after  were  the 
owners  of  a  small  church.  Among  (he  members  were  the  families  of  John 
Taylor,  of  Johnson  County.  Thomas  Mitchell,  Jacob  L.  Broraweli.  James 
Epperson.  Henry  Rrenton.  Gideon  Drake  anrl  others.  Land  for  the 
church  was  furntshed  by  Mr.  BrumwcH.  Rev.  ZeloLe  S.  Clifford  wim  tho 
piistor  in  1S40.  Thi^  was  called  the  Shiloli  Church.  The  Trustees  in 
ISlli  were  James  Epperson,  Gideon  Dnikc,  William  Robe,  L«wis  W,  St. 
John  and  Josiah  Drake,  This  nnciety  flourished  for  many  years.  Early 
in  the  forties,  the  Presbyterians  formed  a  small  class  at  Waverly.     They 
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met  to  worship  in  residences  »nd  in  the  saw  tnill  of  Mr.  Free.  Here  it 
wu  that  Ilenrj  Ward  Bwcher  preached  several  consecutive  da^s.  His 
auditors  sat  on  rude  plaak  benchef  around  bim.  and  the  since  famous 
minister  so  stirred  them  up  with  hiti  elotiiience  thnt  his  sermons  are  j?et 
distioctl;  remembered  b;  many.  The  Methodists  had  a  DomiDul  orgiuii- 
tation  at  Waverlj  in  about  1840,  aud  soon  afterward  a  Biaall  cla^s  was 
partially  orgaDised  by  Uev.  lUmmoad.  About  1857,  the  class  had  be- 
eoa«  strong  enough  to  build  a  church,  which  the  members  proceeded  to 
^  getting  a  large  subscription  from  other  denominations  and  from  out< 
fliilerv.  with  the  undersundin^;  th«t  (he  building  should  be  open  to  all 
ChrUtian  denominations  find  to  all  moml  public  lectures.  The  building 
was  erected,  but  after  a  number  of  /tnra  the  MethodiHta  look  sbaolule 
pOMOoaion  and  control  of  the  house,  and  refused  to  allow  other  denomins- 
riotw  OT  lectarers  to  use  it  without  the  Arbitrary  consent  of  their  Trustees. 
How  strange  it  is  that  so  many  Cbrtatian  denomin»tion9.  after  solemnly 
dedicating  a  church  to  the  service  of  God,  cnn  piously  turn  around  with 
a  prayer  on  their  lips  and  fraudulently  obtain  absolute  posdcssion  of  the 
building  which  is  at  leaat  partially  owned  by  others.  Christians  do  not 
a^  thns.  Among  the  early  Methodists  were  John  Gravea,  Barlow  Al- 
dridge.  Aaron  T.  Wiley.  William  J.  Knox.  George  Kinker,  Robert  P. 
Gray.  E.  A.  Allman,  Cyrus  Ktter,  Juinrs  Grigga  and  their  families.  Cv- 
nu  Whtrtxi-l  paid  liberally  toward  the  cuntttructiuii  of  the  Fccplt-'a  Omron. 
M.  W.  Breuton  was  pustor  in  IH^d.  Thii^  church  was  really  a  braaeh 
of  tb«  Shiloh  and  Mount  Olive  organiKations. 
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TBB    BUTLER    CKKliE    HETTLEHENT. 

IT  is  not  certainly  known  who  was  the  Brat  permiinent  settler  in  Ray 
TownRhip.  Neither  is  the  exact  time  af  the  first  settlement  known. 
A  aettlemeni  was  made  in  the  western  pnrt  of  the  township  on  Butler 
Creek  in  IS^l  certainty,  and  probably  in  \H'20.  The  settlement  of  Owen 
Coonty  had  an  earlier  date  than  that  of  Morgan  County,  and  Goaport  was 
ooe  of  the  oldest  points.  EphraJm  GoaH,  St..  had  located  there  as  eurlji\ 
probably,  as  181K,  andothers  had  selected  farms  near  him.  Then  down  the 
river  were  seTeral  other  sRttlementn,  eKpecially  in  the  vicinity  of  Spencer, 
where  several  eeoree  of  families  )ia<l  established  tbemselvcs.  Before  thero 
was  a  white  family  in  Morgan  Cuuiity.  and  even  before  the  purchaue  of 
the  soil  from  the  Indians,  the  c<iuntry  had  been  risited  by  numerous 
hooM  seekers  from  the  older  localities  down  the  river  and  elsewhere. 
Then,  as  soon  as  the  purchase  became  known,  the  territory  was  invaded 
by  prospective  pioneers  and  speculators.  As  early  probsbly  as  l!^2i),  and 
oertainty  aa  earlr  as  1821,  several  lamilica  lutubliahi'd  tltemselvcs,  as 
above  staled,  on  llutler  Creek,  about  a  mile  north  of  the  river  and  near 
the  western  boundary  of  the  coonty.  This,  so  far  aa  can  be  learned,  was 
the  fint  settlement  in   Ray  Township.     There  is  a  tradition  to  the  effect 
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that  8ev«n1  years  before  this  colony  wu  forined,  a  profemional  huater 
and  his  family  bad  lived  a  y«ar  or  more  on  the  banks  of  this  cnek.  One 
thing  in  certain.  Af^er  the  settlement  had  been  formed,  and  even  after 
several  years  had  elapsed  and  other  portioai  of  the  township  had  [>er- 
manenc  families,  lh»  remains  of  an  old  cabin  and  other  evideacea  of  human 
•ooeupancy  were  still  plainly  diftceroiblo  on  tbe  crock.  Som«  have  stated 
that  the  name  of  this  family  wiui  Batlor,  natl  that  the  creek  received  its 
christeninj;  from  that  circumstance ;  but  the  better  opinion  seems  to  he 
that  the  stream  took  its  name  from  a  Mr.  Butler  who  lived  thereon  across 
the  line  in  Owen  County  at  a  very  early  date.  The  families  of  James 
McKiriney.  Solomon  Tucker  and  Thomas  TKompsou  were,  so  far  as  is 
now  known,  the  first  to  locate  permanently  in  what  is  now  Kny  Town- 
ship, The  three  famJliea,  no  doubt,  moved  there  in  1820,  and  the  follow- 
ing year,  when  the  land  was  thrown  into  market,  each  entered  a  tract  of 
land  where  hia  lo^  cabin  had  been  previously  built.  The  old  settler, 
Philip  Hodges,  thinks  theso  families  were  the  fir^t  in  the  township,  but 
which  wa<i  Grat,  or  whether  cither  was  first,  he  does  not  oertaiuly  know. 
He  did  not  more  to  the  towni^hlp  until  1824,  but  he  had  paasea  up  the 
river  on  more  than  one  occasion  on  a  tour  of  inspection  a  year  or  two 
before  the  land  was  thrown  into  market,  and  possibly  before  the  New 
Purchase  had  been  secured  by  treaty  with  the  Indians  in  October,  1818. 
When  ho  first  became  aware  of  the  presence  of  these  families  in  the  towa- 
sbip,  he  no  lon|;cr  recollects. 

The  first  tract  of  land  entered  wafl  the  east  half  of  the  south  west  quarter 
of  Section  22,  on  the  ItJth  of  February,  1H21,  by  Abner  Alexander.  The 
second  was  tbo  west  half  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  Section  27,  on  tht 
29lh  of  May,  1821,  by  Solomon  Tucker.  The  third  was  the  northeast 
quarter  of  Section  23,  on  the  9tb  of  March.  1821,  by  William  Anderson. 
The  fourth  woe  the  west  half  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  Section  22.  on 
the  20th  of  July.  1S21.  bv  Daniel  Qms.  The  fifth  was  the  east  half  of 
the  northwest  quarter  of  Section  27,  on  the  27th  of  July,  1821,  by  James 
McICinncy.  The  sixth  was  the  west  half  of  the  southwest  quarter,  on  tlie 
4tb  of  .August,  1821,  by  Thomas  Thompson.  A  few  other  entries  were 
made  in  1821.  by  Wiley  Williams,  Joseph  Ribblt*,  David  Fain  in  the 
eastern  part,  and  Philip  Elodges  on  Section  14.  Fred  Buckhart  bought 
land  on  Section  H  in  1.S22.  and  Epiiraim  Ooss,  Jr..  on  Sections  2  and  83, 
in  182;).  Solomon  Watson  and  Scott  Young  bought  land  in  the  north- 
western part  in  1823.  Joshua  Crow  bonght  on  Section  27  in  1823. 
Philip  Hodge«  and  Charles  D.  Soaton  bought  on  Section  3  in  1824.  Vor- 
daman  Fletcher  purchased  a  tract  on  Section  13  the  same  year.  Jacob 
Johns  and  Benjamin  Freeland  hought  on  Section  34,  iti  1824,  and  Fred 
Stigerwalt.  Thomas  Sandy  and  William  Asher  an  Section  S.'V  the  same 
year,  William  Thompson,  .Abraham  Lafaver,  John  Thompson,  Leti 
Walter,  Levi  Whiiakor.  Elijah  Bowon.  Richard  Fletcher.  Joseph  Rhodes. 
John  Vickery,  John  Berry,  Amos  Meyers,  Etisha  Boyd,  Henry  Katts 
entered  laud  in  the  townnhip  later  in  the  twenties.  Among  the  entries  in 
the  thirties  were  the  Whilaker^,  JetTerson  Farr,  William  Deal,  Abe  Riley, 
James  Johnson,  William  Voshels,  P.  Howell,  Samuel  Fletcher,  Presley 
Asher,  William  Guy,  Peter  Ester.  Joseph  Yount,  Jacob  Boaman.  Dabney 
Miller,  Joel  Ehotl,  Anderson  Poseley.  John  and  Willinm  Duckworth,  J. 
S.  JobaaoD,  Elijah  Duckworth,  William  Adkins  and  others. 


The  first  ooIotiT  in  the  toTnxhip   then   wna  on  Better   Creek.     The 
Meoiui  wu  in  the  northwest  comer  founded  bj  Ephraim  Goss,  Jr.,  vbo 
•Qfivndatnct  of  land  ihere  in  Januarr.  ^$)X.  and   the   roliowing  sprine 
eui«  oata&d  btiilt  a  log  cabin,  into  which  he  inoT»d  his  familT.     He  had 
tearcelT  become  establubed  before  he  waa  joiQed  bv  Solomon  \t  ataon,  Leri 
Wal(«n,  Vordatnan  tletcher,  Ike  Fletcher,  Abe  Flet^er,  Philip  Uodoea 
and  olben.     Mr.  tIo<lgEa  came  to  reside  in  the  townahip  in   lo24.     He 
came  up  th^HTer  with  a  yokeof  oxf^n.  but  no  wagon,  in  1824.  to  the  land 
he  bad  juAt  entered  on  Section  3.     He  tniEnediatcl;  went  to  work  cutting 
down  trees,  cutting  out  loga  and  hauling  them  with  the  oxen  to  the  spot 
•elected  for  hin  cabin.     All  tbta  waa  done  in  one  daj.     The  next  dar  Mr. 
Hodge«  was  aaaiated  \ty  Levi  Walters.  John  Asher,  John   Hatlow   and 
ochen,  who  helped  him  erect  the  hewed-log  cabin,  his  firat  home  in  Mor- 
•H  County.     The  building  was  one  of  the   tvpieal   sort,  with  puncheon 
loor*  clapboard  roof  and  door,  and  the  iiidiapeus&blfl  firv-ploce.     Alt   this 
woric  was  done  in  one  day.    Soon  after  this,  the  family,  then  consiating  of 
the  mother  and  twochildren,  were  moved  into  this  backwoods  hotne;  here 
the  family  lived  for  many  years.     Mr.  Hi>dges  bought   the  first    tract  of 
land  in  the  Kew  Puroliaae.     It  waa  on  the  6r»t  day  of  the  pablie  sale  of 
land  at  Terre  Uaut«  on  the  4th  of  September,  1820.     Col.  John  Vawter 
waa  the  "crier"  of  the  sale.     Mr.    I  lodges  bid  in  at  the  Govemoienl 
price  of  $1.25  per  acre   in    Township    11   north.    Range  1    east,    now 
in  Washington   Tovtisbip,  about  two  miles  eaat  of  Martinsville,  the  west 
half  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  Section  1,  and  the  east  half  of  the  north- 
east  quarter  of  Section  2,   the  two  lots  aggregatiog  151.45  acree.     Im- 
mediately after  the  hammer  fell,  the  crier  said    to  Mr.  Hodges :  "  Too 
■re  the  first    freeholder  in   the  &*ew    Purchase."      This    fact   was   not 
CfaoBgbt  as  much  of  then  as  It  is  now.

ItfCIDENTa    AND    IMPROVKMENTS. 

The  settlement  and  improremeni  of  the  township  waa  alow  but  sure. 
A  good  industrious  dasa  of  people  came  in  largely  from  the  Southern 
8tate»,  many  of  whom  lefl  there,  as  they  did  not  care  to  rear  their  ftaai- 
lies  where  slavery  waa  regarded  as  a  "divine  institution."  The  free 
Btkiee  settling  upon  thn  north  eide  of  the  Ohio  River  wu  the  point  of 
Utraetion,  and  the  southern  half  of  Indiana  and  Illinois  received  large 
aaeeMions  to  the  pioneers.  Many  species  of  wild  animals  infested  the 
(bnali  of  Ray  Township,  even  for  several  yearn  after  the  first  settleineot. 
Deer,  especially,  were  very  nameroun;  scores  were  often  seen  in  one

venison,  fat  pork,  wild  honey  or  ample  ninip  or  sugar,  wild  turkeys, 
potatoes.  putnpVius  nnd  wild  fruite  constituted  ttie  principal  pioneer  diet. 
OccFuiionully  light  wheat  bread  could  bo  had,  but  this  was  a  delicacy  not 
the  oomnionest.  Ephraim  Goes.  Jr., was  one  of  tlie  most  aucceeaful  hunt- 
ers in  the  townnbip.  Hb  ancle,  Epbraim.  3r..  who  lived  in  Owen 
County,  waa  a  famous  hunter,  and  on  more  than  oneoccaaioii  killed  beitrs. 
The  nephew  had  learned  much  of  the  chns«  from  the  uncle,  and  finally 
became  almost  ad  skillful.  If  he  killed  any  eamv  lareer  than  deer  in 
Ray  Township,  such  fact  ta  not  now  known.  Philip  Hodgen  relates  the 
following  iticident  of  Mr.  Goss  :  One  smaod,  during  a  period  of  several 
weeks,  ine  wolves  had  b«n  very  troubleaome.  At  times  they  would  veni- 
uro  so  close  to  the  cabin  or  the  stable  ss  to  eodanger  the  swine,  fowU, 
calvea  and  aheep,  and  all  these  domestic  animals  had  to  be  carufully 
watched  during  the  day,  and  penned  securely  up  in  high  substantial  in- 
cloFturen  at  night.  This  cauiivd  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  which  Mr.  GofS 
concluded,  if  possible,  to  terminate.  Uesetected  apoint  where  the  ftoUes 
would  be  likely  to  pass,  and  there  built  a  high  log  or  pole  pen  held  Srmly 
in  place  by  stakes.  Frenh  meat  was  placed  therein,  and  tne  trap  was  so 
contrived,  that  when  an  animal  entered  the  doorway  to  get  the  meat  the 
trigger  would  be  struck  and  tho  gate  would  fall,  closing  securelv  the 
meann  of  egress.  When  all  had  been  made  satisfactory,  the  trap  was 
bailed  and  left  to  perform  its  work.  Kre  many  days  had  elap<u>d,  a  large 
wolf  was  found  in  the  trap.  An  opening  waa  made,  through  which  tne 
animal  thrust  its  head  in  an  eSbrt  to  escape,  when  the  gate  wag  pushed 
down  on  its  neck,  pinning  it  faat  against  the  log.  Here  its  mouth  was 
securely  tied  up,  and  a  chain  was  tied  tightly  aroungits  neck,  after  which 
the  gate  was  opened,  and  the  animal  permitted  to  jump  out.  Several 
large  dogs  had  been  standing  about,  anxious,  no  doubt,  for  a  chance  nt 
the  wolf,  but  they  were  puc  off*  until  after  the  fierce  animal  had  been 
led  haroe.  It  was  then  resolved  to  ham-string  tho  wolf,  cut  the  ropes 
around  its  month,  and  let  it  fight  the  dogs.  Tnis  wue  done,  and  the  half 
crippled  animal  was  savagely  attacked  by  the  big  dogs;.  But  the  curs 
Soon  learned  "to  go  slow."  The  double  row  of  long  white  teeth  would 
snap  together  like  a  nteel  trap,  and  cut  the  skin  of  the  dogs  like  a  knife. 
After  the  fight  bud  been  witnessed  for  a  long  time,  the  wolf  wbd  shot. 
Thi.i  was  rather  cruel  sport,  but  the  spectators,  of  whom  Mr.  Hodges  was 
one.  greatly  enjoyed  it. 

PARAQON. 

This  village  started  up  early  in  the  fifties.  J.  D.  Newton,  who  had 
been  aelling  goods  a  few  miles  northeast,  started  a  store  there  about  1852. 
His  brother  Thomas  conducted  the  store,  which  was  continued  about  fif- 
teen years.  Near  the  close  of  the  war,  Scott  <ic  McMillan  opened  a  store. 
Lehman  k  McMillan  succeeded  them.  Newton,  Hodges  k  Co.  began 
about  1870.  Since  then  the  leading  merchants  have  been  Raber  &  Mc- 
Cord,  Samuel  Rosengarden.  Frank  Cunningham,  drugs;  •!.  W,  Prater, 
drugs;  Clarence  H.  .Tones,  drugs,  and  others.  The  pr&eent  merchantaare 
Mr.  Raber.  J.  K.  Stout,  William  Brown  k  Co..  Goss  k  Co.  Andrew 
Fletcher  was  the  first  blacksmith ;  V.  M.  Blankenship,  the  first  carpenter. 
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Tho  roUoving  men  tiftve  owned  saw  mills:  P.  M.  BlaDkenBhip.  G«Drg» 
aad  UeniT  LincolD,  Gouliling  k  Hnrilen,  Levi  Frederick.  T.  k  H.  My- 
en,  J.  W.  Prater,  and  at  prcavnt  PLilip  Blank  ess  iti  p.  Ed  Itobinson 
owned  a  grist  mill  id  tonn  for  two  or  tbree  jeirft,  b«giuning  about  1871, 
at  cbe  end  of  which  time  it  was  moTttd  anaj.  Dr.  Cbnrlea  Holman  wu 
liie  first  physicisji  anil  J.  D.  Nevton  the  first  Postmagter.  The  village 
faasapopiiUtiunof  about  260.     It  bu  important  lumber  intercate. 

MB00L8  AHD  CBURCBBS. 

Where  and  when  the  first  school  wis  taught  io  tho  township  cannot 
fully  be  del«rmine<i.  Tb«  firat  odc,  so  far  as  known,  woe  taught  in  the  aettle- 
mmit  IO  the  northwestern  part  in  the  year  1882,  by  Levi  Johnson.  This 
ooold  cot  have  he«n  the  first  in  the  township.  Id  all  probability,  echool  wae 
laaglit  in  thesoothern  part  ns  early  as  1B28,  and  poMibly  earlier.  In  1840, 
there  were  fonr  established  schools,  all,  of  coune,  being  supported  by  sub- 
acriptioD.  Soon  after  I'linigon  started  into  life,  a  schoolhouse  vaa  built 
there,  and  Joseph  Fletcberiie^roe  the  first  teacher.  This  house  was  erected 
by  Perry  M.  Blankenship.  It  was  use*!  until  about  1866,  when  a  larger 
boose  was  bnilt  on  the  same  lot.  The  present  fine  brick  school  building 
waB  constructed  in  1882,  at  a  cost  of  about  $2,500.  I.  E.  Kerlin  was 
tb«  fint  Principal.  Ho  had  two  assistants.  The  towttship,  as  a  whole. 
has  good  schools. 

The  first  sermon  in  the  township  was  preached  in  1822  by  Rev. 
Thomas  Tboiopeon,  a  minister  or  elder  of  the  Dunkard  Chnrch,  and  one 
of  the  earliest  residents  of  tho  towntihip.  He  preached  at  bis  own  and  at 
bis  neighbors'  cabins  quite  often,  but  so  far  as  can  be  learned  no  organ- 
ifatitn  was  eifected. 

A  Bsprist  Chnrch  was  organized  on  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
township  late  in  the  twnnticA,  among  the  members  being  Levi  Asher, 
Wiltiatn  Manon,  Elijah  Bowen,  John  Durham,  John  Bumam  and  others. 
Perhaps  a  majority  of  the  members  lived  in  Ashland  Township  or  io 
Owen  County.     It  was  called  the  Samaria  Baptist  Church. 

A  IiUtheran  Church  was  organized  in  Kay  Township  in  the  forties, 
Lewis  Tucker,  Henry  Miller,   Ambroee  SeachriBt  aotl  others  belonging. 

A  Christian  Chnrch  wan  orgnniied  west  of  Paragon  in  the  furttea,  and 
for  msny  years  used  a  frame  dwelling  that  bad  been  vacated  for  a  church. 
The  class  built  a  chumh  in  1H59.  Ferry  M.  Blankenship  wasone  of  the 
leading  members.      The  Methodists  have  a  class  at  Paragon  of  a  later 
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ADAMS   TOWNSHIP. 


NATDRAL  HESOVBCES. 


THE  iionbwestern  part  of  the  county  was  not  eetUed  as  early  as 
other  p«rtio[iB,  for  the  reason  that  it  contained  no  navigable  etreiuna, 
or  wsfl  remote  from  White  River,  then  the  great  commercial  highway.  Id 
Ancient  times  civilisation  sought  the  sea.  Almost  all  of  the  aocient  citiee 
of  great  commercial  importance  vere  on  some  body  of  water.  This  was 
doe  to  the  fact  that  water  was  the  chief  hifihway.  But  when  ste&m  was 
hameasod  and  driven  at  an  nmasing  rate  of  speed  to  the  heart  of  the  con* 
tinent,  inland  towns  of  great  power  sprang  up,  and  many  on  the  larger 
water-courws  died,  yielding  their  seeib  of  life  to  the  new. 

The  gcncrnl  settlement  of  Adamit  Townisbip  did  not  take  place  until 
the  thirtic)!.  at  which  time  the  greater  portion  of  the  land  was  purchased 
by  actual  residenti.  The  tardiness  of  settlement  was  not  the  result  of 
the  poverty  of  the  soil,  as  the  grc»ler  portion  U  rich  bottom  land,  well 
Watered  by  Mill  Creek  on  the  west  and  its  tributaries.  There  is  a  low, 
wet  traci  of  country  extending  across  the  township  from  east  to  weal, 
usaally  known  as  the  Lake,  which,  when  fully  drained  and  reclaimed, 
will  be  the  ino»t  valuable  land  in  the  towuehip.  The  northwcstera  part 
is  drained  by  Mud  Creek,  which  finds  its  outlet  in  Mill  Creek. 

For  several  years  before  any  permanent  settlers  lived  in  the  towDshtp, 
the  woodn  were  thoroughly  hunted  over  by  a.mbiuou8  Nimrnds  from  the 
older  localities  along  White  Hirer  and  White  Lick  Creek.  The  game  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  river  had  become  scarce,  but  out  northwest  in  the  forests 
of  Adama,  bears  and  tin  abundance  of  leea  dangerous  wild  animals  could 
be  found.  Benjamin  Cuthbert.  who  lived  in  Brown  Township,  was  a 
professional  hunter,  and  only  a  few  of  the  early  settlers  could  excel  him 
with  the  ride,  tie  killed  hundreda  of  deer  annually  (in  the  thirtiea, 
largely  in  Adams  Township],  and  made  his  living  wholly  from  the  sale  oT 
their  skins,  at  from  75  cents  to  $1.50  each,  and  the  sale  of  their  "sad- 
dies."  Many  an  old  settlor  living  in  the  tiurthern  part  of  the  county 
rem«nbeni  eating  venison  of  his  killing.  It  is  said  that  he  killed  two 
bears  in  Adams  Township  in  the  woods  on  Mud  Creek  at  a  very  early 
day.  Me  shot  the  mother  bear,  and  then  was  obliged  to  use  his  knife  on 
the  cub.  He  was  an  experienced  deer  hunter,  and  knew  enough  to  keep 
away  from  it  wounded  buck  or  doe.  The  wolves  were  very  troubletwme 
in  the  tovin»hip  at  the  time  of  the  first  settlement.  The  Staleys  had 
stock  killed  by  them,  and  no  doubt  others  were  served  in  a  similar  man- 
ner,  as  wolves  are  no  respecters  of  perpons. 


TUB  BARLY  8ETTLKMBNT. 

The  name  of  the  first  settler  is  not  known.  It  is  likely  that  the  Sla- 
leys,  who  came  in  about  the  year  1826  or  1824i,  were  the  first.  Several 
&miUes  of  Treats  came  in  about  1828  or  1929.     Thomas  Shoemaker  was 


ooe  of  the  finit,  if  not  himvelf  tbe  first.  He  came  to  the  township  in 
1826,  and  entered  considerable  land,  and  soon  built  up  a  oomforlable 
borne.  Other  ear\j  reaiienis  of  the  lownabip  were  James  Pruitt,  John 
JobnsaiL,  B.  Pruitt,  Torrel)  Brewer,  William  Brewer,  Goor^  Seaton, 
Bichard  Oflborn,  {iathaniol  Wheeler  (vho  entered  nearW  800  aores),  Jobo 
Littn,  Allen  Wheeler.  Amaziah  McLain.  'f  hotnaa  Barker,  QeorBfl  Elliott, 
ThomaB  Stringer.  Garland  (tentnr.  Thomas  McCartjr,  John  Tomlin&on, 
Daniel  Elliott,  Eli  Pmitt.  Richard  Wile;,  Georse  Eriinger,  Thimas 
Hulse.  Jamee  Broadstreet,  Beojamin  Freeland.  M.  A.  Milter,  Nathan 
Wheeler,  John,  James.

SCHOOLS. 
The  early  schools  were  taught  first  in  private  dwellings.  The  earlj 
teachers  were  residents  who  posaeased  some  little  edueaciou,  enough  to 
furnish  nidimvutarv  instruction  in  rending,  writing  and  arithnietic,  and 
to  furnish  correctiuri  with  hickory  gads.  These  old  instruments  of  pun- 
ishment were  always  present,  and  usually  hung  on  wooden  hooksorer  the 
old  fire-place,  so  that  they  became  so  hardened  by  leasoning  from  the 
heat  that  they  resisted  the  severest  exercise  of  the  teacher  in  an  applica- 
tion on  some  offending  pupil,  and  even  cut  the  wooden  benches  sa  the 
teacher  in  bis  fervor  pursued,  round  and  round,  the  howling  culprit.  The 
big  whip  was  indispensable.  A  "  master  "  who  could  sneceDsfutly  teach  a 
term  of  school  without  using  a  whip,  or  could  get  along  perhaps  without 
any  such  corrective,  was  a  rare  object,  and  when  one  was  found  he  wu 
looked  upon  with  auapicioii,  so  jiruvalvnt  was  the  belief  in  the  efficacy  of 
the  rod.  The  old  settlers  were  firiu  believerii  iu  the  uracle  of  Solomon, 
"spare  the  rod  and  spoil  the  child,'  and  sh  they  did  not  care  to  have 
their  offspring  spoiled,  they  usually  employed  an  Irishman  who  possessed 
both  the  energy  and  temper  to  apply  the  rod  to  the  unlimited  eatisfaction 
of  parents  anxious  that  their  children  "should  be  trained  up  in  the  way 
they  should  go."  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  earliest  professional  teacli- 
ers  throughout  the  West  were  Irishmen,  They  were  about  the  only 
class  that  appeared  to  find  satisfactory  emoluments  in  continuous  leaching. 
Coming  themselves  from  an  humble  stock,  and  trained  in  the  rough  school 
«f  poverty,  they  seemed  to  enjoy  the  rude  fare  always  obtained  by 
*'bosrdiug  around,"  and  seemed  contented  with  the  meager  amounts 
doled  stingily  out  by  parents  of  the  backwoods.  It  ia  stated  that  the  first 
school  held  in  the  townnhip  wa.1  near  Eminence,  in  about  the  year  1835. 
A  rude  log  cabin  that  had  been  occupied  u  short  time  by  some  early  fam* 
ily  and  had  then  been  vacated,  was  fitted  up,  and  a  school  wil«  uught  by 
some  stranger,  probably  an  Irishman,  who  came  along.  A  school  was 
taught  soon  afterward  in  the  northern  part  of  the  township,  the  Wheelers 
bfting  the  principal  patrons.  It  is  said  that  one  of  them  was  the  te&cher. 
This  school  was  t&ught  about  the  year  1836.  Another  was  taught  east 
of  it  within  a  year  or  two  afterward.  In  1840,  there  were  four  catab- 
lished  schoub,  two  in  the  northern  part,  one  near  the  center,  and  one  near 
Eminence,  or  near  what  afterward  became  Eminence.  The  real  develop- 
ment of  the  school  sy.<item  of  the  township  began  with  the  passage  of  the 
common  school  law  of  1852.  Frame  houses  were  built,  and  public  funds 
provided  better  wages  for  te&chers,  and  thus  secured  better  instructors. 
Now  thoro  uro  eight  or  nine  schools  in  the  township,  and  tbo  value  of  the 
school  property  ia  about  $5,500. 

OHDRCHfM. 
It  is  likely  that  the  Baptists  at  Kminence  had  the  first    permanent 
religious  organization  in  the  townphip.     The  class  was  established  about 
the  year  183"  or  1838,  at  the  house  of  Thomas  Shoemaker,  or  as  others 


•tM«,  at  lliftt  of  Joseph  Donaldson.  Thate  men  and  their  families  were 
promiDeat  m«mb«r9>  ind  kt  the  organization  of  the  c\&»s  wer«  about  the 
only  onea.  JoMph  Applegace  was  au  earl^  member.  Mr.  Shoemaker 
donated  a  snull  tract  of  grouiii]  for  a  church  ami  c«metery  In  1811. 
This  church  became  wJdel/  known,  anil  was  called  Mount  Eden.  It  had 
a  large  membership  during  the  fortiea,  and  did  great  good  throughout  all 
that  portion  of  the  county.  It  is  yet  in  a  prottperous  condition  at  Emi- 
nence- The  Methodists  nrganizeff  a  clasa  west  of  Mill  Crook  about  1840, 
which  met  for  worship  at  the  huuse  of  William  Brick.  This  is  not  now 
in  Morgan  County,  but  it  was  then,  Among  th«  members  were  the  fam- 
iliea  of  John  Clark,  E<ogaQ  Gray,  A.  J.  Bowman,  Joaiah  Graves.  Tbomaa 
Champion,  J.  P.  Gk>odwia.  Xorman  Nann  and  others.  R^v.  Isaac  Craw- 
ford was  tho  pastor  of  the  class  early  in  the  forties.  The  olas^  often  met 
at  the  residence  of  John  Clark.  .Another  enrly  clasa  was  the  Lake  Valley 
Methodist  Chnrch.  It  was  orgaiiiitil  in  the  fortira,  among  the  early 
memtieni  beins  the  bmilies  uf  William  Wilhite,  Hi'iekiab  Johnson,  Cole- 
laaQ  Brown,  James  Pruitt,  Jamen  McCleilan.  In  18<j2,  the  pastor  was 
ReT.  H.  S-  Talbot.  This  ciaan  is  yet  in  existence.  The  Oak  Grove 
Christian  Church,  in  the  northern  part,  was  organized  in  thu  forties, 
some  of  the  earlv  fuemb«rg  being  A.  M.  Detaren,  Richard  Treat,  Bright 
Pruitt,  John  Bnvd  aad  others.  This  claas  is  in  a  ilourishing  condition  at 
prMeDt.     Other  religious  organiKatioii!)  have  existed  in  thetownnhip. 

BUtHSNOS. 

Thiaie  a  thriving  irillage  of  about  350  people.  It  was  laid  out  id 
July.  1855,  on  Section  33.  Township  Hi  north.  Range  2  west,  by  Will- 
iam Wigal,  proprietor.  Twenty  lota  were  laid  out  at  that  time,  to  which 
DO  farther  addition  was  made  until  180o,  wh«n  Jacob  Surber  increased 
the  town  proper  by  a  number  of  lots.  The  early  owners  of  lote  were  Abe 
Iladden,  J.  S.  Holmes.  Daniel  N.  tlolmea,  Elison  Sliger,  E.  W.  Spencer, 
G.  L.  Wigal.  T.  A.  Adkins,  H.  R.  Flook,  Miller  Howell,  Solomon  Wat-' 
eon.  In  1862.  George  Kirkham,  J.  M.  Reed,  Louisa  Twiss,  McDonald 
Woltere,    bought   lots.     Lator  came  C.   C.   Ruchnnan,   Frank   Mathis,  J. 

E.  Patrick,  fiom  Ward.  Matt  Watson.  A.  C.  Modell.  J.  F.  Myrick.  John 

F.  Ray,  J.  C.  Khea,  B.  F.  Card,  J.  W.  Alciander.  C.  E.  NichoU.  Pro- 
eilla  Bowman.  Card  i  Brewer.  Andrew  Gom,  W.  I!.  Greenway,  J.  H. 
Halae,  John  Hulae,  J.  G.  Hamilton,  John  Hancock  and  many  others 
aft«r  1867. 

It  w  oaid  that  Joseph  W.  Ray  wns  the  first  mercbAtit  in  Eminence. 
Othen  have  been  McDonald  Wattcrh,  Howard  llulac.  Eli  Wataon,  Emery 
Nichols.  Halae  k  Wataon,  Doasett  &  Iluhie,  Enoch  Patrick,  John  Dur- 
mington,  lllram  Staley,  John  SummerB,  Jacob  Arnold  and  many  others. 
About  aiz  years  ago,  the  town  was  almost  wholly  destroyed  by  fire.  Tb* 
Pierce  Brothers  bailt  a  woolen  factory  there,  seveial  ycara  after  the  town 
was  started.  The  enterprise  started  out  well  at  carding,  spinning  and 
wesTing,  and  numerous  hands  were  reiguired  to  conduct  the  divers  piec«e 
of  machinery.  Af^er  continuing  a  few  yearn,  theenterprise  was  Btian<!nned. 
The  principal  feature  of  (he  town  in  early  years,  and  indeed  loug  before  a 
town  was  tnought  of,  was  the  grist  mill  owned  and  conducted  by  William 
Wigal.     The  building  of  the  mill  soon  concentrated  other  interests  there, 
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wfaicti  Uemaaded  the  laying  out  of  a  towu.  The  j;roirth,  bowever,  uraa 
rery  slow,  and  did  not  progrees  rapidly  until  after  the  war,  even  i(  ii  did 
then.  The  town  his  had  numeroas  saw  tnilU,  wa^nmalcere.  cabinet- 
tnakerfi  and  artisans,  and  mechanioa  of  alt  ocber  cmfla  aluioet.  There  is 
not  a  livelier  (own  of  its  fiiie  in  the  county.  Tliie  is  accounted  for  by 
reason  of  the  location  of  the  village  in  the  eenter  of  a  rich  tract  of  ooantrj, 
aod  its  distance  from  railroad  towns  nnd  the  enterprise  of  the  citizens. 
The  present  industries  maybe  suismed  up  as  follows:  Genera)  stores, 
Daniel  N.  HoInieB,  C.  E.  Nichols  k  Bro.,  Ray  k  Wstson,  Nicholas  k 
Rbctt,  Parker  k  Son,  Rhea  k  Ryoti ;  drugs,  J.  K.  Burgee,  Joel  PHrkor 
and  Dr.  PottoiT;  uiLdercakers,  Slugv  k  Rhea:  millinery,  H.  Nicholss, 
Miller  Sisters;  hotel,  Gideon  Brosier,  Mrs.  Gum ;  oaw  mill,  M.

LAUD  S   BOTTOM. 

ONE  of  the  e&rliest  settlements  in  Morgan  County  was  in  the  smalli 
fertile  and  famous  valley  in  the  Houthern  part  of  Jefferson  Town- 
ship, known  by  the  above  name.  Here  it  was  that,  according  to  some, 
the  Srtt  permanent  settletnent  in  the  county  was  made.  It  should  be 
known  that  the  counties  down  the  river  (Owen,  Monroe,  Greene,  etc.) 
were  settled  from  six  to  ten  yes.r8  before  the  county  of  Morgan.  Before 
the  latter  had  any  permanent  white  settlers,  its  territory  bad  been  &e- 
(juently  invaded  by  prospectors  who  knew  that  ere  many  years,  the  GoT- 
emment  would  secure  the  soil  and  open  it  to  settletnent,  and  by  Adventur- 
ous hunters  and  trappers  who  penetrated  it,H  natural  fastnesses  in  quest  of 
fkms  and  a  livelihood.  The  country  along  the  river,  especially,  wu 
us  often  inspected,  but  of  course  no  permanent  settlement  could  be 
made,  or  at  least  was  made,  until  a^er  the  Indian  treaty  of  St. 
Mary's,  Ohio,  at  which  time  the  fine  tract  of  country  called  the  New  Pur- 
ohaae,  of  which  the  county  of  Morgan  formed  a  part,  was  oeeded  to  the 
United  Slates.  Settlers  in  the  lower  and  older  counties  had  waited 
patiently  for  this  event,  and  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  was  no  sooner 
annouocod  than  the  adventurous  home  seekers  penetrated  the  New  Pur- 
chase far  permanent  aettlement.  The  survey  of  the  land  was  ordered, 
undertaken  and  completed  during  the  years  1819  and  1820,  and  on  the 
4th  of  September  the  first  sale  look  place  at  Terre  Haute. 

Early  in  the  spring  of  1 819,  the  exact  date  not  being  known,  but 
probably  in  the  month  of  March  or  April,  three  men  in  one  of  the  lower 
counties  (Jeremiah  Lamb,  Joseph  Mnnden  and  Humphrey  Harris),  loaded 
with  provisions  and  implements,  and  armed  with  rifiea  and  knives, 
journeyed  up  White  River  until  the  valley  above  mentioned  was  reached, 
when,  after  eiamining  the  country  there  thoroughly,  they  concluded  to 


Dftke  a  permanent  location,  and  began  immediatdlj  toerectarudo  log 
cabiD  ID  which  to  live  while  they  were  clearing  a  few  acrea  for  a  crop, 
tod  until  better  houses  could  be  reared  for  the  fatailies  that  were  to  be 
brongbc  out  in  the  fall.  The  u^Da[H>niry  c»bin  was  hastily  baitt,  and  the 
dtrw  men  went  roeolutelj  to  work  to  clear  a  few  acres  for  a  crop  of  corn 
and  vegetablea.  Theif  concluded  to  farm  tJic  fimt  year  in  common,  and 
af^er  cleariof;  about  five  acres,  they  planted  the  same  with  corn  and  gar- 
den '*truck,"  and  two  of  them  went  back  whence  ihey  came  and  the 
third  roroainc<i  to  care  for  the  crop.  The  others  returned  and  asmieted. 
The  three  men  "bached"  during  the  Butniner,  often  joining  their  families 
for  pTOvisiotie  and  to  cart*  tor  property  there.  One  or  more  of  them  was 
always  present  at  the  new  home.  During  the  summer,  three  substantial 
log  cabins  were  built  for  the  three  familiea,  and  three  small  tract«  vera 
cleared  and  larger  tracts  deadened.  In  the  fall,  the  families  were  brought 
out  and  domiciled  in  the  cabins.  For  two  or  three  year«,  thi^  nettlement 
became  well  known,  and  was  uiiivf-Tsalty  known  as  ''Lnmb'B  Bottom." 
called  thus  for  Mr.  Lamb,  the  most  prominent  of  tbe  three  settlers.  The 
cabins  nf  these  men  became  great  resorts  for  all  the  hunter;!,  who  came  up 
the  river  during  the  yeani  1819  and  1820,  and  for  numerous  home  seek- 
ers. Game  was  very  abundant  then,  and  the  oabina  were  always  aup- 
plied  with  wild  turkeys,  venieon  steak  and  quite  probably  sometimes  with 
bear  steak. 

In  January,  1820  (or  perhaps  the  following  January,  1821),  tfae  fam- 
ily of  Mr.  Munden  had  been  ao  closely  housed  for  some  time  by  excessive 
cold  weather  that  the  supply  of  meat  ran  short,  and  one  morning  wh>>a 
lb*  cold  ecomed  somewhat  naodiGed  and  the  approaching  day  seemed  aus- 
picious, Mr.  Munden  took  his  rifle  aud  went  out  in  quest  of  game.  After 
three  or  four  houni  had  elapsed,  it  suddenly  clouded  up,  and  the  snow  be> 
gut  to  fall  heavily,  and  in  a  comparatively  iibort  time  lay  upon  the  ground 
iveira  or  fifteen  inchea  deep.  The  snow  tbeti  ceased  to  fall,  the  wind 
veered  round  lo  tbe  northwest  and  it  became  intensely  cold.  To  increaaa 
tbe  horror  of  being  out,  the  tight  enow  wae  raised  in  clouds  by  the  wind, 
and  acarc«ly  a  foot  could  be  seen  in  advance.  The  day  wore  away,  bat 
Mr.  Monden  did  not  return.  Uia  family  became  uneasy,  but  hoped  for 
hit  appearance  before  night.  Inky  darkncsti  settled  over  the  earth,  the 
gUtrm  continued  with  unabated  fiiry,  and  still  the  hunter  did  not  return. 
The  night  slowly  passed,  and  at  darbreak.  as  Mr.  Munden  did  not 
appe«r,  his  family,  with  direful  forebodingi,  hurried  to  the  cabins  of  the 
Deigbbora  and  told  thorn  of  the  ominous  condition  of  affairs.  It  was  in- 
itantly  resolved  to  go  in  search  of  the  miseing  man.  The  cold  wa«  yet 
bitter,  bat  the  wind  had  died,  and  the  snow  lay  in  huge  drifts.  Five  or 
•ix  nen,  inclading  several  who  had  lately  come  to  the  neighborhood,  ac- 
cordingly started  out  In  groups  of  two.  After  many  hours  of  tiresome 
walking,  two  of  tbe  men  eamo  upon  human  tracks  nearly  filled  with  snow. 
Thcae  were  five  or  six  miles  from  homo,  and  were  followed  as  rapidly  u 
powible.  They  led  in  a  rambling  way  toward  the  eettlemeat,  and  finally 
Strock  the  old  Indian  trace.  Iiere  it  was  found  that  the  man  had  lain 
down  in  the  snow  to  rest.  The  half  concealed  tracks  were  followed,  and 
soon  another  resting  place  wa«  found.  This  was  repeated  six  or  seven 
times,  the  reating  placea  coming  nearer  and  Dearer  together,  until  at  last 
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the  dc»d  bod;  of  Mr.  HuodeD  wu  fouod.  froton  ttiff,  and  half  coTored 
witK  BQOW.  He  waa  in  a  half-sitting  poHture  wicti  bi»  gun  in  bia  hands, 
and  wlieo  overtaken  by  death  was  do  doubt  attempting  to  ruse  bicuself 
to  his  feet  with  the  assistance  of  his  rifle,  in  another  effort  for  his  life. 
Intense  was  the  sorrow  of  his  famil;  when  the  newa  became  kouwn.  The 
corpse  was  taken  home  and  bari«d.  The  family  remained  in  the  settle- 
ment a  year  or  more  and  then  left,  end  their  subsequent  moveinents  are 
unknown.  How  long  Mr.  Lamb  and  Mr.  HarriH  remaineil  in  the  settle- 
ment cannot  be  learned,  but  it  waa  not  to  exceed  about  three  years.  What 
became  of  them  conld  not  be  learned.  Their  farms,  which  they  did  not 
«wfiT  were  purchaeed  by  others,  and  the  names  of  all  except  that  of  Mr. 
Lamb  are  well-nigli  forgotten.

RELIOIOCS  OBOA.NIZATI0NB. 
The  first  church  organixe^l  in  the  township  was  the  Mt.  Oilead  Bap- 
tist society,  founded  soon  after  1840.  Th«  leading  mcmbera  in  early 
years  were  Luke  C.  Kennedy,  Uarirey  Sbeppard,  A.  J.  Duncan,  Alex- 
ander Knox,  W,  C  Tomuend  and  otitors.  AfUr  a  few  years  a  church 
wu  boilt.  The  clans  is  yet  in  existence.  Late  in  the  forties,  the  Ckrie-' 
liao  Cburcb  in  Lamb's  Bottom  was  organized,  the  lendiriji;  incmbera  be- 
ing Thomas  Wilson.  James  Farr.  Alexander  Wilson,  nuz<>iciiih  Guy  sad 
Ephnum  Hodges.  The  Mt.  Olivo  Mothodist  class  was  orgnnixed  later, 
as  was  also  the  PresbyteriaD.  The  meeting  house  at  Crone's  has  been 
well  attondfld  at  times.  The  townahij)  is  well  supplied  with  facilities  for 
worship. 

TBB  SCHOOLS. 
The  first  schools  were  taught  in  Lamb's  Buttom.  Several  bad  been 
started  there  before  any  other  ponion  of  the  township  was  thus  represent- 
ed. A  log  cabin  about  a  mile  snd  a  half  southwest  of  Hyndsdalc  was 
InDsfbrtQcd  into  a  temple  of  learning  about  the  year  1834,  and  a  settnion 
WM  taught  therein  by  some  man  whoso  name  is  do  longer  remembered. 
Another  schuol  was  started  southwest  of  that  point,  near  the  township 
line,  about  the  same  time.  It  has  been  stated  that  school  was  tanebt  in 
the  twenties  in  the  vicinity  of  Ilyndadale,  bat  if  so  the  bets  could  not 
be  aseertained.  During  the  forties,  several  schools  wer»  cstablisbsd  in 
the  centnt  and  nortJiern  parts  of  tbe  township.  In  almofli  every  case, 
log  cabins,  with  huge  fire-places,  stick  and  clay  chimneys,  rude  clapboard 
seats  and  desks,  were  the  first  sohoolhouaes.  The  hooks  were  extremelv 
limited,  and  early  teaahers  were  obliged  to  resort  to  slates  and  blackbo&rde 
of  tbe  rudest  description  in  order  that  the  scholars  might  have  the  re- 
quired advantagea.  Sometimes  one  book  served  a.  whole  class,  being 
passed  along  as  it  was  needed.  lu  1830,  there  were  six  esbabtishea 
adioola.     Now  there  are  eight. 

HTiri>£DALB. 
This  little  village  was  founded  soon  after  the  railroad  was  put  tn  mn- 
ting  order.     Il  has  usually  bad  a   store  of  general   merchandise,  a  post 
'See  and  a  blaeksmitb  shop.     Considerable  timber  is  shipped  during  the 
ion.     The  Stouts  have  boon  in  biisiness  there.     The  village  is  conven- 
it  for  the  neighborhood. 
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POltMATIOH    AND   BOrNDAltY. 

1HIS  towniibin,  u  it  nov  is,  was  formed  oat  of  Raj  Township 
after  the  close  of  the  rebellion.  Some  portions  are  hilly, 
■with'a  preilominftting  clay  soil,  especially  on  the  riilge;  but,  on  the  whole, 
thotownship  ie  wellauitea  foragricutlurc.  Enonnoue  crops  of  all  ihecereala 
sr«  grovn  annually  on  th.e  lower  lands,  which  are  as  rich  and  fertile  as 
an;  in  the  Mi»siK3ippi  Valley.  The  tawnnhip  is  made  up  of  Seationa  7, 
8,  IT,  18,  19,  20,  29  and  SO  in  Township  12  north.  Range  1  west,  and 
all  of  Township  12  north.  Ranj^  2  west,  except  Sections  19,  20.  21.  28, 
29,  30,  31.  82,  83,  34,  35.  36,  the  last  three  being  in  Ray  Township  and 
the  others  in  Owen  Connty. 

TEE  BARLT  SETTLRMEKT. 

No  doubt  Joseph  Rhodes  was  the  first  settler  of  the  township.  He 
located  on  th'O  creel;  which  bears  his  name  in  1822.  and  built  a  rude  log 
cabin.  lie  had  no  personal  property  worth  mentioning,  but  went  reso- 
lutely to  work  to  prepare  a  more  comfortable  home.  George  Nicholas 
appeared  soon  afterward,  locating  on  the  same  section  (16).  John  Man- 
non  nlao  bought  land  in  1822  on  Section  IT.  Benjnniin  Dankinoame  in 
1825  and  located  on  Section  1".  Aaron  Bltiuk  eslablUhcd  himself  on 
Section  17  in  1824,  and  William  Evans  on  Section  18  in  1826.  Sol- 
omon Watflon  came  to  .Section  IH  in  182i).  and  R.  R.  Manning  in  1832. 
K.  S.  Whitoker  located  on  Section  22  in  1825,  John  Matlock  in  1826, 
William  Aalier  in  1824,  Levi  Whitaker  in  1829,  William  Cotter  in  1833. 
William  Brown  1834,  and  Elisha  Brown  in  1834.  Jacob  Bullen  bought 
land  on  Seotiun  23  in  1828,  David  Seachrist  in  1880,  Daniel  Seachrietiu

FIOKEKR    INOIDENTS. 

The  Grat  thing  to  be  done  was  to  erect  a  log  cabin  in  which  to  live, 
•ndoBoally  these  hula  were  of  the  rudest  desoriptton.  They  were  often 
bailt  of  amoll  logs  or  poles,  and  often  tba  head  of  a  tall  man  would  swe«p 
the  nodding  above.  Short  men  and  women  were  fortunate.  Their  heads 
escsptd  the  bumpe  not  located  by  phrenologists;  and  then  again,  which 
wan  perhaps  a  more  important  coniiideration  in  view  of  the  alarming 
scarcity  of  victuals,  short  people  did  not  have  so  much  bony  surface  over 
which  to  spread  their  fleshinesi*.  Tsll  men  and  women  in  the  woods  wer« 
always  so  thin  that  dogs  would  follow  them,  thinking  no  doubt  that  they 
were  bones.  After  the  house  was  up.  the  men  (and  women,  too)  worked 
day  and  night  to  prepare  a  "truck  patch."  Potatoes,  garden  "  sass," 
corn  and  a  few  acres  of  wheat  were  the  first  consideration))  of  an  agricult- 
ural character.  The  men  would  cat  down  the  trees,  cut  snd  roll  the 
lugs,  and  the  women  would  bum  the  brush.  Ten  o'clock  at  night  often 
found  them  thus  engaged.    Deer  were  everywhere,  and  venison  was  in 
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almost  ereryhooBe.  Some  n«re  not  followers  of  Ntmrod  and  did  not' 
try  to  hunt,  hot  they  could  easil;  get  venieon  of  [ho«e  who  did.  Rattle- 
8iiakt.*B  wcrv  ua  tliick  u  pioneer  cliildrcn.  A  large  ilea  i>f  thorn  vas  dia- 
covered  in  «,u  opetung  on  Stone  Ridue  in  1824.  The  repulnive  reptiles 
were  forced  out  and  killed  by  hundreds  during  the  period  of  severKl  years. 
On  Section  16  was  an  Indian  burying  ground.  It  consisted  of  a  njound 
of  eartb,  and  when  opened  in  IUST,  by  John  Brown  and  Isaac  Skolton 
(twoofthe  brarest  men  that  could  bo  found),  six  Indian  skeletons  were 
diitclosod,  uaoh  ropusing  in  a  stone  coffin,  made  by  placing  list  atones  up 
endwise,  and  then  uthera  over  the  top.  The  akeletMna  were  left  undis- 
larbed,  aod  the  mound  was  rebuilt.  The  old  settlera  did  not  care  to 
be  haunted  like  Macbeth  by  the  spirit  of  .some  ferocious  and  re?ongoful 
old  warrior. 

The  &ni  mill  in  the  township  was  a  small  corn-cracker,  erected  on  the 
weet  bank  of  Rhodes'  Creek,  by  Benjamin  Gray,  in  1836.  It  wxs 
operated  by  water-power,  and  owing  to  the  lack  of  that  propelling  cle- 
ment, could  run  only  about  three  months  of  the  year,  during  the  spring 
montlift.  When  a  heavy  shower  came  up  during  aoy  other  month,  (be 
owner  would  drop  all  other  business,  and  operate  the  mill  to  its  fullest 
capacity  aa  long  as  there  was  sufficient  water  to  conduct  it.  It  did  not 
run  many  years.  .4fler  a  few  years,  horse  mills  were  adopted  in  other 
portions  of  the  township,  by  Solomon  Knoy,  George  Pottorff  (who  had 
served  in  the  war  of  1F(12),  Jacob  Biillen  and  others.  Many  steam  saw 
mills  have  been  couducti'dfroin  time  to  time  in  later  years  in  different  por- 
tions of  the  township. 

SCHOOLS    AND   BCHOOLHOCSKS. 

If  any  term  of  school  was  taught  in  the  township  prior  to  18S0,  such 
fact  is  not  now  known.  In  that  year  the  6rst  school  edifice  of  the  town- 
ship was  built  by  Solomon  Wateon,  John  Reeves,  Daniel  Stevens,  Will- 
iam Mannon,  Sr.,  and  John  Brown,  nn  the  line  between  Sections  16  and 
17.  Hickory  and  nsh  poki»  were  used  in  the  constructiou.  The  rouf  waa 
of  rought  hewed  planks,  hold  in  their  place  by  heavy  poles  fastened  on 
with  wooden  pins.  The  hrc-place  could  take  in  a  huge  log  six  or  eight 
feet  in  length,  and  was  built  of  limestone,  and  sent  its  roaring  flames  and 
smoke  up  a  tall  stick-and-raud  chimney.  Slab  seats  were  fashionable,  but 
not  soft.  The  first  pedagogue  was  Stephen  F.  Hancock.  Ha  handled 
his  hickory  gad  like  a  sword-pUyor.  But  hiit  system  was  to  educate  as 
well  as  to  stimulate.  Tlie  latter  exceeded  the  former,  not  becauHe  there 
was  an  abundance  of  gads,  but  beoauae  there  was  not  an  abundance  of 
books  or  even  of  scholars.  The  school,  despite  these  drawbacks,  was  r^ 
gardcd  OS  a  surprising  success.  In  the  following  three  or  four  years, 
other  schools  of  a  similar  character  were  established  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  townahip,  in  the  eastern  part,  in  the  northeastern  part  and  in  the 
northwestern  part.  District*  were  divided  and  subdivided  as  lime  passed 
and  as  the  center  of  settlement  in  neighborhoods  shifted.  The  first 
houses  were  togs,  but  after  the  school  law  of  1852,  which  provided  a  fund 
by  tax  upon  property,  frame  houses  took   their  place.     Several  brick 
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Immbos  hsTfl  bean  boilt  of  Ut«  years.     Nov  there  Breseveo  or  eight  astab- 
lialMd  schoob.     Ashland  is  above  the  arerage  ia  mailers  of  vducatioa. 


BAALT   CHURCH   0R0ANIZAT10N8. 

The  Samaria  Baptist  Church  was  organised  in  1830.  the  first  mcai< 
hers  baiDg  Street  Cox,  John  Browa  and  their  fainilies  only.  The  first 
meetiegs  were  held  in  the  hoosei  of  ibcu  ol>i  settlers,  bat  later  in  Achool- 
bonsea,  and  stilt  later  in  iheir  church.  The  Trustees  in  183A  were  Levi 
Whiuker,  William  Mannoo.  Grafton  B.  Whittker  and  Elijah  Banra. 
Aboot  this  time,  Darid  Gibbon  donated  about  an  acre  of  land  for  a 
diureh,  which  was  eoon  erected.  The  old  Libertr  Church  wfts  built  in 
1888,  on  Section  10.  hy  David  Gray.  Sr.,  S.  W.  Young,  Ephraim  Goaa, 
Daniel  Y.  Smith.  John  Brown  and  others.  The  carpenters  were 
Fred  Caveneiw  and  Henry  York.  This  wu  ihe  first  frame  build- 
ing in  the  township.  So  rapid  did  this  congregation  grow  that 
In  1847  the  membership  numbered  over  20(1.  It  was  the  leading 
church  of  all  that  vicinity  for  years,  and  is  yet  in  existence, 
thoogh  greatly  changed.  Many  of  the  leading  Christian  families  of  the 
township  have  worshiped  in  this  building.  Temporary  church  organisa* 
tions  were  establLihe^l  in  xevrral  portions  of  the  township  during  the 
thirtiM,  forties  and  fifties,  and  indeed  up  t^i  the  present.  Sohoolhouses 
were  the  churches.  Much  good  was  accomplished  by  theae  small  claasea, 
which  eavo  localities  without  other  churches  a  place  to  attend  and  wor- 
ship. The  Balem  Lutheran  Church  iias  orgunixed  in  the  thirties,  among 
the  leading  families  being  those  of  David  Seachrist,  Adam  Lingle,  Amos 
Myer*,  Jacob  Seochnst.  Felix  Seachrisl.  Enoch  Myers,  George  Lech- 
enbill  and  John  Wingler.  This  church  was  large  and  prosperons  for 
muiy  years.  At  present  there  are  five  church  organimtious  in  the  town- 
ship, which  can  he  said  to  the  credit  of  the  citizens. 


ALASKA. 

This  is  a  small  villaso  near  the  Owen  County  lino,  started  op  many 
you*  ago.  It  was  first  Icnown  as  SheasvUle,  and  haji  usually  contained 
about  a  doien  families.  A  store  and  poet  office  have  been  there  the  most 
of  the  tiow,  also  a  blacksmith  shop,  wagon  shop,  coopor  ithop  and  milliner 
shop.  Sereral  prominent  physicians  reeide  there.  A  church  and  a  res- 
ident pastor  adds  dignity  ana  piety  to  the  unpretentious  little  Tillage. 
The  name  Lewisville  was  applied  s  number  ofrears  ago  to  a  small  collec- 
tion of  hootiea  half  a  mile  eaul  of  Alaska.  The  latter  town  is  not  as 
[rigid  as  its  name  would  seem  to  imply. 


THIS  fine  tract  of  country  van  not  settlei)  as  soon  aa  tbo8«  portions 
along  the  ri»«r.  The  real  influx  of  pioneers  occiirre<i  in  the  thir. 
ties,  but  about  six  ur  seven  f&milie^  appeared  for  permaiieiii  reai<leiice  late 
in  the  twenties.  The  first  faToilies  wer«  those  of  Solomon  Duaegan, 
Allen  K.  Seston,  Charles  D.  Scuton,  I'hilip  A.  FuxvTorthjr,  Daniel  Smith, 
John  Williams  and  others.  Solomon  Duneg&n  was  perhaps  the  first  per- 
manent settler  in  the  township.  He  was  a  Haptiat  minister,  and  came 
from  South  Carolina  in  1826,  and  purchased  a  tract  oflanii  since  known 
an  the  Thomu)  Wilhitc  farm.  He  becnun;  a  very  influential  man  id  the 
township,  wan  strictly  moral  and  did  a  great  <Ieal  Tor  the  early  i;hurcheti  in 
hia  vicinity.  Philip  Foxworthy  came  to  the  towoahip  in  1K27  or  1B28, 
and  entered  eighty  acrea  of  land  upon  which  he  erected  a  hewed-loj;  cabin. 
This  was  on  the  Jefi*  Wooden  farm.  He  had  a  rough  time  clearing  his 
Brat  land,  worked  day  and  night,  and  wn«  assisted  by  his  wife,  who 
burned  brush.  Uia  uoureat  noighbora  were  Solomon  Dunegan,  the  Ship- 
leysi  and  Joseph  Moeer.  In  1^29,  he  had  a  few  hogs  of  which  he  thought 
a  great  deal,  They  had  cost  him  hard  labor,  and  he  was  careful  to  have 
them  properly  marked  with  "an  tinder  half  crop  in  the  right  ear  and 
a  awallow  Fork  in  the  left."  They  ran  wild  in  the  woods,  requiring  no 
feeding  other  than  the  rich  and  abundant  maet  of  nuts,  iwigs.  herbs,  etc., 
which  covered  the  forest  ground  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  especially 
during  the  fall.  So  abundant  was  thift  mast  that  ho^  feeding  eXL'luHively 
on  it  often  attained  a  weight  of  200  pounds.  But  they  generally  were 
poorer,  and  when  designed  for  the  market  or  for  home  consumption  were 
usually  fed  corn  iu  addition  to  the  maat.  £very  few  weeks  they  were 
carefully  looked  op,  especially  if  tliey  had  been  missing  for  a  few  days. 
The  owners  asualty  fed  them  a  little  corn  in  the  morning  for  the  purpose 
of  keeping  them  at  home  or  in  the  neighborhood  of  home.  Sometimes 
the  owner  did  not  care  to  take  the  trouble  either  to  feed  them  or  watch 
them.  They  then  wandered  off  into  the  depths  of  the  unsettled  woods  in 
quest  of  food,  and  quite  often  wore  lost.  Some  of  them  became  utterly 
wild,  especially  young  animals,  littered  out  in  the  woods,  far  from  any 
hoase.  TKey  would  run  like  wolves  through  the  brush  at  the  sound  of  a 
human  voice  or  the  sight  ofa  human  being,  and  it  was  often  necessary  to 
shoot  them  like  any  other  wild  animal  in  order  to  get  them.  When  they 
were  looked  up  to  be  marked  or  killed  late  in  the  fall,  they  were  often  so 
savage  that  they  were  managed  with  great  difficulty  and  danger.  They 
were  usually  enticed  iiitti  some  pen,  which  was  then  hastily  closed,  but 
the  process  of  enticing  Chem  was  often  unaccompanied  with  favorable  re- 
sulta  only  after  the  lapse  of  weeks  of  gradual  advances.  The  males  were 
extremely  savage,  with  tushes  sometimes  nix  inches  in  length,  and  when 
pushed  too  closely  would  turn  with  tigerish  ferocity  upon  man  or  dog. 
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ntn  there  would  b«  r  scattering.  All  of  the  promm«nt  tulj  aettlen 
«be  owned  bogs  had  tL*>ir  iDdividuftl  »r-marl[i.  Solomon  Duncan's 
mkxk  was  "*  evftllow  fork  iu  the  l«ft  ear,  and  a  slit  in  the  right."  Hie 
Bomber  was  133,  ihowing  that  132  bad  established  before  him.  Mr. 
Pozworthy,  id  1929,  had  a  fine  drove  of  tut  tcrcfa.  One  night  tbey 
were  attacked  by  one  or  more  bears  where  Hall  now  is.  and  one  or  more 
of  ihem  was  killed  and  partly  consumed.  A  bear  did  not  stop  Idng  to 
ioqoire  the  name  of  the  owner  before  falling  upon  waadering  swine  and 
nAioK  K  iserr?  neal  of  them.  It  is  eren  donbted  whether  tbcj  cared 
KriooslT  who  the  owner  was.  Thej  probabW  thought  that  "poaeeaioo 
was  nine  points  in  law,"  and  accordingly  look  poeMMJoo  without  Airther 
eereraooy.  They  woald  mah  upon  a  drove  of  hogs,  seiie  one  by  the 
back  of  the  neck,  and  b^in  to  tear  with  teeth  and  claws  r^rdlese  of  the 
pteranB  death  cries  of  the  stnigglinff  victim.  In  a  few  minntes  the  bog 
woold  be  torn  topieeee,  and  would  tnen  furnish  a  sweet  reput  for  bruiit, 
Mr  Donegao  baa  bogs  killed  by  bears,  m  did  many  ochers  of  the  earliest 
Mltlen. 

Among  the  early  residents  was  John  Williams,  who  came  to  the  town- 
ship  in  1S30.     The  first  winter,  bis  own  and  two  other  families  lived  io  a 
log  oabin  18x18  feet,  and,  as  is  humoroosly  stated  by  sn  old  settler,  "  had 
room  to  spare  for  another  family."      The  men  workc<I  constantly  io   the 
woods.  Mr.  Seston  came  in  18^*3;  his  cabin  was  built  of  mund  logs,  had 
a  eUphoard  roof,  stick  and  clay  chimney,  huge  fire-place,  dirt  hearth  and 
a  loft   commanicated  with   by  a    pole  stairway.     Here    was   where   the 
Aildren  «lept.     Hin  Brst  stable  waa  built  of  rails,  and  his  oxen  were  as 
proad  as  could  be  expecte<].     They  were  not  "stuck  up  "  and  aristocratic 
as  cattle  are  oowadays.     They  chewed  the  cud  of  contentment  (that  was 
often  all  the  cud  tbey  had),  and  were  honest  in  all  their  dealings  with 
their   tnaater.     The    settlers  of  Oreea  (it  was  Adams   Township  then) 
obtained  their  mail  at  Mooresville.     They  paid  25  cents  for  a  tetter,  and 
Um  envdope  and  tetter  were  one  and  the  same  piece  of  paper.     Letter* 
were  appreciated  in  those  days,  and  people  when  they   wrote  letters    did 
not  oat  their  friends  off  with  a  hnlf  dozen  tines.     They  wrote  half  a  dozen 
pagM.  aiul  then  carefully  folded  them  with  a  blank   page  on  the  outside, 
orpoo  which  the  siiperacription  mtus  writleti.     Philip  Fox  worthy  claims  to 
have  planted  the  first  orchard  in  the  township.     The  apples  were  seed- 
liflga,  that  is.  theT  grew  from  the   seed   and   not   from    grafts.     Daniel 
Smith  settled  io  toe  cowoabip  in  1888.     During  the  following  winter  he 
cut  dow  n  seren  acres   of  timber  and   burned  the   bnufa.     Early   in   the 
rprins  he  npent  fonr  consecntirc  weeks  in  rolling  toga  for  hia  neighbors. 
and  to  tarn  ba<l  his  logs  all  nicely  rolled.     While  he  was  away  helping 
his  oeighbon  for  Eve  or  six  miles  aroand,  bis  wife  fioishod  burniug  brush 
at  home,  and  when  he  returned  of  nights  he  woald  work  until    10  or   11 
o'clock  at  night  "mendinn  tip  "  the  Srcs  which  she   had   started.     He 
would  also  split  rails,  during  the  time,   to  inclose   bin   first    little   field. 
Hnndrrds  of  such  incidents  might  be  narrated.

Among   the  residents  of  the  township  in  the  ibirtiee  were  the  follow-

VILLAGES. 

The  township  oT  Gregg  has  three  spots  that  are  called  villages. 
Wilbur  and  Hcrbemont  are  of  a  lato  origin,  and  consist  of  one  or  two 
stores,  a  blacksmith  or  two,  u  car]icntcr..a  saw  mill,  a  poet  office,  and 
from  a  half  duzen  to  Gfteon  familiea.  The  only  village  of  note  is  Halt. 
The  first  residences  there  were  built  long  before  the  town  was  thought  of. 
Philip  Foxworthy  and  Michael  Pruitt  both  erected  dwellings  ihere.8ooa 
after  1880.  The  town  really  started  about  the  year  1851  or  lBd2.  A 
man  named  Breedlove  erected  a  storehouse,  and  he  and  a  Mr.  Porter, 
under  the  partnenhip  name  of  Porter  &  Brecdlove,  placed  therein  about 
$1,.')00  north  of  a  general  aB-sorlment  of  guods.  The  store  soon  at* 
traded  a  few  families,  and  soon  a  blackeniitli,  a  carpenter  and  other 
tradesmen  appeared.  Mr.  Brewer  had  some  interest  in  the  store  of  Por- 
ter &  Brecdlove.  John  Whicakcr  opened  a  store  soon  afterward.  Jacob 
Stogsdill  was  connected  with  him.  John  Williams  and  Benjamin  Young 
began  selling  grvods  Bi>me  time  afterward.  After  them,  from  time  to  time, 
in  about  the  order  here  given,  the  fnllowing  merchants  were  present  in  the 
village  ;  Brewer  &  Mattox,  Joshua  Wilhite.  Col.  Hendricks,  A.  J.  McCoy, 


sparks  &  Hendricks.  John  B.  Jolinaon,  Milton  Joboson,  Frank  Phitipa, 
Philips  &  Co.,  Philips  k  Brown,  auil  Henr^  Brown  at  present.  Rader 
k  Wtlhite  erected  a  saw  mill  at  Hull  in  about  the  ;ear  1869.  which  i» 
vet  in  sQcecBsful  operation.  The  grist  mill  was  bniU  in  187d  bj  Long  & 
WiUiile  at  a  cost  of  about  SS.dOU.  It  h  jet  running,  and  is  doing  n  fair 
bsainees.  Mechanics  nnd  artieans  have  held  forth  from  time  to  tim«. 
TI]«  TilUgo  and  Tioinity  has  u  braaa  band  which  look  the  eecond  premium 
al  the  count;  Mat  on  tlie  4th  of  July,  1SS3.  The  vilUgeniare  fr«(|uentl7 
rcgkted  with  strains  of  eweet  miuic.  Perhaps,  too,  the  birds  of  the  air, 
thu  beasts  of  the  field,  and  even  the  trees  and  nhruba  gather  around  to 
listen  to  the  divine  melodj  as  they  did  in  mythotogio  time  to  the  music 
IKWO  the  harp  of  Orpheus.  Hntl  was  not  liiid  out  until  the  autumn  of 
1861,  St  which  timu  Juhn  P.  ftadvr,  Xoali  Wilbile,  Michael  Fruitt  and 
Jeffnson  H.  Woodsmiitl  employed  a  surreyor  and  laid  out  ten  blocks, 
•erenil  of  them  being  large  and  the  others  small.  The  village  is  on  Sec- 
tion 21.  Township  13  north,  Range  1  nest,  and  hns  had  a  population  as 
high  M  200. 

KDtlCATION. 

The  finit  school  in  the  towniihip  wns  taught  near  Ilall,  but  when  it 
«aa  or  what  the  teacher's  name  was  cannot  be  stated.  It  was  not  far 
from  the  Tear  1HS4.  The  children  of  Solomon  Dunegao.  Philip  Fox- 
wonhj,  JoMph  Moter,  John  WilliamB.  Daniel  Smith,  Allen  Seatoo  and 
others  atteooed  the  achool.  A^er  a  few  years,  prolahiy  about  1838,  a 
log  seboolhouse  wits  erected  in  the  northern  part  of  the  township,  which. 
for  many  years,  was  the  principal  seat  of  learning.  Schools  were  started 
in  the  eastern  and  soathem  portions  about  1S40,  or  rery  soon  thonnfler. 
In  1840,  if  reports  are  reliable,  there  were  only  throo  established  nchooli 
in  the  township,  and  one  of  them  wiu*  not  in  a  hous«  that  had  been  built 
fxprmily  for  M:hool  purpoaeti.  A  dwelling  which  had  been  vaotteil  was 
transformed  into  a  tetnple  of  learning.  During  the  forties,  several  new 
huuses  were  erected,  and  by  I860  there  were  live  or  six  good  schools. 
Now  there  are  seven  schoolhouaes. 

KKLIUION. 
The  Mount  Pleannt  Christian  Church  at  Hall  wait  organized  in  the 
thirtiFo.  arid  about  the  year  1841  the  first  church  was  erected.  Among 
the  early  members  were  the  familien  of  Richard  L.  Frederick,  Joshua 
Wilhitc.  Bryson  Martin.  Noah  Wilhile.  John  Williams  and  others.  The 
class  is  yet  in  existence,  and  has  its  second  building.  A  Methodist  clasa 
waf  organised  in  the  scboolhoutc  near  Hall  late  in  the  thirties,  the  lead* 
ing  members  being  Michael  Pruitt.  Tamech  Wilhite,  Thomas  Callahan, 
Hiram  WitliMBB,  J.  S.  Phelps.  Daniel  McDaniel  and  Thomas  Edwards. 
Their  church  was  built  in  the  fortien,  on  land  that  had  been  donated  by 
Uiebael  Pmitt.  The  Harmony  Methodist  Church  ytu  orgooiied  late  in 
the  forties,  or  early  in  the  fifties,  and  meetings  were  held  at  iichoolhouaes 
and  at  the  residences  of  the  members-  Rev.  Dane  is  said  to  have  organ* 
ited  the  class.  Among  the  members  were  Terrell  Hinson,  Moses  Dooley, 
Jmm  Griffith,  Simon  Cersley,  Abraham  Long,  Stephen  L.  Dane,  John 
Paatkner.  James  Mason,  George  Kirkham  and  Marshall  E.  Dane.  The 
chorch  WM  built  at  Wilbur  Inte  in  the  fifties.  Several  other  church  wr- 
ganiiations  have  flourished  in  the  township. 
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MADISON  TOWNSHIP. 


THS   PniST   PIONEER. 

IT  is  eortsitt  that  Abner  Cox  was  the  first  p«nnftncnl8cttl«r  in  Madison 
Towimhi]).  Other  fatnities  had  lived  there  before  liio  appenrnnce,  as. 
vhen  he  nme,  he  founii  nide  cabins,  or  rather  bark  wigwams,  where 
while  people  ha(]  temporarily  resided.  It  is  well  known  that  the  van- 
guard of  civilisation  was  a  rude  class  of  hardj  white  people,  who  seemed 
capable  of  leading  a  comFortublf,  ut  leasi  a  satisfactory  life,  remote  from 
settled  commuDitiei.  At  the  Snt  appearanco  of  permanent  settlers,  the 
country  became  too  densely  popnlated  for  these  hunt«rs  nnd  their  families, 
whereupon  they  took  up  their  march  twenty  or  thirty  miles  out  into  the 
Irackleds  forest,  where  iheir  only  companions  were  the  Indiana  nnd  a 
multitude  of  wild  animals.  They  were  the  ones  who  made  game  scarce 
at  the  time  of  the  permanent  aettlcmont.  BeurH  had  almost  wholly  dig* 
appeared,  driven  away  by  the  inroada  of  thes«  experienced  hnntera. 
Deer  were  still  numerous,  hut  not  that  superalinn dance  found  by  the 
squatter^  as  the  leinpprary  resident's  were  called,  from  the  fact  of  their 
not  owning  the  land  upon  which  they  resided.  There  wa«  scarcely  a 
township  that  did  not  have  these  earlier  residents.  Id  1821,  AbnerCox, 
with  his  large  family,  came  to  the  township,  lu  has  been  stated,  for  per- 
manent residence.  He  entered  conKiderablu  land  in  the  northern  part, 
and  built  ^  log  cabin  about  eighteen  feet  s>)Uare,  without  floor  of  any  kind 
except  earth,  without  door  or  window  except  the  apertures  over  which 
were  bung  blanket^,  and  without  roof  except  a  leaky  one  of  rude  clap- 
boards hastily  bew»d  out  with  a  broadiuc  from  some  soft  wood.  A  huge 
chimney  made  of  sticks,  stones  and  clay  completed  this  typical  pioneer 
dwelling.  It  is  stated  that  when  the  Beelem  or  other  families  came  to 
that  neighborhood  soon  afterward,  they  were  all  accommodakn]  at  this 
cabin — to  the  number  of  about  twenty.  The  beds  were  civen  to  tlie 
women  and  children,  and  the  men  deposited  themselves  oa  the  floor.  It 
is  humarously  told  that  the  flour  was  so  thick  with  them  that  when  morn- 
ing came,  the  one  nearest  the  door  waa  obliged  to  rail  out  of  doora  in 
order  to  give  the  others  a  chance  to  move.  After  about  a  dozen  had 
rolled  out,  there  was  then  room  enough  to  breathe.  How  would  you  like 
this,  dear  reader  f 

OTHBR  EABLY  SBTTLEM. 

Thomas,  George  H.  and  Joseph  Beeler  came  and  entered  land  id 
1821.  The  former  aderwanl  became  the  first  Clerk  and  Ilecnrder  of  the 
county.  They  located  in  the  Cox  neighborhood.  Joseph  Henshaw  lo- 
cated in  the  northeast  comer  in  1821.  The  Landera  family  came  in 
1822  and  erected  cabins  near  Mr.  Cox.  James  Curl,  John  Sell^t,  Thomas 
Dee,  Joseph  Friuiier.  William  McDowell,  James  Basket,  Jesse  McCoy, 
David  Price,  Joseph  Sims,  John  Hamiltoa.  John  Barns  and  others  came 
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in  1821  or  1922.  Thew  men.  except  a  few  who  <lid  nol  resiilc  in  the 
townahip,  locutcU  ia  ttic  iiortljcin  fmlf,  and  by  1823  the  Cox  BCtllt'ini-iit 
wu  populous  ajid  prosperous.  Other  early  wttlers  were  Robert  Furnace, 
Frroerick  Beeler,  Kdward  R.  Watson.  Aaron  MendeDhall,  John  and 
Thomas  McNabb,  Solomon  and  Francis  Edmund-ion.  Stepben  McPher- 
stm.  Solomon  Steel,  Levi  Carpenter,  Jolm  Spray.  Daniel  Vort,  John  and 
Enoch  Sumners,  Daniel  Stephens.  Charles  Ilicklin.  Michael  and  John 
Carpenter.  John  Moffctt.  Levi  Plummcr,  Charles  Kitchen.  Alien  Field 
and  many  oiheri.  The  [wll  tax  payer*  in  1842  were  William  Allen,  Hugh 
Boyd.  M.  1'.  Bradley,  Reuben  Burcham.  W.  A.  Blair,  John  Beasley, 
Martin  Barns,  William  Blackwell,  Philip  Ballarxl.  Uaac  Clark,  Philip

mciIiGNTS    AND   PIOIfRRR   CCST0M8. 

It  is  interesting  to  draw  contrasts  between  the  old  times  and  the  prea- 
ent.  The  &rmer  was  not  as  well  equipped  with  agricultural  implements 
as  now.  Com  was  planted  and  almost  wholly  cultivated  with  the  hoe. 
A  man  who  could  raise  eight  or  ten  acres  of  corn  had  a  large  (ictd.  If  b« 
had  three  or  four  boys  and  as  many  women,  he  could  manage  (o  cultivate 
saoceasfally  about  that  number  of  acres.  Even  the  hoes  were  not  as 
bright  and  hard  as  now.  Often  they  were  wooden.  The  binls  and 
■quurets  were  so  numerous  and  voracious  that  the  farmer  had  to  guard 
hii  corn  crop  constantly.  Wheat  was  Mwn  bmaflcsst  and  very  often  har- 
rowad  in  by  hand  or  by  brushes  pulled  around  bv  horses  or  oxen.  All 
riaping  was  done  with  the  historic  old  sickle,  think  of  it !  Leas  than 
fif^  yean  ago  the  old  sickle  that  had  been  in  use  from  time  immemorial, 
baa  been  aHe<l  in  Egypt  before  the  pyramids  were  built,  had  been  used  in 
tht  6alda  of  Boat  long  before  the  Christian  era.  in  fact  had  been  in  use  at 
each  a  remote  period  in  the  history  of  the  world,  long  before  authentic 
history  b^tan,  that  the  myth*  and  &bte«  of  barbarous  man  reveal  its 
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exiat«ncc.  For  thousands  oF  years  it  had  beeo  the  only  reaper.  Labor 
had  lost  dignity,  if  it  ever  poss^se^l  any,  in  olden  times  in  the  minds  of 
mui,  and  invention  was  not  permitted  to  interfere  vith  implements  vhose 
ase  WAS  sanctioned  by  the  Deity.  Personal  liHertv,  vith  wealth  and  In- 
dependence in  view,  was  limited  to  the  domain  ot  a  serfdom  constantly 
! guarded  by  tbe  blind  and  uii^crupulous  opuloat.  None  but  fterfs  were 
armers.  Children  were  compelled  to  conform  to  caste  and  follow  the 
ocoupation  of  their  lathem.  Personal  fitness  was  undreamed  of.  For  the 
poor  to  be  ambitious,  aspiring  and  intelligent  was  a  disobedience  of  the 
organic  law  and  a  sacri]e;*o  beyond  the  power  of  repentance.  No  wonder 
that  agncnltuff  made  no  advance,  and  that  the  m'lclo  of  barbarous  man 
was  unimproved  by  intellij^eace.  It  i<i  les^i  than  fifty  ye»ra  ago  that  the 
old  cradle  came  into  general  use.  Farmers  considered  it  a  model  of  ase- 
fulness  and  a  Godsend.  It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  as  s(»n  as  the 
Dobility  of  labor  was  gQnerally  conceded — only  fil^y  or  sixty  yeara  ago, 
and  in  the  United  States — the  direction  of  invention  was  changed  to  that 
channel,  and  the  stimulation  to  rapid  and  eztitnaire  agriculture  revived 
every  other  pursuit,  and  led  to  thoaaands  of  contrivances  to  i{uickty  save 
the  crop  and  safely  transport  it  to  the  consumer.  The  application  of 
Btesm  to  a  movable  engine  was  due  to  the  demand  for  quick  transports* 
tion  of  farm  products.  Hence  came  thai  wonder,  the  railroad.  As  soon 
as  labor  became  no  longer  ignoble,  the  rapidity  of  the  invention  of  farm 
machinery  became  marvelous.  Now  the  furmer  can  sit  as  independent 
as  a  king  (he  is  the  only  one  truly  independent  when  he  has  a  g»i)d  f&rm. 
good  habits  and  h  out  of  debt),  and  almost  see  hta  crops  sown  and  har- 
vested  by  machinery  before  his  eyes.  The  farmer  boy  who  has  a  good 
farm  is  foolish  to  leave  it  and  rush  off  to  the  city  to  oontraot  vices  that  will 
kill  him  and  possibly  damn  him.  "Stick  to  the  farm  and  it  will  stick 
to  you," 

WILD    ANIMALS. 

There  wat  scarcely  a  family  that  liiJ  not  liabitnally  have  venison.  The 
poorest  hunter  could  occasionally  kill  a  deer,  but  the  old  huutem,  those  who 
did  little  else  but  hunt,  were  in  the  habit  of  famishing  such  families  witb 
deer  meat.  The  Beelera  wore  quite  prominent  in  tneir  locality.  The 
girls  Were  m  fearless  as  the  boys.  It  is  said  that  two  of  them  on  one 
occasion  saw  a  bear  in  the  woods,  and  while  one  remained  to  wat«h  the 
animal  the  other  hurried  to  the  men,  who  were  in  the  woods  near  by,  to 
apprise  them  of  the  discovery  and  hurry  them  out  to  kill  >[r.  Bruin. 
What  the  outcome  waa  cannot  bo  stated.  One  day,  a  transient  mao 
naraod  Capp,  in  the  western  part  of  the  township,  was  chopping  in  the 
woods  when  ho  discovered  a  bear  near  him.  He  Instantly  gavo  the  alarm, 
and  dogs  were  put  upon  the  trail.  The  bear  made  lively  tracks,  running 
througii  the  hushes  and  tumbling  over  rail  fences  that  were  in  the  way. 
The  dogs  soon  carae  up  with  it,  and  in  a  few  minutes  several  men  also, 
one  of  whom  fired  and  wounded  the  animal.  On  it  went,  pursued  by 
dogs  and  men,  and  soon  another  shot  wounded  it  again.  One  of  the  men 
was  10  excited  that  when  he  fired  he  missed  the  hear  and  wounded  one  of 
the  dogs.  The  third  shot  killed  the  bear,  which  was  divided  out  in 
the  neighborhood  for  cunsuinptioD. 


ECH0OL8. 

Tlio  first  school  in  tbe  township  was  taught  io  L828.  «ither  in  the 
dwelling  of  Abaer  Cox  or  io  «  viicant  log  ilwellinc  standlne  owr.  The 
fint  t«acher  was  one  of  the  Boulur  girls  ;  she  baa  a  school  of  eight  or 
tea  acholars.  The  second  school  vhh  taugbi  in  the  nurthBast«m  part  of 
tbe  lowDship  about  IS^.  and  aii'^ther  soon  afterward  in  tbe  aorthw«st«ra 
corner.  The  fir»t  »choolho(ue  was  built  in  the  Cox  neighborhood  in 
•boat  lt)2T.  The  first  teacher  ia  this  house  is  no  longer  remembered. 
Tbe  second  schoolhouse  was  built  south  of  the  gravel  road  in  the  weHtern 
pATt  not  far  from  1'6'iO,  and  about  the  flame  time  one  or  two  more  were 
•raoted  in  the  township.  The  first  old  houbo,  above  mentioned,  had 
greftscd  paper  for  windows,  and  a  big  fire-place  of  cours«.  Tho  lumber 
r>r  the  iiesks  and  seats  was  obtained  at  Moon's  saw  mill  in  Brown.  In 
1640,  there  were  five  schools  in  the  township.  In  1943,  the  school  law 
eune  into  effect,  by  which  public  money  was  raised  by  taxation  to  b« 
tiaed  in  the  maintenanoe  of  ecbools.  All  schools  before  that,  or  nearly 
all.  bad  been  supported  by  aabacnption.  In  1852,  the  foundatioD  of  our 
pnttDt  school  syst«m  was  laid,  since  which  Madison  Township  has  hod 
goodaehoob. 

CltUECUKS. 

No  other  portion  of  the  oonnty,  unless  it  ia  Brown  Township,  has  bet- 
ter fitcilitiea  for  religious  worship  than  Madiaou  Township.  It  haj  six 
or  seven  church  organizations  and  five  buildings.  As  early  as  1880,  the 
Baptists  had  an  organization  in  the  Dorthcrn  part,  the  leading  members 
being  William  Landem,  Andrew  McNadh.  Grimes  Drydeo,  John  Don- 
ham.  John  Biimani,  S.  B.  Parker.  Joshua  Cox,  JelTerson  Jonea.  John 
Bray.  William  Pope  and  otliera.     This  church  was  built  in  the  thirties. 

The  Ml  Gitead  Christian  Church  was  orgaoiaed  about  the  same  time, 
among  the  members  bvins  Enoch  Summers,  Darid  McCarty,  Samuel  B. 
Doree,  and  aome  of  the  McNabbs.  The  ground  for  the  church,  which 
was  boilt  late  in  the  thirtiee,  was  donated  by  Thomtis  McNabb. 

Tbe  Siloam  Methodist  Church  was  organized  in  the  thirties,  among 
the  early  members  being  Joel  Jesfiup.  Reubon  Burcham,  Samuel  Pfos, 
Hugh  Boyd.  Charles  Allvn.  John  Iiiman.  John  Bingham,  J.  M.  Jackson 
and  Aaron  Thurman.  Tliia  church  was  built  early  in  the  forties.  Later 
members  were  Jamen  i^lokcsbunf,  Abncr  Jeseup,  Jesse  Baker,  William 
Allen,  and  T.  G.  Beharrell,  pastor.  The  Centenary  Methodist  Chnroh 
was  of  a  later  date,  as  was  the  Mt.  OUve  Methodist  Church.

TOB   FIRST   6BTTLEUENT. 

THE  second  wtllement  of  t1>e  coantv  wits  in  Gr«en  Township.  In  the 
apriDg  of  1819,  J&metStotte,  Willfam  OSiel<I.  Hintm  T.  Cr»ig.  Dftni«l 
Higgins,  Nimnxl  Stone  anti  two  ottien  came  from  Lawrence  County,  and 
located  fenns  on  &  snoftU  streara  which  was  named  in  honor  of  Jaraea 
Stotts.  As  soon  as  the  farms  were  suked  out.  all  of  the  settlers  except 
Mr.  Stotu  surted  back  to  Lawrence  Count;  to  briof;  oat  loads  of  wed- 
ooro  and  wheat,  vegetables,  prorisions.  household  implements,  and  to 
drive  one  ho;;8,  sheep  and  cattle.  Of  theee  seven  6rst  settlers  of  Gt^en 
Township.  Craig  ana  Stotts  were  the  nnly  two  single  men  of  the  partj. 
The  following  is  quoted  from  Mr.  Craig'n  reminiscencee  of  the  trip  hack  : 
High  water  prevented  our  return  aa  soon  as  we  anticipated,  but  we 
fio&Ilj  concluded  to  try  the  plan  of  loading  our  baggage  on  a  two-horse 
wagon,  oonsidering  it  earner  oa  our  horses  than  to  load  them  with  such 
heavy  packs,  as  much  of  our  route  lay  through  a  dense  wilileruass,  it 
btiing  the  same  old  trace  we  hud  first  traveled,  ami  the  r»a<l  hail  to  be  cot 
M  aR  to  admit  the  passage  of  a  wagon,  which  made  our  progress  very  slow, 
so  that  the  noon  of  the  second  day  found  ua  still  on  Little  Salt  Creek. 
Here,  in  attempting  to  cross  an  insignificant  little  stream,  our  wagon  stuck 
fast  in  the  mud.  Our  only  chance  was  to  unload  the  wagon,  pry 
it  up  and  make  our  team  haul  it  out.  In  doing  ao,  we  had  to  make 
a  short  turn  and  unfortunately  broke  an  axletree.  Here  was  alix,  twenty 
miles  at  least  from  anv  shop  where  repairing  could  he  done.  The  only 
alternative  was  to  malEu  a  new  axlctrcc  from  the  green  timber  of  the 
forest.  All  hands  went  to  work  on  the  part  assigned  them.  Mine  was 
to  prepare  some  dinner.  I  will  give  the  bill  of  fare.  I  took  my  guni 
ana  in  leas  than  an  hour^  perhaps,  had  killed  nine  t&t  gray  st^uirrele.  I 
dressed  them  aa  nicely  as  any  lady  could  deeire,  and  put  them  to  boil  with 
a  sufficient  slice  of  fat  pork  and  some  salt  to  give  tbmn  the  proper  sea* 
soniug.  While  hunting  fur  the  8<tuLrrols,  I  had  discovored  near  the  oreek 
a  bountiful  crop  of  wild  onions  growing  ten  or  twelve  inches  high,  aod 
very  tender.  These  I  picked  and  cleaned,  cut  them  up  and  put  them  to 
the  pot  when  the  squirrels  were  done,  and  succeede^l  in  making  a  first-clasa 
pot  of  soup.  Thie  was  the  dinner,  and  it  vat  a  good  one-  By  the  ustial 
time  of  starting  next  morning,  our  repairing  wag  completed  after  a  fash* 
ioo,  and  we  proceeded  on  our  way.  But  our  newly  ma^e  axlelree  caused 
our  wagon  to  run  so  heavily  that  we  had  to  divide  the  load.  A  sack  oon- 
tainitlg  three  bushels  of  corn  seed  was  committed  to  my  charge  and  about 
the  same  amount  of  corn-meal  to  Mr.  OfSeld,  and  we  were  told  to  push 
on  and  not  wait  for  the  wagon.  We  wore  on  horseback,  and  upon  reach. 
ing  Big  Salt  Creek  wo  found  a  setttt^ment  and  were  told  to  lake  the  road 
for  BloomingtoQ.  Nothing  of  note  occurred  until  we  reached  Big  Indian 
Creek,  where  we  found  that  White  River  and  its  tributaries  were  on  a 
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bttdtr.  OffieM  eonld  not  swim,  bat  Cnallj  m&ct  &  long  tim«  I  snccMded 
in  eurying  oar  lotdt  acrom  the  Mream  on  my  baci:.  crossing  on  loffs  knd 
ft  bMp  of  arifiwood  ibftt  bad  f(>raied  acrooa  tne  creek.  We  tool  dianer 
OB  Mr.  CitQDingbiim's  Unil  aorihessc  of  Martinsville,  and  in  the  evening 
nsdied  ibc  Betuemeot  on  Stott's  Cr««k,  wberc  we  found  evervthing  in 
good  ihkpe. 

Tbis  extract  la  quoted  from  Mr.  Craig's  writings  ta  illostratf  tbecom- 
■on  eiperience  of  the  earljr  settlers  in  coming  to  the  new  conntrr,  and 
ill  gotftg  from  pitce  t«  place  after  thej  bad  becoise  established  in  their 
new  bomea.  Af^er  Mr.  Craig  bud  been  out  a  short  litne.  Mr.  Ladd.  of 
Port  Bojal.  WM  charged  with  the  murdtr  of  a  stranger  wboM  corpse  wag 
foQDd  half  eaten  bv  woItcs  and  buzxarda  on  White  River  near  the  blu^. 
Tbe  prosecution  was  &Tored  bv  Mr.  Stotts,  Mr.  Craig  and  aereral  others 
who  were  proeeCDiicig  witnewe? ;  but  Mr.  Ladd  wa»  acquitted,  and  so 
slight  was  the  evidence  and  so  biit«r  had  been  the  prosecution  that  Mr. 
Ladd  commenced  aciion.  eilbtrr  for  libel  or  false  imprisonment,  and  seemed 
M  likelv  to  succeed  that  Mr.  Crsig  returned  hurricdlv  to  KeniuckT.  hie 
(ininer  nome,  and  Mr.  Stotte  and  others  effected  a  compromise  witb  the 
mjored  man,  and  tbos  the  matter  was  forever  dropped.  Tbe  stranger 
had  BO  doobt  been  killed  bjr  an  Indian. 

CONTISITED   SETTLEMEirr. 

bnmediately  after  ibis  firei  settlement  on  Stntw  Credc.  others  began 
to  appear  and  locate  in  the  neigbborliood  and  farther  up  on  the  same 
stream  and  its  branches.  Earlj  settlerv  in  those  times  alwajs  sought  the 
streams,  which  were  tbe  great  commercial  highways  as  well  as  thcsoarcee 
of  water,  water-power  and  fresh  fiprings.  Among  tbe  earliest  settlers 
were  James  Stotls.  Robert  Stotts.  .\iidrt!w  Stotts.  H.  T.  Craig.  William 
Offield.  two  or  three  families  of  Lnughlins,  Zacbarish  Davee.  James 
£onie  (who  had  several  large  suns),  Thomas  Stockton.  Samuel  Speaks 
and  his  sons  Thomas  and  James,  William  Perr^-.  Andrew  Stevens,  John 
Pierce  (tbe  cooper),  John  Pierce  (the  blacksmith).  Elisha  Hamden,  Thomas 
Irons,  Jonathan  Williaois.  James  Shields.  Abe  nsmmons,  Jacob  nammonn, 
Jsaob  Case,  John  Dver,  John  Marker,  Edward  Jonea.  Peter  King,  Aaron 
HoUman.  and  a  little  tutier  H.  W,  Brazeale,  Henrj  Harper,  Benjamin 
Bryan,  W^hitigton  Duke.  James  and  Burthulomew  Carroll.  Daniel 
Drake,  Erastns  Robinson.  II.  M.  Collins.  J.  B.  Maxwell.  U.  W.  Williams.

MtLLtNO     tVTBRESTS. 

Znchariah  Davee  owned  a  small  grist  mill  during  the  twenties.  It 
was  located  on  Stotis  Creek,  contained  a  small  set  of  nigger-head  buhrs. 
and  was  propelled  by  water  from  a  amall  log  dam.  In  about  1830,  the 
mill  paaaed  to  James  Enuis,  whocondacted  it  for  a  few  years.  Tliia  was 
probably  the  first  mill  in  the  towtifihip.  The  Hammona  owned  a  saw  mill 
for  a  short  time  in  early  years.  The  old  Hawkins  Mill  was  hoik  thir^- 
five  or  fortv  years  ago  by  an  enterprising  German,  who  soon  afWrwanl 
■old  it  to  Mr.  Hawkins.  It  did  good  work  in  its  day.  After  183d,  luuuh 
of  the  flour  woh  obtainud  at  Ficv's  mn.aiiDoth  grist  miLl  at  WaverW.  Salt 
was  obtained  at  Jackson's  Salt  Works  in  Monroe  County,  or  at  Martins- 
ville, Waverly,  or  at  other  towns,  at  82  per  bushel.  The  corn  and  pork 
were  sold  to  havers  on  the  river,  who  shipped  them  down  tu  Southern  mar- 
kets. People  dressed  in  buckskin,  or  linsey-woolsey  or  tow.  Clothing, 
shoes,  hats,  etc.,  were  manufactured  at  home  by  the  good  old  mothers. 
They  knew  how  to  make  the  spinning-wheeU  hum. 

The  township  watt  ouite  well  settled  by  1840.  Almost  erery  itection 
of  land  bad  its  log  cabin  and  its  email  clearing,  where  wheat,  com  and 
vegetables  could  be  seen  growing. 

HCKTINQ  EXPLOITS. 

Eight  or  ten  bears  wore  killed  in  the  township  in  early  years.  Zach- 
ariah  Davee  waa  a  succca-^ful  bear  hunter.  He  killed  twelve  or  fineeo.  but 
not  all  in  Green  Township.  He  owned  a  large,  savage  dog  that  waa 
thoroughly  trained  to  the  uses  of  its  master,  and  was  an  ally  upon  whom 
the  hunter  could  depend  in  an  emergency.  The  dog  bad  been  pretty 
well  used  up  in  encounters  with  benrs.  while  it  waa  yet  young  and  unsopbia- 
ticated,  in  the  embraces  of  thoae  animals  or  in  the  sweepmg  blows  from

■p  a  barldng  that  gaided  the  bnnter  in  the  porMit.  but  keeping  berond 
tba  reach  oTthe  bleeding  Un*t»  AmtHommn§.  At  last  tbeb(«rbecw«  so 
weak  from  lose  of  blood  that  U  ast^ped  lo  rest,  bat  eoold  get  none  owing 
H  the  peraisceQt  and  eotageoaa  aitaciEa  of  the  dog.  Mr.  Davee  came  op 
and  anded  the  &At  by  a  ball  tkroogh  the  bear's  head.  On  sitll  aaocher 
asasaieB.  as  Mr- Davee  was  walking  throagh  the  wooda  with  hi*  gaa  oa 
Us  sfcoolder,  he  ease  saddealT  wi&in  fear  ftet  of  a  large  bear  that  was 
lying  bchiad  a  log.  The  aainal  iasSantly  reared  np  with  an  angry 
gn>wl,  dispUring  two  rows  of  gleataing  teetn,  and  readiing  oat  with  its 
BowerfWI  arm  to  clasp  the  startled  settler  in  its  enbrace,  nni  the  latter 
leapsd  baoh,  ooc&ed  bis  rifle,  and  ere  the  bear  eoold  touch  him,  MOt  a 
bad  thna|di  its  throat.  In  a  few  minates  the  animal  was  dea>l.  Had  the 
tile  nnara  fire,  it  woald  hare  bred  hard  with  the  hanter.  On  still 
aaocher  DOcaaioa.  Mr.  Davee  shot  and  initaatir  killed  a  bear  whiA  was 
iiaastng  near  his  cahio.  The  flab  was  dirided  oat  amooe  tbe  nei^boi*. 
WSliam  Bnghas  was  tardj  in  his  demands  and  was  (oreed  to  eonlent  hioi- 
aekf  with  a  pair  of  the  lege.  Bear  meat  is  much  like  pork.  It  is  said  that 
tWbffd  Jlau^  kiOed  a  bear  in  earij  ycus-  He  saa  it  in  the  woods,  and 
thoMh  maeh  seared  and  asrroaa,  fired  and  killed  it.  Joseph  Detr  also 
knied  one  nnder  aboat  the  same  etrcamstaoces.  Sereral  othan  IdUed 
hears  in  the  townthip. 

TBI   WGDJEDED   DEBE. 

Hr.  DaTee  had  lua  dog  so  trained  that  tha  daab  hnu*  seemed  almoai 
espable  of  renaon.  One  day  tbe  banter  sbec  tad  vTCBded  a  deer,  vhid 
na  off  throagib  dM  woada  at  fall  speed.  Away  went  the  di^  in  paivatt. 
IbOoved  aa  Cue  aa  possible  by  ita  master.  Drop*  of  blood  eoold  be  seen 
apoo  the  leares.  showing  that  the  deer  had  been  bsdly  hnru  After  some 
use  the  dog  retamed,  skalking  along  to  its  master,  which  act  was  eo 
Baaaaal  that  Mr.  Dana  to^  bis  ramrod  and  gave  tbe  anunal  a  soand 
thmshing,  and  again  ordstad  it  oa  ia  pdieail  of  the  deer.  Aw«t  it  went 
again,  ieroer  tbu  erar,  as  if  to  make  good  the  lorn  of  iu  maoter's  eoo6- 
deaee.  ^w  bonier,  thinking  that  the  dog  woald  not  hare  eomc  back 
anlem  the  <tser  was  wo  strong  as  to  hare  gotten  entirelT  away,  oondaded 
to  give  op  the  ehnse  and  retam  to  his  cabin,  whieb  be  aoeordingty  did. 
Haul  ilapSBd  and  the  dog  did  set  rctara.  Ac  hat  the  banter  took  hia 
gam,  raw  laid  ihe  trail,  aiM  after  •avatil  koata  of  i^id  walking  came 
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opoD  a  aight  ih&t  made  hiiD  sick.  The  tall  weeds,  grass  and  honlies 
a  quarter  of  an  acre  were  torn  lo  pieces  and  beat4m  flut,  and  near  iha 
center  laj  xht  wounded  duer,  dnid.  nnd  terribly  torn,  and  near  it  was  tbe 
old  dog,  covered  with  blood  and  bruised,  and  torn  almost  in  pioccs  by  the 
nharp  \iooh  and  antlers  of  the  denperate  deer.  The  nnble  animal  could 
Acarcelj  nove,  yet  it  wagginl  its  tail  at  the  aound  of  its  master's  voice, 
and  looked  up  for  praise  over  the  successful  issue  of  the  terrible  struggle. 
The  fuithfut  creature  was  tak«n  home  where  its  wounds  were  caretullj 
dressed,  but  tbe  bctt  care  could  not  rettttire  tbe  uiutilatod  limbs  and 
broken  bones.  Tbe  dog  lived  a  year  or  rooro,  bat  scarcely  ever  left  the 
yard. 

TUP.  DBLAWARBS. 

Mr.  Davee  bad  bd  extended  experience  of  tbe  Indiut  character. 
He  waa  not  afraid  of  them  nnd  liked  to  W  nith  them  for  the  sport  tbej 
afforded  bim.'  He  could  beat  any  of  them  shooting  at  a  mark,  and  won 
much  of  their  property  in  that  mauner.  The  Indians,  except  a  few  small 
roving  bands,  bad  been  removed  a  short  lime  before  he  came  to  the  town- 
ship. One  day  five  or  six  of  thorn,  including  tiro  or  three  aquuvrs, 
camped  on  the  creek  near  his  cabin,  whereupon  be  went  over  to  make 
their  acquaintance.  They  seemed  gind  to  see  him,  and,  after  a  short 
time,  all  shot  at  a  mnrk.  and  of  course  the  white  man  bent  them.  The 
Indians  then  proposed  to  jump,  and  one  of  them  suggested  that  they 
-should  see  which  could  jump  farthest  over  a  large  log-heap  fire  that  was 
burning  nuar.  One  or  two  including  Mr.  Davee  made  [ho  jump  success- 
fully, and  finally  a  very  boutful  young  fellow  with  many  a  flourish 
started  to  perform  tbe  same  feat.  He  made  a  short  diuh,  but  juat  as  he 
was  rising  on  the  jump  Mr.  Davee  tripped  him,  and  the  half-naked  fallow 
pitched  beets  over  bead  into  the  log-heap  fire.  He  howled  dreadfully, 
and  made  tbe  (ire  and  aMhe«  6t.  and  no  wonder.  He  was  out  m  a  flash, 
badly  burned,  exclaiming  !  *'  lleap  bad  shimokaman  ;  heap  bad  !  "  The 
reader  will  probably  agree  with  him,  but  Mr.  Davee  and  tbe  other  Indi- 
ans laughed  heartily  at  his  expense. 

A   MYSTERIOUS    DEATH. 

A  few  years  ago,  John  Radcliff  went  out  to  his  barn-yard  one  morning 
with  his  little  girl  to  do  the  milking.  The  last  the  girl  saw  of  her  father 
he  WAS  standing  with  his  back  against  the  barn.  At  noon,  Mrii.  Radcliff 
made  inquiries  for  him,  and  sent  a  child  out  to  find  bim  at  the  barn,  but 
hid  vrbcroabouttt  were  not  discovered.  In  the  evening  he  waa  found  near 
the  bam,  dead,  and  very  much  mangled  by  the  bogs.  The  discovery 
created  great  excitement  in  the  neighhorhood.  and  led  to  the  arrest  of  a 
young  man  who  was  soon  acquitted.  On  the  cUy  of  the  death,  two  gen- 
tlemeu  pnssing  by  the  house  saw  Mr.  RadclilT  talking  with  a  stranger  at 
the  bum.  Who  this  man  was  could  not  be  asMrlained.  Whether  Mr. 
Radcliif  was  murdered  or  whether  be  had  a  fit  will  probably  remain  » 
mystery  to  the  end  of  time. 

EDIXATIONAL   INTERESTS. 
The  first  school  in  the  township  was  taught  on  Stotts  Creek  in  1620, 
by  the  old  settler,  Hiram  T.  Craig.     The  second  and  third  wer«  taught 
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in  the  same  neigfaborliood,  all  b«ing  verj  rude,  &nil  being  tsaght  in  pri* 
nte  Cftbins.  Heading  was  done  moaU;  oat  of  the  Teetament ;  writing 
mtt  done  with  a  gooM  qnill  jiliarpeaed  or  "mendei]  "  hj  ihe  teacher,  ana 
•  little  "ciphering"  was  done  on  &  rude  blackboard.  Mr.  ColUns  buc- 
end«d  Mr.  Craii*.  Late  in  tbe  twentiss,  ocber  schools  were  started  far- 
tber  ap  the  cretk.  The  first  echoolbouso  was  built  in  tbe  Stotta  settle- 
ment in  about  1827,  and  won  a  rough  log  stractare  built  in  one  daj  b/  a 
few  men  who  were  anxiona  to  hare  their  few  children  educated.  In  1880, 
if  reports  are  reliable,  there  were  only  three  log  »«hoolhou8e8  in  the  town* 
■hip,  and  one  of  tboao  was  n  deserted  dwelling-  In  1840,  there  were  6(re 
or  aix,  bat  the  standurd  uf  educatiun  wu  yet  at  a  vviy  low  ebb.  The 
teachers  were  paid  by  sabicription,  which  was  usustlj  91'^0  for  each 
scholar  for  the  term  of  three  months.  The  teacher  would  have  from  eight 
to  fifteen  scbolani.  so  it  is  easy  to  fignre  what  the  "master's  "  componia- 
tion  would  be.  Whoever  saw  a  weallhy  school  teacher?  Such  a  cre&tura 
is  an  invisible  quanlity  even  to  this  dnj.  Take,  then,  the  pedagogue  of 
je  olden  lime,  who  was  forC(r<l  by  the  Gat  of  events  to  "board  nronnd  "  at 
tbe  log  rabina,  where  fat  bacon  and  corn  bread  were  considered  delicacies 
fit  for  the  gods,  and  who  can  imagine  a  more  desolate  prospect?  This 
was  repeated  scores  of  times  in  Green  Township.  In  18.^2,  the  common 
sdiool  law  came  into  existence,  and  the  progress  of  education  since  then, 
baa  been  remarkable.  Neat  frame  houses  were  erected  soon  after  the  paa- 
nge  of  the  law,  and  a  permanent  fund  for  the  payment  of  Ihe  teatdier  sod 
the  support  of  tbe  school  changed  the  intellectual  bill  of  fare  into  all  the 
higher  branches.  Now  there  are  ten  6ne  country  schoolhouses  where 
manr  of  the  teachers  employed  are  qualified  to  instruct  in  analysis  of  the 
English  aentcncc.  natural  philosophy,  physical  googrnphy,  botany,  elocu- 
tion, rhetoric.  ornameDtal  penniaualiip,  etc.,  etc.  Oreen  Township  hatt 
good  Mbools. 

RBL10I0U8  tSTERKSTS. 
Late  in  the  thirties,  a  small  class  of  the  Church  of  Christ  was  organ- 
ixed  on  Section  15,  the  leading  members  being  Adam  Flake,  Benjamin 
Bryan,  Peter  Comper,  Eli  Mungrove  aodtheir  families  and  others.  Adam 
Flake  agreed  to  donate  one  acre  of  ground  for  a  church  and  cemetery. 
Whether  a  building  was  erected  cannot  be  learned.  The  class  lived  tuany 
years,  and  numbered  aa  high  as  forty  or  fifty  mt-mbcis.  In  about  Itj-lO, 
the  Methodists,  near  the  residence  of  Levi  Rinker, organized  a  class,  among 
the  members  being  the  families  of  Robert  C.  Stotte.Levi  llinker,  Simeon 
EW,  F.  A.  Ilarryman,  William  Stewart,  Daniel  Demott,  tieorge  Rinker. 
John  Holsapple,  William  Cain,  Jamea  Epperson  and  James  Laughlin. 
The  pastor  in  1^44  was  Daniel  Demott.  and  in  1846  Henry  S.  Dane. 
The  class  belonged  to  the  Moorcsvillc  Circuit.  Several  early  euasos  were 
organised  iDscboolhouses.  Now  there  are  four  churches  in  the  township — 
Mount  Olive.  Methodist,  in  the  northwestern  part;  Union  Chapel,  Meth- 
odist, two  miles  east  of  Cope;  Bethel.  Methodiat,  In  the  eestem  part. and 
Centennial  Union  Church,  a  mile  northea"»t  of  Cope.  The  township  has 
excellent  opportunity  for  Christian  worship,  and  the  citiieus  are  sober, 
moral  and  industrious. 

CLEVELAND. 
In  the  month  of  April,  1888,  Esekiel  St.  John  employed  a  surveyor 
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and  laid  oat  a  village  or  thirty-four  lot«  ftod  eight  large  oatlota  on  the 
northeast  quarter  of  the  northeast  quarter  of  Section  K,  Township  12 
north,  Range  2  east,  the  same  being  on  the  hnnk  of  Stotts  Creett,  and 
within  about  half  a  mile  of  its  mouth.  A  few  hoiiaes  were  built,  and  some 
Iittli-  impruremrnt  was  made,  but  the  village  soon  died,  without  hope  of 
resurrection. 

VILLAQB  OF  COrB. 

This  was  sianed  up  on  Section  28  man;  ;ears  ago.  Jaoaee  Crocker 
and  Henfion  Martin  opened  the  6rst  store  there  in  a  log  cabin.  They 
were  succeede^i  bj  Wesley  Knight.  laaac  B.  Wilson  was  next,  and  Lem- 
uel Guthridge  neit.  A  post  office  has  been  etttabliahed  there  in  later 
jears.     Few  villages  can  cope  with  Cope  in  limitation  and  negation. 
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TH8  EVILSIJEB   FAMILY. 

THE  earliest  settlement  of  Baker  Township  ie  enahrouded  lu  mystery. 
It  is  certain  that  white  fimilies  livci  therwn  as  early  as  1820,  and 
pos.iibly  in  1819.  A  family  name^l  EviL-iizer  was  living  there  on  the  old 
Thomas  Hodges  farm  when  the  firat  permanent  resiaente  arrived,  but 
how  long  they  had  been  there  cannot  be  learned,  even  if  it  bo  known  by 
any  one  now  living  in  the  township  or  county.  It  is  believed  by  some 
that  this  family  lived  there  befor«  the  cession  treaty  of  iSlS,  but  this 
tnuet  be  regarded  with  some  grains  of  doubt.  The  family  consisted  of 
the  father,  mother,  two  or  three  sons  and  a  daughter  or  two.  They  were 
proftRsiunal  pioueera.  and  preferred  to  live  iu  the  wooda  remote  from  the 
setclementfl.  The  father  and  the  buys  were  ekillful  hoiiters  and  trappers, 
and  several  times  a  year  visited  the  older  settlements  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  State  to  sell  their  furs  or  exchange  them  for  ammunition,  craps, 
weapons,  tobacco,  or  some  article  of  clotliing  for  the  women.  The  men 
drowsed  almost  wholly  in  deer  or  raccoon  skins,  and  spent  their  time,  in 
bunting  and  trnpping,  in  which  they  were  very  expert.  As  a  matter  of 
fiict,  much  that  is  said  of  them  rests  largely  on  tradition,  ag  they  left  for 
remote  localitiea  about  the  lime  the  permanent  settlere  began  to  arrive. 
They  had  a  garden,  conj^i^ting  of  about  half  or  three-quarters  of  an  acre, 
which  was  cultivated  by  the  women,  as  the  men  were  above  that  sort  of 
degradation.  Accounts  vary  as  to  the  Intelligence  of  the  family.  It  is 
quite  certain,  however,  that  their  iniellectual  aitaiamonts  were  not  of  the 
highest  order.  They  were  guilty  of  sufficient  acuteneaa  to  be  able  to 
hunt  and  cook,  but  they  would  not  have  cut  a  remarkably  high  6gure. 
either  socially  or  mentally,  in  the  settled  communities  of  that  day.  Ac- 
cording to  tradition,  the  men  on  one  occasion  had  considemble  difficulty 
with  a  band  of  four  or  five  Indians  that  slopped  at  their  cabin.  The 
trouble  arose  over  a  trade  of  furs  on  the  part  of  the  Indians  for  ammu- 
nition and  trinkets  on  the  part  of  the  whites.  Arms  were  drawn,  wound* 
were  given,  but  the  difficulty  waa  adjusted  before  anything  serioas  reeult- 
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ti.  1\  ia  said  that  this  family  killed  mmy  bears  in  TkriotiH  portions  of 
Hngaja  County.  Witbio  two  or  tliree  years  they  left  the  townetiip,  gft- 
■g,  DO  one  knowB  whitfaer,  but  certainly  out  into  the  wilderneBB. 

PERMANSHT  SETTLERS. 

Tbe  first  tract  of  land  was  purchased  on  Section  28,  on  the  8th  of 
ItotaBbar,  IH20,  by  Thomaji  Iiodses,  who  dtd  not  rvsidc  in  the  township 
■til  ycus  afterward.  Williara  Burton  bought  land  on  S«clion  B2  ia 
USft.  The  Burtons  afterward  became  prominent  citisens.  George  W. 
Baker  e&me  in  lai«  in  the  twenties,  with  a  retinue  of  relatives,  that  was 
kfwrward  couoiderably  enlarged.  Perhaps  himself  and  relatives  did  more 
ivr  Baker  Townetiip  than  any  other  family.  The  township  Cook  its  name 
ina  ttiis  family.  They  were  among  its  most  prominent  and  re«pected 
ntiMna. 

The  Lafavera  came  in  soon  after  18S0,  and  soon  exerted  a  wide  influ- 
eoee  in  township  afTairs.  The  family  of  John  Hodges  vaa  also  very 
prorainent. 

The  township  was  mainly  settled  in  the  thirties,  although  a  few  fami> 
Ins  were  reoidenta  before.  Among  those  who  entered  land  were  James 
Ktrler,  William  Teag,  George  W.  Baker,  John  Buckner.  Jonathan  Man- 
ley,  Frederick  Bucknart.  1\ .  T.  Clurk,  Page  Henslow,  John  Manley, 
Riebsrd  Long.  Jackson  Long.  Elislia  Long,  Elijah  D.  Long,  John 
Hodges,  Jr.,  Thomae  Hodgo*,  Thomas  Mitchell,  James  R.  Elston,  John 
Barton.  Isaac  Lafnver,  Josiah  Goudwiit.  Robert  Finchnm,  fvison  Ellis, 
Darid  Low,  Josiah  Vandeventer,  John  Muncey,  Stephen  Collier,  William 
Barton.  Jacob  Evans,  Presley  Johnson,  P.  Smith,  Chriii  Shulca,  J.  B. 
'>iheoD.  William  Goodwin,  Hiram  McKinuey.  John   Burnett  and  others.

The  old  Pamphrey  Grist  Mill  on  AVbite  Rivsr  was  an  iroporttnt 
feature  in  early  timra.  The  store  which  was  started  there  about  1H39 
las  continued  several  years. 

EDCCATION. 

Schools  were  not  aturted  in  this  towneliip  until  comparatively  late. 
The  seulement  was  slow,  and  the  families  had  something  else  to  think 
aliOQt  than  education.  Too  many  parents  in  those  days  thought  as  ibe 
Spanish  proverb  directs: 

"  Follow  jAur  father,  my  son. 
And  do  m  rour  fiiUier  bu  done." 
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Thejr  reasoned  that  tbeir  cliiHreD  ousbt  to  do  as  well  in  life  as  tliey 
had  done,  wliict  was  to  jiass  froni  the  craale  to  the  grave  with  onlj  ''edi- 
cation  "  enough  to  read  a  little,  write  a  little  and  cipher  a  little.  A  mnn 
who  had  "  JBrnin'  "  enough  to  attack  and  attempt  to  analjso  an  English 
aeticence  was  regarded  a  prodigy. 

•'  And  still  the  wondtr  Jtrcw 
Tlia.t  one  emmll  bend  ttbould  c&iry  til  be  knew." 

The  6r9t  ecbool  in  the  township,  so  far  as  can  be  learned,  was 
taught  in  about  the  jear  I8S8,  on  Section  28.  The  achoolhouse  was 
or  round  logs,  a  wide  fire-place  61led  the  dark  room  with  a  ruddy  glow, 
and  in  one  end  ww  a  mdo  table,  a  sncred  picc«  of  furniture,  beloDg- 
ing  exclusively  to  the  teacher,  from  which  oracle*  as  wise,  no  doubt. 
as  thoae  of  Solomon  were  revealed  to  the  wondering  childrea.  Thesecond 
sehool  was  started  about  the  same  time  on  Section  31  or  32.  These 
were  the  only  e»tiibiisbed  schools  for  several  yeurs,  but  along  in  the  forties, 
when  the  good  eff'ecis  of  the  school  law  of  1S4S  began  to  be  felt,  other 
terms  were  taught  in  the  northeaet  comer  and  Id  the  southeast  corner. 
The  township  in  1350  had  three  established  nchools,  ami  a  neighborhood 
or  two  where  terms  were  taught  ftemi-occiisionally  in  buildings  that  had 
boen  boilt  for  dwellings  and  which  were  fiited  up  specialty  for  the  pur- 
pose. The  school  system  of  Baker  Township,  and  the  oxeelleiice  of  the 
instruction  fbrnished,  are  not  excelled  by  any  other  country  towosbip  in 
the  ooQQty. 

rACILITIES   FOR   WOBSHIP. 

Baker  Township  has  been  well  supplied  since  the  earliest  settlement 
with  abundant  opportunity  for  Christian  worship.  Tfaf  Mount  Zion 
Methodist  Church,  on  the  line  between  Sections  81  and  32,  was  organized 
about  1S40  at  the  residence  of  Jacob  Lafaver.  The  first  class  did  not 
exceed  ten  members.  Among  the  earlie-st  ramities  belonging  were  those 
of  Jacob  Lafavor,  lease  Lafavcr,  William  D.  Payno,  Joshua  Jonea,  Alfred 
Abel,  John  Myers.  Isom  Guy,  Andrew  Smith  and  others.  Wesley  Dorsey 
organized  the  class  and  was  the  first  preacher  in  charge.  Uenry  S.  Dane 
succeeded  him.  The  church  was  built  in  the  fifties.  This  class  ts  yet 
in  existence.  The  two  other  churches — a  Methodi.<tt  and  a  Bnptist — 
were  organized  later,  and  are  in  flourishing  condition  for  country  churches. 
The  citizens  of  the  township  generally  are  moral  and  industrJoug.  The 
township  is  next  to  the  smallest  in  the  county.  During  the  early  stages 
of  the  last  war,  it  furnished  more  men  in  proportion  to  population  than 
any  other  township  in  the  county^. 
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WASHINGTON    TOWNSHIP    AND    MARTINSVILLE. 

OEORGE  A,  ADAMS,  attoraey  huA  ReprmentatiTO,  in  a  native  of 
Iforgan  Cuonty,  lod.,  antl  watt  bom  June  4, 1840.  The  cuiinty  which 
gsTB  bim  birth  haii  ButJe  him  a  homo,  la  hia  youth,  after  att«Ddin^  the 
eotoiDon  schooU  of  the  coimtr,  he  went  to  the  Stale  VniTersitY  at  Dlooni- 
ifigtoti,  lod.,  for  two  ydont.  and  from  wliich  bo  ^ndiintM  in  the  nrofee-

WILLIAM  R.  ASHER  ia  a  native  of  Jobtuoa  County,  Ind,  and  waa 
bora  on  th«>  itOth  of  Norember,  ISftl.  Wb«rn  he  had  reached  the  Age  of 
«ifht  y«ar8,  b«  waa  removed  by  hia  parente  to  this  town,  wher«  be  was 
rMred.  attended  and  grndnnted  from  the  MartiDaville  High  School,  and 
afterword  beoame  a  student  of  the  State  Univeraity  in  .September,  1878, 
ID  a  ooarM  of  fonr  j«Ar«'  ntndy.  In  tbo  month  of  March,  \^SZ,  he  w- 
t«red  into  the  oratorical  oonteht,  with  four  contestants,  for  the  privilege 
of  ropreflenting  the  t'oivt^rsity  in  tb<>  State  cooteet,  and  which  privilege

Our  mibjeot  pHSKod  his  early  life  on  a  farm  and  alteoding  » 
district  Rcbool  oatil  he  wue  aerentoen  yuum  of  ogv,  whoQ  b^>  vnliatod  in 
Company  C,  Tbirty-lhird  Indiaoa  Infantry,  in  Angiiet,  iSfil,  for  three 
jMm  and  participated  in  even*  march,  battle  and  skirmiah  which  tha 
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regtment  was  in.  Naat  tlie  ntoKe  of  the  three  years'  term,  ibe  regintml 
"Teteranized."  Durio^  the  Atlantu  citmpidni,  the  Kgiment  elected  nffi. 
oere,  aod  was  under  th&  tire  of  tbti  en^uiy  wliile  baJJotiug,  aud  one  man 
killed.  iSr.  Bain  wbh  elected  Secund  Lientenant.  «ad  remained  with  bis 
oommsnd  until  the  oIoho  of  th<v  viar,  hnvinj;  bonn  miiaterM  ont  Auj^et 
20,  18(15,  after  foiir  years'  6ervira  Some  of  the  battles  and  Bkiruiishie 
in  which  th«  regiment  nan  engHgwl  are  an  follouii:  Wildcat,  Cumberland 
Oap.

Tenn.  (where  the  entire  brigade  wa^  capiared 
and  oonfiued  iu  Libby  Prison  tiro  monthB),  Besuca,  Ooaarille,  Bni'ut 
Hiokorr,  Qolf^tbn  Church,  Pumpliin  Vine,  Poach  Tree  Cmok,  the  Atlanta 
campaign,  Sherman's  "  march  tu  the  «ea."  and  through  the  Caroliuas, 
being  iu  tJie  battloit  of  Aferymboro  nud  Bentonrille;  tbt^nce  tu  Raleigh, 
on  to  Richmond,  and  in  the  "grand  review"  al  WaehingLon;  thAno«t 
to  Louisville,  Ky.,  wfai-ru  the  n-giment  was  mustered  out.  After  his 
r«tnrn  horae,  our  subject  att^wded  ifooreBville  Seminary  six  montha,  then 
Earlbam  College.  Richmond,  lod,  three  years,  and  then  the  State  Uni- 
reraity  at  Bloouilngtoo,  graduating  from  that  institution  in  the  law 
ooarse  in  the  spring  of  1870,  after  which  he  came  to  Uartinaville  and 
eugagcid  in  the  praetico  of  law.  In  Angnat,  187n,  he  iupcaine  connected 
with  the  Republican,  which  aprang  into  existence'  tlint  year,  and  waa 
made  its  managing  editor.  In  December,  1870,  with  H.  A.  Smuck,  he 
purrhaecd  the  paper,  and  continued  ita  publication  for  four  years.

He  is 
also  a  member  of  the  Miisonic  frnternity,  and  of  the  G.  A.  R,  Since 
Mr.  Bain  has  beeu  Pos1mast<^r.  tho  office  tins  iucreaeed  ile  receipts  three- 
fold; and  it  is  at  present  one  of  the  best  appointed  and  condudod  poet 
offices  of  any  town  of  ita  size  in  the  State. 

JAMES 'p.  BAXDWIN,  second  son  in  n  family  of  eight  children, 
was  bom  March  17,  184U,  in  Jennings  County,  Ind.

title  of  Branch  ii  Bro. ;  they  own  the  MBitinsville  Floaring  Uills,  and 
are  doing  a  large  buitinesa,  over$250,i>)0  anDuaJly.  Mr.  Branch  ^liipped 
the  firef.  carload  out  of  the  town  on  the  new  railroad.  He  is  owner  of 
32U  Acn»  in  Johnson  Oonnty,  the  sauie  number  three  milee  east  of  this 
place,  and  his  wife  also  has  a  like  quantity  near  the  town.

Of  bio  fiillier.  thy  Marttu»s\ille  Jfppi(WirE7ii  of  Augosl  Id,  18S3, 
publishee  the  follnwing;  "On  the  14tli  inet.,  Oea.  Willis  Crari"  suddenly 
died  «t  his  home,  near  Olney.  IlL  Oen.  Crary  was  eighty-one  years  old 
paut.  He  was  n  native  of  Vermont,  and  moved  to  Cincionati  in  1S13, 
where  ho  roHtded  for  thirty  yeara,  when  he  removed  to  Franklin  County, 
Ind.  Be  was  in  his  earlier  days  a  promin«iit  politician  of  Cincinnati. 
He  was  well  acqnainted  with  Gon.  William  Henry  Harrison,  and  was  a 
achoolmnte  and  chum  of  his  eon,  Scott  Harrisun,  tJie  father  of  Senator 
Ben  Harrison.

Millw 
MiMged  in  merchandiifing  and  dealing  in  grain,  which  he  contiotMd 
mial  I87B,  when  he  removed  to  tbie  town  and  piuchasad  a  hardware 
store.  He  repreeeots  himself  in  the  tirm  of  Miller  &,  Ca;  they  also  deal 
in  agricaltoral  implemonta,  have  eonie  (10,000  invested,  and  do  from 
110,000  to  SuO.OOO  per  year.  Mr.  Miller  is  a  Mamn  and  an  Odd  Fellow; 
and  has,  besides  a  good  town  reaideuce,  160  acre*  iu  Jatper  County,  111. 
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SAUUEL  M.  UITCHKLL  wan  bora  in  Charlslon,  Clarke  Countr, 
iDd.,  July  7,  1814.

Hewitt  Nntter,  a  son  ot  Thoman  Xutt«r,  was  born  in  1785;  married 
in  Kentucky.  Suaao  Tnlliotl,  removed  to  Warrick  County,  Ind.,  in  18^. 
and  thence  in  1828  to  Morgan  County.  Mrs.  Nutter  died  in  1837,  after 
which  Mr.  N«tt«  married  Catherine  Wilson,  and  died  IVbruary  26,  1840, 
tbe  father  of  8«ventecn  childreu^lliirtueu  by  his  lirat  and  four  by  his  laat 
wiffli  John  Nutter  came  with  his  parontA  to  Ihin  county,  where  ho  ha»t 
riBM  remaiDOd.

Ue  built  the  firet  steam  saw  and  griet  mills  in  the  town— the  former  in 
1848,  the  latter  in  IM58.  In  July.  1801,  Henry  H.  Olda  enlisted  in  Com- 
pany  K,  Twenty-first  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  which  regiment  was 
assigned  to  the  Fifteenth  Army  Corps,  marching  to  Newport  Newrt,  and 
tlKDOe  to  New  Orleans.  He  was  in  many  skirmishes,  and  was  wounded 
in  the  battle  of  Baton  Rouge,  which  wound  was  severe,  &hntt«riTig  a  bone 
and  making  him  a  cripple.  He  aervell  three  vears,  waa  promoted  to  a 
First  Lienlenancy.  and  resigned  on  the  death  of  his  father.  February  20, 
1863,  he  married  Sarah  Koons,  who  died  October  8.  1872,  the  mother  of 
three  children— Butler  (deoeused)  William  A.  and  Perrj-.  He  next  mar-

Thence, 
tbrM!  years  iator,  thoy  n<aiov<xi  to  Grccno  Towofihip,  Morgan  Co.,  Ind., 
and  located  on  a  farm  of  100  acren,  to  which  the  father  added  122  acrwi 
before  his  death,  which  occurred  Jane  '2&,  IHS'S.  The  mother  is  now  liv- 
ing on  the  home  farm,  eeTt^ntytwo  years  of  age.  £ut<m  W.  Paxsoa  is 
the  elder  of  two  sons,  and  was  reared  in  Oreen  Township.

In  the  summer  of  lStl2.  be  osrolled  at  Sprinf^tiold,  Mo., 
in  Compauy  1.  Firvt  Hiseouri  Calvary,  and  served  to  the  close  of  tbe 
war.

He  grew  up  in  WestfltOd,  and  finished  hia  education  at  the 
lIoore«ville  High  School.  In  May,  1873,  he  began  the  study  of  law 
with  Ford  &,  Blair  in  Shelby ville,  Ind.,  and  in  tbe  year  followini;  wus 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  Indianapolis,  aod  from  tbore  came  soon  afterword 
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toMoormTille.  As  a  proetltioner,  li^  is  tnicora»ful,  aiid  we  bespeak  for 
hiiD  a  promiDODt  placv  in  the  very  front  rank  of  bin  profMsion  at  no  dif>- 
taot  day.

Ind., 
a  native  of  Cbstbam  County,  X.  C,  is  tbe  sixtb  cbild  and  foartb  son  of 
SIX  fious  and  eiglit  daiigfaU-rs  of  William  and  Peggy  (Brooks)  Bray,  ca- 
tivvB  of  Nortb  Carolina,  and  of  I^o^liflb  desocnt,  and  was  lK)m  December 
24,  1798;  came  into  Morgan  County  in  the  year  18^'J;  entered  from  the 
GoTt'mm*»nt  a  traot  of  land  in  th**  year  IS23;  .snttleifl  upon  it.  and  here  as 
a  farmer  he  haii  eince  lived.  Until  nearly  twenty-one  years  of  age,  be 
livnL  with  bia  part^ntc]  in  North  Carolina.  His  vduoutiou  w»a  limited  to 
that  of  reading,  and  something  of  peBmansbip  was  acquired  at  the  aab. 
scription  twhooln  of  hia  native  p]a<*e.  In  September,  18UJ.  be  wa«  mar- 
ried io  North  Carolina  to  Rachel  Moon,  by  whom  hn  bad  born  to  hira  ten 
children — Bnintley,  now  in  Iowa;  Austin. now  in  luwa:  Muacy.  aow  in 
Iowa;  Eli,  now  in  Kansas;  Wesley,  now  in  Iowa;  Kiloy,  now  in  Uor(;aa 
County,  Ind.;  Alfred,  now  in  Kanaa.'i:  William,  died  in  the  army  at 
Enford,  S.  C. ;  Kilon,  wife  of  David  Sheets,  in  Morgan  County.  Ind.; 
and  Yoonger,  died  at  the  a^  of  tbirty-ei(;bt  yeara.  The  mother  of  tbeae 
children  died  in  April,  187^.  at  tbe  age  of  seventy-eight  years.  Mr. 
Bray  joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Churrh  when  alv>iit  forty  tivn  years 
of  age,  and  hus  since  lived  tjie  life  of  a  consist'ent  Chrietinu.  His  de. 
c«8»ed  wife  was  a  member  nf  the  aame  church  many  years  of  her  life, 
and  was  noted  for  her  parity  of  life  and  Christian  conduct  Together.

X bey  inherited  nothing  but  cheerful  hearts  and  strong  arms,  and  their 
worldly  goods  uere  acqnired  by  their  united  industry.  Mr.  Bray  en- 
tered from  tbe  Ooverameut  from  time  to  time  in  Indiana  about  240  aoroa 
of  land,  and  has  put  about  KK)  acres  in  cultivation.  He  owns  now  a 
floe  fann,  where  he  livw,  of  lOS  nores,  all  in  cultivation  and  well  im- 
proved. He  has  upon  this  farm  a  nia^nili<'ent  4|uarry  of  blue  sandstone 
of  mut'b  value.  About  1831.  be  erecited  a  still-bouse  on  tbe  East  Fork  of 
White  Lick,  about  one  mile  from  where  Mooreevillo  now  standi  and  for 
twelve  years  ran  it  with  a  capacity  of  about  thirty  gallons  per  day, 
Aflor  his  conversion,  ho  ftlmndonod  the  trade  in  liquor.  About  tbe  year 
1841.  be  put  into  op^rstion  a  grist  mill  at  the  oonfluenco  of  the  East 
Fork  and  the  muiu  White  Lick  Creeks,  and  ran  tt  about  three  years.  Aa 
the  mill  was  ruQ  mostly  to  supply  meal  for  bib  distillery,  ho  partod  with 
it  soon  after  going  out  of  tbe  liquor  busineao.  He  is  a  Democrat  He 
has  been  a  liberal  giver  to  both  church  ami  school. 

JARVIS  P.  CALVERT  was  born  in  New  York  City  Jane  17,  18i2. 
and  is  tbo  youu-jest  of  four  ohildroo  of  John  T.  and  Sarah  (Reew)  Cal- 
vert, of  Rhode  Island  and  Pennsylvania  reapectivaly.  and  of  English  «- 
traction.  When  he  was  but  an  infant,  bis  parents  removed  to  Cinoin- 
nati,  Ohio,  where  his  mother  die<1  in  the  yeur  1^*14,  and  bin  fatber  in  Ims 
than  a  year  afterward.     Until  about  ten  years  of  age,  Jarvls  P.  existed  a

C,  ts 
tbe  Bou  of  Kathaniel  and  Ann  (Bamay)  Carter,  and  waa  bom  Hnrch  1. 
iSll.  Hia  pareuta  cam*  to  IcdiaQa  in  1814,  and  aettled  in  Orange 
CiMnty,  where  they  lived  eight  yeaTs,  ooming  to  Morf^an  County  in  1822, 
when  they  ]ocaU.>d  upno  u  small  triuA  of  luuj  enk-rud  frum  the  (iovem* 
moot,  and  at  once  procondtHi  to  erect  a  lo;^  cabin,  upon  the  dirt  floor  of 
wbich  they  slowed  away  their  little  fomily  and  BCttct  supply  of  hounehold 
goodu.  Tbcir  atoch,  oonftii^tibg  nt  bon>w,  cattle,  shefp.  bogiH.  jjul-ho  and 
dneka,  they  brought  with  tbem  from  Orange  County.

But  tbeir  experiencve 
were  but  ropetitiona  of  those  of  hnndrivda  of  braTo  pioneers  whoao  bord- 
aliipa  and  privutioua  are  recounted  upon  the  pagea  of  the  early  hiatory  of 
our  country.  Noromber  26,  Is34,  Mr.  Carter  wa»i  married  to  Ruth  Pick- 
ett, in  the  manner  and  form  peculiar  to  the  Friends'  Society,  of  which 
they  were  both  birthright  membLTs.

Ho  was  marriod,  M&rcb  13,  18^.  to  Lydia  Ann,  daoghtar  of  William 
Macy  (deoeseed),  and  haa  bag,  born  to  him  four  children — William  A.. 
Linnie.  Mahlon  and  Cora,  aii  son  Willinm  h  studyinir  naedicinn,  Mah- 
Ion  IE  at  Ktu-lbatu  Oolleg^.  and  the  aocumpliiihiu»ntfi  of  Uia  daaglitere  aro  not 
beinf;  nnj^lMtvd.  In  tho  fall  of  1880,  Mr.  Uadluy  wat  elected  County 
Oommiiiflioner,  and  re-elected  thereto  in  1 882.  He  was  one  of  the  organ. 
izen  of  th«  Farmers'  Bank  of  Mooresville.  nnd  for  oif;ht  yoant  wim  od* 
i>f  itet  directora.  Thout^h  a  straight  Rc^pnblican  p<:)Iilically.  he  it  not 
rndicaUy  partisan,  and  to  thia  fact  wa«  dii^  his  tintt  uoiniuatioQ  for  th« 
oflicp  of  Connty  Commiasioner.

County.  Ky.,  wart  born  May  Ih.  I8U.  and  di&l  July  3.  l8Sn.  la  1828. 
he  accompanied  his  lirotbor  Thumai;  J.  into  Indiana,  and  apont  the  rest  uf 
his  lite  in  Uor^an  CvUDty.  His  sobool  advantofroe  won>  rory  limitod, 
though  he  Inarned  flomnthing  of  rnndin^,  writing  and  arithmetic  by  at- 
tendanco  at  the  Kubecription  ecfauulfi  when  nut  engaeod  upon  the  farm. 
Ho  Diarrted  Martha  Jaoe  McDoiiald  Svpt«mWr  1&,  isSb.  and  she  bure 
him  twelve  children — William  W.  idecaasedi.  CharleB  S,,  Nancy  A.. 
Mary.  Theodore*  (deceased),  .John  (docoased),  Margaret  (dncAaMtd),  Sam- 
nel  (deceased).  Sarah  M..  Harrirton,  Douglawand  Mintie  E.  From  the 
age  of  fourtoeii  years  tiutil  the  day  of  hiu  diiafh.  subject  was  a  oontiiKt^iat 
raombsf  of  the  Ohriatian  Church,  and  was  for  many  years  a  MiiBter  Ma- 
son. HiB  firat  wife  died  March  4.  1S7!,  und  November  5.  of  the  Minw 
year,  howw)  marriod  in  Morgan  County,  Ind..  to  Pbcebn  T.  Jonra.  dnnf^h- 
terof  the  Bev.

Id  the  saiQaitT  of  JS59,  he  entered 
btfae  office  ut  Dr.  Ford  at  Wahssli,  Ind..  aud  began  the  stndv  of  modicine, 
LwkI  ttie  following  fnll  and  mntor  took  a  fall  course  uf  loctiiree  at  Ann 
lArbor  (Mioh.)  Universitr.  Betnming  to  WabaBh  for  the  sninnaor,  he 
iftUeoded  tba  soeceedin^  fall  and  wint«r  at  Ann  Arbor,  from  whence  be 
gradaatedfiocbiMuiEitry  in  the  spring  of  ISOKandiuMar  of  this  year  (1S<}]), 
he  opeacHl  an  ufHc4>  ut  La  Gro,  Ind  ,  aud  praoticoi]  miM3tcine  for  the  nnxt 
two^Mim.

Ufau  boro  kiiii  four 
childr«D,  throft  of  whoDi,  Albort  W..  Chnrlra  L.  am)  Ida  Ellen,  were  liv- 
ing &t  her  dnath,  which  o&curred  December  27.  lSt$3.  Avkf^  26,  18Q9, 
lis  married  iu  Dallas  County.  Iowa,  Rebecca  Hadlfty,  daughter  of  Qeurge 
Bowlee,  and  hashiid  bom  to  him  two  rbildren — Oliver  P,  and  Vernuu  D. 
BoT.  Mr.  Mucy  hiut  beon  rauiiy  yours  ivgatar  recorded  minister  of  the  Frienda 
Cbarch,  and  Hince  moving  to  Morgan  County  he  hoaowned  and  occupied 
the  fnrm  upon  which  he  now  residfc,  iibotit  one  mile  wostof  Moocntrillo, 
From  ISOll  to  1872,  he  was  Mt|xtriut4.itident  of  the  bn»inefl8  department  of 
the  Moorerville  High  School,  and  for  two  yesni,  1S73-74.  was  proprietor 
of  the  >loort«viUe  Ent^'rprMf,  n  vookly  paper  now  known  as  the  Moores- 
■ville  Monitor.  His  son,  Albert,  W.,  is  at  this  writing  {December,  ltl88) 
the  talented  editor  «!  the  Rivhiiiuui.1  iliid. )  PnUnfiium.  Oof  aabject  ia 
well  aupplied  with  thio  world's  goods,  u«&rly  all  of  whioh  have  been  ac- 
quired bv  bie  owii  indostry. 

ALLKX  T.  MANKER  was  twrn  is  Highland  Coanty.  Ohio,  April  15, 
1827;  is  the  sixth  son  of  nine  children  (eight  sods  and  one  dauRhler)  of 
Jacob  and  Marion  (Jonoe)  Manlier,  nai,ive«t  of  Ohio.  Hia  mother  died 
when  be  was  tive  years  of  h^,  and  the  succeeding  eleven  years  of  hiu  life 
wore  apc'ot  ut  difftreut  places  iu  tbe  iieigtilx irbood  of  bis  nativity.  He 
acquired  Bomnthin)^  of  an  edncation  by  a  few  moDlhs'  attendance  at  the 
winter  schools  in  hie  neighborhood,  and  in  1841,  in  tbe  town  of  HillslwFo, 
Ohio,  began  the  tratle  of  carpt-nte r  and  servpii  an  apprenticeship  of  three 
yeani.

Iu  i85(l-57.he  was  eugiiged  in  tbe  livery  business  at 
Mooresvillo,  and  tbo  rrat  of  his  lifo  Ims  boon  devoted  to  Uie  buainasB  of 
oontroutor  and  builder.  He  wait  married  at  Darliugtou,  lud.,  April  10, 
1857,  to  Nancy  -T.  ORskill  and  ban  had  txirn  to  him  seven  children  —Frank 
E..  Chrton  \V,,  Mary  I.,  Jamee  M..  John  W.,  Charles  and  LivingMt>ni, 
In  ISoS,  li'C  "  bull-wbacked"  acroea  the  plains  from  Iowa  to  Portland. 
Oreg,.  and  returned  to  Now  York  via  tho  ^throus.  The  best  buildings  in 
Mooresville  are  markn  of  bits  hondiwork.  He  superintended  the  erection 
of  the  new  Methodist  F!pii4co|>al  Church,  drew  the  plans  of  the  Maaonto 
buildiDf;;,  and  erected  the  Odd  Fellows  Hall.  He  i>^  a  mombor  of  the 
Methodist  Kpiscopal  Church,  belongs  to  the  Mtiaoos  and  Knights  of 
Honor;  is  a  strict  temperance  man,  and  in  poUtica  an  out  aud'Out  Demo- 
crat. 

GILKS  BEFORD  MITCHELL.  M.  D.  (deceased),  was  born  iu  Bar- 
tholomew County,  Ind.  November  17.  182'2.  His  parontw.  Giles  and 
Mary  (Moore)  Mitchell,  natives  of  Virginia  and  Kentucky  respectively, 
were  married  in  Kentucky  in  1S07,  uud  nroigrutod  to  luiliaiia  iu  1810, 
locating  in  Charleston.ClarkeOtimty.  when  the  only  buildings  there  were 
A  block-house  and  a  log  fort.  Iu  1820.  they  removed  into  Bartholomew

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B«<onl,  who  wxs  ih«  (onrtfa  of  n  fsmilv  of  m  ehildrnn,  ncqnirml  tbf> 
mdimrats  of  aa  English  edocatioo.  In  about  1S37,  be  began  Ihestudyof 
iB«dioiii«  with  Dr.  Bvoiinl.  of  Slartinfivillfi,  aod  at  the  sod  of  on«  y«ar 
«Btered  the  Ohio  Uodical  ColI»j^  at  Cincianati,  from  whioh  iostibiiion 
be  HabeMiQcotly  fj^radunted  as  \L  C  He  i^Tacticod  miMlicino  a  fow  vpant 
in  Uartinsri lie.  and  from  1847  to  1^7  inMoorosTille.  wli«n  ho  n^tumed 
to  Maninsrillo  and  ^mbarlced  ia  the  mfKti&tile  bOsiMM.  This  b»  fol- 
IowkI  about  thr^>  yean,  but  ^rowiug  diMAtisOfd  sold  ont  and  rvttirawl 
to  ]door<«ville.  wb^re  he  n«iiiiHKl  hia  practice  whicli  he  oootioiiad  up  to 
within  a  few  dayn  of  bia  death,  which  oocurrod  Ootobor  (5,  1878.  He 
was  a  man  of  much  more  than  ordinanr  memtal  caliber,  and  hia  BOOoeM 
through  lifo  was  dne  lo  bi^  own  indo^tiT,  tmer^y,  aod  indomDitable 
Mreeveranoe  in  th«  pnntait  of  knowledj^  He  vra»  marrie^l,  Nuvombt-r 
90.  ISi'i.  at  Mooretmlle.  to  Sarah  Reagan,  daughter  of  Reason  Reagan. 
an  early  Mttlor  of  Morgan  Connt^-,  and  had  bom  to  him  nix  children — 
Uory  E.,  LanraA..  (dpr»asedi,  John  (deoBased)  Ida  E.  (dtK'essed).  t>arab 
T.  (dMMsed),  KmioaO.,  and  WiUiain  L.  At  his  death.  Dr.  AI.  had 
been  many  yeara  a  oonsielent  member  of  the  SI.  E.  Cbnrch.  and  a  Mftsou 
io  high  standiiij;.  He  wan  one  of  tbv  orKiuiizora  of  the  Fannera'  Bank 
of  MuoresvilJe.  and  for  several  years  its  l^rraidrait.  In  imlitioR,  be  was 
«n  onawerring  D^DOcrat.  and  was  atone  time  his  partj'V  candidate  for 
RepreMinlative  in  the  Stat«  I>gislatnre.  He  efiteeraed  hit*  profession 
aboTe  ell  i>ther  emplottnentfi  in  which  he  was  engaged,  and  devoted  him- 
self to  the  bank  only  tn-CAUse  the  accumulatioa  of  hift  toil  rix(uired  it. 
Bin  aim  wa*  to  be  a  aucceeaful  practitioner,  and  be  allowed  nothing  to 
tfontlict  with  Ink  darling  pnrpoee.  Hia  pert'eptionii:  were  Ter>-  keen,  and 
intfae  treatment  of  acnie  diaeiOAes  he  was  Tery  Huccewifnl,  Much  of  his 
exteoaive  practice  waa  due  bo  the  promptneeo  of  his  calls.  He  attended 
fftrtotly  to  work,  and  waa  oarefnl  not  to  neglect  any  of  bis  patiocts.  He 
took  bold  with  R  firm  hand,  and  the  result  was  not  doubtful.  His  sue* 
MMfol  oareer  is  a  brilliant  example  of  what  can  be  aorouipHshed  bj 
Mrneet  derotion  to  preetent  duty.  He  started  with  nothing,  having  to 
•i|pi  a  note  for  )x>rrL>wml  money  wilh  which  lu  prxMccutu  hia  stndies  in 
the  modical  college.  A.s  a  businei^a  man.  he  was  eraot  in  his  habita  and 
tsided  himm.>lf  on  Evstotu  in  uU  that  belonged  to  Itta  afTaire.  \Vbea  he 
newTad  oertaiu  premotiition  of  hia  approarhing  death,  he  arraoged  to 
•eltle  faia  basinet,  that  future  embcrranmeDt  might  be  avoided.  He  be- 
lieved in  applying  bank  prinoiplm  to  ordinary  huaint^ee  afTnirs.  and  this 
nvtem.  no  doabt.  bad  mnch  to  do  with  bia  Aiiocem  in  temporal  mattem. 
He  deferred  great  crvditandroap'^d  a  liberal  harreet  for  his  painstaldngs 
in  departmento  of  dnty.  He  left  his  family  a  handsome  patrimony, 
which  has  heen  skillfully  managed  by  his  aurviving  widow.

1S32. '  He  waa  reared  n poo  a 
fann.  and  at  the  roruiaon  Mboole  acqaired  thi?  nidiinents  of  an  Engliah 
education.  On  January  ],  1854,  he  waa  married  at  Malem,  Washington 
County.  Ind..  to  Charlotte  A.  Hoggvtt,  by  whom  he  has  had  bom  to  him 
ten  children,  two  of  whom  died  in  infancy,  not  named;  tha  othen  were 
named  as  follows:  John  Albert,  Joseph  Wilbtim,  Edward  Emnnnel.  .Mice 
Irene,  Leonora  fdecea»ed).  Ocorge  Elmer  fdeceseed).  Emeet  Morton  (de-

His  tjrst  eervjoe  btve 
was  with  S.  Moore,  as  clerk  in  a  miTcuntilu  establinhment.  ^iug  into  a 
partnership  with  him  at  the  end  of  five  years.  After  beinx  with  himtbroo 
years  Hr.  Newbv  retired  from  the  mercantile  bnsinesa,  but  continued  a 
parioenbip  wiLli  Mr.  Ntoore  in  farming  and  xtock  biminoss  for  iwrcral 
years.

Newby  married  his  ttecond  wife,  Mary 
Baridon,  in  Morgan  County  in  April,  1S7I>.  Since  1870,  he  has  been 
farming  and  etock  trading.  In  lo70,  he  wan  elected  Marshal  of  Mooroit- 
ville,  and  held  the  office  one  year,  and  ainoe  ISS2.  has  been  Jnstiue  of 
thft  PoQCO  of  BTx>wn  Townahip,  and  in  addition  to  the  dntiea  of  that  oflice, 
ia  carrying  on  a  general  collecting  agency.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Ua- 
Donie  order,  and  in  politico  an  active  Reptiblioan. 

WILLIAM  i>.  OVERTON  ia  the  third  son  of  Jamea  H.  and  Ann  M. 
(Parker)  Orortou.  who  Bpent  their  livi«  iii  North  Carolina;  lie  waw  bom 
in  Northampton  C^nnty  that  State.  July  4.  1S52:  came  to  Mor(5nn  (^mnty, 
Ind.,  in  the  winter  of  1H74,  and  up  to  the  spring  of  1883  farued  near 
Mourovia,  At  this  t<jwi\,  after  a  short  trip  West,  Mr.  Overton  entered  th« 
hardware  store  of  Hobba&  Johnson,  as  clerk.  In  July,  1H83,  he  bought 
out  the  Mooreaville  elevator  and  baa  since  been  engaged  in  the  grain 
biininefu*.  On  November  19.  1878.  ho  was  married  at  Hillsdale,  to 
Maggie  L&nkford,  who  died  March  il,  1881,  loiwing  her  husbaod  one 
child— William  Heury.  In  ISfiO.  Northampton  Ooimty.  N.  C,  cast  14 
votes  for  Abraharo  Lincoln  for  President  of  the  L'nited  States  and  Jameo 
S.  Orwrtou  was  one  of  the  numbor.  On  aocount  of  hi»  auti- Southern 
prinoiplee,  he  was  compelled  to  leave  home  diuing  the  wni-,  and  the 
motiUer  dying  in  ibe  meantime,  the  family  wa«  completely  broken  up. 
So  it  will  be  readily  noderstood  that  bo  far  in  life  William  D.  OrertoQ 
has  "  paddled  his  own  canoe."  He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  EpiB> 
copal  Chorch,  an  earnest  euppnrtor  of  the  eauae  of  temperance,  belong* 
to  the  Masonic  order  and  votes  the  Republican  ticket. 
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BENJAMIN  HENRY  PERCE.  M.  D..  pnHiiinoiit  phyuician  and  enr- 
gvta  of  MooresFilIe.  lod..  is  eldest  of  livo  children  of  Prosper  and 
Mftfj  O.  (Rohiiuion)  i'«r<N\  natiTm  of  Now  York  ftnd  Now  Haropuhire, 
uid  of  Engliob  and  Scotrh-Irisb  extraction  rm^x^tively,  woit  born  in  Si. 
Josepb  Cutmtf,  Mich.,  Juue>  '21,  lUSii.  His  Tather  having  died  in  1854. 
leoTin^;  tbo  f&milr  in  soutewhat  iftrait«aod  eircauwtBiicoei.  the  sab- 
jeut  of  this  slietch  waa  Uirowii  early  in  life  upon  hie  own  rmoiircm.  He 
bad  BOqnired  oobki  knowlndj^  of  flifpi  writing  and  omamnntnl  pninting, 
and  did  caDoiderable  work  in  that  line,  by  which  he  accumuliited  a 
UD&ll  Hutu  of  money,  the  most  of  which  h**  liberally  gav«  to  hiis  iiiotJier 
and  voonK  eister,  and  with  $3  in  bia  pocket  and  his  estra  wearing  sppar- 
lel  rolled  up  in  un  «ld  eilk  haDdkerchiM,  young  Pc^rce  loft  tho  plnc-o  of 
hti  nativity,  and  took  np  his  march  in  raarcb  of  a  livelihood.  IVud^ing 
onward,  stopping  oocaeionnlly  to  saw  wood  for  broad,  he  arrived  tioally 
at  tbv  orod-HiDg  of  lhi.1  Now  Albany  &  L.  S.  K.  R.  Footsore,  tired,  bun- 
ny and  diBoouraged,  be  thrust  his  cane  into  the  EBud  aud  allowed  iU 
falluig  to  ducido  the  coiutie  of  hia  fartbur  travel.  It  bi-nt  ito  hoad  to  tb* 
aoath.  and  in  the  year  1K57,  after  <)Ierpin;r  in  fence  oornere  and  Feasting 
off  drycrackentaluUi'nH  Hubk>  night  >;|irL>ft.l  lierviD^sov^rbiU  and  dale,  our 
^ubj«ct  landed  at  UrwwucaBtle,  lud.,  thf  hoK-  im»i<>e«i«>r  of  but  "Jy  cents. 
Hb  retired  without  supper  and  began  work  before  breakfast,  so  that  wlieu 
dtonor  nrriTod — a  f^ood  ono  to  whirh  ho  was  kindly  invit^xl — tho  manner 
in  wbicb  he  attncked  the  eatables,  mnde  the  eyea  of  hia  generous  boat 
and  boat«««  stand  out  from  wry  wonder.  He  alternated  the  two8ucoeed- 
>t>S  yoais  between  Greeacaallo  nod  Plaintield  id  following  bis  trade,  and 
in  tbu  Hpring  uf  IS[)\),  came  to  Moorusville,  and  a  year  ufttTward  foruiod 
a  partnnrabip  with  a  Mr.  Mitchell  in  the  mannfncture  of  oarriagoH  and 
bnggiee,  which  enterprise  failed  in  the  following  year.  As  "jouniey- 
man,"  he  followed  bin  old  trade  at  difTvrcnf,  ji!a<'<^  up  to  the  wimmer  of 
1802,  when  he  raised  a  company  preparatory  l«  enteriog  the  army,  and 
drilled  it,  but  declined  a  oouiiuitision  as  it«  oommauder  in  favor  of 
Capt.  PflopleMi.  In  AngUHt  of  this  year,  he  entered  as  a  Corporal  in  Com- 
pany  E,  Twelflb  Indiana  Voltint^  Infantry,  and  aerwd  up  to  June, 
I86t>.  In  July,  l^fU,  at  Marietta,  (ia.,  he  received  a  aunfllrobe  whicb 
mnlted  in  tbe  destruction  of  bis  right  eye.  In  October,  1804.  he  was 
placed  npnn  dotaehed  dnty  na  Hospital  Steward  in  tho  provisional  diria- 
iOD  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennf^oee,  g^mg  from  there  to  Waahington  in 
tbeaauwi  capacity  in  the  Auger  General  Huxpital.  and  here  received  bis 
final  discharge.

Ue  is  a  member  of 
both  oouutjr  and  State  Medical  Roclelit^.  uf  the  lirat  of  which  he  has 
boon  twi(N)  Prn»id(>iit.  flo  is  in  thn  onjoymetit  of  n  lucrative  paaitioD, 
nwnii  a  haQdnome  property,  ih  proud  of  bia  professioo,  and  jiutly  f>o  of 
bis  ttticcfiwt^ ;  bit  rolos  tlt«  Rtfpuhlicun  tickft. 

AMOS  W.  REAGAN  M.  I>. ,  a  promineut  physiGian  and  aurgeon  of 
Uoorosvillo,  Ind.,  is  tbo  fourih  nun  of  Bi^usun  nud  Piaaa  (Wiloou)  Rua- 
g&n,  UHtiTefl  of  Snnth  Carolina,  and  probably  of  Irish  and  Engliab 
Axtraotion  rMpectivdly.  Amoa  W.  was  born  in  Morion  Coanty,  lod., 
April  !l,  IHUn,  and  the  flrsiflixt^en  yoant  of  bio  life  were  apent  U[)od  a 
fam.  alteniatiD>^.  in  tho  imual  manner  of  farmt-nt'  nuns,  the  duties  lioreot 
Vitb  oceaaiOBul  attvnilouci:  ut  thu  cummon  E<chooU.  lu  lS4o,  hv  viil«r«d 
A-nbury  University,  where  for  thrw  yeiirs  he  assiduously  devoted  himself 
to  ^tady,  n(»|uiriDg  a  thor>>ii>jfa  Engliith  ('diicftlioii  ami  a  fair  familiarity 
with  the  cltuaicB.  January,  1^)17,  in  the  office  of  Dr.  Q.  B.  Mitchell, 
at  MouresvilU,  he  begau  the  study  of  uediciuu.  nud  at  the  end  of  une 
year  entered  the  Ohio  Medical  OoIIofTB  at  Oinoinnati,  from  whence  h« 
graduated  in  the  spring  of  1S51  with  the  dv^ree  of  M.  D.  Betaming 
to  Muormville,  (h«  Doctor  fonnwl  a  [wrtoi'rRbip  with  biti  old  ]>reoepcor. 
and  for  the  next  aueceediug  twentytwo  years,  intemiptt'd  only  by  a  three 
jmn'  service  iu  the  army,  carried  on  the  practiou  of  Toeiliciuu.  I>r.  Kua- 
gao  rose  rapidly  in  the  profession,  and  em  many  years  was  ranked  among 
tb»  mcwt  auco(>!tafTi1  praotitioaeru  in  Morgan  County.  Enrly  in  July, 
1302.  be  entf^red  the  service  of  the  United  Slatet^  and  waa  nt  once  rum- 
missiooed  Surgeon  of  the  Seventieth  Indiana  Voluuteer  Infantry.  From 
bio  onrollmmt  to  the  clom.'  of  tbo  war,  hi?  commaad  was  never  without 
liis  Bervires,  and  the  last  eighteen  montha  of  the  time  he  was  Acting  Bri- 
gado  SiirgaoD  of  llw  Fintt  Brigodo.  Third  Division,  Tweutiotb  Army 
Oorpa.  The  di.stingiiiahed  services  of  the  old  Seventieth  Indiana  are 
immortaliiied  iu  the  alretidy  wrttl«u  history  of  our  country,  and  it  is  not 
Mwontial  to  the  purposes  of  this  sketch  that  many  bloody  engagnmonta 
be  here  detailed  or  even  referred  to.  Sufiioe  il  tu  say  that  in  bivouac  or  io 
battle,  ib*  nick,  itn  wounded  and  itt*  dying  wore  U9ver  without  the  attend- 
ance of  one  of  the  moi^t  okillful  surgeons  of  the  army.  While  at  Bow- 
ling Ureen,  Ky,.  in  September,  1SG2,  the  Doct4jr  contraclert  chronic 
diarrhcBB,  resulting  in  diseBae  of  the  heart.  From  the  oO'ects  of  this,  he 
haa  Devor  rocovered;  bnt.  on  tho  contrary,  tho  eymptoma  have  grown 
perceptibly  worse  within  the  past  few  joats.  Prom  IST'i  to  187o,  onr 
subject  was  aasuciatvd  with  Dr.  P(>roe  at  Moormrille,  ttince  the  diieolu 
lion  of  which  partiiornhip  ho  haa  but>u  alone  in  the  prautioiN  Ho  has 
been  thrice  murrted,  and  is  the  father  of  three  children,  two  only  of 
whom  are  living.  Hi^  lirrit  wifi*  waR  Xnncy  Kooker,  dnugtiler  o(  Joaaa 
Itooker.  who  died  in  the  fall  of  INoS,  after  having  been  mariit-d  about 
three  years.  Hie  secoml  wife  wiut  Sarah  E..  a  younger  eittter  of  his  tirst 
wife.  She  lived  about  five  yeai-a  of  married  life,  and  died  without  wn« 
in  October,  1871.  To  his  present  wife,  a  Mm.  Ella  Ellioit,  who  haa 
borne  him  one  child,  he  was  married  in  \overaber,  1.SS2.

Board:  is  a  Republicaa  in  politics,  an  upright geDtleman,  and  rightfully 
l>o]d«  thf  (wt.-'cm  aod  ooBfidoBOo  of  the  commnnitj  in  which  his  life  has 
so  far  been  spent. 

TTIOMAS  A.  RICHARDSON  vsa  bom  in  Heiidrieks  Coantv,  Ind., 
Beptember  b,  iS37.  Uia  parents.  James  and  Rachel  (Little)  KichardsoD, 
nativM  of  Vir»finia.  came  to  MooresriUe  wheo  Thomas  A.  was  an  infant. 
and  hem  the  (athor  died  in  1882,  at  th«  age  of  sevpntT-oight  ytiant.  Up 
lo  fifteen  jears  of  s^,  our  subject  lived  in  town,  and  the  nttxt  five  jears 
b«  spent  iipun  the  farm.  His  edncatioD  was  limits  to  such  as  cddM  be 
bad  at  the  public  eehooU,  and  having  leamM  the  tinn^a  trade  at 
HooreHTilk*,  hi>,  in  IS*)!,  went  to  Wabaeb,  lad.,  at  which  place  and  at 
Indiaoapolis  he  work(>«l  afi  tinflmith  for  the  next  six  yosra  October  5. 
1805.  be  was  married  at  Moore^viMe.  to  Mice  Hawk,  daughter  of  Dr. 
Ourles  Hawk,  and  has  had  bcu-o  lo  him  three  chiUlren  -an  iotant  (do- 
ceased)  not  named.  Qraoie  and  Florenoa  Mr.  Riehardson  is  nee  of  the 
Stewards  of  the  Methodist  Church;  Trcosurex  of  the  "  Moncao  "  Lodge, 
No.  211.

DR.  CLARK  R0BB1N8  is  iht-  !*ou  of  .Alfonl  and  Isabel  (Origgs) 
Bobbins,  who  were  natives  of  Ohio,  and  of  Irish  extraction.  Thejr  came 
into  Indiana  about  a  hnlf  a  century-  ago,  and  settled  in  Moi^:an  C^mntr. 
where  on  Jolv  10.  1S30,  their  M^ond  i<oii,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was 
bom.  Clark  alternated  the  duties  of  farm  life  with  attendance  at  Ihe 
poblie  schools.  Ue  luet  hitt  father  wbeu  but  fourteen  years  of  »g«,  and 
atnoe  that  time  has  "paddled  his  own  canoe."  At  the  age  of  nineteen,  he 
befraa  the  stodj  of  medicine  in  the  office  of  Dr.  HntchinsoB  at  Mooras- 
rille.  sod  in  the  winter  of  lvSSA-o7  took  a  full  course  of  lectures  nt  Ann 
Arbor  (Mich.)  University.  The  following  wintvr,  he  Kpent  profitably  at 
the  Cincinnati  (Ohio)  Medical  College,  and  in  August,  1859,  began  the 
practire  of  medicine  at  Ifonroria.  Ind.  ki  the  end  of  two  jreani.  be  re- 
movM  to  Bnxiklyn,  Ind..  whom  for  the  ensuing  siitonn  ymi9  be  par- 
sooil  hi^  profeesion  with  dattenng  suoceee.  The  AUperior  school  advan- 
tages of  Martinsvillt^  took  him  lo  that  town  in  the  spring  of  1876.  and 
from  Uartimiville  he  removed  to  Mooresvillc  in  the  fall  of  ISSO.  Here 
be  ban  since  plied  his  profession  with  cn-dit  to  himself  and  to  the  satis-

Rnd  family  are  all  membeni  of  the  M^lbodifit  Frotefitant  Cbnrch,  the 
Doctor  in  fnct  bfiing  ono  of  its  ino*t  snbalantial  pillarH.  Hn  i*  class 
leadftr,  Financial  St<>ward,  attd  Supirititendent  of  the  Sabbatb  Hcbrxil. 
For  tw^uty-tbrHe  yeant,  be  w&ii  &  member  of  tlie  M^thoiliet  Episcopal 
Cburcb,  bat  in  Febraary,  IfiSl,  joined  tbe  above  body  and  bas  »inc« 
beeo  nn  Btuneet  worker.  The  oaly  political  oflSc«  the  Doctor  eTer 
aspired  to  Teas  that  of  Troatoo  of  Clay  Towiwhip,  and  tbia  offieo  bo  held 
for  ten  conBecatire  years.  Dr.  Bobbins  wae  by  education,  early  trainiog 
and  many  years'  practice,  idontifiod  iritb  th«  "  allojMitliic  system,*'  but  a 
fflw  years  Hinoe  he  oboee  to  adopt  a  more  liberal  oourso,  so  ho  cut  loose 
from  "  crecdB  and  ethics, ' '  and  now  pnwticws  under  the  beat  authorities 
of  the  allopathic,  eclnctic    and  homceopatbic  nchoola. 

ISAAC  W.  ItOOKER  was  bora  in  Blount  County.  Tenn.,  Norember 
25.  1S(36.  and  catue  to  Indiitna  in  1S18.  witb  his  parents,  who  nettled  in 
Waj-no  <rouQty.  I'rom  Wayne  the  family  removed  into  Morgan  Connty 
in  iH'i'Z,  and  locstvd  upon  land  cutvrod  from  tbo  United  State's  Govern- 
ment in  Brown  Township,  and  here  the  father  and  mother,  Wiltinm  and 
Nancy  (SalT^ll)  Rooker.  spent  tbe  remainder  of  their  lives.  They  w»^ 
natires  of  Eo^laod  and  Old  Virginia  r«apectivtfly,  aud  lived  to  a  -very  old 
ue,  being  each  abont  eighty-four  years  when  they  departed  thi»  lite. 
'^ey  were  married  in  Virginia,  and  Iiv<od  to^thor  an  man  and  wifoaboilt 
siity-five  years,  rearing  a  family  of  eleven  children,  live  sons  and  .six 
daughters,  of  which  number  Isaac  M'.  was  tenth.  He  was  r«ar»d  as  a 
farmer,  and  bad  the  benefit  of  abont  nine  months'  acbooling  in  Brown 
Township,  but  ecems,  however,  to  have  improved  his  oppariuoities  ft* 
l(>iu'nin^,  for  he  waa  employed  several  monthti  at  teaching  the  yonng 
children  in  his  neighborhood.  April  6,  1826,  Ur,  Rooker  was  married 
in  Morgan  County  to  Folly  BallartI,  a  native  of  Ohio,  by  whom  he  had 
bom  lo  Lim  nine  children — Elizabeth  J.,  Nancy  A.  (deceased),  Kacbael 
E.  (docoased),  Mary  Anu,  Calvin  F..  Rufna  R.  (dccAueed),  Jolin  W., 
William  .\.  (deceased),  and  Catbarine  L.  WilliamA.  died  in  the  Unitad 
States  Army,  and  the  mother  of  tL€«e  cbildreu  died  October  8,  lH83,  at 
the  age  of  about  eev^nty-Bix  years.  Mr.  and  Mra.  R.  both  bi-came  mem- 
bers of  tbe  Methodist  Episcopal  Chnrch  when  young,  and  Mra.  B.  lived 
and  died  as  a  Christian  should.  His  property,  aside  from  a  small  in- 
heritance from  the  estate  of  bis  fatber.  has  been  acquired  by  his  ono  in- 
dustr}',  and  like  mi^t  of  the  pioneers  of  a  new  country,  he  learned  lessons 
of  hardship  and  privation,  and  has  eaten  of  the  broad  earned  by  the  sweat 
of  the  brow.  He  has  always  been  of  a  somewhat  retiring  disposition, 
and  to  attend  )itrictly  to  his  own  biisineEiB  and  sHow  other  peopin  to  do 
tbo  same,  ban  been  the  ruJe  of  bia  actions  through  life.  His  declining 
years  art"  being  epent  peacefully  upon  bis  uld  homestead, where  bi»i  wants 
are  adminiatCTcd  to  by  hia  daughter  and  her  husband,  who  live  with  him, 
and  who  upore  no  efforts  to  make  his  old  age  comfortable  and  happy. 

CAPT.  SAMUEL  M.  ROOKER,  citizen  nf  Mooiesville,  Ind..  is  the 
third  eon  of  Jesse  S.  and  Candace  L.  ^Conduitt)  Kooker,  natives  of  Ten- 
neseee,  and  descendants  from  the  Qermau  and  the  Frenoh.  reBpeotively. 
He  was  txirn  at  Moorasville  Mjiy  22,  1824.  H»  was  trained  to  farm  life, 
and  edtiosted  at  the  public  echools,  Uis  parents  came  into  Morgan 
County  in  the  year  18lB,  and  here  spent  the  remainder  of  their  years, 
his  father  dying  in  1843,  at  the  age  of  forty-nine  years,  and  hie  mother 
ten  years  earlier,  at  the  age  of  thirty-eight.     He  wan  married,  February 
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24,l844,to  Nancy  MoNeff,  liw  wljom  he  had  born  to  himslxohildron — Mnry 
Candlioe  (deee*Md).  Miirion  Howard  Mo«.as(\l),  KanBas  Adalide.  Otto  E. 
anti  Mattie  B.  Angaat  lH,  1-S(VJ,  he  ^-oUred  the  service  of  tLc  United 
StHU>B  as  Captain  of  Coiujiuiiy  E^  Twc-lftli  Indiana  VoluuUwr  InfaDtry, 
and  Bt»  montlis  thoroafter  vias  compvlled  to  rfttiffo  on  oooouiit  of  pbys* 
ical  diaabilitir.  Though  out  but  a  eboit  timet,  he  bbw  considerable  real 
MTvioe,  having  particiiiHte<l  in  ibo  bnttlo  of  Richmond,  Ky.,  and  any 
onmber  of  akirmisheB.  Roturning  fi-om  the  war,  he  engaged  in  Iho  mer- 
cantile boetiiiMH  at  ^aoreaville,  from  which  he  retired  in  alxiut  a  yvnr, 
and  bitilt  tho  Mngnolia  Mills,  and  oondu(>ted  them  twolvo  or  thirteen 
yean.  Be  hne  bought  and  sold  over  4,50(>  acres  of  valiiabln  lands  in 
Br^wu  TovD«hip;  dmU  ext<>iisiv9ly  ju  gruia,  and  Iwen  nn  active  buaineea 
luan  generally.  The  panic  of  lS"5-76  coet  liira  over  ?'iO,()00,and  in  Novem- 
ber, 1881,  bis  ri'sideaoe  in  Muortisvillo  was  completwlv  deatro^yed  by  fire. 
So,  with  all,  CapL  Itooker  hun  bad  bis  ahnro  of  tbonpsand  downs  of  life, 
and  still  ridee  the  wavea.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Mothodiat  £pieoopsl 
Chareh:  high  ap  in  the  order  of  Odd  Fellowa;  a  D«uiocrat  in  politica;  a 
farmer  by  occupation,  and  takes  life  easj'  iu  hiB  new  splendid  roajdeDMs 
into  which  hu  biui  just  luovud. 

WILLIAM  ASBURV  ROOKEB  (deceased)  waa  bom  in  Wayne 
County,  Ind..  Jannury  6,  ISlO,  and  died  at  MoowwTill©,  Ind.,  Augnat 
16,  18-10.  Uv  was  the  second  aon  of  Jeuse  ty.  and  Candaoe  L.  (Goudnitt) 
Itooker.  and  had  one  brother  and  six  hielers  younger  than  himsnlf.  At 
the  aco  of  about  twelve  yoani,  he  entepe<i  a  diy  (joods  bonse  as  clerk,  and 
rsraained  nine  or  ten  yeans.  On  December  20,  ]83U,  he  waa  married  to 
Rnsna  Rosie.  daagbtor  of  Michael  and  Catharine  (Houae)  Ruste,  of 
Moor««ville,  and  had  born  tu  him  four  children — Thom&HB.  D.,CandacoC., 
Kary  C  and  Wallace  A.  (deceased).  Soon  after  the  death  of  his  father, 
which  oociirred  in  IMS,  our  siibjfwt  p\ircha*ed  tho  old  homeHtr^ad,  cun^iat- 
ing  of  abont  IHK)  acres,  the  title  to  which  deecended  to  hie  widow,  who  yet 
owna  andmanag4«  it  with  the  skill  of  an  adept.  Hiu early  ediicattou  was 
limited  to  unch  as  th<' neighborhood  schools  o!  tho  day  affordod,  but  lived 
to  be  a  self-Uiuitht  and  eelf -mode  man,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  a 
itnperior  «cbolar.  In  1837.  ho  wn«flftat<Ki  TroRmiror  of  Morgan  County, 
and  was  the  inoombent  of  that  ofBce  when  he  died.  He  was  a  conei&tent 
memborof  the  Methodiat  Episcopal  Church,  and  a  Mastic  Mason,  under 
and  by  tho  rites  and  ceremonies  of  which  order  he  wa.4  buried.

He  was 
well  ednoated  in  the  Frenob  languagts  and  before  ho  was  nineteen  years 
of  age  had  mastered  tbetradeot  watch-maker.  Hia  parcata,  Jaofj^ueaand 
Margaret  (Tetaz)  Ito«>«ier,  had  five  aona  andAre  daughters,  and  of  the  ten 
children  our  subject  waa  next  to  the  yonngoat,  and  the  only  one  who  ever 
came  to  America.  From  IS(J2  to  18(17,  itflnry  alternated  between  New 
lf«Tk,  Indiaaapolis  and  Terre  Uant«.  the  &m  three  years  at  his  trado,  and 
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the  lull  two  in  tL«  ^rocpry  busineBs.  January  20,  iSfifi,  hn  wan  marric 
Id  Ti*iTs  Haute  to  Emily  Drotz,  who  lian  borne  him  fivecbildrun — Wjlltam, 
Katie.  Cmil,  Cbarli-s  ami  Waller  I'deceiiMd).  By  [)er»ir>tenl^flortaD<l  the 
opplicatioD  of  a  oAttirally  superior  tniad,  Mr.  Bosai'er  has  poH6ee&ed  him- 
self of  a  good  Englisli  education,  and  is  at  tbifl  writing  (Docembt-r,  ISSS) 
one  of  tlie>  Tructow  of  the  ^looresville  Wif^  Sebool.  He  wuh  broof^bt  np 
in  tbe  PreabTleriao  fmtb.  bat  is  now  a  member  of  th«  Metbodist  £piiioopal 
Churc-b.  He  b.^louK'R  U>  tlie  I.  O.  O.  F..  A.  F.  k  A.  M.  and  K.  of  H.  at 
MoorflBvillo,  whero  be  ha»  bean  cof^agal  in  tbe  jewelry  buHiueseHinuetbe 
year  ]8fl7. 

JOHN  H.  RUSnS.  Iwrri  in  Prince  William  Connty.  Ya.,  December  22, 
183-ii  cam*  here  with  his  parents,  Michael  and  Ctilharino  (Hoiuw)  Rnsie, 
Doiives  of  tirnnaiiy.  who  sullU-d  nt  Muoreevilitt  in  iS'Sd,  ami  berettpent  tbe 
remainder  of  their  yenre.  In  his  yontJi.  our  Bubject  learned  the  tiuner'H 
trade,  and  received  a  fairEitglieh  education.  In  1855.  ho  <>ngafT(>d  in  the 
berdware  and  tia  baeines^.  nnd  followed  it  for  five  yearn;  eold  out.  and 
for  the  Dext  two  yeare  managed  lb<>  businei^  for  bis  eQCC(«eorii,  In  Sep- 
tember, 1857.

In  addition  to  his  Mouresvi lie  property, 
he  owns  live  liuu  farms  iu  Morgan  County.  All  bitu  pro^^erly  boe  bv«n  ao- 
quiredaiucB  the  late  war  by  bis  own  industry,  and  in  a  strictly  legtttmatej 
way.

Hit*  pnreDts,  Ctoorg© 
uxl  Margaret  (House)  Sliet-te,  were  nativeA  of  Ot-rnianjr,  and  came  lo 
AiDerica  iD  lS14ur  1&I5,  nnd  in  1-S3i'l  took  up  Ibeir  abode  at  MooresvlllA, 
nod  hero  fl|>pot  tlm  remainder  of  their  dnyti,  the  former  dying  in  IST7  at 
the  ase  of  ninoty-one  yeurs,  and  the  latter  in  the  year  of  1^7  at  the 
age  of  fifty -seren  years.  Our  mibject  tearn^Kl  the  carjient^ir's  trade  with 
bis  father,  and  followed  it  about  eight  yeara.  He  was  firel  married,  at 
MuoreBville.  to  Churlultt'.  daughter  of  I>r.

KEV,  HIGH  STACKHOUSE.  present  resident  miniBter  of  the 
Motbodiut  Protcetaut  Church,  Uoorveville,  lud.,  was  born  in  Br«okinridge

Stackhouse,  nativea  of  England  and  of  North  CarcHun  reftpectively, 
camu  to  Indiana  in  the  year  1S41,  settled  in  Orange  County,  and  there 
ended  their  daya.  They  had  eleven  children— eight  aona  and  three 
dsnghtera— and  aix  of  the  aoni  and  one  of  the  danght^m  were  older  than 
the  sobject  of  tbissketch.

Hia  pBKnts,  Absalom  and  PriBCJIla  (JackBon)  ijarnn^.  wwo  nativM  of 
Surrey  Ooarty.  N.  0..  aud  of  Welsh  and  Scotch  extraction  renpectiTelj. 
Eli  i.  Sumner  received  a  reepectable  ounimon  BCbooI  and  academic  edn> 
cation,  aad  subsMjuenliy  bccumo  a  toachor  in  Union  Somiuory,  ia  bis 
native  connty.  In  the  fall  of  l!^iil>,  he  visited  Mooreifville  tor  the  finut 
time,  spent  n  few  weeke  in  proepectin^,  and  then  rotarned  to  HtRbluDd 
County,  wbere,  June  13,  \^iZ.  be  married  Anna  £.  Boxley,  daughter  of 
George  Boiley,  of  Spottaylvania  County.  Va.  May  5,  1S34,  M"r.  Sum- 
nerV  wife  died.  In  the  fnll  of  the  tiama  yoar,  hn  came  on  bormback  to 
Uuoreeville,  and  the  following  winter  taught  in  the  Mcxin  Scboolbonae, 
near  by.

GEORGE  P.  THOMPSON,  a  fanner  of  Brown  Township,  was  born 
ID  CbiLtbao)  County,  N.  C.  September  h,  3811,  and  cume  to  Indiana  in 
1833.  After  spending  a  few  months  in  Morgan  County,  be  returned  to 
bis  native  State,  but  before  the  end  of  ISSi  be  wns  back  in  Morgan 
Ooiiuty,  where  he  bus  since  lived.  His  life  ban  been  npent  upon  u  farm, 
and  hiB  schooling  acquired  at  the  Friends'  School,  White  Lick.  Decem- 
ber 18,  1836,  be  was  married  in.  Brown  Township  to  Millie,  a  daughter 
of  George  A.  Scboffner,  n  native  of  North  Carolina,  who  came  into  Mor- 
gan County  in  1820,  and  was  one  of  the  (our  men  drowned  in  1820  while 
attempting  to  cross  White  Lick  Crook  in  a  onnoe.  Mi-.  Tbompeon  has 
bad  torn  to  him  eleven  children — Louisa  (dead).  Margaret,  Mary  A,.

BENJAMIN  THORN'BUIUiH  (dftceaneil)  was  born  September  25, 
1797,  iu  Mprtrer  County,  Ky.  In  ISOS,  bin  paroute  muvud  to  ImliaDB 
Torritory.  and  nettle  1  ono  railo  itoutbwi^t  of  Salem,  on  Bine  Itiver.  in 
Wnshington  County,  Hk  lived  with  his  fntht^r  on  the  itam  until  Im 
twentieth  yuar,  whon  ho  wa«  niarriwl  to  Suitiui  Monioal  on  thn  20th  day 
of  February,  1817,  by  Bev.  Jamee  H&rbiBon.  Daring  the  war  of  Ibl'J, 
bu  joinuj  the  Territorial  army  of  the  frontier  under  the  proclamation  of 
Gov.  JenniugB,  and  helped  to  build  H>voral  blook-houseB  for  defenie, 
into  which  the  early  at<lllnrfl  Avd  for  protection  from  the  Indians.  He 
eoliated  uuder  Mnj.  William  Hoc.k»ttt,  and  thity  eent  ont  pickeUi  who 
pUBfld  over  the  coimlry  from  wht>r(>  Fredericksburg  now  'Htanda  to  Liv* 
oaia  and  Browuntown.  They  built  a  fort,  now  Salem,  iu  which  bib  par* 
ants  remained  about  three  tnontbti  before  the  close  of  the  war.  In  April, 
1822,  hi*  moved  to  Morgan  County  and  settled  on  the  eaet  side  of  Whit* 
Liok.  near  where  Brooklyn  now  standti-  He  sflsiflted  hie  lather-in-lavr, 
Peter  Monioal,  in  building  the  Bret  permanent  dam  across  Whit«>  Licit, 
at  Brooklyn.  In  about  I§2&,  he  entered  the  land  from  Congress,  which 
he  cultivated  aud  lived  npon  until  bis  death,  which  occurred  on  the  ISthof 
Novpmber.  1883,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-eix.  He  joined  thoMnth- 
odist  Episcopal  Cburch  in  Aogost,  1816,  aud  wao  licensed  08 
an  eshorter  in  1833.  by  Eli  P.  Farmer.  He  was  a  linn  believer  in  the 
rj-nth  of  the  Bible  and  in  the  ChriKtian  reiigioa.  and  tried  to  tallow  out 
every  day,  during  his  long  and  evpntfnl  life,  the  principle  taufjlit  in 
that  great  Ik>ok.  He  wait  among  the  tirxt  to  apeak  out  agaiiiHt  liceuiwd 
eatoone  in  Moore»ville.  He  never  had  a  lavr  suit  vith  any  one»  bat  peuoe 
seemed  to  crown  hie  pathway,  and  he  cloeed  his  life  in  full  hope  of  im- 
mortality and  eternal  life. 

BENJAMIN  F.  TBOGDON,  farmer  and  stock  deakr  of  Brown 
Township.  Morgan  County,  Ind,.  second  of  the  twelve  chiUlreo  of  Joel 
J.  and  Sallie  I.  (Julian)  Trugdon,  was  born  iu  Reudolph  County,  N.  C. 
February  15,  1S47.  Hie  parents  emigrated  from  Carulinu  to  Miai^ouri, 
and  from  there  came  to  Indiana  in  1805,  our  subject  having  at  that  lime 
been  in  Morgan  County  about  five  yeara.  Benjamin  grew  to  raanliood 
oQ  a  farm,  and  at  the  common  schools  ac>ijnirnd  the  rudiments  of  bd  Kd- 
glish  education.  On  Febraary  0.  18C4,  he  euliated  iu  Company  L, 
Twentyfiist  Regiment,  First  Indiana  Heavy  Artillery,  and  served  until 
January  10*  1866.  August  17  following,  having  laid  aside  the  aocou- 
terments  of  war,  be  donned  those  of  atrueciviliau,  and  forgetting  not  tbs 
many  pretty  promieeshe  had  made,  and  remembering  the  heart  that  beat 
moat  wildly  sb  two  tearful  eyas  glanced  over  the  dispatches  that  lold  of 
the  booming  of  the  cannon  at  the  siege  of  Mobila  ho  led  to  the  nitar  El- 
mira  J.  Moon,  aud  there  took  npon  himself  the  obligation  which  oDi-oUod 
him  again  in  the  service  of  his  country,  and  though  his  commisaiun  eo- 
titlee  him  not  to  gilt  bands  and  epaulets,  he  is  nevorthelesB  captain  of 
the  bust  which  to  the  time  of  sweetest  music  engeudered  by  happy  bearts 
gow  marching  on.  making  the  world  better  for  having  lived  in  it.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Trogden  are  membere  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Cburch. 
They  have  had  bom  to  them  four  children— Ada  B.  (deceased).  Luna 
v.,  Olenney  V.  and  Ida  May.

December  25,  1S8U,  iiad  ie  the  aooond  Don  and  fonrtb  child  bora 
to  Htvphim  und  Adolioe  (Baxter)  Wurd.  nativee  respectireiy  ot  North 
CarollDa  nnd  Ohio,  and  of  Kn^litth  f*x tvaotino.  The  fsiuily  came  iaU:t 
lodisua  in  1840  and  lucatpd  iu  Pntuaiu  Cuuntv,  where  they  resided  nmveral 
je&n>  eoming  finallv  iutu  Muri^n  Cuimty  iu  1S57.  John  Autlinny  wae 
reared  n\M>a  a  farm,  and  ednoated  at  the  pnblic  oobnols.  two  terma  of 
which,  h©  aflorward  tanght.  On  Fcbrunn-  Iti.  1S60,  hd  was  married  io 
Morgan  County  to  Sylyina  Fanner,  and  on  August  12,  1862,  eorolled 
ftl  ladianapotis  in  Comjiany  D,  Seventtoth  Indiana  Volunt4<«r  Difantrj-.

The  vigorona  exer- 
obe«  incident  to  farm  life,  and  the  tutelage  of  the  public  ncboolh  had 
•applied  Liiu  with  both  inaacle  and  a  fair  Knglisb  education  before  he 
arnttxl  at  hie  majority.

Alexander,  their  aon,  ood  our  subject,  was  born  and  reared  Dear  Cuutar- 
lOD.  His  adranfagee  for  on  educiitinn  wrre  limited,  but  he  improved 
neb  o|>i«rtimitieM  as  be  hud,  and  tbuH  acquired  auflicieut  lesmisg  to  be- 
MiDe  a  eucctttttfuJ  teacher.  Thxtt  {irofewiiuQ  he  baa  followed  for  about 
ieo  years.  He  has  been  fur  hix  years  engaged  in  tbe  flouringmill  and 
in  Um  gtnin  biuintMa.  For  nl>oiit  two  years  he  wu  ra^p^fe'l  in  the  mer- 
cantile bueinea.  Mr.  llardwink  never  aspired  to  any  public  office,  bat 
was  elMt«<d  TruHtt^  of  the  township  in  18  <4,  which  position  h«  reaigoed 
at  the  eipiratioD  of  tbe  first  year.  He  bas  been  a  member  of  tbe  L  O. 
O,  F..  Martinsyillo  Lodge,  No.  274,  Bince  IWOS.  In  I8W.  bo  began  to 
do  basinesH  (or  himMiIf,  and  in  March.  1808,  married  ICliza  E.,  daoghier 
of  Joel  and  Elisabeth  Matthews  Joel  was  a  boo  of  Hiram,  or  Jud^ 
Mattbews,  as  he  ia  conimooly  known.  Eliz«b«th  Rookcr  is  a  daiigbtAT 
of  Wilson  and  Polly  Rcwker.  all  old  settlers  of  Morgan  Connty.  and  bave 
li>ed  and  are  living  near  M<x>ivsville.  Mr.  Hardwiekft  preheat  occupa- 
tion in  teaching,  of  which  he  is  seeminglv  foud. 

HON.  FHANKldN  LANDERS  wn*  'bora  in  Morgan  County,  Ind., 
March  22.  1H2<>.  His  father,  William  Laodere,  WOa  one  of  the  pioneera 
of  tbe  New  Purchase,  and  here  Franklin  was  reared  8  farmer  aud  edu- 
cated at  <  bo  coontry  acboolfl.  After  reaching  bin  majority,  he  followed 
teaching  a  few  terms,  and  with  bis  euroings  therefrom,  added  to  thoae 
bviD  bis  farm  latxtn,  in  company  wilb  hia  brotlwr,  Washington,  he 
opened  a  general  store  at  Waverly.  Ind.  A  few  yeaie  later,  bepurcbas«d 
a  arctiou  of  land  in  this  tuwrifbip.  laid  out  tba  town  of  Brooklyn, 
brought  bis  merchaodifie  here,  and  For  several  yeora  sold  goodii.  farmed. 
n-ari-d  and  dt-nlt  in  stock,  and  bc-fore  he  was  of  middlo  ago,  beoama  one 
of  the  wealliiieiiL  men  iu  lh^  country.  He  accumulated  money  witliout 
an  Bpi^isrent  effort,  and  E[>ent  it  like  ii  prince.  Objects  of  charity  and 
benevolent  iuatttutions  wt-re  tbv  rccipieuta  uf  bis  bounty,  and  tbe  poor 
and  the  needy  who  knew  bira  have  every  reaiioQ  to  bless  him.  He  lios 
Mtnblifdied  no  1<«»  tban  live  cborebM  upon  hia  Iannis,  and  to  tboir  anp> 
port  baa  given  liberally.  In  IBOO,  be  wnH  nominated  for  State  Senator, 
■nd  defeated  his  opponent,  Ssmuel  Oyler.  ouu  uf  the  must  popular  men 
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of  Indians,  by  a  l&rg«  m&joritv.  In  the  Lefrielature,  he  acquitted  him- 
Mlf  witli  boDor,  and  to  the  KalistactioD  of  biB  const!  tneocy.  He  favored 
a  tigomae  proeeontion  of  the  war  for  tb«  pr«MrTation  of  tho  Union:  be 
advocated  tli«  soforcemeDt  of  military  taw  wbere  civil  law  was  orertlirown, 
and  upoQ  all  qnestiouH  1«QdiD^  to  etitabJisb  the  supremacy  of  a  unit«d 

SvurnicoDt,  biffToic«  waa  in  tbo  affiriuative.  Ue  remoTAd  to  tliA  city  of 
dianapolii)  iu  lSfi4.  ■whwro.  in  company  with  other  well-known  gwntlB- 
meo,  he  cDgaged  in  tlie  whoiw>nte  ilry  gooilA  liaoinEMw,  whii>h  ho  hue 
ttinnii  followed.  He  ia  aleo  the  bend  of  the  linii  of  TjAndera  tt  i'.n.,  park 
packers  and  commiMtion  mercUaut*),  aud  in  odb  of  the  must  ^xteuHive 
farmorii  in  tbo  StetA.  Uif  owns  fear  tine  fannB,  af^^rej^ting  2. 1iJ()  acres, 
in  Morgan  County,  onu  of  250  acres  in  Marion,  and  one  of  160  acre«  ia 
Hamilton,  all  of  whiob  rnopire  hit)  permnal  HiiporTiition.  Ho  wax  candi- 
date for  Presidential  elector  on  the  MeCIellan  ticket  in  J8*i4.  In  1874, 
he  wan  eluctod  to  Co&er«eM,  where  he  took  rank  aa  leader  apon  all  ques- 
tions of  finance.  In  1875,  the  Oreenluick  party  nominated  him  for  tJo». 
eraor,  bat  the  Pomocratic  couyuotiou  buforo  which  hi»  name  wan  pro- 
Matt^  f or  indorstuneDt.,  finding;  the  content  hetweon  Mr.  Lnndern  and  tbe 
Hon.  ^V.  S.  Hulwao  to  be  bo  warm  us  to  preclude  Ibe  |io»<Jbility  of  har- 
luuay  in  Qxo  ]xirty,  both  th«»«  t^entlvmon  wure  withdrawn,  and  a  tioin- 
promiiie  effected  upon  the  Hon.  JameH  Willtama.  Over  liis  protest,  Mr. 
Landera'  friends  nominated  him  for  C^nf^mt!  in  1876,  and  though  de- 
feated, he  ran  ahead  of  his  ticket  over  tJCH),  and  fain  oandidacy  added 
mueh  to  tb«  Htrengtb  of  the  Democracy,  and  led  to  the  elMtion  of  Mr.

DR.  CHAMBERS  M.  LIXDLEY  woa  bom  in  Crawford  Coanly.  III., 
on  January  1,  1S32.  Hin  father  came  from  North  Carolina,  and  settled 
in  Orange  Ocunty.  Ind.,  while  the  country  wua  yet  a  wildernesit  and  in- 
habitod  by  thelndians.  Shortly  afterwarti  he  mo?ed  to  Crawford  Coaa- 
ty,  near  Htiutaville,  IlL,  and  the  cunutry  b^iog  wild  and  anHettled.  be. 
with  all  thd  f-nrly  ftettlon<,  endurt'd  many  hnrd«hipM  and  privntiona  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Frieude'  Church,  and  his  ten  cJiildreii  were  broaj^ht 
up  andMr  it«  intlueiica  Hn  dioil  ia  1^37.  Chainl>«rK  M,.  Iho  sabjoot  of 
tbie  sketch,  was  reared  on  a  farm.  At  the  age  of  fifteeit.  he  loet  an  arm 
by  a  rimuway  hur»e.  Afl«r  u  •teusou  at  the  jjiuneer  Miboal)i.  he  came  to 
Parke  County,  Ind..  and  attended  the  liloomingdaln  School,  oondooted 
by  the  Friende.  Then  be  taogbt  for  a  period  of  three  years.  He  then 
b«uran  the  i«tudy  of  mei^icine,  and  attended  tho  medical  oollegeti  at  Ana 
Arbor.  Mich.,  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  gradnating  from  the  lattor  institu- 
tion iu  IbtM).

WILMAM  A,  McNEFF.  farmer,  was  boro  in  Brown  Township, 
Morgan  Oonty,  Ind.,  Marcb  3i>,  ]>^8,  and  i«  the  seventh  of  the  tea  chil- 
dran  bom  to  Thomas  W.  and  K&rah  (Smith)  McNofT,  iiatireH  of  Eentncky 
and  Pcoinaylvania,  and  n>ep<wtivnly  of  Scotch-Irinh  and  German  dascenC. 
William  A  was  reared  upon  the  home  farm,  and  attended  the  eobecrip- 
tion  acboohih  His  father  tironght  him  to  Indiana  in  an  eArly  day.  coming 
to  HorrtMjn  Townnbip.  There  be  was  married,  and  uttcrward  came  to 
Horgaa  County.

8ar^  (deeraeod),  and  Uie  mother  dying,  Hr.  Slaffonl  wil^  mniricd  to 
aiargaret  Price  on  March  17.  1835.  Eight  chitdreu  were  bom  to  this 
noiou,  of  whom  six  are  living— Nanoy  J.  (Woooai.  Jobu,  Marion,  Will- 
iam Benjamin.  Barnard  and  (irant  Mr^  StaCTord  having  d«pArU»d  tbia 
life,  Mr.  Stafford  was  again  married.

JAHGH  D.  UADLll^Y.  foruor  and  Htock-niiaor,  i»  a  native  of  Chat- 
bam  County.  N.  C,  wan  bom  August  30.  1S07,  and  in  the  eighth  of  tba 
nine  children  of  jCTcmtab  and  Ruth  (Maris)  Hadl^y,  also  natirea  of  North 
CArolins.  who  moved  to  thin  State  abont  lSw3,  located  in  thi3  towashi|i, 
and  entered  720  ncreti  uf  Ouvorniueut  laud,  on  which  they  lived  and  died. 
Jamoe  began  the  Ktru^le  of  lifo  on  lb«  home  farm,  and  obtained  what 
ednoation  be  could  command  From  ibo  public  schools.  October  I.  1S!il, 
be  raarripd  \fatildn  Mon-in,  of  North  Carolina,  and  to  this  union  wei 
p-anted  tb&  following  cbildren:  Esther  (deceased),  itutb.  Kit  (d«cea»»d)i 
Mlartbs  J.  (decea&ed).  Enos  (ktllwl  in  the  lato  warK  Bli  A.,  Martha  J. 
and  Nathan  R.  Mr.  Hadley  is  the  owour  of  a  good  farm  of  120  avrm. 
and  has  been  owner  of  000,  much  of  which  hu  has  given  to  hia  cbildn>n, 
and  all  of  whicb  he  aoqiilrod  by  well-direrttid  industry  and  frugality. 
He  is  a  Kepublicao  ic  politics,  a  liberal  gentleman,  an  upright  citizen, 
and.  with  his  wife,  one  of  the  udben*j]ts  of  the  Society  of  KriwndB. 

SAMUEL  HADLKY.  a  pionoor  farmt-r  of  this  township,  was  bom  in 
Randolph  County,  X.  C,  January  1,  ISll,  nod  \*  the  third  of  the  six 
children  born  to  John  and  Hannah  (.\llRn)  Hadtny,  both  natives  of  North 
Carolina,  and  respoettvely  of  Irish  und  English  uxtraetioa.  Samuel  was 
roared  on  tbti  farm,  and  att«iided  Ch«  t^ubsoription  schools,  and  Ktudivdso 
aa  to  b»  preparsd  for  touching,  which  he  fnllowed  until  1835,  wbfin  be 
came  by  horwoback  and  locntnd  at  Monrovia,  Ind,,  and  tbo  following 
winter  taii<,'ht  nohool  here,  lie  afterward  engaged  in  mercantile  businms 
for  some  twelve  years.  Maifh  18.  183!),  he  married  Jane  Clark,  who 
diftd  eleven  years  tberflaftor,  and  after  be  wnddod,  in  1852,  Eliza  W., 
widow  of  Jesse  Beyuolds.  to  which  union  was  born  one  child — Soaee  H, 
Mr  Hodley  is  a  practical  farmer,  owning  177  acres  of  woll-cultivnted  and 
improved  land,  containing  good  residen(^e,  barns,  fencing,  orchard-S  «to. 
Ha  is  now  a  Bopublican.  but  gnvn  bis  luntden  vote  for  Henry  Clay  in 
1832.  He  baa  been  School  Examiner,  and  has  held  the  office  of  Postmas- 
ter of  Monrovia.  Mr.  nod  Mn.  Uodley  are  membors  of  the  Society  of 
Friends.

eame  to  thin  StJilo  in  iH'J,H,  wli.>n  tho  family  located  on  Government  land 
D<^T  MooreAville.  Mr.  Hadley  lived  to  be  about  oigbty  years  of  ngu,  and 
Mni.  Hadley  to  be  withia  four  years  of  oue  hundred.     liot  M.  received  a 
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fftir  edDoatioQ,  vhich  be  bae  costinually  improved  br  stndy  and  reading. 
Janaary  1.  1S82.  bv  [uarriaJ.  iti  IIiik  Utvrtisliip,  RuuicLi  Huytluck.  itt  North 
Cnmlinn.  wbioli  onion  produced  six  children — Nathan,  Asdnath,  Ann 
(decoased).  Amv.  JoUk  nnj  Jarud  O.  (d(>ooam»d).  Aftorthe  death  ot  Mts. 
Hullfiy,  Jnlr  5,  \mi,  Mr.  Hndlny  wedded.  Maroh  4.  1808.  Sophia  Oravr- 
ford,  bj  which  uiarriagi*  he  biwams  the  father  of  two  children — Arthnr 
IL  and  Eatulla  B.  Mr.  Uadley  is  a  Republicao.  and  was  odcu  a  Whig. 
Hp  was  ooB  of  tiie  founders  of  the  FarmBni'  Bank  at  Mooreavilln.  and  is 
now  a  Diri>etor  and  ono  of  the  tinnnm*  ooinniitU>o.  Hn  hiw  alQO  ii  good 
fann  of  130  ncrcw,  where  he  remideK  He  is  a  member  of  the  Frieods' 
Soeiety,  aa  was  hb>  Qnt  and  is  hi«  )H»cond  wife. 

EVAN  HAULEY  was  liorn  in  Chathiuo  County.  N.  C.  S«pt«iubor  20, 
181(1,  the  year  in  which  Indiunu  waa  iiduittod  tu  the  Union.  Uis  father. 
Jninm  Hadlny,  died  in  lS4.'t;  bin  mother.  Mary  Hadloy.  died  in  1374. 
la  ISIO,  the  parents  came  to  Orange  Coonty.  thia  State.  wh«re  a  aooi- 
bar  of  r^lativea  and  HoqaaintaDoea  had  settled  within  a  f«w  years,  and 
afUtr  the  harreBt  of  1S20  James  Hadlt>y  and  otliere  made  a  carwfal  ex- 
amination of  a  largv  {jortiun  of  the  "  Xow  E^urcluiao,"  ovK'ctcd  land  in  the 
White  Lick  oonntry.  and  bought  at  the  public  sale  at  Terie  Hante.  Th« 
wttlemont  of  thii*  land  ii  thna  diwcribod  by  Kvan  Hadloy:  **  As  father 
hai)  with  bio  brother  Rli  Hiullfy  liAen  limt  tn  leave  hia  native  StAtu,  hu 
waa  first,  with  a  brotbMr-iulaw,  Juhu  Juuea,  to  move  to  the  newer  jxart 
of  the  oonntry,  where  many  of  their  friendfi  and  relatiTea  t'xpoQtedto  fol- 
low a»  soon  aa  circumstuncee  permitted.  So  ihey  loaded  the  two  familiae 
and  piDvisions  for  the  wiulor  in  wngons.  and  iwtt  ont  for  the  pi-oiuised 
land,  acoumpanied,  as  I  have  heard  my  par«nt«  say,  by  seven  men.  i&- 
clndiag  a  band  that  fnthur  hirMl.  to  stay  and  attsist  in  clearing  land  fora 
crop  the  next  seaiion.  This  band  asHifitod  my  father  anventy  days^  Hnd 
th«y  cleared  and  fvnced  ten  acres  of  ground  and  ruitwd  a  corn  crop  on  it 
th»  next  Mention.  The  wnt^ons  and  »migrantM  arrivod  on  the  twentieth  day 
of  elerenlb  month,  1820.  at  the  cubiu  ut  ThoiuiiH  Ballard,  near  whero  the 
Willuun  Uacy  briok  house  now  stiLudH.  and  by  the  kiiidiu'suof  the  nvwly 
fonned  seigbboro,  the  women  and  children  obtained  shelter  with  them. 
and  the  dmd  of  the  party  procpeded  to  camp  on  toy  father's  land,  being 
the  ([aart«r  seotioo  adjoiniDg  south  of  the  Macy  farm.  They  entered  ab 
ODce  on  the  work  of  building  a  cabiu  for  a  nwidenoe.  and  iu  seven  days 
tbey  hid  a  bouae  complet4>d  with  9tiok  and  clay  obimnoy,  cracks  well 
slopped,  door,  ahutter.  door,  and  all  complt-te  without  a  nail,  pane  of  glsan 
or  scrap  of  Rawed  lnmt>or;  what  light  there  was  when  tbo  door  was  closed 
came  down  the  chimney;  the  family  aud  aasietaote  took  posaeoaiott  and 
proci^udtid  tu  houiH^k<>t.<pitig  in  a  comfortable  manner,  and  tho  men  all 
joined  in  the  erection  of  a  smaller  cabin  ou  an  adjoining  tract  of  land, 
for  the  use  of  Uncle  and  Aunt  Julm.  before  montioned.  which  was  eooD 
ootiijilettxl,  when  those  who  came  to  awiiHt  returned  to  Orange  County, 
tAking  the  wagons  aod  teanw  with  them.  A  few  familieehad  *  squatted' 
on  some  tr«ot«  of  land  the  previous  spring,  and  had  partially  cleared 
Mime  patohee  of  ground,  and  had  raised  a  small  supply  of  Kitt  com, 
Wuapliilis  and  sqaanhcA-  I  remnmbor  Iwo  fnmilie«  of  Ballnrde,  Mc- 
Cnduoa,  Tirtree^,  Lockharts.  Darlows,  Reyuolda  and  pi>rhaiM  others,  nil 
o(  whom  have  long  nince  dieap|M>arod,  except  Thomas  Lockhart,  who, 
sou«lhing  over  ninety  years  old.  resides  in  Hendricks  County.  In  the 
spring  following,  father  and  his  hirutl  baud  walked  buck  to  Ornnge  Coud- 
ly  for  tlio  taam  and  wagon  and  stock,  of  which  there  were  cattle,  sheep 
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and  bogs,  aomo  aBsiBtsoce  oaming  bnclc  with  TaUier  to  help  get  tlie  stock 
oloag.  An  uddiiiouiU  supply  ol  pruviiiioD  wm  ulso  broufibl  oat;  u  oow 
and  a  young  ralf  had  linen  procnred  from  a  neighbor,  which  had  supplied 
B  mnch  n«>»dMl  nrtiolo  of  di?t  for  t«itn«>  of  1-b«>  children,  ft&d  I  bav«  h<.«rd 
my  mother  rt&y  that  cow  did  a»  well  withont  fe>.><]inK  any  as  othera  have 
(tone  since  with  plenty  uf  food  ^iveo  them.  Home  of  the  bogs  *  went 
wild;'  thn  old  ontv*  boinf*  (^ar-inarlc>>d.  gav>>  a  rl^fht  by  law  of  cnaton)  to  a 
'  wild-bog  claim,'  and  the  proprielor  of  the  '  mark '  was  jiistifind  in  tak- 
ing what  b<>  cuuld  capture  that  herded  with  tho«e  of  hia  mark,  sa  the 
addition  was  supposed  to  be  the  natural  descendanta  of  the  original 
marked  ou«s  **"<!  »ometimo»  by  stratecy  all  would  be  decoyed  inio  u  kind 
of  trap  pnn  by  finding  where  they  b»dded  in  wintnr,  and  erecting 
the  stivng  }>en  near  the  place,  then  continuing  U>  place  corn  aroond  and 
]«ave  it  fortheiiii  to  litid  ii  nntil  they  would  follow  it  into  thi*  p«n,  knd  by 
interfering  with  n  bait,  properly  arranged,  spring  the  trap,  and  lind 
Ihemselvi.-^  conUuvd,  whea  th>>  youn;;  would  b«  lutirkod,  and  tbuif  {icriKtt- 
nate  the  nlaim.  Wolres  were  some  trouble  to  the  tvhoep,  but  as  the  woo) 
wa«  indiKpeOBable  for  winter  clothing,  much  care  wba  taken  to  pnjteet 
sheep  by  housing  tht^m  of  mght«,  and  at  tJmiw  wolven  howl  around  tbe 
sheep  bouse  very  tumulluou&Iy  when  disappointed  by  being  unable  to 
reach  their  pri-y.  M'vlv««<  wc-i-v  socuftimtw  caught  in  strvagly  coDstnictod 
pen  traps,  by  baiting  with  the  fresh  carcass  of  sheep  which  they  had  re- 
wtutly  killixl  Snninier  clothing,  bed  t!nrdB  and  plow  lines  wwo  HOtaetime« 
made  from  the  lint  of  the  native  nettle,  after  the  wootty  portion  bad  be- 
come Hufilcieiitly  tender  to  be  Heparali^d  frum  the  lint  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  Haz  in  prepared  for  spinning.  I  refKilleet  a  viait  from  a  largo 
black  bear  to  our  houRe,  or  neai'  therc^  where  he  stopi^ed  when  passing, 
sat  down  on  hatinclie*  like  a  dog  does,  and  deliberately  Tii>w«d  the  aur- 
roandings  for  soTue  time,  turning  hJB  attention  toward  tbe  house,  where 
be  could  see  the  p<-rf)ODa.  though  my  rnutber  and  tiie  children  worn  all 
tbere  vkw  at  home  at  the  tima  Late  in  the  evaning,  ton,  soma  of  thi> 
children  were  a  g.>od  deal  alarmed,  but  mother  did  what  she  could  tooon- 
▼inoe  iiB  that  there  was  not  likely  to  b^  any  danger,  at  any  rata  when  we 
were  in  the  house.  After  satiiifying  bis  cariosity,  he  deliberately  walked 
away  in  th?  same  direction  bt>  waf  going  when  he  (<topped,  at-  though  bo 
knew  where  he  was  going;  after  he  was  gone,  mother  went  to  my  nncle, 
U'illiani  Hadley's  about  »  tiunrterof  amtle,  and  iitformed  him  of  our  vis- 
itor; be  procured  nome  company  bantily  and  attempted  to  piuHiie  with  a 
view  of  capturing  or  at  least  attacking  "  Bniin."  but  it  soon  became  so 
dark  that  the  chaae  was  abandoned,  ^ars  frcqnently  in  the  fall  of  th« 
year,  and  especially  when  there  was  a  good  crop  of  mast,  came  in  quite 
plentiful,  but  were  seldom  killed,  its  there  wen>  f(>w.  if  any.  expert  b^ar 
nuotere  amongnt  the  settlers.  1  remember  seeing  a  few  young  bears  af- 
ter they  were  killed,  but  never  saw  a  grown  one  caught  or  killed.  Deer 
were  plentifnl.  and  id  winter  would  cnme  around  tbe  clearings  and  pink 
bnds  fa-om  the  green  bmeh.  but  were  very  shy  of  exposing  themaelvea  to 
dan^r.  so  that  it  r>«ijiiired  considerable  8tratag>'  U)  secure  them,  though 
many  were  killed  and  (urnished  a  very  agreeable  change  of  diet.  Wild 
lorkeys  were  abundant,  and  I  sappose  all  tbe  families  hud  considurable 
snpplies  of  that  luxury  in  the  fall  and  winter.  After  corn  crops  had  be* 
come  plenty,  and  some  remained  in  the  fields  till  winter  closed  in,  so  as 
to  uhut  off  acoe&H  to  the  mast  in  the  wo'^kIs,  both  turkey  and  deer  would 
congregate  in  the  oomtields,  when  turkeys  could  be  caoght  in  rail   peoe. 
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b^  boilding  a  feiv  rails  bigh,  and  ooreriog  the  top  with  raila,  then  male 
lug  a  Darrow ditch  FroiD  tho  oateiJu  tkruii];rh  uotler  onv  Hid«  to  the  iosiilo, 
eotaiDf^  up  toward  the  middle:  a  few  raits  wore  placed  uvec  it  next  tbo 
wnll  of  tbv  pea  tboiibatwl  by  sprinkUag  sbetled  cyro  lo  the  ditch  clear 
throngh  to  the  in.iide,  and  some  was  srnttered  around  on  the  tfmaDd  out- 
•ido  tt>  lirst  arrcivt  tboir  iitleuttOD:  whfii  th»y  bad  n»ed  up  what  wau  iioiLt- 
l«red  oroaud.  th«.v  would  follow  tbi^  trail  through  the  ilitch  tu  tbi!  iunidtt, 
tad  aa  noon  as  they  would  discover  Uit>v  were  iueloBed.  they  would  deTote 
Uutnuolve*  to  aotivo  nfforta  to  flHOapn  tbroiii^h  (hf  opAningi*  bntiroou  thw 
rails  of  the  walU  and  overhend,  and  when  the  proprietor  nf  the  pen  dia- 
eovored  them,  bi>  would  readily  capture  tfaG>iu  by  placing  a  man  or  boy  in. 
aide  (I  bare  b^ea  used  for  that  pnrpoAo),  who  woald  catch  and  hand  them 
ont>  A.  fuw  paatJiore  aud  wild  catf  ui'  uatatnouuts  iofeistod  Iho  oouatry 
and  didaotDeduniagRby  deHtroyinfTyouDf^  stock,  but  dovat,  that  I  know  of, 
•ttaekod  any  person.  Diirin^j  the  first  year,  there  was  no  iwe  for  mi11»,  nt^ 
^un  was  DOthiog  to  ^rind;  nil  provision  wa«  broiij^ht  from  oldw  sftttk«- 
OMIltB.  The  tirBt  mill  was  biult  where  MoDunielH'  Bruoklyu  Mill  now 
U:  thai  aerrvd  to  frrind  uoru;  the  buhrs  were  (.-at  out  oC  antiv«  bowldun. 
A  mill  was  early  built  by  Janeph  Moon  at  the  prmeut  Mooq  Ford,  which 
bad  u  holt  In  imparatc  bran  from  flour;  the  cuatornor  bail  to  do  bia  own 
boltiag  by  tnruint;  a  rrank  simitar  to  the  operatioa  of  turaiag  a  grind 
itone.  He  altto  had  to  elevate  th^  (ground  tlour  from  tha  Dour  clirat  ou 
tbo  lower  to  the  third  floor,  by  hand,  to  the  hoppnr  of  the  bolt  My  fatbor 
powed  an  aero  or  two  of  wheat  about  the  secoud  yeur.  which  mode  a  onl^^ 
of  vi*r\'  |KM>r  ^rain.  on  account  of  the  wild,  gronn  nature  of  the  Hoil:  ho 
bad  some  of  it  jfronnd  as  corn,  and  eifcod  by  aline  hair  sieve,  ucd  from 
thi^t  flfjur  our  lintt  untivc  whf4tt  broad  Wiin  made.  Tho  pu^pie  bi'came 
quite  anxioofi  for  relifjioux  aftHociation,  and  the  Friond^  first-met  in  volno. 
tary  nt<H>tinf!8  for  won^bip  in  IS'i'I.  if  I  mistake  no'-,  at  the  cabin  of  Aaa 
Bal«a.  on  what  is  now  tJie  Moon  farm;  in  W2ii,  thoy  obtained  authority, 
aoeordini;  to  thoir  ruleo,  from  the  orj;auiz(>d  superior  moetiug^  in  Wash- 
in^ton  and  Orange  CoiintivH  lo  vTenaW-n  religious  ueotiapi  lu  thone  parta. 
which  was  doue,  and  they  have  from  tliat  beginmag  originated  all  the 
Tn>«Hin^  of  that  ordnr  in  C'entraE,  Xorthern  and  Woatem  Indiana  and 
Eastern  Illinois.  My  father  and  bis  brothf^-inlaw.  Jones,  before  epoken 
of.  wilh  Uioir  fainiliwi,  wvre  the  lirHl  uiembtTK  of  the  Frieuda'  Church 
who  settled  in  Central  Indiana.  The  MethudistA  (Kpi^cupal)  had  some 
relij{iouH  sorvicos  in  the  neighborhood  uf  the  presoul  Whitt^  Lick  Chturch 
of  titat  denomination,  porhapn  a  little  Barlinrthanthe  Friends  had.  Th9 
edtifiation  of  the  children  of  the  new  settlement  early  claimed  attention, 
and  a  cabin  for  the  pnriKieo  of  a  ochuolhouHO  wan  built  near  where  U.  R. 
tkwtl's  brick  dwelling  now  stands  in  Mooresville,  aud  Asa  Hales  was  the 
lint  teaolier-  This  scbuolhouau  at  drst  wae  di-eitruvd  to  uccommoduto 
botb  sides  of  White  Lick,  but  as  tbo  criu4.<4in|^  was  often  dilTicult  then  aa 
well  as  DOW,  nod  as  th«  aettlpnienl  on  tbt>  south  and  wast  of  the  crtwk 
■ooo  iooi'eesed  aoffictentiT  to  snatain  a  ttchool  on  thai  side  of  the  rreok,  in 
1824  tho  original  Sulphur  Spring  S'chwjlbonse  was  built,  and  ttchoo]  waa 
opsntd  in  it  by  my  fatbor,  who  taught  noveral  torma  of  throo  or  aix 
moDtliB,  oountine  fiiirteen  weelnt  of  five  days'  school  to  each  week  for 
three  months;  the  vcboola  were  |>aid  for  by  (be  patronx  by  anbecription 
of  about  $l.r>0  per  ocholar  for  three  months.  I  omitted  to  mention  in 
eonooetion  with  the  intruductiuu  of  milling  auothei  device  for  preparing 
grain  for  bread  now  out  of  ums  called  n  hominy  mortar,  made  nsiially  by 
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(mrning  not  of  Ibo  top  of  Home  valid  i^rven  »tnmp,  a  txjwl.iihapod  e»witf,~ 
wUicb  waa  <lre«8«d  oat  smooth  afLer  borniug  U>  a  soBicieDt  i^ize;  a  post 
wna  tbeo  pluoxl  at  »  suitjihlv  tlietaticu  froiu  tbo  mortar,  and  a  eipri&g  polo 
p]ae»d  on  thn  top  of  tbp  poet  or  fork;  a  (Miatle  wiia  Lbon  faatened  to  tli« 
end  of  the  pole  oTor  the  murtor,  theu  the  oors  wtu  placed  iu  tbv  cavity, 
and  the  pe8tl»  brotigbt  down  on  it  with  a  auddea  jiirk.  wh<tD  thnslasticil; 
of  the  pole  would  immsdiately  jerk  the  peutle  ap.  So,  b;  oft  r^peatiog 
tbiH  operation,  the  com  would  bo  mashod  iutu  good  bomiDf ,  and  some- 
timnH  could  bo  mndo  into  bmad.  A  wator-power  hominy  mill  was  Aoma- 
times  created  by  balii&cing  a  coneidorabld  l>i*am,  loavisf*  ouo  «nd  b«iivi«r 
tliaa  the  oMiei',  A  cavity  wa-^  inatlei  in  a  »iib«itaatiBl  block  and  placed 
Bolidly  under  tlit>  lit>av-y  ond  at  tbe  beam,  wator  wa»  tlieu  (xjnveyed  bj  a 
HDinll  rao.-  nerusi^  i^ome  orouk  of  a  bruticb,  aud  conveyed  by  tiome  kind  of

UAUTIN  PAUKER,  in«r«h&nt,  was  bom  in  Adaou  Townahip,  Mor- 
gan County,  Ind.,  OoLobur  H.  1834;  is  the  eldest  of  ten  children  boru  to 
^Villiain  H.  and  Bnrthenia  I'.  (DoblMi)  Parker,  tbo  former  n  nativn  of 
Kaeit  Tennessee,  and  the  latter  of  Kentucky.  They  were  of  English  and 
8cot<'h  Irish  descent  n>«i)N-ctively.  William  H.  Parker  einigrat4Hl  with 
bia  parentti  from  Teuneeseu  to  Putnam  County,  Ind.,  when  only  fourteen 
yeiiTs  old,  in  1827.  Fruui  tbencu  they  came,  after  al)out  one  year,  to 
what  ia  now  Adams  Towniifa  tp,  Mor^^an  Coiioty.  Ind.  Here  the 
fatlier  of  William  H.  entered  eighty  acres  of  wild  land,  and  with  tbe  help 
of  bis  BUQ  and  only  heir  impr«vvd  a  farm.  This  plnoe  William  H.  inlior. 
ited  at  his  father's  death,  and  U>  it  he  added  until  he  was  the  owner  of 
a  wellimprovvd  funu  of  tfomu  4(Xl  uciee.

May  il, 
1S54.  to  Margaret  E.  Meek,  a  native  of  Morgan  County,  Ind.  Ten  chil- 
dren bles!><<d  their  union,  of  whom  only  two  sons  are  now  living.  Mr. 
Parker  is  a  member  of  Eminettce  Lodge,  N'o.  440,  A.,  F.  £  A.  M.  In 
politics,  he  is  a  metuber  of  the  Or<H'ubnck  or  National  party,  and  ia  one 
uf  the  earliest  pioneers  of  the  township  and  county.

Connty,  Ind.,  October  25.  ISSi",  and  is  the  sixth  child  in  a  family  of 
eleven  children  bom  to  Gabriel  and  Keeiah  (Williaiue)  Patrick,  a  sketch 
of  whom  will  lie  found  in  tins  volnme.  Onraubjtwt  received  only  a  very 
limited  education,  but  by  his  own  eiertions,  since  be  became  a  man,  has 
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aoqnired  a  fair  biuiDess  eduoatioa.  He  vaa  employed  on  bis  father's 
fnnii  aiitil  h«  wnti  twenty  yoara  olil,  afti*r  whicli  he  farmed  a  piurl  uf  th« 
lioiu«  place  on  sbur«e  for  xome  sevan  jottrs.

ENOCH  A.  PATRICK,  rarpont«r,  was  born  ia  Putuam  Coimty.  Ind., 
AogUBt  14,  18117,  imd  in  the  seventh  child  in  a  family  of  einren  childi-en 
bom  to  Qabriel  and  Rwtinh  (Williams)  Patrick,  the  former  of  whom  was 
a  native  of  Virginia,  and  tlio  latti-r  of  Batli  Couoty.  Ky,  Tliey  wore  of 
Engliali  and  Trieih  dasceut,  refipecLively.  Gabriel  Patriok  received  a  good 
oomnoo  aohool  and  noadoniic  fldnoation  in  Bath  County,  Ky.,  wb«ro  b« 
nuwried,  and  soon  afterward,  in  1^2fl,  removed  tn  Putnam  Connby,  lad., 
vbnrp  hn  bad  tb«  year  befor<»  euterud  forty  aorea  of  wild  land  near 
Grwncastio,  orocted  a  rude  log  cabin,  and  improved  n  farm.  To  this  be 
afterward  added  forty  acrea.  iiud  erected  one  of  tJu>  first  brick  dwelHuga 
in  Pntnam  County.  In  1H37,  ho  aold  thin  farm  and  boufjht  anothor  of 
100  uorv«.  in  tbu  aontheast  [lort  of  the  Home  county,  where  he  resided 
Dutil  1H4T.

WILLUM  A.  POTTOKFP,  M.  D.,  droggist,  was  born  ia  Jefferaon 
Connty.  Ky.,  Augiwt  20,  lS;i9,  and  is  n  bod  of  Simeon  and  Eliza  A. 
(McKov^n)  Pottorflf,  both  natives  of  Jeffemon  County,  Ky.  Tho  fomtor 
WHA  of  (lenuan  and  thc<  Iatl«r  of  Irish  d»ceai.  Sttneon  Potborff  wba 
tnlupalud  aud  lUHtriml  in  hift  nntivo  Stat«.  wbi>r«  in  early  lift»  hu  waa 
empJoy«<l  at  the  carding  businoes  in  a  woolen  factory,  at  Jefferttou, 
Ky.;  ufterwurd  he  eofjngvd  in  aKricuItiiral  [fnntuibp.  and  continued  the 
earns  until  tlin  spring  of  187T,  when  he  came  to  Kminnn(N>,  Morgan 
Coonty  Ind.,  and  nia^o  hia  home  with  hi^  «on,  our  anbject^  until  hiS 
d«Bth.  which  ooourred  March  29,  1876,  in  his  eightieth  year.  Both  him-

DANIEL  PRUITT.  fnrmer.  brick-makcr  and  brick-lByer,  was  born 
in  Oldham  County.  Ky.,  Deeenitier  ^,  18'^3,  nnd  Ib  thu^  third  ehild  in  a 
family  of  eleven  children  bom  U>  Eli  and  Nancy  (Williame*)  Pmitt,  the 
former  of  whom  wuei  a  nutivo  cif  North  Cnrultiia  uud  the  latter  of  Wash* 
ington  County,  Ky.  They  were  of  German  and  Engliab  decent  rw«p«ct- 
ively.  When  but  a  lad  of  some  four  fiummeie,  in  1705,  Eli  Pmitt  emi> 
grated  with  his  parenta  from  North  Carolina  to  Kentucky,  which  was 
Uien  almost  an  unbroken  wilderoeeg.  They  settled  near  the  proeeot  eit« 
of  LexingtoD.  wheni  his  (athur,  Bright  Priiitt.  bought  aomo  UOO  acres 
of  military  lanilp.  which  be  lost  iu  couserinnnce  of  n  defective  title. 
Afterword  he  entered  -ItX)  acnw  in  what  is  now  Oldham  County.  Ky., 
where  etill  later  he  built  and  operated  a  distillery  uutil  1830,  when  he 
came  to  Gr^gg  Tnwasbip,  Morgnu  Co.,  Ind..  where  ho  resided  until  hia 
death.

Himttelf 
and  wifn  were  mnmbeiB  of  th«  Chrititian  Chtirah.  In  |X)Iitini,  bo  wa» 
idetttified  with  the  Deinocratic  pitrty.  and  was  odb  of  ^o  pii>Deers  of 
Uorgau  County.  Daniel  Pruitt,  the  Riibject,  received  a  fair  common  nchool 
edoeatioo,  aad  was  finployod  on  the  hom^  farm  uotil  be  wae  twcnty-oBe 
yeia»  ukl.  Ui*  tbfu  wout  to  MourL'Sviljv,  wLuru  bo  remained  one  year, 
and  learDed  the  biiok-miikini^  nad  brick -mosott's  trades,  which  he  fol- 
lowod  JQ  coanectioo  with  farming  for  some  thirty-fiTe  yftaw>.  Iq  1846, 
his  father  deeded  him  Forty  a(w««otwild  Innd  in  AdnmBTowDsbip,  Bforgan 
Ca,  Ind.,  to  wbicb  be  added,  now  owning  a  well  impruved  farm  of  Tl3 
tottn,  n)x>D  whioh  be  rettiden.  He  van  marriixL,  Dtxicmber  29,  ISIQ,  to 
Elizabeth  AiDold,  a  native  of  Harrlnon  Ci^aDty.  Iml,  and  ii  daughter  of 
Richard  and  Tx>Tina  (FottA)  Arnold,  who  wore  amou^  the  enrly  )«<>tt]er& 
of  Morgan  Coimiy.

BEV.  ELI  FRrrTT,  farmer  and  atock-raiBor,  is  the  eldest  son  of  Jaraee 
and  Poily  (Wilbite)  Pruitl.  natives  respectively  of  South  Carolina  and  Vir 
gitiia.  Jamea  Pruilt  wa^  u  soldier  of  the  war  of  ISlii.  and  wad  iu  the 
battle  of  New  Orleans.  He  tnored  to  Kpntiicky,  iheoK  married,  and  farmed 
antil  lM:^^-d3,  wbeu  be  come  to  this  couuty,  uud  located  on  luod  hi*  had 
prarriouHly  entered.  Hti  hnilt  a  r-fibin,  but  lost  bin  health  the  fimt  yonr, 
and  died  with  cunsnmiiliou  in  184(V  upward  of  sixty  yean  old.  He  waa 
poMMBor  of  uuarly  I.CKX)  acrce,  was  a  Democrat  and  an  upritjbi  citizen.

September  2\),  iii-t'4,  hi>  mar- 
ried MiHri  UarbaiH  M.  Kivett.  a  native  of  North  Carolina,  by  whioh  union

Joseph  W.  Khea.  the  subject  of  our  »keU!b, 
reo0iv(<d  a  good  common  school  winoatiou  iu  youth,  uml  wasumployed  on 
bia  fatbor'e  form  ontil  be  was  seventeen  years  old.     Uo  then  ntteadod  an 
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RrHdemy  ia  WashiDgtoD  Conoty.  Va..  for  three  yean.  ntUtr  whicli  he 
tnnfjht  in  Virginia  for  Bix  monlhs.

WILLIAM  A-  RYAN,  farmer  and  atock-raimr,  waa  born  iw  Campbell 
County.  Tenn.,  S»>i>tembcr  26,  1825,  and  19  the  second  child  in  a  family 
of  sit  chi  Idren  born  to  John  and  Kltz^bl^Lb  (Dug  I«y)  Kyuc,  both  of  whom 
WMe  nativm  of  Tenooeaae,  and  were  of  Irish  and  Holland  datcont  re- 
speotively.  John  Byan  was  educated  and  married  in  hie  native  Xennee- 
Mwi.  where  he  wa«  for  maay  years  engagod  in  agricultural  pursuits.  In 
the  spring  of  1H.S^,  he  sntd  the  farm  in  Tennessee,  and,  with  bis  nife 
and  family,  stortcHl  for  Indiana,  but  died  on  (be  way  at  New  Albany, 
where  be  was  buried,  and  where  he  bad  reaided  some  eighteen  months. 
Be  was  a  member  of  no  ehnrch,  but  belonged  to  the  Masonic  fraternity. 
A(t«r  Ur.  Hyau*B  death,  in  AuguBt,  1()35,  tbe  family  removed  lu  Owen 
County,  Ind. ,  where  they  were  engaged  iu  fanni  ng  for  i«umo  four  or  live 
yean.

Ashluml  TitwQsIiip,  satne  couutjr,  which  \m  imprcn-vd  and  iiub«e()n(*atly 
■old.  Iq  1S70.  be  bought  u  pnrtiallv  imprurod  farm  halt  mii«  Doitb  of 
EmineLce,  io  Adams  Township.  Mor(;aQ  CoTtoty,  upOQ  which  beouw  re- 
«idi*8.  nbich  if)  one  of  the  best  improved  farms  iD  tb(>  towiMhip.  He 
oontinoed  lu  add  tu  bis  real  [juHgpaeiout-  uoUl  bu  was  the  awoer  of  some 
840  ncrtM  of  weli-iixipruvi,*d  land,  a  part  of  which  bn  has  eiace  deeded  to 
fait  obildrnn.  Hu  was  taarried.  October  20,  1848,  to  Mitia  Tjouiiia  J. 
WbIUtb,  a  nntivi*  ol  Owon  Coiinly.  Ind.  Nino  oltildrpn  bloeaed  their 
UDJoii.  i>it;bt  of  whom —  fimr  sona  mid  fonr  daughters — are  yet  living.  Mtb. 
IjotiiBa.1.  Kyau  dBparli>d  thiis  lift-  October  22.  1S83.  She  was  and  had 
beet)  from  childhood  a  dAvot«d  and  consicitout  member  of  the  Mie^iouar^r 
Baptist  (Thnrcb.  Mr.  ftyan  also  ia  aad  hoa  been  from  eorly  life  a  mem- 
ber of  the  same  chnrcli.  having  bwn  a  Deacou  in  the  same  for  many 
yesra.  Ha  ta  aleo  a  mombor  of  Emtuesce  Lod»«s  No.  817,  L  O.  O.  F.. 
in  which  lod^i"  be  Laa  pniot-d  all  thy  chairs,  being  a  member  of  tbe 
Grand  tiodgn  uf  the  Stnt^.  In  {Nilitica,  ho  is  a  Hnpnblican,  and  is  one 
of  the  oarly  eettlore,  prominent  farmers,  and  respected  citisens  of  the 
towiiKhip  and  county.

George  Shako  was  edacated 
and  married  in  his  Qative  Rtati',  Vihore  he  uwnod  a  Hiuall  fanu,  and  was 
onfjagod  in  ai^rioiiUnra]  pursuits  until  the  fall  of  1S3^,  when  he  onme 
with  biA  family  to  Adams  Tuwuxbip.  Mor^'iiii  Coiinty,  lad.  Here  bo  en- 
tered ami  biitight  400  acras  of  wild  land  and  improved  a  f»rm,  upon 
which  be  retiideil  nntil  bi»  death,  which  occurred  in  I84S,  in  Lie  tif^- 
Hixth  yuur.

LEONABD  B.  SHAW  (deceased  farmer  and  Block  dealer)  wae 
bora  in  Ohio,  Jane  18,  \iiS2,  and  was  the  eldest  in  a  family  of 
eight  children  boro  to  Upton  and  Susan  (Branam)  Shaw,  the  for- 
mer a  native  of  the  "Old  Dominion"  and  the  latter  of  Ohio,  and  of 
English  and  (ierman  dnsrent  rnspectively.  Upton  Shaw  received  hia 
early  education  in  his  native  State.  When  only  u  lad,  he  removed  with 
his  parents  to  Ohio,  when*  bo  waa  married.  In  about  IS-IO,  ho.  with  his 
wife  and  family,  went  to  I'utnara  Cuuaty,  Ind.,  where  be  bought  wild 
land  imd  improved  n  fnrra.  upon  which  ho  r4B.ide*i  until  hifi  death,  which 
uconrred  in  1875.

ELLISON  SLIGAR,  cabinet-mftker  and  undertaker,  was  born  in 
Bullitt  County,  Ky.,  October  11,  1M2'J.  and  is  tbe  youngest  of  ten  chit, 
dren  bom  to  David  and  Margaret  (HtafTord)  Sligar.  buiUi  of  whom  nere 
nativOB  of  PeaoBvlvimia,  and  of  Qonnan  and  Scotch  descent  rospcctivoly. 
David  Sligar  was  ediicated  and  miirriwl  iu  bin  nntire  Htatn.  In  abonfc 
17(^7,  be  emigrakHl  lo  Bullill  County.  Ky..  then  an  unbroken  wildorQe«8. 
Uimaelf  and  wife,  wHIi  neviTal  othor  faTiiitiit»,  cauiedown  tbe  Ohio  River 
in  dat-boata  from  Pittsburgh,  iHadinj^ul  the  prenent  site  of  Louisville.  Ky., 
whiefa  tben  contninod  only  a  fow  Igg  cabins.  Ho  proC«edo<l  immediately 
lo  Bullitt  County,  where  he  entered  2({!t  aeree  of  land,  which  he  waa 
obliged  to  pay  for  twi««  iu  coiiHvapioQcv  of  a  defective  title.  Here  he 
improved  a  fann,  upon  which  he  resided  until  bia  death,  which  oocurred 
Jaanary  4,  1832,  in  his  seventy-lifth  yoor.

H«  was  uian-iod  March  25,  1S44.  to  Margaret  OillilanJ.  a  imtiTe  of 
PeoDRvlvania,  and  a  dauf^fatcr  of  Thomaa  ami  Miirgarnt  (Stomal)  <>ilii- 
]&ud.  oativMi  of  Ireland,  who  emigrated  to  the  United  Stntea  i&  ITtiS. 
Thejirore  lifelone  mmnberi)  of  the  Methodist  Kpifioopat  Char<^h.  Tb« 
former  died  in  lB'25,  in  his  sixty -ei  xth  year,  and  the  latter  in  IS&O,  in  her 
one  hundred  and  scoond  yo&r.  To  oar  aubjeot  and  wifo  have  I>oon  bom 
one  daughter,  viz..

March  22,  iS-tU.  and  ia  the  tifth  in  a  family 
of  nine  obildrxn  born  to  H8<>knoy  and  Rebw!ca  T.  (Dnty)  Smith,  niitiTen 
of  North  Oarolina.  Our  Bnbj'ect  received  onlj  a  very  limited  education, 
but  by  hid  own  exertioiut  sincu  he  attained  to  manhood's  estate,  has  ac- 
quired n.  fair  practical  bu.'^iniiM  cdncntion.  Uc  in  an  extcnaive  reader, 
being  well  infonaed  in  genera)  history  and  the  curreDl  literature  of  the 
timos.  His  father  dieil  when  ho  was  fourtoou  years  old.  and  h<>  reuininnd 
on  the  old  homestead  with  bis  mother  until  he  was  seventeen,  after  which 
bo  wuH  employed  as  a  laborer  ou  a  farm  until  in  Auguxtt  18<)1.

Ho  bought  the  farm  whore 
bo  cow  lives  in  1HT2-  He  is  now  serving  hta  second  term  as  Justice  of 
the  Pence,  and  htiH  hold  various  other  township  offices.  Ho  was  marrimi 
July  ^0,  1S60.  to  Juliet  £.  Shake,  a  aative  of  Morgan  Comity,  Jnd. 
Seven  children  bleasEsd  their  union,  six  of  whom,  two  ttuos  and  tour 
daughters,  are  yet  living.

Jona- 
than Hmilli  was  horn  Fftbrnary  2:^.  1783,  wan  reared  a  farmer  and  had  a 
good  eduoutiou,  aftorward  becoming  a  teacher.  He  Vhs  also  a  Major  of 
ouvnlry  id  the  war  of  1S12.  In  1837,  he  settled  near  Monrovia  in  this 
StAte.  soon  after  locating  on  the  farm  wheru  uur  subject  now  reaidea. 
He  waa  marrioil  in  1807,  was  n  Biiptiet,  a  Whig,  and  died  October  24, 
IB-'tU.  bia  wife  Febraary  10,  18Q7,  aged  seventy -five.

His  father,  David  Hmith, 
waa  n  aoldier  of  l77ft  and  n  Quaker.  Oeorge  Smith  was  Setvetury  of  a 
Quaker  colony,  and  died  in  1857.

John  £.,  William  L.,  Cells 
A..  .Minnie  B..  Roianna  P..  ElBe  J..  Ellen  S.  and  Florence  L.  Mr. 
Smith  is  a  stanch  Repoblioao,  a  member  u(  the  great  order  of  Masonry 
and  a  Patron  of  Husbandry-  His  youngest  brother  waa  a  noldier  of  the 
abellioo,  and  perished  in  the  scrvica  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  are  members 
of  the  ChriBtioQ  Church.

October 
11,  1838,  and  is  the  second  Hon.  of  Allen  and  HaraJi  (Brewer)  Stout,  who 
moved  to  this  State  in  ISHl,  and  setflod  in  Monroe  Township,  where  tbev 
resided  five  year*;  then  removed  to  Hendrieke  County,  and  entered  '6'2h 
acres.  There  Mr.  Stout  died  in  1 841,  aged  forty.sii  years,  and  Mrs. 
Stout  diod  at  Monrovia  in  1852,  aged  tifty-two  years.  Walter  C.  Stout 
nni«d  hit)  boyhood  on  t\iv  home  farm,  aud  iu  nchool  goin^;.  lu  1S44, 
be  iNtgan  learning  brick-maaonry.  at  which  he  worked  funrb.>en  yeani. 
May  1ft,  IH4S,  he  niarriwl  Cniidace  Williams,  a  union  productive  of  oight 
obiidren— Elvina  E..  Howanl.  John  Wneley.  Crittenden  C,  Mary,  Byron. 
Thomas  and  Ira.  The  mother  uf  theit»  ehildxen  died  December  8,  1804, 
vben  aboat  tbirty-eif^ht  years  old,  a  member  of  the  M.  K  Chnreh.  l''eb- 
mary  17,  1888,  he  married  Mrs.  Dartula  Wolf;  this  raarriago  gave  being 
to  four  children — Jonnph,  Cordelia,  Lt^otiR  and  OlMo  (dnoea.s(Mi).

tj  Comroieeioner  for  a  number  uf  years,  and  at  a  vmt  early  dat«  waa 
elected  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  held  the  office  for  about  sixteen  conaec- 
utive  years.  About  the  year  IhST).  he  made  the  race  for  tbe  Legislature 
agniQpt  Dumont.  th-*  issue  being  based  upon  the  internal  improvement 
scbcmctn  BO  largely  uudcrtaken  by  the  HtaU*  ulxiut  that  time,  Landera 
DiaintainiQg  that  tlie  undertaking  was  too  great,  that  the  .State  wan  linan- 
cially  incapable  of  meeting  «aoh  gigantic  obligetioae,  and,  though  de- 
feated, be  liveil  to  aoe  bis  opponent  go  down,  and  the  correctnem  of  his 
theories  demonstrated.

JOHN  C.  WILSON,  fariupT,  is  a  native  of  Owen  County,  Ind.,  was 
bom  Jannary  24,  1841.  and  i»  tbe  oecoud  of  the  foor  children  of  Thoinaa 
and  Orphy  Wilaon,  natives  respectively  of  Kentucky  and  North  Carolina, 
and  of  Gurman  and  Irish  extraction.  Jobn  0.  labored  on  tbe  home  farm 
during  HUmninr,  and  atttmdnd  unbacription  school  dnritif^  winttir.  Hit 
father  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  o(  Monroe  County,  who  tjiern  entered 
land,  and  afterward  movixl  to  Owen  County.  wb»r«  lie  entered  '-HX}  acre* 
near  Goeport,  and  where  ho  died  May  'it,  1S83,  aged  eighty  six  years. 
Uu  bad  alno  uut4:rud  about  1,000  acres  in  Jaspur  County,  111.,  which  be 
bestowed  among  bin  ohildmn.  May,  1861, onrsnbjnctmarriod  Catharine, 
dnnght«r  of  Jefferson  and  Sarah  Parr,  a  union  cemented  by  seven  ebil' 
dren.  fire  of  whom  are  living— Albert  J.,  Franoes  (Iklrs.

Jaly.  1805,  when  he  returned  w  bis  home  farm  and  remained  nnlil  Octo- 
bwr,  l87d,  wh<>n  ho  ri>mav<^Hl  to  his  pn«ei)t  abode.  Mrs.  Wilson  died 
January,  1880,  and  on  September  13  bo  married  Mi^  Guy.  Mr.  Wilaon 
owutt  J{f35  nTvn  of  fruitful  hmd.  on  which  has  beeu  found  a  veiu  of  gold, 
yielding  i3(X)  to  tbe  ton,  Iv'soming  richer  as  doiicent  is  madn.

SETTLEMENT,  OUG.XJflZATION,  STTC 

THE  INDIAN   OCCUPaHCT. 

THE  Mrritory  noT  comprising  the  county  of  Monroe  wm  formerly  the 
undittfiuled  dom»iti  of  the  ^li>.tDi!l.  ThiA  in  bIdo  true  of  all  of  rndkna. 
At  the  treity  i>f  GreonWUe,  Ohio,  in  1795,  I<ittle  Turtle,  or  Mish-e-kon- 
o-ijuah,  the  head  chief  of  the  Miamis.  and  one  of  the  most  intelligent  and 
renowned  aboriginal  Americans  of  any  tribe,  that  ever  lived,  stated  to 
lh«  Govurniuptit  Conimi»iioiier8  ihat  the  Miiimis  funnerly  owned  atl  the 
territory  within  the  following  bonnds  :  Krom  Uetmit  south  to  the  Scioto 
Hiv(>r  and  donn  the  xumc  !o  the  Ohio,  ihence  down  the  Ohio  tn  the 
mnuth  of  the  Wabash,  thence  up  the  same  to  near  Covington,  thence 
north  to  Lake  Michigan,  thence  east  to  Detroit.  Immodiately  after  the 
ReTolutionury  war,  the  effort*  to  eoloniKo  the  Innds  west  of  the  Ailn-ntic 
coael  were  so  extensive  end  peraisteut  that  the  nutivett  inhabiting  tlio&o 
regions  were  forced  slowly  back  into  the  wilderness  upon  tlie  torrttory  of 
their  We-itcm  brethren,  nnd  thun  the  brond  dnmnin  of  the  Mianiifl  was 
invaded  by  homeless  natives  of  varioDS  tribeR,  who  were  given  traclH  of 
territory  upon  which  to  hunt  and  live.  At  what  time  the  Delawares, 
Shawaneeei,  Wynndots,  Fotlawatomies,  Piankesbaws.  Wcss,  Ktckupooe, 
etc..  gamed  a  footing  upon  the  noil  of  Indiana  cannot  be  stated  with 
certainty,  but  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  Little  Turtle  Hlated  the 
truth  when  he  claimed  all  of  the  above  bounded  territory  aa  the  former 
domain  of  his  people — the  Miamis.  It  iti  paH»ible  that  name  of  the  tribes 
named  above  occupied  portions  of  Indiotia  before  the  Revolutionary  war. 
The  former  home  of  the  Delawnres  was  on  the  Delaware  Kivor,  and  later 
ID  Weetem  PenDsylraniii  and  Eastern  Ohio,  and  ntill  later  in  Indiana. 
Tlie  original  home  of  the  Wyandota  w&a  in  Canada,  and  Uter  in  Micbi- 

fan  and  Northern  Ohio,  and  still  later  in  Southern  Indiana.  The 
hawaneeo  were  of  Southern  origin,  nnd  were  wnnderers,  but  finally 
were  given  a  home  in  Southeastern  Indiana,  and  also  u  eecliun  of  country 
on  the  Wabash  about  La  Fayette.  The  Pottawatomies  seetn  to  have 
owned  terntor'y  in  Xorthera  Illinois  and  Boutborn  Wisconsin,  and  to  have 
gained  from  the  Miamis  at  some  early  period  by  invasion  or  conquest 
nucb  of  the  land  of  Indiana  north  of  ibe  Wabtsn.  The  Weaa.  Kicka- 
pooe,  Piankeshaws  and  Pecankeeshaws  i>eem  to  have  owned  land  along  the 
wefltern  boundary  of  the  State.  At  the  treaty  of  Fort  Wayne  on  the 
80th  of  September.  1801),  the  second  article  was  made  to  read  as  fullows: 
"  The  Miamii  explicitly  acknowledge  the  equal  right  of  the   Delawaree 
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wilh  themietves  to  the  coantrv  watoreil  bj  the  White  River.  Bat  it  is 
also  to  be  clearly  undemtond  that  neither  par^  ithall  have  the  right  of 
•dispMiug  or  the  aame  viiihout  the  consetit  of  the  others,  and  any  im- 
provernents  which  shall  be  made  on  the  said  land  by  the  Delnwarc*,  or 
their  friend.^,  the  Mahocans.  shall  be  theirs  forever."  Aa  to  the  territory' 
of  Monroe  Countv,  it  seems  to  have  been  on  the  boundary  l^tveen  the 
land  of  the  Delawares  and  that  of  the  Piankc.<^haws  and  Pecankee?haw5. 
•o  that  it  wftg  tbo  home  and  hunting  ground  of  the  three  tribes  u'woti  ns 
(ha  Miamia 

INDUN    CSSBION    TREATIK!!. 

The  territory  now  composing  the  county  of  Monroe  wu  not  obtained 
from  the  Indians  vrhoUy  at  one  time.  The  old  Indian  boundary  vhiob 
extends  frutn  near  Gosport  iu  a  southoasterly  diroction,  leaving  the 
county  at  Section  20.  Benton  Toirnsliip,  divides  two  important  Indian 
oeMiona.  The  territory  of  Monroe  County  Kouth  of  that  boundary  was 
part  of  Htkrrison's  Purchnee,  obuined  from  the  Indiana  by  the  treaty  of 
Fort  Wiiyne,  September  30, 1309  ;  and  »n  of  Monroe  Oonnty  above  thtt 
boundary  was  part  of  the  New  Purchase,  obtained  from  the  Indiane  by 
the  treaty  at  St,  Mary'i,  Ohio.  October  2  to  6,  1818.  As  Monroe  County 
was  urjzanitcd  before  the  la^^t-namcd  treaty  was  effected,  it  will  be  seen 
that  all  of  the  pre^nt  couiuy  north  of  the  Indian  boundary  was  not  at 
first  a  part  of  the  county.  The  exact  boundary  of  the  county  when 
finit  formed  will  be  i>een  from  the  act  creating  the  oouQty,  quoted  entire 
a  few  pagCD  in  advance. 

THB   SDBVET   AKD   PIRST    ENTR1B8   OP   LAMD. 

The  survey  of  all  the  lands  of  Monroe  County  lying  south  of  the 
old  Indian  boiinilary  occurred  in  the  autumn  of  1812,  Arthur  lienrie 
and  William  Harris  being  the  surveyors.  All  of  the  county  north  of  the 
Indian  boundary  was  surveyed  in  1819  by  Thomas  Brown  and  J,  Hedges. 
Althougli  thai  portion  south  of  tho  old  boundary  was  surveyed  in  1»12, 
the  land  was  not  thrown  into  market  until  181d,  at  which  matiy  entriea 
were  made,  the  following  being  a  complete  list  for  that  year  :  In  Town- 
ship 7  north.

Several  tracts  were  purchased  by 
speculatore,  but  the  greater  number  passed  to  actual  residents  or  to  those 
who  became  actual  residents.

AppivTO.1  Jaounrj  14,  1818. 

In  Bccordsnce  with  the  proriaiona  of  thia  enactment,  ihe  machinery 
of  the  county  woe  iiiimcdiiit«lj  put  in  running  oHcr.  An  election  vas 
ordered  held  under  the  suporvision  of  the  Sheriff,  John  W.  Lee.  appoimed 
by  the  Uovemor,  for  the  necesaary  county  officers.  Bartlott  Woodward, 
Michael  Baskirk  xnd  JHtneo  Parlcn  were  electeil  ('ounty  ('nmmi^sioners; 
William  Love,  County  Clerk  and  Auditor;  Chesley  Bailey,  Recorder; 
Joseph  fierry  and  Lewis  Noel,  Asaociatt<  Judges.  The  details  of  this 
election  cannot  be  given,  as  the  tnlly-shoets  were  not  preserved.  The 
election  took  place  early  in  ISlfl.  The  house  of  Abiicr  Blair  wa»  the 
first  court  house,  but  Btuomington  waa  immeiltately  laid  out  and  a  log 
court  bouse  huilt.  The  Connnissioiiers  appointed  by  the  Legislature  to 
loeate  the  county  seat  met,  deliberated,  and  finally  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report  to  the  firat  County  Board  :

^  THF    BOARD   DOING   COUNTY    lirsiNBS*. 

The  firat  meeting  of  the  Commissinnera  of  Monroe  County  was  hold 
at  the  house  of  Abner  Blair  on  the  10th  of  April,  1818.  The  Commis- 
eionerfi  were  Bartiett  Woodward.  Michael  Buskirk  and  James  Parks,  the 
time  which  each  was  to  serve  being  determined  by  the  comparative  num* 
ber  of  votes  polled  for  them.  Mr.  Woodward  received  the  highest  nuo- 
ber  of  votes,  and  wa«  to  serve  three  years  :  Mr.  Uut^kirk  the  next  highest, 
and  was  to  eervo  two  years;  a-nd  Mr.  Parks,  tho  lowest,  and  wsa  to  serve 
one  year.  The  first  official  act  was  the  appointment  of  William  Lowe 
County  Clerk,  pro  tempore,  aud  the  second  was  the  appointment  of  Capt. 
James  Bigger  a«  Lister  or  Assessor  of  the  county  for  the  year  1818,  his 
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bond  beiag  fixed  at  91,500.  Roderick  Rawlinga  waa  then  Kppoint«d 
County  Treasurer,  and  required  to  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  920,000. 
On  the  second  day  of  this  first  8i?«.4ian,  the  board  adoptwl  a  temporary 
coutity  Beul,  which  was  simply  a  dcrawl  inclosing  the  wordii,  "  TcmporarT 
seal  of  Monrao  County-"  William  Millikun  was  ap[»int«d  Superintend- 
ent of  the  sixteenth  section  in  Towni>hip  10  north,  Itsnge  2  weot ;  tieorge 
Farkii  the  same  in  Tovonhip  9  north.  Range  2  weot;  William  Newcomb 
the  saoae  in  Township  H  north.  Range  2  vest;  James  Wright,  tho  same 
in  Townnhip  7  north.  Range  '2  west;  John  Storm,  t)io  same  in  Township 
7  north.  Range  1  w«Bt;  Williitm  MatUick  the  same  in  Township  9  north, 
Rau>;e  1  weal.  Benjamin  Parka  wan  appointed  County  Agent,  with  bond 
at  9'^O,00O.  By  order  of  the  board  the  county  seat  wa.<)  to  be  known  as 
Blooinington .  The  ComRiissionerH  who  had  been  appointed  by  the 
General  Ataembly  to  fix  th^  county  seat  of  Monroe  County  were  ordered 
paid  as  follows:  David  Fouts,  $33;  John  Pernicka,  930  ;  Jonathan  Jonea, 
980  ;  SaiDacI  Burchntn,  830.  The  Gnt  petition  for  a  county  road  canie 
fVom  William  Hardin  and  others,  and  was  to  extend  from  Blooinington  to 
Scott's  li'erry  on  Salt  Creek,  and  thence  to  the  Lawrence  County  line. 
William  Jackiion,  John  Bcott  and  William  Craig  were  appointed  Viewers. 
Thie  road  was  ordered  built  and  was  the  first  constructed  wholly  at  the 
ezp«n8e  of  the  county.  The  town  of  Bloomingten  was  then  ordered  laid 
off.  the  County  .\gent  to  have  oxclusivd  i&aQSgeuient.  On  the  third  day 
of  ihiH  first  Hciuiion  a  double-log  court  houM  was  orclercd  buili  for  ihe 
temporary  use  of  the  county,  an  account  of  which  will  be  found  else- 
where. On  this  day  the  first  grand  jurors  of  Monroe  County  were 
Mlccted  as  follows :  Dudley  Carl,  William  Chambers,  David  Chambers, 
John  Scott,  John  Mercer,  Thomas  Grimes,  John  Berry.  William  Kew- 
comb,  Jesse  Tarkginton,  Solomon  Green,  Jonathan  Nichols^  George 
Sharp,  William  Mitlikcn,  George  Parka  Pen.,  Coleman  Puitt,  Eli  Lee, 
William  Hardin  and  Henry  Wampler.  The  Sheriff  in  iittendsnce,  John 
W.  Lee,  waa  ordered  to  notify  the  above  men  xo  meet  for  action  at  the 
house  of  Abner  Blair.  The  traveree  jury  waji  then  selected  as  fol- 
lows: William  Matlock,  George  Birdriok,  John  Thompson.  Samuel 
Soolt,  Thomas  Clark,  Jonathan  Ruins,  John  Storm  Jr.,  John  Couch, 
John  Matlock,  John  Culler,  Joseph  Peeshaw.  David  Sears,  Klijah 
Morgan,  James  Wright  and  Jumee  Matlock.  The  Srst  county  roa^l 
aboTe  referred  to  waa  reported  on  by  the  Viewers  in  May,  1818,  and 
ordered  built  Jonathan  Rogers,  Robert  Russell  nnd  Samnel  Seott 
were  appointed  Road  Superrisors.  The  Sheriff,  John  W.  Lev,  waa  paid 
$18  for  notifying  the  locating  Cominissioners  of  their  appointmenu.  and 
was  also  paid  87  for  making  the  returna  of  the  first  election  held  in 
the  county. 

SUBSKQUBNT  ACTS  OK  THK  COUNTY  BOARD. 
Bloomington  was  immediately  laid  off,  and  the  lota  were  offered  for 
sale  at  public  auction.  A  full  report  of  these  salea  will  be  found  in  the 
chapter  on  the  town.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lots  were  the 
principal  source  of  rcrenuc  for  a  number  of  years.  The  board  from  the 
finit  were  forced  to  issue  orders  at  a  discount,  which  were  afterward 
ordered!  received  for  county  duos.  Wild-cat  bank  issues  were  the  only 
tper  money  then,  and  almost  every  early  report  of  the  Tre«3urer  shows 
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an  eatr?  to  Iiifi  credit  of  certain  per  centum  of  depreciation  on  the 
bank  bifla  in  his  possesion.  The  holder  of  a  bnnk  bill  io  those  dars 
waa  not  sure  tbnt  th«  next  naorniog  would  not  find  his  bill  great);  de- 
preciateil  in  value,  if  not  absolutely  worthless.  What  a  coDtrast  with  the 
excellent  siable  paper  carrency  of  the  prc&vnt. 

Capt,  Jumen  Bicger,  County  Liiiter,  was  ordered  paid  $32  for  his 
oervicee.  A  t«x  ofSTj  ceote  was  levied  oa  each  horse;  50  cents  on 
each  100  acres  of  first-class  laud;  43 j  cents  on  each  100  acres  of 
second  clud  land;  and  25  oouta  on  each  100  acree  of  third-cUss  Ubd. 
In  Febnury.  1819,  the  board  fixed  store  license  at  $7.50  in  Blooming- 
ton,  and  at  $5  in  the  country.  They  also,  curiously  enough,  fixed  the 
charges  of  tsTern  keepers  aji  followti :  25  cents  for  breakfast:  25  cents 
for  dinner;  18}  ccd(3  for  supper;  lodging  6^  cents;  corn  or  oate,  per 
g&lloB.  12|  cents;  horse  «t  fodder  or  hay,  25  cents;  one-half  pint  of 
whieky,  l'2j  cent«;  onehatf  pint  of  brandy,  ISjf  cents;  one-half  pint  of 
rumor  French  brandy,  87  J-  cents:  one-half  pint  of  wine.  87j  centu.  We 
may  now  amile  at  the  folly  of  our  fathers;  but,  after  all.  are  we  any 
wi»er  or  better '^  The  following  otandard  weights  and  meaHureu  were  also 
ordered  obtained  :  A  foot  nieseure  ;  a  yard  ;  a  dry  Ituufael  of  1,076.2 
cubic  inches;  a  dry  half  bushel ;  a  wine  gallon  of  2M  cubic  inches;  one 
set  of  avordupnis  weights;  a  quart:  »  pint,  nnd  a  half  pint.  Lcwii 
Noel  became  Lister  in  1U20.  In  August.  1820,  Bciijamin  Parks, 
County  Agent,  reported  that  iiie  total  sales  and  rents  of  the  town  lots 
and  other  donated  UnH.s  amounted  to  the  nurprining  sum  of  $2T,K74.5S|, 
with  which  figureii  he  was  charged.  He  waa  credited  with  notea  worth 
818,860.54  ;  with  cash  paid  over.  $9,8H3.7<} ;  with  discounleon  bad  onr^ 
rency,  $98.80;  balance  on  hand,  $32.51J.  This  exhibits  the  rapid 
growth  of  Bloomington. 

In  August.  1K20,  Addison  Smith  succeeded  Benjainin  Parka  aa 
County  Agent.  Late  in  1820,  .Tamea  Borland  succeeded  Roderick 
Elawlins  as  County  Treamirer.  Adtlison  Smith  was  the  Cenaus  Enumera- 
tor iti  1820.  Hfl'waa  also  the  Lister  for  1821,  and  C.  J.  Hand  iu  182S. 
JtaseMoora  was  Lister  in  181S.

THB  PIEST  OIBCDIT  COOBT  OF  MONHOK  COUNTY. 
The  first  term  of  this  court  was  held  on  tlio  first  Monday  in  June, 
1818,  at  the  house  of  Abner  Blsir,  by  Hon.  Thomas  II.  Blake,  PresidenC 
Judge,  and  Joseph  Berry  and  Lewis  Noel,  Associate  Judges.  The  first 
act  of  the  court  was  the  iBsunncc  of  a  writ  of  ad  quod  dnmnum  for  the 
benefit  of,  Robert  Hamilton  to  a»certain  what  damage  would  be  caused  by 
hia  erection  of  a  griat  and  saw  raill  and  a  dan  on  his  land — on  Section 
24.  Township  8  north.  Range  2  west,  on  Clear  Creek.  The  Sheriff, 
Jc^n  W.  Lee,  wds  directed  to  summon  twelve  fit  persons  to  aacertain  the 
damuge.  They  reported  that  the  land  uf  James  Speed  would  be  damaged 
to  the  amount  of  $158.  Nothing  farilier  seems  to  have  been  done  until 
the  September  term,  at  which  time  the  first  cuee  came  to  trial.  It  was 
Carid    Teague    vs.  Leonard   Nicliolsou,  trespass  on  the  case  for  words 
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jpoken,  damuM  being  laid  Ifti  8,000.  The  atlorner  for  tbe  plftintiflT 
vu  Aiidison  bmitb,  and  for  the  defendant  John  F.  Rou.  Befora  suit 
was  be^ua.  the  defendant  slated  lliikt  if  the  plainliff  would  deaisl  from 
farther  prosecution  ho  would  jMty  all  costa  thue  far;  which  propoaition 
was  accepted  b;  the  pluintiflT,  and  ttie  dcfcndunt  was  diaohoi^ed.  Ab 
tliis  term  llie  court  convened  at  t)ie  new  log  court  hou^e  in  BlooDoiDgton. 
The  following  men  consticiiCed  the  fir^it  jn^nd  jury:  Jonathan  Nictiola, 
William  Andenton,  Kdwurd  Armstrong,  John  Treat,  Dnrid  McUoUcn, 
Thomas  B.  Clark.  Abnur  Blair,  Julius  Duggcr,  John  Tullen,  Jamea 
EUege,  John  Storm,  Joseph  Cox,  Joseph  B&ugh  and  Janeph  Gilbert. 
The;  were  swoni,  sent  out,  and  eonn  returned  with  the  fullowini;  "  truo 
bills:"  State  of  Indiana  vs.  Jamen  Oreen,  Inrceny  |stenlin^  ii  rifled  gun 
owneti  b/  Jiihn  W.  Lee).  John  Law  was  the  Prosecuting  Attorney.  The 
defendant  pleaded  **  not  guilty  "  to  the  charge,  and  the  followine  first  petit 
jury  WBj  impaneled  to  try  the  coao  :  Jusopli  Pcriahu,  John  M.  Siidler, 
leaiab  Wright,   James  ThompBtiii,  George  Parks  Sr.,  Absalom  Morgan, 

John    Wakefield,    Solomon    ,    David    Scott,    Jonathan    Gilbert, 

Granville  Ward  nnd  John  .     The  evidence   wns  heard   and  the 

jury  was  sent  out.  Thi-y  returned  the  following  verdict:  "We  of  tlio 
jory  do  find  the  traverser  guilty."  The  defendaiit's  counael  moved  an 
BTKHt  of  judgment,  which  was  granted  until  the  next  day.  upon  which 
occasion  the  following  reaaona  for  an  arrest  of  judgment  were  filed  :  "■  1. 
It  doee  not  appear  upon  tbe  record  that  the  jurors  Bwom  to  try  said 
cau!e  were  good  and  lawful  men.  2.  It  is  bad  fur  uncertainty,  as  it 
docB  not  appear  thai  Clear  Cri-ek  Township  is  within  Monroe  County,  eu 
H  to  precladn  iniendioeuu  3.  It  is  informul  in  ila  couclusion,  as  it  dotit 
net  CDoelude  in  a  manner  directed  by  the  coiutttution.  4.  The  verdict 
19  againnt  law  and  evidence."  The  court  overruled  the  motion  and 
renoerfd  judgment  aa  follows:  The  defendant  to  pay  to  John  W.  Lee 
$80,  to  pay  a  fine  of  S-Ilt,  to  pay  costs  of  prosecution,  and  to  atand  com- 
mitted until  sentence  bo  complied  with. 

Ou  the  second  day  of  the  September  term,  the  grand  jury  returnocl  a. 
bill  against  Seth  Goodwin  for  assault  and  battery  upon  Jacob  Leabo. 
The  cue  wan  continued  until  the  March  (ltil9)  term  of  the  ci>urt,  at 
which  time  Leobo  himself  was  fined  ^0.50  for  an  assault.  The  March 
term  of  the  court  wa^  held  by  the  Hon,  Gen.  Washington  Johnston, 
President  Judge  of  the  First  Judicial  Circuit,  and  Joseph  Berry  and 
Lewis  Noal,  Associates.  George  R.  C.  SuUinn  was  Prottccuting  Attor- 
ney. S*/th  Goodwin  was  fined  6^  cents  for  his  luuault  on  I/eabo.  At 
this  term  also  came  the  action  of  debt,  Uavld  Teangc  va.  William  Baker. 
Teaugehad  hired  to  Raker  for  $20.5  to  build  a  milTdnm,  mill,  etc.,  but 
had  uiled,  as  allegt-d  by  the  plaintiff,  to  pay  all  that  wa.i  due.  Suit  was 
dropped,  a  comproiniHe  being  vfTL-ctetl.  The  next  case  was  G.  W. 
Harden  ts.  William  Harden  on  a  dobt  of  8487.60  with  intviL'^t.  wbioh 
amount  waa  recovered  by  the  plainttlT.  At  the  June  term.  1819,  the 
Hon.  Jonathan  Doty,  President  Judge,  held  court,  assisted  by  the  above- 
named  Associate*.

The  firet  act  was  as  follows :  On  motion  of  £U  Lee,  it  waa  "  ordered  that 
William  Dorwy.  infant  son  of  Joseph  Domey  (deceased)  and  Sarah  Dor- 
sey,  bom  January  24.  1811.  b«  bound  unto  Eli  Le«  and  Sarab  Le«  antil 
he  arrives  at  the  ago  of  twenty  one  year^.  to  team  the  art  of  agriculture; 

whereupon  the  said  Eli  Lee  and  Sarah  Leo.  together  with  Williain , 

their  security,  entered  into  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  8^00.  cundilioucd 
that  the  said  Kti  Lee  and  Sarah  Lee  learn  (teach)  him,  the  said  William 
Dorsey.  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  as  far  an  the  rale  of  three;  and 
■Iso  to  find  him  in  wholesome  diet,  washing,  lodging  and  clotfaiog,  aod  to 
deal  witli  him  in  all  caaes  as  an  apprentice  ought  to  be  dealt  with,  and  to 
find  him  upon  hi?  becoming  of  age  the  sum  of  810  and  a  good  suit  of 
clothes.  At  this  time  also.  Dorcas  Domey.  infant  daughter  of  Joseph 
Dorsey,  deceased,  was  bound  out  to  George  Hedrick.  This  was  the  only 
baainess  performed  at  the  first  session  of  the  court.  In  vacation,  letters 
of  adminintration  were  granted  to  David  Chambers  upon  the  estate  of 
Janiva  Shtiffield.  doceascd. 

At  the  Murcii  term,  1819,  Lory  Loving  was  granted  letters  of  admin- 
istration un  the  efltiLte  and  laAt  will  and  Icntament  of  John  LariDg,  dft- 
ceased.  Al  this  term.  David  ChamberH,  administrater  of  the  estate  of 
John  flenson.  deceased,  returned  the  following  inventory  of  the  sates  of 
such  estate:  One  kettle,  50  cents;  one  kettle,  $3;  one  kettle,  $.):  one 
pot,  $2.75;  one  pot,  $2.62^:  6ro  dogs.  82;  ouo  shovel,  62^  cents;  one 
plow  (spelled  plough).  $4.40;  leatber.^l:  leather,  $1 ;  ooesteel  trap,  $3;

Beanblos- 
fiom  Township — Beginning  on  the  line  dividing  Ranges  1  and  2  west,  at 
the  corner  of  Soetiona  13  and  14,  where  they  intersect  the  same;  tbenee 
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DorUi  on  Mid  Mac  to  the  boundarr  lino ;  tbencc  northwest  on  the  bonnd- 
sry  line  lo  the  northwest  corner  of  Monroe  County;  thence  south  on 
DftTiess  County  line  to  the  middle  of  Township  8 ;  thence  through  the 
middle  of  said  town  to  the  phice  of  beginning.

Granville  Ward  was  ap- 
pointed  InspiMTtor  of  Elections  in  Bloomington  Township;  John  Cutler, 
same  in  Beanblossom  Township;  Jsrocs  Trotter,  same  in  Indian  Creek; 
and  John  Storm,  same  in  Clear  Creek.  Elections  were  ordered  held  in 
the  above  townships  on  the  9th  of  May  for.  two  Justices  of  the  Peace  in 
each,  the  elections  to  he  held  at  the  following  places:  Bloomington  Town- 
ship, at  the  hoD8«  of  David  Rogere  ;  BeanbfoMom  Township,  at  the  house 
of  Coleman  Peois ;  Indian  Creek,  at  the  house  of  John  Berry;  Clear 
Creek,  at  the  house  of  Thomas  Graham. 

In  May,  1821.  Lamb's  Township,  in  the  now  purchase,  was  created  as 
follows:  Beginning  at  the  old  Indian  boundary  line,  where  the  tine  of 
Township  10  inlersecta  the  same;  thence  east  on  the  line  of  Town  10 
until  it  intersects  the  meridian  line;  thence  north  with  said  line  lo  the 
eouthciiat  comer  of  Township  13;  thence  west  on  the  lino  between  Town- 
shipfl  1^  and  13  until  it  inters(>cta  the  said  boundary  line;  thence  to  the 
beginning.  This  township  now  composes  the  southwestern  portion  of 
Morgan  County,  and  took  its  name  from  old  man  Lamb,  who  settled  in 
Lamo's  Bottom,  that  county,  in  1819,  before  it  was  a  county.  At  the  same 
time  this  township  was  created.  Walnut  Creek  Township  was  also  erected, 
with  the  following  boundaries :  Beginning  iit  the  northeast  corner  of  Lamb's 
Township  on  the  meridian  line;  ihent-B  north  on  said  line  to  the  north- 
west corner  of  Township  IS  north;  thence  west  on  the  line  dividing 
Townships  15  and  lij  until  it  intersectit  the  boundary  line  ;  thence  south- 
east on  said  boundary  line  until  it  intersects  the  line  of  Lamb's  Township. 
This  township  comprised  the  northwestern  portion  of  Morgan  County. 
At  this  time  ahto  was  created  Raccoon  Township,  with  the  following 
hounds:  All  nf  Wabash  County  north  of  Walnut  Creek  Township,  All 
this  territory  had  been  attached  by  the  Legislature  to  Monroe  County. 
Reuben  Fullen  was  appointed  Inspector  for  Lamb's  Township,  and  Samuel 
Rogers  the  same  for   Walnut  Creek  Township. 

On  the  Ist  day  of  March,  1825,  it  was  "ordered  that  a  township  be 
laid  off  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the  county,  to  bo  known  by  the  name 
of  Jackann,  and  designated  hy  the  following  bounds,  to  wit:  Beginning 
at  the  Qortheaet  corner  of  said  county,  thence  west  eight  miles  to  the  me- 
ridian line,  thence  south  to  the  line  dividing  Townnhipt)  8  and  !).  thence 
east  eight  mil<«  to  the  county  line,  thenee  north  on  said  line  to  the  begin- 
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niog."  An  election  wan  ordered  held  on  the  last  Saturday  of  April,  182o, 
at  tne  house  of  Banner  Bnimtnetc,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  JuvtiM  of 
the  Peac«,  vrith  Eliaa  Swif^  inspector.  A  three-mile  atrip  on  tfae  vest 
side  of  Brovn  County  was  then  a  part  of  Monrofi  County. 

In  May,  I82d,  Salt  Crock  Towostiip  nta  created,  oa  foltows:  Begin- 
ning at  the  southeast  comer  of  said  county  :  thence  west  to  where  the  me- 
ridian line  iotersectd  the  same;  thence  north  on  the  meridian  line  to  where 
the  comer  of  Townphipg  8  and  9  inlerKect  the  same;  tbenco  east  on  the 
line  dividing  said  Townships  8  and  0  to  where  the  same  intcracct«  the 
county  line;  thence  south  on  said  line  lo  the  place  of  bMinninii.  Klee- 
tions  were  ordered  h«ld  at  tho  house  of  Boston  Bsils.  J<%n  Pollard  and 
Ezekiel  Hendricks  were  appointed  Fence  Viewers,  and  George  Todd  and 
Solomon  Butcher,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  Henry  Kendall,  Inapector. 

In  July,  1828,  it  was  ordered  that  all  the  territory  attached  to  Monroe 
County  (on  the  CAStt.  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1827-28,  should  b« 
attached  to  the  lowntihips  of  Salt  Creek  and  J&cktton,  as  follows:  Begin- 
ning at  a  point  on  the  line  dividing  Townships  7  and  8,  Range  3  east, 
where  the  line  dividing  Sections  31  and  b2  Intersect  the  same;  tlienoe 
north  to  the  line  dividing  Townships  8  and  9;  theitce  west  to  the  former 
county  line  of  Monroe  County:  thence  south  to  the  line  dividing  Townships 
T  and  8;  thenco  east  to  tho  place  of  beginning — such  territory  to  form  a 
part  of  Suit  Creek  Township.  Also  :  Beginning  at  iho  northeast  comer 
of  Salt  Creek  Township,  aa  above  enlarged  ;  thence  north  to  the  line  di- 
viding Johnson  and  Barthlomew  Counties;  thence  west  to  the  northcut 
comer  of  Monroe  County,  thence  south  to  the  northern  boundary  of  Salt 
Creek  Township,  thence  east  to  the  place  of  beginning — such  territory 
should  form  a  part  of  Jackson  Township.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
territory  thus  attached  to  Sn!t  Creek  nnd  Jackson  Townships  now  consti- 
tutes much  of  the  western  half  of  the  present  county  of  Brown. 

In  July.  1829,  two  new  townships  were  erected,  aa  follows:  Wash* 
ington  Township — Beginning  at  a  point  on  tho  meridian  line  between 
Townships  10  and  11  north;  thonccwtat  with  said  line  dividing  Townships 
10  and  1 1  aforesaid  to  the  line  dividing  Itangt^s  1  and  2  west ;  thence  south 
with  said  line  dividing  Kanges  1  and  '2  af>iresaid  to  main  Beanbtossom 
Creek;  thence  in  an  eastern  direction  with  Raid  creek  to  the  meridian  line ; 
thence  north  with  said  line  to  the  place  of  beginning.  Richland  Town* 
ship — Beginning  at  a  point  where  the  line  dividing  Ranges  1  and  2  west 
intcrftccte  the  line  dividing  Townships  0  and  JO  north;  thence  west  with 
said  line  last  mentioned  to  the  Owen  County  line;  thence  south  with  said 
last-mentioned  line  to  a  point  where  tho  line  dividing  Sections  18  and 
11',  in  Township  N  north.  Range  2  west,  intersect  the  same;  thence  with 
aaid  line  last  mentioned  to  the  range  line  dividing  Kanecs  1  and  2  west ; 
thence  with  said  range  line  to  the  place  of  beginning.  The  elections  for 
Washington  Township  were  ordered  held  at  the  house  of  John  Scott, 
with  Daniel  Hay,  Inspector.  ThoHe  in  Richland  Township  were  ordered 
held  in  the  house  of  Wiltiam  D.  Shrevies,  with  Jamee  Parks,  Inspector. 
At  the  January  term.  18S0,  it  was  ordered  "  that  all  territory  atUched 
by  logialative  euactuieut  to  the  county  of  Monruc  subsciiuent  to  the  orig- 
inal furuiBtion  of  townships  therein  be  and  it  is  hereby  attached  to  and 
included  and  shall  compose  parts  of  the  said  townships  in  the  following 
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maDDCT!  By  extending  the  boumlary  lines  of  the  townships  whioli  ran 
in  &  direction  perpendioalar  lo  the  county  boundary  entirely  thereto,  &nd 
thereby  attaching  to  the  respective  lofrnaLipQ  all  aucli  territory  aa  lies  ad- 
joining  therflto." 

In  May,  1830,  pursuant  to  a  petition  signed  by  seventy- one  resident 
cilizens,  the  township  of  Perry  wa^  ordered  erected,  with  the  following 
boundary :  Beginning  at  the  line  dividing  Sections  12  and  13,  Township 
8  north.  Range  1  weal ;  thence  west  along  ?nid  line  to  the  west  line  of 
aaid  Townjihip  8  north.  Runirc  1  west ;  thence  south  to  the  line  dividing 
SectioiiB  6  and  7.  Township  T  norlh,  Range  1  weet;  thence  east  on  aaid 
line  to  the  east  line  of  the  last-named  township ;  thence  north  on  the  east- 
ern line  of  raid  towniihip  la  the  place  of  beginning.  An  election  wat 
ordered  held  on  the  26th  of  May,  1830,  at  the  house  of  Beojamin  Kenton 
(the  old  Clearwater  place),  fur  two  Justices  of  the  Peace^  Mr.  Keocoii  Co 
serre  as  Itispector.  Jesse  Davis  and  George  A.  Ritter  were  appointed 
Orerseera  of  the  Poor;  Solomon  Butcher  and  Finney  Courtney,  Fence 
Viewers. 

In  May,  1833  npon  petition  of  Jacob  Romans  and  others,  Jackson 
Township  was  dirided,  and  Benton  Township  was  organized  from  a  part 
thereof,  as  follows:  Jackson  to  be  divided  into  two  portions  by  the  line 
dividing  Ranges  1  and  2  east,  the  eastern  portion  to  retain  tlic  name  of 
Jackson,  and  the  western  portion  to  be  known  as  ''Benton  Township,  in 
honor  of  Thomas  H.  Benton,  United  States  Senator  from  Missouri."  An 
election  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  was  ordered  held  in  the  new  township 
on  the  last  Saturday  in  Soptenbor,  1833,  at  the  house  of  John  Young. 

Id  March,  1837.  in  purflusnce  of  a  petition  frotn  the  cititcns  in- 
terested, the  County  Board  ordered  the  creation  of  il  new  township  to  be 
known  as  Van  Buren,  to  comprise  nil  and  no  more  oT  Congresiiional 
Township  8  north,  Range  2  west.  An  election  of  a  Ju&tice  nf  the  Peace 
was  ordereij  held  on  the  3d  of  April,  lb37,  at  the  house  of  Conrad 
,  who  was  appointed  Inspector. 

In  September,  1843,  Salt  Creek  Township  was  divided  and  Folk 
Township  created,  as  fuUows  :  Commencing  in  the  bed  of  Salt  Creek  oti 
the  line  dividing  Township  7,  liange  I  west  and  Rnnge  1  east;  thence 
due  south  on  said  township  line  to  the  south  county  line ;  thence  due  east 
to  the  southeast  corner  of  ihc  county,  titence  north  on  the  county  tine  to 
the  Muddy  Fork  of  Salt  Creek,  or  where  the  same  crosses  the  county 
line ;  thence  down  said  stream  to  the  main  Salt  Creek ;  thence  down 
aaid  stream  to  the  place  of  beginning.  An  election  was  ordered  held 
in  the  new  townehip  at  he  house  of  John  Todd,  at  Big  Springs,  with 
Peter  Norman  Inspector.  WyLie  Davnr  and  Samuel  Axatn  weiro 
ippoinled  Fenc«  Viewers,  and  Wylie  Davnr  Conatablc. 

T8RR1T0RT  ATTACHBH  TO  M0NB08  COnNTY. 
By  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  December  31,  1S21,  all  of 
Monroe  County  lying  wetit  of  White  River  was  attached  to  Owen,  the 
second  section  of  the  net  reading  as  follows:  .\11  that  part  of  Monroe 
County  lying  west  of  While  River  be  and  the  .tame  is  hereby  attached  to 
Owen  County,  and  that  all  suits,  pleai,  plaints,  actions  and  prosecutions 
vbatioever,  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  a&  if  no  chance  iud 
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taken  place.  Section  S  of  tbls  set  retiis  ns  followe:  So  mncli  of  the 
New  Purchase  as  is  contained  in  the  following  boundary,  to  wit :  Begin- 
ning on  White  RiYer  where  the  line  dividing  Townshipa  10  and  11  north 
crMses  the  same;  thence  e»it  with  ^aiJ  line  to  the  corners  of  Sections  4 
and  5,  Township  10  north,  Range  2  east ;  thence  south  to  the  Monroe 
Ooantv  line— shall  form  and  couatitutc  a  part  of  Monroe  County.  It 
will  bo  seen  that  this  section  attached  to  the  oountj  all  of  tb«  present 
county  north  of  llie  old  Indian  lioundary,  together  with  a  ntrip  three 
mileti  wide  now  n  pnrt  of  Brown  County.  By  nn  act  of  the  Lcgixlaturo, 
■pprorcd  January  16,  18'J8,  the  foltowiag  territory  was  attached  to 
Monroe  County  :  Beginning  at  a  poiot  on  the  lino  dividing  Townships  7 
and  8,  where  the  line  dividing  Scctimis  31  and  3:2  intersect  the  same; 
tbeoce  north  with  the  lut-meutioned  line  to  the  line  dividing  the 
counties  of  Johnaon  and  Bartholomew  ;  thence  west  with  said  lioe  to  the 
norlhflaet  corner  of  Monroe  County ;  thence  south  to  the  line  dividing 
Townships  7  and  8  ;  ihence  cast  with  the  tiut-uicuiiuaed  lioti  to  the 
place  of  begiuniog. 

PUBLIC  DriLDICfOS. 

The  first  oourta  aaseoibled  in  the  house  of  Abner  Blair,  but  at  the 
first  session  of  the  County  Board  a  double  tog  cabin  was  ordered  erected 
on  the  public  s<{uarc  without  dcUy,  to  be  u»cd  for  court  purposes  until  a 
better  one  was  built.  It  was  oalled  the  "  lemporary  court  house."  The 
order  was  issued  on  the  third  day  of  the  first  seasion.  The  double  cabins 
were  to  be  20x20  feet  and  12x20  feet  respectively,  were  to  be  teu  feet 
apart  with  oovored  entry  connecting  the  Iwo — la  fiict,  the  two  cabins  and 
tne  entry  were  to  be  covured  by  one  toof.  The  cabins  were  to  be  baili 
of  round  logs,  which  were  afterward  to  be  hewed  down.  Each  was  to  be 
ten  feet  high  tu  the  eavea,  and  each  wju  to  contain  one  door  itnd  one 
window.  A  few  slight  changce  were  made  to  this  plan,  but  in  the  main 
tlie  double  building  has  been  described.  Samuel  Elliott  wua  the  con- 
tractor, but  the  contract  price  cannot  b«  stated,  though  it  did  not  exceed 
about  8400.  Mr.  Elliott  also  contracted  to  clear  tie  trees  from  aruuml 
the  new  court  house,  which  be  did.  So  rapidly  waa  the  work  pushed, 
thai  the  building  waa  ready  for  use  in  August,  1818. 

In  October,  1818,  preparations  were  made  to  build  a  county  jail. 
Roderick  Rawlins  w&s  authorized  to  draft  the  plan.  It  was  to  be  built  of 
oak  timber  a  fiiot  thick,  was  to  stand  north  of  the  court  house,  waa  to  be 
80x20  feet,  was  to  have  a  dungcun  and  a  criminal's  room,  and  a  jailer's 
room  waa  to  be  built  on  the  east  side.  Roderick  Rawlins  took  the  con- 
tract. The  building  as  described  was  soon  comijloled.  Juhii  Woodward 
built  a  sirny-f  en  for  the  town,  nnd  van  paid  ^'23  for  the  job.  James 
Smith  made  a  set  of  chairs  for  the  court  house.  Joel  Woodward,  John 
Mercer  and  others  dug  a  well  on  the  public  8>quare.  Early  in  1819,  a 
contract  was  called  for  to  inclose  the  public  square  with  a  substantial 
fence,  but  the  work  was  pOHtponed. 

In  Ffbruiiry,  1S19,  preparations  were  niiLdc  to  build  a  permanent  and 
substaniiiil  court  house.  The  plan  prepared  by  William  Low  stated  that 
the  building  was  to  be  of  brick  with  u  atone  foundation,  was  to  be  two 
stories  high,  and  was  to  be  forlv-five  feet  long,  eo-^t  and  west  and  fijrty 
feet  vide,  north  and  south.     In  May,  1819,  Robert  Staflord  took  the 
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contract,  bat  u  he  coald  not  give  securitr  at  the  price  of  Ms  twnd — $20,. 
t)00 — ihc  contTict  WM  Tfr-lM  to  Juhn  KVtchara  fcr  $7,96&.  The  work 
wu  begtiQ  ID  June.  aiiJ  tn  August  the  first  installment  of  $1,000  was 
p«id  the  oontracior.  It  vaa  at  thia  lime  that  posts  nod  nilio^  w«n 
erected  aroand  the  temporar;  coart  faouw.  Samuel  Harrjman  was  one 
of  the  brick-makers  for  the  new  court  house.  In  February,  1820,  Raw- 
t)08.  County  Treasurer,  donated  certain  commissions  due  him  on  receipts 
from  the  sale  of  town  lots,  prortded  such  donation  was  used  in  the  pur* 
chaae  of  a  public  clock  for  the  temporary  court  house.  IILs  ofler  was 
accepted.  In  1820,  Darid  Teaam  finisihed  clearing  the  timber  from  th« 
public  square  for  824.  En  Februarj',  1820,  aotnc  important  changes 
•ere  made  in  the  plan  of  the  new  court  honee.  At  this  time,  the  county 
Jail  waa  reporte'l  finished,  but  a  committee  appointed  to  examine  the 
work  found  that  the  dtbtorM'  room  wa»  incomplete,  and  David  II.  Max. 
well  waa  employed  to  remedy  the  work.  So  the  old  jail  had  a  d*btora' 
room,  and  that,  too,  in  Bloominpon,  only  sixty  years  ago!  Well,  no 
wonder;  one  conld  be  happily  utilized  now,  when  men  refuee  or  ncslect  to 
pay  for  their  county  histories.  Enoa  Binir  was  the  first  jailer.  In  Au- 
gust, 1821.  Mr.  Ketchum  was  paid  9t,tK>0  on  his  court  bouse  contract. 
At  this  time,  the  ruach  work  of  the  building  had  been  completed.  David 
Armstrong  was  hirea  to  build  a  "  cubola"  (as  the  county  clerk  wrote  it) 
on  the  building.  For  the  three  years  prior  to  December,  18*22,  the 
clerk's  oflScc  was  in  the  house  of  Jacob  a.  Lowe.  He  was  ordered  paid 
|60  for  the  rent.  It  was  a  long  time  before  (he  court  house  was  fully 
completed.  Just  why,  cannot  be  certainly  stated,  but  probably  because 
the  county  board  paid  the  contractor  before  the  work  was  completed, 
whereupon  he  permitted  the  work  to  languish.  In  1824,  Edward  Borland 
was  paid  $352.7>)  for  extra  woodwork  on  the  building,  and  David  Ann- 
Stroog  91,^05.20.  Benjamin  Nccid  was  atsu  paid  824,  and  others,  881. 
Mr.  Ketchum  waa  not  paid  his  full  contract  price.  The  building  was  not 
folly  completed,  outside  and  inside,  until  1826.  It  cost  about  88,300. 
Tht  board  had  great  trouble  about  a  "Franklin  rod."  which  they  oonsid- 
•nd  neecuary  for  the  safety  of  the  building.  Austin  Seward  was  hired 
to  paint  the  building  a  bright  re<l.  and  tliv'ii  pencil  it  with  while,  and  lo 
bare  the  work  completed  before  September,  1826.  In  1825,  Samuel 
Dunning  took  the  contract  to  build  a  combined  clerk's  office  and  county 
library  room,  which  he  did  before  November.  Seward  painted  it.  The 
public  square  was  fenced  at  this  time.  Z.  Williams  did  the  wood  work 
on  the  clerk's  oflSco.  Ewing  k  Montgomery  did  the  plastering.  In 
May.  ]82t},  the  building  was  occupied.  Mr.  Z.  Williams  was  delivered 
the  key  to  the  court  houfie,  an-t  instructed  to  keep  it  locked,  permitting 
it  to  be  occupied  only  by  the  courts.  County  Commissioners,  taking  of 
depositions.  Fourth  of  July  celebrations,  elections,  "when  any  ner$t>n 
ihali  want  admittance  for  the  purocsf  of  acquiring  arehiteclural  knotol- 
edge,  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  Keeper  to  any  preacher  of  the  Gospel." 
When  the  building  was  fully  completed,  it  was  turned  over  with  all  its 
architectural  excellence  to  the  county  bourd,  jlnd  it  was  a  tine  building 
for  that  day,  and  Bloomlngton  wna  one  of  the  most  promising  towns  in 
the  State.  In  .March,  1827,  the  citixeni  petitioned  the  County  Beard  as 
follows:    "  To  tht  JTonorabfe  Board  of  Jiitlices of  Monroe  Countt/:    The 
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urnJersigne*!  petltionera  respectfully  represent  that  tliey  conceive  that  tlia 
honor  of  our  coanty  nn-i  the  future  interest  and  importance  of  Blooming- 
lOD.  which  now  ranks  aiuong  the  best  villnge^  in  the  State,  iiaperious^ 
rerjuircfl  that  the  court  house  should  be  eurrounded  by  a  pemanent  in- 
CJosure,  which  would  A'id  to  the  conrcnienco  and  b«auty  of  oar  public 
square,  and  at  the  same  time  hold  forth  a  powerful  inducement  to  the  cit- 
izens of  the  town  Co  make  corresponding  improvements  in  the  streeta  and 
alleTs."  Then  followed  a  long  suggestion  as  to  how  the  fenc«  shoold  be 
built — of  brick,  with  a  atone  founualion.  The  pmyer  of  iho  potitioner* 
waa  ^nted  by  the  County  Board.  The  petitioners  were  Thomas  Graham. 
William  Alexander.  Edward  Borland,  John  Ilight,  George  Henry,  James 
Whitcorab,  Edmund  Wnyman,  Granville  Ward,  Richard  Elardesty,  Will- 
iam S.  Wright,  Jamee  Slocumb,  Robinson  Farmer,  George  U.  Jchnaon, 
Frederick  Butler,  Jacob  Harsh,  John  S.  Barnei.  "and  others."  Williaio 
Bannintcr  nnd  John  Robinson  did  the  work  on  the  incloaure,  John 
Kelchum,  the  contractor  of  the  court  house,  was  not  fully  settled  with 
antil  1828  or  1829.  In  1856-5tj,  the  court  house  was  remodeled,  the 
work  being  done  under  the  contract  of  John  F.  Itogers,  who  built  the 
two  brick  wings  at  n  cost  of  about  $7,000.  A  few  other  alterations  have 
been  made  in  the  building,  otherwise  it  is  tlio  same  that  was  erected  over 
sixty  years  ago,  and  in  apparently  as  solid  and  substantial  as  the  day  it 
was  completed. 

In  ltf37,  the  County  Board  concluiled  to  build  a  new  jail  and  ap- 
pointed John  Bowland,  F.  T.  Butler.  William  S.  Wright,  Samacl 
Hnrdcaty,  Joseph  Baugh  and  John  W.  Lee,  a  committee  to  rcmore  the 
old  jail  and  build  on  the  same  lot  a  new  one.  The  contract  was  awarded 
to  liardesty,  Graham  J:  Chapman,  but  the  contract  price  cannot  be 
given.  The  con.structifln  seemn  to  have  been  delayed  somewhat,  from 
what  cause  cannot  be  stated.  The  building  was  »  strong  briok  structure 
and  cost  in  t1io  whole  about  8<5,00().  It  was  not  fully  completed  until 
early  in  the  forties.  There  was  talk  of  building  another  jail  as  early  aa 
1856.  but  nothing  definite  was  done  until  1869,  when  bids  were  called 
for  for  acomiinea  jail  and  SheriflTa  residence.  The  following  bids  were 
received.

The  proposal  of  Finley  &■  Co.  being  considered  the  best  was  accepted. 
Adams  k  Donton  hid  in  the  brick  work  for  3l.00t>.  James  Small  was 
appointed  superintendent  of  the  work.  The  prison  w«s  to  be  34x41 
feet;  the  residence  20x44  feet,  and  the  kitchen  and  gua.rd  room  14x33 
feet,  stone  foundation  and  walls  of  brick.  The  building  was  constructed 
according  to  contract,  and  is  yet  in  use. 

COUKTY  POLITICS. 
Unfortunately,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  election  returns  were  not 
preserved  in  the  office  of  the  Coanty  Clerk,  the  details  of  the  early  elec- 
tions in  the  county  cannot  be  given.  One  thing  a  ceruin,  howe%'er,  that 
the  county  was  uniformly  Pcmoctatic.  If  any  innovation  was  made  in 
this  rule  by  any  other  party,  such  fad  is  no  longer  remembered. 
Keference  is  made  to  the  ticket  in  general.     It  was  no  doubt  occasionally 
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the  flOrfle  that  a  rival  oandi<la.t«  on  an  opposing  party  ticket  soiuettraes 
Meppetl  in  bv  reason  of  aome  local  sentiment  or  prejuilice.  Dul  the 
Pemocratic  ticket  us  a  whole  wa-i  invariably  elected.  But  litile  attention 
waa  {)a.id  to  Datiuiial  political  queations  until  the  memorable  Presidential 
cunpftign  of  184i>.  Indinna  camo  forward  with  her  idol,  William  llenrj 
Hanriaon,  and  the  new  Weat  united  forces  and  means  to  elect  him.  .\d 
important  feature  of  the  election  vaa  the  newljr  born  prejudice  exiHlini; 
between  the  oaatom  and  western  portions  nf  the  coantry.  The  log  cabins 
and  hard  cider  of  "  Tnjiana  "  were  the  butt  for  Eaetorn  ridicule,  bot  the 
friends  of  Mr.  Harrison  accepiiiig  the  terraa  conducted  the  campaign 
with  a  rush  that  wan  never  before  known  in  the  history  of  the  nation,  At 
©Tery  political  gathering  of  the  Whigs  barrels  of  hard  cider  -and 
miniature  log  cabins  were  the  battle  criai.  Gen.  Harrison's  military 
record  was  the  pride  of  his  friends,  and  another  battle  cry  was  "Tippeca- 
noe and  Tyler  loo." 

A  famous  political  aong  of  that  campaign,  set  to  the  air  of  "  Rosin 
tbe  Bow,"  was  sung  on  all  occasions.     One  verse  was  as  follows  :

Huge  MQoee  were  hauled  around  oo  wagons  at  the  political  meetings 
10  advertise  the  claims  of  Gen.  Harrison  to  the  sulTragea  of  the  people. 
The  camp«ign  in  Monroe  County  was  quite  spirited,  and  meetings  voro 
Mi  ererywhere.  The  result  of  ibis  election  can  be  given  of  only  three 
townflhips,  as  follows :

Although  this  is  only  a  partial  vote  of  the  county,  it  illustrates  the 
Democratic  slrcneth,  and  may  be  taken  as  a  measure  in  d^ree  of  the 
full  vote.  Mr.  Ilurrif^on  was  triumphanlty  elected  and  the  East  was  for 
the  6rat  time  compelled  to  bow  to  the  wild  West.  The  county  of  Monroo 
did  not  cut  much  of  a  figure  in  the  general  result,  but  she  fully 
established  her  claims  to  an  unfailing  Democratic  majority.  Slavery 
b^n  to  attract  national  attention  about  this  time.  Anti-slavery  or- 
OQiMtioiu  sprang  up  in  various  portions  of  the  North,  and  the  struggle 
ror  an  increase  or  a  decroaae  of  slave  territory  began  to  assume  violence 
as  tbc  territories  clamored  for  admissioQ  into  the  Union.  As  the  Preai- 
denlial  campaign  of  IH44  approached,  it  became  apparent  that  Texas, 
which  had  gained  her  independence  of  Mexico  a  few  yean  before,  would 
^iply  for  admission  into  the  Union.  The  South  was  Ratified,  oa  that 
meant  an  increase  of  slave  territory ;  but  on  the  oth«r  hand  the  North  deter- 
mined if  possible  to  prevent  the  admission  of  the  territory  in  order  to 
limit  the  domain  of  slavery.  The  Democcats  put  forward  Jamee  K. 
Polk,  and  the  Whigs,  Henry  Clay.     Considerable  activity  was  developed 
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iu  Monroe  Coantj  duriLg  thd  campaign.     The  rcttult  of  tbu  oLeclion  was

THE  COUNTY  POOR. 
MonnM  County  has  done  well  by  her  poor.  Ilie  county  iras  no 
SMOer  organised  than  allowaneea  bezan  lo  be  made  for  the  temporary  and 
permanent  relief  of  the  indigent.  In  every  township.  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  were  appointed,  whose  duty  woa  to  provide  for  those  who  wore  help- 
leas,  and  report  the  expense  to  the  County  Board,  who  slluwed  the  same 
as  any  other  eouuty  expense.  It  wils  customnry,  uiul  is  even  yet.  to  bind 
children  out  to  l«am  some  industry,  and  upun  tFtc  ottainnient  of  their  ma- 
jority they  were  turned  out  upon  the  Imay  world  to  shif^  for  themseEvea, 
with  a  new  suit  of  clothes  and  StO  in  money.  This  waa  true  of  the  able- 
bodied.  The  helplcBs.  on  the  contrary,  were  usually  "  frrraed  out,*'  as  it 
WIS  called.  The  Icecpine  uf  them  wus  put  up  at  suction,  and  he  who 
would  provide  for  their  naoossary  wants  for  the  least  amount  was  burdened 
with  the  rcHpnnsihility.  It  waa  necessary  lo  exerciae  somo  care,  or  other- 
wise the  helplesA  fell  into  rude  and  even  crtiel  hands,  and  were  half  starved 
and  clothed,  that  a  little  money  might  be  made  in  their  keeping.  The 
syilem  was  barl,  as  it  led  the  unscrupulous  to  prey  upon  the  hetplessQcss 
of  ibe  poor.  It  wax  better,  htmover,  than  to  permit  the  unforiunatos  to 
die  outright.  A  better  state  of  things  could  not  be  expected  in  the  bock- 
wowla,  where  the  beat  were  often  in  want  of  the  neceasaries  of  life. 
Much  temporary  and  even  permanent  relief  was  furnished  by  the  town- 
ship,  and  no  call  made  upon  the  Couuty  Board  for  reimbursement.  The 
first  order  for  the  relief  of  tho  poor  which  could  be  found  upon  the  records

After  this,  the  settlement  of  the  county  waa  so  rapid  that  the  poor  ex- 
venae  began  lo  incresBo.  In  1827,  the  county  paid  846.20.  and  in  ISSOi 
gTS.  I^ate  in  the  thirties,  the  expense  exceeded  $200  annually.  In  1886, 
it  waa  $204.G8.  The^o  umuuiits  do  not  include  the  help  furniahed  in  lo- 
calities and  not  reported  for  county  reimbursement.  The  total  some  years 
would  no  doubt,  approximate  $500.  The  number  of  paupera  coutinuod  to 
increase  during  the  early  portion  of  the  thirties,  until  at  last,  in  1836,  the 
propriety  of  having  a  county  poor  farm  and  poor  house  bczan  to  be  talked 
of.  A  petition  was  presented  lo  tlie  County  Board  in  November,  1836. 
prayiux  that  a  poor  farm  might  be  bought,  and  in  response  to  thia,  John 
Kite.  John  Owens  and  Jesse  Davar  worn  appointed  a  committ#«  to  inspect 
Tarious  farms  with  a  view  of  purcbaain^.  Nothing  further  seems  to  have 
been  done  until  May,  1838,  when  another  committee,  con.iisting  of  John 
Owens,  Edward  Borland  and  John  Uite,  were  appointed  for  the  same 
parpoae,  the  farm  to  coat  not  less  than  $500  nor  more  than  81,500,  the 
purchase  price  to  be  paid  in  three  annual  installments.    All  further  action 
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■eems    to   k&ve    been  postponed  nntil   1846,    wbe

some  half  doien  farms  that  were  for  sale.  The  coinmittM  reported  the 
following  farms  for  sale:  One  owned  by  E.  N.  Elliott,  fire  miles  from 
Bloomiogton,  190  acres,  price  9t>000 :  G.  H.  Johntion.  seven  milos  from 
Bloomington,  176  acres,  cost  J2,000;  John  Acuff,  five  miles  from 
BtoomingtvD,  120  acren.  cost  9900;  Michaol  BuRktrk:,  three  and  a  half 
miles  from  Bloomington,  400  acres,  cost  9^,600 ;  William  Gray,  nine 
miles  from  Hlonmington,  198  acres,  91,000;  Henry  Khorer,  twelve  miles 
from  Bloomington,  160  acres,  81,200;  James  Miller,  two  and  one-half 
miles  from  Btuomington,  160  acres  at  $2,000;  8amuel  McColls,  eight 
and  one-half  miles  from  Bloomiogton,  160  ocros  at  $800.  The  farm  of 
John  Acuff  woe  bought,  and  he  became  the  first  Poor  Sapenotendent. 
The  farm  was  on  the  Blonmington  k  Spencer  road,  on  Section  13, 
Township  9  north.  Hange  2  west.  Of  the  parcbaae  price,  8600  was  lo  be 
paid  when  the  deed  was  made  and  ^^00  nt  the  end  of  a  year.  Upon  the 
farm  was  an  ordinary  dwelling  of  that  day,  and  in  addition  tho  County 
Board  ordered  the  erection  of  a  ]og  lioiwe.  Mr.  Acuff  waa  to  have  the 
aee  of  the  farm  for  a  year,  and  was  paid  9100  to  care  for  alt  permanent 

Saupers.  The  first  pauper.  Crazy  Betsey,  was  taken  to  the  nsyluro  in 
une,  184^,  Acntf  continued  Superintendent  until  1849,  when  he  woa 
succeeded  by  Robert  Ray.  At  this  time  the  paupers  numbered  thre«. 
John  N.  York  was  the  third  Suporintendcnt. 

During  the  fifties,  the  poor  e-tpense  amounted  some  year*  to  nearly 
98,000.  As  high  as  eight  inmates  were  in  the  asylam  at  one  time.  The 
great  burden  oi  expense  to  the  county,  however,  really  fell  upon  the 
townships.  Later  in  the  fifties  it  became  evident  that  a  new  nsylum 
would  have  to  be  obtained  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  county.  In  18ti2.  a 
new  farm  of  168  acres  was  purchased  of  Samuel  A.  Smith  for  9^,000. 
It  was  parts  of  Sections  30  and  81.  Township  8  north.  Range  1  west. 
One  of  the  County  Board,  Mr.  Small,  protested  against  the  purchase  of 
this  particular  farm,  alleging :  I,  that  it  cost  too  much ;  2,  the  land, 
ihougli  g<K>d,  is  too  rolling  and  exhausted ;  8,  scarcity  of  timber,  capeeially 
rail  timber;  4,  two  branches  uf  Clear  Creek  run  througli  the  land,  thus 
making  it  necessary  to  ket^p  up  suvpral  water  gaps ;  5.  there  hare  been 
better  furms  ofibred  for  sale.  Ihe  protest  of  Mr.  Small  was  of  no  avail, 
and  the  farm  was  purchased  and  immediate  preparations  were  made  to 
build  thereon  a  poor  ofiylum  that  would  meet  the  wants  of  the  county. 
The  building  was  erected  by  Milium  k  McPhetridgc,  for  91,688.  It 
was  a  frame  structure,  about  3.jxTo  feet,  and  contained  nine  rooms  on 
each  side.  Of  the  purchase  price,  9500  v/aa  paid  in  cash  at  the  outset, 
9500  in  September  of  lHt)2,  and  the  balance  at  the  completion  of  the 
work  in  November,  18S2.  It  seems  that  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Small  was 
correct,  when  he  stated  that  the  farm  was  not  the  one  wanted  by  the 
county,  and  that  much  bettor  ones  had  been  offered  for  sale.  This  fact 
became  more  and  more  apparent  as  the  youra  puascd.  At  last,  in  Decem- 
ber. 1865.  the  farm  was  advertified  for  sate  and  aoun  sold  to  John  F.  May 
for  9'-N150.  Of  this  price,  91.000  was  to  be  paid  cash.  $2,000  one  year 
afterdate;  93,075  two  years  after  date,  and  93,075  three  years  after 
date.     Mr.  May  became  the  Superintendent,  he  agreeing  to  keep  the 
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ptQpers  for  $2  esch  per  week.  Samael  A.  Smitk  h&J  preceded  Mr.  MaT 
aa  stiperiB  ten  dent.  Immediate  preparations  w«re  made  to  bay  a  new 
fann.  In  March,  1866,  the  Connty  Board  bought  of  Peter  fJoltenbadcer 
fix  »eminarT  lots  known  as  the  CuffTann,  aboat  a  mile  and  a  lialfwesl  of 
town,  each  lot  oompriaing  ti_'D  acrw.  for  $3,000.  llic  B«llcr  taJcing  in  pay- 
meDt  the  note  of  John  May  for  $2,000  nbovi?  ineiitioned,  the  ooonty  lo 
tiav  a  mortgage  fnr  about  the  remainder  held  on  the  lots  bj  Robert  Acuff. 
Immediate  possession  was  given  of  th«  farm.  Mr.  May,  aa  above  slated, 
became  the  SaperinteadeDt.  Id  May,  1867,  sealed  proposals  were  called 
for  to  build  a  orick  asvlum  of  certain  spedfied  dimensions  on  this  farm, 
tha  following  propon^  heinc  received:  William  H.  Owen,  96,000; 
Samael  A.  Smith,  $5,800:  R.  A.  Fulk.  $0,500;  Payne,  McCalla  4 
H>>op«r.  96,300;  Glover  k  Utankenship.  $7.72$.  The  propoMl  of  Mr. 
Smith  being  considered  the  bc«t  was  accepted,  and  the  contract  was 
awarded  him  at  his  bid  of  $5,800.  This  fine  brick  building,  whioh  waa 
immediately  erected,  is  yet  in  use.  It  took  about  two  years  to  complete 
the  building,  however. 

AGRICDLTORAL  SOCtETttfS. 
So  far  as  can  be  learned,  the  Srst  action  taken  by  the  cititens  of  the 
oounty  to  organise  a  society  in  the  interests  of  agricultare  was  in  May, 
1885,  when  the  County  Board  having  been  petitioned  to  that  effect,  or- 
dered that  300  copies  of  a  notic«  of  a  public  meeting  to  b«  held  ut  th« 
ooart  house  on  the  last  Saturday  in  Nlny,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the 
L^pslature.  entitled  "An  act  h>r  the  cncouragmeut  of  agriculture,"  ap- 
proved February  7,  1835,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  an  agricultural 
society,  should  be  printed,  and  the  Clerk  was  instructed  to  see  that  chey 
were  distributed  and  posted,  and  authorized  to  pay  for  the  same-  This 
meettns  was  held,  was  well  attended,  and  sd  agricultural  society  was  or- 
ganixeiu  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  certificate  :

If  a  fair  was  held  by  this  or^aniution,  such  fact  could  not  b«  learned 
by  the  writer.  The  probability  is  that  nothing  of  the  kind  was  held,  or 
some  record  of  it  would  have  been  discovered.  In  about  the  year  1850, 
however,  a  society  w«s  organised  at  the  county  seat  and  one  or  more  fairs 
were  held,  bnt  unfortunately  no  account  of  it  can  be  here  given.  The 
society  was  abandoned  after  one  or  two  fairs,  and  not  agun  revived  until 
1855.  Austin  Seward  was  the  first  President  of  this  organization,  and 
Lewis  Bollman,  Secretary.  The  following  men  were  the  Directors  :

In  about  the  jea-r  1852,  an  atteospt  was  made  at  tho  county  Mat  to 
organise  an  old  Actllcra'  annociatinn,  and  a  call,  signed  by  several  of  the 
oltiest  residents  of  Bloomingtnn,  vras  made  for  a  public  meecin;;  for  that 
purpose,  liut  for  Boine  reAsoii  nothing  further  was  dune.  In  1867.  how- 
ever, the  fir»t  old  Hottlors'  society  of  tlio  county  was  established,  as  will  be 
teen  bjr  the  following,  taken  from  the  Bloomington  Hepubliean:

After  tbia,  annual  meetings  wero  held  until  tbe  war,  wben  ibey  were 
abandoned.  In  iibout  the  vear  IStifi,  the  aocielv  was  re-organiied  and 
held  tQCCtin^^s  until  1870,  when  the  aocietj  joined  the  district  society  at 
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Gotport.  But  this  did  not  last  long,  nnd  soon  nft«rward  the  old  organixa- 
tion  wna  rerJTwI.  It  died  oul  onoc  or  twice  nftijr  this,  hut  ut  ihu  pretient 
is  iu  good  workiug  order  with  boquhI  meetings  held  in  varioug  portions  of 
tb«  couQty.  If  the  old  scttlera  would  be  as  wift«  as  thejf  have  been  durioc 
lh«  long  years  since  th«jr  came  into  the  irilderness,  they  would  reoora 
th«ir  experiences — -their  buntinj;  stories,  triii-U,  tlitngere,  aickness,  sur- 
rotiodings,  elc,  etc, — so  that  future  gsnemtions  might  know  what  they  en- 
dured. Ab  it  is.  thcj  ttnwisely  cotnc  together  to  toll  their  experiences 
witliuut  putting  tlieiu  on  record.  At  each  annual  meeting,  let  a  competent 
clerk  be  hired  (pass  around  the  hat  and  raise  the  fundi)  to  place  on  record 
the  stories,  facts,  etc.,  regarding  the  count:v  in  early  years,  and  let  the 
r«oord  be  kept  locked  sacredly  m  the  court  bouse  vaults.

An  early  law  of  the  Shite  (the  one  which  brought  the  county  of  Monroe 
intoexi!itence)provid«'Uh»l  ten  per  cent  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bale  of  town 
lots  should  he  useil  to  found  and  muintain  s  countj  lihrarjr.  A  treasurer 
iras  appointed  to  take  care  of  the  fund.  The  first  purohnso  of  books  km 
nBdciD  1821.  when  $^0  w«  spent  forn  few  dosen  etandard  works.  Thej 
•were  bought  of  H.  Ferguson,  whoever  he  may  have  been.  By  July, 
1880.  82.4:jy.H  hud  beou  puid  to  the  Library  TreiLSuror.  the  greater  por- 
tion of  which  hud  been  used  in  purchusing  books,  so  at  that  perimi  the 
ouutyKadafinc  Ii brary  of  about  HUU  volumes.  In  1H3U,  31,272.68  was  re- 
ceived from  the  Town  Agent  and  another  iiistallDient  of  books  was  ob- 
tained. 

In  September.  1830,  settlement  wa^  madR  with  the  County  Af^eni  fur 
tbe  library  fund  in  his  posMMion,  which  scltlcmont  in  full  wm  &5  folUiwx ;

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Tlio  icn  pcrconiago  Prom  the  mIo  of  town  lola  proved  a  munificent 
fund  for  tbe  auintoiinnce  of  the  librarv-  As  no  r«cord  was  kept  of  the 
parcli«ae*(  the  a(l<litions  to  (be  library  cannot  be  given.  As  rnlnnie'H  wore 
out  by  ow  or  otberwioe,  th«j-  vere  replaced  from  tbe  constantly  acouma- 
latine  fund.  This  old  library,  now  comprising  over  2,000  Tolumfs  of 
8t«niiari]  works,  in  yet  in  thosftmo  old  offieo  that  was  built  during  the 
twenties.  The  MoCturv  library,  founded  during  tbe  fiflios,  was  another 
ugefut  mode  of  dix^eminatin^  knowledge  among  the  poorer  peisona.  but 
the  cheap  books  nml  newttpapars  of  tOHuy  bave  taken  the  pUoe  of  the  old 
circnUting  oounty  libraries. 

THE  COmfY  SSltlKABT. 

In  early  times,  tt  should  be  remeoibered,  the  firee  common  sehool 
STslen)  of  to-day  wa.1  unknown.  Scholni-H  then  paid  tuition  to  all  achoolii. 
As  the  weight  of  the  expense  fell  npon  families!  less  itttlo  to  sustain  ic, 
the  system,  if  such  it  can  be  called,  was  not  favorable  to  the  education  of 
tbe  nassee.  And  then  there  was  the  laek  of  higher  educntional  facilitiee. 
All  ihia  loii  to  the  creation  of  centers  of  le«ming  where  private  or  public 
enterprise  or  individual  donations  or  bequeets  were  tbe  sustaining  or 
maintaining  power.  The  County  Seminary  vras  designed  to  afford  each 
Bounty  tbe  mearw  of  furnishing  a  higher  etlucation  to  her  youth  within 
ber  'jwn  borders,  nnd  for  many  years  was  a  rcry  popular  institution. 
The  funds  were  obtained  from  fines,  forfeitures,  etc.  In  July,  18'21*,  the 
fund  in  Monroe  County  amoontetl  t«>  9443.89.  Aboutsix  years  later,  the 
fund  amounted  to  nearly  $2,000,  At  that  time  the  old  briek  seminary 
building  was  built  and  school  in  it  was  begun.  In  1652,  when  tbe  new 
school  law  was  adopted,  th(*  seminary  wa.4  ordered  sold,  and  wait  bought  by 
tbe  Meifaodiatd.  butsouu  aft«rwurd  went  back  to  the  county  nud  wna  used 
for  school  purposes  until  purchtised  by  Mr.  Lepporl  a  few  years  ago.  It 
ie  now  OAod  as  a  dwelling. 
■  TUB  COOKTT  PRESS. 

It  is  ooDoeded  that  Jesse  Brandon  published  the  first  newspaper  in 
BlooniDgtoa,  beginning  about  the  year  iS20,  having  eomefrom  Corydon 
with  hie  maletial,  at  which  place  he  had  furnierty  been  State  printer.  It 
was  not  long  before  Jacob  B.  i<owe  became  his  associate.  The  paper  was 
calleil  the  Bloomington  Rtrpubliean-,  as  is  shown  by  the  County  CommiS' 
sioners'  rccerda,  where  orders  appear  payable  to  Brandon  Jli  Lowe,  pub- 
lishers of  the  Bloomington  RepuhUeau  for  printing  done  the  county. 
The  name  of  the  paper  indicates  its  politics.  How  long  the  issue  was 
continued  cannot  be  stated,  but  not  longer  than  until  1821*.  About  tlie 
Ist  of  January,  1S30,  W.  D.  McCuIloogh  &  Co.  began  issuing  a  small 
flheet  called  the  Indeptndrnt  Whig.  It  wna  a  small  live-^»lumn  folio, 
van  furnished  for $2  per  year,  and  its  motto  waa  "Measures,  not  Men." 
Tbe  sheet  became  defunci  in  1831.  On  the  1.5th  of  September,  1882, 
Jewe  Brandon  and  Marcus  L.  De«l  isstiod  the  first  numher  of  the  Par 
Wrti,  an  exponent  of  the  Whig  faith,  with  the  motto,  '*  Willing  to  praise 
bat  n<tt  afraid  to  blame."  D.  R.  Eckles  was  the  publisher.  The  paper 
iaririved  about  two  years.  During  ibe  summer  of  lH3',i.  Mr.  Deal  bad 
begun  tbe  publication  of  a  semi-monthly  periodical  called  the  Literary 
RegiHtr^  an  issue  devoted  to  the  tnteroats  of  the  Indiana  College;  but 
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Then  the  Far  Weil  wu  itarted  m  the  following  September,  u 
atat«d  above,  tlie  JieffitUr  was  abaodoaed.  About  the  let  of  June, 
1HS5,  Marcus  h.  lieai  iHoed  che  finit  namber  of  the  Bloomington 
Poti,  an  organ  of  the  Whig  p»rtj-.  I.  H.  Brown  aud  I.  N.  Moms 
were  VMciated  with  him  at  times.  Thia  paper  was  continued 
eight  or  tea  jears.  eelline  for  ^2  a  your  ia  advance,  or  $3  at  tbo  end  of 
the  year.  In  October.  IHaA,  the  first  number  of  tlie  Bea  frankiin  mii(]e 
its  appearance,  with  Jee»e  Brandon  at  the  helm.  The  politica  of  tbe  sheet 
wu  "Pirstchoice,  [laTrtson;  second  choice.  Van  Biiren."  How  long  this 
Sftper  wm  conducted  cannot  W  etatod.  Mr.  DoM,  for  a  abort  time,  pub- 
lisoed  the  Buiifjet  of  Fun,  date  unknown.  Late  iu  the  furtie:*.  C,  Daviauo 
published  the  Hernld,  n  Whig  p»por,  for  several  years,  and  during  a  por- 
tion of  the  iiamc  time  J.  S.  lieetcr  conducted  another  of  oppoaite  politics. 
About  the  same  time,  also,  Elder  James  M.  Mathea  published  s  monthly 
periodical  called  the  Christian  Record  in  the  interests  of  the  Christian 
Church.  He  also  issued  a  weekly  newspaper  called  the /«*f«/wnrf#ni  Trihunt 
and  Monroe  Farmer.  C.  G.  Barry  and  Jes«e  Brandua  were  connected 
with  this  paper.  The  brighleat  paper  up  lo  this  time  was  started  iu  18S2, 
by  James  itughcH,  and  was  calle<l  tbo  Norihteettem  Gazette.  It  was 
issued  about  a  year  and  a  half.  Iu  1853,  Or.  H.  Johnson  and  Vi.  'S. 
Connelly  were  connected  with  it.  In  1863,  Eli  P.  Farmer  and  Jesse 
Brandon  publiithed  the  RfUgimia  Times,  afterward  called  the  Western 
Timet.  In  1^-54.  J.  F.  Walker  and  L.  M.  Dciuotte  bought  the  Timet 
o£Boe,  and  be^ti  ixi^uing  the  Bloominj^ton  'Timea.  This  was  the  first 
organ  of  tbe  Republican  party  in  Monroe  County.  The  office  was  aCier- 
vard  removed  by  Jesse  Brandon  to  Xashville,  Ind.  In  Jaoaary,  1854, 
A.  B.  and  J.  C.  Carlton  started  the  Bloominglon  Newt  Letter^  a  Demo* 
cratic  paper,  the  editor  being  A.  B.  Carlton,  a  man  of  excellent  ability. 
His  political  animositiee  were  too  severe  to  secure  public  favor  and  made 
him  many  enemies.  The  following,  taken  from  the  paper  and  appearing 
asaaadvertisement  for  aboy  to  learn  tbe  printer's  trade,  shows  the  political 
uperity  of  tlie  sheet:

About  the  Inst  of  June.  1858.  the  office  of  the  Neu'»  Letter  was  sold  to 
Uowird  Coe,  who  cummcnccd  the  issue  of  a  aeven-culumu  folio  news- 
paper called  the  Blooniington  Itepubliean,  tlie  name  indicatittg  tbe  poli- 
i\cs,  and  continues)  the  sheet  until  tbe  26th  of  February,  IHr^S,  when  the 
office  was  sold  to  Clement  Walker  and  W.  S.  Bueh,  who  issued  the  paper 
under  the  same  name.  Late  in  January.  1859,  Mr.  Bush  severed  bis  oon- 
nection  with  the  office,  leaving  Mr.  Walker  sole  owner  and  publisher. 
Later  in  the  same  year,  J.  F.  Walker  became  connected  with  the  paper, 
but  did  not  purchase  a  half  interest  until  1863.    It  is  said  that  this  paper. 
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during  the  war  tnd  nftorward.  attained  the  1nrj;cst  circtilntion  of  any 
paper  crer  iaaued  in  Bloomington.  Wlile  tlie  HepahUean  waa  isaued, 
three  attempts  were  maJe  la  found  eucce^ful  Democratic  paf>era  tu  the 
conn^  seat.  During  the  winter  of  18tJ7-6-,  C.  T.  Xixon  iuueil  iliirleea 
nuoibera  of  the  BloomingtoD  Advof^ie,  and  during  the  summer  of  ISdft 
John  B.  Borland  started  the  Blooinington  ['rtsage,  continuing  it  about 
three  months.  It  was  *'  a  paper  reflecting  the  true  principles  of  Domoc- 
racT,  and  which  is  uni'untroUcd  by  bolting  dems^ogaes  or  county  politt- 
ciaoH."  Anothtr  Demucrutie  paper  was  started  ou  the  3d  of  October, 
1868.  by  C\  11.  Patterson,  and  wae  continued  about  aix  months  and  then 
abandoned. 

In  May,  1867,  William  A.  Gabe,  the  present  editor  and  proprietor  of 
the  Refniblican,  purchased  tlie  olRce,  changing  the  name  to  the  Blo'iming- 
ton  Pragrest,  and  later  to  tbi;  Republican  Pro<frets.  In  about  1874,  the 
office  and  outfit  were  destruyed  by  fire,  but  were  replaced,  and  ilie  iaaue 
haa  since  been  continued  vith<}ut  interruption.  It  was  issued  first  as  a 
MTAB'Oolutnn  folio,  but  later  wan  changed  to  an  right-column  folio.  Ic 
is  Bt  present  enjoying  a  Itiir  pulroudife  iii  all  departmcnte.  In  186S, 
Tboraaa  C.  Purset  started  the  Bloomington  Dumocrat,  and  coutiuued  the 
ieauc  until  thu  entire  ofGco  was  burned  in  1!4T2,  but  within  a  few  weeks 
the  eheet  was  again  published.  Mr.  Puntel  for  a  time  published  the  /n- 
diat*a  Studettt,  a.  amall  penodical  devoted  to  the  intereeta  uf  the  State 
UniTersity,  and  edited  hy  a  corps  of  students.  In  August,  1875,  the 
Df.moerat  office  wae  sold  to  0.  G.  Hunt  and  J.  V.  Cook.  wbi>  <;ommc(ic«<t 
the  pnbtication  of  tlie  Bloomington  Timet,  a  Uepublicau  organ.  A  few 
months  after  this  paper  was  started,  or  in  October,  1875,  U.  J.  Felttia 
commenced  the  ituiue  of  the  Bloomington  Oourtrr,  »  Democratic  paper, 
which  h«  has  issued  succeesfully  until  the  present.  The  publication  had 
a  feir  cnunty  patronage.  In  April,  18"",  Walter  S.  Bradfute  and  a  young 
nutn  named  Arnott  bcgnn  isnuing  a  small  publication  about  as  large  as  a 
sheet  of  letter  paper.  It  niis  designed  to  chronicle  local  news  and  pluus- 
antry,  and  socfued  to  strike  the  popular  fancy  from  the  start.  About  the 
lat  of  November,  1877.  Arnott  left,  and  since  that  time  to  the  present  Mr. 
Bradfute  has  continued  the  issue  alone,  llie  paper  is  called  the  Bloom- 
ington Ttitphone.  The  first  increase  in  size  was  in  the  fall  of  1878,  the 
second  early  in  IKS'),  and  the  third  end  last  in  January.  1883.  In  is 
Duw  a-six  column  quarto,  atid  is  in  prosperous  conditon.  Jamitt  Murlin 
conducted  a  Greenback  paper  called  the  Trut  Plan  during  the  campaigti 
of  1878.  In  1880,  the  Bloomington  Hawkeye  was  published  for  a  few 
months.  Ita  political  face  was  Democratic.  John  East  conducted  a 
small  campaign  ,<«he«t  in  188')  for  a  few  months. 

The  only  other  town  in  the  county  where  newspapers  have  been  issued 
iH  Ellettarillc.  In  1872  or  1873.  Uownrd  L.  Morris,  editor,  and  S.  B. 
Harris,  proprietor,  isnuifd  the  first  iiumber  of  the  EllettavUle  RepubUcan, 
which  afler  two  issues  passed  wholly  to  Mr.  lUrris,  and  Mr.  Morris 
stepped  down  and  out.  At  tlie  end  of  two  is.><ues,  Mr.  Harris  employed 
John  Walker  to  edit  the  sheet,  which  was  done  for  about  six  months, 
after  which  Mr-  Harris  a.*»unied  the  oditorinl  robes  for  about  iwn  years. 
He  then  rented  the  office  to  Ohurlcs  Mcl'hotridgc,  but  before  ibo  cud  of 
that  ^me  il  went  to  William  B.  Harris,  »on  of  S.  B.     After  W.  B.  had 
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continued  the  isAiie  some  time.  Ke  morcd  the  office  to  Spencer,  bat  after 
about  a  ycAT  returned,  ami  i»  yet  the  ^liior  and  cvner.  Wbil»  he  wat 
nwttTi  «  paper calluj  llie  Oraphic  was  urtued  »  short  time  by  a  Mr.  Hyatt. 
S.  E.  IlarriH  also  iK«UL<d  itie  y^tea  for  a  short  time.  The  nrst  popor  wag 
the  Republican,  the  second  the  Sun,  the  third  tlie  People,  the  ftmrth  the 
Oraphic,  the  fifth  the  Nnei,  and  the  sixth  and  present  one  the  Monroe 
Countt/  Citizen.  The  last  ia  now  a  lively  little  eheet,  and  enjoyt  a 
thriving  patronage.

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MILITARY  HISTORY  OF  MONROE  COUNTY. 


THB  CODStr   MILITIA. 

MONROE  COUNTY  wn»  no  sooner  orgsnised  than  it  was  cunsti- 
tuti?(i  tlie  (liairJct  for  llis  nrganisation  of  ibe  Twontiflth  {tt-^imrnt 
of  Indiana  Militiit,  and  John  Htorm  was  conaiuiosioned  Co'oncL  with 
ordcn  to  aapcrintend  the  enrollment  or  able-bodied  men  and  the  foriiiH- 
tion  of  companies.  This  wa»  in  1819,  soon  after  the  war  of  im2-l5, 
when  cho  recollecOon  of  danger  from  savaged  was  fresli  in  the  mind,  and 
when  the  apprcbcncfion  of  danger  frutn  the  eamo  E^ource  was  still  a  roatcer 
of  daily  concern,  as  ihe  natives  were  yet  a  few  miles  north  in  the  New 
Purchase.  The  old  habiCa  of  watcbfulnees  on  the  froniier  could  nut  «a 
soon  be  abandoned,  and,  accordinglv  for  leveral  years,  the  oiititia  waa 
taastercd  often  and  kept  in  readiness  for  anj  outbreak  from  the  Indiana. 
After  the  removal  of  ihe  Indiiins.  lli«  muster  was  still  continued  for  sev- 
erml  jears,  though  with  steadily  lesHening  iiitereut  or  concern,  and  atlaat, 
late  in  the  twenties,  became  little  better  than  a  faree.  In  truth, 
the  system  which  had  been  so  efficient  during  the  Indian  wars,  now 
that  danger  from  that  or  any  other  source  was  past,  degenerated 
into  a  holiday,  whore  dram-drinking,  horec-racing  and  athletic  eporta 
claimed  lh«  sole  attention  of  the  boUieroiu  crowds.  In  1822,  John 
Ketcham  eueceeded  John  Storm  as  Colonel  of  the  Twentieth  Regiment  of 
Stale  Militia,  but  after  that  the  regimental  olficeni  cannot  br<  namwl. 
Williatn  Lowe  was  Brigidier  Crf^noml  of  tho  Monroe  County  Battalion  for 
a  time.  The  onlr  circumatance  that  routed  the  militia  was  the  war  with 
Meiioo  in  1840-47. 

THE  MBSICAK  WjtR. 

Monroe  County  fiirnished  two  full  compauies  for  the  Mexican  war. 
Soon  after  the  call  fur  vnlanleers  in  May.  184(i,  the  militia  of  the  county 
met  at  Bloomington  for  regimental  or  battalion  muster.  The  excitement 
over  the  war  was  great,  a  call  was   made,  and  a  full  company  was  raised 
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snd  wad?  by  the  Igt  of  June.  The  offiecni  wore  :  John  M.  SIniw,  C«p- 
tatn;  John  Eller.  FirBcLieutennnl ;  AquilU  Rogvrs,  Second  Lieuicnsoi. 
This  compnny  became  A  of  the  Thir*!  Regiment,  which  rendesrooBed  al 
Now  Alhnny,  and  left  Bloomington  on  the  15th  of  June.  A  beautiful 
flng  was  presented  the  bojB  by  tho  Uilies  of  Bloominj^ton,  >fia.<i  Sarah 
Markle  making  the  presentation  speech.  Company  A  was  in  the  bottJe 
of  Buona  Vistn,  where  four  or  firo  of  th«  boys  (Buskirb.  Applegate, 
Stout  and  Holland)  wore  killed  and  about  Bvc  wounded.  The  company 
was  inuKtered  uut  at  the  endof  the  year.  In  1847,  three  more  regitnenta 
were  call^  for  from  Indiiina.  itni)  Daniel  IiUnderman  began  to  raise  a 
company.  It  wus  noon  completed  nnd  became  G  of  thtt  Fourth  Rc^ment. 
This  cumpany  was  tendered  a  public  farewell  by  the  citizens  of  Blooming 
ton,  who  prcsontod  chti  boye  with  a  national  banner.  The  company  was 
with  (jcn.  Scotl  on  hia  march  froni  Vera  Crux  to  the  Mexican  capita),  and 
participated  in  nearly  nil  of  tlie  battles  on  that  memorable  and  triumphant 
route,  A  number  of  the  boys  was  killed  and  many  more  wounded,  but 
their  names  cannot  be  Riven.  The  company  returned  at  the  end  of  one 
year.     Svvernl  were  loft  in  bono  red  graves  iu  the  land  of  the  Montexumas. 

AFFAlftS  PRBCBDt.Vg  TAB  FALL  OF  POai  SOJITIB. 
On  the  'id  of  February,  186'0,  purauont  to  notice,  the  citizen*  «f  tb* 
connty  seat  and  vicinity,  irrespective  of  p.irty,  met  at  the  conrt  house  to 
tak(^  into  cnnaideration  the  state  of  the  Union.  Judge  G-  A.  Buakirk 
was  made  Chairman,  and  C.  P.  Taley  and  J.  B.  Mulky,  Secretaries. 
M.  C.  Hunter.  Benjnmin  Wolfe.  Dr.  W".  Q.  Foster,  F.  T.  Butler  and  Eliaa 
Abel  were  appointed  a  commitleo  to  draft  rcaolutiona  expreaaire  of  the 
sense  of  the  meeting.  While  the  commitiee  were  preparing  their  report. 
Gov.  Dunning  was  called  out.  He  i^iated  that  he  was  a  member  of  no 
party  until  ihcexiRtinfr  difBcullics  between  the  twoKeetions  of  the  country 
were  settled.  Prof.  John  Young  spoke  against  tho  "  Crillcnden  Com- 
promise." and  in  favor  of  the  Constitution  as  it  was,  but  waa  willing  to 
accept  the  "  Border  State  Resolutions."  The  committee  then  presented 
the  following  report :

Afterawftrmdiscosaion,  theHorder  State  Reeolctions  were Qnanimouily 
adopted.  The  fifth  resolHtion  of  the  Crittenden  Comprumise  ruec  with 
grwtcr  opfMi^ition,  but  finnllr  parsed  by  »  f*ir  mnjoritT.  The  riMolution 
pnMDI^d  by  Dr.  Foster  wa»  handled  never^lif.  and  finally  rejected  by  a 
tnajoritj  vote.  In  the  discussion  on  this  resolution,  violent  and  eloquent 
speecheit  were  made  agaiiut  the  adoption  of  any  measures  of  coercion  with 
the  seceded  States.     Dr.  J.  G.  McPheelera  then  oflTercil  the  following  :

Thia  FMolation  also  met  with  fiery  opposition-  A  motion  to  table  the 
rceolntiuo  was  lost..  Messrs.  Marlin,  Wolfe.  B;  F.  Williams  and  David. 
Sheeke  hotly  denounced  the  resolution  as  coercive  in  its  raeaiiinj^.  Aft^r 
»  ■bftrp  war  of  word?  and  paHsions,  the  resolution  was  finally  adopted. 
The  meeting  then  adjonrned.  Among  ihoiie  present  were  Gov.  Dunning, 
Dr.  W.  C.  Foater.  Judge  G.  A.  Bueiirk.  S.  H.  Buikirk,  C.  P.  Tuley.  J. 
B.  Mulky,  Uanc  Adkins.  I»aac  Cox.  Abraham  Smith.  M.  C.  Hunter, 
Benjamin  Wolfo.  F.  T.  Butler.  EIias  Abel.  Prof.  John  Young.  P.  L.  D. 
Mitchell,  Hugh  Marlin,  .Johnson  McCulloch.  Dr.  J.  G.  McPheetera  and 
David  Sbeeki*.  The  most  noticeable  feature  of  the  meeting  was  the 
strong  seniifDenl  publicly  and  ardently  manifested  not  to  u»e|coerciva 
mcttsurvs  in  any  case  with  the  South.  On  Uie  other  hand,  a  few  i^tizens 
warmly  advocated  ibo  most  advanced  views  of  the  Abolitionists.  Ttie 
meeting  was  lurgoly  attended,  the  court  room  being  crowded  to  ita  utmoat 
capacity.  The  various  political  nentiuienta  manifeated  at  this  meeting 
illustmte  the  feeling  in  the  county  at  the  time. 

OI'KNlKil    SCKNE:^    of   the    RRBELLlOn. 

On  Monday,  the  l.'jtii  of  April,  1881,  when  the  news  wag  received 
that  Fort  Sumter  had  been  surrendered  to  ih«  rebels,  great  excitement 
was  maDifested  by  all  political  parties  at  the  county  sent.  The  newa 
aprwd  like  a  prajHo  fire  throughout  the  surrounding  country,  and  a  large 
crowd  of  bewildered  and  anxiouji  citizen*  a.«aoiiibled  to  counsel  what  wan 
best  to  be  done  in  the  awful  emergency.  Many  were  no  frightened  that 
iheir  sensM  and  judgment  refused  to  act  with  usual  accuracy,  and  the  first 
thought  was  to  fly  for  CnnadM  or  the  Pacific  Coast.  A  largo  meeting 
was  held  at  the  court  bouae,  on  the  evening  of  tlie  l.'ith,  pursuant  tu  call, 
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to  64)iintl  the 3«nlitnent9  of  the  citizens.  L'tifortiinntelT.  a  detailed  aooount 
of  this  meetioff  cnnnot  be  given.  Some  live  or  six  of  the  most  prominent 
oitiioDa  tad  ableet  Hpcakcn.  whoi>«  jutlginent  the  UHcmblBge  vu  anxioos 
to  hav«  and  willing  to  trust,  vers  called  out  to  direct  the  general  mind 
through  the  gloom  and  panic  of  approaching  war  to  ijome  definite  and 
speeily  action.  Some  spoke  pagaionately  for  an  immediate  organiKntion 
of  troops  to  crush  the  life  from  the  vandals  who  had  sttamefully  outraged 
the  national  honor.  Others,  with  Iom  fire  and  loyalty,  auggeated  concil- 
iatory mcuaurcd,  and  apoke  douhtfullj  of  thv  right  of  the  GoTernment  to 
adopt  coercive  meaflurea  with  the  rehelliotu  States.  One  man  spoke 
severely  against  the  North,  ospccially  tlie  Abolitionists,  irarml;  declaring 
chat  they  were  the  cause  of  the  fratricidal  var:  maintained]  with  great  in- 
tensity that  coercive  measures  were  unconetitutional  and  unjuat.  and 
publicly  announced  that  if  he  fought  at  all  it  would  be  on  the  Southern 
side.  As  the  meetin);  progressed,  it  became  clear  that  the  great  majority 
were  in  favor  of  quelline  the  rebellion  at  ull  haxardii  withoni  a  moment*! 
nUQecessary  delay.  A  long  eeriea  of  patriotic  resolutions  was  adupted, 
declaring  as  the  seniie  of  the  meeting  that  the  Union  must  be  niaintaine^t. 
if  need  Dfl  by  an  app^l  to  arms.  Several  citiscna  eamcatly  opposed  (he 
adoption  of  one  or-  mure  of  the  reAolutions. 

A  few  days  later,  another  mooting  of  c<(ual,  or  greater,  fervor  and 
loyalty  was  held  at  the  court  houae,  on  which  occaaion  steps  were  taken  to 
organise  a  company  of  voluatecrs.  The  enlistment  was  continued,  and 
the  organization  was  compli-[od  or  tin*  2nth,  nnd  the  officere  «Ieci«J  were 
cotttDlMioncdon  the  22d.  Tbo  company  began  drilling  regularly  eveiy 
day.  waiting  in  the  meantime  for  orders  to  report  to  be  miulored  into  the 
three  months'  service,  or  even  into  the  State  service  for  one  year,  or,  if  do 
better  could  be  done,  in  the  three  years'  service.  On  the  lOih  of  May. 
the  day  set  for  the  departure  of  the  company  for  Camn  Vigo,  Torre 
Haute,  a  large  assemhhige  of  rtOutlvca  and  friends  giithered  to  present  the 
boys  a  flag,  aitd  nee  tlieiii  off  on  the  train.  This  wu»  tiic  5rgt  company 
raised  for  the  war,  and  van  at  a.  time  when  the  sentiments  of  patriotism 
were  freah  and  ncrnng,  and  when  the  novelty  of  military  preparations 
fired  the  blood  with  the  vehement  loyalty  of  the  hour.  A  fine  banner 
was  presented  to  the  company  by  a  Miss  Mitchell,  it  is  said,  on  behalf  of 
the  ladies  of  Bluumiagton.  in  a  brief  Hpcecli.  which  wm  respondel  to  on 
behalf  of  the  company  by  Lieut.  JJIaek.  At  tbe  coacliiaiou  of  this 
beautiful  ceremony,  the  company  marched  down  to  the  depot  accompanied 
by  the  wttnlo  town.  Ohl  men  who  had  .wrved  in  the  land  of  the  Monte- 
zuinas,  or  even  in  the  war  of  1812.  were  present,  giving  the  boys  a  kind 
word  of  parting  advice.  Parenta  were  present  who  saw  their  boye  for 
the  lust  time  on  earth.  Wives  and  mothers  who  had  never  known  the 
anguish  of  separation  from  dear  ones  at  the  stem  call  of  a  nation  at  war, 
stood  with  pale  faces  and  streaming  eyes,  tightly  clafiping  the  loved  forms, 
and  regretting  at  the  last  luomcnt  to  hnvo  ihem  go.  At  \n»l  the  tr 
came  in,  good-byes  were  spoken  with  pale  lips,  and  the  bojrs  were 

rtVW   FOB  THI   WAR. 

Upon  reaching   Terra  Haute,  it  was  found  impossible  to  enter 

three  monlha'  service,  or  even  the  one  year's  service,  and  the  compftoy 
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went  into  auop  of  instruction.  Consiiiprable  din-iatisfaclion  had  existed 
OT«r  the  seleotion  of  the  officers,  which  finally  resulted  in  ih*  division  of 
Ibe  oompaoj.  which  formed  the  baaia  for  two  oompaoiee.  Aboat  two- 
Ifainls  of  the  companj  remained  at  Terre  IJauto  ander  Cape.  Ketlev, 
while  the  other  third  waa  traoaferrcd  to  Indianapolis  under  the  command 
of  Cupt.  W.  S.  Charles.  Both  of  these  incomplete  companiee  aeot  their 
Captaitis  ni>d  Lieut«nants  home  to  recruit  their  nambera  to  the  lawful 
limit.  This  was  late  in  May  and  early  in  Juae.  Capt.  Kelloy  succeeded 
in  rsiHing  enough  men  to  complete  his  compatij;  but  Capt.  Charira  in- 
ereueil  hie  numbers  to  only  about  fifty.  Kellvy's  loeD  be«ame  Company 
K  of  the  Fourteenth  Regiment,  three  years'  oerviee,  and  were  mustered 
in  on  the  Tth  of  June,  l^til.  The  regiment  moved  to  Virginia  on  the 
6lh  of  July.  About  GRy  men  of  the  company  of  Capt.  Charle«  were 
fruLO  Monroe  County,  and  the  others  were  obtained  from  various  localities. 
Tliid  organiutioa  beeune  Company  H  of  the  £ight«cnth  Begiment.  three 
Teant' service,  and  was  mustered  in  on  the  10th  of  August,  and  on  ihp  fol- 
lowing day  was  transfeired  to  St.  Lonig.  Mo-  Milton  L.  MoCulluugh 
wan  Fimt  Lieutenant  of  Kelley's  company,  and  Paul  E.  Slocum.  Second 
Lieutenant.  Jtmea  S.  Black,  of  IndiaQopoUs,  vti  First  Lieutenant  of 
Obarles'  compauy.  and  Hiram  W.  Koaker.  of  Nobleavillc,  Second 
Ijentenut. 

OTHBH    COMPAKIES. 

In  June  and  July,  two  or  three  other  companiw  were  organitcd  in  the 
county.  Daniel  Lunderman,  J.  0-  McCulIough,  A.  R.  RarenscroA  and 
others  raised  a  full  company.  Jamea  B.  Mullty  and  others  raided 
another  company,  and  J.  S.  Nutt  sooo  had  a  company  of  cayalry.  Peter 
Kop  also  bogao  to  gather  around  him  a  8<iasd  of  volunteers.  The  bagU 
W8»  heard  in  ercry  direction.  The  small  boys  of  Bloomingtun  had  an 
infantry  company  that  was  armed  with  wooden  swords,  tin-pans,  and 
other  weaponn  of  equal  celebrity.  It  waft  popular,  then,  (o  be  a  rolun- 
Mer.  It  meant  a  thirst  for  bl-l-ood.  Ladiu  tirailed  like  the  ntorning 
at  blue  nniforms,  but  gare  the  frown  and  cold  shoulder  to  stalwart  fomu 
in  civilian's  dress.  Companies  drilled  almost  daily,  and  attracted  large 
CTowdM  of  fond  friends  who  saw  no  eecape  for  the  rebel  cowards  when  the 
field  of  gore  was  reached.  Alt  predicted  that  the  rebels  would  be  "licked 
out  of  their  boots  "  in  a  few  montba.

The  compsQT,  under  Capt.  Landcrraan,  bficamc  Compaay  I,  of  tho 
Twenty-second  ReginiRnt,  and  vrajt  mustered  into  tlie  service  on  the  lotb 
of  Augui^t  at  Camp  Noble,  MadiaoD.  About  thirty  men  of  this  ooiapany 
were  frtjin  Owen  County  and  elsewhere,  notably  from  Wliite  Hall.  Tho 
regimental  connoandcr  was  Co],  Jfffcr«on  C.  Davis.  On  the  17th  of 
AuguHt,  the  regiment  started  for  Miasouri.  where  the  boya  first  saw  serv- 
ice. The  coupaoy  raised  by  Capt.  Kop  and  others  hecatoo  F  of  tho 
Twentv-sevetitb  R<>giment.  and  wan  mustered  into  the  thrro  years'  nervico 
at  Camp  Morton,  Indianapolis,  on  the  I'ith  of  September.  1S61.  Only 
about  half  of  this  company  was  from  Monroe  County.  l>urin£  the  montha 
of  August  and  Sopt^mbcr.  the  enlistment  of  men  was  vci*y  activo.  The 
recruiting  ofBcers  visited  all  portions  of  the  county,  holding  war  meetinga 
in  schoc^lhouaea  and  churches,  and  using  every  art  or  arttlice  to  secure  meo 
for  their  companies.  Rvery  promise  and  inducement  was  held  oat  for  vol- 
unteers. It  wa9  the  fashion  then  for  those  who  ext)«ct«d  to  volunteer  or 
those  who  pretended  that  they  did,  to  declare  that  they  would  enter  no 
oompany  nor  regimont  that  could  not  sco  active  service  on  the  field  of  war, 
and  to  meet  thia  boristfijl  ucscrtiun  the  recruiting  officers  invariably  au- 
noaneed  that  their  regimenta  were  destined  to  be  sent  speedily  to  tho 
front.  Prominent  citizens  of  the  county — men  of  great  social,  moral  and 
political  standing — were  taken  along  by  the  recruiting  oflioerK  to  give 
propcrnHsu ranees  of^^ud  faith,  secure  large  attendance,  fire  the  blood  of 
young  and  oM  with  tho  glory  of  war  and  secure  a  large  enrollment  of  men 
antioiip  to  vindicate  the  sopromncy  »f  the  Inwsatid  wreak  rnngcance  upon 
the  vaudaU  who  had  dared  to  trample  the  old  flag  in  the  dust.  The 
presence  of  ladies  at  these  war  meetings  was  always  especially  desired,  as 
in  their  presence  it  was  much  ciwier  to  appeal  to  the  courage  and  man- 
hood of  fathers,  brothers  and  husbands,  and  fire  them  to  Uic  pitch  of  a 
determination  to  do  their  uhare  in  the  defense  of  their  homes.  The  pecu- 
liarly thrilling  effect  of  the  Rounds  of  fife  and  dnim  wafi  also  well  known 
and  a  rousing  martini  band  was  always  present.  Lnle  in  August  and 
•arly  in  September,  a  company  of  Zouaves  was  organized  at  Bloomingtoo. 
Slarly  in  July,  tho  ladies  of  Bloomiogton  gathered  a  large  box  of  htanlc- 
ets,  towels  ajid  other  useful  articles,  and  sunt  the  same  to  the  cumpany  of 
Capt.  LundermsR  at  Madison.  In  September  and  October,  Cape.  Uaao 
S>  Dains,  Lieuta.  Samuel  A.  llarrah,  Albert  Adatns  and  others,  recruited 
Company  U  of  the  Fiftieth  Itegiment  in  Monroe  and  Owen  Countiea. 
About  half  of  the  company  was  from  Monroe.  Some  of  the  men  were 
mustered  into  the  service  in  August,  some  in  September  and  some  in  Oo> 
tober.  The  rogiment  was  organized  at  Seyoiour  on  the  12tb  of  Septem- 
ber, and  on  the  2oth  of  October,  it  left  for  New  Albany,  marchin)^  through 
the  country  and  obtaining  aconsiderabtenuniber  of  recruits.  On  the  25th 
of  December,  it  moved  to  Bard!>town,  Ky.,  where  it  went  into  camp  of  in- 
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■troetion.     The  following  coQceming  this  oompnnj  wu  publUbod  in  tbd 
Republican  of  Soptcmbor  14:

James  R.  Ketley  ;  Company 
H,  of  the  Eighteenth  Regiment,  Capt.  Willium  Stanley  Charles;  Com- 
pany I,  of  the  Twentj-Hcconi  Rirgiment,  Cnpt.  Daniel  Lundennan;  Com- 
paay  F,  of  the  Twenty-seventh  Regiment.  Cup  I.  Peter  Kop;  Company 
G,  of  the  Thirty-first  Regiment,  Capi.  Henry  L.  McCalla ;  Company  O,. 
of  the  Thirty-eighth  Regiment,  Capt.  Jamen  Secrent ;  Company  £>,  of 
the  Fiftielh  Regiment,  Capt.  iNaac  S-  Bains.  The  company  nf  Capt. 
S«orest  was  nii^etl  almost  wholly  in  the  vicinity  of  Ellettsvillc  during  the 
months  of  August  ami  September,  by  Capt.  Hecrest,  Lieuts.  G.  K.  Perry 
■od  Jamca  MuCormick.  When  thia  company  left  EllottiriUc,  they  irere 
gifeo  a  fine  dinner,  at  the  conclusion  uf  which  a  beautiful  banner  wa» 
pT«MQt«d  them  with  appropriate  remarks,  to  which  tbe  Captain  feelingly 
responded,  ami  the  boyn  teotiUed  their  approval  with  loud  arclamntiona. 
It  most  not  be  underdtood  that  the  seven  companies  mentioned  alove 
were  the  only  ones  then  in  the  service  containing  njcu  from  Monroe 
CoQDty.  About  half  a  doson  men  bad  loft  the  northern  part  of  tbe  coun- 
ty for  Indianapolis  at  the  earliest  stage  of  the  var,  and  bad  succeeded  in 
getting  into  the  Twelfth  Regiment  in  the  three  months'  service,  though 
they  were  credited  to  nihcr  counties.  So  fur  n»  known,  these  were  the 
only  men  from  the  county  in  the  three  months'  service.  In  the  ElevcnlK 
R^ment  was  Chaplain  II.  B.  Hibbcn,  from  Monroe.  In  the  Twenty- 
first  Regiment,  which  afterward  became  the  Kirst  Heavy  Arlillery.  were 
about  ten  men  from  the  county.  Four  members  of  the  Uegimcnlal  band 
were  credited  tn  Bloomin^ton.  A  small  stjuad  from  the  northern  pun  en- 
tered the  Thirty-third  Ucginient,  and  was  credited  to  Morgan  County, 
Taking  into  consideration  these  fa«t«,  and  also  the  fact  that  several  of  tbe 
oamponiua  above  mentioned  were  only  partly  front  Monroe,  it  may  be 
safely  concluded  that  by  the  middle  of  September  the  county  had  fnr- 
niabed  aa  many  aa  six  full  companien.     This  was  a  splendid  showing. 

CAVALRY  VOLDNTEERS. 
The  cavalry  company  mentioned  above,  tecruilcd  by  Capt.  Nutl.  con- 
tAJned  only  about  fifteen  men  from  the  county,  the  remainder  being 
obtaincil  mostly  from  Brazil  and  Delphi.  The  Monroo  boys  left  for 
Indianapolis  about  tbe  middle  of  September,  where  they  were  joined  by 
the  recruits  from  other  places,  and  where  an  orgnniaution  was  effected. 
This  company  became  K,  of  the  Second  Cavalry  {Foriy-fir«i  Regiment), 
and  was  mustered  in  on  the  24th  of  December.  Jephtha  M.  Ellington,  of 
Ellettsville.  became  the  Captain.  In  September,  t8()l,  the  uiithoritieis 
of  tbe  State  ordered  that  in  each  county  a  thorough  organization  of  the 
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toititift  shoald  be  at  once  efltucted  ;  and  the  Qovernor  appointed  Jftmeft  B. 
Mulkj  Colonel  of  tlie  Monroe  Coanty  milititi,  with  Jnatniciions  to  pro- 
ceed bC  once  with  the  organisation.  Under  thia  order,  teu  coinpaoiea 
wore  organised  during  the  wur,  a«  follows:  The  Hoosier  Grftyi,  Mortca 
C.  Hantcr,  Csptaio.  orgBoixed  in  the  autumn  of  1861;  the  Ellettaville 
Clippers,  fiarton  AcuBT,  Captain,  organised  in  the  fall  of  1861;  the 
Monroe  Zouaves,  Daniel  Shrader.  Captain,  organined  in  the  ftJl  of  1861 ; 
thi>  RichUn'l  Mnuntaineera,  B.  W.  Rice,  Captain,  orgaoiKcd  in  the  fkll  of 
18G1 :  the  Hoo&ier  Guards,  H.  T.  Campbell,  Captain,  organised  early  in 
Ititi^;  the  Hnrrodsburg  Guards,  John  M.  AndersuD.  Captain,  organised 
in  the  fall  of  1361 ;  the  Uichland  Bangers,  John  Wjlie,  Captain,  orgao- 
ined  during  the  summer  of  1863;  the  Hughes  Guards,  Jnmca  Mathers, 
Captain,  organized  in  the  full  of  1^^3;  the  Monroe  Oiiarda,  Isaac  S>  Biu- 
kirlc,  CapUiri,  nrganizeil  in  the  fall  of  1863 ;  the  Bean  Blouom  Rang«i«. 
Thomas  M.  Gukin,  Captain,  organized  iii  the  fall  of  1863.  Brery  one 
of  t))i>s«  companies,  in  some  form,  saw  active  uervice,  aa  they  afterward 
enlisted. 

LOYAL  MASS  UEKTINO. 
On  the  12th  of  October,  18i}l.  a  large  Union  mass  meeting  was  held 
at  the  court  hou»u  to  contiiltir  the  state  of  the  country.  The  first  apeaker 
was  Boil.  Pariit  C.  Duuning,  wtiu  delivered  aii  adun»i!i  of  great  power 
and  loyalty,  lie  spuke  eloqueutlj  in  favor  of  pushing  the  war  with  all 
the  energy  of  the  North,  and  favored  measures  of  greater  activity  and 
elTectivenesS'  in  securing  volunteers.  His  remarks  were  loudly  applauded. 
The  second  speaker  was  Judge  James  Hugh«s,  whose  rein&rks  took  a  bit- 
toriv  sarcastic,  caustic  vein,  cutting  like  a  sword  of  Damascus  st«el  at  the 
heart  of  the  rehetliun.  IIi!i  iiplendid  clo<iuence.  eiTectire  ioiagery,  fierce 
satire  and  impetuous  logic  carried  his  aadience  before  him  liko  a  torrent. 
As  he  delivered  thrust  after  thrust  of  wit  and  irony,  and  puugcnt  mockery, 
ho  was  freijuently  interrupted  with  tempests  of  cheers,  it  was  conceded 
at  the  time  lo  have  beeu  thi;  best  Union  apwMih  ever  delivered  in  Bloom- 
ington.  The  loyalty  of  the  meeting  was  very  decided,  and  had  its  effect 
upon  all  present. 

RBCRUITI.VO. 

Late  in  October,  Dr.  J.  O.  MoPheeters,  Surgeon  of  the  Thirty-third 
Regiment,  came  homo  on  a  furlough,  and  enlisted  a  few  men  for  his  reg- 
iment. About  the  Isi  of  Novemher,  Wallace  Hight,  who  had  siuperin- 
tended  the  manufacture  of  a  cannon  at  Seward's  foundry  in  Bloomiugton, 
l*fl  for  Indianapolis  wii.h  hi9  piece  of  ordnance  drawn  by  six  horeee.  The 
gun  waa  made  of  burnished  brass,  was  a  eiix-pounder.  and  was  an  cxoel- 
lent  specimen  of  workmanship.  lie  and  a  Ht[uad  of  boya  from  Blooming- 
ton  were  attached  tn  the  Ninth  Battery.  About  this  time,  the  attention 
of  the  loyal  was  eHpficially  directed  to  the  movement  of  the  armies  and  to 
the  wains  of  the  boys  in  the  fielils  and  hospitals,  and  the  comfort  of  the 
soldiers'  families  at  home  more  than  to  the  enlistment  of  men.  Karly  in 
February,  William  McOutlough  began  recruiting  men  designed  for  the 
Fifly-third  Regiment,  and  Lieul.  Francis  OtweTl  about  the  same  time 
opened  an  enlistment  officie  at  F'ee'a  store  for  the  Twenty-seventh  Regi- 
ment, in  which  wus  the  company  of  Capt.  Knp.  lie  obtained  about 
Gfteeu  men.     Paring  the  moiitha  of  November  and  Decumbor,  1861,  and 
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uid  Febnury,  1862.  CapL  Thonui  T.  Orrrm  ud  Licata.  Al«x- 
wider  Jones  aod  Joko  Phillips  rcoruiteJ  kbout  two-lbinJs  ot  a  compwiy 
for  the  Firty-uinth  R«gim«Dt,  which  reDdesroased  M  Goeport,  b^tuninj; 
in  October,  I8ti1.  About  the  middle  of  Fubniarj,  tbo  ragiment  went 
South  over  the  New  Albui;  n»d  lor  the  aeat  of  war  in  Kentucky-  The 
toen  raised  to  Monroe  County  were  moattj  from  the  ricioitr  of  EarnxU- 
burg.  The  company  became  I  of  the  Fifty-nimh,  Capt.  Grares.  The 
met)  of  thiii  oompaDy  were  muitered  into  the  service  on  the  llth  of  Feb- 
ruary. 1862.  Jeaae  I.  Alexander,  of  Go«port.  wa^  Colonel  uf  the  regi- 
ment. Durioj;  the  latter  part  of  March,  IS^'i,  M-  I*.  Barns  recruited 
nx  or  eight  men  for  the  Sixtr-firat  Regiment,  which  reodcivoused  at  Terra 
Hnuic.    Early  in  April,  Lieut.  Johoson,  of  Capt.  Lundertnan's  company 

S^weDty-tMiond  Regiment),  upeoed  a  recruiting  office  in  Blootningtoa.  In 
ay,  the  members  of  Capt-  Kelley'«  eorapany.  Fourteenth  Resimeat, 
aeot  home  to  their  friends  $2.0OO.  As  this  time  al»o  the  body  of  Capt. 
Kelley  waa  br«af;ht  home  and  buried.  He  had  been  morially  wounded  at 
the  bully  contested  baitic  of  WincheAter,  and  after  lingerioj;  .leveral  weeks 
bud  died  at  Cincinnati,  where  he  had  been  brought  by  big  loving  and 
faiiliful  wife  for  uiedical  treatment.  His  death  caat  a  gloom  of  sorrow 
over  the  entire  county. 

ARMT  CORRKIPONDByCB. 
Daring  the  sprinj;  months,  the  columns  of  the  Rtpuhlican  were  full  of 
letters  ftvm  the  boys  in  the  army,  and  while  some  were  dry,  others  were 
extremely  interfSIing.  The  following,  written  by  Capt.  Henry  L.  McCnl- 
la,  is  a  H[ieciint!ri  of  the  more  interesting  letters.  The  battle  referred  lo 
i'lttetiurg  Landing:

4aHription8  of  camp   life,  detailing  at  length  the  dotoga  of  the  day,  or 
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g/kve  extended  accounts  of  tbo  «xperi«QOiw  on  loag  and  ardnoiu  niftrohes 
and  expoditiuns. 

ITEW    COMPAXIKS. 

In  May,  1662,  the  Fifty-fourth  Regiment  wan  organised  at  Indianap- 
olia  for  an  emergency,  and  a  company  woe  rait»ed  in  Mooroe  County  by 
Capt.  Daniel  Shruder  and  Lieuls-  n .  J.  Allen  and  I.  S.  Buskirk,  vhich 
tHNMmo  Company  A  of  this  regiment.  The  regiment,  including  Company 
A,  cuiomanded  ny  the  sbore  officers,  wm  muHtered  into  the  three  montha* 
service  on  the  M  of  June,  and  was  placed  on  duty  at  Camp  Morton, 
Indianapoii!'.  In  Aiijiinst,  it  waa  transferred  to  Kentucky.  wh«re  it  re- 
maine^l  until  ita  term  nf  service  had  expired.  This  rDgiment  wa^  after- 
ward re-organized  for  the  one  year's  service,  but  contained  no  company 
from  .Monroe  County.  Capt.  Shrader  entered  it,  howorcr,  as  Major,  and 
wan  aflerwnn)  promoted  lo  the  Lieutenant  Colonelcy,  a  most  dcscrring 
honor.  On  the  llth  of  June.  James  B.  Mulky,  of  Bloomington,  was 
commissioned  Major  of  the  Fifty-fifth  Regiment,  three  months  service, 
and  becime  a  very  elBdcnt  olliccr.  Frank  A..  Rose,  of  Bloomington,  waa 
commisaioued  Adjutunt  of  the  same  regiment.  These  regitnenla  were 
epecially  organised  to  do  guard  duty  at  Camp  Morton,  whore  a  large 
number  of  rcb<:l  prisoners  were  confined. 

On  the  Ut  of  July.  18D2,  President  Lincoln  called  for  300,000  ad- 
ditional volunteers,  ami  the  quota  of  Imliaiiu  wiu  fixed  at  eleven  regimcnta.

But  the  commoncomont  of  the  active  work  of  enliatmeut  was  delayed. 
The  paper  came  out  in  stirring  appeals  tu  sustain  tlie  hunor  of  the  county 
by  voluntary  enliBtraenta,  threatening  that  the  draft  would  be  resorted  to 
soon  if  the  quota  was  not  fille<1.  Influential  citizens  of  tho  county  began 
to  Btir  thcm«dvc»,  recruiting  officers  appeared,  and  soon  war  ineelings 
were  held  with  li  frequt'iicy  and  iuiensity  utikuovrn  in  the  history  of  the 
county.  Late  in  July,  Lieut.  F.  Ol well  was  commisaioned  to  recruit  a 
co^mpany  for  tho  Sixty-seventh  Rpgimcnt  snd  openir<l  an  office  in  Bloom- 
ington. Capt.  Charles,  of  the  Eighteenth  Regiment,  came  homo  to  recruit 
for  his  compHny.  Lieut.  W.  J.  Allen,  of  the  Twentieth  Battery,  called 
for  recruits.  James  L.  Winfrey,  of  Bloonoington,  was  also  commissioned 
to  riiise  a  company  for  the  Ninety-third  Regiment,  which  was  being  reii- 
deKVoused  at  Madison.  Lieut.  Otwell  and  others  raised  about  twenty 
men,  who  became  Compftny  B  of  the  Sixty-seventh  Regiment.  Samnol 
Denny,  of  Madison,  being  Captain.  An  entire  company  was  raised  for 
the  Eighty-second  Regiment  bv  Morion  C.  Hunter,  who  became  the  Colonel 
of  tlio  regiment,  by  Paul  1?.  Siocnm,  Alfred  G.  Hunter,  Samuel  Me- 
Wilio,  John  MoKinney,  Samuel  Guy  ond  others.  The  men  became 
Company  F,  Samuel  McWilie,  Captain;  McKiniiey,  First  Lieutenant; 
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Onj,  Second  Lieutenant.  The  men  vere  mustered  in  on  the  SOtli  of 
AaguHt,  at  MaiiisoD.  A  portion  of  Company  I,  of  the  Eighty  •second,  was 
niM'd  in  Munroe  County  by  Willium  F.  Xeill,  who  became  its  Cuptaia, 
■nd  by  Liout.  11.  E.  Lundy  nnd  othcnt.  There  wore  probnbly  not  nior« 
than  ten  nwii  in  the  conipniiy  from  this  county.  There  were  more  regi* 
mental  oSoen  from  Monroe  Counly  in  the  Eighty  secood  ihuu  in  any 
other  regiment :  Col.  Hnnt«r:  Major,  ami  nfterward  [ijout.  Col.,  Slocam; 
Adjia.,  A.  G.  Hunter  and  M.  E.  Bunger;  Quartermaster,  J.  C- 
Alfenworth;  Chapl&in,  M.  M.  C&mpbell ;  Surj^eoii,  W.  H.  Lcison  ;  As- 
Bistnnl  Surgeons,  W.  B.  Iliirris  snd  II.  H.  Cnnipbell.  On  the  Ut  of 
SfptL-mbvr.  the  regiment  moved  to  Louiaville,  Ky.  About  thirty  luen  of 
Company  F,  of  the  Ninely-tliird  Regiment,  were  recruited  by  J.  L.  Wiu- 
frey  and  others,  and  lime  mustered  in  at  Madison  from  the  loth  to  the 
S3d  of  August.  These  efforta  on  the  part  of  the  recruiting  officer<i  and 
the  more  prominent  and  loyal  of  the  citizens  came  within  a  close  6gure 
of  relieving  the  county  from  the  dr&fc.  The  count?  was  really  ahead  of 
her  (|uota.  but  soraoof  the  townships  wero  behind.  The  draft  was  intended 
to  bring  the  "  stay-at-homes  "  to  the  front.

RMTOKT   OF   MONROE  COUKTl*. 


On  Satardsy,  September  6,  the  ci^zeos  of  the  coantj  assembled  at 
the  ooart  bou0«aad  listened  to  a  long  able  addrcw  on  Ute  at&t«  of  the 
country  from  Hon.  JoMph  A.  Wright,  ex-Goremor  of  the  State.  It  vag 
a  fine  specini«u  of  oratory,  and  was  loral  to  the  con.  On  the  following 
Monday.  th«  citizens  again  asMmblea  lo  listen  to  Hon.  Joseph  G.  Mo- 
Donald,  who  delivered  an  addre»  orgr«at  power.  He  strottgly  fiaroreda 
cessation  of  hoetiHtiea. 

THR  riRAPT  OP  QCTOBBB  6,  1862. 

The  first  draft  had  been  unnounced  to  take  place  on  the  ISth  of  Sep- 
tember,  lHf)2  ;  bnc  at  the  last  moment,  to  give  all  countien  behind  aban- 
dantopportnnity  to  redeem  theni!t«lTe3,  tht>  date  was  postponed  to  the6tb 
of  October,  at  which  time  it  occurred  throughout  the  State.  The  Draft 
CotDtnisaioner  was  Ira  Browning;  the  Marshal,  W.  J.  Aleicander,  and  Ch« 
Surgeon,  J.  D.  MaxncII,  for  Nlonroa  County.  On  the  19th  of  Septem- 
ber, the  Enrolling  Commissioner  reported  the  foltowing  &ct8  to  the  Ad> 
jutant  General  :  Total  oiilitis,  1,828;  total  volunteers,  I,03t)  ;  total 
exempts.  2^^;  total  cnnfcieniioualy  opposod  to  b^ariugarmg,  3;  total  vol- 
iintevm  in  the  serrico.  840  ;  total  auliject  to  draft,  1,627.  At  thia  date 
(the  Ifltli  of  September),  the  county  Uckedtwentv-lwo  men  of  baring 
filled  her  quota,  aa  follows :  Benton,  I  ;  Bait  Creek.  4;  Polk.  12;  Clear 
Creek,  3  ;  Indian  Creek,  2.  This  number  was  reduced  to  one  man  by  the 
6th  of  Ootober,  and  this  deliciency  was  in  Snll  Creek  Township.  A  man 
was  drafted  there,  and  in  n  few  minutes  after  the  dmft  was  made,  a  vol- 
unteer WM  reported  from  th:it  lowtisUip,  and  acocpLt-d,  thus  rirttisU/ 
clearing  thu  county  from  the  draft  of  October  6.  I8t>2. 


COKTINDBD  BKLISTMKNTS. 
In  September,  Capt.  Dnniei  Shrnder,  who  had  taken  a  company  in 
tbe  special  three  monthn'  nervicii  of  l'>'>2,  the  name  being  Company  A, 
of  the  FifVy- fourth  Regiment,  was  eommisHioncd  to  raise  another  oompAny 
for  the  same  regiment,  re-orgnniied  for  the  one  year's  aeryioe.  He  estab- 
lished a  recruiting  office  at  Bloom ington.  For  some  reason,  he  did  not 
continue,  but  was  soon  appointed  Major  of  tlie  Fifty-fourth.  About 
tbe  '2Sil  of  September,  Bloumingt'on,  and  indeed  all  of  Monroe  County, 
in  common  with  the  nonthern  half  nf  Indiana,  wa.<i  thrown  into  the  moat 
intenne  excitement  by  the  newn  that  Bragg '»  foi-cefl  were  rapidly  march- 
ing upon  Louisville  with  the  intention  of  capturing  and  sacking  the  place  ; 
and  III  the  same  time  a  dispatch  wa«  received  from  Gov.  Morton,  who  vna 
then  at  Lauisrille.  urging  an  immediate  organization  of  the  tailitia  to  be 
held  i»  readiness  to  march  at  a  woment'e  notice  in  defense  of  tliat  city. 
A  meeting  was  prompllj  held  at  the  court  house,  and  the  nature  of  the 
emergenry  explained  by  Judge  Hughes.  An  adjournment  niui  taken 
until  the  i-vt-iitiii;,  but  during  the  iifU-rnoon  nearly  a  full  company  of 
volunteers  wns  ruiu^d,  which  wus  fully  completed  at  the  evening  raet'ling, 
and  the  olTicpra  elected  as  follows  :  Francis  Otwell,  Captain  ;  Henry  Filer, 
First  Lieutenant;  W,  H.  McCullough,  Second  Lieutenant.  Early  the 
next  morning,  the  compan;  was  armed,  and  wua  then  ready  to  march  at  a 
moment's  warning.  Within  a  short  time,  however,  it  was  learned  that 
Bragg  would  not  touch  Louievillo,  and  the  company  diubandcd.

There  was  no  time  during  the  i^nntinuttncc  nf  the  war  when  some  of 
the  men  were  not  at  homo  on  a  furlough.  Some  who  had  been  racked 
bj  the  dreadful  camp  diavaaes  came  home  to  be  nursed  back  to  liic  and 
bealtli  bjr  loving  friends.  Others.  omaci&ttMl  bevond  retwgnition,  with 
bloodless  faces  and  tottering  tttoptt,  camo  home  only  to  die  in  tbe  arnia  of 
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sobbing  friflnde.  Othera  canto  back,  discharged  from  the  annv  with 
broken  coaHlitutioDB,  (o  slowly  die  from  liic  cffecu  of  die  ravsKea  of  war. 
8ad  atoriea  of  heroic  death  on  the  baitle-Reld,  wh«r«  K>ad  foil  tiiick  as  ■ 
thunder  shower,  and  where  the  aickenini;  fear  hlaiicht-d  the  facca  of  ths 
brave,  were  told  proudly  in  peaceful  Northern  botDLti.  One  brave  boy 
from  the  county,  in  the  thickest  of  the  inin  of  dreadful  ileath,  who  r«- 
oeived  a  gapin}*  wound  that  was  ni9rtai,  raised  himself  partly  op  and  ex- 
claimed, "Uh  Ood.  if  I  could  sec  mj  wife!  "  and  fell  back  a  corpse. 
And  thia  woa  war  ! 

DIKI^TAL    MASS    SIBBTINQ. 

On  the  24th  of  Jannarr,  1803,  a  large  me«liog  was  held  by  the  dis- 
loyal element  of  (be  eouniy  at  the  court  house,  oo  which  occaaion  Judge 
Eckl<>s,  of  Greencastle,  wito  the  principal  spcukcr.  Ho  was  an  able  taas. 
and  delivered  a  rouning  speech.  He  took  an  ultra  poHition  in  oppoeing  a 
further  continuance  of  the  war,  and  waa  enthusiastically  upplaaded  by  tie 
nndiencc.  He  denounced  the  a'Iministration  nf  Pre'»ident  Lincoln  in  the 
aevorcflt  tcno4;  heaped  the  responsibility  of  the  war  upon  the  Itepublioao 
pRrty.  especially  the  Abolitionist  wing;  declared  that  the  South  wen 
justified  in  their  course  in  view  of  the  danger  to  their  fevorito  institutioo— 
slavery — and  in-iisted  that  not  another  man  nor  dollar  should  be  furnished 
to  continue  the  unnecessary  and  wicked  war.  A  series  of  reeolutions  was 
adopted  emboiiying  the  guhstHUce  of  the  speech,  and  the  crowd  dispersed, 
several  cheering  for  Jeft'  Davis  and  cursing  "Old  Lincoln."  The  Statt 
ilfeutinel  spoVelnghly  of  ihc  "spirit  nnd  determination  of  ibia  toeeting." 
Several  savage  figtita  occurred  during  the  day.

Four  weeks  later,  an  enonnous  Union  meeting  was  held  at  the  court 
houite,  Capt.  Cappii,  of  East  Tennessee,  and  Col.  Hawkimt  beinj;  the  prin- 
cipal speakers.  Both  delivered  excellent,  loyal  addresnes.  Jacob  B. 
Lowe  wwi  Chairman  of  the  mooting,  and  Mai.  James  B.  Mulky,  Secre- 
tary.

This  [De«ung  anil  ihe  resolutions  adopteil  had  »  most  excellent  effect 
upon  th«  connty,  nnd  grcatW  encoiirnueil  the  lojal  citisons  darinj;  that 
gloomicet  year  of  the  war — 186^1.  A  week  later,  another  Union  mau 
meeting  of  equal  intensity  and  eiilliu«i3«m  was  held  at  the  court  house, 
the  ppeakers  being  Gen.  Kiinhall,  Hon.  ■!.  A.  Matnon,  Col.  MeCrea, 
IU?».  Hopkins,  Farmer  ii»<I  Hearb.  Several  of  these  speakers  were 
Demoorau,  but  all  spoke  earnestly  of  continuing  tho  war.  The  Hpeakers 
iddnaMd  one  of  the  largost  assemblages  ever  in  tho  coontj  seat. 

A  CURI0C3  BDITOBIAL. 

Scarcely  any  attempt  wua  inuJu  during  the  spring  months    of  ISfiS  to 

raise  vnlnnteeni.      The  ciliaiens  waited  and  watched.    The  following  article 

was  publisheti  as  an  editorial  in  the  HepuhUean  of  April  IS:

KBSISTANCB  TO  MILITABV  LAW. 

In  April,  the  news  of  the  outbreak  in  Brown  Coanly  near  Georgetown 
wan  received,  which  led  to  u  public  meeting  of  the  citiaens  at  the  court 
house,  where  a  long  aeriea  of  rcsolutionn  condemning  such  trcMonablc 
riota  was  adopted,  nnd  where  preparations  to  thoroDghly  organize  the 
militia  company  to  be  in  readinesw  fur  such  nn  outbreak  in  Monroe  Coantj, 
should  one  occur,  were  made.  Fraitoia  .\.  Otwetl  was  elected  Captain  of 
tlw  oonfwny,  and  active  drilling  was  begun.  About  the  same  time  the 
catjtciu  of  Van  Buren  Township  met  at  Bchonlhouso  No.  8,  and  organized 
•  tnititia  company.  John  Koone  was  Chairman  of  themeeting,  and  W.  M. 
Cro'ofinld,  Secretary.  In  June,  the  enrollment  of  men  liable  to  do  mili- 
tary duty  wa<i  began  in  tho  various  township  of  the  eouDty.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Enrolling  Board  for  the  Third  Gongrcuional  District  were 
8imeon  Stansifor,  Proroet  Mambal;  John  R.  B.  Olasacock,  Commis- 
lioner;  Albert  6.  Collier,  Surgeon.  In  April,  1B66,  James  B.  Mulky 
■oeoeclwl  Sunsifer  as  Provost  Marshal.  Col.  John  McCrm  was  up- 
pointed  Proroflt  Marshal  for  Monroe  County  in  June,  1863.  In  one  por- 
tion of  the  county  the  enrolling  officera  cncounturod  forcible  opposition. 
On  Friday,  June  U\  an  armed  force  of  about  eighty  men  surrounded  W, 
F.  Hensley,  enrolling  officer  of  Indian  Creek  Township,  while  di.>toharging 
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bis  dnt;,  and  compelled  tiitn  to  gtre  up  his  eniwlling  pftpers,  ihivAt«niog 
him  with  death  if  he  n;veftled  the  nanKa  of  sdj  pr«H«nt.  Mr.  Iletinlej, 
bow«Ter,  promptly  informed  the  authorities  at  Bloomington  of  what  bad 
l)app«Tted :  and  so  great  was  the  vrnth  of  the  "  Butternuts"  that  faia 
iteighbore  thought  bwt  to  place  a  guard  around  hii)  p«rH>n.  On  th«  foU 
lowing  Wedneimv,  Col.  Biddiv,  with  ahoat  nix  hundred  mombera  of  the 
Soventj-first  Regiment,  and  a  compimjf  of  the  Third  Caralry,  arrived  at 
BlooraiagtoQ.  and  encamped  juat  north  oftovn.  Ooi.  McCrea,  with  »ev- 
•rsl  assistants  nnd  the  cavalry  company,  immediately  starlet]  for  Indian 
Creek  Township,  where  he  arraBtaa  about  aixteon  persons  supposed  co 
have  been  the  leaders  of  the  oatra|^  and  recovered  the  onrolling  officer's 
paper)).  The  persons  arrtutw)  were  sent  to  lodiiinapolia  to  bo  examined 
by  the  United  States  District  Court.  No  further  trouble  was  encoun- 
tered. About  the  26th  of  June,  a  Heotion  of  tlie  Twenty-third  Artillery, 
embracing  two  brass  12-poundei'  guns  arrived  at  RImimington  and  eo- 
ciiuiped.  All  this  diaplujr  of  furce  couiplotely  checked  all  further  nuis^ 
ance  to  the  enrollment  or  enlistment.  Before  thi&,  the  "  Buttvrmita  " 
bad  boon  arming  and  drilling  in  ono  or  more  portions  of  the  county,  but 
now  they  were  completely  subdued. 

THE  HEBBL  OBS.  MOROA^f. 
On  Monday,  ilie  2*2d  of  June,  the  news  -nas  received  that  the  rebel 
Gen.  Morgan,  with  a  large  force,  had  penetnited  Indiaua  from  Kentadcy, 
and  was  advuncing  upon  Paoli,  Oruugc  County.  All  the  bells  in  towD 
were  hastily  rung,  and  soon  a  large  crowd  of  excited  citizens  assembled  at 
the  court  house.  A  conpsny  of  over  one  hutidred  "minuteiscD''  WiS 
speedily  formed  and  organised  under  the  command  of  Capt.  I.  S.  Boa- 
kirk,  and  service  was  tendered  tho  Governor  by  telegraph.  Ko  answer 
wag  received  until  taie  at  night,  when  it  wii.^  learned  that  their  aerricea 
would  not  be  needed.     They  accordingly  disbanded. 

NKir    CALLS    FOB     VOLUNTRRRS. 

On  the  15tb  of  June  came  the  call  of  the  President  for  100.000  aix 
monlha'  uion,  and  immediale  steps  were  taken  to  raise  a  company.  An 
enlinlment  office  wa«  opened  over  Fee's  slorc.  ThoBC  who  were  especially 
active  in  ohtnining  volunteers  wpre  W.  B.  Hughes,  J.  Rutledge.  W,  C- 
8mith.  Michael  Gabbert,  H.  C.  Gabbertand  J.  H.  Miller.  By  the  Sletof 
July,  the  cnrnpany  numbered  about  scvonty-fivo  men.  when  they  were 
ordered  to  report  at  Indianapolis,  which  they  did  on  that  day.  There 
they  remained  until  August  15.  recruiting  in  the  meantime  their  ranke 
from  Monroe  County  lo  the  lawful  number  of  men,  when  they  were  mus- 
tered into  the  tiervice,  and  on  the  same  day  sent  In  Kentucky.  The  man 
became  Company  I  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Beventeeth  Regiment,  six 
months'  men,  and  wore  officered  as  follows  :  Cuplsin,  William  It.  Hughw  ; 
First  Lieutenant,  Jccbonios  Rutledge ;  Second  Lieuteuuut,  James  H. 
Miller. 

MOBG   OF    dBV.   UOIlQAy. 

The  continued  threntening  churacter  of  the  ncwfi  of  the  invasion  of 
Indisna  by  Gen.  Morgnn  soon  gave  a  new  impetus  to  the  orgaTiizRtion  of 
militia   compantee.     The  company  of  Capt.   Buskirk  was  again   mu«- 
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tered,  and  on  tlie  0th  of  July  left  for  Mitcliell,  Tnd.  A  oompanv  of 
citTftlrv,  comnianded  by  Capt.  Wylie,  lefV  the  next  day  Tor  the  earne point, 
and  on  the  samv  day  a  militia  company  of  infantry,  onder  Capl.  Marion 
Blair,  lof^  for  Indianapolis.  Another  full  company  left  Ellettsville  for 
Indianapulis  about  the  santfi  time.  Two  other  full  companies  were  nearly 
completed  in  the  vicinity  of  Bloomington  at  the  satne  time.  At  no  p«ri> 
od  darins  the  war  did  the  excitement  run  higher  than  at  this  time.  Tho 
wildest  rumors  vcre  circulate^l,  and  busiuesit  of  all  kinds  was  almost 
wholly  suspended.  The  streets  of  the  county  seat  were  alivo  with  mili- 
tary proparatio&fl,  and  creat  crowds  owembled  from  the  coontry  to  leara 
what  was  to  be  done.  Within  one  week,  all  illusionii  of  danger  were  dis- 
pelled. The  company  of  which  Marion  Blair  was  Captain  was  mu8t«red 
into  the  service  at  Indiaospoliii  on  the  lOih  of  July,  and  without  leaving 
that  city  wa«  mustered  out  on  tho  Idth  of  July-  The  company  wm  D  of 
the  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  Rt-giiucnt,  miQutcmon.  Barton  Acufl'waa 
Captain  of  the  company  from  Ellettsville,  which  was  both  mustered  in  and 
mustered  out  on  the  same  days  respectively  as  the  company  of  Capl. 
Blair.  Capt.  Acuff's  company  was  G  of  the  One  Handrea  and  Eleventh 
Regiment,  minut^men.  The  company  of  militia  under  Capt.  Kughea 
(which  immcdi-'it^ly  aft«rward  entered  the  «ix  mnntlis'  service  a*  above 
5t«tc«l)  moved  lo  Mitchell,  where  It  became  Company  A  of  the  One  llnn- 
drel  and  Twelfth  Regiment,  minutemen.  The  company  was  mustt^red 
in  Jnly  9,  and  mustered  out  Jutr  17.  This  company  ^aw  slight  service, 
as  it  with  its  regiment  moved  to  North  Vernon,  which  place  it  assisted  in 
bohlioz  against  Gen.  Morgan,  who  approached  within  a  few  miles.  I.  S. 
Buskirk  waa  Major  of  this  regiment.  The  One  Hundre-l  and  Thirtwjnth 
Regiment,  minutemen.  contained  one  company  frnm  Mtnrne  Oonnty, 
commanded  by  Capt.  Henry  L.  McCalla.  Thin  wan  Company  A,  and 
was  mastered  in  Jtily  11.  and  mustered  out  July  16.  ft  saw  the  same 
eervicpas  the  eompany  of  Capt.  Hughes,  [t  will  thus  be  seen  that  within 
about  one  week  Nlonroc  County  furniahcd  and  sent  into  tho  service  four 
full  coinimuies,  and  had  three  or  four  other  compiniea  organized  and 
ready.  The  wisdom  of  the  organisation  of  the  county  militia  in  1861 
wasthuB  demonstrated.  .\  fine  company  of  militia  cnvnlry  wns  organ- 
ited  in  Perry  Township  (mo.*tly)  in  September,  under  the  command  of 
Capt.  J.  E.  Mathers.  One  of  the  companies  referred  to  above  was  cota- 
manded  by  Capt.  David  Sheeks. 

THE  CALL  OP  OCTOBBR.  1863. 
The  county  was  again  thrown  into  activity  by  the  call  of  the  PreM- 
deni  of  October  17  for  300,000  for  the  three  years'  service.  The  quota 
of  the  county  whs  143  men.  Calls  for  volunteers  were  made,  and  enlist- 
ment offices*  established  st  the  county  seat,  and  for  short  periods  in  wr. 
tnl  of  the  country  township*.  The  ofEcer^  commissionC'l  to  rni»o  recruits 
WOT*  Col.  McCrea,  Capt.  Buskirk  and  Henry  Eller.  At  first,  the  vol- 
untoering  was  slow,  hot  a  wnr  meetinj;  wn.<«  held  iit  the  cnurt  home  on  the 
'2Hth  of  Xovembor.  and  quite  a  large  3<|UAd  was  raised.  They  were  sent 
into  camp  of  instruction  ai  CotumbuM.  and  tho  recruiting  was  continued. 
The  (*ompany  was  so  nearly  completed  by  tho  ISih  of  Decembi<r  that  Col. 
HcCren  left  for   Columbus.     On   the  I4th  of  January,  1861,  tho  mon 
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were  mustered  in  Kt  Camp  Shanks.  nc«r  IndiankpoHs,  bot  rocrnita  con- 
tinued to  be  rau«d  in  tlm  coubty  u>  the  iiuuitier  of  about  twenty;,  who 
were  mustered  in  Jkouarj  24,  March  2.  and  &  few  eveu  id  April.  Tha 
oflicen  of  the  cotapnny  were:  Inane  S.  Buskirk.  CapUin;  Jtmas  E. 
Mathers,  First  Lieutenant;  G.  P.  Bailejr.  Second  Licutcnaut.  A  eqaad 
of  the  men  was  niHed  at  Kllettsville.  The  men  T>ecaiiie  Compsuy  I  of 
the  Tenth  Cavalrjr  (One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  Regiment).  The  reg- 
iment did  riot  leavfr  tlie  State  until  May.  I8t>4.  when  it  mored  to  Nub- 
ville,  Tenn.  In  December,  186  t,  and  January,  1864,  about  6fk«M  r«- 
criiit!>  were  nerit  lu  Company  K  of  the  Twenij-fir»t  Ilej^iment  (Firat  Heavy 
Artillery),  and  about  ten  to  the  TwentyReconil  Regiment.  A  few  were 
sent  to  the  Twenty-eevenih  also  Sergt.  J.  Frank  Fee  recruited  about 
twenty  men  fi)r  Company  G  of  the  Thirty-first  Regiment  during  the 
month  of  February.  1@(H.  In  December,  18^3.  and  January  and  Feb- 
ruary, 1864.  about  Gftetiu  recruita  were  sent  to  Company  G  of  the 
Thirty-eighth  Kegiraent.  They  were  obtained  at  ElletUrille.  About 
half  a  doaen  men  entered  Company  F  of  the  Eighty-second  Regiment. 
A  few  entered  other  regiment*. 

ONE  UnNnBKIl  VX\s'  MSN. 
Under  the  call  for  one  hundred  days'  men  in  April,  1864,  a  largo 
war  meeting  waa  held  at  the  court  Luuse,  purnuant  to  call,  on  the  erening 
of  April  27.  to  take  steps  toward  raining  n  ci>mpany.  Gor.  Dunning 
addreesed  the  audience,  and  explained  the  nature  of  the  call,  and  the  en- 
listment roll  wu  circulated  and  about  a  dn»en  names  secured.  After 
pBSAinf;  a  resolution  aekinfi;  the  Countr  Cummiasionunt  to  offer  a  bounty 
of  $30  for  vuluuleers.  the  meeting  adjourned.  Active  measures  were 
continued  to  ini:rcai>o  and  complete  the  company.  By  the  dd  of  May, 
the  company,  though  partly  raised  in  Clay  County,  was  completed,  the 
following  beinj;  the  officers:  Jcchoniaa  Rntledj^e,  Captain;  A.B.Wheeler, 
First  Lieutenant ;  W.  11.  Kretts.  Second  Lieuteaanl.  About  three-fiftba 
of  the  company  was  from  Monroe  County,  including  the  Captain.  The 
men  became  Company  K  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-third  lieei- 
menl,  100  days'  service.  They  were  mustered  in  at  Indianapolia  on  uxe 
17th  of  May.  and  left  at  oncu  for  Tenuesaoe- 

THB  KOUKTH  OF  JULY,  1884. 
During  the  previotig  yearn  of  the  war,  no  celebrations  of  this  national 
holiday  were  hold  at  the  county  seal.  Various  country  ci'lebralions  had 
occurred,  of  which  no  record  wa^  kept.  Neither  at  this  time  were  prepa- 
rations nmi)«  to  auar  cht-  ea^lc  Cu  the  usual  lolly  height  of  American 
wtriotism.  An  iinproinptu  celelirutiun,  or  rather  pieoic,  was  held  at  Prflf. 
Wylie'n  beautiful  grovo  in  the  southooMtcrn  part  nf  town.  Rer.  J.  M.  Bishop 
acted  BH  President  of  the  Day.  Prayer  vas  offered  by  Kc7.  Covey,  and 
the  Dectarnlion  of  Independence  read  by  J.  P.  Rankin,  Esq.  Rev.  Levi 
Hughea  delivered  a  short  addres.4,  as  did  Prof,  D,  E.  Hunter.  Atintervoli 
the  national  airs  were  auiiy  by  bevii-a  of  sweet- faced  girls  and  boys.  Their 
voices  were  as  sweet  a«(  new  Imnnuny  in  the  cool  shade  on  thai  hot  day. 
Of  course  the  fire  cracker  waa  preseiU.  Swings  were  erected  uid  enjoyed 
in  the  afternoon.     Thu»  the  great  day  died. 
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THR   HKdVY    CALL   OP  JCLTT.  1864. 

The  call  of  the  PreHideni  on  the  18th  of  Juiy.  1S94.  for  fiOO,000  men 
for  one,  two  smi  three  years,  Btk^gered  the  coanty,  and  kt  first  but  little 
vu  dooe  in  the  direction  of  raising  Tolnnte«r8  to  fill  ibe  quota.  Od  the 
6th  of  August,  the  fUpvbliean  published  tb«  following  table:

From  thifl  exhibit  it  will  b«  seen  that,  although  this  call  waa  enor- 
mona,  not  a  man  wa^i  required  from  cither  of  the  lownahipH — Uloomington, 
Richland  or  Cl^nr  Creek.  But,  in  justice  to  the  other  townships,  thia 
circotnMAQce  requires  some  cxi>lanation.  During  the  mrlier  years  of  the 
war.  the  rolanteers  were  carelts*  in  giving  ihcir  true  residence  and  were 
usually,  or  at  leu8t  quite  often,  cn-dited  to  tht.'  places  where  they  enlisted, 
which  were  usually  at  iSo  Urg«t  town*.  For  instance,  a  volunteer  from 
Benton  Township  would  go  to  Bloomington  to  join  a  compainy  that  whs 
OTMaising  there,  and  as  that  wu  hi^  pnat  oRicG  addre<«  he  would  be  ^rcliled 
to  oloomington  Tovttship.  Thi^  accounts  to  some  extent  at  leu»t  fur  the 
great  excess  of  men  in  the  townHbips  containing  towns  where  cotnpsnies 
were  raised. 

THE  DKAFT  OK  OCTOBER,  1864. 

'Hme  paired,  hitt  no  concerted  effort  mm  mnde  to  clear  the  conntv  of 
her  quota.  A  fen  recruits  were  sent  ta  the  old  regiments,  hut  no  attempt 
was  made  to  raise  a  full  company  of  men.  The  draft  was  threatened, 
but  the  citizens  with  philosophic  indifffrcnco  folded  their  arms,  and  quieC* 
ly  waiteil  events.  Perry  raised  her  eleren  men.  Bean  Blossom  raised 
Gtc  men,  Benton  one.  Van  Buren  three:  but  the  other  lownshipe  from 
which  men  were  due — Indian  Creek.  Polk.  Salt  Creek.  Washingtuo  and 
Marion — did  not  fur[ii»h  s  solitary  man.  The  townships  which  had  an 
excess  of  men — Bloumington,  Richland  and  Cleur  Creek — no  doubt  fur- 
nished a  very  few.  rroWhly  twenty-five  or  thirty  men  volunteered  under 
the  call.  The  dmft  came  off  at  Columbtu.  on  the  23d  of  Septeuiber, 
with  the  fallowing  result:     Bean  Blossom,  37;  Washington,  25;  Marion, 
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14;  Benton,  9;  Vno  Buren.  6;  Salt  Creek.  19;  Polk,  17.;  Indinn 
Creek,  32:  total,  150.  Dnuble  tbin  number  »u  really  drafted  to  make 
allowaaces  for  t1i04>«  anfic  for  service.  Considerable  volanteenng  ww 
done  after  this  draft  tuuk  place,  and  a  number  of  Btibstiluie^  irere  far* 
niBbedby  those  who  could  not  or  would  not  go  to  war.  The  drafted  men 
(tli08«  who  reported  nt  all]  and  the  »ul>MUtutcA  were  taken  6n(t  to  Colani* 
bus  and  afterward  to  Indianapolia,  where  the;  were  asaij^oed  to  the  older 
regimeots.  The  following  table,  taken  from  the  Adjutant  General's  R^ 
ports,  waB  prepared  by  mithoritj  on  the  3lBt  of  December,  ISHi,  and 
nhows  what  the  county  did  under  the  calls  of  Pebrunrv  1.  March  14,  and 
July  IS.  I{^64;  and  tVoni  thin  it  nill  be  seon  how  many  of  the  drufled 
men  had  reported  either  in  person  or  by  substitnte  up  to  that  time:

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  by  the  Slst  of  December,  18'>4,  each 
township  had  fumi«hcd  her  quota.,  cither  119  recruits,  eubstitutes  or  con- 
Bcripta,  and  ihui  the  county  as  a  whole,  by  reaooD  of  eight  townships 
having  furnished  a  surpiua,  was  ahend  of  all  calls  (except  the  lute  call  of 
Decoraber  W,  \HSi)  to  the  number  of  86  men. 

TIIB  lAST  CAI.I-   FOR  VOI-UKTBEKS. 

The  call  of  December  19,  1864  (the  last  of  the  war),  for  300,000 
men  for  one,  two  and  three  yearn,  agnin  nroused  the  citizens  into  a  reasoD* 
able  degree  of  activity.  The  county  paper  published  an  urgent  editorial 
wiih  large  ofl'ers  of  bounty,  and  culled  upon  nil  to  assist  in  filling  the 
quota  required.  About  the  middle  of  January,  1866,  the  Deputy 
Provost  Slarshal,  Ira  Browning,  called  meetings  in  each  lownship  to  cor- 
rect the  enrollment  liats-  Early  in  January,  Cnpt.  S.  W.  Boiisall  opened 
an  enlistment  oflicc  for  veteran  recruils  for  the  First  Veteran  Army 
Corps,  offering  Government  bounties  of  ?400,  J:500  and  $600,  for  one, 
two  and  three  ycar.'i  respectively.  His  ofl'er  of  $1,143  bounty  for  one 
jear  waA  tempting,  and  when  targe  offers  of  local  bounty  were  tnadc  the 
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rMTQiu  begko  to  appear.  Th«  Ooontj  Board  «ppropr»e«<]  $500  r<vr 
Moh  ToluDtoer  under  the  call.  To«rashi|M  bogfto  to  offer  nereral  humlretl 
dolUn  boiiQtj.  Men  (e\t  encoaragfld  to  enlut.  Tor  ii  was  known  iti^t  th« 
rebelHoQ  vu  tottering  on  the  rergeof  the  "last  ditct."  Mnj.  James  B. 
Molkv  wu  appointed  freneral  recraitini;  officer  for  the  Third  Diatriet, 
with  headifuaners  at  Colutnbua.  He  called  for  a  compaaj  from  Monroe. 
The  eonnty  quota  was  131  men.  Lieata.  N .  K.  Mathers  and  J.  F.  Douglaa 
began  recruiting  moo  about  the  middle  of  Januarr.  John  T.  Eller, 
James  H.  Miller,  Ren  C.  Smitli  and  others,  aliw  enlisted  men.  Within  a 
fOompAnitirely  abort  spaca  of  time  nearly  a  full  company  was  secured,  the 
remainder,  t4  the  number  of  about  RfWen,  being  wsed  moeilv  in  Brown 
Gouoty.  These  men  becnme  Coroptuiy  E  of  Uie  One  Hundred  and 
Forty-fiflh  Regiment,  one  year's  service,  with  the  following  officers  :  John 
F.  Douglaa,  Captain  ;  James  I{.  Miller,  First  Lieutenant :  Ren  C.  Smith, 
Second  Lieten&nt.  This  company  wan  mustered  in  at  Indianspoli*  on 
tbe  4th  and  5th  of  February,  and  on  the  Itith  left  with  its  regimeul  for 
Nashville,  Tonn.  About  half  of  Company  I  of  the  same  regiment  was 
taisetl  in  Monruo  Couutr  immediately  aA«r  the  other  bon  bad  left. 
They  were  mustered  in  February  3,  4.  6  and  9.  The  omcers  of  this 
oompatiy  were  John  P.  Cravenii  (of  Madison ),  Captain ;  Kewton  E. 
Hathers  (of  Blnomington).  First  Lieutenant ;  ^Villiam  M.  CrossGeld  (of 
Smitfarillej,  Second  Lieutenant.  The  other  half  of  this  oompaoj  came 
fitND  Madison.  On  the  18th  of  February  Capt.  Doaglas,  of  Cotnpaoy 
E,  WBS  promoted  to  the  Lioutonant  Oolonclcy  of  the  regiment,  and  on  the 
lame  day  John  T.  Eller,  of  Monroe  County,  was  commissioaed  Quarter- 
master. Tbe  subjoined  exhibit  taken  from  tbe  Adjutant  General's  Re- 
port wa«  made  out  on  the  14th  of  April,  1865,  at  which  time  all  eSbna 
to  raise  troops  were  abandoned  : 
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B;  coaap&ring  this  table  with  the  one  given  kbove,  there  would  at  first 
seem  to  be  some  ambisuity,  but  when  it  is  recollected  that  the  one  abore 
was  prepared  ou  the  3tst  of  December,  1804,  twelve  (lays  after  tbc  call 
for  rolnnteers  of  December  19,  1864,  apon  which  the  laet  table  ia  based, 
die  matter  becomes  clearer.  In  other  words,  the  second  Cable  above 
iBoladei  twelve  days  covered  hy  the  last  table.  A  few  reoraits  were  far- 
Dished  for  the  Ooc  Hundred  and  Fortj-fifth  Rcgimeul  during  the  month 
of  March.  The  draft  had  been  fixed  for  the  ^th  of  Januerv,  and  had 
been  postponed  until  the  l<'>th  of  Prbruary.  and  was  then  again  postponed 
UDlil  the  latter  part  of  March.  In  the  mean  time,  recruiting  was  slowlj 
ooutinuitig  under  the  call  of  Lieut.  Eller.  The  countv  did  not  quite 
escape  (he  draft,  however,  which  took  place  in  Polk  and  Salt  Crt-ck 
Townshipa  during  the  loat  week  in  March.  Four  or  fire  men  only  were 
drafted,  one  of  whom  entered  the  service,  aa  will  be  aeen  by  the  above 
table. 

SUUHARr  OF  TROOPS  puhkishrd. 

On  the  19ih  of  September,  1H62,  the  count;  waa  credited  with  hav- 
iog  fumiehed  l,OljU  volunteers  for  the  war.  Under  the  six  moniha'  call 
of  1863,  she  furnished  a  full  company — aay  100  men.  The  quota  under 
the  October  call  of  1863  was  143  men,  and  aoder  Ute  four  calls  of 
1864  was  277.  Ill,  2l^T  and  161  men  reopectivolj.  As  all  these  quotas 
were  filled  hv  the  county,  a  close  ratimatc  may  bo  made  of  the  number  of 
men  sent  into  the  army  durinp  the  war.  At  the  close  of  the  war,  the 
county  had  a  8urplu»  often  men  to  her  credit.  Taking  the  auinof  ],0:i9, 
100,  143.277,  111.  287,  161  and  10.  gives  a  grand  total  of  2,128  men, 
equal  to  over  two  full  rt^iuenta.  As  the  total  ourollmeat  of  ooanty 
militia  in  1861  was  1.727,  it  will  be  seen  Low  thoroughly  the  strength  of 
the  county  was  exhausted.  Of  course  each  man  has  been  counted  above 
as  often  as  h«  enh'^ted.  This  estitnale  does  not  include  the  four  oomp*> 
Dies  that  were  muatered  in  for  the  Morgan  campaign — say  400  men.  As 
they  were  actually  in  the  service  they  should  properly  be  included  in  the 
above  cstimat'C,  tbue  raieiug  the  number  of  troops  Lo  2,t2B.  "Old  Mon- 
roe" limy  well  be  proud  of  this  showing. 

MISCELLAKBOnS  INCI1>IINTS. 
There  was  considerable  disloyalty  manifested  publicly  threuKhout  the 
county  during  the  war,  of  which  it  in  better  now  to  write  but  lilllc.  The 
Bubjeot  cannot  be  very  well  wholly  escaped.  When  the  rebellious  States 
Mceded,  they  ctaimed  that  they  were  doing  as  they  had  a  right  lo  do 
under  the  Constitution.  That  they  really  acted  in  good  faith  in  this  par- 
particular  con  no  longer  ho  doubted.  They  were  protecting  the  institu- 
tion of  slavery,  which  had  been  their  chief  source  of  wealth  and  revenue 
since  the  formation  of  the  (jovemmenL  That  slavery,  of  itself,  was  a 
great  wrong,  has  nothing  to  do  with  what  the  South  conaidored  her  right 
under  the  ConHtitution.  The  South  believed  iu  State  sovereignty,  in 
nullification  and  in  slavery.  She  thought  the  Union  could  be  broken  b; 
any  State  whofle  sovereign  rights  were  trampled  upon.  Rat  It  is  donbtfiir, 
even  with  thi.1  opinion,  if  she  would  have  seceded  had  she  not  felt  that 
slavery  would  otherwieie  receive  ila  death  blow.  With  these  thuughta,  ia 
it  any  wonder  that  she  seceded?     The  North  took  an  opposite  poeition 
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all  these  partieulan,  and  was,  or  couroe,  as  we  now  know,  right.  The 
point  is :  Did  the  South  act  in  good  faith?  If  she  did,  her  tnUtake  can 
be  orerlooked.  It  was  true  of  Monroe  Coonty  that,  ta  many  of  the  cit- 
iieoi  had  OOme  from  the  South,  and  hnd  frienda  uud  rclaliTCiS  there,  a 
strong  evmpathy  was  folt  for  the  old  home.  During  the  winttir  of  1800- 
61,  aa  the  Southern  Statca  seceded,  many  uf  the  moat  prominent  and 
inteUigenl  citisena  puhliclj  expressed  their  gratification,  and  when  iha 
newH  was  received  that  Fort  Sumter  hod  been  captared,  openly  rejoiced 
U  the  evenL  And  they  were  honest  in  what  they  did — believed  that 
they  were  right.  Aa  stated  clecwhere.  one  tnau  declared  in  a  public  meet- 
ing that  if  he  fuu>;ht  at  all  it  would  be  on  ihu  Soalhern  tuJe.  A^  the 
aammer  and  fall  of  1861  passed,  savage  fight«  occurred  in  town  and  county 
over  political  opinion,  and  even  women  were  thus  involved.  On  one 
occasion,  a  nun  who  reviled  the  North  waa  knocked  down  with  a  heavr 
itick  on  the  streets  of  Bloouoington.  On  suuther.  a  man  who  had  called 
IIm  Union  eoldicn  hard  names  and  had  cheered  for  JcfT  Ouvis  wa« 
oompelled  to  ti^ave  town  in  short  mPUMure  to  keep  from  being  huii^;  by  a 
crowd  of  excited  men  who  bad  hastily  jf&thered.  In  some  portions  of  the 
county,  the  other  lude  held  the  balance  of  power,  and  if  any  man  spoke 
too  bitterly  against  the  South  he  was  speedily  silenced.  Several  place* 
were  dubbed  *' SeceMia."  so  strong  was  the  Southern  aantiment.  The 
worat  year  nu  1863.  That  wa^  the  darkest  for  the  Union  cauw- 
Many  brave  hearts  despaired  of  a  restoration  of  the  Union.  On  the 
iwiltrar^r,  the  opposite  element  was  bold,  audacious  and  outspoken.  The 
enlistment  of  men  vaa  openly  discouraged,  and  secret  treasonable  organi- 
Eations  held  nightly  orzies  and  maaied  and  drilled  their  forced  prepara- 
tory for whui?     Letters  were  written  by  citisens  of  the  county  to 

boys  in  the  Geld  urging  them  to  desert,  and  promising  them  secretion 
and  protection  from  arrest.  Several  nf  these  letters  were  published  in  full 
in  the  Republican,  verbatim  et  Uttratim,  In  the  early  pan  of  1868,  aav- 
eral  dislojal  public  meetings  were  held  at  the  county  sent,  which  did  a 
great  deal  to  discourage  enlistment,  but  the  effect  was  soon  counteracted 
by  several  large  Union  meetings  that  were  held  soon  aft«rwurd.  As  a 
furtlier  means  to  oncouraf'e  loyally,  tlieVB  wa4  organizttd  in  March,  1A6.S. 
by  the  Union  ciciacna  of  Monroe  and  Urown  Couniien,  the  National  Union 
Awocialion  of  Monroe  and  Brown  Coanties.  The  following  were  two 
planks  of  its  declaration  of  principles  :

David  D.  Griffin  was  elected  President  of  the  Association,  and  John 
C.  Ileadly,  Secretary.  Late  in  March,  as  a  train  containing  several  hnn* 
dred  rebel  prisoners  passed  throtigb  the  coantj  seat  at  night  on  the  waj 
North,  the  train  was  boarded  at  the  depot  by  several  disloyal  citixen?,  who 
inlbrmed  the  rchcU  that  if  they  would  break  oat  they  would  be  hejbored 
and  fed.  hut  their  Southern  brethren  refused  to  '*  break."  As  suted  else- 
where, the  news  of  the  outbreak  in  Brown  County  in  April,  18tt3.  caused 
much  excitement  in  the  counijr  and  led  to  the  organixation  of  a  company 
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to  be  in  readinpu  forfta  emergoacj.  The  clislojnl  elomenta  rejoiced,  in 
Jane,  tlie  resintance  to  the  conecript  enroUmeni  occurreii.  sn  account  of 
which  is  given  elsewhere. 

Etrl  J  in  July,  1 S68,  cnmc  the  news  of  the  defeat  of  Gen.  I^ee  at  Oet- 
tTBburg.  which  caused  imiversHl  iind  continued  rejoifinjj.  It  wns  then 
(femongt rated  that  the  Array  of  ihp  Potoma*^  wa«  tttrnnger  than  the  Annr 
of  Northern  Virginia.  On  the  following  day,  Tuesday,  July  7,  came  the 
news  of  the  surrender  of  Vickshor;^  to  Gen.  Grant,  and  the  two  greet  fic- 
tories  were  too  much  joy  to  paas  without  public  demoii»tration.  **  Lee  ia 
whipped!"  "  Vickuburf^  ha^  Hut-rendered!  "  were  the  crien  that  rang 
through  tbo  county.  People  feLt  iuslioctively  that  a  brighter  day  htM 
been  heralded.  Hundreds  of  people  assembled  in  Blooniington  that  night 
to  mingle  rpjoicingn  and  jubilees.  An  enormous  bonlirc  woe  lighted  on 
the  street,  hundreds  of  ^^uns  were  brought  forth,  rockets  were  sent  to  the 
sky,  fire-crackers  resounded,  tiuildln>;s  were  illuiuinated  from  i^rret  to 
cellar,  and  the  wild  populace  »hoHt4Ml  themselves  hoaDt*>  hut  happy.  The 
Hon.  G.  A.  Bnakirk  was  called  out  and  deltT«red  a  brilliaQt  speech.  ¥. 
T.  Builer  succeeded  him  in  a  speech  of  extraordinary  6re.  power  and 
loyulty.  It  was  full  of  the  most  brilCiatit  and  beautiful  SAlliei  of  wit  and 
pathos,  and  was  received  with  loud  acclamations  and  thundering  cheers. 
The  hot  scorn  and  invective  which  he  remorselessly  poured  upon  the  head* 
of  all  irniiors,  bewildered  the  rrowd  with  delight.  Col.  Charles,  sick  and 
scarcely  able  to  stand,  had  sufficient  strength  under  the  stimolating  newt 
to  deliver  a  rousing  speech.     The  jubilee  waa  continued  fiir  into  the  niBht. 

The  political  campaign  of  186S  waa  spirited  and  interesting.     One 

fsrty  came  out  for  a  ceS!^ation  of  hnstllitiea ;  the  other  for  a  renewal, 
'ubitc  meetings,  where  eloquentiipeakeri!  adroRaced  thepartv  policy,  were 
held  everywhcTB.  The  county  went  Uouiocrallc  by  about  170  majority, 
in  a  total  vote  of  2,050.  In  Februnry,  1864,  a  Union  mass  mooting  to 
elect  delegates  to  the  Union  State  Convention  at  Indianapolis  passed  a 
flerieA  of  rvanlutions,  two  of  which  were  as  followa  :

Id  September  (the  I5th),  1864,  the  candidatea  for  Congress,  of  the 
two  parties,  were  announced  to  speak  at  the  court  house,  mid  a  large  crowd 
of  both  scxee  fjnthercd  to  bear  them.  Ac  Mr.  Harrington,  the  Democratic 
candidate,  cuutd  not  bu  present  his  time  wsm  filled  by  David  Shaeks,Ea(|., 
of  Bloominj^ton.  The  speech  of  Mr.  H.ill,  (he  Union  caadidate.  woo  on« 
of  great  strength  and  eloquence.  A  Mr.  Gunn,  of  Kentucky,  described 
the  deplorable  condition  of  fiimiiy  aad  private  affairs  in  his  state.  The 
National  airs  were  sung  by  a  Helect  choir  of  ladies  and  gentlemen. 

On.  Sunday,  September  H,  nn  affray  occurred  at  Simpson's  Chapel, 
near  Wayport.  over  the  wearing  nf  butternut  brea.'itpina,  whereby  one  or 
more  persons  were  shot  and  dangerously  wounded  by  two  or  three  soldier* 
at  home  on  a  furlough. 

On  the  evening  of  September  3,  1864,  the  news  was  received  of  the

fire<L  ftod  speeches  were  inajle  oo  ihe  street  br  Jndge  Baakirk,  Dr.  S«biii 
and  oiben.  The  endre  erenine  vna  passed  in  noisv  and  bftppr  demoo* 
Mratiin.  On  the  '21st,  the  news  of  Sheridsn's  victorr  kt  'Op«qawi 
Crwk.  Vm..  near  Wiacwter.  was  rtceiTod,  aod  the  rejoidag  -jraa  repeated 
with  renewed  ri;^.  All  felt,  now.  that  the  rebellioQ  was  receiviDs  in 
deaih  binwn,  and  all  were  happ;,  or  nearlj  all.  Oa  the  8tfa  of  October, 
a  floldierg'  pienie  w&s  he)d  at  Blooaiington,  anrl  one  of  the  largest  crowds 
erer  in  towa  aasembled  to  pay  due  respect  to  the  *"  bora  in  blue,"  many 
of  whom  ware  at  home  on  farlongh  or  bad  been  di^hargod.  Long  d^le* 
gationtf  in  wagons  from  all  p«rts  of  the  coaotj'  came  in  with  baonen  fly- 
ing and  drams  beating.  Patriotism  rso  high.  "The  proeeasioo  was  the 
largeat  that  wsa  erer  seen  in  town,"  said  the  HepnbUcan.  The  speakers 
wvre  Co).  Burgess,  of  Ini)isnap»lifi,  and  Jadge  Haghes.  Both  addreMM 
wrre  very  ornate,  elotjueat  and  piitriotic.  A  dinner  fit  for  the  gods  was 
sprvtd  out  on  temporiieii  table*  in  the  coort  yard,  and  eaten  by  several 
tboasand  persoas.  Toasts,  loyal  and  amusing,  were  announced,  and  re- 
sponded to  by  prominent  visttors  and  townsmen.  The  wounded  or  sick 
soidicrti  were  the  lioos  of  the  day.  Select  vocal  muaic — political  and 
national  aim — wa.«  forninhed  by  select  choirs.  "It  was  the  most  general 
turn  out  of  tho  citisens  of  the  county  that  we  have  ever  witnewftd  llftro." 
saiil  iho  Rrimhiican.  In  the  evening,  a  deserter  named  Sherrill  was  shot 
and  killeil  at  the  Orchard  House  while  trying  to  e»cape  from  oostody. 
Od  the  following  Monday,  Gov.  Andrew  Johnson,  of  Tennessee,  riaited 
Blo')miikgtoQ.  and  deliver«d  a  speech  two  hours  ta  length  on  tk«  state  of 
the  war  to  a  large  assemblage. 

THK  POLtnciL  CAJiPAioNs  or  1864. 
The  October  and  November campntgn-t  in  the  county  were  (oagfatwith 
all  the  strength  of  each  party.  Each  felt  that  a  continuance  of  the  war 
was  to  be  decided  by  the  contest,  and  no  effort  was  omitted  that  promned 
a  contribution  to  success.  Men  of  great  prominence  were  secured  froa 
abroad  to  voice  the  policy  und  scntimcntB  of  each  party.  The  result  of 
the  October  election  showed  a  Kepubliean  gain  over  1863  of  over  one  hun- 
dred,  and  Uov.  Morton  ran  far  ahead  of  bis  ticket,  receiving  a  majoriiy  of 
fovr  votet),  which  demonstrated  the  great  popularity  of  the  "  War  Uov- 
rmor  of  Indians."  The  rmult  of  this  election  was  glorious  news  to  those 
in  favor  of  continuing  the  wur.  The  struggle  was  continued  that  thera 
might  be  no  decreane  in  the  vote  of  November.  Maj.  Popp,  of  the 
Eighteenth  Regiment,  Hon.  Henry  3.  Lane,  Oen.  Kimball.  Col.  Ander- 
son, of  the  Twelfth  Cavalry,  lion.  M.  R.  Hull,  of  Wayne  County.  Hon. 
P.  C.  Donning  and  many  othen<  of  erjual  eminence,  addrewed  the 
cilizcns  of  Monroe.  The  result  of  the  election  wos  a  majority  of  only 
eight  votes  for  the  Democratic  electors,  showing  a  gain  of  about  forty 
over  the  election  of  October,  and  a  gain  of  about  one  hundred  and  sixty 
over  the  election  of  1863.  This  was  most  gratifying  news  for  the  Union 
cause. 


INCIDKSTS. 


During  the  war.  as   the   New  Albany  Railroad   was    the    principal 
highway  between  Kentucky  and  a  large  section  of  country  of  which  Chi- 
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cago  was  the  center.  l»rge  numbera  of  regiments  were  coDtinuallj  pMsing 
liKck  and  forth.  Tt  was  cuslomarj*  when  ii  was  known  that,  a  Urge  bodr 
of  troops  was  to  paaa  tlirough  BlouuiiDgton,  f:s|)«ciu)l,Y  wouDded  or  dick 
soldiers  from  hocpiialBur  baii)e-fi(?lds  Suuth,  to  Lastilv  prepare  large  quaD- 
titles  of  provisions  of  cverr  description,  and  as  soon  as  the  train  slopped, 
Viard  her  and  distrihata  the  delicaciea  and  aubstantinln.  This  set  was 
also  true  of  Elletteville.  On  the  l'2d  of  Decenib«r.  1861,  the  Second 
Indians  Cavalry,  which  was  organiud  at  Indianapolis,  mardicKl  through 
town  on  horseback,  and  altmctcd  a  largo  crowd  of  observers.  There  were 
1.200  of  ihem,  fully  mounted  and  armed,  and  followed  by  a  heavy  supply 
train  of  thirty-eiglit  wagons.  This  was  probably  the  largest  body  of 
trotips  ever  in  the  county  neat  atone  time.  They  camped  over  night  just 
south  of  towb,  and  were  Tisit<-d  by  large  crowds. 

THE  CAPTURC  OP  RICHMONU.  AMD  OKN.  LBB'S  HFRRBHDBR. 
On  Tuesday,  April  4.  18^6,  the  news  was  received  thit  Richmond 
had  been  evncinted,  and  tli»t  the  Army  nf  Northern  Virginia,  under  Gen. 
Lee,  shattered  and  depleted,  vt-i  Hying  before  the  army  of  Gen.  Grant. 
This  glorious  news  kindled  a  degree  of  universal  Joy  that  mus  unknown 
in  the  county  durng  the  foriner  tour  yesis  of  war.  A  large  crowd  g>ith> 
ercd  01)  ibc  court  house  square  in  Blootuinglon  at  night  to  publicly  tes- 
tify their  unbounded  gratification.  Everything  in  the  town  that  would 
tnnke  noii^  or  light  was  brought  out.  A  bonfire  wan  kept  burning  until 
nearly  midnight.  Rverv  man,  wnmnii  and  child  Roemed  tn  be  out  on  the 
etreetA,  and  ult  wsb  chaos.  Voilifys  ot  musketry  rang  throngh  ihe  night. 
Bnnds  and  glee  clubs  rendered  patriotie  niusie,  that  was  appreciated  ut  it 
nu-ver  Imd  been  before.  Procfssionn  nf  men  nnd  boys  with  torch  lights 
uarclied  gaily  nrnund,  led  by  hands  of  martial  music.  Buildings  were 
illuminate<l  with  liundreda  of  csndles :  cliildren  swarmed  tike  piainirea 
di«turhi>d.  Klriqiieni  speeches  were  delivered  bv  Gov.  Dunning.  Judge 
Butler  and  Bev.  Bain.  A  few  citizens  i>t.-emLii  unhiippy,  nnd  took  ao 
part  in  the  demonstration.

The  Jubilee  was  tiiken  up  where  it  had  been  left 
on  Tuesdiiy.  iind  continued  for  hours  with  niulliidied  intensity.  The  even- 
ing wns,  pohnpn,  the  most  briltiimt  ever  witnessed  by  the  county  scat. 
Old  men,  whu  had  Iciinied  to  hive  their  cruutry.  and  liad  constantly 
prayed  for  succeM  and  pence  and  national  honor,  were  overcome  by  the 
glorious  news,  and  acted  like  mndnien.  Tears  of  joy,  which  they  could 
not  repre.<is.  and  cnred  not  to  concenl.  ran  d^wn  their  fnrroweil  cheeks  ns 
they  clnsped  each  other  by  the  hand  and  thanked  Ood  for  the  national 
preservation.     '*  Glory  etiough  for  one  diiy  !"  exclaimed  the  liejiuhlican. 

NEWS  OF  THE  A£BA&&INAnoif  OP  LINCOLI!. 
One  week  later,  while  the  pt^oule  were  yet  rejoicing,  iJio  ncwji  enme 
that  Lincoln  had  been  aHsassinetecl  at  Ford's  Theater,  So  horrible  wns 
the  sensation  produced  that  people  at  first  refused  to  believe  it,  and  waited 
anxiously  for  ilelnil.t.  When  the  dreadful  truth  became  confirmed  on  the 
15th,  the  deepent  gloom  nf  hormr  and  despair  seixed  every  heart.  A 
stttguation  like  panilysis  fell  upon  nil  business  pursuits.     Men  bad  no 
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betrt  to  think  of  &njthing  but  the  Dfttional  CAlkinity.  Crape  wm  instino* 
tivAy  hung  on  (lw»lliii^it  siiij  public  buildings.  Oti  Sunday,  tni-morin] 
scrvicM  ««r«  held  in  tli«  cburcb««,  in  bonor  of  the  beloved  dead.  Oq 
Mondaj,  April  IT,  pDmmnt  to  call,  a  large  crowd  of  rorrovring  citizens 
•Mcmbted  at  the  court  houee,  to  girc  public  expremion  lo  the  sentimenta 
agonizing  all ;  to  lisien  to  eulogies  of  the  life  and  nobility  of  the  mtrtjred 
President,  and  to  ;ulopt  re«ahition«  of  sorrow  and  hope.  A  Urge  portruit 
nf  the  dead  wiu  hung  before  th«  nadicitc  und  ilrape<)  with  national  colors, 
wreaths  of  erersrcon  and  choice  tloWKm,  and  the  bUck  crape  of  death. 
Rpv.  William  Turner  w.iii  chosen  Ciiairman,  and  John  II.  Louden.  Sec- 
retary. Dr.  E.  II.  Sabin,  Gov.  P.  C.  Dunning.  Rev.  'I.  \t.  Hopkina, 
William  F.  Browning,  Vj»h..  and  llev.  S.  T.  Gilleiu  were  appointed  to 
prepare  auitnhlo  rciiolution^.  While  this  was  being  done,  Dr.Nntt,  PrM- 
ident  of  the  State  UDiversitT.  delivered  s  brief  addrem  of  great  pathoe.

Enlogtes  of  the  dead  wem  delivered  by  Gov.  Dunning,  Kfaj.  Malky 
and  Saoiuel  U.Buskirk.  and  the  meetiogaadty  odjoumetL  On  Wednesday 
following,  in  accordance  with  the  reuommendation  of  the  Governor,  all 
business  wan  suspeodtid,  buildiiigii  were  draped  in  tDoumiog.  belU  were 
ttiliwi,  und  serviceti  were  held  in  all  the  ohurchea.  In  the  afternoon,  all 
the  citizcoB,  including  the  Masons  and  Odd  Fellows  in  full  regalia,  held  a 
anion  memorial  meeting  in  the  college  chapel.  '*  Wo  have  never  seen  a 
day  set  apart  for  such  a  purpose  as  this  so  duly  observed  by  our  uititens," 
said  the  Bepublieitn. 

GLOSIHO  BOBNBS  OF  TBB  RBBBI.UOIl'. 
The  people  gradually  recovered  from  the  shock  of  Lincoln's  death. 
They  joyfully  .saw  the  rebellion  close,  aad  made  preparations  to   publicly 
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receive  the  returning  ooldJere.  The  news  of  the  eaptaN  of  Jeff 
Davig.  while  «n(ieiivoring  In  escape  in  woman's  attire,  created  tnach  uniue' 
ment,  and  nil  i)»id  with  the  Republican:  "  Harijr  him  like  Hamaa  b«- 
tw^n  He&ven  ami  oarth  aa  being  fit  for  neitlier."  Thumdav.  June  1, 
the  doy  set  apart  by  President  JohnBon  *«  one  of  humiliation  and  piayer 
on  account  of  the  aosaiuii nation  of  Lincoln,  wnii  duly  observed  in  Btooot- 
ington  and  throQghout  the  oonnty.  On  the  Fourth  of  Jnly,  1H65,  a  re- 
ception and  6ne  dinner  wore  given  the  boys,  many  of  whom  had  come 
from  the  war.  The  venerable  Gen.  Jacob  B.  Lowe  wia  President  of  the 
Day  ;  Maj.  Mulky.  N[arshul.  aiisiatcd  by  Col.  .McCrea  and  Capl.  C'ookerly. 
Early  in  the  morning  of  tliis  sultry*  day,  wagoim  and  carriages  loaded  with 
oountry  folk  began  to  arrive  through  the  dust.  Many  of  the  townships 
wnt  orgoniied  proceKsiorus  with  martial  music  and  bannem,  and  all  were 
dreesed  in  the  light,  airy  garb  of  summer.  About  10  o'clock,  one  grand 
proccwion  about  a  mile  in  length  wng  formed  on  and  near  the  public 
square,  and  the  murch  to  the  college  i-ampu*«  wu  commenced  in  the  fol- 
lowing order:  1.  The  Bloomington  Silver  Bund.  2.  Offieeri  of  the 
Day,  Orator,  Header,  Chaplain  and  distinguished  guests.  3.  Sotdicis 
of  the  war  of  1812.  4.  Thirteen  small  girU  dressed  in  white,  with 
badge-6,  representing  the  tliirteeu  original  Statw.  6.  Soldiemortheliite 
war  for  the  defense  of  the  I'nion  and  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion.  0. 
The  Goddeaa  of  Liberty,  bearing  the  imtionnl  flag,  and  ihirty-eix  younx 
ladies,  dreKued  in  white,  rep renen ting  all  the  Stule«i  ol  the  Union.  7. 
Gitisenn  generally — men,  women  and  children.  The  reception  speecb. 
one  of  uniisusl  fervor  and  eloquence,  was  delivered  by  Rev.  S.  T.  uillett, 
and  was  responded  to  by  Col.  M.  C  Hunter,  of  the  Eighty-sooond  Regi- 
ment. The  latter  gave  several  gruphic  descriptions  of  experieooea  on  t^e 
battle-field,  especially  on  tlint  of  bloody  Chickamauga.  where  over  ooe-half 
of  his  own  regiment  fell,  killed  ur  wounded.  These  addressex  were  abort, 
and  were  folluMcd  by  that  of  Col.  W.  C.  L.  T»y  tor,  of  the  Twentieth  Regi- 
ment, Orator  of  the  Diiy.  It  was  a  long  speech  of  grent  power  and  feeling, 
and  moved  ecoree  in  the  audience  to  lear^.  Tlicn  camo  the  dinner,  and 
what  a  feast  fur  the  brave  boys  I  Eight  lung  lableH  were  Iieaped  with  tho 
richest  viands  "  Old  Monroe"  could  furnish,  and  stood  groaning  under 
the  burden  until  relieved  by  the  hungry  multitude.  Thousand.**  ate  of  the 
bounty  of  the  cilizvns,  but  the  soldiers  wei-e  given  the  choioeat  of  all  and 
were  "  kings  of  the  carnival."     \i  was  a  grand  day  grandly  spent. 

BBI.IBF  AND  BOUNTY. 
During  the  first  few  months  of  the  war  nothing  was  done  by  the  «ti- 
sens.  mt  iv  mnss,  in  tlie  wny  of  relief,  either  for  stildicrs  or  their  families. 
While  the  firHt  uumpaiiies  were  yet  in  CHmp  at  the  places  of  rendezvous, 
they  had  been  sent  hlanketn,  towels,  clothing  and  luxurie;)  to  tempt  the 
appetite,  but  nothing  farther  had  been  done.  Ak  the  cold  monttiD  ajy> 
proached,  Got.  Morton  suggested  that  each  county  should  thoroughly 
organize  its  relief  or  aid  societies,  and  in  response  to  this  appeal  the 
ladies  »f  BloDuiington  met  ut  Dunn's  Hall.  «n  the  Hth  of  October,  to 
form  such  a  society.  Mrs.  Meginnis<<  was  elected  President  of  the 
eociely;  Louise  Wylie.  Secrelary ;  Mrs.  Kobert  C.  Foster,  Treasurer; 
Mrs.  Dr.    Dodds,   Mrs.  David  Batierton.   Mrs.  W.  0.  Fee,  Mrs.  Paul 
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Blocom,  Mre.  T.ironKrd.  Mrs.  Hibben.  Mm.  Jneob  Ynung,  Mrs.  JamM 
Gordon,  Mr».  Press  Harbison,  Mrs  .  Juo«  Small.  Mn.  bweringra  »nd 
Mias  FollenoD,  DirMtreoiiea-  On  ih«  fall<>wmg  Tharadsj.  the  sociftv  met 
kgain,  bringing  in  many  oontribations  of  monoj  and  supplies  (or  field  and 
hospital.  Two  barrels  nf  supplies  vere  sent  to  the  cumpanj  of  Capt. 
Kellej.  and  large  qu&ntities  lo  those  of  Capts.  Londermaii,  Uharles  and 
McCalla.  The  »lne  of  the  stores  shipped  at  this  time  was  oM  less  tban 
$800.  Early  ID  November.  &  large  qusntitv  of  supplies,  principalljr  for 
tbe  sick  and  wounded,  was  s^ut  to  the  Monroe  Countj  boys  tfitli  Lieut. 
M.  L.  McCuUoagh.  As  the  cold  weather  came  on,  urgent  appeals  for 
elothing  and  supplies  of  all  kinds  from  the  armv  were  received  and  pub- 
lished in  the  Republican.  Every  oompstij  from  the  count/  bad  one  or 
more  correspondents  for  the  home  paper.  The  terrible  efimts  of  the  rav- 
agte  ufdisciniw  and  the  want  of  sufficient  food  sttd  clothing  and  comfbrt- 
aSle  qunrt^rs  were  painted  in  a  msnaer  to  wring  the  hearia  of  frieiid^  at 
home,  and  renewed  efibrts  were  made  to  obtain  money  and  eopptira.  A 
large  box  of  hospital  stores  was  sent  in  DeeeEober  to  the  company  of 
Cspt.  PaioB.  and  another  large  box  w««  sent  to  Dr.  MoPheetere  for  the 
Meoftbtfstck  of  the  Thirty-third  Ke)>iment.  On  the  2^d  of  January, 
1862,  the  Secretary  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  reported  that  up  to  that 
time  there  had  beeu  sent  two  boxes  of  supplies  to  Capt.  Kelley's  company 
in  Virginia,  two  to  Capt.  Landermnn*a  company  in  Missouri,  one  to 
Capt.  Charles'  company,  one  to  Capt.  McCallaR  compnny  in  Kentucky, 
0D«  to  Capt.  Dains'  eonipany.  one  to  the  Thirty-tbird  Regiment  in  Keit- 
tncky.  one  box  lo  Capt.  Kup'a  company,  four  boxes  and  barrels  lo  the 
hospitals  of  LoDieville.  and  considerable  local  aeeisunce  to  sick  soldiers. 
The  following  articles  were  sent  as  aboru  speciScd  :  77  ithirta.  68  pairs 
drawers.  47  blankets.  17  coTerlets.  17  comforu.  7  quilts.  50  towels,  20 
sheets,  TOO  pillow  Dlip!>.  "AX  pillows,  4. 'J  pairs  of  gloves  and  raittrna,  185 
pairs  of  socks,  40  cans  of  fruit,  tl  sacks  of  dried  fruit,  1(3  dozen  ^y;9,  20 
pounds  of  butter.  2  turkvjrs.  72  chickens,  and  a  large  quantity  of  hand- 
kerchiels.  bandages,  hospital  starts,  »ugar,  rice,  corn-#tsrch.  tnmblera, 
spoons,  soap.  wine,  etc,  Besides  these  articles,  there  wan  on  hand  thirty- 
two  packages  containing  similar  supplies,  a  large  box  of  supplies  just 
ready  to  be  shipped  lo  Capt.  McCalla's  company,  and  five  boxes  and  bar- 
rels lull  of  provisions  for  the  Louiiiville  hospitals.  The  Treasurers  cash 
report  up  to  this  time  was  as  foliows :

Doriog  the  winter  and  spring  months  of  \iiS2.  the  aid  society  did 
pxlensive  and  highly  meritoriouii  uork  in  providing  soldiers'  fsmiliei  at 
Blonmington  and  vicinity  with  Hour,  meat,  potatoes,  gniceries,  etc.  This 
was  true  of  all  |>nrtions  of  the  county.  An  aid  auciety  at  Kllntsrille 
did  most  excellent  work,  but,  unfortunately,  as  the  reports  of  the  officers 
were  not  publiebod,  the  details  cannot  bereoonled  in  these  pages.     Early 
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in  M«jr<  11^2,  the  stiidmlB  of  th«  Femalii  Samintry  eolloctod  the  follov- 
ing  supplies  &iid  s«nt  them  to  the  hoApitala  of  New  Albui/  fur  the 
votiD'ied  of  thH  tMttle  of  Pittdbarg  Lnnding  ant!  for  the  sick  :  Twenty 
ciuin  of  rriiit,  2  cann  concentrated  chicken,  4  Kottlen  of  viae,  '£  bottles  of 
ciunp,  2  pounds  of  t«n,  .'>  pniindi)  of  rice,  15  pounds  of  oorn  ntaroh,  S 
pouuds  of  nutmeg.  2  bushels  of  dri^d  fruit,  9  towels.  64  hftodkerchiefs,  2 
paifs  of  drawers.  1  shirt,  1  8h«et.  I  p»ir  of  pillow  tlips,  1.000  y*rAi 
bandages  and  24  pounds  of  butter.  About  ibe  snme  time  tho  hidios  of 
Stanford  sent  to  the  same  pincea  lar^e  box  of  nimitur  auppUss  and  reoeired 
a  letter  of  thanks  from  the  Hecrctarjr  of  the  Commisaion  of  chat  city. 
Supplies  mntinued  to  be  sent  off  at  inlerralii  during  the  warm  months. 
la  September,  several  large  boxes  were  shipped  to  the  hoapitaU.  In 
October,  about  half  a  dosou  big  boxes  aod  barrels  of  supplies  were  seat  to 
New  Albany  fur  tbe  hospitals.  A  barrel  of  nice  new  apples  was  sent 
there,  and  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  described  how  eagerly  the  sick  and 
wounded  boys  devoured  the  mellow  fruit.  The  new  officers  of  the  society, 
elected  in  about  September,  were:  Mrs.  Ilibben,  President;  Lisxie  Mo- 
Phceterts  Secretary. 

A  meeting  of  the  citixens  of  Monroe  County  took  place  at  the  Court 
Uousu  on  Wednesday.  December  24,  1U62,  pursuant  to  a  call  signed  by 
sundry  citizens,  to  devise  some  plan  for  the  relief  of  soldiers'  families. 
On  motion,  Mr.  James  Small  was  called  to  the  cbair,  and  L.  Forbes 
choMn  Secretary. 

P.  L.  D.  Mitchell  made  a  verbal  report  ns  a  member  of  a  committee 
appointed  at  a  former  meeting.  U.  C.  Foster  offered  the  following 
reso lotion :

968.85  net  was  realUetl  at  a  concert  and 
turned  over  for  the  uh  «f  soldiers'  families.  Prof.  £.  Marquis  conducted 
the  concert.  Conaiderable  was  done  during  the  aamtner  of  1868,  of 
which  DO  account  vas  published.  Early  in  September,  James  Small,  of 
the  Christian  CommisBion,  reported  the  following  receipU:

Daring  tbo  winter  months  of  1833-64,  the  aociotj  realized  sevoml 
bnndred  dollars  bj  means  of  lectures,  fenlivals,  etc.  It  also  sent  away  six 
or  seven  big  boxes  and  barrels  of  bo.ipiui)  supptiei?.  Mneb  assistance  waa 
furnished  «oldicrs'  familial.  About  the  let  of  June,  an  enonnoun  leKtiral, 
given  in  the  LJnivertiity  Chapel,  netted  the  society  about  9200.  This  was 
one  of  the  moat  succeAiful  gatherings  of  the  kind  ever  at  the  county  seat. 
The  chupel  was  beautifully  decorated  with  green  sprigs  and  bright  summer 
flowers,  and  all  came  out  in  the  fairy  costurnea  of  June.  On  the  26th  of 
thie  month,  9328.40  wns  rained  in  a  few  minutes  nt  the  Methodist  Church 
for  the  Sanitary  Coinmiamon  after  an  eloquent  addr»9  by  Chaplain  J.  II. 
Losier,  agent  of  the  Commission.  Early  in  August.  $1,2'2()  waa  contrib- 
uted to  the  Sanitary  CoiumJHsion  by  the  citiTions  of  Bloomington  and  vicin- 
ity. About  this  time  the  following  soliciting  oommittoes  were  appointed 
for  the  Indiana  Sanitarv  Fair  of  October  2  to  8:

The  aid  society  had  almoec  abandoned  work  during  the  warm  months, 
but  in  October,  at  the  spproncb  of  cold  weather,  was  re-organizi»d.  Sev- 
tfral  buX(4  of  supplier  weie  doon  sent  to  the  hospitals  in  Kt-ntucky.  On 
Tliunksgiving  Day,  over  $100  worth  of  proviaiona  wu  distributed  to  sol- 
diers' fatnilies  in  Bloomington,  and  dnubtleaH  other  portions  of  the  county 
did  u  well  correspond ingl J.  Early  in  December,  the  County  Board 
appropriated  81,000,  to  be  distributed  to  the  townahips,  under  the  direc- 
UOB  oflhe  TniBtoes,  for  the  use  of  soldiers'  families.  The  distribution 
woA  as  foliowB ; 

Bean  Blossom,  $84.50;  Washington,  $73.50;  Marion,  $32.50; 
Benton.  8->7  ;  Bloomington,  820l> ;  Uichland,  $96;  Van  Buren,  $73 ;

Creek,  $77.50.  These  amounta  were  duly  distributed.  Oh  the  5tfa  of 
January.  1865,  a  concert,  under  llie  supervision  of  Prof.  Marquis,  netted 
the  aid  society  $58.90.  An  amatflur  concert,  under  the  mauageinent  of 
W.  B.  Seward,  in  February,  tielted  the  society  $77.45.  Various  other 
smaller  ataounts  were  received  from  similar  sources.  The  following  table 
shows  what  was  done  by  the  county  as  relief  and  bounty  during  the  war:

BABLy    RESIDENTS  OF  BLOOMINUTON  TOWHSUIP. 

UIERE  in  abundnntreniifln  to  brlieve  that  Hloomin^on  Tawnship  was 
settled  AS  early  u  1816,  and  there  are  some  evidences  which  fix  th« 
(late  of  the  firal  settlement  in  1815  if  not  before.  The  power  of  tlir  In- 
ilius  was  criuhcd  at  the  bnttl?  of  Tippeennoo  In  1811.  but  all  apprehen* 
sion  of  danger  from  ihotc  did  not  die  out  for  iioveral  jrcars  afterward.  It 
may  b<>  staled  aa  the  opinion  of  several  of  the  oldest  aettleri)  in  the  coan- 
tj  thai  Monroe  was  settled  us  eiirlj  ns  ISIO  or  ISI  ]  by  a  few  families  of 
profcfutiona)  pioneers.  Much  of  this,  however,  most  bo  regarded  ««  tra- 
ditional. In  the  absence  ofdeSnilo  data,  it  may  be  presumed  that  Bl^om- 
ingtoD  Township  received  a  few  of  these  early  sottlera.  It  iBeeriain  that 
several  families  arrived  in  1815,  and  many  more  in  1810,  and,  as  stated 
above,  there  IB  strong  evidence  that  permanent  settlers  reached  the  town- 
ship as  early  u  1815.  Of  course,  as  late  as  1816,  the  connty  of  Monroe, 
which  RS  yet  had  no  boundary  or  existence,  was  a  wilderiie<i»  filled  with 
»l)  rariclicfl  of  wild  uuiroula  inhabiting  this  latitude,  and  vtaa  roamed  over 
by  nuraerotis  bands  of  half  subdued  savagea.  In  fact,  all  of  the  county 
north  of  the  old  Indian  boundary  was  yet  the  property  of  the  Indians, 
and  remainwl  so  until  the  treaty  of  St.  Mary's,  Ohio,  in  October,  1816, 
when  it  was  cerled  to  the  Govemment  as  part  of  the  "New  Purchase." 
By  the  time  of  the  first  land  sale  of  Btoomington  Township  in  ISlfi, 
there  were  n  score  or  nearly  so  of  fumilied  residing  within  ita  limits.

The  lot8  were  laid  out  on  the  southwest  quarter  of  Section  33,  and 
the  southeast  t|uurter  of  Section  32.  which  two  ((unrtfirs  had  been  entered 
by  David  Rugyra  and  Rubertsun  Graham.  u«  showa  by  the  above  table, 
[t  ia  probable  that  no  man  lived  upon  the  town  site  until  1816.  at  whioh 
time  both  Rogers  and  Graham  built  log  houses.  Some  fix  the  date  of  the 
erection  of  these  houses  as  1817.  At  all  events,  when  the  first  lots  were 
laid  out,  in  June,  1818,  a  cropof  wheat  was  growing  on  the  land  that  had 
been  purchased  of  Mr.  Rogers.  Whether  it  was  the  first  or  second  crop 
on  the  same  land  cannot  bo  stated.  David  Rogers  entered  the  south- 
west quarter  of  Section  83,  on  which  a  portion  of  the  town  was  laid  out, 
but  Jonathan  Rogem  afterward  obtained  part  interest  in  the  tract,  as  bb 
name  Appears  upon  the  deed  which  oonveyed  the  land  to  the  county. 
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PLATTINQ  OP  THB  VILLAQE. 

Od  the  10th  of  April,  1818,  thi>  fint  6»y  of  tbe  first  meeting  of  the 
untj  Commisslonern,  the  county  scat  won  onlcreil  laid  off  and  was 
Darned  "  Bloomington."  The  County  Aj^em  was  ordered  to  oversee  the 
work.  He  was  ineitruoted  to  malce  the  pnbtic  square  measure  276  feet, 
and  to  lay  out  lots  6^x132  feet,  and  streets  82j  feet  wide.  The  number 
of  tots  to  be  laid  uilt  was  left  to  the  discretion  ol  the  agent.  Tlic  Efst 
public  ftuelion  or  sale  of  lot*  was  fixed  for  the  22d  of  June,  1818,  and  the 
mgcnt  ttis  instructed  to  advertise  the  bb.Ic  in  the  Wettem  iVun,  of  Vin- 
oennea  ;  the  Louisville  Corrf*pondenl ;  the  Artfu*  of  WfMern  America ; 
the  Wtztem  Eayle,  of  M&disoD,  and  the  Liberty  Hall,  of  Oiticinnati. 
which  BO  far  at  known  wbm  duly  <)on«.  Jonathan  Nichols  was  appointed 
•OTTcvor  to  lay  out  the  town.  The  following  entry  apponrs  niion  tbo 
record  of  thu  County  Board:  "  On  motion  of  BartU-tt  Woodward.  Ordtred, 
that  the  went  of  this  county  procure  one  barrel  of  whisky  and  have  it  at 
the  sale  of  town  lots  in  Blooming  ion."  When  it  ii«  remembered  that  the 
proceeds  of  this  first  sale  amounted  to  the  enormous  sum  of  ^Ht-^^'^-^^i  it 
will  probu.h1y  be  concluded  by  the  rea.der  that  the  action  of  the  board  vaa 
not  misplaced — that  is,  on  that  day  over  sixty-five  yuars  ago.

1818,  tlie 
only  two  days  of  sale,  but  eeveru]  of  them  bought  several  lots  ureven  many 
lots.  Aa  stated  elsewhere,  the  total  proceedsof  this  sale  were  814,326.H6. 
The  land  upon  which  the  new  town  was  located  hiul  been  secnred  from 
Jonathan  and  David  Uo>;er8and  Robert  Graham  by  the  loc-sting  Commis- 
sionen.  The  Rogers  Brothers  were  paid  $1,200  for  such  land  and  Mr. 
Graham  $i>00  fur  160  acres  soon  after  the  first  sale  of  lota.  When  the 
lota  were  laid  out,  there  was  growing  upon  a  portion  of  ihem  a  crop  of 
wheat  and  corn,  which  the  Ilogers  Brother*  were  permitted  to  harvest 
without  dislnrbance.  At  ihe  first  sale  oflots,  Jonathan  Nichols  was  sur- 
veyor. He  laid  out  208  lot^  and  was  paid  30  cents  each.  Benjamin 
Parks,  County  A)jent,  was  allowed  8-^3.50  for  whisky  furnished  at  the 
Sale.  The  whisky  was  obtained  of  Whiaenand.  Robinson  Graham  was 
chain  carrier;  Aquillt  Rogers,  chain  carrier;  John  Owen,  chain  carrier. 
Lewis  Noel  waa  the  "erier"  or  auctioneer.     Jamas  Parks  was  clerk  of 
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the  sale.  JonathAn  Roj^rs  wa?  "  tapster"  and  dealt  oat  the  vhisky  lo 
the  crowtt  of  tbiretj  men.  and  wati  paid  at  the  rate  of  81  a  daj  For 
bis  Hervioea.  It  mnac  be  remembered  ttiat  ttie  cavh  receipts  were  far  abort 
of  the  prooeeds  of  the  sale— probahlj  aboac  15  per  cent.  The  lota  sold 
very  high,  coiwidering  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  connty.  A  few  sold 
fororer$200  each.  The  bidding  ytun  very  spirited,  but  in  the  and  the 
oountj  lost  over  80  per  cent  of  the  purchase  price.

ThecftRh  receipt8(from  the  Hale  of  townlotaonly)  from  November,  1820.  to 
Xovember.  1821,  were  8$.t^ti0.42.  Of  this  amount,  8.1207.10  was  ex- 
pended, la  February,  1822,  the  agent  reported  in  his  posaossioa  uotoe 
from  the  sale  of  lots  to  the  amount  of  over  $18,000.  This  fund  was  the 
must  cxtcasivtiatid  UHL>ful  of  any  in  the  county  ut  its  organization. 

THE  EARLY  TOWNSMEN. 
Among  the  earliest  rei^idoiits  of  the  town  were  Enos  Blair,  Jonathan 
Rogers,  David  RogerH,  Thomas  Graham,  Robert  Qraham,  William  Lowei 
John  Soott,  Arthur  Ilarri;).  W.  P.  Anderson,  David  Sears,  Christian  Ep- 
pinger,  James  Borland,  Jumcs  Dunning,  James  Newmiin,  Thomas  Smith, 
B.  Miller.  W.  D.  McCuIIough.  J.  B.  Lowe.  William  Civrroli.  John  Owens, 
Samuel  Scott,  Sr.,  Nathan  Julian,  Isham  Sumptor,  Hcsckiab  Wooflford, 
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E.  R.  Maxwell,  Bemamm  FreeUnd.  Georg«  Rkhey,  David  Matlock, 
Junes  DcDQj,  Joha  Biukirk,  Zacburwh  WilTiatos,  Mo(»ca  Williatns,  T.  B. 
Clark.  WilliaiD  Hardin,  Nelson  Moore,  Ebenerer  McI>onaM,  Jnhn  W.

John 
Whiscnand,  and  others.  It  is  possible  thaC  a  few  oftbc  aboredid  not  re- 
aide  in  the  town,  and  a  few  are  known  to  have  remained  not  over  a 
year  or  two. 

At  the  time  of  ilic  OTganitation  of  the  county,  of  course  the  popula- 
tion was  sufficient  to  warrant  such  organization.  Much  of  this  popQla* 
tion  was  near  the  center  of  the  county,  or  on  Township  D  north.  Range  1 
west,  where  it  was  known  the  county  seat  was  likely  to  be  located.  Am 
soon  as  the  Stale  Commissioner  had  bouvht  land  for  the  county  seat  of 
the  Roecrsas  and  Graham,  the  land  in  Uie  vicinity  of  Bloomington  rose 
suddenlV  in  value  and  wilh  in  grcnt  demand.  The  town  was  laid  out,  not 
by  the  ^tate  Commission,  but  by  the  County  Board,  and  while  this  wu 
being  done  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Agent,  many  citizens  of 
the  county  visited  the  spot.  The  streets  running  north  and  south,  be- 
flinoing  on  the  west  were  named  as  follows:  Poplar.  Cherry,  Spring. 
West,  East,  Walnut,  Blue  and  Buck,  and  those  running  east  and  west, 
beginning  on  Uio  south,  wen-  Water,  South,  North  and  Washington. 
Some  changes  have  since  been  made  iu  these  names.  On  the  tlays  of  the 
first  sale  of  lots,  a  large  crowd  of  settlers  of  the  county  and  speculators 
ntbered  to  look  on  and  possibly  participate,  and  certainly  to  drink  of 
tne  free  vhisky  furnished  by  order  of  the  County  Board.  Just  why  the 
sales  were  to  large  and  at  such  a  high  figure  cannot  be  stated,  unless  it 
was  because  it  was  known  that  Bloomington  was  destined  to  be  a  great 
educational  center.     One  thing  is  bi.>4torical : 

The  settlement  of  the  town  was  phenomenal.  At  the  close  of  the 
year  181S,  not  less  than  thirty  families  lived  in  the  town  in  hatitily  built 
log  cabins,  or  rude  frame  houses,  from  tlic  mivr  mill  of  old  man  Blair.  A 
lof;  court  house  had  been  built  in  which  the  fintt  school  was  being  taught, 
probably  by  Addison  Smith ;  stores  bad  been  iitarted  ;  blacksmiths,  carpen- 
ters, tailors  and  saloon  keepers  had  appeared:  hotels  had  been  thrown 
open  for  public  entertainment,  and  an  irregular  mail  route  had  been  ea- 
tabliMhed  with  Vinceniiesand  probably  with  other  points.  The  town  had 
a  popnlntion  of  over  one  hundred  and  forty.  The  y&xx  1819  saw  this 
nearly  double,  as  in  1B20  the  population  was  nearly  SCO.  The  first  store 
was  opened  in  June,  1818,  by  William  Hardin,  who  sold  whisky  prin- 
cipally, and  about  $\60  worth  of  notions.  He  kept  tavern  at  the  same 
time.  The  following  year,  George  Whiaenand  opened  a  tavera,  aod  of 
cotir.te  aold  whtnky  and  other  li({Uor8  »t  the  bar.  About  this  time  or  soon 
afterward,  Jo»hua  O.  Howe,  .Alexander  Owens  and  Uenry  Ballerton 
esubtished   separate   stores   of  much   greater   pretensions   than    that  of 
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Hardin,  whicli  scnrcely  (leaenred  the  nutne.  The  Utior  roallv  Icppi 
grocerjT,  as  liquor  in  those  davs  was  cUssed  as  "wet  groceries,"  icd 
saloons,  or  the  name,  wero  unknowa.  The  three  men  menUoned  did  not 
b«^ti  at  th«  nme  time,  but  somewhere  from  1819  to  1822,  the  exact 
date  being  unobtainable.  Eliae  Abe)  says  that  vhen  he  eame  to  Bloom- 
inelon  in  \B24,  the  populatioti  was  orer  500,  and  was  posstbtv  600. 
Others  who  came  ahoot  the  same  time  fix  the  popalation  at  about  400  m 
1824.  At  all  events,  Bloomin];ton  al  that  time  was  the  most  prosperoas 
town  in  this  portion  of  the  State. 

About  1H20.  Austin  Seward  be^n  manaracturing  wagnnn,  and  did  a 
ceoenil  blaeksuiithing  aa  did  Benjamin  Neal  aUo.  About  the  name  time, 
William  Alexander  built  a  tannery  in  the  eastern  part  of  lown.  Col. 
Joseph  Campbell  aUrted  a  cannery  about  a  mile  «e«t  of  town.  Day, 
Lucaa  aad  Campbell  had  some  iuterest  in  the  early  tanoeries.  One  stood 
where  the  railroad  turn-table  now  is.  Blair  k  Lowe  owned  an  old  horse 
mill.  David  Thackt-r  owned  another.  The  grain  was  ground  in  a  rude 
manner,  and  wa«  then  bolted  by  hand,  the  owner  of  the  grain  doing  the 
turoing.  The  toll  was  one-sixth,  lliacker's  mill  supplied  his  small  dis- 
tillery with  ground  grain.  Not  more  than  a  barrel  of  licjuor  waa  mano- 
factared  per  day,  however.  A  mui  named  Garner  conducted  a  saw  mill 
near  the  college,  the  motor  being  cattle  or  horses  on  a  tread-wheel.  Ellis 
StoTic  ttartcd  a  carding  mill  at  early  a»  1820.  It  was  operated  by  a 
tread-wheel.  The  building  wan  of  logs.  He  continued  more  than  twenty 
years,  and  at  limes  did  a  large  business.  He  pinned  ap  the  packaged  of 
rolls  with  thorns  gathered  from  the  woods  by  boys  whom  he  paid  for  the 
serriee.  Haws  Armstrong  was  operating  a  fulling  mill  io  18S4.  lie 
had  started  it  as  earlr  as  1820.  and  continued  for  a  number  of  year^  to 
supply  his  patrons.  Mr.  Armstrong  manufactured  a  superior  article  of 
gunpowder  alito.  Samuel  Dodds  operated  a  tannery  where  the  high 
school  building  now  stands.  John  and  8amue1  Orchard  started  a  card- 
ing machine  about  1^23,  by  means  of  a  tread-wheel  turned  by  oxen. 
Ther  also  manufaotured  considerable  linseed  oil,  *»  did  one  or  two  othen 
in  the  buay  little  town.  Mr.  Legg  succeeded  Thacker  in  the  latter's 
tread-mill.  Mr.  Seward  manufactured  axes,  plows,  wagons  and  difficult 
work  nf  the  same  character,  and  was  so  well  patronized  that  he  steadily 
increased  his  btutinesa  until  at  lant  he  began  manufacturing  geneiw 
foundry  work.  E.  C  Moberly  kept  tavern  in  1828.  Joshua  li.  Luoae 
opened  a  good  store  in  1823.  Ho  was  an  eccentric  charaetcr  of  but  little 
education,  but  of  the  highext  imtuml  ability.  Ho  was  a  fluent  speaker, 
and  always  carried  his  audience  with  him.  In  1824,  he  ran  for  the  Leg- 
islature againHt  William  Alexander.  The  race  wan  a  close  one,  but  Mr. 
Lut-n.<i  wai;  victorious,  and  it  is  staled  that  his  victory  was  mainly  due  to 
bis  skill  in  telling  stories  and  anecdotes  of  a  fuasi  immoral  cnaraoter, 
which  captivated  the  rabble. 

A.  &f  J.  Owens,  Henry  BattortoD  and  J.  0.  Howe  still  continued 
their  stores,  steadily  increasing  the  value  and  variety  of  the  stock.  All 
kinds  of  goods  then  sold  for  twice  or  thrice  as  much  as  now.  Calicoes 
and  prints  were  fmm  Sfi  cents  to  .'JO  cents  per  yarii,  and  other  articles 
similarly  high,  and  what  rendered  the  times  liardcr  was  the  lack  of  mar- 
ket for  farm  productions.     Wheat,  com.  oats,  etc.,  were  worth  from  30 
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to  40  O0QU  per  biuhcl,  and  it  woa  difficult  to  sell  them  at  that. 
Mone;  vmn  scarce — gogd  money.  Paper  rnonej  was  in  existence  andKU 
worth  all  prices  ttilow  p&r.  As  the  value  of  the  bills  constanttv  ttuctu- 
ated,  thev  were  really  merchantable  property  as  )»oM  and  silver  woro  dur- 
ing the  last  war.  Silver  caoDe;  was  scarce  and  gold  scarcer.  The 
Htnaller  denomi nations  w«t«  almoat  unknown  except  an  tbe^-  were  created 
and  used  by  mutual  consent.  A  silver  (joarter  wa4  quartered  or  cut  in 
half,  anil  the  piece-i  called  "■'  sharp  shins  "  pa-nned  current  for  6^  cenu  or 
12^  cents.  Monev  was  so  scarce,  however,  that  merchantfl  w«r«  forced  to 
barter  their  goods  iind  were  compelled  to  do  a  provision,  pork  and  grain 
businoN.  Fanners  cotild  trade  live  or  dressed  hogs  for  goo<l«,  the  demand 
regulating  the  supply  and  price.  Thev  could  also  trade  their  grain  in 
the  same  manner,  'thh  forced  the  merchants  into  pork  packing  and  grain 
buying,  and  to  the  construction  of  flat-boatii  for  the  conveyance  of  their 
products  to  the  Southern  markets.  The  towns  along  the  larger  3tr«am3 
tiad  the  advantage  in  these  particulars,  and  nearly  all  the  heavy  graia 
and  pork  shipments  were  from  such  points.  This  accounts  for  the  fact 
Jtbat  extensive  busiuesa  iu  thia  direction  was  not  done  at  Bloomington. 

BUSINESS    HEN. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  decade  of  twenties,  the  merchants  of 
Bloomington  were  :  Alexander  &  John  Owens.  Joshua  O.  Howe,  Henry 
Balterton,  A.  F.  Morrison,  John  Muir  &  Co.,  1824 ;  John  Borland. 
1826;  G.  M.  F<«rly,  ISiOj  John  Garner,  182T ;  George  Henry  &  Co., 
1828;  Andrew  Todd,  1827  ;  Erane  k  Barnes,  1827  ;  Patterson  Officer, 
1628;  George  Hsrde«ty.  1828.  and  [lomiibly  othero.  One  of  the  moat 
noteworthy  features  of  the  town  then  woe  the  liquor  traffic.  The  most 
prominent  of  the  merchnnttt  kept  it  on  their  cotiniors  free  for  their  pat* 
rons,  and  a  tavom  or  inn  which  did  not  keep  it  at  the  bar,  was  a  rarity, 
probably  unknown  in  the  early  history  of  Bloomington.  Among  the 
liquor  sellers  were  some  of  the  best  citizens,  morally  and  temperately. 
During  the  decade  of  the  twenties  the  following  men  Hold  liquor:  Will- 
iam Ilardin,  Clem  Dickens,  George  Henry,  John  Borland.  1827;  Not- 
ley  Baker,  1827;  Ilobenson  Graham.  1828;  Isnac  Brown,  18-28; 
Albert  Literal.  1828;  Jacob  Kellcy.  1829;  W.  D.  McCullough.  1829; 
John  Owens.  1829;  John  M.  Beri^.  1829;  and  Barton  Byers.  1829.  A 
man  named  Jordan  manufactured  liquor  in  Bloomington,  tJiough  not  on 
an  extensive  scale.  Mr.  Thacker  also  distilled  a  very  good  article  of 
whisky,  if  the  judgment  of  old  settlers  is  to  bo  relied  upon.  As  such 
old  Kettlers  were  natives  of  Kentucky,  no  attempt  will  be  made  to  con- 
trovert their  opinions.  The  tavern  keepers  during  the  twenties  were 
WUliaro  Hardin.  Dr.  E.  C.  Moberly.  William  Nowland,  A.  F.  Morrison. 
John  Sheets,  Gaorf^e  W.  Hardin,  Francis  Taylor,  Thomas  Nasbitt  and 
Mary  Stockwell.  J.  0.  Howe.  Hannah  Sheets,  W.  D.  McCullough.  The 
Orchards  kept  the  "  Terapemnce  House,"  where,  it  is  said,  liquor  was 
not  "on  tap."  The  eiirly  physicians  were  David  H.  Maxwell.  W.  C. 
,  Foster,  Roach  and  Jenkins. 

ANBODOTKS. 

Bloomington  was  the  reodeavoua  for  the  general  master  uf  the  county 
militia  once  every  year.     Id  addition  to  that,  there   were  company  and 
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regiu)«iil  mueters.  thougli  the  bsUalion  or  general  muster  was  hy  far  the 
moflt  univeniall;  attemled.  On  these  occasions,  old  Brig.  Gen.  J.  B. 
Lowe  doDnetl  )iU  uniform  and  tumect>up  continental  hat,  buckled  on  his 
sword,  and  conducted  the  muster  in  |>eTSon.  On  lliac  day  men  were  free. 
that  ie,  thej  wore  piirileced  from  arrest,  except  for  crime.  They 
could  fight,  run  horees,  drink  all  kinds  of  lii^uid  boll,  and  rave  tbroogh 
the  countT  seat  at  will  on  the  public  streets  and  grounds,  and  oo  one 
coul4  molest  or  make  them  afraid.  The  old  rauater  or  parade  gronod 
was  two  or  three  or  more  blocks  east  of  the  public  equnro.  that  portion  of 
the  town  being  open  common  at  that  time.  The  mu&tcr  vins  litllv  better 
than  a  farce,  and  waa  chiefly  eiiJo;««l  for  the  eports  invariably  present. 
Wrestling,  jumping  and  ebooling  at  a  mark  were  among  tho  popular  sports. 
At  one  of  these  galbmuga,  two  men  became  involved  in  a  queatjon  of 
honor,  and  with  true  Kentucky  spint  proposed  to  settle  the  matter  with  a 
fist  fight.  One  waa  an  experienced  fight«r,  the  other  was  not,  and  both 
were  athletic,  full  of  pluck  and  wind.  Both  stripped  to  the  waist,  aad 
the  experienced  roan  steppwl  into  a  door  nearby,  where  stood  a  barrel  of 
Bofi  aoap.  which  he  quickly  smeared  over  the  upper  half  of  bis  body  and 
resumed  his  pu-tition  ready  fur  the  fisht.  The  alight  delay  led  friends  to 
intercede  and  the  fight  was  compromised  at  this  juncture,  though  the  ex- 
perienced rnan  refused  to  withdraw  iinle-ss  his  antagonist  paid  for  the  soap. 
which  cost  a  picayune,  which  was  accordingly  done.  Many  a  nvage  and 
protracted  Bght  was  witnessed  on  the  public  iiquarc.  Klectton  days  were 
similarly  obMrved. 

THB  TOTW  IN  18S0-40. 
la  1880,  the  population  of  Bloomington  was  not  less  than  700.  At 
that  time  the  '*  Indiana  College"  had  a  largo  attcmlanco.  an  excellent 
corps  of  instructors  and  a  superior  curriculum.  This  institution,  wbidi 
was  buUt  ill  1823,  was  the  pride  of  the  town  and  the  meaita  of  rapidly 
and  greatly  increasing  its  population,  enterprise  and  material  wealth.  Tli« 
town  also  boasted  a  Hourinliing  newspaper,  ifsach  an  iasitocnn  beaaid  to 
have  been  nourishing.  The  citisens  haa  inoorpornled  the  village  a  namber 
of  years  borire,  and  this  was  another  source  of  joy  and  congratulatJOD. 
In  addition  to  all  thi».  thvre  wore  numerous  factories  of  leather,  liquor, 
domestic  and  farming  implemenu,  flour,  tailor  goods,  oil.  and  numerous 
atorep,  shops,  offices,  mechanics,  artisans,  tradesmen,  educators,  profea* 
sional  men  and  speculatorii.  The  incorporated  Uivn  of  Bloomington 
was  a  prosperous  plac«.

Moore  &  Hwarungin,  and  perhaps  others.  Among  the  liquor  sellers  were 
Notley  Baker,  George  &  John  Hardesty,  James  Cochran;  and  among  the 
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tavern  keepers  were  Asber  Labertew,  Aqailln  Rogers.  Dani«l  Dfrokard, 
S.  E*.  Seal)  and  others.  Uuring  thin  period,  the  population  of  llie  lown 
increa»ed  to  nearly  1,000,  ant!  enierpriiiics  of  all  kinds  multiplied.  The 
county  8tfmina.ry  Imd  been  built  in  1836,  and  Lad  b««n  so  obanged  that 
femalM  alone  were  fidmill«<l.  In  the  State  University,  boys  aJooe  ver« 
admitted.  The  Ktudenta  attending  both  inttitutiooa  at  any  time  were 
about  200,  and  the  influence  exerted  by  the  presence  of  such  faoilitios  for 
education  gave  Bloomineton  a  literary  and  social  caste  at  that  time  prcib- 
ahly  possessed  by  no  otncr  town  in  the  Siiite.  There  wore  two  newgpa- 
peni.  coch  onjo'ving  a  fair  circulation,  and  Lcjiidcs  these  there  wan  ijuiiiied 
by  Marcus  L.  Deal  a  semi-raontbly  periodical  in  the  interests  of  the  col- 
lege. The  town  had  three  or  four  churchy  attended  by  large  congrega- 
tions, and  icrved  by  miniatem  of  great  ability  and  repute.  Indeed, 
Bloomington  was  the  center  of  the  conference  of  most  of  the  denomina- 
tions, where  the  Presiding  Elder  or  preacher  resided,  and  where  the  re- 
lieious  interests  of  tliin  portion  of  rndianu  fimnd  their  controlling  head. 
The  merchants  hud  enlarged  their  stocks  of  goods  and  had  begun  to  pack 
pork,  though  on  a  litniteri  scale  com paratj rely.  The  Sewards  were  doing 
a  big  busincas  in  all  kinds  of  iron  work  ;  D.  Batterton  manufactured 
iron  ware  and  store  furniture;  Philip  Murphy  k  Co..  manufactoreil  hats 
and  capa,  getting  bis  wool  from  the  surrounding  country  ;  Notley  Baker^ 
waa  the  Iwirber ;  J.  McCulIoiigh  was  tanner  and  currier ;  S.  P.  Seall 
was  proprietor  of  the  Olobo  Inn;  WilliaTn  Lowe  was  Postmaster  ;  Wattfl, 
Dnuuing,  Gorman,  Denny,  J.  B.  Lowe.  J.  A.  Wright  and  others  were 
lawyers ;  McCorkle.  Qainill  and  Foster  wore  the  doctors ;  Chipman  &. 
Kirk  made  bato  and  caps  ;  T.  J.  Ryan  manufactured  uddleo ;  Day  was 
the  painter  ;  John  McCiillough's  tannery  was  an  extensive  eatablitthment 
for  the  time.  Tiie  miwter  tailora  were  Abram  Funk,  W.  J.  Flurry, 
A.  Labortew.  S.  T.  Hardesty  and  IT.  Hardesty.  They  adopted  a  sched- 
ule of  prices  fur  cutting  and  making.  In  1S3t,  the  old  ^'  market  house  " 
was  erwcted.  the  County  Board  paying  8-^)0  if  the  town  would  pay  as  much 
more,  which  was  done.  Here  it  was  that  the  towntipeople  went  to  market 
instead  of  to  the  groceries  as  at  present.  The  old  house  was  continued 
until  some  time  in  llie  fifties.  lu  183><,  an  effort  to  accure  a  fire  engine 
Eiiled.  but  the  attempts  directe<l  attention  to  that  want,  and  not  many 
years  later  the  old  Pioneer  Fire  Company  waaorganixod.  This  company 
baa  andored  until  the  present  day.  During  this  decade  also  a  &axe-horo 
bud  was  orguniKed,  which  furnished  the  town  with  public  music  until 
about  the  time  of  the  last  war.  These  are  only  a  few  of  the  enterprises 
of  tbia  d<K:ade.

It  waa  Juring  this  period  that  the  ' 
tempcnincc  struggle  wm  prosficiited  with  such  relentleas  Tigor  tbkt  nearly 
ftll  the  tlcklero  wn's  driT«D  from  the  town  mainlv  through  the  prcuarera 
public  opinion.  The  Imding  basinom  onterpri«c«  wore  the  carding  mill 
of  Thomas  Hardestjr:  Maj.  Hit«'s  at«siD  grist  mill  aod  carding  mill; 
McCrum'R  ^^t  mill,  the  variouB  tanneries,  wagon  and  iron  shops,  naraoM 
and  saddle  manafactorieo.  hatteriett,  etc.,  etc.  The  town  had  be«n  agaia 
incorporatod  in  1S47.  The  population  bad  increaaad  to  about  tveWe 
hundred.

Iron  ware  of  iill  deitcriptiuna — slovea,  plown.  cssLings  fur 
all  kimJs  at  muchiuury,  frying  paitR,  aodiroaa,  axes,  etc.,  and  a  general 
blacksmichtag  businesa.

THE  FtRST  INCORPORATION. 
Ab  early  w  Cbe  5th  of  March.  1427.  tbe  cltiEens  ofBloomington,  pur- 
suant to  Dotioe,  met  at  the  court  house  to  asocrlaia  at  the  polU  whether 
the  oounty  neat  shouM  bocoine  tbe  incorponitcJ  town  of  BloominRton. 
Ellis  Stone  was  made  President  of  the  meeting,  and  Benjamin  V.  Peele 
Secretarj.  On  motion,  it  was  decided  to  teat  the  quention  viva  voce, 
whidt  was  done  with  the  following  reoult :  For  incorporation,  IS;  against 
iooorporatioQ,  3  ;  majority  in  favor  of  incorporation.  15.  An  election  of 
the  oecossary  Trustees  vm  ordered,  and  was  held  with  the  subjoined 
result  as  shown  by  the  retiirnii  of  tbo  board  of  election  :

Section  2  of  this  enactment  provided  for  tlte  election  of  a  Mayor,  a 
Recorder  and  five  Trustees,  who  should  conslitute  a  body  corporate  wilh 
perpetual  euGceejiion,  and  to  bn  known  as  the  Common  Council  of  Bluom- 
iQgton.  Section  3  provided  for  tlie  annual  election  of  town  officers. 
Section  4  provided  for  the  adminiatration  of  justice  within  the  corporate 
limita.  Section  .'>  provided  for  meetingH  of  the  Council,  specified  what 
should  eonntitute  a  quoruDi,  and  regulated  the  passage  or  adoption  uf  town 
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ordinftnoee.  Subaequeot  sectiong  regaUtcd  the  municipnl  goTernment. 
This!  act  was  approved  bv  the  (rovrrnor  Januitr;  13.  1845. 

By  an  Mt  approved  Jftnuary  16,  1849,  the  above  act  waa  amended  »o 
as  to  regulate  the  wurtciiig  uf  streeUi,  and  auother  amendmeot  approred 
February  12,  1^51,  the  corporat«  limits  were  ehansed  m  foUoits:  "  Said 
town  corporate  sball  inclade  the  aoulheaal  quarter  o7  Section  32,  in  Town- 
ship 9  nortli,  Ratige  1  west,  and  the  southweet  Quarter  of  Section  33, 
Township  d  north,  Range  1  we«L,  and  nleo  the  following;:  Beginning  at 
the  8outhweflt  corner  of  Beminnry  Outlot  Xo.  60,  thence  with  and  inclod- 
iDg  the  street  to  the  aoutheaat  conier  of  Semioarj  Onilot  Xo.  76.  thence 
north  with  and  tncladinj;  the  street  to  the  eoutbeaat  comer  of  said  quar- 
ter  section  secondly  above  mentioned. 

This  act  also  provided  that  eleven  Trustees  should  be  elected  iaatead 
of  live,  and  the  name  became  ''The  Council  of  Bloomington."  Several 
obaogee  were  also  made  in  the  admitiiarration  of  justice. 

THE    MIINICIP.M,    OOVEKSMEXT. 

Iti  pursuance  of  the  abore  act  of  January,  1H45,  ibe  citiEens  of 
Bloomington  mot  in  the  court  house  (in  March,  1847),  and  proceeded  to 
ballot  for  a  Mayor,  Recorder,  Marshal.  Treiwurcr  and  five  Coancilmen. 
Upon  counting  the  votes  it  appo^ired  that  John  Lawrence  wag  elected 
Mnyor;  Robert  AcufT,  Recorder;  A.  Labcrtew,  Treanurer ;  D.  B.  Judali, 
Mambal,  and  W.  M.  Smith.  Samuel  Kirk,  -T.  M.  Howe,  John  Graham 
and  Joseph  G.  McPhecters.  Councilmen.  The  fintt  meetiun  of  the  Town 
Council  was  held  on  the  6th  of  March,  1847,  in  tlie  Recorder'K  office. 
The  first  act  woe  to  appoint  a  cotoniittee  to  draFt  such  ordinancea  as  they 
deemed  nenessary  to  be  presented  to  tlie  full  Counoil  for  adoption  or  re- 
jection. Orders  were  then  giveri  for  the  neceasary  record  books,  and  the 
Council  adjourned.  At  the  second  meeting,  Saraopl  Moore  was  permitted 
to  occupy  a  portiou  ot  the  utrcet  fur  his  brick  ?hcd.  David  H.  Judah 
was  appointed  Street  Supervisor  or  Commissioner.  The  Council  then 
proceeded  to  adopt  sixteen  ordinances  for  the  municipal  government.  One 
of  the  ordinances  (which  the  writer  thinks  was  a  good  one)  was  as 
follows : 

"  13tli.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  keep  a  dog  within  the  limits 
of  the  ccrporntion.  An;  person  violiiting  thi«  ordinance  shall  be  fined 
£0  cents  for  each  dug  bo  kept,  provided  that  no  person  shall  be  fined  more 
Ihaa  once  during  the  eame  year  for  the  same  dog." 

It  will  be  Heen  that  the  nrdinance  amounted  to  nothing  more  than  an 
•nnuul  tax  of  50  cents  uu  euch  dog.  At  the  August  meeting  of  (he 
CnuiiL'il,  a  petition  signed  by  one  hundred  mid  ihree  citiKeos  was  pre- 
sented the  Council  praying  that  the  above  ordinance  be  repealed,  and  after 
dincuBsion.  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  wa-i  granted.  At  the  next  meet* 
ing.  the  Mayor  tcnderetl  his  resignation,  which  was  laid  upon  the  table 
until  the  next  dav.  and  wus  then  refused,  and  after  some  promises  and 
iMurances  His  rfonor  withdrew  the  document,  and  the  skies  were  bright 
Bgaio.  Samuel  M.  Orchard  was  granteil  pL-rinission  to  erect  hay  scaler 
on  Market  street.  Considerable  time  was  spent  in  amending  the  city 
charter,  which  was  then  turned  over  to  the  Representative  in  the  Legisla- 
ture frotn  the  county,  to  be  passed  at  the  next  session.     In  January, 
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1848i«  tax  of  t«D  cents  on  each  SI  00  worth  of  taxable  proportj  wu  levied 
for  town  parposw.  In  February,  184H,  the  fnlloning  wm  piiMed : 
*' RM»lved,  'foat  Hon.  Willium  Berry  id  entitled  to  the  tkaaks  of  tbia 
Council  for  his  proiupciiexs  and  energy  in  Hocuring  the  ps^is^  of  a  new 
obarter  in  the  State  Senate,  which  wm  all  that  this  board  asked  or  deaired 
on  hU  port,  and  that  a  copy  of  thin  raaolation  he  handed  to  him."  JiiNt 
what  change  was  made  in  Uie  charter  caanot  be  stated.  Jamea  S.  Hes- 
ter was  appointed  Town  Attomoy.  Mr.  Smith  resigned  his  poaition  as 
CooQciliDaJi,  and  Dr.  R.  C.  Hamill  wm  appointed  hie  eucceasor.  The 
town  nfficera  elected  in  18-18  were  sa  follows :  David  H.  Maxwell, 
Mavor;  J.  G.  McPbeetera,  itecorder ;  D.  B.  Judah,  Marahal ;  ^Uher 
Labertew.  Treasurer;  Joseph  M.  Tlowe,  Eliu  Able,  Henry  Tanner,  WilU 
iam  Owen  and  Alfred  Mercer,  Councilmeo.  Liquor  license  was  6xed  at 
$26.  In  May  and  June,  1848,  active  work  was  done  on  the  alret>t8  and 
sidewalks, 

In  18.51.  an  ordinance  to  tax  retail  liquor  deatere  with  a  town  license 
of  fr^OO  (additional  to  the  county  license),  after  long  discuseion  and  sotoe 
Hrong  opposition,  was  adopted.  This  was  the  year  of  the  visitation  of 
Tholera,  quite  a  namber  of  the  cititons  dying.  The  Council  parcba»cd< 
200  bushels  of  fresh  lime  to  be  scatterud  through  the  tuwii.  and  directed 
that  all  saloons  should  be  closed  temporarily  until  the  scourge  wna  past. 
It  was  during  this  year  aUo  the  construction  nf  the  New  Albany  &  Salem 
Railroad  was  going  on  in  the  town.  Changes  were  made  in  the  streett 
to  admit  the  road.  For  several  years  after  this  expensive  work  was  done 
upK>n  the  streets,  so  much  90  that  a  strong  sentiment  in  opposition  to  a 
continuance  of  a  municipal  goTerumeut  wbm  developed.  This  led,  in  Jan- 
uary. 18l>8,  to  the  opening  of  the  polls  10  determitie  whether  the  corpu* 
ration  nhould  be  dissolved.  One  hundred  and  fiilcon  ballots  had  on  them 
the  word  "  yett,"  and  101  had  on  tho  word  "  no,"  being  a  majority  of 
fourteen  in  &vor  of  the  dioaoluiion.  The  municipal  govemmeai  was  then 
diasoWed.

The  following  year  (1^69).  the  tonii  vrma  incorpontted  anew,  not  under 
a  special  act  of  the  Legislature  but  under  tli«  Suite  law  whicli  tbus  pro* 
Tided.     Since  th«n  the  corporation  has  wottnued  without  iDt«rniptJon. 

In  October.  IBtitJ,  an  election  was  held  to  dctennine  whether  the 
town  of  BloomtngtoQ  sliould  become  the  cit;  of  Bloominf^ton,  witii  the 
following  result:  For  incorporation,  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight; 
against  incorporation,  ninety-three.  As  there  were  five  hundred  and 
thirteen  voters  in  the  town,  and  lui  u  mujority  of  the  same  hud  not  voted 
for  the  incorporation  or  at  llie  late  election  at  all,  the  question  of  incorpo- 
rating the  town  as  a  city  was  for  the  time  abandoned.  In  1868,  upon  peti- 
tion of  the  Town  Council  of  Bloomington,  the  County  Commifiai oners 
coQveyt^d  to  the  Council  and  (heir  successors  in  office  the  old  county  ceme- 
tery within  the  town  limits.  For  the  year  ending  April  20,  1868,  the 
receipts  of  the  town  were  82,3(16.49,  and  the  expenses  82,268.i»4.  In 
1S70,  the  School  Trustees  of  tha  town  reported  that  they  bad  purchased 

S round  for  the  erection  thereon  of  a  high  school  building,  and  aslced  the 
ouneil  to  issue  town  bonds  To  the  amount  of  9*20,000  to  defray  tho  ex- 
pense of  erecting  the  contemplated  building.  Action  on  the  matter  waa 
postponed  by  the  Council  until  May,  1871,  when  the  amount  of  bunds  asked 
for  were  issued,  aa  follows:  Forty  bonds  of  $100  each,  payable  one  year 
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after  date,  with

bonds  of  S500  eucli,  aiid  Hve  bonds  of  81,000  each,  tlie  lost  due  in  eight 
jcars  with  intor«i3t  ut  ten  por  cent.  A  tax  of  40  cents  on  «aoh  $100  val- 
astion  and  a  poll  tux  of  81  were  asaened  to  meet  this  expense.  'l*he  re- 
ceipts for  tbe  fiscal  year  ending  April  80,  1872,  were  8'*>''*^^''^->i  *•*''  'he 
expenses  84,960.04.  In  August,  1872.  the  School  Trustees  reported 
thnt  820,000  wafl  insufficient  to  cover  the  oxpenss  of  Soishiiig  the  school 
buildine  then  in  course  of  coitstruction,  and  aakod  that  an  additionBl 
810.000  worth  of  town  bond«  niijiht  be  aoH.  This  was  ordered  dune  hy 
the  Town  Coancil,  an  follows:  Fifteen  homl.s  of  8100  ench,  due  in  one 
vear.  interest  ten  per  cent ;  forty-five  bonds  of  $100  each  ;  four  bond*  of 
8500  each  ;  two  bonds  of  81<000  each,  the  Inst  due  in  twelve  years,  and 
over  two  years,  interest  ten  per  cent.  The  same  town  lax  as  above 
stated  waa  ordL-red  continued  until  the  prineipat  and  interest  of  the  bonds 
were  paid.  Id  June,  1B73,  the  f^chool  TruMteea  asked  for  the  sale  of 
additional  town  bonds  to  the  amount  of  81'^>.000,  to  be  used  in  completing 
the  new  school  building.  Thin  wax  done  as  foiloWH  :  Fifty  bondii  nf  8l0l> 
eaoh;  ten  bonds  of  80OO  each  :  lire  bonds  of  8 1. 000  each,  all  to  be  due  within 
twenty  years  and  after  five  years,  interest  ten  per  cent.  The  tax  to  pav 
the  priocipat  and  interest  of  the  bonds  was  increased  to  50  cents  on  oach 
810O  valuation,  with  the  poll  tax  at  $1.  At  this  lime  the  entire  corpo- 
raiioD  tsjc  was  as  follows  :

In  1873,  a  large  number  of  Grc  buckets,  ladders,  etc.,  were  parchnaed . 
In  January,  I87t>,  the  School  Trustees  reported  that  the  new  kcIiooI 
house  was  completed,  and  that  an  indebtedness  of  87,000  bad  been  in- 
oarred  in  addition  to  the  bond  indebtedness)  of  St-'i.OOO,  in  finishing  (he 
building,  and  askod  that  87,000  worth  of  new  bonds  might  be  issued  to 
meet  such  extra  expense.  The  Town  Beard  orderoil  the  fDllowing  bonds 
iMoed  :  Twenty  bonds  of  8100  each  ;  ten  bonds  of  $600  each  ;  all  to  be 
due  within  twenty  years  and  after  live  years,  interest  ten  per  cent. 

In  July,  1876,  the  Council  were  petitioned  to  take  action  to  have  the 
town  incorporated  as  a  city,  the  petition  being  signed  by  217  citizens. 
An  election  was  held,  and  resulted  as  follows:  For  incorporation  ns  a 
city,  184  ;  against  such  incorporation,  169.  The  first  city  officers  were 
C-  W.  Henderson,  Mayor;  John  Woldron,  II,  H.  Voas,  W.  N.  Showers, 
A.  T.  Maasej,  Andrew  Hoover  and  M.  H.  Dillon,  Councitmen.  Tha 
first  meeting  of  the  City  Council  was  held  September  IS,  1876.  R.  C> 
Greeves  was  Clerk;  C.  H.  McPheeters,  Treasurer  ;  and  James  Slocum, 
Marshal.  In  a  short  time,  all  the  old-time  ordinances  were  revised,  cor- 
rected, rejcctc<I  and  adopted,  and  the  new  municipal  machinery  was  eat 
in  effective  motion. 

By  April.  1877.  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  was  831',700, 
there  baving  been  paid  812,800.  The  City  Council  ordered  new  bonds, 
bearing  seren  per  cent  interest,  issued  to  the  amount  of  810,000,  that 
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amount  and  81,700  more  beins  then  due,  for  the  purpoee  of  refundiog 
the  old  bonds  st  slower  rate  of  iiit«r«>t;  120  bonds  ol  |100  eacb,  and 8 
bonds  of  $500  eicb,  were  ordered  itold.  A  tax  was  ordered  levied  which 
would  p«y  the  interest  on  the  bonde,  and  at  the  same  time  creitle  a  aink- 
inK  fund  of  not  losa  th«n  n  cenu  on  each  8100  valuatioD,  to  be  used  in 
reducing  the  principal  of  the  bondod  debt. 

The  receipts  and  expencti-Ji  for  the  Bscal  ^ear  ooding  Majr  1,  1877, 
were:  Receipts.  83,318.7'.^;  expensea,  83,819.25.  School  fund  receipt!. 
86.018.&5 ;  expensea,  $5,987.05.  The  aid  Pioneer  Fire  Company  No.  1 
waa  re-organised  at  this  time,  and  fully  provided  with  the  means  of  6ght- 
ing  Hre.  In  August,  an  incrvaM  of  lo  centd  on  each  $100  valuation  waa 
levied  for  iho  school  fund.  C.  F.  Dodds  became  Mayor  in  1878.  In 
January.  1879,  tweiiiy-ninc  street  lanipit  were  erected  aruund  the  iiqaare 
and  along  the  principal  fltreeta,  at  a  coet  of  about  $75.  In  1880,  peimis- 
iiion  wan  granted  to  S.  Bolomnn  k  Co.,  to  erect  gaa  works  and  lay  down 
pipea  through  the  streets  of  Btonminj;ton.  In  Xoveraber,  iHfiO,  Bchoot- 
tiotiee  bonds  to  the  amount  of  832,000  were  refunded  with  new  honds 
bearing  six  per  cent  interest.  In  Miiil,  permission  was  granted  the 
Btoominglon  Electric  Ti-lopliono  Company  to  erect  poles,  and  stretch 
vires  on  the  Htreetj«.     In  March,  1S83,  the  City  Council  of  New  Albany 

E resented  Bloomington  with  a  fine  &re  wigine,  as  a  return  for  $500  eeitt 
V  the  latter  to  the  former  n  few  monlhR  before  during  the  great  flood  on 
tfie  Ohio.  The  city  has  at  this  writing  (<)clober.  1883)  $1,000  invested 
in  the  "  arteoinn  well"  now  biding  burod  on  the  public  stjuare.  Ever 
since  the  wur,  tlic  Town  or  City  Boanl  bai-  been  constantly  engaged  in  pro- 
viding the  county  seat  with  good  streets.  The  paving,  mncadamixing, 
guttering,  etc.,  have  gone  on  until  all  the  leading  thoroughfuros  of  the 
city  are  water  and  mud  proof,  so  lo  speak.  Bloomington  hns  without  ex- 
ception the  cleanest  and  aolideat  streets  of  any  city  iu  the  State.  The 
S resent  city  officers  are  :  C.  F.  DodJs.

The  first  banking  business  was  done  in  the  6fVies.  by  Tarkington  k 
Aikin,  who  issued  at  first  only  shinplasters :  J.  M.  Uowe  did  the  ennie. 
lo  about  18ii7,  the  Bloomington  Bank  wan  regularly  organiaed.  witli  a 
espilal  of  aboQt  820,000  ;  und  soon  bank  bills  were  issued,  signed  by  the 
above  men.  Missouri  and  other  State  bonds  were  deposited  with  the 
Auditor  of  State,  but  in  \St>0,  the^e  bonds  so  deprccifttcd  in  valae  u  to 
cau!«c  the  suspension  of  tlic  home  bank.  Its  paper  wafi'  worth  only  about 
Sn  cents  on  the  dollar.  Soon  after  (his,  a  private  bank  was  organiied, 
and  continued  until  about  IKTO.  when  it  was  transformed  into  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Bloomington,  with  oapiul  stock  of  $00,000 — sinoe  in- 
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en«ed  to  9100,000.     Th«  cMhier  neglecud  to  fnrni^h  the  tnrormfttioo 
oMcnar;  for  a  further  sketch.

TUB   80U0CU    OF    BLOOHINOTOV. 

The  first  school  in  Bloomington  was  taught  in  the  oht  log  court  house 
during  the  winter  of  1818-19,  but  the  name  of  the  l««cher  cannot  be 

f'iven.  although  it  was  probably  Addison  Smith.  The  next  summer  a 
Off  twhnolhouse  waM  built  not  fiir  from  where  the  old  Countjr  Femnle 
Seminarv  now  stands.  The  growtli  of  the  tovin  was  so  rapid,  howerer, 
thaC  it  was  found  necessary  within  two  years  to  build  another  log  sehoal- 
house,  which  was  done  in  the  eastern  part.  In  ld'22.  or  perhaps  1823, 
a  brick  schoolhouBC  wax  erected,  which,  with  the  two  log  cubios  and 
other  schools  taught  id  pnvaiu  residences  or  elsewhere,  supplied  the  town 
with  public  schools  for  several  years.  In  the  tltirties,  forties  and  fifties, 
other  booses  were  built  tnainly  for  the  aocommodatioti  of  lamaller  Rcholars. 
All  these  schools  were  principally  supported  by  subsoription,  there  being  no 
free  schools  as  we  now  know  them.  Churches  were  often  used,  and  the 
uppor  stories  of  business  blocks  ou  the  square  were  rented  for  a  series  of 
years  by  educators,  who  iransformed  ihem  into  seats  of  learning.  All 
these  schools  were  more  for  the  use  of  amall  children  who  coutd  not  enter 
the  seminary  or  university.  Prof.  D.  E.  Hunter  wan  prominently  con- 
nected with  the  town  schools  proper  late  in  the  fifties  and  during  the 
sixties.  The  teachers  of  tli«  public  schools  were  mostly  ladies,  who  were 
scattered  throughout  the  town  in  buildings  which  could  be  rented  or 
leased  for  the  purpose.  No  grading  was  done  ;  the  scholani.  large  and 
small,  in  any  portion  of  the  town,  attended  the  school  nearest  their  resi- 
dence or  the  one  where  the  teacher  was  liked  best.  Many  of  thtae  schools 
were  of  the  highest  excellence,  being  taught  by  the  grnduates  of  the  unl- 
Tersity  or  the  seminaries,  or  had  coiuc  from  abroad  to  follow  their 
profession.  In  1863.  the  subject  of  grading  the  schools  was  strongly 
urged,  the  leader  in  the  movement  being  Prof  Hunter.  The  first  public 
meeting  of  the  cicizenii  to  conftidor  the  subject  wna  hcM  July  21,  a  l^rgo 
number  being  present.  Prof.  Hunter  explained  the  charucCer  of  high  or 
gTKdod  schools.  Other  meetings  wero  held  and  arningcmentii  were  com- 
pleted to  opt-n  the  Hrst  graded  school  in  Monroe  Countv  early  in  Sep- 
tember. The  Principiil  vaa  Prof.  Hunter;  afisistants  in  the  old  Baptist 
Church,  Miss  Mattie  Cherry.  Miea  I.i7.zie  Anderson  and  Miss  Laura 
Verbryke ;  assistant  in  new  building.  Mia»  M.  McCnIk;  as!ii))tani  in 
Second  Presbyterinn  Church.  Miss  Mary  Anderson.  The  Principal  held 
forth  in  the  "  new  building,"  which  wiis  none  other  than  the  old  tannery 
on  the  site  of  the  present  nne  high  school  building.  Milton  Ilight  was 
the  Trustee,  and  announced  that  the  school  system  was  "  free  tu  all  in 
the  corporation."  It  was  found  necessary  to  increase  the  school  fund  by 
aevcrnl  hundred  dollars,  which  amount  was  raised  by  subneript'ton  among 
the  citizens,  .^t  the  end  wf  three  monthx,  the  Principal  submitted  the 
following  report :

Soon  after  the  Bchool  8tiirt«d,  another  primary  department  was  started 
wilh  Mrs.  S.  S.  Gctzendanncr,  teacher.  The  old  Center  Schoolhouae, 
as  it  waa  culled,  was  ueed,  ulao  a  frame  buildiu);  on  Seventh  street,  be> 
tween  Lincohi  and  Grant  streets.  The  old  tannery  wuH  ihorouetily  fittod 
up,  and  four  dopnrtnicntii  were  tliero  established  in  1864.  This  was 
•bout  the  state  of  uSiiirs  until  th«  priwent  liigli  school  building,  begun  in 
1871  and  finished  in  1875,  woa  cuuipluted  as  detailed  elsewhere,  at  a  eoft 
of  over  $50,000.  Among  the  high  school  Principals  or  SuperitileodentS 
have  been  D.  E.  Hunter,  E.  P.  Cole.  G.  W.  Lee,  Jamea  M.  Wilson.  W. 
R.  Houghton  and  Misa  M.  H.  McCalU.  The  public  schools  of  Bloom- 
inglon  arc  not  surpaued  bv  any  in  the  Stnte,  and  are  far  ahesd  of  the 
4Tan2a  in  di»cipliiR\  and  cfffCtivo,  practical  work.

TUB    HOtCROB    COUNTV    FEMALK    SEMIXARY. 

The  old  Couii^y  Seminary  was  established  as  soon  as  the  oounty  wu, 
thoagli  no  buiMintc  ww  erected  until  1836.  Tbc  funds  from  Snes, 
penalties,  oto.,  bud  cotttinued  to  aecutuulato  uiitil  at  ibe  time  of  the  erec- 
tion of  the  houflB  they  amoiiated  probably  to  nearlir  82,000.  The 
structure  was  begun  in  l!>33,  and  completed  iu  IS35.  Before  thia,  how- 
erer.  aside  from  the  Indiana  College,  now  the  University,  Prof.  Peniig 
bad  established  in  the  town  a  Female  Institute,  which,  from  the  afTabilitr, 
{tnlture  and  general  worth  of  the  man.  hud  grown  into  conaidemble 
prominence.  The  popularity  of  thin  iiistiiuie,  the  fffeciive  and  tati»* 
£&<!torT  character  of  its  work,  and  the  fact  that  the  Indiana  College  ad- 
mitteu  no  females  to  itn  course  of  study,  led  the  citixeua  of  the  town,  in 
order  to  obtain  the  best  use  of  the  seminary  fund,  and  at  the  same  time 
secure  the  higher  education  of  their  daughters,  to  petition  the  Legim 
Iftture  to  have  the  County  Seminary  transformed  into  the  County  Femato

This  act  was  approved  January  'Z\),  l^S'-i,  and  the  .Monroe  County  Femal» 
Seminary  wa-s  established  with  ihfi  following  incorporators:  John  Bor- 
land, John  Hight.  William  Alexander,  James  D.  Robertson.  Frederick 
T.  Kutter,  Austin  Seward.  Itichard  Hardesty,  Ellis  Ston«  and  John 
<3mham. 

The  building  was  erected  in  18.^5,  wns  a  brick  structure  80x50  feet, 
two  atorietj  l>)gi>i  containing  tw)  largo  ball!)  and  fi.tur  smaller  rooms.  Th9 
halls  were  the  principal  recitation  rnomn,  and  extra  care  was  ordered 
taken  by  the  Trustees  to  have  theio  well  ventikted.  The  doon?  and 
irindowa  were  ordered  tbrown  open  at  hours  of  intermission,  until  the 
tntire  volumt^  of  air  bud  been  renewed.  Single  desks  were  ordered  to 
take  the  place  of  lunger  desks,  to  prevent  crowding  and  discomfort.  The 
firm  Principal,  employed  in  188.'),  was  Cornelius  Pering,  A.  M.,  a  profes- 
eioiial  teacher,  nerer  having  been  engaged  ii)  any  other  pursuit,  who  about 
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v||||^  jears  previous  to  hta  appointment  had  retnoveJ  from  London,  En* 
wSad.  (■(*  Indiann,  and  had  opened  in  ttioomm^ton,  asalrendynoticed,  the 
first  female  institute  in  the  Stale.  li«  had  been  edaoated  at  the  Hoyal 
Academy,  London,  and  liad  become  a  member  of  the  LoDdon  Lit«rarjr 
and  Sdentific  Institute.  Be  was  ominently  qualiliod  tor  the  position, 
which  he  filled  yrith  thu  highcat  credit  to  himself  for  thirteen  voare.  lltB 
EMistant  vtn  Mrs.  Hinki^ton,  a  lady  of  unusual  mentnl  and  moral  en- 
dowments, who  had  herself  been  educated  at  ilie  aetoinary.  From  the 
saminer  of  IfiiS  to  September.  1842 — a  period  of  seven  ye-ars — nearly 
Four  hundred  young  ladies  jfEnwA^ii  the  seminary  course.  The  follofriug 
tabular  statement  shovrs  the  &t(«Ddaiic«:

arttfamotio  in  a  niniiner  culiiulnled  to  insure  pmctioat  utility,  tnudero 
eeogrnphv  and  history,  English  grammar  atid  composition  ;  taition,  $8. 
Senior  'Uann. — Ancient  and  modern  geography  and  history,  Gngliah 
grammar  completed,  natural  philosophy,  chemistry,  astronomy,  geometry, 
mental  and  moral  philosophy,  rhetorical  oomposition.  etc.;  tuition,  910. 
Extra  StU'Uet. — French,  3^  ;  music,  with  the  use  of  piano,  $10  ;  draw- 
ing and  pninting  In  water  colors,  (S;  painting  in  crayon  and  oil,  $10; 
ihort-haiid,  83.  There  were  two  sessions  unimally  of  five  mouths  each. 
the  summer  sesaion  commencing  the  first  Monday  in  May,  and  tbeeeconc) 
the  first  Monday  in   Nnvember. 

The  seminary  was  conducted  by  Prof.  Pering  with  increasing  ponu- 
larity  and  merit  until  about  1841*,  when  Mr«.  E.  J.  McFerson  succeeded 
bim.  In  July,  1865,  the  Nrwt  Letter  published  the  following  regarding 
her  success :

with  this  pPOTision  the  General  Aswmtly  of  IndtaDS  pusetl  an  act.  ap- 
prurod  Jnoiiary  20,  1820,  appDiiitin^  a  Boai-d  of  Cominissoiicrs  to  locate 
the  two  townships  in  Indiana,  and  appointed  Trustees  to  Buporintend  the 
•ale  thereof,  aad  tfao  appropriation  of  tbe  proceeds  for  the  eetabltaliment 
•nd  maintenance  of  a  State  Seminary.  In  accordance  irith  this  act  of 
the  Legislature,  the  Commit ionera  appointed  selected  the  present  towD- 
ship  of  i'erry,  Mqnroe  County,  an  one  of  the  two  townships,  and  made  ar- 
rangetoonts  to  orcct  th«  necessary  builditijirti  on  the  prcsonl  site  of  the 
Stale  Univeraiiy.  lu  1822,  the  TrusiuKS  ^et  out  iha  building  of  two 
seminary  houses,  one  to  be  used  as  a  dwelling  for  a  teacher,  and  the  other 
for  the  otate  Seminary.  William  Bnodgrasa  was  to  furnish  iihinglea  at 
$4  per  thousand ;  John  Robineon  to  deliver  briclc  at  94.75  per  thousand ; 
John  Wrijjlit.  father  of  Got.  Joseph  A.  Wright,  lo  do  the  bIoha  work, 
and  lay  tho  brick  in  good  mortar,  mudc  of  well  sifted  dirt  and  plenty  of 
pood  lime,  at  ^.25  per  thousand.  Edward  and  John  Borknd,  Samuel 
Hardesty  and  David  Kello,  engaged  to  do  the  earpenter  work  of  the  small 
houM,  which  waa  to  be  tbe  siae  of  W.  D.  McCuUough'a  hoa^e,  which  he 
had  rented  to  Thotnaa  Allen,  of  Kentucky,  except  to  be  four  feet  longer. 
These  buildings  were  both  erected.  On  the  20ih  of  November,  1824.  the 
Trustees  elected  Rev.  Ranard  R.  Hall,  tho  firat  and  only  teacher  of  the 
seminary,  to  open  s>chDol  as  early  oe  prtwrticable  in  tho  following  spring, 
at  a  salary  of  92^0  pf<r  year,  with  the  promise  of  an  additional  sum  if 
the  fundHof  the  seminary  would  admit.  The  tuition  fee  of  stndents  was 
fixed  at  92.60  per  aession,  and  two  aesiiions  were  established  for  each 
yeiar.  On  the  15th  of  May,  1827.  the  huard  elected  John  H.  Ilurnoy 
teacher  pro  tempore  of  mathematics,  natural  philosophy  and  astronomy, 
with  a  salary  of  $\'tO  fur  the  firxt  aeosion  of  Hve  months,  840  to  be  paid 
in  advance.  On  the  2d  of  November  following,  apon  ihe  advice  nf  the 
Honorable  Board  of  Visitors,  he  was  sleeted  permanent  Professor  at  b 
aalary  of  $400  and  ^40  house  rent,  with  tho  promise,  if  the  initiation 
fees  of  the  students  amounted  to  more  than  $100  per  year,  tu  divide  tho 
overpluH  between  the  teachers  to  such  amount  aa  would  not  make  their 
salaries  more  than  $6  00. 

THE   INDIANA    COLLEOR. 

At  the  session  of  the  Legislature  in  1827-28,  an  act  was  passed  to 
craosform  tho  State  Seminary  into  tho  Indiana  College,  and  Edward  Bor- 
land, Samuel  Dodds,  Leroy  Maylield,  Jonathan  Nichols,  James  Blair, 
David  II.  Maxwell,  William  Banester  and  William  Lowe,  of  Munroa 
Coanty,  Seth  M.  Levenworth.  of  Crawford  County,  and  William  Dunn, 
of  Montgomery  County,  were  appointed  to  make  the  alteration  and  estab- 
lish the  new  institution  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  enact- 
ment. On  the  5th  of  May,  m2!$.  tho  above  namod  Board  of  Trustees 
met  in  the  neminary  building  at  Bloomington,  elected  Dr.  D.  II.  Max- 
well President  of  th«  board  ;  Rev.  P.  M.  Dorsey,  Secretary  ;  and  Jainea 
Borland,  Treasurer,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Dunn,  proceeded  to  the  elec- 
tion of  the  officers  of  the  now  "  Indiana  College,"  Rev.  Andrew  Wylie, 
D.  D..of  Washingtoii  County.  Pennsylvania,  waaunaniraouslychoacn  Presi- 
dent of  the  college;  B.  K.  Llall,  Professor  of  languages ;  and  John  II, 
Ilarncy,  Professor  of  mathematics  and  natural  philosophy  for  one  .^cmtion, 
at  a  salary  of  ^00  per  year,  with    tho   addition  of  SJO  to  Harney  for 
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house  rent.     The  following  in  a  copy  of  an  allowanoe  made  to  Joseph  A. 
Wright,  afterward  Governor  of  Indiana:

In  the  fall  of  1628,  Pre«ideQt  Andrew  Wvlie.  liaving  accepted  the 
pooitioti  tendered  him  hy  the  TriiKl««3,  vived  in  Bloomington,  and  the 
oocMion  was  vunsidered  of  much  imporlaace  ;  a  torch- light  procession  and 
public  illuminaiion  wao  given  in  hi)*  hunur.  President  Wylie'fi  connec- 
tion with  thi»  college  proved  very  advantageotu.  not  only  to  that  institu- 
tion, but  to  Bloomtngton  and  Monroe  Count;.  ETe  waa  famed  for  his 
learning  all  ov<>r  the  East  and  South,  and  tooa  etudcols  from  diaUnt 
Stales  cnme  lo  Blooniiriglon  to  plaoe  th«tn>elvw  under  his  instruction. 
But  the  sudden  and  pormoncnt  popatonty  of  Pr«eident  Wjlie  led  to  bitter 
jealousy  on  tbe  part  of  Pro&.  liall  and  Harney,  whn  no  doubt  untied 
bim  bis  ((ood  fortune,  and  vighed  for  the  pos^Msion  of  his  place  and  hon- 
ors. The  unplea.>iHntiieSH  ceaaed  with  the  permanent  departure  uf  Hall 
and  Harney,  in  18S2.  The  college  flonrished  greatly  under  the  man- 
agement of  President  Wylie,  and  its  influence  was  soon  felt  upon  theeom- 
manity.  People  of  culture  and  refinement  came  to  reside  in  the  town  ; 
churches  grew  strong.  nnJ  sKed  their  inltuence  abroad,  and  the  presence 
of -tuperior  intellectual  and  moral  culture  gave  a  tone  to  BloomingtOD  sO' 
ciety  that  had  a  marked  effect  upnn  youth,  and  made  the  town  justly 
fiimoiis  throughout  the  State. 

TUB    STATE    CNIVSrtalTY. 

In  1838,  an  act  wae  passed  by  thu  Legislature  to  establMh  a  unirer* 
sily  in  tie  State,  and  John  Law.  of  Knox  County,  Roben  Dale  Owen,  of 
Poaey  County.  Hic}iard  W.  Thompson,  of  Lawrence  County,  Samuel  R. 
Hosnvuer,  of  Wayne  County.  P.  C.  Dunning,  Jameti  Blair,  Jo«hna  0. 
Howe,  Chflslej  I).  Hailey,  William  Turner  and  Leroy  Mayfield,  of  Mmi- 
roe  County,  were  appointed  Trustees  to  mnke  the  change  from  Indiana 
College  to  Indiana  Uuivoraity.  Thu  Board  of  Trustow"  met  on  the  24tb 
of  May,  183H.  elected  Paris  C.  Dunning,  Preaident  of  the  board,  and 
James  D.  Maxwell.  Secretary,  anil  made  such  changes  as  ihey  deemed 
neccBiiary.  A  new  building  wa.!  erected  of  brick,  and  the  course  of  study 
wa«  widened.  Andrew  Wylie,  D.  D..  served  as  Presidont  until  his  death 
in  1851,  when,  for  two  year^,  Theophitus  A.  Wvlie.  Daniel  Reed  and 
Alfred  Kyors  acted  as  aiich.  In  IH.^-^.  William  M.  Daily  was  appointed 
Prenident.  nerving  a«  such  until  1858,  when,  owing  to  serious  trouble 
whicli  arose,  he  resigned,  On  All  Fools'  Day.  1864,  the  college  build- 
ing was  destroyed  by  iire.  which  loss  embarrassed  the  institution  very 
much,  ae  not  only  were  the  recitation  rooms  gone,  but  u  valuable  library 
of  rare  works  was  burned.  This  w&n  no  doubt  the  work  of  an  incendiary. 
The  citizens  irnraedijitely  went  to  work  to  raiao  funds  for  a  new  building. 
They  received  a  meager  .sum  from  the  State,  and  in  1859  completed  the 
present  college  buiMing.  on  the  old  ca.mpu9  south  of  town.  After  the 
resignation  of  President  Daily,  in  18^58,  T.  A.  Wylio  acted  aa  anch  for  a 
year,  and  John   H.  Lathrop  for  a  year,  or  until  1860,  when  Cyras  N^utt 
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wts  ■pp(Hnt«il,  Oie  latter  Bcrring  from  1860  to  1675.  In  the  Iiul-Qained 
jetr,  Leniuel  Moaa.  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  was  chosen  President,  in  which  oa> 
pMiitj  he  18  still  B«rviDg.  A.  deiailed  hiator;  of  this  unirersitj  cannot 
(M  given  ID  this  Tolumc  ;  neither  mn  suiuble  or  merited  perwnil  sketches 
he  written  of  the  nmnjr  omincnt  men  who  hnve  been  oonaoctcd  with  it, 
or  who  have  gone  afl  atudentA  frotn  its  halls  to  honored  positions  in  almost 
erer^  State  in  the  Union.  It  in  appropriaM,  however,  to  eav  that  the 
institution  haa  b««n  themtil  of  Bloomington.  A  majority  oi  the  older 
citiEvna  are  graduates  or  under-graduaies,  and  their  ohildren  and  grand- 
children are  DOW  treading  in  tboir  footsfepe. 

The  fine  hrick  building,  erected  on  the  old  cantpna  late  in  the  aereDties 
for  the  Bcientifio  department,  was  deatroved  bv  lightning  in  July,  1888. 
The  loss  is  eaid  to  have  been  9300,000.  The  lihrarj  of  12,000  rolumes. 
the  Owen  collection  of  fosails,  etc.,  and  other  valuable  articles  wore  de- 
stroyed. In  ISlit-S,  the  TruBlecs  of  the  L'nivcraiiy  purchased  a  tract  of 
twenty  acres  iu  Utinii's  Wooiis,  fronting  Fifth  street,  and  made  prejwira- 
tions  to  erect  thereon  two  brick  buildings,  one  for  the  main  university  ed- 
ifice, and  another  for  the  scientific  department.  The  estifaated  coat  of 
each  building  is  about  $60,000.  The  old  building  is  to  be  used  as  a  pre- 
paratory department.  The  twenty  acres  cost  $0,000.  This  is  the  Bit- 
Dation  at  present  (October  20,  l>t83). 

THE  CHL'CHKS   OF   BLOOMIXiiTOS. 

The  Preabyterian  Church  of  Bloomington  was  organized  September 
2*>,  1819,  by  Itev.  Isaac  Keed.  the  first  members  being  Henry  Kirkraan, 
Mu-y  Kerkum.  David  11.  Maxwell.  Mary  D.  Maxwell,  John  Keithum, 
Elizabeth  Ketchum,  Elienbeih  Anderson,  Klizabcth  Lucas  and  I'ateey 
baugh.  The  church  ua8  orgHiiized  iit  the  old  lug  court  house  whicn 
stood  where  the  juil  now  <lo«8.  The  fxnt  threp  baptised  were  the  children 
of  Dr.  Maxwell — Murtlia  Ann.  James  Darwin  »ad  Samuel  Fmnklin. 
The  first  regular  minister  was  Rev.  David  C.  Proctor,  who  assumed  tlie 
charge  in  1822,  preaching  three-fourths  of  hia  time  at  Indiiinapolia.  and 
the  remainder  at  BloomingUjn.  In  IM25,  he  was  siic^edcd  by  Rov.  B. 
R.  llalL  Principal  of  the  State  Scfflinurv  (now  ilur  L'nivcniity).  Andrew 
Wylie,  D.  D.,  supplied  tlm  church  from  1830  lo  1884.  He  was  Preai* 
dent  of  the  Indianii  College,  into  which  the  State  Seminary  had  been 
transformed  in  1828.  Rev.  Ratisun  Hawley  served  frnm  1834  to  1841 ; 
Rev.  W.  W.  Martin,  from  1813  to  1845;  Rev.  Atfn-d  Ryors.  from  1845 
to  1847;  Rev.  Uvl  Hnghea.  from  1847  to  18.M  ;  Rev.  Thomas  Alei- 
ander,  from  1851  to  186:J ;  Rev.  F.  H.  Lainl.  from  1856  to  1456 ;  Rev. 
Lowman  Hall,  from  1856  to  1857:  Rev.  T.  M.  Hopkins,  from  1858  to 
|Ht!0;  Rev.  A.  V.  Moore  in  1869.  The  first  church  waa  erected  id 
1826,  and  the  last,  the  present  nne,  iu  1859-63. 

Id  June,  1852,  ihe  Second  Presbyterian  Church  wtis  organized  with 
•  membership  of  eleven,  eight  of  whom  had  been  connected  with  the 
other  church.  Ri*v.  Binliup  becami.-  stutcl  supply  of  the  church,  and  con- 
tinued with  it  until  18l}i.  Rev.  Eliaha  Ballentine.  after  1'''54.  oupplicd 
the  pulpit  during  the  nbfence  of  Hew  Biithop.  Rev.  Ballentiao  eerved 
Crom  1867  to  1869  without  nAsistance. 

Id  April,  1870,  the  First  and  Second  Churvhca   were  united  under 
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the  putonto  of  R«T.  A.  T.  Moore,  and  wore  caIIciI  the  Walnut  Street 
Prfisbyterian  Clinrch.  Tbim  the  cborch  remsinu  at  preeent  with  a  mern- 
bership  of  about  S'OO.  Since  tbe  orguiization  of  the  cburch  ia  L619, 
there  have  been  received  into  its  communion  through  the  First,  Seoood 
ftoil  United  orgsniiiitioDs,  812  membon.  Twelro  miaistcn  of  the  Oospel 
hare  gone  forth  from  the  church. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  Bloomington  is  composed  of 
three  branchea — the  Aannctated  PresbTterian  (Seceder),  the  Aaaociftted 
Reformed  Freebylerien  (Union),  and  the  Reformed  Preebyteriau  (>'.  L. 
OoveiUUiter),  vrhich  were  separately  organized  in  1  "dil,  IHH4  and  1838 
wtpeetirelT.  The  three  branch«  remained  apart  until  1864,  when  tbe 
Associate  Reformed  under  Rev.  William  Tunier  and  the  Associate  under 
Rev.  John  Bryan  came  together  and  formed  the  United  Presbyterian 
conffregation.  In  1869,  the  Reformed  congregation,  under  Rev.  T.  A. 
WyTie,  came  into  the  union.  The  parly  accounts  of  the  separate  branches 
are  meager.  The  memberft  were  mostly  from  North  Carolina,  having  \ei\ 
there  owing  to  their  abhorrence  to  8la7«ry.  They  were  largely  famen  and 
were  scattered  outside  of  the  county  scat.  At  the  time  of  union  the  mem- 
bership was  about  200.  It  is  now  nearly  250.  Their  cbureh,  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  city,  was  built  early  in  the  seventies.  Rev.  W.  F. 
McNary  became  pn«tor  in  1870. 

The  Mcthudista  orgimizud  their  class  ut  Bloomington  in  1830.  and 
built  their  church  about  six  years  later.  Among  tbe  early  members  were 
Joshua  0.  llnwo  and  wife.  Daniel  Kawlins  and  wife,  Benjamin  Preeland 
and  wife,  Samuel  Hardesty  and  wife,  Ebciiezer  ^hepard  and  wife,  Mrs. 
Wright,  Jonathan  Leg;;  and  wife,  Naomi  Otwell  and  family,  James  H. 
King  and  wife,  Abrahitm  Pnuley  and  others.  The  Wrights  did  tbe 
brick  work  on  the  old  clmrch.  Ellas  Ahul  whculed  mortar.  The  build- 
ing cost  about  $000.  In  the  furtii'S,  it  was  sold  to  the  Baptists,  and  in 
the  sixties  to  the  Catholics,  who  yet  own  it.  In  about  184tr,  the  Method- 
ists erected  n  new  church.  Rev.  Owen  was  pastor  at  the  time.  It  was 
the  early  cuetoiu  in  this  church  to  hare  a  door-keeper,  and  instead  of  a 
bell  a  groitt  tin  horn  called  w  the  house  of  worship.  Other  members  in 
early  yearn  were  the  families  of  John  S,  Watts,  Benjamin  Neeld,  J.  D. 
Roberuon.  C.  0.  Ballard.  J.  S.  Jones,  W.  E.  Waugh,  Zimri  Worley, 
John  Henry,  G.  W.  Moore,  J.  W.  Throop,  C.  I'.  Hester.  B.  F.  Crary, 
W.  F.  Browning,  J.  W.  Davis,  Wesley  Roberuon,  ami  other*.  The 
present  church  was  built  about  1873  and  cost  about  $12,000. 

The  Christians,  ur  Campbell ites,  organised  a  class  not  far  ttom  1820, 
and  built  a  church  late  in  the  twenties.  The  familien  of  Haws  Arm- 
strung,  David  Biittercon,  William  Armstrong.  Eli  Lee,  George  Isominger, 
Johnson  McCullough,  D.  C.  Smith,  D.  Ecklea.  J.  W.  Hardin,  John  P. 
Kader.  William  A.  Clark.  Thomas  N.  Willi.am».  D.  F.  Tilford,  and 
many  others  were  members.     They  have  had  two  bouMs  since. 

The  BaptintH  xiarted  a  arnal]  l-|ilss  at  a  little  later  period,  tlie  leading 
members  being  the  J^esters,  the  Stones,  the  Yanoys  and  others.  Tbey 
built  &  brick  church  also,  hut  were  not  as  stronj^  as  the  other  three  de- 
nominations. Iq  1861,  the  following  statistics  of  the  four  churches — 
Methodist.  Presbyterian,  Christliin  and  Baptist — were  ordered  prepared 
by  the  Bloomington  Ministerial  Association  : 
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Couuting  the  oumlwr  from  the  ouuDtrj  attending  tho  sbave  churehM, 
88  &boQt  equal  to  tti«  Atstistica  of  Mr.  Turner's  church,  we  have  in 
Bloomiitgton,  church  Hittings,  2,025;  a.tt«niling  church,  950;  membera, 
€90 ;  prkjer  meetiags,  7  ;  aUeudance,  180 ;  and  in  S&bbath  achool, 
405.  Tailing  the  popuUUon  of  Bloom IngLoa  aa  2,200,  and  counting  of 
this  Dumber  bOO  for  tho  children,  we  hare  as  not  usually  attending  church 
640;  Dot  members  of  church.  900;  children  not  in  Sabbath  school, 
aboat  200.  Surelj,  if  these  Atatistica  approximate  the  truth,  tbere  la 
much  ground  still  lo  he  occupied. 

Other  religious  ctaAses  hare  been  organized  rince  then.  The  Calb- 
f^ica  have  a  small  organization,  and  have  a  biuidsome  briek  oburch  west 
of  the  railroad,  od  Sixth  street.  The  colored  people  hare  two  small  brick 
churches  in  the  city.  Bloomington  miy  be  compared  to  Oberlia,  Ohio, 
in  the  number  of  it4  colored  populatioa,  and  in  many  other  respects — 
Buoh  OS  churchea  and  schools.  The  city  oontains  orer  100  colored  peo- 
pie,  nMj  of  whom  are  well  edaeaied  and  well  maanered. 
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TlMUBa,  SOIL,  BTO. 

THSBE  ia  no  better  soil  in  tJie  county  than  in  «ome  portions  of  Perry 
Township.  That  fine,  small  stream.  Clear  Creek,  haa  its  source  with- 
ID  its  limits ;  and  along  many  of  the  smaller  branohos  are  heavy  deposits  of 
mingled  silic«  and  alluvium,  which  conatitute  the  basis  of  the  very  beat 
soil  for  all  the  cereals,  and  for  grass— especially  timothy  and  clover,  the 
staple  graasea  of  the  Mississippi  Valley.  Tbere  is  no  better  soil  in  the 
Sute  for  wheat  than  in  a  few  places   in  Perry  Township ;  but  corn  re- 

Suirci  more  alluvium  than  the  t^urfnce  generally  afTorils,  though  here  and 
]ere  are  fields  which  much  rpst-iuble  the  hiack  corn-fields  uf  Illinois, 
Iowa  and  Northern  Misaouri.  Springs  of  good  water  abound.  Id  the 
eastern  part,  a  few  are  slightly  impregnated  with  sulphur.  As  the  mrty 
aettlers  did  not  have  wella  a«  we  do  now,  they  usually  located  where  aome 
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good  vpring  protoued  &n  Kbundant  aapply  of  good  water.      Fenj  had 
many  of  thcM  springs. 

TIIK    KEMINAKY    TOWNSHIP. 

Township  8  north,  Range  1  weat,  was  one  of  two  in  the  StaW  of 
Indiana,  devoted  b;  Lefislaiive  CQactuient  to  special  school  parposes. 
Tfaft  Indiana  State  Univcniitj  was  then  unknown,  and  its  fiittire  place  iti 
the  social  Hirstem  of  humanity  was  unthought  of.  In  the  jear  1820.  the 
General  Atu«embly  of  Indiana,  tn  pursuance  of  an  act  of  Coogrese,  selected 
two  full  CongreasioDal  townships — one  in  Gibson  Conoty,  and  the  other 
in  Monroe  County — to  be  used  in  foonding  and  maioiaining  two  State 
Seminaries.  Tbe  scleclioii  was  laade  through  liie  medium  of  commissions 
appointed  hy  the  State  Legislature,  such  officers  being  reauired  to  locate 
the  townships,  and  carry  into  effect  other  prorifiions  apecined.  This  was 
done.  Perry  Township,  or  as  it  was  only  known  then,  Townahip  8  oorth, 
Riinge  I  wwtt,  being  the  one  selected  in  Monroe  C«iinty.  Trustees  were 
appninted  to  Huporiutend  the  erection  of  the  iiecessarv  seminary  baildinga 
— two.  one  for  the  school,  and  the  other  for  the  Wincipal  to  occupy. 
This  work  was  done  in  1822,  four  sections  of  land  on  the  north  side  of 
the  township  being  reserved  for  the  grounds,  etc.,  of  the  seminary,  llie 
sections  thus  reserved  were  all  of  Xo.  4.  No.  5.  the  west  half  of  No,  3, 
the  east  half  of  No.  6.  the  west  half  of  No.  9,  and  the  east  half  of  No.  8, 
making  in  all  four  full  sections.  These  sections  were  reserved  from 
sale,  and  s^juatters  were  not  permitted  to  make  improTements,  such  as 
clearing  the  land,  erecting  buildings,  planting  crops,  etc  It  wss 
different,  however,  on  the  remainder  of  the  township.  Tbe  dtizens 
were,  of  course,  aware  that  at  some  future  day  the  lands  of  tlie  towniihip, 
except  perhaps  the  reserved  sections,  would  bo  thrown  into  market  und 
sold  in  parcels  to  suit  puirhft^ers  for  the  liighest  price  that  could  t>o 
obtained.  None  of  the  land  was  remote  from  the  county  acat,  and  nioch 
of  it  wss  near,  and,  in  addition,  the  rapid  growth  of  Bloomingtua, 
the  location  of  a  State  Seminary  there  and  the  appearance  of  educa- 
tors and  citixeiift  of  unusual  culture,  caused  the  soil  of  rerry  Township  to 
be  greatly  coveied,  and  early  in  the  twenties  its  bounds  were  invaded  by 
SQ  army  of  eager  si)usttcrH,  who,  rcganlkt^s  of  the  fact  that  they  had  no 
right  there,  went  to  work  erecting  buildings  in  which  to  live,  cutting 
down  the  forests  to  get  fields  fi>r  agriculture,  constructing  mills,  etc.,  etc., 
as  if  the  land  were  already  their  legal  property.  The  years  passed,  but 
still  the  lands  remained  unsold,  thou^fh  quite  numerously  occupied.  The 
sqaatteri;  continuously  clamored  for  tlie  sale  to  be  ma^e,  and  at  last,  in 
1827,  the  Letcinlature  provided  for  the  appralHement  of  the  land  and  for 
ita  ftppearunce  in  market.  TIiih  caused  the  si^uatters  to  become  aazioos. 
Several  of  them  had  made  quite  extensive  improvemeats  in  clearing  and 
bnilding,  and  the  sale  mpant  that  their  claims  should  be  subjected  to  the 
competitive  bids  of  speculators,  prospective  residents  and  themselves.  The 
specuIiklerB,  for  instance,  could  bid  on  a  squatter's  claim,  and,  if  willing 
to  buy  the  improvements  which  the  taw  of  pre-emption  required  of  him, 
could  run  the  farm  above  the  price  which  the  squatter  himself  was  willing 
or  able  to  give,  and  could  secure  the  home  of  the  settler  in  spite  of  sll 
tliat  he  could  do.  Nothing  serious,  however,  was  duue,  though  there  was 
some  sharp  competition  for  trncte  of  land  of  superior  quality,  or  of  favor*

The  poorcflt  land,  claa^  S,  could  not  1>d  sold  for  Icaa  than  the  Govern- 
ment price  of  $1.25  per  acre,  and  mif^ht  be  aold  for  any  amount  above 
tbai  figure.  A  minimum  price  was  also  Sted  for  the  first  and  second 
elMwa-  The  sale  began  in  October  (the  sections  and  parts  of  sectiona 
marked  reserved  in  the  plat  not  b«ing  subject  to  sale),  and  during 
the  retnainder  of  that  year  [1827)  the  folloninj;  men  became  purchasers:

After  the  first  rush, 
le  sale  languished  and  foil  hack  to  its  place  with  the  remainder  of  the 
eouDty.  The  land  was  not  subject  to  entry  in  the  usual  way  at  the  land 
offices.     It  was  under  the  control  of  a  special  Commissioner  who  waa  em- 
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powered  to  oegotttte  the  traoifen.    James  Borl&ad  was  for  a  peri«d  of 
jeara  this  Commusioner.

Frerioo*  to  1880,  the  townabip  remained  attached  to  Btootnington 
Township  for  election  and  jadicial  parponee,  bat  at  the  Utt«r  date  it  wan 
giren  a  separate  orgaaisalion  and  waa  named  in  honor  of  Commodore 
Perry,  the  author  oi  the  famous  message.  "  We  have  met  the  eaemy  and 
the;  are  oars,*' referring  to  his  victory  on  Lake  Erie.  Klectiona  were 
ordered  held  at  the  bouse  of  Benjamin  Kenton,  for  two  Justices  of  the 
Peace-  Mr.  Kenton  was  appointed  Inspector ;  Jesse  Davis  and  Geor^ 
A.  Hitter,  Overseers  of  (he  Poor;  Solomon  Butcher  and  Finney  Court- 
ney, Pence  Viewers.  The  first  election  was  held  on  the  26th  of  Mav^ 
1880.

The  country  schools  of  Perry  have  been  as  a  rule  superior  to  che 
_  in  Monroe  County.  This  is  due,  in  &  large  mewure,  to  the  in- 
1ig«Qce  of  tbe  oitiBens,  and  to  tlio  prtaeaoe  of  tti«  State  Univorsity  ia 
th«  northern  part.  The  question  of  education  waa  brought  directly  co 
their  door  and  appealed  to  their  better  judgmeat.  Country  nchools  vere 
taujfht  in  tbtitwenties^-one  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Pauleys'  and  one  in  the 
BOHlhwestern  corner.  Two  houses  were  built  in  ilie  thirties,  and  one  or 
two  more  in  the  forties.  By  1854  or  1S'}5,  not  less  than  five  houses 
■vtcTo  standing,  in  which  echool  was  tiiu»;ht  regularly^-one  on  Section  '2, 
suother  on  Section  14,  another  on  '20,  another  on  '27  and  another  on  29. 
If  reports  are  correct,  hU  were  log  hoHsea.  The  patrons  of  the  school  on 
Section  2  were  the  ElemphilU,  Currra,  Ilarbinnnn,  Smiths,  We«tbreolcs 
0t  ai.  The  patrone  of  the  school  on  Section  20  were  the  Snodgroasea,  the 
Perings,  the  CanerSr  the  Mnlher^,  the  Rhorers,  the  Hoovers,  the  Finleys, 
et  al.  Tho  Nichola,  CatapbcllB,  Dilluuiis.  Rborcrs,  Moffitn,  RIakelys, 
Rosan,  Searaeti.  etc.,  sent  to  the  house  on  Section  29.  The  MoSits,  the 
Adamaee,  the  Fallertonf,  the  Halls,  the  Butchers,  the  BoruBii,  the  Tates, 
the  Millers,  the  Lucai^eH.  the  Siocos  nnd  others  sent  to  the  tittle  house 
on  Section  27.  The  Rogcraca,  the  Houstous,  tho  Snoddjd,  the  Ilcmp- 
hilU,  the  Krviiu,  the  Serviee.  the  Shivldses,  the  Moores,  etc.,  sent  Ui  the 
hooM  on  Section  14.  Since  the  d«cade  of  the  fifties  the  schools  of  Perry 
have  kept  puce  with  the  development  of  the  township  and  the  county. 
There  arc  now  eight  houses,  and  more  of  them  are  brick  than  in  any 
other  township  of  the  county.  The  following  table  shows  the  teachera  of 
18S0~81,  tho  number  of  tho  school  diatrict,  the  onutnoration  in  each  school 
(not  the  enumeration  in  each  district)  and  the  kind  of  housee  :

StIRrACK  rSATVRES  AND  OBOLOOY. 

THE  chief  natural  oharacteriscic  of  Bean  RIoHSora  TowDship  i*  the 
rough,  precipitous  and  stooj  appearaace  of  the  ooantry.  Oul- 
croppings  of  fine  stone  ar«  seen  all  along  Bean  Blossom  Cre«k  aud  in 
rcmoti)  portiunB  of  tbc  tonnabip.  Tb«  stream  above  mentioned  estvn  the 
towuship  from  the  east  side,  about  two  miles  from  t)i«  southeast  corner, 
and  takes  a  northerly  course,  emptying  into  White  River,  which  fonoa  a 
portion  of  the  northwestern  boundarv.  No  portion  of  Indiana  furnishes 
a  [Qore  superior  quality  of  limestone.  Tbe  stone  belongs  to  the  Warsaw 
division  of  the  Lower  St.  Louis  Grou|>,  and  known  by  the  local  name  of 
Atntrican  tnurblc.  It  it  light  grav  with  bluish  slre^ks,  and  is  susceptible 
of  a  high  polish.  Manj  thouannuji  of  tons  of  this  and  other  varieties  of 
limestone,  noticeftbly  the  kind  so  rich  in  the  smaller  speciee  of  fossiU, 
are  quarried  annually  and  shipped  to  all  portions  of  this  and  neighboring 
States.  Within  the  liwt  nix  or  eight  years,  the  fivciiitles  for  quarrying 
stoue  have  been  wonderfully  improved,  mt  that  now  blocks  of  oaormous 
tiu  and  great  value  arft  lifted  out^  mvrod  by  st«am  into  any  shape  and 
size,  and InodeJ  with  tho  greatest  c^isc  on  cars  for  tranaportAtion.  The 
"American  marble"  is  used  extensively  for  local  monuments,  affording  a 
cheap,  durable-and  beautiful  means  of  marking  the  loat  resting-place  of 
the  dcfttl.  The  geological  section  at  Big  Creek  Quarry,  about  one  mile 
west  of  Stiiicsviile,  where  the  best  uiarbtu  is  obtaini'd,  ia  aa  follows :

'  The  earlv  »etilement  ia  so  remote  that  il  a  diOiciUc  to  get  at  with  anj 
degree  of  reliability.  The  entries  of  land  were  oarlj,  but  many  of  the 
heuvieat  purchasers  wen.*  speculators  who  did  not  expect  to  reside  in  the 
townHhip.  but  afterward,  from  time  to  time,  sold  to  those  who  located  per- 
aianentl^f.  John  Fullen  bought  all  of  Section  4,  t%s  -lOon  &S  the  land  was 
thrown  into  market  in  ISld.  Nathaniel  Gilbert,  who  became  a  rei«ident 
soon  afterward,  bought  a  tract  in  1816,  od  Section  IS.  He  was  one  of 
the  6r8t  settlers  in  the  township,  iT  not  the  first.  John  McCormick,  a 
8pe<^nlator,  bought  tracts  on  several  sections,  in  1816,  and  during  a  few 
of  the  ancceediiig  rears.  Hugh  Barnes,  another  very  early  resident  of  the 
township,  bought  on  Section  20,  in  ISLtj,  and  Ahner  Kvans,  who  is  eaid 
by  several  old  settlers  to  have  been  the  first  permanent  settler  of  Beao 
BloMom  Toiraship,  located  duriug  the  some  year  on  Section  21.  He 
built  a  saw-mill  on  Jack's  Defeat  Creek,  at  a  very  early  day — probably 
as  early  as  1819,  which  was  operated  by  him  for  a  number  of  years. 
Arrhitmld  Wood,  who  did  not  live  in  the  township,  bought  several  tracts 
Quite  early — several  in  1816.  Jonathan  Qilberl  bought  not  only  on 
Section  1-%  in  iStli,  but  on  Section  22  as  well.  Ho  was  a  prominent 
citixen  in  early  years.  C.  &  F.  Bullctt  and  Fetters  &  Hughs,  speculators, 
bought  several  tracts  at  au  early  day.  Julius  ^Toodward  bought  on  Seo- 
tion  '■i*2,  as  early  as  lt}16,  and  William  Millikao  on  Section  M  during 
the  same  year.  MillJkan  built  a  saw  mill  early,  which  he  operated  a 
leriM  of  years.  Traces  of  the  old  d&m  arc  yet  visible,  a.  memento  of  the 
«Brly  times.  William  Kelso  bought  on  Section  34  in  1816,  and  soon 
afterward  became  a  resident.  John  Bigger  bought  on  Section  35,  the 
same  year,  but  whether  he  became  a  resident  cannot  be  stated.  Jonathan 
Lindley  who  did  become  a  resident,  secorfd  a  piece  of  land  on  Section  St 
in  1816.     Phineaa  Stevens  became  a  land-holder  on  the  same  section  the 
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following  jmr.  Sivtnuel  Jenmngs  slao  boaglit  on  Section  86  in  1S16. 

Id  ISli,  Robert  Blair  bvitgfat 
land  on  Section  ir>;  F.  V.  Hal),  »n  Section  11;  Jnmn  B«ile;,  on  S«o- 
lion  28 ;  Wiltium  Puett,  boaglit  on  Section  2.^ ;  Mosea  Slaughter,  on  the 
same  section  ;  Nathaniel  Clark,  on  Section  26,  and  John  Kays,  on  Sec- 
tion 86.  In  1818,  the  entries  were  as  follows:  I»anc  V.  Buskirk,  oa 
■Section  5;  William  Ray,  on  Section  2G.  John  Burton  purcha»«d  a 
piece  of  land  on  Section  »  in  1819.  He  became  one  of  the  most  promi- 
nent and  intltiential  citizens  of  the  township.  He  founded  the  town  of 
Mt.  Tabor,  e«tabtiiihed  the  first  grist  and  saw  mttl  there,  and  w&n  actively 
engaged  in  the  early  bielory  of  the  village.  More  of  thia  will  be  foand 
farther  on  in  thia  chapter.  Tliere  does  not  seem  to  have  been  a  singl* 
tract  purchased  in  tbo  township  in  1820.  In  18'2I,  the  following  en- 
tries were  made:  William  Burton  on  Section  2:  Francis  Evaiia  on  the 
BMne  section  ;  Anthony  R«««eon  Section  18;  John  Moore  on  Section  30, 
Reuben  Loving  bi>nght  on  Section  2  in  1824 ;  Simon  Lindley  on  the  uime 
sootion  the  same  year.  John  Lemon  bought  on  Section  8  the  same  year. 
Juhn  BuriOD  secured  an  additional  tract  on  Section  11,  in  1824,  and 
William  Burton  increased  his  farm  by  a  purchase  on  Section  2,  in  1822. 
Charles  Devore  settled  on  Section  IT  in  L823.  L.  L  Waldron  bought  a 
tract  on  Section  ID  in  1825,  and  has  since  been  a  resident  of  the  town- 
ship. William  Puett  bought  on  Section  19  in  1827,  and  John  Summit 
on  the  same  section  in  1828.  Nicholas  Whieenand  and  Solomon 
Teagae  bought  on  Sections.  20  and  21.  respectively,  in  1827,  and  lieory 
Rittel  on  Section  21  in  1826.  Alexander  Wilson  bought  on  Section  27 
the  latter  year.  W.  0.  Stanaberry  purcliused  a  tract  on  Section  29  in 
182-1,  and  George  Sharp  and  Artnalead  Puett  on  Section  80  the  name 
year.  In  18'i8,  Henry  Hopewell  bought  on  Section  83,  and  in  1826 
Martin  Wampler  on  Section  86.  David  Bight  bought  on  Section  32 
in  1829;  Joseph  Wampler  on  Section  80.  in  1826;  Gilbert  Lytton  on 
Section  28,  in  1828 ;  Ssmael  H&ruock,  who  is  said  by  some  to  have  been 
the  first  settler  in  the  township,  on  Section  16,  in  1830.  John  L.  Ash- 
baugh,  another  very  early  settler  and  prominent  man,  on  Section  16,  in 
1831  ;  John  BUin  on  Section  16  in  1830;  Henry  Wallace  on  Section  9,  in 
1829 ;  Richard  Shirley  on  Section  6,  in  1829;  Peter  Abel  on  Section  8, 
in  1826;  Benjamin  Uttcrback  on  Suction  2,  in  1829;  Andrew  Rohinnm 
on  Section  I,  in  18'i6,  and  John  Barton  ou  the  same  section  in  1828. 
These  were  the  only  entries  prior  to  18fJ0.  The  names  of  all  the  early 
residents,  however,  have  not  been  given. 

ANBCDOTBS. 

Old  Daniel  MoHolland,  who  settled  in  the  vicinity  of  Ketchum's 
Mills.  ID  Clear  Creek  Township,  in  the  year  1815.  and  who  was  probably 
the  first  white  mai\  to  bring  his  wife  and  family  to  the  county  of  Monroe, 
became  a  resident  of  Bean  Blossom  Township  at  an  early  day.  He  was 
a  jovial  old  fiddler  of  exceptional  bookwoode  skill,  and  officiated  in  the 
capacitv  of  orchestra  at  many  an  early  dance  in  the  township.  His 
uusiciu  proclivity  was  too  preponderant  for  fiuunciul  aucci»s.  Ho  owned 
no  land  and  was  content  with  enough  to  eat  and  wear  so  long  as  his  fiddle 
could  be  played  upon,     lie  paeaed  away  with   the  old  times.     At  the 
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When  tlie  weather  wa» 
foul  weather  they  took 
enough  to  stand  aloos.

rlj  s«tt1em«Qt  of  the  townsliip,  beora  were  qaite  namerous  and  several 
wtr*  kilk«i.  Thomaa  Allon  killpd  seversl.  and  wns  n  ftimous  hunter  of 
door.  A  miin  immv<l  Wrightnill  kill«J  a  Ijcar  in  182y  or  1830  nouth- 
esHt  of  Stineaville.  Up  waa  hunting  in  lliv  wouihi  nitli  Ills  doga  anit  sua- 
ceeded  in  treeing  the  bear  in  a  large  sycamore.  He  wan  a  good  shot, 
and  brought  it  down  at  the  first  lire.  The  ground  was  so  soft  under  the 
tree  that  the  falling  aniuinl  made  a  deep  indentation  which  reinnined  there 
for  a  year  or  more.  The  marks  of  the  bear's  claws  on  the  bark  of  the 
tree  could  be  scon  there  for  scvoral  yare,  Thomas  Wilson  was  another 
Kkillful  bear  hunl«r.  At  an  early  daj',  he  went  ap  to  die  vieinity  of 
Baker  Township,  Morgan  County,  where  he  encamped  in  the  hallow 
trunk  of  an  enormous  syeatnore  tree  which  was  yet  standing,  and  re- 
mained there  for  a  week  or  more,  traversing  the  surrounding  country  for 
bears  He  kill^  four  or  fire,  it  is  said,  some  under  rather  thrilling  cir- 
cumstances, besides  numerouij  deer  Pavid  Ellett  killed  bears  in  Bean 
Blossom  Township,  it  is  naiU.  Coleman  Puett  shot  one  near  the  south- 
east c«>rner  of  the  township  during  the  twenties.  Jerry  Devore  crippled 
one  west  of  Scinesville  in  later  year^,  but  the  animal  succeeded  in  elad* 
ing  all  pursuit.  Old  man  McHnlland  was  an  experienced  trapper  and 
deer  hunter.  He  killed  many  of  the  latter  animals  in  the  township. 
The  hides  were  worth  from  25  certa  to  ?1  each,  and  were  largely 
oted  for  "breochiw"  by  the  earliest  wotllera. 
fair,  they  were  good  enough,  bm  in  rainy  or 
water  like  a  blanltet.  and  when  dried  were  stiff 
Then  it  was  laughable  to  see  the  old  settlers  draw  them  on.  The 
diet  '■  of  the  deer  were  worth  about  the  same  as  the  hides.  The  venison 
was  dry  and  required  lard  in  which  to  be  cooked  before  being  palatable. 
The  old  nettJen  much  preferred  fat  and  lean  pork,  combined,  to  any  other 
meat  that  they  could  get.  The  Baileys  and  the  Turners  and  others  were 
skillful  deer  hunters.  It  is  said  tliat  one  of  the  Baileys  once  had  a  fight 
with  a  wounded  deer,  and  had  the  clothing  nearly  all  torn  from  bis  boidy, 
besides  receiving  numcrou:^  bruises  from  the  sharp  hoofs  and  antlers 
before  he  vanquished  the  enraged  animal.

MT,  TABOR. 
The  most  important  feature  of  Bean  Blossom  Township  in  early  years 
was  the  village  of  Me.  Tabor.  There  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  this 
▼illftjte  when  it  was  the  lea^ling  commercial  center  of  Monroe  County,  as 
far  a?  grain  and  live  stock  were  concerned.  The  town  wan  the  important 
place  before  any  town  was  there,  if  that  a  not  an  ambiguous  statement.  . 
Ah  early  as  18'20,  Jolin  Burton  erected  a  saw  mill  there  on  a  dam  which 
he  constructed,  and  about  the  same  time,  or  perhaps  a  little  later,  he  also 
began  grinding  corn  and  wheat,  though  tho  bolting  of  the  tatter  wai  done 
by  hand.  These  continued  to  operate  with  a  wide  and  useful  patronage 
for  several  years  before  any  other  buildings  were  erected.  It  is  said  that 
about  182.%  Jnme.1  Turner  and  JelTeninn  Wamplor  ejitablii<hed  blacksmith 
shopfl  there,  though  probably  not  at  tlic  same  time.  William  Elicit 
opened  the  first  sulosroora  ihcro  as  early  as  1828.  in  the  shape  of  what 
later  generations  would  dcmoninate  "a  saloon."  He  sold  whisky  and 
other Icimls  of  lii]uor,  and  within  a  year  began  to  sell  from  a  small  stock 
of  grooeriea.     He  remained  but  a  few  yeara.

In  April,  1628.  the  village  was  properlir  laiii  out  ftnd  recorded  at  the 
count;  9«at.  W.  D.  MoCnIloagh  was  the  aurrejor.  Stxtr-aJx  lots  wera 
Uiit  oat  oQ  the  north  side  of  the  creek,  sod  the  old  plat  shows  the  bridg«, 
the  aaw-mill  and  the  grtst-mill. 

In  I82t^,  Jatnee  Gilbert  began  celling  liquor  there,   aa  did    Andrew 
Watnplor.      It  i»  likely  that  lh<f»H  men  wi-re  nut  there  at   the  same  time. 
The  Brst  store  of  any  ontieqiience  was  opened  hy  Parks  k  HJte  in  1829, 
or  perhaps  1830,  and  during  the  tatter  year  Hezekiah  k  David  Wampler 
opened  a  combinc'd  liquor  establishment  and  gruoerf.     Salooos  at  that 
day  were  ealtcd  groceries,  itnd  usually  comprised  groceries  aa   we   know 
thorn  and    liquora  which    were  cluased  as  "  wet   grooerieA."     The  name 
MdooD  was  never  applied  to  such  houaes.    About  tliis  time  William  Ellete 
also  sold  a  small  amount  or  merchandise.     In    18^1.  Etiett  &   Kirkham 
were  engaged    in  the  jjrocery  buaine^H   together.      In    18&2,    H«sekiah 
Wampler  brought  on  a  stock  of  general  merchandise,  which  bo  continued 
to  increase  aa  the  years  passed,  until  he  had  the  lurgeat  stock,  it  is  said, 
io   the  village.     John    8.  Barnes  started  a  atore  in  13S4,  and  Qidvon 
Walker  a  grocer)'  the  same  year.    Parks  &.  Ilite  were  yet  in  hasincss  with 
a  lar^e  stock  and  an  iocreasing  trade.     The  Wamplera  were  similarly 
situated.     John    Bennett    began    to  sell  goods   in  1835.     J.  K.  Hemp, 
hill   wag  also  in  business   in  the   town   about  this  time.      AfWr  this 
came    Wampler,    Shelburn    k    Dunning,  in     1886 :    Ellett   k    narnea, 
1837;  William   Hit«,   1^39;  James  Whitesill,    184] 
IMI;  A.   W.   Hill.  1848;    W.    J.    Sparka.    184.1; 
1847    (the    Wamplera,    Sparks.    Whitesill.    Hill,    et 
bunineaa);  (Jeorge  L.  and  Milton  Brown,  1848;  William  Hou8lon,'l848 ; 
John  C.  Mays,  1849;  Parks  &  Egbert,    184U ;    Sparks  &  Davis,    1849, 
■nd  others  later  and  on.  until  about  the  time  of  the  La.<tt  war,   wlien   Levi 
Kean  kept  store,  the  last  one  in  the  village.     William  Chamberi  was'  hi 
early  wheelwright.     The  Povey   Brothers  ma<le  ijiiite  a  number  of  hats 
from  lambs'  wool,  which  were  bought  in  the  nurroiindinj;  country. 

Id  aboat  1328  or  1820,  Samuel  Hnruock  b'jught  the  old  Burton  saw 
mill  and  grist  mill,  and  rebuilt  both  on  a  much  larger  and  better  scale. 
He  al»o  greatly  improved  the  old  dum.  until  au  excellent  water-pnwer 
was  obtained.  Witliin  a  year  or  two,  he  sold  out  to  Parks,  Shetburn  k 
Hitc,  and  in  1831  Gideon  Walker  bought  a  half  interest.  Other  changes 
were  afterward  made.  The  old  gri.it  mill  had  a  very  large  local  trade, 
and  in  addition  nhipped  by  boat  to  the  Southern  markets  large  quantities 
of  good  tioar.  In  the  thirties,  and  duriii:;  about  all  of  the  forties,  largo 
quantities  of  produce  were  aent  South  by  Nathan  Hill,  Parks  k  Egbert, 
Wampler  &  Co..  W.  J.  Sparks  and  othera.  Aa  high  a.<i  5,000  hog«  were 
slangfatered  there  in  one  season,  and  shipped  down  the  river.  Fn  the 
■pring  of  the  year.  White  River  rose  so  high  that  back  water  on  Bean 
Blossom  Creek  roRe  in  the  town  of  Mc.  Tubor  to  u  sufficient  depth  to 
float  boat«.  It  is  said  that  when  a  frcahet  would  occur,  a  fiut-boot  woald 
ht  constructed  hurriedly,  loaded  with  pork,  flour,  corn  and  wheat,  aud 
sent  down  the  stream.  There  was  but  little,  if  any,  current  in  the  oreek, 
so  that  the  boats  were  paled  d<iwn  to  the  river  current,  after  which  the 
hand  labor  was  over  until  the  deHtinntton  was  reached.  As  high  aa  Gf- 
l««n  boat  loads  were  nent  from  Mt.  Tabor  in  one  season;  and  the  setiaoQ, 
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Sparks  k  Devia, 
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be  H  remembered,  wu  only  during  the  Oood  of  the  flpringg.  Dr 
Wttlker  said  he  went  nine  times  to  Nei*  Orlekni  with  Qnl-boatB.  and 
Mfttthi«8  B«rrT  went  thirteen  times.  Lute  in  the  forties,  it  is  utd.  Mr. 
Hill  introduced  stoitm  into  bis  pork  ptoking  house.  Co  scald  the  eUugfa- 
tered  iwine  and  operati*  the  machinery  for  hoiating.  The  trade  of  Sfl. 
Tabor  extended  far  beyond  Bloomington.  It  is  Stid  that  IleiMjIciab 
Wanipler  shipped  the  first  bo«t  load  of  pork,  grain  and  provisions  down 
the  river  about  1836.  N^oah  Stine  owned  and  conducted  a  large  cooper 
shop,  where  scores  of  barrels  were  mttde  for  the  piirk  packers  and  the 
grist  mill-  Mr.  Turner  wm  an  experienced  gutisaiiih,  and  had  a  hig 
shop.  Mr.  Chaniliera  luanufacturvd  all  kirnhi  of  spinning  wheelx  and 
reels.  Am'^den,  ilatterbaugh  &.  Coffin  manufactured  wheat  laoa  for  ■ 
few  year?,  beginning  about.  183ti.  They  employed  as  hiffh  as  twenty-fire 
ncn,  and  kept  fi>tir  peddlerB,  with  wagons,  on  the  road  all  the  time ;  this 
was  a  very  large  and  important  business.  David  Wumpler  oondncted  on 
extensive  tannery.  The  well-known  Jndge  Eckles  was  married  in  Mu 
Tabor,  Of  course  tiiu  citizvua  gave  him  an  ohi-fashionod  charivari.  A 
number  of  tin  pana  and  bells  were  (utiiened  to  the  machinery  in  the  old 
saw  mill;  the  water  was  then  turned  on,  luid  the  Judge  to  be  was  than* 
varied  by  machinery.  The  Judge  will  furnish  farther  deuils  upon  re- 
uuest.  The  village  was  at  its  beet  from  1835  to  1862.  and  probably  did 
tne  largest  business  early  in  the  forties.  Itt)  highest  population  was  about 
850.  William  Ilile  wu  tlie  Erst  Poetmadtar.  Nathan  lUII  and  F.  ti. 
Hite  succeeded  him.  Among  the  earliest  rtsideriia  were  John  Burton, 
Samuel  Ilsi'tsock,  WilUam  Ifite,  F.  G.  Ilite.  llezekiah  Wampler,  David 
Wampler,  John  Cox,  David  Keizer.  Widow  Godsey,  William  Ellctt.  A 
man  named  Moody  conducted  a  tailor  shop  there  in  about  1832  ;  Edward 
Blletl  succeeded  him.  and  G.  W.  Hoya  succeeded  Kllett.  There  has 
been  nothing  on  the  site  of  the  old  village  for  several  years,  except  the 
old  mills  and  a  residence  or  two.  The  buay  business  housen.  the  thronged 
etreets  and  the  buildings  have  dit^appeared.  In  looking  at  the  lite  of  the 
old  village,  one  is  reminded  of  the  linen  of  Goldsmith  :

STDIBSVILLB. 

This  village  owe»iti  origin  to  the  ^ew  Albany  Railroad.  It  was  laid 
out  by  Eo-iebius  Stlne,  owner,  and  John  J.  Poynter.  surveyor^  in  1855, 
on  the  southeast  quarter  of  Section  17.  and  consieted  of  114  Iota,  15  of 
which  were  on  the  west  side  of  the  railroad.  The  village  began  to  grow 
slowly,  but  received  quite  an  impetus  when  the  Virginia  Company  began 
(|uarrying  American  marble  west  on  Big  Creek.  Samuel  Briscoe  prob- 
ably started  the  first  store.  John  MeUenry  &  Son  came  with  goods 
within  a  few  years.  James  Williams  sold  goods  for  a  short  time.  Mr. 
Matheny  voa  prnhably  next,  and  James  Shell  next.  Thomas  Riggs  waa 
in  soon  ufterward.  C.  C.  Dunn  came  in  a  few  years  ago  and  is  there 
now.  David  Miller  oDened  a  store  four  or  five  years  ago,  and  is  yet  in 
business.  Tliu  linil  hotel  was  opened  by  WUttam  Eoaton.  who  has  re- 
mained with  it  siuce.  Dr.  MuUinix  was  probably  the  first  physician.  Drt. 
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AIlcD  an<I  Greer  mre  practiciae  at  present.  John  McIIijnTT  was  the 
&r»t  Po^tma^tfr.  James  Greer  13  the  present  acent  of  Bratiior  Jonnthan. 
Ite  onnvr  of  the  town  was  probably  tn«  first  blackainitb.  John  Bimton 
was  the  first  ihoe-makcr.  Frank  Ashbaugli  has  b«en  the  ahiM-mitker  for 
•boat  twentT  jears.  Emwbias  Stinc  built  the  first  saw  mill  at  the  vil- 
lage- He  uso  bnilt  a  amall  grist  mill.  These  buildings  were  erected 
long  before  the  town  Btnited  into  being.  Amon£  the  rarljr  residents  at 
Stinesviilc  were  EuRebius  Stine,  aft^r  whom  the  village  was  namfnl,  Sam- 
uel Bri:ico.  Tliomu8  Wilson,  Charles  Miller,  Frank  Ashbaugli.  Mr.  Math- 
env,  JackHon  Ilile,  William  Easton,  Goorgo  Pugh  and  their  raniilie>s,  and 
others.  The  great  feature  of  the  villa^  during  the  paet  fire  or  six 
TMra  is  the  limeetone  interest.  Two  or  three  oompanies  from 
Terre  Haute,  and  one  or  two  from  other  cities,  are  quarrying  and  sawing 
and  ahipping  large  i^uantiiies  of  excellent  limestone. 

scnooLe. 

The  fint  school,  it  is  said,  vat)  taught  in  the  Putnam  neighborhood, 
about  the  year  1828.  b^v  a  Mr.  Taylor.  Thv  huujte  nas  a  rcetdence  of 
losa,  that  had  been  VHCated.  and  wa«  then  used  for  several  years  for 
Mwool  purposes.  A  wchool  wtus  started  aboat  the  same  time  in  the  north- 
cm  part  near  the  Duskirks.  By  l^<it>,  there  were  rourcet«bli<ihed  achooU 
in  the  township— one  east  of  Moimt  Tnhor,  one  west  of  Mount  Tabor, 
one  a  mile  and  n  half  south  of  Stine^tviUe,  and  the  fourth  about  three 
milea  southeut  of  StinesviUe.  Of  course  the  four  houses  were  of  logs. 
In  1846,  the  number  of  districts  bad  been  increa«e<l  to  five  or  six.  in 
IS.'Sd,  schoolhooswii  were  standing  on  Bectioos  2,  12,  Just  sooth  of 
Mount  Tabor,  7,  two  houses  on  Section  29,  and  23.  Since  that  day,  the 
schools  hare  been  greatlv  improved.  Mount  Tabor  hud  no  schoolliou^te 
but  sent  to  the  countrj  houses.  The  building  about  a  (juartcr  of  a  mile 
south  was  the  principal  one,  and  this  was  at  firdt  a»ed  also  bjr  the  chil- 
dren of  Stineaville.  Twelve  or  fifteen  years  ago,  a  schoolbouse  was  built 
in  the  latter  town.  About  five  years  ago.  the  building  was  burned  and 
another,  which  in  yet  uned.  was  erected  the  same  year.  Three  famous 
Uacbcrs  during  the  decade  of  thirties  were  Euscbius,  Burnneus  and 
Ambrose  Hinkle,  brothers,  sons  of  a  wealthy  slavc-boMer  of  Tennessee, 
and  young  men  of  fine  manners,  finished  e<iucaiion  and  among  the  mn.it 
perfect  disciplinarians  ever  tn  charge  of  schools  in  the  towD)<hip.  Euse- 
Diiis,  the  elder,  was  a  Liithcnkn  minister,  and  often  preached  in  GermuD 
to  members  of  his  church  who  could  not  understand  Englitth  very  well. 
The  morning  sermon  was  in  German,  and  the  evening  scnaon  iti  En- 
glish. Tho  broth««  were  single  men,  (bough  the  elder  married  one  of 
the  fair  daughters  of  the  townsJnp.  Thvsc  bruihors  were  in  such  demand 
to  take  charge  uf  the  schools  that  comparatively  large  amounts  were 
raided  by  subscription  in  addition  to  the  stinted  amount  furnished  by  the 
•ehrtol  fuml,  to  pay  them  for  tliwir  serrtces.  They  introduowl  grammar, 
Onitud  States  History  and  algebra  into  tleir  schools,  and  created  an 
ioieresi  iu  improved  and  advanced  eduaition  that  had  a  marked  bencli- 
ciat  effect  upon  all  the  surrounding  schools.  Clinton  C.  Owens  was 
another  early  teacher  of  pronounced  success.  He  was  finely  educated 
mad  his  discipline  was  the  pride  of  the  district  where  be  taught.     At  no 
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CHURCHES. 

A  claBs  of  Methodists  was  org:iiiist>il  nt  the  Futman  Schoolbouas 
■hout  \Sii'2.  nnd  CDnliniied  Co  meet  tliere  for  worahip  for  mativ  years. 
Among  .the  eurliest  memberii  were  the  familieB  of  llenrT  Putnam, 
Jnmi'S  Houston,  Stcplicii  Luiidy.  Joseph  Houaion,  David  W.  Elliott. 
Pet«r  Abel,  Joshua  Jones.  B.  B.  Ro^re  luitl  BaniArd  Arnoli]  and 
others.  A  church  wm  Siinllv  creeled  in  ihe  northern  part  of  the  town- 
ship earlv  in  the  fifties.  Tiie  old  Baptiat  Church  culled  "Jack's  Defeat" 
was  org&nited  about  the  vear  1840,  atDong  the  earliest  members  bein^ 
the  Davore*.  the  Lyttons  the  WiUons  and  other*.  Their  church,  called 
Mt.  CHnnvl,  vrns  erected  late  in  the  forties  or  early  id  the  fifties.  After 
Stiuesville  started  up.  the  old  1o{;  church  was  abandoned,  and  the  Bap- 
tiate,  Methodists,  OhristimiH,  and  Lutherans  living  in  tlic  vicinity  united 
meaiiA  and  built  a  "box"  church  in  the  village,  which  was  use*!  con- 
tinuoustr  until  the  present,  when  a  new  houae  id  being  erected  (188^84) 
hj  ihe  Baptists.  The  Methodists  will  retain  the  old  churcb.  The  new 
ctiurch  will  cost  itbout  $800  when  finished.  The  Lutherans  oreo-niscd 
a  class  about  1845  or  earlier,  and  soon  built  a  church  south  of  Stinea- 
Tiild.  Among  the  leading  f»milie«  belonging  were  the  Stines,  the  Sum- 
mits and  other.  Henry  Stitie,  Sr.,  was  for  many  years  the  Elder.  Other 
churches  have  been  established  in  later  years. 
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TlIK   KARTH   STRUCTDKE. 

THIS  section  of  the  county  p<i»<)es.<<es  many  interesting  features,  not  onlj 
from  its  nnlural  flttmoti'^ns,  but  from  the  fact  that  it  was  settled  at  ft 
very  early  day  nud  grew  to  worih  and  prominence  while  other  portions 
were  yet  comparn lively  uninhabited.  Of  course  the  township  has  the 
usual  characteristic!)  of  exterior  and  interior  that  belong  to  Monroe  Count; 
M  a  whole-     There  are  the  argill&oeou.<i  blulfs,  with  their  soil  of  hoii* 
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trilitj;  there  are  the  lower  lands,  vrb«r«  the  agriculturist  aeuallj  re&pe 
hill  beat,  if  notonlv,  valuable  return;  there  are  the  timber  tracts,  which  have 
been  largely  denudetl  of  th«ir  best  woods ;  and  ther«  is  that  broken,  cut-up 
appearance  BO  common  to  the  Bouttiem  part  of  the  Hoosier  State.  The 
lower  Iandi4  nro  usually  of  a  rich  combined  soil  of  sand,  litne,  clny  and 
allnviuo),  the  latter  often  predominating  and  affording  «  mellow,  fertile 
tract  of  the  greatest  value,  and  one  greatlv  nought  after  by  those  who  dii- 
derstand  the  recjuirementa  of  good  crops.  An  abundance  of  excellent 
limestone  ia  found  near  the  surface,  and  is  being  worked  by  nnmeroua 
companies.  The  sectioti  at  the  quarry,  one  and  a  half  miles  north  of 
Gllettsville,  is  as  follows  :

THB   lARLT  SKTTLBMKST. 

A  irery  Unio  portioD  of  this  township,  com par»ti rely,  wag  entered  in 
1816.  as  £00D  as  the  land  was  tlirowa  into  market,  and  this  circumsLtncti 
rerealn  the  fact  that  not  only  wa-i  the  Bmc  neltlemont  before  that  time,  but 
il  wag  rery  rapid  vrheti  thus  bej^un.  In  1816,  tbe  foUowlDK  entries  of 
land  were  made  at  the  land  office  ul  VincenneB:  John  Ketcham,  on 
Section  1;  Jonathan  Liodloy,  Roderick  Rawlins,  Joseph  £)vaQs  and  Asa 
Osborn.  on  Sections  2  and  3;  I^i-wis  N«el.  on  Section  4;  Jonathan  Gil- 
bert, on  Section  S ;  George  Culler  and  George  Sharp,  on  Section  9 ; 
Jamca  I'arkfi.  on  Section  10,  also  Joined  Wright  on  [he  same ;  Archibald 
Wood  and  Jamea  Goodwin,  on  Section  11;  Samuel  Caldwell,  on  Sectioo 
13;  John  Bigger,  James  Parks  and  Samuel  Elliot,  on  Section  14 ;  Am- 
brose Carlton,  on  Section  15;  ArchibuM  Wood  and  Samaol  Caldwell,  on 
Section  17;  Jacob  Cutler  and  William  Bradford,  on  Section  18;  Joseph 
Harris,  on  21 ;  John  Simonit,  on  22 ;  Ambrose  Carlton  and  Ana  Coltrin, 
on  Seciinn  2S;  Chris,  Estinger  an<l  John  Gordon,  on  Section  24;  Joba 
McCorraiolt,  on  2ti ;  Jonathan  Lindley  and  John  Simons,  on  27;  Solo- 
mon Bower,  on  28.  also  on  the  aaine  section  Joseph  Kennedy,  William 
Thornton  and  Abel  Bigt* low ;  David  Johneon.  on  29  ;  John  Fullen  and 
William  Baker,  on  80;  John  IVridhaw,  on  81 ;  Darid  Scars  and  Daniel 
Ziiieks.  on  32 ;  Abel  Bigelow,  VVilliam  Oliver  and  Edward  Archer,  on 
38;  Thomas  Hodges  and  Just-ph  Taylor,  on  84:  Samuel  Rogers  and 
Benjamin  Johnson,  on  35;  Fred  Smoyors  and  David  S.  Chambers,  od 
3t>.  Id  1817,  the  rolluwiug  entries  wcro  mudo:  llenry  Kirkham,  on 
Section  1 ;  lienry  Wampler,  on  the  same;  Coleman  Puett,  on  4,  William 
Luthcrlin  on  the  same;  Joseph  lieevea,  on  9;  I Icory  Wampler  and 
Samuel  Ilaztett,  on  '25 ;  Gli  Lee,  on  26;  Samuel  Rogers,  on  $5. 
Jonathan  Gilbert  bought  on  Section  5  in  1818;  John  Armstrons.  on 
Section  1  in  1H19;  T.  R.  Hnrley.  on  Section  6  in  1820;  Joseph  Ken- 
nedy, on  Section  28  ill  1824;' Joel  A.  Dyer,  on  Section  7  in  1828. 
These  were  nearly  all  the  entries  previous  to  1830.  After  the  rush  of 
1816,  the  sales  were  few  for  many  years. 

It  is  difficult  to  state  wlin  was  the  first  permanent  settler  in  this  town- 
ship. Several  tracts  were  purchased  in  1816,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
above,  but.  so  fur  as  can  be  teamed  only  one  family  oatue  out  that  fall  lo 
resi<lc  in  the  township  during  the  winter.  In  about  Gctoher,  1816,  Will- 
iam EdmuiHUou,  without  owning  the  land.  locateJ  within  a  short  distance 
oi  Eilett8vil!e,  erecting  there  a  small,  round-log  cabin,  in  which  lie  domi- 
ciled his  f:iraily.     lie  <lid  not  enter  his  land — the  nortliwest  quarter  of 
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8«clion  9 — but  tf)«r  a  number  of  yoars  bousht  it  of  the  man  vbo  did 
enter  it — probubly  George  Cutler.  Uuriu^  tli«  winter  of  1816-17,  Mr. 
Sdmondsoo  olMr«d  Kbaut  five  bcfm  for  tue  coming  year's  crop.  No 
other  htnilr  >a  now  knowa  to  have  lired  in  the  township  duriDe  this 
iviDter.  Ilowever,  Jamw  and  George  Parks,  George  Sharp,  Cofoman 
Puett,  Lewis  Noet  and  two  or  three  other  heads  of  familieo  erected  rude 
lof;  cabiiie  on  their  respectiTe  ^ma  late  in  the  fall  of  lSt6.  or  during  the 
winter  of  1816-17,  and  the  mou  lived  in  the  same  ("  bached  ")  all  win- 
ter, clearing  in  the  meantime  land  for  the  crop  of  lyi7.  Early  the  next 
•pring  the  families  of  these  men  arrired  and  became  reeidenta  ia  the  log 
eabinn.  Among  thtne  who  came  in  1817  were  the  familiee  of  tht 
Parkees,  George  Sharp,  Lewis  Noel,  Coleman  and  Joseph  Puott,  William 
Hilligan.  Jonathan  Gilbert,  Joseph  Reeves.  Samuel  Ellctt  and  probably 
half  adozea  otherj.  Johnsioa  Sharp,  yot  living,  Mje  this  was  the  first 
■ettlement  of  the  township.  Jume^  P^rks,  Sr.  then  about  thirty-six 
jeara  old,  was  the  leading  man  of  the  settlemeot.  He  lired  to  tb«  re- 
markable age  of  one  hundred  and  one  yean  and  over,  dying  but  a  few 
nontha  ago.  The  following,  written  by  him  in  his  niowy-Mventb  yev, 
will  be  rMd  with  interest : 

"  1  was  born  in  Wilkes  County,  N.  C-,  near  the  Yadkin  River,  Septeio- 
her  26,  1781.  My  grandfather.  John  Parka,  moved  from  Virginia  to  thii 
place  before  the  Revolutionary  war,  but  how  long  before  I  do  not  know. 
My  grandfather  wan  of  Irinh  descent,  and  vaj  grandmother  of  Dutch. 
They  rained  to  be  men  and  women  fourteen  children ;  iMsven  boys  and 
seven  girls. 

"  My  father,  George,  was  raised  and  married  in  tho  same  settlement. 
My  mother's  maidun  name  wan  Milly  Davis.  They  had  six  children  ;  all 
live<)  to  bavi>  families  except  one.  1  lived  in  that  neighborhood  until  I 
waa  fifteen  years  old,  when  my  father,  with  his  family,  moved  to  Burke 
Coonty.  N.  C.  E  lived  with  my  &ther  ontil  I  waa  about  twenty-five 
yearn  of  age,  when  I  married  Nancy  Moore  on  the  80th  of  November, 
1806.  We  settled  and  lived  in  Burke  Cotnity  for  neveral  yearn.  We  had 
ten  children,  all  of  whom  lived  to  be  men  and  women  except  '.wo.  Nancy, 
my  wife,  died  June  28,  1828.  and  E  married  Frances  Kendrick  August 
27,  1830.     By  her  X  had  one  son,  Jamee. 

*'  Now,  for  some  of  the  incidents  of  my  early  life.  Commenee  ninety 
years  ago.  just  after  the  close  of  the  lievolutionary  war.  I  remember 
grandfather  had  a  ruaii  horse.  He  went  for  bis  horae  one  morning,  to 
find  that  he  had  been  »tolcn.  Great  lamentions  followed,  but  a  few 
mornings  afterward  the  nld  horiie  stood  at  the  gate  well-rigged  out  witk 
aew  soddle  and  bridle — all  complete. 

"  When  grandfather's  property  was  sold,  after  hia  dntfa.a  &oiily  of 
his  slaves  were  expoacd  to  sale,  which,  by  his  will,  were  Dot  to  be  sold  out 
of  the  family.  That  was  hnmane  in  those  days.  Father  bought  a  boy 
named  Mo»es,  and  he  and  I  were  raised  together.  The  people  of  those 
days  were  thrown  upon  (heir  own  resource*.  No  labor-saving  machinery. 
AH  came  out  of  the  ground — both  eating  and  wearing.  The  men  would 
raise  cotton  and  fiax ;  the  women  would  card,  spin  and  weave  clothing 
for  themselves  and  children.  They  had  dresses  of  diflerent 
oolora    and   stripes.      They   got    their    colors    from    indigo    of   their. 
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own  ratfliiig,  copperw  nnd  various  kintl«  or  bloiuomg.  The  first  calico 
inn  I  «ver  »w  father  Iwaght  for  my  siflWr,  then  about  Bixteen  yoirs  old- 
He  gare  »  tLree-Tcar-ol'l  eterr  for  sii  jtinlii,  which  completed  tbr  draw. 
I  nppote  if  tbe  Udies  nowwJAys  were  confined  to  six  jarda  for  a  dre», 
thej  would  think  it  ratfaor  tight. 

'*  Education  vas  qujtv  limited.  Our  eehoolbouse  was  made  of  ronivd 
logs,  with  a.  dirt  floor.  Split  logn  with  legs  put  in  served  for  aeats.  Large 
cracks  were  left  tn  admit  the  light.  Our  booka  consisted  of,  first,  a  primer, 
then  Dikc'o  Hpi-lling  bo'jk.  then  Dilwurth's.  then  Wobtttor's  first  edition, 
completed  one  list  of  spelling  books.  Our  first  reader  was  called  a 
Psalter,  some  old  Engliidi  concern,  then  the  TcstAment  and  Bible.  Tbeee 
oomploled  our  reading  books.  No  grammar,  geographr  nor  history  wma 
in  use  that  I  ever  heard  of  till  my  education  was  completed.  I  learned 
to  cipher  ax  far  ns  the  rule  of  threc.and  some  in  fractions;  could  wriiea 
tok-rablo  hand,  and  was  connidcrvd  a  fair  i^chular  for  those  days.  Our 
sclioolliuuHe  was  al»>u  used  for  a  church.  When  yuunj;  people  walked  to 
meeting  together,  the  girls  would  tie  their  shoes  and  stockings  in  their 
handkerchief,  and  carry  them  on  their  arm  until  within  tight  of  iJie 
church,  when  they  would  put  them  on,  ami  ao  march  u()  in  stylo.  (We 
boys  wore  spared  that  trouble,  from  the  fact  w«  had  none).  Tbe  giria' 
drees  in  winter  was  of  woolen  goods  called  liusey;  in  summer,  cotton  stripe. 
Boys*  drees  for  winter  was  buckskin  breeches  and  Hhoes — no  bonbt.  The 
custom  was  for  almost  every  former  to  tan  hia  own  leather,  and  make  shoes 
for  himself  and  family.  Our  diet  wa«  bog  and  hominy  for  breakfast, 
vegetables  for  dinner,  and  •  hearth  full  of  rousCci  sweet  potatoes  for  sup- 
per. Sugar  niid  coffee  for  only  special  occnsions.  Fruit  abundant. 
Peach  brandy  and  honey  Tolerably  plenty  ;  whisky  scarce.  There  were 
very  few  drunkards,  ^o  doctors  or  lawyers.  I  never  saw  either,  thai  I 
know  of,  until  I  was  fifteen  years  old. 

•'  Soon  after  the  war  of  1812,  when  things  had  somewhat  settled,  my 
father  and  family  with  enough  others  to  make  a  right  smart  colony,  con- 
cluded to  emigrate  to  some  new  country. 

"The  Territory  of  Indiana  was  the  plaeo  chosen,  and  we  landed  in 
liawrence  County,  on  the  East  Fork  of  White-  River,  October,  1815.  Tbe 
land  wa,s  not  yet  in  market,  but  was  surveyed  off  ready  to  be  sold.  We 
chose  our  lots,  and  settled  on  them,  built  our  cabins,  and  cleared  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  land.  As  the  sale  was  to  come  off  the  next  season 
at  JefTcniotiviltc.  a  doicD  or  more  of  us  went  down.  The  Land  waa  to  be 
sold  to  thi>  highe.tt  bidder.  When  the  sale  took  place,  a  man  fay  the  name 
of  Bulstitt,  had  a  longer  pole  than  ours,  and  '  knocked  the  persimmons,* 
eweepiog  the  entire  settlement.  Not  the  fir^t  man  .laved  hiii  land  or  itn- 
provementa.  8o  we  marched  home,  feeling  as  if  we  had  lost  a  friend.  I 
had  about  eight  acres  cleared,  surrounded  by  a  good  fence.  The  part  of 
the  territory  where  we  now  live  did  not  come  into  market  until  the  next 
season,  so  we  concluded  to  make  another  trial.  So  we  moved  and  again 
selected  our  lots.*  The  next  .-^ale  took  place  at  Vinceniies  in  October, 
1816.  By  this  time  we  becaTue  sntnewhat  acquainted  with  fever  and 
ague.  1  was  the  oidy  one  able  to  attend  the  sale,  and  I  look  tJie  chills 
while  there.     I  purchased  for  nearly  the  entire  colony — about  a  doteD 
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loll  in  all.  Aft«r  the  ule.  «•  veat  tli»t  winur  and  buUt  nbias  oq  our 
lots,  and  cleare>l  some  jirouad.  t  got  in  about  six  acres  of  6iie  coru,  trliich 
wu  oar  sole  dependence  for  the  jc«r.  But  lo !  in  October  there  came  * 
frcMt,  which  bit  the  laAt  ear  (so  with  the  whole  setttement^ !  Then  we 
were  in  a  fix !  We  had  no  mills  to  (;rind  our  corn,  so  we  were  eompelM 
to  pound  it  into  toeal.  There  was  one  hund  mill  in  the  settlement.  Rue 
tbc  corn  was  so  soft  it  would  neither  beet  nor  grind,  until  it  was  kilo- 
dried.  I  made  a  scaflbid  up  in  the  chimneY  and  dried  mine  ;  tlien  I  had 
IDJ  choice,  toga  a  mile  to  the  hand  mill,  or  to  pound  it.  Many  a  tiaie  I 
have  worked  hard  all  da?,  and  at  night  taken  one-half  bushel  of  com   to 

hand  mill  and  ground  it. 

"  I  had  mjrself,  wife  end  live  children  to  feed.  That  would  be  thoitgbs 

ty  hard  thene  times.  Nevertheless,  we  never  sufforod  from  hanger. 
i  was  considered  a  good  shot.  In  a  fow  hours  I  could  bring  in  reniaon 
Of  tarkej.  We  al^o  had  plenty  of  milk  and  batter.  So  we  p«sae'l 
ttiroogh  the  sea-^n  safely.  When  we  firnt  moved  here,  Uelawnrc  »»■! 
Pottawatomie  Indians  were  plentiful.  They  were  quite  friendly,  and  would 
often  coiue  with  their  squaws  and  papooses  to  star  all  ni^ht  witb  us. 
They  bad  a  trading  boose  within  a  balf  mile  of  where  I  now  live.  In 
early  d&ya  we  bad  ^rand  times  ni  log  rollings.  When  we  got  our  ground 
ready  for  roIliii(r,  we  would  invite  our  neighbori  to  the  frolic.  Chonaing 
oar  captains,  (hey  would  in  turn  choose  their  bandit,  nnd  at  it  we  would 
go.  If  ever  you  saw  logf  come  together,  it  was  about  that  time.  Bcf'ire 
we  commenced  work  we  had  to  take  a  little  of  the  'critter!  '  It  is  not 
worth  while  to  say  we  did  not  feel  what  wu  drank,  for  that  wac  what  we 
drank  it  foi  '  V<  e  hott  none  who  might  be  called  dninkurds,  but  auch  a 
ntheriug  nuwudays  might  all  be  counted  as  druiiksnls.  Such  waa  the 
custom  of  the  country  at  that  time.  Oh,  what  a  thing  custom  ia  when 
rightly  oon«id<>red.  whether  good  or  bod. 

'*  The  year  afti-r  we  uioved  lo  the  Territory,  delegates  were  elected  for 
the  purpose  of  forming  a  State  constitution.  Counties  were  then  laid  olT 
uid  cetablishcd.  Before  Monroe  County  waa  organised,  on  election  was 
ordered  to  choose  three  ComroiMioners.  a  Clerk  und  a  Sheriff.  B.  Wood- 
war<l,  Michael  Buskirk  and  myself  were  eUcted  CouimiMioners.  We 
procee<Ied  to  organize  the  county.  We  purchased  a  half  xeclton  of  land, 
where  the  court  bouse  DOW  stands.  We  laid  off  the  public  stjuarc,  and 
had  a  court  house  and  jail  built  thercxiii.  Loto  were  surveyed  and 
•old,  bringing  a  considerable  rcrcnuo.  We  were  now  re«dy  to  hold 
court,  and  the  county  muchinery  ready  for  action.  It  now  became 
necessary  to  have  a  School  Commiesiorter.  I  offered  my  services  and  was 
elected. 

"  In  order  to  put  the  ichool  in  operation,  it  became  my  duty  to  ftelt  all 
the  sixteenth  sections  lo  the  higheei  bidder.  By  this  mL-ans.  a  large  fund 
W&0  raised,  and  the  school  placed  upon  a  firm  basis  (I  hsTo  to  make  long 
■trides  on  account  of  my  records  bring  burned  up).  In  the  year  1832,  T 
oflbred  for  the  Legislature  (Lower  House),  and  was  elected.  I  serrod  my 
dme  at  92  per  day,  and  boarded  myaelf.  Finding  that  there  wu  not 
much  money  in  Ruch  warfare,  and  p4>rhaps  less  credit,  I  would  not  offer 
any  tnore.  Some  years  afterward,  I  waa  again  elected  School  Commia- 
noner  for  the  oouoty.  At  the  eipiraiion  of  my  term  of  office,  I  retired 
from  public  lifis.     {I  never  was  beaten  for  auy  office  I  offered  for.) 
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^  "  The  firnt  President  [«Ter  vot«<l  for  w&sThoinu  Jeffereon  for  bii  hmh 
■oad  term  uf  offioe.  I  hare  been  a  straightforward  Democrat  ever  siato 
— Tut«d  for  all  the  candidales  for  office  except  Gre^lev-  I  thotight  tb« 
Uemocriits  got  off  the  track  thcni,  and  I  would  not  follow  tbcoa.  I  ban 
lived  on  the  farm  where  I  dow  live  sixtj-two  yearn.  I  have  been  the 
sooeetor  of  e)«v«D  children,  6ftj-six  grandchildren,  eight;  grdat-grand- 
efaildren,  and  five  great-great-grandchildren,  thuii  being,  at  thjs  time,  tbe 
reprcacntativu  of  five  generatioos. 

"  I  joined  the  Baptist  Church  in  North  Carolina  about  the  jear  of 
1807.  1  wuB  one  of  the  charter  mcrobtrs  of  Old  Vernal  Chorcb.  the 
first  congregation  organized  in  this  county,  Monroe,  and  waa  Deacon  of 
the  ohurdi  for  quite  a  number  of  jears. 

"  1  hiLve  endeavored  to  live  peaceabtv  with  all  men,  and  to  live  in 
accordance  with  the  will  of  my  heavenly  Maater,  to  the  beet  of  my  knowl- 
edge. [  have  fought  the  good  Sght,  have  ulmu9t  ran  my  race,  and  am 
now  patiently  waiting  for  the  good  Lord  to  call  me  homo,  whoro  there  ia 
a  heavenly  mansion  prepared  for  me  not  made  with  bands,  eternal  in  the 
heavens.  JaiiBS  Pakks." 

INCJ0BNT8. 

Ueor^  Sharp,  the  &tber  of  Jon&ihitn  Sharp,  waa  probably  the  roost 
experienced  bear  hunter  ever  a  resident  of  Monroe  County.  He  had 
lived  before  coming  to  the  county  in  a  wild  section  of  the  South,  and 
during  a  surveying  expedition  of  considerable  tnngnitade.  bail  been  one 
uf  four  or  five  scouts  and  liunteia  who  supplied  all  the  wild  meat  required 
by  the  members  of  thti  expedition.  He  averaged  a  bear  a  day  for  months, 
betsidcv-i  :^corcs  of  buffulora.  doer,  turkeys,  etc.  He  killod  hundreds  of 
bears  in  his  time,  and  bad  many  narrow  escapes  from  death,  but  hti 
incredible  strength,  coolness,  i^kill.  and  knowledge  of  the  animale,  always 
brought  bim  throngh  without  serious  injury.  He  went  armed  with  a 
huge  butcher  knife,  the  blade  of  which  waa  one  foot  iD  length,  and  car- 
ried a  rifle  witli  ball  heavy  enough  to  bring  down  the  largest  game.  His 
son.  Johnston  Sharp,  yet  hat  his  knife,  which  is  truly  a  formidable  weapon, 
and  is  greatly  prized  as  a  keepsake.  It  was  UHeJ  in  killing  one  of  the 
few  bears  taken  in  HichUnd  Township.  In  about  1819.  during  the  early 
winter,  and  jURt  after  a  light  fall  of  snow,  some  man  In  the  settlement,  in 
going  through  the  wood».  saw  a  large  and  curiously  shaped  truck,  and 
cotili)  not  account  for  the  same.  Old  man  Sharp  was  called  on  lo  decide, 
and  pronounced  it  the  track  of  a  large  bear.  Ibe  trail  was  immediately 
followed  and  ted  to  a  large  hollow  sycamore  which  stood  a  short  dintaooe 
north  of  Ellettsvillc,  All  the  men  of  the  BettlemeDt  gathered  aroitod  to 
participate  in  the  killing,  but  were  prohibited  from  using  guns  for  fear, 
in  the  excitement,  of  shooting  «ome  person.  The  tree  was  cut  down- 
While  ibis  was  being  done.  Mr.  Sharp,  the  only  one  experienced  in  the 
habits  of  bears,  was  plied  with  all  manner  of  questions,  such  as  "  Which 
way  will  it  run  ?  "  "  Where  Nhnll  1  stattd  ?  "  etc.,  and  answered  all  in  a 
manner  to  keep  hia  neighbors  on  th(!"rrtgzed  edge,"  and  make  them  feel 
their  decided  inferlarity  on  (^ue^cions  of  bear-hunting.  The  huge  tree 
came  down  with  a  crash,  split  open,  and,  to  the  astonishment  of  all, 
revealed  three  bears — one  lai^e  one  and  two  cubs  three-fourths  grown. 
The  dogs  to  the  number  of  about  a  dozen  immediately  set  upon  the  be*ra. 
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wvcroly  etunncfJ  by  the  fall,  coaH  at  Brat  offer  only  partial  resist- 
ance, ■nd  were  readily  dispatolied  with  clubs  and  cautitma  ri0e  hIioL^  before 
they  had  recovered  their  usual  stronfjth.  One  of  the  cubs  cauj^ht  a  dog 
owned  by  Mr.  Sharp,  and  was  crushing  the  life  out  of  it,  when  the  irate 
owner,  armed  with  tlie  big  bntohcr  Icntfe  above  mentioned,  ran  up  and 
reacliin);  over  lliv  b«ar,  struck  it  to  the  huurt  Trum  the  uppoaile  aide. 
The  yelping  cnnine  wna  instantly  ruleaseiJ  und  in  a  few  moments  the  bear 
was  deud.  Several  present  could  not  undcnttaiid  why  Mr.  Sharp  hud 
rftiched  over  the  bear  and  struck  it  frim  the  opjKiaito  aidi*  from  which  he 
was  etanding.  He  explainer)  thai  bears  when  struck  with  a  knife  always 
snapped  at  and  i^truck  with  their  pawn  at  the  immediaio  object  hurting — 
in  this  auie  the  knife — regardless  of  who  or  what  woj  ou  the  other  side, 
and  he  cited  them  to  the  faet  that  the  bear  when  struck  hud  bitten  sav- 
agely at  the  knife,  striking  aba  with  lU)  pAW»,  and  had  he  been  on  that 
aiile  would,  no  doubt,  have  suffered  injury.  lie  had  been  in  too  many 
hand  to-hand  (.10  to  speak)  confliola  with  these  animoli  not  to  know  liuw 
to  ase  the  knife.  The  three  bears  were  taken  and  dres'ed.  nnd  parceled 
out  among  the  «ettlcra,  all  of  whom  enjoyed  eating  «  Urge  piece  of  juicy 
beanteah,  which,  it  \s  said,  tiittie^  much  like  pork,  aud  can  be  fried  in  ita 
own  fat.  Several  other  bparo  were  killed  in  the  town^ihip  very  early,  an 
account  of  which  eniinot  be  given.  Wolve:«  were  very  troublenome,  and 
were  caught  with  steel  trap?.  Poiithera  were  occasionally  found.  A 
email  dog,  belonging  to  Mr.  Milligan,  treed  a  large  one  early  one  evening 
and  kept  it  there  all  nitfht,  strange  a»  it  may  seem.  £nrly  the  next 
morning,  Mr.  Mitligan,  who  hud  heard  the  continued  barking,  went  out 
with  hit  nfle  and  shot  the  panther  dead  from  its  perch  in  the  tree.  It 
wan  a  very  large  apoclmen  of  it«  species,  measuring,  it  \m  said,  nearly 
twelve  feet  from  lip  to  tip. 

One  morning,  very  early.  James  Parks.  Sr..  was  aroused  from  sleep  be- 
fore the  usual  timo  by  u  strange  noit^v  on  the  door  step,  and  getting  upad 
qnieily  a»  pusaible,  he  walked  t»  the  window,  which  commundcd  n  view 
of  the  door  step,  and  looked  out  and  saw  with  astonishment  and  some 
alarm  a  large  black  bear  lying  there  asleep.  The  settler  got  his  rifle, 
and  taking  caotiou!)  aim  at  a  vital  place  of  the  animal,  polled  the  trigger. 
The  abarp  report  was  followed  by  ihc  death  growls  of  bruin,  and  in  a  few 
nommla  all  was  still ;  the  bear  whm  dead.  The  family  ate  bear  steflk  for 
breakfast.  Tile  MayficM  boys — Nicholas  and  Elzy^in  going  from 
school,  saw  a  dark  object  cross  the  pnth  a  abort  dimance  in  front  of  them, 
and  at  6r8t  flUppoiH-d  it  to  be  a  raven.  Going  farther  on,  they  were 
alanneil  to  see  a  Urge  bear;  and  taking  to  their  heeh,  made  forborne  at 
the  top  of  their  speed,  and  there  told  what  they  bad  seen.  A.  ptrty  of 
men  fttartod  out.  but  did  not  succeed  in  coming  up  to  bis  bearship. 

William  P«e  owned  a  hand  mill  as  ciirty  a»  1K22  or  1823,  which  sup- 
plietl  the  neii^hbom  with  cracked  earn.  The  menl  from  this  mill  and 
from  the  old  Parkn  Mill  was  cosirde,  ami  was  at  first  sifted  until  all  the 
finer  had  been  separated  out,  when  the  romainder  was  used  foi  half-liom- 
iny.  John  FuUeti  operated  a  horse  mill  later,  and  also  made  a  limited 
quantity  of  whisky  from  a  siuiill  copper  still.  The  May  field*,  in  Rich- 
land, and  Allison,  in  Van  Huren,  took  the  earliest  atand  against  the 
consumption  of  ardent  .spirits,  and  did  much  to  stop  their  use  at  log  roll- 
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ings.  Jack  Stonn.  one  time  in  a  frufllu-t,  ondourorMl  lo  cross  the  prioc 
ereek  in  RicbUcd  Townahip,  but  after  getting  a  ssverd  wetting, 
failing  inglorioitfilv  in  getting  across,  he  waa  forced  to  gire  op.  Prom 
thi?  circuninlBTice  the  creek  is  Skid  to  have  taken  its  name — "Jack't 
Defeat."  WiDiam  Rawlins  and  Mary  Sharp  were  married  in  1818; 
Ibis  waa  the  first  in  the  township.  David  P.  Bdmandson  was  born  in  th« 
township  during  the  eumnicr  of  1817,  his  hiiib  being  the  finit;  Lucinda 
Puett  was  the  seuond. 

The  settlement  of  the  township  was  quite  slow  after  the  msb  wu 
over,  and  oiiIt  took  place  as  the  country  gradually  grew  from  ita  baclc- 
woodd  condition.     Id  1841,  the  tax-pavers  were  aa  follows:

BICBLAKD,   OR   BLI.RTSVJLLK. 

This  town  did  not  have  aa  early  an  orijjin  aa  several  othera  in  the 
CDunly.  Edward  Ellctt  kept  tavern  there  for  neveral  years  before  it  waa 
oonoidered  a  village.  He  aliso  conducted  n  blackumitli  shop  thnt  wna  well 
patronised.  Ho  started  a  scaalL  old-faahianed,  up-and-down  saw  toill 
early,  and  it  is  »aid  that  he  later  put  in  one  apartment  of  the  same  build- 
ing a  sfll  of  rude  ntoncs.  and  for  a  number  of  years  i^round  corn,  and 
probubly  wheat.  The  GrHt  ^rbt  mill  in  this  neighborhood,  and  probably 
one  of  iho  very  first,  if  not  the  first  in  the  county,  was  the  rude  hand  mill 
of  George  Parks,  which  was  brought  to  the  township  in  1817.     It  was 

Eatronized  by  all  the  neighbors  until  the  Mt.  Tabur  griAt  mill  was  built 
y  old  man  Burton,  in  about  1820.  This  old  hand  mill  of  Georga  Parka' 
is  yet  in  exiiitonco — in  the  poaacasion  of  Johnson  Sharp,  who  operates  it 
on  Old  Settlers'  Day,  for  the  inspecrion  of  the  curious  and  the  gratification 
of  the  early  settlors.  Old  man  Kirkham,  in  the  northeastern  conier  of 
the  township,  started  a  horse  mill  about  1820,  which  was  quite  well  pat- 
runiic'^  for  aevcnil  years.  In  the  uionlh  of  February,  18.^7,  Reuben 
Tompkins  employed  John  Sedwick,  County  Surveyor,  and  laid  out  four- 
teen lots  on  Section  9,  and  named  the  village  thus  founded  Richland. 
Daring  the  name  year,  an  effort  was  made  to  Kecure  a  post  office  there, 
the  name,  llichlond,  being  selected;  but  as  there  was  another  post  offioe 
in  the  Slate  of  thnt  name,  it  was  changed  to  Gllettsville,  in  honor  of 
Edward  Ellett.  lu  the  spring  of  iHiS^  Alonso  Beman  Inid  out  an  uddi- 
tiuu  of  seventeen  lot«,  and  at  this  time  the  name  uf  the  village  became 
Ellett^rille,  the  same  as  the  post  ofBce.  Mr,  Beman  at  this  time  opened 
the  first  store,  his  stock  consisting  of  a  general  asHoriment,  worth  about 
$1,000.  Within  a  abort  time  he  was  joined  by  F.  T.  Bailor,  who 
became  his  partner,  and  who  was  then  in  business  at  Mt.  Tabor,  packing 
pork  and  manufacturing  hsts  to  a  considerablo  extent.  In  1839,  Jeffer- 
son Wampler  opened  a  liquor  store  in  tho  little  village;  and  about  llie 
game  time,  or  perhaps  late  in  183i^,  Ellett  k  Barnes  started  a  good  »(or« 
of  general  merchandise. 

In  1840,  there  were  then  two  stores,  one  liquor  shop,  one  blaekflmith 
•bop,  one  grist  mill,  one  saw  mill,  a  post  oflioe  and  about  five  families. 
Jamee  Whiteeell  started  a  store  in  1841,  continuing  until  about  1846. 
JohnsoD  Stitea  auld  liquor  in  1840;  Isaao  Wampler  sold  liquor  in  1841.

aacceeded  them  are  included.  Emnnuel  F.  Faulkner  opened  a  store  in 
fibout  184lt.  Parkn  J:  CofTn^  ntartcd  imon  ifK-rwDrrl,  ut  did  alsn  John  II. 
Reevn.  Harris  ti  Denn,  Dowell  ^  Moore.  Tlie  McCnllns.  of  Blooming- 
ton.  had  a  branch  atoro  in  EllettsTJIle.  Dowell  k  ^teania  were  in  bunoMi 
in  tlie  6(tics ;  G.  B.  Moore  the  same,  and  is  jet  in  boBiDeos,  baring  ao- 
cumuUled  a  fiirtune.  R.  W.  Akin  &  Co.  opened  with  a  general  store  in 
1866.  J.  M.  Campbell  atarled  up  about  the  beginning  of  the  war,  and 
F.  K.  Worley  began  during  the  war.  W.  II.  Jackson  openetl  a  store 
alH>Qt  the  cloee  of  the  war,  and  still  continues  to  make  a  liring  over  \ht 
counter.  Parka  &.  Puelt  were  in  budiQe:»8  early  in  the  village.  The 
Ferry  Brothers  came  to  the  Tillage  twenty  or  twenty-GTe  years  ago,  and 
have  ania.<i5ed  comfortubte  fortunea.  They  are  now  engaged  extensirely 
in  the  eione  bocinese.  Among  the  biDiiness  ventures  at  the  village  have 
been  the  saw  mill  of  Sanderg  &.  Knighton,  many  yenrs  ago;  lloastoo's 
vte«m  saw  mill,  started  in  the  fifties,  and  transfi-rrod  to  Perry  &  Sod- 
wick.  WHS  afterward  burned.  Lute  in  [he  fifties.  David  Allen  built  and 
equipped  a  grist  mill  at  a  total  co«t  of  about  $18,000.  It  was  anedccellent 
mill.  After  a  few  vearv,  it  was  sold  to  Jcarn  Draper,  and  ten  or  twelve 
years  later  to  W.  U.  JackBon,  npon  whose  hands  it  burned  down  last 
winter  i  18^2-88).  S.  B.  Harris  biiili  a  grist  mill  aboat  1870,  at  n  coat 
of  81', 000,  and  after  four  or  five  years  added  a  set  of  machinery  for  card- 
ing wool.  Boili  are  yet  in  opemtiun.  The  woolen  factory  cost  83,000. 
It  is  said  that  John  Whiseiiund  carded  wool  at  the  village  aa  early  ■« 
1842,  his  motor  being  the  treiul-whecl.  It  ceased  runnio);  about  1850. 
Early  in  the  fifties.  Gilbert  May  etarted  a  good  cabinet  shop.  Shook  k 
Faulkner  bef>an  manufacturing  csrriaj^es  about  eight  yenrs  ago,  and  are 
still  engaged  in  the  same  pursuit.  F.  E.  Worlcj  opened  a  private  bank 
in  the  vilUgc  about  twelve  years  ago,  with  n  capital  of  from  940,000  to 
$00,000.  He  still  cuutinueti  doing  a  general  banking  business,  and  has 
the  confidence  of  the  communitv.  He  owns  one  of  the  finest  residences 
in  Monroe  County.  George  Fletcher  started  a  planing  mill  five  of  six 
years  n^o.  He  is  an  extensive  contruclur  and  buihlt^r.  About  five  years 
ago.,  «  German  from  Indiuiinpolis  oroeted  a  spoke  factory,  which  is  now 
owned  by  Scdwick  &  Grant,  and  is  not  in  operation.  Williom  Walla  ia 
now  eundueting  a  good  wugon  skup.  Judson  Sanders  started  a  steam 
saw  mill  in  1S83.  These  are  the  more  important  busineas  industries.  In 
1850,  the  popnlaiion  of  the  vilUge  waa  about  60;  in  1860,  about  250; 
in  1870,  about  450;  in  1^80,  585.  and  in  1883  about  626. 
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INCORPORATION. 
In  1868,  the  project  of  incorporatitig  the  village  was  talked  of.  bat 
net  stubborn  opposition  from  the  moneyed  element.  In  June,  lUtJO,  a 
petition  was  presented  to  the  County  Board  praying  that  the  village 
might  hold  an  election,  and  that  in  the  event  of  a  majority  of  votes  in 
favor  of  incorporation,  the  village  might  be  declared  the  incorporated 
town  nf  Ellet.iville.  The  plan  proponed  comprised  two  hundred  and  two 
acres,  and  the  petition  was  signed  by    the  following  reaidenta  :     W.    H.

ecuooLs 

The  first  school  in  the  township  was  taught  during  the  winter  of 
1822-2S,  in  a  log  eabin  which  Htood  about  where  the  reHiiienw  of  William 
Draper  now  stands.  Thi-  building  woe  of  round  \ogfi,  had  a  huge  fire- 
fimm  that  could  be  induced  to  take  in  loga  six  feet  long  and  two  feet  or 
more  in  diameter,  and  had  a  log  loft  out  on  the  south  side  about  breaat 
high  over  which  greased  paper  was  fastened  to  serve  the  purpose  of  win- 
dows. William  llawtins,  son  of  Roderick  Rawlinn,  the  first  County 
Tri^asurer.  was  the  first  teacher.  The  term  wan  three  months  long,  and 
tlie  children  of  James  Parka.  Benjamin  Parks.  Lewis  Noel,  Coleman 
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Puect,  Samael  Elletl,  JoMpb  Poett,  Josepli  RecTes,  Oeorge  Sharp, 
Oeorge  Parka,  William  Milligan,  two  ouIm  awav,  and  WilUua  Ednutid- 
Hon,  w«nt  to  joung  Mr.  llawlinn  to  learn  how  co  read,  write  and  cipher. 
This  housa  wus  used  for  school  purpoee>s  aboat  fire  years,  and  wiu  then 
displaced  by  a  hewed'log  Blructnre  erected  oear  tho  cemeterj.  and  nud 
until  the  township  was  diridod  into  dietricta  in  the  forties.  T^M  in  the 
thirties.  Porter  Edmundaon  erected  a  builduig  which  he  used  for  aschooU 
houM  for  a  number  of  years,  himself  doiDi;  the  te:iehitij;.  This  waa 
wholly  a  priTate  school  nupporced  hy  subscription,  or  tuition,  and  wu  a 
good  one  for  that  early  day.  Another  early  school  wuthe  one  tao^t  in 
the  Routhern  part  of  the  township  in  a  log  cabin  on  the  Benjamin  Reeves 
farm  in  tho  wint«r  of  IK^^-t-^-t.  Willinm  Matlock  ownc^  the  farm  then, 
and  his  son,  Ji-ITerson  Matlock,  was  tho  toucher.  He  had  as  high  as 
twenty  scholars,  and  taught  such  a  good  sohool  that  it  waa  continued 
every  winter  after  that  in  the  same  neighborhood.  In  1S36,  there  were 
four  »choolhoti.iefl  in  the  lownnhip,  besiilextwoor  three  prirnteiichools.  By 
IK-ltj,  the  number  had  increased  to  seven,  and  in  18^6  Lo  eight,  and  by 
this  time  several  fVaine  hoiiecs  could  be  seen  where  erst  iho  log  house 
with  greased  paper  windowa*  punchivm  Hoors,  doors,  scnta  and  desks  were 
to  be  neen.  The  following  waa  the  condition  at  sobools  aud.  honsee 
in  1880-81:

Various  schoolhousea  wi-re  used  in  Ellettsville  prior  to  aboat  1855,  ai 
which  time  a  large  frame  house  with  two  raoiiDi  was  erected,  and  used 
until  the  prest'Dt  brick  atruclurc  was  constructed  about  twelve  years  ago. 
Maj.  H.  F,  Perry  whs  one  of  the  first  tea-chers  in  the  old  frame  house. 
The  present  two-itoried  brick  cost  about  ^7,00i).  was  built  by  the  town- 
ship, and  is  occupied  bjj  five  UmcheK.  who  cannot  properly  instruct  all 
the  town  children,  and  a  small  brick  building  near  it  is  also  used. 

(IHUKCRKS. 
The  old  Vernal  Baptist  Church  was  one  of  the  very  first,  if  not  the  first, 
organized  in  Monroe  Conniy.  Meetings  were  held  during  the  winter  of 
1817-18,  hut  probably  no  organization  was  etfocted  until  several  years.later. 
Among  the  first  members  were  the  familieH  of  James  Parka,  Benjamin 
Parks,  George  Parka,  Lewis  Nuel,  Leroy  Mayfield,  John  Sanders,  the 
Coffeya.  Mr.  Shroeves,  the  Marlins,  Frank  n«ll.  and  others.  A  rede 
log  church  waa  built  in  the  Sanders  nciglibiirliood,  in  ah<jut  18*26,  and 
was  used  until  about  1838,  when  a  frame  churuii,  built  further  north  and 
within  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  of  Ellettaville,  took  its  place.  Tho 
olJ  log  house  was  so  open  ihat  in  cold  weather  meetinm  were  held  in  the 
residences  of  the   members — principally   in  that  of  James   Parks,   who 
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for  manT  years  wu  DeMoo  of  the  church  and  its  moet  prominent 
member.  R«r.  James  Chambem  was  tiie  fir^t  minimer,  but  within  two 
or  three  years  he  ww  8U0cee<le<)  bv  Rev.  Leroy  MayGeld,  who  waa 
pastor  over  thirty  years.  The  B«thftnT  IJaptist  was  orgaotzed  (juite  early, 
soEDe  of  the  carlv  members  being  the  families  of  Joho  Wilburs,  William 
Sparks,  Abe  Slajr,  Henry  Flood,  William  H.  Treadway  and  Henry 
Saixlers.  Another  famous  early  church  was  the  CumberlDnd  Presby- 
terian, of  Richland  Townnhip.  Citiaens  of  Itlooraington  of  this  failh 
often  went  out  to  attend  this  church.  It  w«a  organized  before  1830,  and 
among  the  members  were  the  Sharps,  Constables,  Figga,  Johnsons,  Hatls, 
Clays.  The  church  was  built  on  Section  4,  and  wasknown  as  the  Pleas- 
ant [lill  Cumhorland  Presbyterian  Church.  Thomas  J.  Sharp  furnished 
the  land  on  Section  4.  Another  early  cIma  wai  the  Christian  Church, 
organixed  in  the  thirtia'*,  among  the  early  members  being  the  families  of 
Plensant  York,  Andrew  Hoeves,  James  Everman,  Wesley  Acuff,  James 
Hall.  J.  H.  Houston,  and  others.  The  Church  was  called  North  Liberty 
Church  of  Christ.  The  old  Methodist  Church  in  Kichlaud  was  organized 
in  the  twenties.  It  wua  ualled  W)jnley  Chapel,  and  among  the  earlr  mem- 
bers were  the  Kerbyx,  the  Rmiths.  the  llopewellii,  the  SedwioKS,  the 
Keevefles,  the  Knightonp,  the  Stineaons,  the  Moot«,  the  Sharps,  and  others. 
Others  were  organized  early  and  later.  The  Presbyterians,  Methodists, 
Chriatisus  and  Baptists,  reniiiaiits  of  the  old  organisatioDe,  hare  churches 
in  Bllettsville  and  in  the  township.

ISTRODUCTIOS. 

THIS  subdivision  of  Monroe  is  one  of  the  most  productive  in  the 
eounty.  There  is  perhaps  more  good  soil  for  the  producer  than 
any  other  portion  of  ei^ual  extent.  This  became  known  at  a  very  early 
day,  and  led  to  rapid  nettlement  and  growth.  Many  of  the  best  citizoDg 
cane  here  and  made  it  their  abiding  place,  and  those  valuable  adjuncts 
of  civiliiatioD — edncation  and  religion — took  here  in  early  years  a  deeper 
root  than  in  any  other  place  in  the  county,  except  Bloomington.  Insti- 
tutionii  were  establiithiKl  here  which  ha«l  for  their  object  the  wident  dif> 
fusion  of  knowledge,  and  the  establidhtneRt  of  the  highest  and  purest  »v»- 
itia  of  morality.  And  the  country  was  eiiiiod  for  such  institutions.  The 
landa  were  riou,  fertile  and  promised  that  plenty  which  always  brings 
prosperity  and  peace.  Many  of  the  enrlieHt  residentd  were  descendanta 
of  the  chivalrous  stock  of  the  South,  possessing  culture  and  refinement  Bt 
to  adorn  any  society,  anil  an  appreciation  of  the  advantages  of  social,  in- 
tetlcciuul  and  moral  iraprovement  which  promised  enduring  benofits  to 
the  fabric  of  society.  Here  let  the  natursl  resources  of  the  township  be 
■et  forth. 

THK  TtUBER.    iiOII.,   STONR,   BTO. 
The  surface  is  les,t  rolling  than  many  other   portions  of  the  county, 
but  is  well  drained,  as  well  as  well  watered.     Several  small  streams  tak^ 
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their  source  here,  which  accounts  for  the  Dumerous  spring)  of  good  hirii 
w»t<r.  and  for  the  productiveness  of  ihe  surface  aoil  nhich  hs5  not  b«en 
denoded  of  its  rich  Rlhivial  properties.  The  townnhip  originally  cod- 
tained  beavj  bodies  of  the  beai  black  and  vhite  waluut,  hard  aud  ooft 
maple,  some  half  doten  varieUM  of  oak,  ehoatnut,  elm,  beech,  ayeamore, 
white  and  yellow  poplar,  ash,  cherrjr,  gum,  aaasafras,  dogwood,  sptcewood, 
etc.  Mnoh  of  this— all  the  better  grades — baa  been  cut  away.  Ao  im- 
porlanl  natural  featare  is  the  big  cave  in  the  northweetern  part.  It* 
real  depth  is  unknown,  as  it  is  probable  that  all  the  raroificauons  haTt 
nerer  been  explored.  It  ia  safe  to  sav  that  the  numeroas  hrajicbw,  outa, 
and  tarott  aggregate  one  mile  iu  extent.  Within,  the  air  is  waroi  and 
salubrions,  and  the  revelation  of  geologic  formations  repays  the  student 
for  his  dark  visit.  Valuable  fosHils,  geodaa  containing  crystals  of  dog* 
tooth  spar  of  great  beauty,  stalactites  aod  etalngmites  of  great  sisei 
maaaes  of  limestone  and  shnte,  highly  colored  with  iron  and  magnesiam, 
and  sandstoiii;  vrith  raricgatcd  colore  and  numerous  partings  may  be  sera 
in  the  walk  through  "Puelt'a  Cav*.'*  It  la  quit*  a  rewrl  for  pleasure-seek- 
ers. Picnic  parties  from  Bloomington  come  out  to  view  the  wooder,  and 
students  of  geology  come  to  view  and  study  ttie  raysleries  of  that  acienee. 
Once  upon  a  time,  a  party  of  students  came  here  in  the  morDiDg,  tied 
their  horses  in  the  grove  near  by.  entered  the  cave,  but  came  not  forth 
even  when  darkness  sot  in.  A  resilient  near  the  cave  saw  the  horses, 
and  suMpectiug  that  all  was  not  right,  ligliti-d  a  torch  and  eDiered  the  dark 
chamber,  and  afler  walking  some  distance!  found  the  students  who  for 
hours  had  been  endeavoring  to  get  out  without  avail  huddled  together, 
frightened,  bewildered,  lost,  and  reconciled  to  pass  the  night  without  food 
or  sleep  in  the  care.  Their  joy  and  thanks  were  profuse  when  they  at 
last  stood  out«idc.      The  following  is  the  geologic  formation  on  Seetioo  4  :

The  above  were  all  the  untrics  of  land  prior  to 
1830.  The  name  of  the  first  actual  resident  in  the  ttiwnahip  cannnt  be 
etsted,  bat  was  douhtle»8  one  of  the  above-mentiened  men.  Several  are 
known  to  have  come  with  their  fnmilies  in  ISltt,  hilt  if  any  came  before, 
such  Tact  caouot  now  be  etutcd  with  certainty,  though  there  arc  strong 
preeumptioDs  that  in  1815  the  township  conlaini'd  white  families. 

QBOWTH  AttD  DB7BL0PMBKT. 

The  old  Hnmilion  Grist  Mill  was  erected  by  Robert  Uamilton  early  in 
the  twenties,  and  of  course  was  operated  by  water-power  secured  in  the 
usual  manner  by  means  of  a  dam.  It  was  an  extremely  rude  affair  at 
first,  but  owing  to  necessity  received  a  liberal  patronage.  Orion  Crocker 
WB3  the  miller.  A  man  named  Hamill  bought  the  mill  probably  abont 
1834,  uud  operated  it  with  some  improvements  aiitil  suon  after  1840, 
when  it  passed  to  John  Shirly,  who  practically  rebuilt  and  refitted  the 
structure  and  the  dam,  and  very  materially  improved  the  (juality  and 
quantity  of  Sour  produced.  He  introduced  an  improved  methoil  of  re- 
grinding  the  shorts  that  increased  the  yield  of  Sour  to  the  bushel,  and 
also  improved  the  qualicy.  This  useful  old  mill  continaed  to  run  until  a 
eomparatively  few  years  ago.  when  it  wa^  ahaudoned.  About  (he- year 
1880,  James  F.  Leonard  erected  a  griut  mill  about  three  hundred  yardit 
from  the  Hamilton  Mill  on  the  same  stream.  His  dam  wa.1  rude  and 
often  broke,  and  after  a  few  years  he  introduced  steam  and  used  the  two 
motors,  steam  and  water,  to  operate  his  milt.  The  mill  did  good  work 
from  the  Etart,  and  under  different  hands  and  greatly  improved  in  build- 
ing and  equipments,  is  yet  running.  It  has  always  been  a  good  mill. 
Saw  mills  were  early  operated  in  connection  with  these  mills.  Among 
the  earliest  rewdente  of  Van  Huren  Township  were  the  families  of  James 
Gentry,  AbMlom  Baker,  Robert  B.  Givens,  Andrew  Gray,  Georga 
Grubb.  Samuel  Grabeal,  Solomon  Green  (one  of  the  very  Brat;  came  in 
when  the  Indiana  were  as  thick  as  wild  turkeys),  SeCh  Goodwin  (very 
early),  William  Gray  (very  early),  Andrew  Gray,  Lewis  llarman,  Jasper 
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KooD»,  Felix  I^nileni.  Mntihew  Lef^g,  Benjatoin  Xeeld,  WJUiaiD  Neeld 
(very  wrly,  with  the  Indian*),  th«  I^ees,  Hiram  PftuI«T.  Solomon  Phil- 
lips. Rebecca  Ruwiiua.  the  Reiistinwa.  Qetijumin  Ric«,  Robert  Rice,  Wil- 
liam Ric«,  John  Siuidtcr,  Henry  Siinden,  L.  G.  Shryer,  Jamee  G. 
S|wrks,  Noble  Stockircll,  Jameti  Shiptnan,  John  Shipman,  Thomas 
Snodfiy,  John  Tarkington,  W.  C.  Tarkington,  Syiirwiiw  Tarkington, 
Samuel  Tomer.

Thin  little  village  vmn  laid  out  by  Jease  Tarkington  tat«  in  the  thirties, 
and  soon  afterward  u  store  was  eatahlished  (here  by  Jamea  Crane,  who 
oonduoted  his  eatahliahmcnt  for  sevenil  yenrs.  This  store  was  started 
about  11S39.  It  ia  said  that  Kemble.  Klein  &  Co.  also  eaiablished  a  store 
in  the  village  about  tlie  year  1842.  In  about  1845,  Zachariah  CatroD 
opened  a  store  in  cho  village,  and  from  that  on,  for  several  yearn,  kept  a 
general  stock,  worth  about  $2,000.  Sylveetcr  Dory  startetl  up  about  the 
same  time.     In  184!^^  Nicholas  Dilliiiger  and  Victor  Dory  formed  a  part- 
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ncnhip,  and  began  »  general  mercantile  busines!),  under  the  firm  name  of 
Dillinger  k  Dory.  SylrcBter  Dnry  anJ  /acliariah  Catron  were  yet  in 
business.  Tite  folbwinj;  year  (1849)  Odell  &  Walker  began  businesj  with 
a  stock  eslimateil  to  hare  been  irorlJi  85,000.  In  lh50.  Elmore  Walker 
Mtabli^hcd  a  store.  Dudley  &  Adams  cngagotl  in  tbe  same  pursuit  in 
185"J.  and  Street  Coi  t  Sous  Kbotit  ibc  same  time.  Tliore  were  at  tbta 
period  about  four  generikl  stores  in  tlie  vtllnj;;?,  two  vr  three  blacksmiths, 
a  saw  mill,  etc.  etc.,  and  a  popuUtion  of  alinut  I.')').  The  town  has  kept 
about  this  size  until  the  present.  A.  J.  Rituhey,  P.  M.  Holder  &  Co. 
hare  general  stores  at  present.  Carmichsel  k  Fields  were  in  with  goods 
before,  as  were  Young  &  Smith,  Baker  Bros,  and  Sparks  Brottivrs.  Urs. 
Cook  and  Gallon  have  drugs.  Joseph  Green  is  the  blacksmith.  Jiuneit 
GaatOQ  is  PosliriBfiter.  The  little  village  has  a  Iri-weekly  mail  from 
Bloomington.     The  population  is  about  200. 


TOWNSUIP    MORALS. 

In  genural,  the  citisens  of  Van  Buren  Township  have  been  a  rery 
welt-behaved  people.  A  Urge  portion,  since  the  earliest  selttement,  baa 
been  connected  with  the  varioua  religiouH  classes  :  and  the  other  portion — 
the  Don-professors,  or  unbeliever^ — has  been  sober  and  uorol.  A  class 
of  the  Church  of  Christ  wm  early  organized— about  lH:tQ — ant]  for  u  time 
met  for  worship  at  the  house  of  Joseph  Berry,  who  was  one  of  the  leadiuc 
memben.  Robert  Hamilton.  Joseph  Berry,  John  Porch.  John  OoofT 
night.  Dudley  C.  Smith.  John  Givens,  John  Bunger  and  their  famitiee, 
were  members.  This  clasH  was  made  up  from  \  an  Biiren  and  Indian 
Crotk  Townshipe.  A  log  church  was  built  quite  early — about  1S34 — 
and  was  used  for  many  years.  The  Methodists  Mtablishad  a  class  in  the 
•Ottthw«stern  part  early  in  the  thirties,  the  loading  early  members  being 
Lewia  UamiBn,  David  Carpenter.  Dcnnisou  Whaler.  E.  W.  Tarkingtoa, 
Maiden  Baker,  Jacob  BulcL'r,  William  Higgins,  Lewis  L,  Allen,  Jeesa 
Tarkington,  Samuel  Day,  George  G.  Walker  and  their  families.  Lewia 
Dale  was  the  piiator  in  1850.  This  cla-t*  \ias  endured  until  the  prenent, 
and  early  built  a  church  at  Stanford,  which  is  yet  used.  Early  in  the 
forties,  the  United  Baptists  organised  a  ciaiss  in  the  rijinity  of  Stanford, 
among  the  earliest  members  bring  the  familien  of  John  GrilGth,  Jesse 
Oow,  Jamea  Steele,  Henry  Kloud,  William  Sparks,  Abe  May.  W.  H. 
Treadway — the  latter  four  also  belonjiing  to  the  napti4t  Ohuroh  in  Rich- 
land Township.  This  clans  grew,  thrived,  and  built  a  church  about 
1850.  The  old  Union  Meeting-house,,  on  SecUon  86,  al^^u  liail  a  large 
membership  in  the  four  townships — Van  Buren,  Perry,  Clear  Creek  and 
Indian  Crvek.  The  old  Baptist  Church  in  the  southern  part  of 
Hiehlnnd  Township,  drew  a  strong  membership  from  the  limiu  of 
Vau  Buren.  The  cilizf^ns  in  the  northeastern  part  joined  the  churches 
at  BloomingtoD.  The  educational  and  religious  community  at  the  village 
of  Harmony,  northonat  of  Suaford,  was  the  earliest  union  of  religious 
sentiment  in  the  county.  Members  of  any  orthodox  deuominatiou  were 
eligible  to  membership.  Later  yeara  bavo  seen  the  organization  of  other 
religious  classes,  and  the  increased  memberahip  and  prosperity  of  the  old, 
unm  DO  portion  of  the  county  is  better  supplied  with  moral  advantages. 
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Tbc  first  school  wis  tauKbt  mftbout  the  rear  1824,  al  wbst  oftcrwonl 
became  tbe  village  of  Harmoi];^,  the  teacher  being,  90  tt  is  stated, 
Jonathan  Nichols.  The  Uousv  was  u  Tacate<l  log  cabin  that  bad  been 
ereate<)  for  a  dwelling,  and  was  tenjporanlv  fixed  up  for  school  pur[>ot)e9. 
It  u  not  certain  where  the  next  was  aturted  unl««»  it  woa  at  the  village  of 
HarmoDy,  where  wo  or  three  tcrmK  of  oxccllent  school  vore  conducud 
Under  tbe  eupcrvision  of  tbe  Blue  Spring  CotnioaQity.  A  school  was 
started  in  tbe  southeatitorn  part  about  1828,  one  of  the  Berrjs,  it  is  aaid. 
being  tbe  first  tewcher.  A  Mhoolhouse  that  was  erected  in  tbe  southern 
niirt  of  Richland  Townisbip  waa  attended  hy  the  children  of  Van  Buren, 
in  the  aortbera  part,  but  soon  after  1830  u  log  achoolhoase  was  con- 
structed on  Section  4  or  i>,  which  answered  the  purpoM  for  several  years. 
Some  state  that  tbe  Jir»t  school  in  the  township  waa  taught  near 
what  ia  now  Stanford,  one  of  the  Tarkiugtona  being  the  lirat  teacher.  In 
18JJ6,  there  were  four  school  districts  and  schoolhonses.  In  1847,  there 
were  eight  school  districts  in  the  lownflhip,  and  during  tbe  winter  of 
1846-4",  »ix  eeheols  were  taught.  The  enumeration  in  the  districts  at  thia 
time  waaaa  follows:  No.  1.  78;  No.  2,  91;  No.  3,  64;  No.  4.47;  No.  5. 
72  ;  No.  6,  19  ;  No.  7,  68 ;  No.  8. 48.  School  waa  not  taught  during  tbe 
winter  In  Diatricta  No.  5  and  6.  Tbe  average  daily  uttendance  waa  as 
follows:  No.  1,43;  No.  2.  1.1 ;  No.  S,  37;  No.  4.  16;  No.  7,  14; 
No.  8,  1!).  Six  monlh.<i  school  wa«  taught  in  District  No.  3;  two  months 
in  No.  7,  ami  three  months  in  the  others.  The  teachers  were  paid  for 
the  term,  exclusive  of  a  small  amount  of  tuition  or  subscription,  as  fol- 
lows :  No.  1,  ?80  ;  No.  2.  ?25  ;  Ho.  3,  ^75  ;  No.  4,  9i5  ;  No.  7,  $36; 
No.  8,  9i^-  The  School  Trustees  at  thLn  time  were  Conrad  Koons.  John 
U.  Porch  and  James  F.  Givena.  In  184!)  (March),  there  were  eight 
school  districia,  as  above  given,  with  the  following  enumeration  ;  No.  1. 
■3n  mnlesnnd  4S  femnles ;  No.  2,  2l]  mules  and  24  females;  No.  S,  S6 
muk'8  and  12  femalca;  No.  4.  30  males  and  23  females;  Na  5,84 
male»  and  42  femalea ;  No.  6,  45  males  and  SI  females;  No.  7,  24 
males  and  '2S  fetcalee  :  No.  8.  28  male«  and  28  females.  Total  enDODera- 
tion,  males  261,  females  283;  grand  total,  494.  Tbe  schools  at  this 
time  were  not  surpassed  bj  any  other  country  portion  of  tbe  county. 
When  the  new  school  law  cainc  into  effecl  in  1^.^3,  and  one  Trustee  took 
tbe  place  of  three,  and  new  funds  were  created  for  the  common  schooK 
within  a  few  years  many  of  the  districts  built  new  hjiises — not  of  logs, 
bat  of  tbe  beet  native  lumber.  Great  improrements  were  made  during 
the  fiflie*  in  school  methods  and  eygiems.  During  the  sixties,  still  greater 
improvements  were  made,  and  now  the  school  system  of  the  township, 
the  county  and  the  State,  is  nut  only  the  pride  or  the  residents,  bat  the 
admired   object  of  neighboring   St^ttes.      The  following  table  explains

THE    BLUB    SPH.IHG    COMMUSITV. 

From  1820  to  1860,  there  aroee  throughout  the  United  States  a  ten- 
dency to  unite  means  and  intlueiice  in  lh>c  formation  of  vhat  was  called  a 
"Community,"  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  aouroes  of  a  better  sys- 
tem of  edocatioQ  and  moraU  than  was  afforded  by  the  denominatioDal  and 
educational  organisations  of  that  day.  Many  families  would  place  their 
property  in  charf^e  uf  a  committee  umpowercd  to  uiaitage  the  common 
iutereau  and  benefits,  and  would  farm  together,  live  together,  eat 
together,  work  together  in  all  thinm,  being  governed  by  a  conetitotion 
nnd  by-UwB.  Men  a^  eminent  as  Horace  Greeley,  Charles  Fourier  and 
the  Owens,  of  Poeey  County,  Ind.,  were  connected  with  organizations  of 
tlie  kind,  and  used  ihoii  best  cndcarors  to  render  the  system   suocetsftil. 

rLiputar  and  universiil  throughout  the  country.     One  institution  of  this 
ind  sprang  up  in  Munrou  County,    in    IS'IH,   and    waa  oalted   the  Blue 
t^pring  Community. 

The  memberH  gathered  at  what  woon  was  called  Harmony,  placed  their 
property  in  common,  erected  dvelltnge,  laid  out  a  public  common  or 

Snare,  Bl«rted  one  or  more  stores,  opened  an  excellent  school  in  a  log 
Eioolhouse  Just  ereoced,  and  soon  were  in  as  dourishing  a  condition  as 
could  be  expected  in  the  baclcwood».  It  was  a  very  new  country  then, 
let  it  be  remembered,  to  establish  and  maintain  sach  an  institution  where 
the  purity  of  intention  and  performance  va»  made  the  sole  condition  of 
membership.  Neighbors  laughed  at  the  pretensions  of  the  ooromoniats 
and  scomfDlly  predicted  the  speedy  or  ultimate  dissolution  of  the  com- 
Bnuity.  But  the  mcmbc^rs.  with  noble  intentions,  went  resolutely  at 
vork,  determined,  if  ponsible.  to  maku  the  attempt  a  succeu.  Things 
vent  on  quite  smoothly  the  first  year,  or  until  cold  weather  came  on, 
when  many  lelV,  going  back  Co  their  former  cabins.  Some  oonSiot  had 
oocurred,  some  mJHundersundingn  from  human  imperfections,  and  when 
the  spring  of  1827  arrived,  all  attempts  to  continue  the  community  was 
TohintJirily  abandoned,  to  tho  sincere  regret  of  some  of  the  purest-minded 
dtisens  ever  residents  of  Monrm-  County. 
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INDIAN    CREEK    TOWNSHIP. 

OltOI-OOIOAL    9TRUCTCRB. 

THIS  Bubdinaion  of  MoaroH  County  lies  in  the  extreme  soathveateni 
ooroer,  and  ia  one  of  the  richeet  tracts  of  land  to  be  fuuDd  within  a 
radius  of  maay  milea.  There  is  more  loam  in  the  b(m1  than  ih  uaumllj 
found  in  the  townships  of  the  county,  and  this,  combinod  with  the  fact  that 
the  townahi])  aa  a  whole  is  not  ao  rolling,  renders  it  a  more  desirable  place 
of  reeidenoe  for  farmiDg-  The  tovoahip  ia  drained  by  the  braoohea  of 
Clear  Creek  and  Indian  Creok.  Thin  ia  one  of  the  few  loc:a1itiefl  of  tbe 
county  where  the  celebrated  Cheeter  aatid^tone  appears  at  the  surface, 
and  consists  of  light  grny  and  bright  red  laminawd  etone.  highly  ferru- 
ginous Bod  usually  irregularly  bedded.  The  iron  deposit  on  Sections  6 
and  7 — unusually  rich  and  heavy,  but  hardly  rich  enough  to  work, 
belongs  to  tbe  group  of  Chester  sandstone.  There  are  fine  displays  of 
this  Handstone  at  Bucna  Vista  oml  elsewhere.  The  principal  stone  of  the 
township  lies  next  underneath  the  aandHtone  and  belongs  to  the  Upper 
St.  Louis  Group  of  limestone.

This  table  illnstrates  the  atone  wealth  of  the  township.  Sandstone 
and  lime.^tone  are  both  found  in  abundance.  The  iron  deposits  are  rich, 
and  famish  all  welU  and  springs  with  tonic  for  the  blood.  The  soil  is 
rich  and  the  timber  is  leee  stripped  of  its  finer  grades  bv  vandals  than 
other  porcJons  of  tbe  county  contiguous  to  railroads.  In  short,  Indian 
Creek  is  one  of  the  bo4t  townships  of  the  county.

Joseph  Anhar 
boaght  OD  21  in  1818,  and  Richard  Wright  on  28  the  sane  jear.  Sol- 
omoD  Morgan  bought  160  acr««  on  Section  24  in  1839.  Caleb  Lowder 
boDglit  80  aer«  on  Seetion  27  in  1819.  Jonathan  Howell  on  28  in 
1818;  Alexander  Clnrk  on  34  In  1818  ;  William  Jones  oq  84  ia  1825. 
This  eompriaee  all  the  entries  prior  to  18S0. 

THE  FJR6T   FAMILIES. 

Among  the  early  settlers  of  the  tonnship  were  the  Dicks,  the  Laiabe, 
the  Cmtns,  the  Biirches,  tJie  Morgana,  the  Walkers,  the  Wrights,  the 
HajTBt  the  Joneses,  the  Easts,  the  Clarke,  the  Adamses,  the  Carpenters,  the 
Tatums,  the  Otiphanis,  the  CarmichneU,  the  Bro«fieM?.  the  Ponningtona, 
the  Phillips,  thoTemgucs,  the  Gmveti,  ttto  Smitbi!.  the  Gwinns.  the  Tread- 
wajps,  the  Turners,  and  many  others.  It  is  probable  that  Lamb  was  the  6r8C 
permanent  settler,  though  the  Walkers  were  in  earl;  and  also  the  Easts, 
the  Wright*,  the  Burches  and  otheni  whose  names  have  escaped  the  recot- 
lection  of  the  old  settlers.  The  first  settlers  were  scuttered  over  the 
lownahip  in  rude  log  cabins  surrounded  hy  small  open  tracts  of  cultivated 
land  which  were  iDclo»d  by  rail  fences  made  by  the  settlers.  Neighbors 
lived  mites  a|Mirt,  but  intercourse  waj)  beguu  and  kept  up. 

MCLLINO   RNTBItPRISB8. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  Indian  Creek  Township  bad  no  streams  of  suf- 
ficient size,  there  were  no  early  mills  or  other  industries  operated  hy 
wftter-powor  in  early  yenrg.  Two  or  three  hand  mills  and  horse  mills 
were  operaietl  in  several  neighborhoods  at  times,  hut  no  mills  of  wide 
popnlariCy  and  patronage  were  built  within  the  limits  of  the  township, 
nnlesB  the  oM  mill  in  the  southwestern  part  can  he  considered  aa  hucu. 
The  old  Hamilton  Mill  in  Van  Buren  Township  and  the  Ketchum  Mill  iu 
the  northwest  comer  of  Clear  Creek  Township,  were  the  sources  whence 
were  obtained  the  itiipplies  of  flonr  and  meal.  These  were  the  earliest 
mills  which  supplied  Imlian  Creek  Township.  Two  or  three  other  mills 
were  built  on  Clear  Creek,  and  south  in  Greene  County  on  Indian  Creek, 
at  a  later  date,  which  received  some  of  the  later  patronage,  though  the 
Kelchum'R  mill  and  the  Hamilton's  mill  were  the  aland-bya,  even  until  a 
comparatively  recent  date.  A  saw  mitl  wa?  started  in  the  southern  part 
at  a  very  early  day,  and  it  is  said  that  the  first  whisky  shop  in  the 
county  was  opened  in  this  township. 

THI  VIROIMA  IRO.V  W0K1CS. 
The  moflt  notable  indastry  ever  in  the  township  was  the  iron  furnace 
eetsbliabed  in  about  18^0,  in  the  northwestern  part,  by  Ilandolph  Itess, 
a  Virginian,  who  had  been  engage<i  in  the  same  business  in  his  native 
State,  and  tm  frmiljar  with  toe  details  of  iron  manufacture.  In  about 
the  year  above  mentioned,  he  erected  the  necenary  buitdingson  the  north- 
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e&st  quarter  of  Section  7,  etiipluyed  a  f«w  vxperieiiu^j  men,  whom  hi 
brouj^ht  from  Virgiaiik,  und  bogitn  mining  from  the  side  of  the  bill  there, 
crude  iron  ore  contained  about  twenty  per  cent  of  good  iron.  Hi»  tax  io 
1841  was  852.2o.  more  tJian  tliat  of  any  other  laau  io  th«  oountj.  Hia 
tax  ia  1842  was  9100.49,  more  than  any  other  man's.  Ho  owned  156 
acres,  tho  land  being  raluod  at  944i8,  and  the  improvements  at  S6,S60, 
and  bis  personal  nruperty  was  worth  9l,tJ00,  mnking  his  total  laxablea 
worth  83,42H.  The  father  and  his  non.  Randolph  Rosa,  Jr.,  andar  the 
name  Randolph  Rom  k  Son's  Virginia  Iron  Works,  within  a  year  after 
starting  had  in  their  employ  about  twenty  men  engaged  ia  miaine 
the  ore  from  the  hilt,  carting  it  to  the  furnace,  where  it  was  melted  and 
the  iron  ruo  off  into  bars  to  bo  sliippcd  by  wagon  to  Louisville  or  Via- 
cennes.  The  company  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  with 
a  capit&l,  if  neceesiry,  of  $20,000,  and  was  to  contioue  for  a  period  of 
tea  years  with  power  to  renew  the  continuance  an  additional  ten  yean,at 
tbo  optioD  of  the  incorporators.  If  any  others  had  ua  interest  in  the 
works  such  fact  is  not  now  known.  It  is  staled  by  some  that  a  portion  of 
the  c«pital  vas  famished  by  several  Eastern  parties,  who  were  memben 
nf  the  incorporation.  The  facbi  cannot  be  stated.  Besidea  mnnafactar- 
ing  pig  or  bar  iron  for  shipment,  the  company  began  the  general  manti- 
facture  for  the  local  trade  of  all  kinds  of  ciLit-iron  ware  nee<Jed  in  the 
new  countiT,  ^Qch  as  kettles,  spiders,  andirons,  pots  and  lORchinery  cast- 
ings as  rude  hoes,  and  a  few  mold-bourds  for  plows.  The  most  of  the 
iron  was  thus  roanufaeturcd  into  articles  for  farm  and  dotneatic  use- 
After  mnning  nuccemfuDy  for  abotii  five  years,  the  company  liecame  in- 
volved  in  some  manner,  and  waa  forces!  to  suspend  opcrationa.  The  en- 
terprise had  been  highly  succeasfu).  but  the  incorporators  were  forced  to 
suspend  by  reason  of  having  lost  heavily  in  speculations  elsewhere,  and 
not  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  iron  furaaoc  in  Indian  Creek  Township.

It  is  said  that  tho  first  school  in  the  township  was  taught  near  the 
cabin  of  Elmore  Walkur,  in  about  tho  year  1824,  but  it  is  quit«  certain 
that  another  was  taught  not  lar  from  the  sumo  time  in  tho  Borch  neigh- 
borhood, and  probably  one  in  the  Dicks  neighborhood.  Each  of  tb<>se 
sofaooU  was  taught  in  a  log  cabin;  two  of  them,  at  leaat,  in  cabins  tliat 
bad  been  erocted  for  residences,  and  hiul  been  vacated  by  the  builders,  who 
bad  Irfl  the  township  or  neighborhood.  After  this  early  date.  Aessiuua 
wer«  uHually  held  in  the  three  localities  named  during  the  ninter  mouths, 
first  in  one  house  and  then  in  another,  shifting  tho  location  to  suit  the 
majority  of  childreit.  The  BurohcH  were  among  tha  early  toaoheni,  and 
the  younger  members  of  the  Walker  fatuity  alao  instructed  tho  pioneer 
children.  Tn  the  year  IS86,  there  wore  three  log  eoboolhnuRes.  and  one 
or  two  neighborhoods  where  echool  was  taught  semi-occcuiLuuully,  a^  the 
wanu  uf  tlio  children  demand«<l.  In  1840,  the  number  of  scboolhouses 
had  been  increased  to  five;  in  1866,  there  were  eight,  and  possibly  nine. 
The  eight  country  liooses  were  located  on  Sections  3.  8,  d,  14,  20,  26.  28 
•nd  30.  All  were  log  houses  except  two.  The  families  that  attended  tbe 
house  on  Section  2  were  the  Morgans.  Wrights,  Gwinns,  Koons.  Turners, 
Treadways,  Pcrrys,  B«llingor«,  TnrMhci«,ri  at.;  Section  8,  the  Burcbes, 
Sadtera,  Carpenters,  Adamses,  el  al.;  Section  14,  the  Walkers.  Whites. 
CarmichaeU,  Chipmans,  Msyg,  Kirka,  et  al.;  Section  20,  tbe  children  of 
Bnena  Viiitfl,  the  [jambu,  CarmichaeU,  Carters,  Carvers,  Phillips,  Tatams, 
Gordons.  Mays,  •?{  al.;  Section  26,  the  Stevennons,  Lowes,  JoneHM,  Easts, 
Sare8.  Hazels,  Teagues,  Smiths.  Couders,  GiUiams,  Wrights,  Millers. 
Morgans,  rt  aU;  Section  28,  the  Waterfords.  Gravesos,  Dicks,  Joneses, 
Tcaguea,  Stoni-s.  Eimta  and  Nancfs  ;  Section  30,  the  Simpsons,  Oliphants. 
Hardens,  Graveseii,  Pedigos,  Braafield^,  Penningtons,  et  al.  At  this  time 
the  schools  were  in  comparatively  good  shape.  The  following  table  i!  the 
later  condition  of  the  schools: 
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VILLAGES. 
Two  or  three  small  villages  have  flonritbed  in  thin  township,  to 
March,  1849.  Jussu  Vi.  Etwt,  propricior,  M«»l«I  bv  Henry  Farmer,  but- 
vejur,  laid  out  ton  lutson  the  south  p»rl  of  the  east  half  of  the  northwest 
quarter  of  Section  20,  and  named  iKo  riUagc  thus  started  Buodu  Vista,  a 
name  then  peculiarly  frexb  a,nd  distinct  in  the  minds  of  all  Hooaiers. 
About  the  same  time.  Mr.  East  started  the  &r9t  store,  and  soon  a  bluk- 
smith  and  a  few  families  located  there.  Since  then  there  hare  usaally 
been  a  store,  a  blacksmith  aaJ  ubout  a  doun  familiM  at  th«  riUue. 
John  Evans  aolj  guuda  there,  a»  did  Henrv  OUphant,  flToodward  4  C»y 
and  others.  The  present  merchants  are  ICine  &  Woodward.  Another 
eartr  town,  now  deserted,  was  Pa1e«tine.  founded  by  Alexander  Suthcr- 
laad,  during  the  thirties.  He  was  the  first  storekeeper  there,  and  con- 
tinued several  years,  going  then  to  Harrodsburg.  Thomas  Shipman 
probabW  succeeded  him  ns  the  merchant.  One  of  the  Koons  also  sold 
goods  tWrc.  Kirkville  ia  a  recent  village  named  ia  honor  of  the  Kirk 
family.  Lane  k  Csrmtchael  started  the  store,  bat  sold  out  to  Mr.  Kirk, 
who  yet  continues. 

CfitlBCHBE. 

The  first  religions  class  organizetl  in  thiit  township  wtu  the  Methodist 
Church,  founded  in  the  Walker  neighborhood,  about  1825.  For  several 
years,  meetings  were  held  at  the  houses  of  Thomas  Hill.  Elmore  Walker, 
und  elaowhoro  in  the  siime  portion  of  the  township.  Amon;;;  the  earliest 
memberB  were  tho  familiLS  of  Thomas  Hill,  Elmore  Walker.  David  Wells, 
George  Oxsleer,  Mit-hael  Ttague,  Burrell  Keeves,  Joseph  S.  Walker, 
Pleasant  O'Brien,  Rev.  Isaac  McElroy,  Karris  llowanl,  Kev.  Lewis  Dale 
and  others.  This  was  cnlted  Mi.  Salem  Church,  and  waji  famous  in  early 
years  for  tlie  number  of  ita  revivals  and  the  amount  of  good  done  in  the 
neighborhood.  Ah  tho  years  passod  it  gradually  split  up.  several  of  the 
prominent  mcmbentioiaing  the  Methudiat  01aa»  at  Sunford,  and  several 
others  ihe  claoH  ut  liarnKlaburg.  though  a  few  of  thi>  old  membera  still 
remained  fttithful  to  the  parent  organization,  which  continued  to  meet  in 
the  rexidences  and  «choolhous&'<  in  the  vicinity  where  it  was  first  founded. 
The  lej^itiinate  deecendant  of  the  old  oIa»  t»  still  ia  existeQc«. 
The  old  Hebron  Baptist  Church,  organised  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
township  during  the  fnrtien.  vns  anotnor  class  that  produced  marked  ef- 
fect upon  the  morals  of  the  younger  generations.  The  OliphauLS.  Abel 
Ednurds  and  family,  and  Joeepb  Pennington  and  family  were  early  mem- 
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Tbis  cltus  met  for  manv  yean  in  aolioolhoaaes  and  rerideiHm,

^^  aSOLOOICAL  FORHATIOir. 

HIS  townftliip  is  one  of  the  best  in  ibe  county  for  ngricultiiral  pur- 
pojci.  It  hus  an  abundance  of  low  land,u  it  lie^  principally  in  tbe 
forks  of  Clear  Creole  and  Salt  Cre«k,  tbe  two  principal  streams  of  the 
southern  half  of  the  cnunty.  Between  the  forks  tho  land  is  gently  UQ- 
dalating  ai  a  general  rule,  and  tbe  surface  soil  contains  an  abundance  of 
food  for  almost  all  farm  productions.  Along  tbe  two  streama  are  rather 
precipitous  blulTs,  which,  back  some  distance,  gradually  blend  vith  the 
general  undulating  aurfaco  of  tho  country.  Immodiately  adjoining  the 
sirt-niDH  are  narrow  valleys  very  rich  and  productive.  Tbe  geolugicnl 
formation  is  rcrealod  it  many  places — &t  quarriee  and  along  tbo  New 
Albany  Railroad,  principally.  In  place:*  where  the  stormK  have  wanhed 
away  tbe  surface  soil,  hundreds  of  geodee,  comprising  crystalline  and 
butryoidul,  are  found.  The  railroad  track  at  Harrodaburg  is  509  feet 
above  tho  level  of  tho  aca.  and  at  Smithville  is  71U  foot.  This  shows  a 
railroad  grade  of  201  feet  between  those  two  pincca.  diiatunt  about  four 
miles  and  a  half,  The  altitude  at  Bloomington  is  745.  and  northwest  of 
I)  looming  ton  at  the  highest  point  of  the  grade  is  8H3  feet.  The  track  at 
Ellctt«Ti)le  is  6Ko  feet  above  the  ftca.  In  tbe  vicinity  of  Stnithville, 
covering  about  a  section  of  land,  the  Keokuk  limeaione  makes  \ta  appear- 
ance at  the  surface.  A  little  diBtann;  weet,  extending  n  little  easit  of 
north,  is  the  general  overlying  edge  uf  tbe  Kcoknk  gronp.  l^pP'ng  upon 
the  knobetone.  A  short  diatance  further  west  is  the  8t.  Louis  liin«»tone.

Etitering  the  township  from  the  east,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  above 
tables  that  tnc  first  stone  found  would  be  the  Knob  sandatooe ;  then  a 
trifle  west  of  the  center  the  Keakuk  limestone  wonld  be  found  lapping 
upon  the  Knob  saiidatone,  and  a  abort  distance  rnrther  west  the  Warsaw 
Division  of  the  Lower  St.  Louis  limestone  would  be  found  lapping  upon 
the  Keokuk  limeetone.  This  gires  the  township  both  sandstone  and 
limestone  of  the  first  quality  at  the  surface.

Many  ullters  owned 
no  land  for  ten  or  twenty  years,  and  sot'eral  lived  in  ttie  township  several 
years,  owning  no  land,  and  leaving  finally  for  some  other  locality. 

THB  FIR^T  SETTLER  OP  MONBOB  COUNTT. 
The  first  settler  in  this  township  and  in  Monroe  County,  nocortl- 
ing  to  old  Col.  Kctcbiim,  who  settle  in  the  iiorthwvat  corner  of  Clear 
Creek  Township  in  1817,  was  David  McHollaud.  This  man  whose  wife 
ia  either  now  Uvingor  was  a  few  years  ago,  at  a  very  advanced  age,  came 
to  the  township  for  permanent  reaidence  when  tbe  htate  was  yet  a  Terri- 
tory, or  in  1816.  Col.  Ketchum.  who  came  in  two  years  later,  and  waa 
well  acquainted  with  Mr.  McIIolland,  oft«n  stated  that  the  latter  was.  no 
doubt,  Ui«  first  settler  in  Monroo  County.  Of  course  the  Territory  now 
comprtsiog  the  county,  hail  previously  b«en  invaded  by  white  hunters 
and  tnppera,  bat,  so  far  as  known,  no  white  family,  including  wife  and 
children,  became  actual  residents  antil  Mr.  McIIolland  arrived-  He  wns 
a  famous  hunter  and  supported  his  family  mainly  with  his  rifle.  He 
killed  numerous  beors  in  various  portion?  of  the  county,  often  under  cir- 
eumstanoes  of  great  pemonal  peril.  Hi:^  wife  always  boasted  of  having 
baked  the  6rsc  com  poae  in  Moaroe  County,  and  was,  no  doubt,  justified 
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by  ficu  in  lioing  so.  The  McHolUndi  oultiratfttl  ao  acre  or  two  of 
ground,  upon  whicli  the;  squatted,  and  after  a  few  years  went  bo  tbe 
nortbvoatern  pan  of  the  county,  where  thej  coDtinited  to  reside  iDuiy 
yeara.  The  namo  of  the  second  eottlcr  in  this  tovrusbip  eaoDOl  be  ia- 
dicaied.  Bartlett  Woodward  came  to  the  township  in  ISU),  and  eawred 
considerable  land  upon  which  h«  erected  a  rude  log  cabin  for  hia  faoily, 
whicli  either  came  out  the  same  fall  or  the  next  sprine.  Several  famtlJea 
were  rcsidioK  in  tli«  township  at  this  time.  Mr.  Woodward  became  a 
prominent  citisen,  and  was  elected  one  of  the  6r8t  County  CommiMioiien 
oftht!  county  in  1818.  Col.  Kctohum  built  a  grist  mitl  on  Clear  Crwk 
as  early  as  l8lti,  which  for  many  years  was  famous  in  all  the  sarroundiiiK 
Muntry.  Green's  mill  was  another  one;  Chambers  and  Shirley  each 
ownetl  early  water  mills.  The  Taylors  pmbably  sent  the  first  6at-boat 
loaded  with  pork,  grain,  ete.,  down  either  Clear  or  Salt  Creeks  from 
Monroe  GouDty.  They  built  their  own  boats,  and  knew  how  lo  manage 
them  on  tiieir  way  to  Southern  markets.  The  Chambers  brothers 
also  sent  early  boats  of  pork  and  grain  down  the  creeks.  Col. 
Keteham  was  about  as  early  in  Hhippinj;  pork,  f^ain,  Hour,  etc.,  as  any 
one  in  the  township  or  county,  lie  lUso  shipped  himber.  Later,  Bllaa 
Bruoer  shipped  cherry  and  other  finer  Taneti«t  of  lumber  down  the 
creeks.  These  were  BOme  of  the  early  enterprises  in  Clear  Creek  Town- 
ship.

VILLAOBS. 
The  villaj^  of  IlarrotUburg,  now  third  in  populatioa  and  importaaoa 
In  the  county,  was  Uiii  out  by  Alexander  Buohanan,  proprietor,  and  Joho 
Scdwieic,  surveyor,  iu  December,  1836.  on  the  nwrtlieaal  corner  of  the 
Mathwest  quarter  of  S»ciion  2{l.  Township  7  north,  Range  1  wett. 
Twenty-foar  lotd  were  laid  out,  and  the  village  was  named  Newgene.  la 
May,  1837,  Levi  Sugart  laid  out  an  addition  of  three  lots,  anil  at  this 
time,  for  some  reason  unknown,  the  name  of  the  village  was  ^changed  to 
Harro'lsburg.  [t  is  said  chat  the  first  store  whs  started  by  Berkey  & 
iMmioger,  who  cook  out  a  licenao  in  1836.  Jacob  Carman  took  out  a 
liquor  licenae  in  1839,  paying  therefor  $25,  Tilford  k  Gla.<i.>i  early 
established  a  store  in  the  village.  It  is  said  that  A.  &  P.  Cftrmichael, 
who  were  in  the  mercantile  business  at  Stanford,  were  also  in  Uarroda* 
burg.  Mr.  Berkey  bnu^hc  a  lot  oonditiinally  in  the  town  before  it  waa 
laid  out.  The  early  families  of  the  village  were  those  of  Henry  Berkey, 
Jtj^eph  Cranshaw,  Job  Horton,  Samuel  Biugh,  Richard  Empson,  Alexao- 
der  Buchanan,  the  Widow  Cully  and  other*.  This  was  about  the  condi- 
tion in  184:4.  at  which  time  no  store  had  been  in  the  town  for  a  year  or 
two.  In  1844.  3.  W.  k  J.  D.  Urmey  opened  a  atore  of  general  merohaa- 
disc,  worth  about  $450,  jind  the  following  year  Paris  Vestal  also  eatfcb- 
Itshod  a  store.  James  Bi^tlcy  was  tbe  Sr^t  resident  physician ;  fae  wai 
also  a  pedagogue  of  oonsiderable  repute.  Bitugh  &  Empson  were  tannera, 
KufuH  FinJey  erected  a  tannery  about  forty  rods  down  the  little 
ere«>k  at  the  village.*  Vestal  continued  about  two  years,  then  sold  to 
Moore  it  Baugh.  Qreasoii  was  Veatal'a  partner  for  a  short  time,  as  was 
■Iso  MeCrea.  In  1848,  Vesta)  and  Sutherland  were  partners,  but  after 
a  short  time  each  contiautHl  separate.  James  W.  Carter  was  in  business 
about  1849.  Sutherland  &  Graham  were  together  for  a  short  time  about 
IH50.  The  Urmeyn  Ktill  continued,  with  increasing  biminess.  Odell  k 
Walker  were  in  buHin(>iis  about  thin  time.  Sutherland  &.  Bniigh  were 
putoers  for  a  short  time,  closing  in  July,  1853.  In  April,  1852,  Alex- 
ander Sutherland  and  Dugan  Jones  formed  a  partnership  for  the  general 
buaiaoss  of  merchandising,  packing  pork,  buying  and  shipping  grain  and 
proviiitons  and  buying  and  selling  real  eetate.  Sotherlana  furnished 
$4,000  capital  and  Joned  $2,000,   and   two-thirds  the  profits  and   Icmmm

The;  Bciitoutfrom  eight  to  twelve  beats  each  year  and  employed  during  the 
bnsy  seasons  forty  or  fifty  men.     The  aggregate  basineM  per  anoom  was 
little  leu  than  $100,000.     Thid  gave  tne  appearanoo  of  groat  thrift  to 
the  little  town,  and  induced  many  to  locate   tnere  who  otherwine   would 
have  passed  on.     Urmoy  &  Isominger  shippod  grain  by  boat  during  the 
forties.     The  Unnej  brothers  did   the  name.     Sutherland  k  Joata  lost 
oonflidurable   oaoney  on  pork,  and   were   gradually  forced  from  business 
though  they  paid  th^r  debts.    Carmichael  &  Urmcy  in  18  !1,  began  a  big 
bu^nesH  in  packing  pork.     The  first  year  they  packed  1,800  hogs.     The 
buaiiiHS  was  mer«a8iedB0  that  forty  men  were  employed,  and  as  high  a« 
8,500  bogs  were  elaaghi«red  and  packed  in  one  season.     Coostderablt 
wheat,  com  and  flour  was  bonght  and  shipped  aUo.     The  railroad  bad 
been  oomplctod  in  1853,  and  this  afforded  a  much  better  way  of  reaohbg 
market  than  by  water.     The^e  men   continued  the  business  until   1877, 
when  they  fatlod,  by  reason  of  heavy  losssb,  and  conapromised   honorably 
with  their  creditors. 

Among  the  leading  industries  which  haT«  fiourished  in  the  rillaga 
W88  the  distillery  built  and  operated  by  lirown  k  Deckard.  about  1865. 
Two  alille  were  used,  and  the  capacity  of  the  distillery  wu  about  twenty 
gallons  daily.  Chambers  &  Strain  were  afterward  the  owners.  U 
operated  until  a  short  time  ago-  J.  M-  Andbrson  conducted  an  extensive 
cabinet  factory,  beginning  early  in  the  fifties.  Stipp  &  Strun  built  the 
present  grist  mill  in  about  1866.  at  a  oostof  abont  9^<0i)0.  It  afterward 
passed  to  Woolery,  Stevenson  k  Co..  and  finally  in  Ji>hn  Stevenson,  who 
ret  owns  and  operates  it.  A  Urge  dnmcAtic  patron&ge  is  enjoyed,  and  % 
imited  merchant  work  done.  Oliphant,  Woodward  k  Carmicliaet  built 
the  woolen  factory  during  or  just  at  the  close  of  the  war — about  1864. 
The  building  and  machinery  cost  918,500.  All  the  neccwiary  help  was 
empIoy«d,  and  the  factory  began  to  turn  out  conaiderable  quantities  of 
yarns,  flannels,  jeans  and  caAslmeres ;  but  the  enterprise  was  stan^-d  at 
the  wrong  time,  and  did  not  come  np  to  the  hopes  of  il^t  builders.  Vari- 
ous clianges  were  made  in  the  ownership,  and  at  hist  the  bmiineas  was 
abandoned  about  three  years  ago.  The  village  has  a  present  population 
of  about  '260. 

Fairfax  wsji  started  at  an  early  date,  but  ban  alwajps  been  a  villairo  of 
modest  pretenniuns  an  ro^^rds  site.  So  far  as  can  be  learned.  M,  Wbi3«- 
nond  ant)  R.  VVikon  opened  a  liquor  establiHbnient  there  in  about  183^, 
and  Continued  on  for  eereral  years,  adding  a  small  stock  of  goods  in  abnnt 
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18S7,  and  nftertrnrii  incroosiag  tbo  bugiaosa.  Sonrlioroagh  &  Wilson 
opened  a  store  there  iii  1b38,  and  did  a  good  husinLiis  for  aeveral  vmrs. 
Helton  &  Houston  be<j;an  merchfttidising  aboQt  1840.  The  old  H«ltoil 
grist  mill  vn<*  buiit  party,  and  coimidrabie  flonr  was  sent  b^  boat  down 
tbc  crc«k.  Helton  packed  considerable  pork,  which  was  tbipped  away 
by  boat.  He  continued  there,  doing  a  lar)>u  biuiriess  in  hia  store  and 
mills  and  r»ctori«8.  until  tbo  Bflica,  when  bo  removed  to  Kloomington. 
A  large  amount  of  furniture  wan  inunufactured  there  during  the  forties 
and  fifties,  In  about  IS47,  L.  Q.  Iloggatt  became  Mr.  Helton 'a  partner. 
The  Hedfields  succeeded  Helton.  Since  then,  the  village  has  been  small 
and  uneventful. 

Smitlirille  was  started  when  tbo  New  Albany  Railroad  •wa»  eii- 
tablished,  in  1852-53.  It  was  laid  out  in  Norember,  1851.  by  Mans- 
field Bennett  and  George  Smith,  owners,  on  Section  8.  Thirty-eight 
Iota  were  lujd  out  on  both  sides  of  the  railroad.  Mr.  Smith  prob- 
ably opened  the  first  store.  He  was  f>oon  joined  by  a  blacksmith  and  a 
few  fiimilies.  Davis  &  Humphries  were  also  there  about  the  same  time, 
with  a  good  fltore.  The  business  was  lively  while  work  on  the  railroad 
continued.  It  is  probable  that  the  stores  were  started  before  the  town 
was  laid  out,  to  accommodate  the  wanLt  of  the  workmen  P.  k  J.  HoU 
Innd  were  also  early  at  the  village  with  a  stock  of  goodn.  One  or  two 
storee  hare  been  in  the  village,  usually  one  at  a  time,  ever  since.  About 
fifleen  familiee  comprise  ttie  population. 

BoaooLS. 
It  is  said  that  the  Bret  achool  in  the  township  was  taught  near  the  old 
Woodward  homestead  about  1822.  This  was  a  short  distance  south  of 
the  prescut  Smilliviile.  The  school  waa  held  in  a  vacated  lug  cabin  that 
bad  been  uccupied  for  a  short  titnu  by  iiuEiie  family.  Another  early  school 
was  taught  near  Fairfax,  and  «till  onuther  in  the  llogera  neighborhood, 
'llio  Chambers  were  the  founders  of  a  Hcbool  about  IH80.  In  1^83,  there 
were  three  schoolbouses  in  the  township,  and  one  or  two  old  residences 
which  were  used  for  that  purpotie.  In  about  1F140,  the  old  logschoolhuuM 
at  Harrodsburg  was  erected,  which  was  ascd  for  school  and  church  pur- 
poflcs  until  about  1851.  School  was  taught  at  Fairfax  as  cnrJy  ait  IHSH. 
In  1846.  the  township  consisted  of  four  school  districts,  two  schools  beinij 
held  in  Dielrioi  No.  '2.  During  the  winter  of  l(i4(i— 17,  school  was  not 
taught  in  Nos.  1  or  8.  The  enrollment  in  Distriet  2  was  53  and  in  Dia- 
Iriot  4  Has  25.  The  length  of  each  term  watt  three  months.  Twenty-two 
children  attended  in  No.  4,  and  34  in  No.  2.  AH  these  houaes  were  of 
logs.  lu  185G,  there  were  Bchoulhousea  at  Hnrrodohurg,  SMiithvillfl,  Fair* 
fex,  and  on  ScctiouB  8,  11  a»d  29.  Tlie  only  frame  house  was  at  Har- 
rodnburg.  The  old  log  Hchoolhouae  at  this  village  had  been  burned  down 
about  1951,  at  which  time  a  amall  one-story  frame  was  erected  to  take  it« 
place.  Early  teachers  in  this  frame  hou^e  were  Jonas  May,  Maj. 
Grimes.  Luther  Do  Motte,  William  Brown,  Elzy  Woodward  et  at.  Dr. 
Jamve  Bvtttlcy  taught  in  the  utd  log  house  on  early  ae  1844.  He  was  a 
better  ti-aoher  than  physician.  The  small  frame  house  was  used  until  war 
lime,  when  the  preaent  two-atoricil  frame  building  waa  erecte^i  »t  a  cost  of 
about   81,000;    three    teachers  are  now  employed  in  the  Harrodsburg

were  greatly  impror«d  during  the  fifties  »ad  more  so  dariaD  tbe  sixti«i 
snd  the  serencies.     Tbe  followiDg  it  for  tbe  adioola  of  1880-^1 : 
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CHnROHBS. 
An  eurly  Uaptist  class  was  organized  in  the  Nicbola  neubboilund 
■bout  the  jear  1828.  Amone  the  first  ruembem  were  the  ntmiliM  of 
John  NiehoU,  W.  F.  Siftooe,  WilltRm  Clmndlor,  William  Smith,  Heni^ 
Lsnders,  Henry  FritB,  Alfred  Coffey  and  othere.  Early  meetings  wore 
held  at  the  house  of  John  Nicfaolit.  Another  early  claaa  was  the  one  in 
the  McOrea  neighborhood,  among  the  memhers  being  the  families  of  John 
McCrea,  Jamb  Zike,  Jamen  Jenkins,  Rufus  Knugh,  Andrew  Pickle  ft  at 
The  Church  of  Christ  waa  organised  at  Uarrodsburg  lat«  in  the  thirties. 
Henry  Burkov.  W.  S.  Holmea,  Andrew  Holmes.  Jacob  Oraybell,  R.  R. 
Richardson,  Fliram  Butcher,  Francis  Holmes,  JameH  Wrirht  and  John 
Kitchum.  snd  their  families  being  inembeni.  W.  C.  Walker,  Joflhna 
Moore,  James  Smith  and  Robert  M.  Park?,  and  their  families,  were  early 
Baptists  at  Harrodxbarg.  The  Methodistg  Church  at  SmilhTilie  was 
organised  in  tlie  fifties.  The  families  af  Jusvph  David,  Jutnca  Woodward, 
Perry  Oater,  Farris  Howard,  Daniel  Kelchum.  being  early  raemben. 
Rev.  E.  P.  F.  Wells  was  pautor  in  1855.  The  Camberland  Presbyte- 
rianH  formed  a  ctaxs  at  Harrodsbiirg  in  tbe  fillies,  meetingH  being  held  at 
tbe  Bchoolhouse.  It.  M.  Strain.  James  Woodward,  William  Chambers, 
and  others  and  their  familie-i  were  members.  Rev.  B.  Hall  was  pastor 
in  1857.  The  Christian  Churoh  at  Smithville  had  for  early  members 
James  Fox,  Maltlicw  Floyd.  John  Htnes  and  others.  Among  the  Uetli* 
odists  there  wore  Perry  Gather,  Daniel  Kelchum,  U.  Barrett  and  others. 
William  Leonard  belonged  to  tbe  Cbrintian  Reformed,  as  did  H. 
Burkey.  John  Ilornbaker  ^t  al.  A  Union  Church  was  built.  Otber 
classes  hare  been  formed  in  the  township  since. 
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0E8CBIPTI0N. 

THIS  civil  divUion  of  Monroe  County  waa  given  a  8ep&ral«  existence 
in  the  yenr  1829,  nnd  was  named  for  the  fitther  of  our  common 
conntrV'  It  is  a  full  Congres.'^ionul  lunnship  of  tbirtj-six  sections,  and 
coincides  with  Township  10  north.  Hnngc  1  west,  of  the  Second  Princij>&l 
Meridian,  and  is  one  of  the  four  tovnshipf  of  the  county  that  are  croswd 
bT  the  old  Indian  boundary.  This  boundary  wiui  established  at  the  treaty 
of  Fort  Wayne,  September  SO.  180!^,  between  the  Indians  and  Gen.  Har- 
rison. At  this  dnto,  all  of  Wnshingion  Tnvnthip,  and  indeed  all  of 
Monroe  County  south  of  tho  boundary,  was  obtained  from  the  oatires. 
The  Dorihi*rn  part  of  the  town«liip  belonged  to  what  became  the  New 
Purchase,  and  was  ceded  by  the  Indiana  to  the  Gorernroent  at  the  treaty 
of  St.  Mary's,  Ohio,  October  3,  1818.  Of  course  that  portion  of  the 
towDship  north  of  the  boundary,  or  in  the  new  purchase,  was  not  subject 
to  entry  until  after  the  Indians'  title  had  been  exiinguisbed.  and  nnttl  the 
land  bad  boon  aurrered  by  Thomas  Bronn  during  the  summer  of  1819. 
It  waa  offered  for  sale  in  1821.  That  part  of  the  lowuship  wuth  of  the 
boundary  was  surveyed  by  William  Harris  and  Arthur  Ilenne  in  1813, 
^^ui^ns  subject  to  entry  in  18|i}.

LAND   BDYERS. 

On  the  12th  of  September,  1817,  while  Monroe  County  wm  jet  unor- 
ganized, and  while  it  waa  yet  a  part  of  Orange  County,  James  Bennington, 
at  the  land  office  in  Vincennes,  purchased  the  nortbwcat  quarter  of  the 
Boutliweat  ({uarter.  and  the  southwest  quarter  of  the  soiithwc!)!  qiiarter  of 
Section  SO,  Township  10  north.  Range  1  west  of  the  Second  Principal 
Meridian.  This  was  the  fiTBt  parchaao  of  land  witliin  the  present  limits 
of  Wnftliington  Townnhip.  The  g«eond  tract  or  tracts  wore  bought  by 
John  Patt«reun  on  the  llth  of  August,  1828 — the  northwest  quarter  of 
the  southeaHt  quarter,  and  the  southwest  quarter  of  the  southeast  quarter 
of  Section  ■'SI.  The  thinl  entry  was  made  by  Hugh  Oorr  on  Section  14, 
oa  the  30th  of  Janiiapy,  1824,  .Jehu  Biickner  bought  on  Section  12  in 
1826,  and  Andrew  Smith  on  Section  G  the  same  year.  The  entry  of 
Mr.  Corr  wne  the  first  of  the  townehlp  in  the  New  Purchase.  Samuel 
Gaskina  hought  eighty  acres  on  Section  2H  in    1827,  and  Le«  Brown 
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haughi  A  nimilar  tract  on  the  saiiifl  section  tbe  followinj*  year.  Willinui 
and  J.  Millikan  boaght  eighty  acres  on  Section  80  in  1828.  In  October, 
1829,  John  Turner  bouj^Tit  eight;  acres  on  Section  33.  and  the  tianie 
Tear  Wylie  Burna  bought  D  tract  on  Section  13,  and  Richard  Colier  on 
Bection  3.  Imoc  Gillaapr,  in  1830,  secured  eight;  acres  on  Section  ^. 
In  1831,  Robert  Waltera  and  Jehu  Bucktier  bought  traotn  on  Section  "iK, 
and  John  Weaver  on  Section  S.  During  the  folhiwiiiK  year.  Und  oti  Suc- 
tion 3  wag  bought  by  ThnmaA  J.  Nance,  on  Section  12  by  John  Bales, 
OQ  Section  29  by  Jamoe  Mulky,  on  Section  32  by  Allen  Sims,  on  Sec- 
tion 8d  by  John  Tarner.  and  on  the  same  section  by  A.  B.  Anderson. 
In  1833,  Goalaon  Steppe  bought  on  Section  2.  John  Weaver  and  Andrew 
Smith  00  SecUon  ft.  Job  Johnson  on  Section  14.  John  Neal  on  Section 
17,  Ji>hn  Balea  on  Section  19,  William  McNeely  on  Section  29,  Henry 
Pntoam  on  Section  31.  Jehu  Buckner  bought  on  Section  3  iu  1834; 
John  N'eal  on  Section  17  eame  year;  Thomas  Gillaspy  on  Section  21 
same  year;  James  Gaskina  on  Section  24  same  year;  Dnrid  Paddock  on 
Soction  28  same  year;  Lee  Brown  on  Section  32  same  year;  laaac  Gil- 
laiipr  i*n  Section  3S  same  year;  Andrew  S.  Tate  on  Section  33  name 
year;  BenjamiD  Marshall  on  Section  34  eame  year.  In  1836,  entries 
were  made  by  Job  Johnmn  on  Section  14;  Wiltiatn  Gaskina.  Section  29; 
Daniel  Ray,  same  aection ;  Ktnelcy  Wood,  Section  31;  Allen  Sima,  Sec- 
tion 81 :  Daniel  Ray.  Section  33.  The  entries  of  1886  were  numerooi 
aod  as  follows:  Jeremiah  Colier,  Levi  Colier,  William  Tate  and  William 
Carlton  on  Section  16,  Hichard  Colier  on  Section  IT,  Solomon  Langwell 
on  Section  18,  Bononi  Denny  and  William  Carlton  on  Section  1!J, 
Alexander  W.  Leland,  240  acres  on  Section  19,  Stephen  Gaakins  on 
Section  29.  William  Scott,  William  .McNeely  and  William  Carlton  also 
on  Section  2U :  Alexander  W,  Lctand,  nearly  all  of  Section  30  in  Jnly. 
1834!,  Emsley  Wood  and  Jacob  Millikan  on  Section  31,  A.  W.  Leland 
and  A.  M.  roe  on  Section  32,  aUo  Kmsley  Wood.  FieMing  W.  Poe  and 
William  Carlton  on  the  latter  HiHction,  Solomon  Lnn{;weil  and  A.  B. 
Anderson  on  Section  33.  William  Scott  buuf^hi  on  Section  ItJ  in  1837, 
Washington  Smith  on  Section  33  the  same  year,  and  David  Browning  on 
Section  34  the  same  year.  In  1838,  Caleb  Colier,  bought  on  the  scnool 
Bflctton,  Benjamin  Ridge  on  Section  31,  and  Isaac  Gillaspy  and  William 
Scott  on  Section  34.  Thomns  Gillaapy  bought  on  Section  16  in  1839. 
The  above  were  the  only  entries  in  the  township  prior  to  1840,  and 
amuTig  tJie  list  of  purchuBora  were  some  of  thuearlieitt  svltlors  and  after- 
ward the  moat  prominent  and  respected  men.  The  settlement  in  the 
forties  and  during  the  fifties  wae  rapid,  nearly  all  the  Government  land 
being  takes  np. 

»TAX  PAYEES  OP  1841. 
A.  B.  Anderson  was  on  Section  33,  his  tojcwiu  S4.72.  Lee  Brown 
lived  on  Section  28.  and  paid  $4.70  tax.  Henry  Bnslon  lived  on  Sec- 
tion 21,  hie  tax  being  83.12.  Hawkins  Bales  was  on  Section  17.  his 
tax  waa  86.8.'i,  including  a  delinquency  of  83.41.  James  Bales  owned 
SeotioiM  17  and  18,  hi9  tux  was  $16. 57.  Racbael  Bales  owned  about 
200  acres  and  paid  a  tax  uf  $11.63.  Charles  Buck  paid  [mil  tax. 
Bftftlett  Barton  paid  a  poll  tax.  James  H.  Batter  owned  $200  worth  of 
peraonal  property.      John   Balea   paid  poll  tax.     Levi  Colier  resided  on 
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Section  15;  Jeremiah  Colter  oa  Section  17;  Micaj&h  Colier  on  S«ctioa 
18  &nc)  Staphen  Cotier  on  S(-ctions  4  ajid  5.  Tbeir  caxos  wore  $2.70, 
t4.94.  81.42  ind  $4.10  respectively. 

THB  CHDXCHBS 
Late  in  tlie  decatle  of  ihinies.  probably  sbout  1888,  a  olau  of  Metfa- 
odiete  was  organized  near  the  central  part  of  the  townsbip,  the  families  of 
S«mQel  GaakiuA,  William  Oaskiiia.  Bartletl  H.  BiuitoQ,  Jerae  Gaston  and 
Witliam  MoNeeley  belonging.  The  church  was  erected  late  in  the  forties, 
on  the  Boiitheaflt  qaaneroftherauthweatquart«r  of  Section  21.  Tli«  land 
was  donated  to  the  church  by  Mary  Ann  GaskitiB,  and  comprised  one-half  of 
ao  acr«  od  [he  quarter  abovv  mentioned.  In  1848,  the  TrasteeB  were 
William  Mc^'e«Ioy,  Samuel  Gaskine,  Jesse  Ga^kins,  Bartlett  P.  Bartoo 
and  William  (laiikins,  who  at  tliut  lime  were  making  arrangements  to 
build  their  church.  This  religious  class  is  yet  in  existence,  and  hu  dona 
much  good  in  the  towrmhip.  In  the  forties,  the  old  Mt.  Pleasant  Chris- 
tian CBorch  was  organixed'in  the  township,  a  few  of  the  earliest  members 
being  George  M.  Pc<?ry.  John  Coolt-r,  Alfred  Houston.  Solomon  Lang- 
well,  Josiali  Goodwin,  Benjamin  Houston  and  their  families.  Id  184V 
or  1850,  Abraham  Lemon  Hold  nne  acre  to  the  TruHtecB  of  this  church — 
Poet^,  Cooler,  Houston,  Langwell  and  Goodwin — from  his  land  on  Sec- 
tion 6,  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  township.  About  this  time  tbe 
church  was  erected.  This  society  is  also  yet  it  Azistence,  and  is  proeper- 
OQR.  Late  in  tlie  forties  the  old  Separate  Baptist  Church,  in  the  vicinity 
of  Hindosiau.  was  urganized.  Meetings  were  at  Ci-st  held  at  the  resi- 
dences of  Stephen  llavinns  and  John  Goodman.  The  families  of  Stfi- 
phen  Havions,  John  Goodman,  John  McCoy,  "Williain  McCoy  were 
prominently  connected  in  the  origin  of  the  society.  In  1858.  Stephen 
Bales  sold  to  the  Trustees  of  this  charch  one  acre  of  land  on  Section  18, 
to  be  used  as  a  site  for  the  church.  The  class  styled  itself  the  Union 
Church  of  Separate  Baptists.  These  were  the  early  religiooa  classes  of 
the  township,  but  not  the  only  ones,  as  one  or  two  were  organized  in 
sehoolbouAeB.      Late  years  have  seen    the  organisation  of  Bflveral  others. 

BODCATIOK. 

Schools  were  taught  during  the  thirties  in  the  Colier,  tbe  Bales  and 
the  LangweU  neighborhoods.  They  were  very  imperfect  in  every  respect 
except  want  of  Comfort  and  facilities  for  learning.  The  schools  were 
taught  in  the  rudest  log  houses,  and  were  poorly  attended,  probably  by 
the  children  of  two  or  three  of  the  nearest  families.  It  was  then  the  cus- 
tom, ae  more  than  one  resident  of  tbe  township  ran  lesti^  from  experi- 
ence, to  go  to  school  winter  and  ^nninier  barefoot;  thst  seems  unreason- 
able but  it  was  done,  and  how?  The  barefooted  child,  to  begin  with, 
had  gone  thus  so  long  that  bin  feet  were  hardened  and  calloused  to  resist 
the  cold,  by  several  extra  layers  of  epidcrmiii,  which  npcessily  compelled 
Nature  to  provide.  He  could  stand  a  degree  of  cold  which  wonld  appar- 
ently chill  him  to  the  bone,  and  could  walk  for  some  time  in  snow  and 
frost  without  sufiering  more  than  he  could  benr  with  reasonable  fortitude. 
"When  he  had  to  do  extra  duty  in  the  snow  and  cold,  however,  he  would 
lake  a  f  mall  piece  of  a  board,  say  a  foot  wide  and  two  feet  long,  which 
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liad  bem  seasoned  and  partially  scorched  at  the  fire,  and  after  heating  it 
aotil  it  WM  on  the  point  of  burning,  he  would  start  on  the  run  toward 
Ui«  ecboolhoase  with  the  hot  boara  id  his  hand,  and  wh«D  hiB  feet  bccamA 
too  cold  to  bear  *oj  longer,  he  would  place  the  hoard  upon  the  ground 
aod  8Und  upon  it  until  th«  numbness  and  cold  had  been  partly  oferoomo, 
when  he  vonld  asain  take  his  "stovo"  ia  htji  bmid  and  wake  nnniher 
dash  for  the  aohoolboose  and  repeat  the  prooevs  until  the  baiMing  had 
been  reached.  ThJH  waa  actually  done  In  Waqhinglon  Townahip.  Some* 
timeji  a  flat,  light  piece  of  rock  wna  subiitituCeii  for  the  board,  and  waa 
much  better  an  it  retained  heat  longer.  Three  schaolhonsea  wore  builb 
ia  the  township  in  the  fortio^,  and  two  more  early  in  the  fifties,  and  the 
fira  iitood  on  Sections  6,  12,  15.  18.  26  and  33.  Since  then  the  schools 
bare  increased  in  number  and  usefulness  until  they  are  among  the  beat  in 
the  county.

Two  vjlla|[M  have  been  founded  in  Washington  Townihip ;    The  first, 
WsTport,  was  laid  out  oo  Sections  28  and  38,  in  April.  1851,  by  laaac 
Oillaspy,  Thomas  Gillaspy  and    G.  W.  Smith,  propriotort,  and  James 
Washhum,  Burreyor.     Sixteen  lots  were  laid  out.     Oneilore,  a  black- 
smith shop,  a  post  office,  etc.,  nam  up  the  history  of  the  town.     Uindo- 
Stan  was  laid  out  in  June,  1858.  on  the  northeast  quarter  of  the  iiortheitat 
a  oarter  of  Section  14,  by  Charles  Q.  Corr,  proprietor,  and  Jamt/s  Wood- 
bam,   surveyor.

^HTS  township  was  named  in  honor  of  Thomas  H.  BentoD,  of  Misaauri, 
J.  ono  of  the  ahlfst  uieu  the  country  haa  evor  produced.  It  waa  or- 
ganised in  1833,  a  full  account  of  which  may  be  seen  eUewhere  in  this 
Toluiae.  it  comprises  all  of  Cougreesioaal  Township  9  north,  Range  1 
«ut,  except  the  eaatem  tier  of  aectionii.  which  was  attached  to  Brown 
County  many  years  ago,  and  in  addition  includes  all  of  Township  10 
north,  Range  1  vast,  lying  south  of  Beau  Blossom  Creek.     The  Town- 
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flhip  is  geoeimll/  roagli.  vith  prttcipitous  blufls  bore  and  thero.  &nd  is  cut 
b^  numerous  nvines,  wbvre  small  bIfmuu  find  their  bedii.  There  is  too 
much  cl»;  in  the  Mil  to  bring  the  best  resalts  t«  the  agrioottarist.  Thii 
is  true  even  of  <he  lower  landn,  which  contain  much  material  washed  down 
from  higher  altitudes.  Tn  some  plaoee,  however,  the  eoil  la  rich  and 
deep,  and  furnishes  excellent  crops  of  all  the  cereala.  As  a  whole  the 
township  ia  superior  as  a  fi7«zing  location.  The  heaTy  forests,  deep  de- 
clivities and  numeroua  blufls  afford  abundant  protection  to  dornestis 
animala  from  the  blasts  of  winter.  The  geologj  of  the  towDship  is  mneb 
eimilar  lo  the  balance  of  the  count;.  The  section  of  formation  at  Union- 
vilte  is  as  follows :

Occasionally  large  geodized  crinoids  of 
lh ft  species  Ai:tinorrmu»  humholdtt,  A.  loteei  Hnni  proaiUt  creniMtria- 
fti4,  Spini  ffrearteri,  S-  (enuiXnafiw,  and  some  fine  pootasonal  tfw- 
doomuit  indianenti$  occur.  Thi>  township  has  an  abundance  of  good  stone. 
Tmces  of  the  more  valuable  minerals,  such  as  gold,  copper,  etc.,  hara 
been  found  in  the  township.

The  first  entry  of  land  in  Benton  Township  was  made  by  Rtisha  Pol- 
lard on  Section  tH  (the  northeast  qunrter  of  the  southwest  ([uarter.  and 
the  Nouthenst  qufirter  of  the  eouthwest  quarter),  on  the  27th  of  September, 
1822.  The  second  was  on  Section  18  (the  northwest  quarter  of  the 
southwest  quarter  and  the  southu-eat  quarter  of  the  southwest  tiuarte'r,  ia 
December,  1^28.  by  Henry  Kimble.  The  third  wan  on  Section  h  in  Janu- 
ary, 1824,  by  Robort  Young.  David  Barrow  enterpd  the  next  on  Soot  ion  5 
ill  1830.  William  Florer  bought  on  Soctiuu  8  in  llii32;  George  Richardson 
on  Section  'l^  the  same  year;  and  George  Skerin  on  31  tho  eaioe  year.  In

SCHOOLS. 

The  first  school  in  Benton  Township  was  taught  n«ar  the  roaideoce  of 
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Ilagh  McClang  abotit  the  year  183B.  Tbeaecood  wu  in  the  sootiie? 
part,  and  the  third  near  what  U  now  Unionnllo.  The  first  ttchool  above 
named  was  attended  by  the  rliildren  of  the  Coxes,  Richardsons,  Robin- 
florw,  YoungR,  Mo^irrs,  MeCIung*,  Alexanders  and  ntben,  and  was  a 
famous  school.  coDBtderiog  the  sparee);  settled  condition  of  the  townahjp. 
In  1840,  there  were  two  school  diatricts  in  the  township.  No.  1  bad  as 
ennmeration  of  114,  hat  during  tbe  winter  of  1846—47,  the  average  daily 
stt«Ddaoc«  was  only  twenty-five.  No.  2  enumerated  ninety-foar,  and 
the  same  winter  hnd  an  average  daily  attendance  of  only  twenty-four. 
The  term  in  No.  1  was  three  months,  and  in  No.  *2  five  roonlhii.  In  No.  1 
the  teacher  waa  paid  SIO  per  month,  and  in  No.  2  97.41J.  At  this 
time  Jaeoh  Mosier,  David  Chitwood  and  Hugh  McCIung  were  Township 
Ti'ustcee.  In  1H56,  there  were  in  the  townnhip  Hvc  log  acboolbooaee  on 
Sections  S,  10,  28,  .SO  and  H3.

Al  early  as  1884,  and  very  likely  several  years  before,  a  Baptist  olsiM 
WBN  formed  near  the  residence  of  Lewis  Stevens.  The  class  was  styled 
"  hittlo  Union."  It  was  noted  in  early  years  for  its  activity-  Lewis 
Stevens,  JamcH  Brmnmct.  David  Barrow.  William  McCoy,  John  Cott 
and  their  families  were  the  earliest  members.  Tbe  firat  meetings  were 
held  at  the  house  of  James  Hrummet.  Thomas  Rader.  William  Richard- 
son and  their  families  and  many  othera  nUn  belonged  enrty.  The  Church 
of  Christ.  OR  Young's  Ridge,  was  formed  during  the  forties.  Jaiuea  J. 
Alexander.  Jnmoi^  Alexander,  Joseph  Kiid^r,  Daniel  Thomas,  Samaet 
Smith  and  ihL-ir  t'omilica  were  prominent  and  eoriy  mcmbeni.  In  1S51, 
Lot  24,  in  Uoionville,  was  purchased  of  Henry  F.  G^rlick,  for  $12,  and 
preparations  were  immediately  made  to  build  the  church.  Joseph  Davis 
watt  the  carpenter,  and  finished  the  building — afi-amcnrootare — in  about 
July,  18.^1.  Another  furly  vlaatt  was  the  Fryea'  Church,  the  Icadinf; 
members  being  the  families  of  T.  Y.  Kader,  B.  S.  Robins.  Oeorge  W. 
Frye,  John  C.  Prre,  William  Gladden  and  others.  Rev.  Robert  liar- 
man  was  pastor  in  about  1857. 
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This  is  the  oulj  rillage  in  Benton  towruhip.  It  is  likely  that  J.  J. 
Alexnntler  wan  the  finit  mnrctiant;  at  any  rate  be  opened  a  store  of  gen- 
«r&l  merchandise,  worth  about  9^ii0^  in  the  year  I8tj6,  and  soon  had  » 
Sourishing  trade-  He  continaed  ia  thebuHinp^iaaDy  years.  Late  in  the 
forties.  James  Carter  fiogagcil  iu  business  in  the  villa}^,  continuing  Tor 
sereral  years.  About  the  Hiiue  tiiue  C.  C.  Fle«iier  also  opened  a  general 
store.  In  aboot  185^,  F.  U.  Miller  engaged  in  the  mercantile  pursuit. 
Thus  the  busine-iR  went  on,  U8uully  one  or  two  mercantile  etiuiblisbmenta 
present.  A  blacksmith  shop,  a  post  office,  a  carpenter  artwo,  adosea 
families,  a  doggery,  etc.,  make  up  the  sum  and  substance  of  UnionTille. 

THE  cox  TBAGBl>t. 

One  of  the  most  stnrtliog  occurrences  ever  within  the  limit*  of  Benton 
Township  was  the  butchering  of  a  family  of  John  B.  Cox.  iu  Scptombor 
1861.  The  neighbore  found,  one  foren&on,  that  an  awful  crime  bad  been 
committed.  Thoae  eartieflt  on  the  premises  found  Mr.  Cox  unconscious  on 
bis  porch  from  the  losn  of  blood,  with  neveral  severe  cuts  and  bruises  about 
bis  bead  and  neck.  Within  the  bouse  a  ghastly  scene  was  presented  :  Mrs. 
Cox  lay  dead  upon  the  bod,  with  her  throat  cut  from  ear  to  ear.  Upon  an- 
other bed  near  lay  a  girl  about  ten  years  old,  with  her  throat  horribly 
maagled,  though  she  was  still  breathing  anil  alive,  though  unconscious. 
On  the  floor  near  this  bed  wae  a  younger  girl,  dead,  with  her  head  half 
severed  fi-om  her  body.  The  trundle-bed  held  two  children,  a  gmallor  girl 
fleverEfty  cut  about  the  neck,  though  not  mortally,  and  ulivo,  though  par- 
tially unconscious,  and  also  a  boy,  not  a  member  of  the  family,  about  ten 
yearn  old.  severely  tut,  though  alive,  but  heliilcss  from  the  loss  of  blood. 
He  was  considerably  Hcrutched  and  bruised,  and  seemed  to  have  struggled 
desperately  with  his  assailant,  as  the  bedding  was  torn  and  scattered.  The 
youngest  child,  a  mere  baby,  wa.<)  found  unhurt.  An  enormous  crowd 
gathered  within  the  space  ofu  few  hours  to  view  the  horrible  sight.  Mr. 
Cox  had  somo  trouble  withsevciral  of  his  neighbors,  who  were  immediately 
arrested  and  taken  to  Bloomington  for  safe-keeping.  The  dead  and 
wounded  were  conveyed  to  the  residence  of  William  Cox,  near  by.  Mr. 
Cox,  od  soon  as  oonscioua,  was  qiiestionad  and  stated  that  several  met)  at- 
tacked the  family  daring  the  previous  night,  knocked  him  aenselets,  after 
which  he  knew  nothing  until  the  doxC  morning,  when  by  shouts  he  aroused 
bis  neighbors.  The  mon  charged  with  tlio  crime  were  tried  and  acquitted. 
Several  from  the  first  had  insisted  that  Mr.  Cox,  the  bead  of  the  family, 
bad  himself  committed  the  deed  in  a  moment  of  insanity,  with  which  he 
wu  at  times  afflicted.     This  case  terminated  with  thia  view. 
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SALT  CREEK  TOWNSHIP. 

THE  BALT  WOAKS. 

THR  ereek  bv  the  above  name  took  ibi  designation  from  the  ni 
Mtit  gpriDgs  along  its  course.  These  were  discovered  at  aq 
day  from  the  ;;re*t  resort  made  of  them  bv  deer  which  came  to  driok. 
Tbej  became  fatnoaii  dwr-licks,  whtTC,  tk»  long  u  those  animatB  were 
found  in  the  count;;  Ui  anv  abundance,  they  could  be  killed  by  the 
huniers,  and  were  no  killed.  Some  of  the  Halt;  locatitien  fc^ve  evidenoe  of 
such  streogcb  that  it  was  remlved  to  evaporate  the  water,  and  thtia  beigia 
the  buidnma  of  manuricturing  salu  If  it  ia  remembered  that  at  that 
time  salt  was  a  scarce  and  eostiy  article  in  the  woods,  made  so  by  the 
great  distance  whore  It  wae  prepared  and  liarrctt-d,  and  b;  the  great  ooflt 
of  tranHDonation,  the  value  of  an  excellent  well  will  be  readily  under- 
stood. It  is  not  necei^iry  to  inform  old  settlers  of  the  commercial  value 
of  Eood  salt  workfl  within  from  one  to  fifteen  milee  of  their  dcmra.  As 
««rly  as  1822  or  lliS23.  Henry  Wampler,  Thomas  Literal  and  tevoral 
others  bored  down  on  Section  12,  Township  8  north.  Range  1  east,  and 
found  an  adundance  of  excellent  brine.  They  erected  "Bhanties,"  pro* 
cured  neveral  large  in}n  kettteti.  and  bi^jian  the  work.  They  receivetl  a  wide 
patronage  from  t}ie  start  and  increased  their  capacity  by  the  addition  of 
more  kettles  and  men  to  do  the  work.  The  works  were  conducted  for  a 
period  of  years,  and  it  i»  said  that  more  than  800  buhols  of  excelleDt 
salt  were  manufactured  in  une  year.  Exact  figures  cannot  be  given.  The 
travel  to  the  works  became  eo  gretit  at  the  start,  even,  that  the  owneiB 
and  othern  petitioned  the  County  Board  in  1823  to  construct  a  ro«d  from 
the  county  seat  to  the  works,  which  was  accordingly  done.  In  after  years 
(rtfaw  wells  were  sunk  in  the  township,  one  being  near  the  iron  bridge, 
ur<W8  Salt  Creek.  This  corly  manufactaro  of  salt  was  before  the  settle- 
ment of  the  township.  In  lo35,  the  township  received  a  separate  exiat- 
ence,  and  was  named  from  the  works  which  rendered  the  locality  famoas, 
and  from  the  creek  which  courned  its  way  fi^>m  north  to  south  across  its 
surface. 

NAIUHIL  FI>ATI;RB:<. 
There  is  much  good  soil  in  the  townahip,  though  scattered  and  ia 
■mall  tracts.  The  lower  lands  and  the  slopes  are  thu  best  for  agrieoUare. 
Hillsides  are  found  rich  and  usually  pay  for  cnltivalion.  The  tendency 
is  to  seed  the  higher  Innds  down  or  permit  them  to  retain  their  natural 
covering  of  tiiohi-r.  while  the  lower  tracts  arc  annually  cultivated  and 
made  to  sustain  a  population  of  moderate  density.  Good  eprings  of  hard 
water  abound.     In  the  western  part  are  a  aeries  of  sulphur  springs,  which 

EossesK  no  little  merit  for  sanitary  or  medicinal  purposes.  It  is  probable, 
owever,  that  ihey  would  not  pay  to  be  fitted  np  for  tlie  reception  and 
care  of  invalids.  Salt  Creek  is  the  main  artery  for  the  conveyance  of 
the  waters  which  sustain  the  vegetation  of  the  townnhip.    Small  uranchee 
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•zt«nd  oatvard  rrom  it  &t  angles  like  the  limbe  and  twigs  of  a  tree.  Aa 
ftbondanoe  off^ood  stone  ca.n  be  obtained  by  a  rea8onabl«  amoant  of  labnr. 
Lim«  ii  m&nufactured  to  eomo  extent,  and  brick  aod  Ulo  c4d  be  had  at 
■everal  locations.

Lowe  and  Le«  boagbt   120  acres  on   Section   10,  in  1818.     On  the  2d  of 
AoKast,  1820.  Elisba   Pollard  entered  two  quarters  on  Section  18.  and 
dnring  the  same  year  Moeea   Williams  entered  another  tmct  on  Sctitioil 
22,  and  John  HuS*  on  the  same  section.     Williams  also  bought  od  Seo 
tion  12.  in  1821  and  1«24.     The  following  voar  Henrj-  Wamplcr  botight 
two  tract«,  ono  on  Section  23.  nud  the  olIilt  ou  Section  27.     John  HufT 
also  this  year  parchased  a  piece  on  the  latter  oection,  and  Eliaha  Pollard 
OD  SeclJon  6.     James  Matlock  nectired  the  neit  tract  on  Section  27,  in 
lli22.     John  W.  Lee  bought  on  Section  11,  in  1824,  and  J.  O.  Howe  on 
Section  12.  in  1826.     J.  0.  Howe,  Sr.,  bought  80  acrea  on  Section  2,  in 
1824,  and  John  Barnes  on  Section   10,   in    1828.     Those  were  the  only 
tntries  before  the  decade  of  thirties.     Alexander  Owens  bought  on  Sec- 
tion 10,  in  1882.

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Braiomet  lired  on  Section  4,  luid  p&id  a  tax  of  83.02  on  8230  ir>rtb  of 
personal  property  and  i\50  worth  of  real  eatate.  James  Cban<ll«r,  who 
owned  no  land,  paid  a  poll  tfti.  James  Pleener  lived  on  Section  18.  but 
was  dciinqtient.  Georg«  Johnson  also  livod  on  Section  18  ;  hU  tax  wai 
82.44.  JoUa  HaDsau,  William  Heltoa  and  Swaaet  Harbison  paid  pot! 
tax.  John  Lucas  and  Samuel  Latimore  were  aaaeBsad  poll  tax.  Jamw 
Smith  tired  on  Section  27,  John  Stepbenaon  Section  S,  and  SaioDel  SmilL 
on  SectioD  3.  Their  Ux  was  $2.90,  $3.60  and  83.26.  reapcctiTelf. 
Jonathan  Sherrilt  owned  80  acres  on  Section  31.  and  was  taxed  82.30. 
Michael  Wampler  and  J.  W.  Waktfield  wen  ntidente,  but  were 
quent.  Bartlott  Woodward  owned  80  aores  on  Section  34,  and  was 
83.18.     This  old  ttettler  was  one  of  the  first  County  CommiBBioners. 

THE   PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

No  schools  were  taught  in  Salt  Creek  Township  until  late  id  the 
thirties,  at  which  time  two  started  into  bving  about  the  same  time— <ine 
n«ar  the  Bole^  farm  or  the  Butcher  Tana,  in  the  aoathern  part,  and  tho 
other  a  little  north  of  the  center.  Both  were  log  houses,  and  were  used 
only  temporarily  for  school  pnrpoaea.  In  1343,  there  were  two  acbool- 
hou)ft>a.  and  a  portion  of  the  achool  section  (No.  16)  had  be«a  sold  to  in- 
crease the  ftinds  to  pay  the  teachers  and  to  keep  up  the  houses.  By  1846. 
two  hundred  and  twenty  acre}  had  been  itold  for  8^0,'],  but  only  8126.25 
bad  been  realised  in  cash.  In  18ot>,  there  were  three  goad  senoolhoiuei 
and  two  temporary  concerns.  One  of  the  good  houses  stood  on  Section 
15,  another  on  Section  19,  and  the  third  on  Section  34.  The  schools, 
then,  at  beat,  were  rery  inferior.  Later  years  have  brought  a  great  im- 
prorement.  but  serious  errors  have  crept  in  that  should  be  oorrocted. 
Papiln  have  become  parrots,  not  thinkiofi;,  reasoning  beings.  The  sys- 
tem af  public  school  etlueacion  requires  summary  CArreeiion  and  revision. 
Enormous  sums  are  annually  expended  on  the  public  achoola,  hand- 
some  buildings  aro  orectod.  ntid  the  system  is  the  pride  of  every  citisen. 
But  in  a  measure  tho  system  is  a  failure.  The  public  nchooU  are  the 
womb  of  the  intellectual  life  of  this  nation,  and  an  immense  reAponsibili ly 
devolves  upon  onr  educators.  Their  firdt  duty  is  to  l«»ch  the  children  to 
think  ;  do  they  ?  Mere  memorizing  is  only  a  mental  gymnastic.  If  the 
literal  form  is  foTgotten.  the  idea  vanishee  and  the  learner  is  lofi  hopelessly 
ignornnt.  The  teachers  should  strictly  forbid  the  pupil  to  repeat,  parrot- 
like,  the  wurds  of  the  bonk,  and  insist  that  tho  idean  gained  therefrom  be 
clothed  in  diflferent  language.  Let  our  c^lucation  be  practical,  is  the  cry. 
By  all  means;  but  it  does  not  go  far  enough.  "Readin',  writin'  and 
eiphcrin'  "  are  not  knowledge,  but  simply  its  instramonts. 

The  boy  who  leaves  the  public  schuoU  knowing  no  more  than  that — 
and  even  if^oi^rnphy  and  a  liute  history — is  as  barren  as  to  his  ideas,  is  as 
completely  dhut  out  of  the  intellectual  world  as  though  he  had  never 
made  an  attempt  to  enter  it.  The  great  majority  of  pupils  leave  school 
at  the  age  of  fifteen.  Their  chief  literary  oondimenU  are  the  flashy  story 
papers  and  works  of  fiction  belonging  to  the  diseased,  sensational  type. 
If  they  have  ever  hoard  of  Shakapearc,  Addison,  Tennyson,  Longfellow 
and  the  host  of  great  literati,  they  are  not  indebted  to  the  pablic  sohools 
for  the  information,.     To  be  sure,  (here  is  a  school  reader;  but  the  read- 
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iaf  Imr  n  devoted  olmost  «ntirelj  to  the  inLonatioD  oftbe  Toioe.  and  not 
im  tlvoidBting  the  s^nse  of  tho  mntter.  Let  th«  memory  be  exercised,  by 
nil  nii'nus,  liot  iu  memorising  lext-bot>Ic3,  but  in  gltuming  from  the  dotb* 
lent)  pru'IuctioDS  of  the  past  and  the  great  wurko  of  tu-day.  We  repeat 
that  u>  teach  a  child  to  think  is  th«  object  of  school  education. 

Fn  a  year  the  pupil  viti  acquire  a  host  nf  choice,  pregnant  Raying^,  that 
are  couched  in  Ian^uaf;e  so  pureaadelegsnt  that  they  cannot  but  re  act  upon 
aod  unconBclouHly  shape  his  own.  This  is  eminently  prncticNl,  and,  even 
it  *r«ro  Dot.  it  is  not  all  of  life  to  hoard  the  altnighty  dollar.  If  the 
t«ftober8  can.  by  short  cuavenuitians  and  quotations  from  standard  auihora, 
ucoeed  in  interenting  their  pupils  and  tnereby  send  them  to  the  works 
themnclveB.  they  will  confer  an  incalculable  boon  upon  those  who  are 
sacredly  put  in  their  charge  and  do  much  in  solving  a  vital  queation. 
Only  then  will  the  evil  of  tnuhy  literature  be  forever  laid  at  re^t.  A 
child  cannot  be  forced  into  solid  rcadinfj;.  lU-  must  bo  tempted  to  it  Tho 
taste  comes  slowly,  but  when  once  acquired  it  a  mine  of  wealth,  exbaust- 
le»-«  through  life,  and  what  ig  more,  ia  the  road  to  happineiss  and  content. 
That  school  or  college  which  neeks  the  natural  bent  of  the  child  place* 
turn  under  the  refining  infiuencea  of  the  hMt  writer),  and  which  shapen  hi9 
tfaoughta  according  to  the  beet  thinkers  of  the  world  has  succeeded;  but 
that  school  or  collez*'  which  sends  a  pupil  from  its  doors  with  his  mental 
tastes  uiidovetopcd.  and  his  vocation  undiscovered  (lhi.i  too  freiiuently  hap- 
pens in  the  largest  univenitieaof  the  land),  has  failed  and  failed  lamenta- 
bly. U  will  not  do  to  xny  that  the  acquisition  of  these  tastes  must  be  left 
to  high  Mhools.  Comparntivply  few  of  tho  school  children  go  thera. 
Schtxil  life  ia  the  smallest  part  of  an  education,  and  the  duty  of  tao  educa- 
tors is  to  put  the  pupil  oo  the  right  road,  which  ho  will  afterward  pursue 
for  bimaelf. 

What  is  »o  practical  as  science  ?  The  rudiments  of  physical  guography, 
chemistry,  physics,  geology  and  botany  are  now  published  by  leading 
icientistg,  and  in  a  form  ito  lucid  that  a  child  often  can  onderstand  them. 
And  yet  if  a  man  usked  the  qutatioii  in  the  public  schools  of  this  town- 
ship. '*  On  what  principle  is  it  that  water  is  drawn  from  the  bottom  of  the 
well  by  a  pump?"  pnibably  out  of  a  hundred  who  hare  uacd  the;  pump- 
handle  one  could  answer  the  question.  Concerning  the  most  elementary 
principles  of  science  the  body  of  "practical  "  men  are  densely  ignorant. 
Also  another  branch  of  study — one  of  transcendent  importance — is  com- 
pletely neglected.  It  is  political  economy.  By  our  Constitution  univer- 
w1  saffrage  prevails,  and  the  schoolboy  of  to-day  is  the  voter  of  to-morrow. 
Politics  is  the  theme  of  the  boy  ax  well  as  the  man.  Yet  glaring  com- 
mercinl  and  tinancial  fallacies  gain  currency  in  politics,  which  a  child  with 
a  knowledge  of  the  fundami-iital  principles  of  the  science  could  refute.  A 
half  hour  every  other  day  in  the  public  schools  devoted  to  the  study  of 
Prof.  Jovou's  primer,  Mrs.  Fawcctt »  oxcellcnt  little  work  or  any  other 
good  book,  would  ht*  a  splendid  assurance  of  safe  legislation  for  the  future. 
In  these  respects,  then,  our  public  schouUcan  be  improved.  Ideas  should 
begotten  from  text-books  and  not  words.  The  Hludy  of  science,  political 
«OMtomy  and  our  Conttiiution  should  be  introduced,  and  could  be  without 
increased  expenditure.  They  are  greatly  needed  and  eminently  practical. 
Wo  do  not  attaeh  much  impon&ncc  to  the  protest  against  impracticability. 
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If  one  thing  more  ttisn  another  chsinicterize^  nn  Aiaeric«n,  it  is  the  Amn 
to  aeeur«  to  bU  children  the  advantagea  denied  to  himself.  A  great  miny 
things  go  to  make  ap  an  education,  ani]  we  do  not  believe  that  we  are  get* 
ting  our  money's  woRh  to-daj. 
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OHUBOHBS. 

In  1851.  a  clam  of  the  Chmtiaij  Church  w&a  or-aniKed  in  Salt  Creek 
Township.  The  first  meetiiiga  were  held  at  the  residence  of  Elixabeth 
Wampler.  In  1854,  ammgeDientit  nere  made  to  build  a  church  on 
Moore's  Creek,  the  funds  being  raised  l>v  subscription.  Among  the  eorlj' 
members  were  the  fiiinilies  of  Mrs.  Wampler,  William  HAXlcr,  William 
Shields,  John  Lucas,  Trojius  Mize  and  othefB.  The  membership  at  the 
time  the  building  was  orocCcd  wa^j  about  thirty.  This  was  the  icadiag 
religious  society  of  the  township  in  ea.rlr  yean^.  Several  others  started 
into  life  in  schoolhouiifs,  but  were  short  Hred.  Later  years  bare  seen  the 
erection  of  other  churches. 

FRIBVDSniP. 

In  the  month  of  September,  1857,  James  G.  Fleener.  with  the  as- 
sifttanco  of  the  County  Surveyor.  Isid  off  eighteen  lots  on  Section  21, 
Township  8  north,  Range  1  east,  and  named  the  village  thus  begun 
Friendship,  a  very  protty  and  sociable  cognomen.  But  Fiiendship  was 
fated  to  die  on  paper,  as  it  made  no  friends  who  cared  to  ruin^iin  witli  it 
through  the  storms  and  sunshines  of  this  busy  world.  It  surrendered  to 
the  inevitable  in  a  few  short  months. 
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OBIOm  OV  THE   NAME. 
"^HIS  eivil  division  of  the  county  of  Monroe,  u  will  be  seen  more 


fully  in  another  chnpler  of  this  volume,  was  organized  soon  after  the 
termination  of  the  administration  of  President  James  K.  Potk,  and  in  his 
honor  was  given  the  name  it  now  beiirM,  Some  portions  of  the  township 
are  extremely  rough,  with  soil  of  unfortunate  sterility  ;  but  other  portions 
are  mildly  rolling,  have  numerous  natural  springs  of  excellent  water,  and 
a  surface  soil  that  i»  |>raotically  inexhau-itible.  Owing  totheworthleegnees 
of  a  few  tracts,  they  wore  not  entered  from  the  Ooveroment  until  within 
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the  last  ten  or  6ftccn  yors.  The  m\\  was  poor  ntid  too  prtctpitom  to  be 
easily  culcivatt-tl,  uiui  tvt-n  such  timber  net  grew  ujion  it  wui  compsrstiveli^ 
wort'hicsa,  oonsisliDg  mainly  of  #mnl],  aofc  growths  mid  uumerou?  thickets 
of  heai'y  anderbra^h.  In  otiior  poriionii.  however,  ami  iiHiiallv  upon  die 
better  InrnK  grew  a  rich  and  varied  native  foreiitry  of  walnut,  beech, 
Mb.  whiiewootl.  onk  and  other  woods,  of  e<|ual  worth.  Scattered  through- 
out (ho  longth  and  brendth  of  the  township  nlong  the  ralteyij  and  in  tho 
lower  locnlilicfl  whs  the  rich  land  which  nttructed  tlie  first  settlers. 


THE  EAftLV  UN1>  BnYBRS. 
The  first  tract  of  land  entered  in  CongreasioiiJil  Township  7  north, 
Range  1  cast,  was  on  Section  4.  On  the  10th  of  December,  1821.  a 
dojtcn  and  more  years  before  the  general  settlemcnl  of  the  lownahip. 
Elijah  Elliott  bought  ninety  ami  a  fraction  acres,  but  did  not  erect  build- 
ings of  any  kind  nor  attempt  to  re^de  on  tho  land  he  had  bought.  The 
next  cnirien  and  the  Smt  permanent  onefl  were  by  men  who  beeame  the 
modt  prominent  the  township  ha-i  produced  and  whose  children  and  gmnd- 
children  continue  to  sustain  the  honor  of  ihe  family  name.  In  the  year 
1823,  five  years  after  tho  organization  of  the  county,  when  what  is  now 
Polk  Township  was  an  unlnhabiieil  wildwooil,  excepi.  perhaps,  by  some 
leaporary  family  of  trappers  or  huntera,  the  old  settJer,  George  Todd, 
bought  a  tract  of  eighty  acres  on  Section  2d.  and  made  preparations  to 
erect  thereon  rude  log  baildings  for  his  family  and  others  for  his  cattle 
and  horses.  With  the  h«lp  of  his  brothers  and  a  man  or  two  who  went 
out  with  him,  the  necessary  buildings  were  sonn  erected  and  tho  ffttniW 
immiirt'd  in  their  new  botiie.  The  womls  arouiul  were  full  of  deer,  aai) 
oocosiunally  a  beu-  would  be  seen  near  the  cabin.  Three  year^  afterward 
Mr.  Todd  bought  eighty  acres  more  on  the  same  section,  and  aUn  eighty 
acres  on  Section  28.  Thiii  gave  him  a  good  farm — more  in  fact  than  he 
could  use  bo  advantage.  In  18!11,  Andrew  Todd  bought  eighty  acres  on 
Section  1.%  and  John  Todd  eighty  acres  on  Section  14.  The  second 
settler,  and  u  man  who  was  to  play  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  eubscqucnt 
history  uf  the  township,  Thonias  Flevtwoud,  came  to  the  township  in 
182B,  and  bought  eighty  acres  of  land  on  Section  36,  near  that  of  Mr. 
Todd.  In  11^33,  he  bought  forty  acres  more  on  the  same  section.  In 
1829,  Isaac  Fleetwood  bought  eighty  acres  on  Section  S5,  and  in  1884, 
bought  forty  acre«  on  Section  26.  Solomon  Fleetwood  bought  on  Section 
26  in  18.3f,  and  Joseph  Fleetwood  on  Section  St'i  in  1839.  Joseph 
Stipp  became  the  uwtier  of  eighty  acres  on  Section  20  in  1832,  and  four 
years  later  entered  forty  acres  on  Section  19.  William  Moss  entered  a 
piece  !n  1884  and  another  in  183G  on  Section  7,  and  .\lexander  Newton 
secured  forty  acre»  on  Section  23.  A  piece  on  Section  10  pina  bought  by 
William  R.  Todd  in  I83T.  and  another  on  the  same  section  by  Daviil  Haw- 
kins in  183!;>.  Robert  I  licks  felcctod  u  tract  on  Section  3G  in  \SM, 
William  R.  Coombs  in  183(J,  and  Benjamin  Browning  in  183T.  Isaac 
Norman  bought  on  Section  85  in  1836,  and  Moses  Martin  in  183t^.  An 
eighty>acre  tract  on  Section  82  went  to  Green  C.  .Mite  in  1837.  Sidney 
S.  Meadows  and  Q.  N-  Cain  parohased  on  Section  31  in  1836.  and  WjIU 
iani  Henry  on  tho  same  in  1838.  In  1B36.  both  Natty  tiougle  and 
Thomas  Cliambers  entered  small  pieces  on  Section  30,  William  Todd

Twelve  Booci 
were  detached  from  Brown  Countv  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  and  id  .^ 
a  pflrt  of  Polk  Townsiiip  an'l  Monroe  Coiinlj,  The  only  entries  on  tli*9f 
twelve  sections  bi'forti  1840  werv  aa  follows :  Jonutliati  Patilks  and 
Joshua  Kepper  on  Section  31  in  1829,  and  Charles  Sipeit  on  Section  29 
in  1Hi}t>.  These  twelve  sections  arc  a  part  of  Congressional  Township  7 
north,  Ranf[e  2  east  of  the  Second  Principal  Meridian.  All  the  laod 
eoiered  in  the  township  previous  to  1840  has  now  heen  given. 

KRSii>B(n-»  OP  1842. 
The  township  ycAs  ^piLncly  settled  nnlv  at  this  date,  B«DJunin  Brv 
ing  tired  in  the  southern  purl,  was  taxed  for  51  acres,  which  with 
provenients  were  listed  at  $218,  and  was  aeeoHed  $3.16.  Reobon  CIsrt 
'lived  on  section  10;  h«  paid  a  tax  of  $6.15  on  $434}  worth  of  rea.t  and 
personal  property.  Q.  N.  Cain  resided  in  the  township,  bat  aeems  to 
tiHve  owned  no  land  ;  his  personal  property  wan  $10.  Joseph  Cracrafi 
owned  no  land  ;  and  paid  tax  on  $40  of  porsoQal  property.  John  Cheny 
also  resided  in  the  township,  aa  did  alst  David  Cherry.  William  Colder 
paid  on  $100  of  personal  property.  Wiley  Davar  lived  on  Section  16, 
and  wa-t  as»P!>iied$8.'2L.  Thomas  rleetwood,  who  lived  down  on  Section  3f>. 
was  assessed  n  tax  of  $8.54;  he  had  $1,401)  worth  of  personal  property 
and  his  total  taxables  were  $2.13S;  his  land  amounted  to  194  acres,  a 
portion  being  on  Section  3.x  Williuni  Hunter owncdH-S acre* on  Socti 
81.  and  paid  a  tax  of  $6.50.  Joseph  .Miller  lived  on  Section  17. 
paid  $2.84.  Williaui  Mise  lived  also  ou  Section  17;  his  tax  was  $1. 
Peter  Xnrman  owned  24U  acres  on  Sections  26  and  3<'j;  hia  personal  p 
erty  was  $800  and  total  taxiiblea  $l.t>i30  ;  his  tax  wtui  $8.14.  Th«  fol- 
lowing entry  appears  upon  the-  tax  duplicate  :  "Mr.  Norman  thinks  lie 
is  taxed  loo  much  and  ought  to  be  rdoased."  Isaac  Nonaan  paid  a  poll- 
tax.  Nelson  Robcirtson  liYi-d  on  Section  3,  and  D.  A.  Rojfers  on  Sectioo 
4.  John  SipeK  owned  a  cuttafje  ou  Section  *zO.  Joshua  Stepp  owned  120 
acres  on  Sections  ID  and  20,  and  paid  ntnx  of  $3.84.  Jamee  Btcpp  paid 
a  poll  tax.  John,  Thnmns  and  JaTne.<i  Todd  were  assessed  each  a  pnll 
tax  ;  but  George,  Henry  uiid  William,  although  their  na,me»  appear  on  the 
duplicate,  soom  to  linve  boon  delinquent.  Henry  was  assessed  ii  poll  ux, 
but  scums  not  to  have  puid  it  when  due,  John  Todd  paid  a  lax  of  $7.40; 
Thomas  Todd  $I0.h7;  and  James  Todd  $4.70:  but  $6  8S  of  the  tax  of 
Thomas  wae  delinquencies  settled.  About  a  half  a  dozen  more  men  were 
then  living  iu  the  towniihipf  hut  their  n:imes  cannot  he  ^iven  for  ceruintj. 
Some  twouty  or  tliirly  faiuiliea  arrived  during  the  remainder  of  the 
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ftde  uf  forties,  bul  Lhe  resl  settlement  in  its  rullne^s  did  not  ccimtnenee 
until  ihe  fifiiefl,  at  which  time  mwt  of  the  land  was  purchased  and  occu- 
pied.    The  lownnhip  vas  organizeil  in  1849. 

THE  COUXTERFKITERS. 

During  the  decades  of  the  fortieit  and  fifties — lale  in  the  forties  and 
the  ercutor  portion  of  the  fifties— bands  of  counterfeiters,  horso-thiere^, 
bnrglars,  etc..  overmn  the  greater  portion  of  Indiana,  and  Monroe  Coiintv 
did  not  e»eape  the  pestilence.  Within  ii«  tticita  werepartiiilly  uninhubitcd 
tractji  ol  rough  coantrv.  where  ravines,  morassei  and  impenetrable  thick* 
eU  furnished  an  excellent  retreat  for  the  ^igh^fingered  gentry  to  ply  their 
onlnvful  depredations.  In  some  localities  of  Uio  Siute.  neighbor  could 
place  no  dependence  on  neighbor,  for  ike  indaoetnents  to  pus  counter- 
feit money  were  so  strong,  owing  to  the  poverty  of  the  nnuses  and  the 
great  advantage!^  of  a  few  liundred  dolUrit,  that  men  of  previous  good 
cbaricter  were  persuaded  to  connect  themselves  with  manufactararB  of 
counterfeit  bills  or  bogu-t  coin  in  order  to  reap  a  harvest  for  a  short  time, 
afler  which  they  expected  to  resume  their  places  of  honor  and  good  stand- 
ing untouched  by  the  stigma  of  crimeor  misdemeanor.  The  southeaat- 
erm  portion  of  Monroe  County  curly  showed  evidences  of  illegal  transac* 
tiona  of  this  character.  Several  of  the  residents  of  Polk  Township  were 
Bu»pected  of  complicity,  hut  nothing  definite  was  leeroed  until  late  in  the 
fifties.  Before  tliig,  however,  connierfeit  bilU  on  the  varioBS  Slate  banks 
and  bogus  coin  of  fair  appearanoc,  color  and  weight  made  thoir  appear- 
•oc«  in  tlie  county  at  the  mercnntile establishments,  and  steps  were  taken 
to  ferret  out  the  rascals.  But  the  system  in  vogue  among  the  malefactors 
for  a  number  of  years  completely  or  nearly  so  bewildered  the  local  authori- 
ties, and  but  little  headway  was  made  in  ending  the  "  reign  of  crime." 
It  is  likely  that  no  unlawful  money  yuM  manufactured  in  .Nfonroe  County. 
Passers  of  counterfeit  money,  however,  were  i)uilu  numerous.  This  soon  led 
to  the  organization  of  companies  of  regulators— men  of  honesty  in  Polk 
Township  and  vicinity — who  resolved  to  end  the  career  of  the  lawbreakers 
if  careful  watch  and  persistent  edbrt  would  do  so.  and  in  this  they  sua- 
ceeded. 

The  plan  or  mode  of  reflation  became  quit«  popular,  and  was  re- 
ganied  as  an  effective  ana  satisfactory  way  of  settling  with  the  law- 
breakers. It  led,  however,  to  grave  abuses.  In  more  than  one  section  of 
the  county,  a  number  of  toon  who  entertained  a  grudge  against  a  neigh- 
bor would  assemble  at  bis  residence  at  night,  thoroughly  disguised,  and 
would  then  proceed  to  give  him  a  terrible  whipping.  A  man  named 
Bingham,  living  in  the  ooiinly,  was  thus  treated,  and  so  severe  was  the 
punishment  that  his  body  iron  a  mass  of  bnitsed  and  blackened  flesh,  from 
which  he  died  in  a  few  days.  The  man  w&a  no  doubt  an  honest  citizen. 
Another,  named  Vansickle,  was  terribly  whipped,  and  after  a  few  montba 
died  from  the  effecta  at  what  became  Vansicklo's  mills,  in  the  southern 
part  of  Morgan  County. 

fiCBdOLS    AXD   CHURCHKH. 

The  first  school  was  taught  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Todde,  early   in  the 
forties,  but  the  name  of  the  teacher  cannot  be  given.     The  houae  was  oi 
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logs,  and  bad  been  buitt  for  b  dirolliDf;.  but  th«  f&mily  had  racated  it. 
after  whicb  it  wa8  traanronned  into  a  neat  ofleiimiDj;.  Schools  did  BOt 
KCDerallT  sUtt  up  until  the  decade  of  fifties.  In  1856.  liiero  were 
four  schoolhouse*  in  the  townsliip,  both  of  logs.  Titer*!  are  now  si: 
cight.  Mr.  Todd  donated  th«  laudon  Seoiion  26  fura  schoolkonse,  and 
William  Hunter  the  land  on  Section  31,  Range  2  east;  the  latter  inclad- 
ed  a  fine  spring  of  running  water.  Early  in  the  fifties  the  Methodist 
Church,  called  Chapel  Hill,  vns  organized,  and  aoon  afi^^nrard  th«  build- 
ing was  erected.  Among  the  early  members  were  the  familiea  of  A.  J. 
Temple,  John  T.  Cracraft,  Darid  Miller.  Jackson  Cracraft  and  Feiii 
Miller  and  others.  Charles  Rruner  wns  an  early  pastor.  Another 
early  church  was  the  one  called  Pieaeant  Vallry  of  the  Methodist*.  John 
Allen,  Thomas  Alien,  Eldridgo  Princ«,  William  Bdds  and  othen  wore 
members.  Another  early  cUah  wea  the  Melhodiat  Church,  called  Salan 
Chapel,  some  of  the  early  members  being  the  fiimilies  of  Pet*r   Norman,

TilK    FIRST    ELECTIOKS. 

When  the  township  was  created  in  1849,  elections  were  onlered  held 
at  the  house  of  John  Todd,  or  "  at  Todd's  Big  Springs."  These  sprinj^ 
were  tine  ones  and  had  induced  Mr.  Todd  to  locate  in  their  vicinity. 
Elections  were  held  at  Mr.  Todd'a  for  several  years.  The  old  blacksmith 
shop  there  was  probably  used.  Wylie  Davar  .ind  Samuel  .\xam  were  the 
first  Fence  Viewers,  Peter  Norman  the  first  Inspector  of  Elections  a&J 
Wylie  Davar  the  first  Constable.  The  school  section  was  not  sold  until 
the  fifties. 

CKAPKI.   HILL. 

lu  the  month  of  October,  1856,  David  Miller  and  John  Smith,  owb- 
*rB,  employed  the  County  Surveyor  to  lay  off  twenty-seven  Iota  on  the 
northwest  quarter  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  Section  31,  Township  7 
north.  Range  1  east,  and  named  the  village  thoa  started  on  paper  Chapel 
Hill.  Their  hopes  of  having  a  thriving  town  Bpring  up  there,  however, 
vore  doomc'l  to  disappointment.  A  start  was  made,  but  the  infant  was 
too  weak  to  survive  any  great  length  of  time,  and  so  died  without  hop«  of 
resurrection. 
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PHYSICAL   DseCRIPTIOK. 

THIS  township  WM  not]  crokted  aatil  cbo  fortica.  but  reouined  a  pArt 
of  Benton  during  much  of  the  e«rly  history  of  ihe  county  ifwr  the 
latter  tovnsliip  wu  formed  aod  orgaaixod.  It  is  the  smalleet  civil  dJri- 
gion  of  the  county,  but  oontsiua  some  of  the  best  and  most  prominent 
citJEens.  Some  of  the  finest  and  beet  cultivated  farms  are  here,  uid  the 
schools  and  churohee  will  oompni-e  fAVorably  with  any  other  portion  of 
the  oouDty.  Tlie  tvwnship  is  generally  roUing.  the  uplands  being  largely 
of  elmy,  while  along  the  streams  and  in  several  natiirul  depres>jiou<i  a  fine 
allavial  soil,  mingled  with  morr  or  leas  of  sand,  returns  to  the  farmer 
abundant  harvests  for  his  labor.  The  timber  is  oneof  the  towniihip'!!  b««t 
ftourcM  of  wealth,  and  is  usually  allowed  to  stand  on  the  poorer  soil, 
and  is  taken  fmm  the  better  soil  to  give  room  for  the  husbandman.  There 
are  several  fine  springs,  which  furnish  water  a«  cold  as  ioo  and  as  pure 
and  cl(«r  as  crystal.

One-fourth  of  a  mile  southwest  of  Monroe's  mill,  on  Hacker's  Creek, 
the  bed  and  banks  arc  thickly  atrvwu  with  granite  bowlders.  Some 
beautiful  epecimeos  of  sienite,  greenstone,  quartzite  aud  flesh-colored 
feldspar  also  abound.  One  mile  east  of  Monroe's  mill,  the  knobstone  is 
100  feet  thick.  On  Honey  Creek,  black  sand  (magnetic  iron  ore),  similar  (o 
the  KuM-boariag  auid  of  Beur  Cr^k,  Brown  County,  may  be  se«n.  Gnnite 
bowlders  strev  tho  ground.  Beautiful  geodce  and  fine  fossils  are  foiind^ 
Black  Kand  containing  gold  truces  is  also  found  in  Wolf  Creek,  which  has 
its  head  in  Brown  County. 

THB  SBTTLRMBIfT. 

Marion  Township  was  not  setlliM!  generally  until  longafter  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  county,  but  this  was  not  due  to  any  natural  uaattractivene^. 
It  probably  arose  from  the  fact  that  the  township  was  far  removed  from  the 
county  scat,  from  the  larger  water-courses  where  settlements  thou  oongro- 
gat«d,  and  from  the  highways  uniting  the  leading  commercisl  centen  of 
Ute  early  times.  This  was  no  fault  of  the  township.  It  lay  there  with 
ita  broad,  rich  acres,  inviting  the  agriculturist  to  nomes  of  plenty  and 
comfort.  And  st  lost  he  came.  Like  all  portions  of  this  part  of  Indiana, 
it  is  difficult  to  give  with  anv  degree  of  certainty  the  name  of  the  first 
settler,  and  it  is  still  more  difficult  to  give  the  time  of  settlement.     Many 
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«*rl;  wulAni  lived  on  th«r  lands  a  number  of  yean  before  Uiej  bod  b«ea 

parcliated.  «mply  eojoymg  a  S(]uttt«r'ft  rlgbca.     Manir  others  lireil  on 

ianda  Khich  tliey  cultivnted  for  »  half  dozen  or  more  jearB.  and  did  aai 

finiilly  buy,  w  they  were  wraply  occupied  tamporsrily,  oniog  u>  tlie  por- 

erty  of  the  pioneer  or  u>  liis  intention  to  loeatc  elsewhere.     But  at  last 

ihe  settler  cKtne.  and  came  to  stay.     The  first  tract  of  land  parcbasod  in 

the  township  was  on  Section  6.     It  was  entered  oo  the  30th  of  Jnlji 

1823.    by    Dsboro  &    Brown,   merchants,   wbo  did  not  locato  for   resi- 

dence  in  the   township  at  all.       They  sold  the   land    to  others.      The 

second  entry  was  on  Section  IH,  in  1827,  by  Jehu  Huckner,  who  was  oo 

doubt  the  first  permanent  tietiler.     He  entered  a  tract  on   Soction  T  at 

the   same    time.     He  built  a  log  cabin,  in  which  his  family  resided  tor 

maay  years.     Of  course  he  saw  hard   times,  but  not  as  much  so  as  did 

those  early  Mttlers  wbo  bad  no  mills  nor  stores  nor  markets  ne&rer  thao 

twenty  or  thirty  miles,  and  nu  tesms  but  half-4tBrve<I  oxen.     The  Budc- 

noB  grew  up  with  the  township,  saw  the  lands  yield  to  the  efibrU  of 

themselves  and  tlicir  neighbor!!,  miw  pmsprioos  homes  dnt  the  expsBH 

where  they  had  once  seen  iiupeuftrable  forests,  and  saw  their  posseasions 

increase  and  widen   out   as  the  years  passed.     Shad  Martin  entered  a 

tract  (the  thirdf  on  Section  18  in   September,  1829.     James  Stepp  came 

to  the  township  in   18S2,  and  purchased  two  tracts  on  Section  2.     Rii 

family  and  relatives  hare  since  resided  in  the  township.    They  have  been 

among  the  most  enterprising  and  respected  of  the  citizens.     A.  H.  Fnl- 

ford  purchased  u  tract  on  Section  4.  in  the  year  1832.     Members  of  this 

family  have  since  resided  in  the  township.     James  and  Wylie  Poynter 

bought  land  on  Sectioit  4  in  1&33.     Their  families  also  became  ptroraj- 

nent    and    influentiRl.     Dnring  the  same  year — the  rear   of  the   great 

meteoric  shower,  one  of  the  mo9t  menoratHe  in  the  history  of  the  world 

— Adam  Wall  bought  a  fine  piece  of  land  on  Section  21.     His  family  and 

that  of  Conrad  Wal]  were  prominent  in  early  times.     In  1S34  the  Hen- 

dricksona — as  good  citiiens  us  old  Monroe  or  young  Marion  has — came 

to  the  township  for  permanent  residence.     Tbey  bought  land  on  Sections 

IS.  21.  22.  14,  and  perhaps  others.     There  were  three  of  them — Thomas 

J..  Jo«han  and  £sekiel — who  established  homes  in  the  w<x>ds  of  Marlob. 

By  the  way,  the  township  was  named  for  that  hero  uf  the   Revolution, 

Francis  Marion,  of  whom  it  was  said  by  the  poet: 

"tbt  liriiUb.  floMicr  ireinMea 
When  MkiHod's  naine  iaioUI." 

The  old  settler,  Reuben  Stepp,  bought  land  on  Section  21  in  1S35. 
and  became  a  prominent  resident  of  tne  township  He  also  bought  a 
small  tract  on  Soction  6  in  1886.  William  Stewart  bought  on  Section  2 
in  Itl37,  and  Uenry  Hicks  on  the  same  section  tbe  same  year. 
Qeorge  Downey  obtained  a  tract  on  the  same  section  in  1836,  and 
bought  more  on  Section  8  the  following  year.  John  M.  Thomas  and 
Spencer  McDaniel  secured  fiirmB  on  Section  4  in  1837.  Valentine 
Hacker  and  O-  FercifieM  bought  in  1836  on  Section  6,  and  Thomas  M. 
GraUsra  in  1887  on  Section  8;  David  Wampler  and  Savoy  Stepps  se- 
cured tracts  on  Section  tt  in  1837  ;  and  William  McMillen  and  Jo«eph 
Baugh  on  Section  14  in  the  same  year.  William  McCay  bought  on  Sec- 
tion 19  during  the  same  year.     Michael  Fleener  bought  on  Section  35  at 
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liurly  day.  Hi^  r«1ativea  and  himself  became  prominent  in  Marion 
twatOQ  TowQships.  John  J.  Qrahftm  became  the  owner  of  «  piece  of 
lami  on  Seciion  8  in  18:18.  uml  George  M.  Fry  on  Section  2  in  18iJ9 ; 
William  Woodall  bought  on  SeclioQ  3t>  in  iSZ9.  Th«»e  wore  kU  the  en- 
tries of  land  prior  to  1840.  The  decado  of  the  forties  saw  but  little  in- 
«rcuL«c  comparatively  in  the  number  of  pcrmaoont  and  snbstantial  rosi- 
duiils.  During  the  Bflies.  however,  nearly  all  of  the  land  in  the  lown- 
■bip  waa  bought  by  men  who  were,  or  who  beo«me,  sctual  residoots  of  the 
township.  In  1S41,  ihe  following  well-known  men  resided  in  the  lown- 
ship,  and  may  be  called  the  pioneers  of  Marion;  Jehu  Bucknor,  who 
owned  land  on  Sectious  0,  i,  and  10.  and  who  pnid  a  Sute  and  county 
Ux  of  813.S2,  tho  highest  in  the  township  ;  Thomas  Bates,  on  Section 
15 ;  Absalom  Fulford,  on  Section  4 ;  John  Goodwm,  on  Section  18  ;  J. 
J.  and  Samuel  (iraham,  on  Section  T  ;  Abraham  Goodsey,  on  Section  10; 
Bzekiel  Hendrickson,  on  Sections  32  and  27  :  Thomaa  HendriokaoOi  on 
Section  17 ;  Valentine  Hacker,  on  Section  6,  who  paid  a  tax  of  f9.88 ; 
Reuben  Steppuo  Sections  21  and  27;  Conrad  and  Adam  Wall,  on  Section 
Jtl,  and  David  Wampler  on  Section  9.

Schools  did  not  start  up  until  late  in  the  farticH,  and  even  then  infe- 
rior and  few.  The  fimt  lionsteti  were  of  logs,  rudely  buitt,  and  were  unin- 
viting pl&cee  until  cold  weather  came,  and  tbe  huge  6re-place3  were  filled 
with  roaring  logs  and  the  dark  room  with  a  clow  of  ruddy  light.  A  good 
school  was  started  in  the  Ucndrickson  noi^borhood  early  in  the  fifUcs, 
and  for  a  lime  was  the  only  well-conducted  institution  of  learaing  in  the 
township.  Soon  afterward,  however,  another  was  eatablished  in  tho  north- 
ern part,  in  the  Slepp  neighborhood,  and  waa  well  attendeil,  the  teachers 
UAually  being  citizens  of  the  neighborhood.  Late  in  the  fifties,  a  school 
wati  conducted  for  a  few  yenrs  in  tbe  northeastern  oomer,  and  about  the 
same  time  in  the  soutbeoslern.  near  the  crook.  Four  or  live  eood  schools 
are  now  conducted  in  the  township.  The  early  residenu  of  the  souihera 
part  were  forced  to  go  to  Unionville  to  get  the  advantages  of  religious  in- 
struction. A  congregation  of  the  Church  of  Christ  wa.<i  mtabii.4hed  there 
during  the  faniea,  and  drew  a  portion  of  its  membership  front  Marion. 
Tbe  residents  of  the  wi»tcrn  anj  southweflCern  part^  went  to  the  "  Separ- 
ate Baptist  Church  "  on  Section  1.^,  Washington  Township,  and  also  to 
the  Methodise  Church  in  the  southern  part  of  the  aametownship.  When 
Reuben  Slepp  deeded  a  small  piece  of  land  to  the  Township  Trustee*)  to  bo 
used  for  .school  purposes,  a  proviso  was  inserted  that  the  building  should 
be  used  by  any  religious  denomination  when  not  oocunied  for  educational 
purposes.  This  laud  was  on  Secuon  9.  Esekiel  Hendrickson  deeded  the 
school  lot  in  his  neighborhood  for  school  purposes,  the  land  being  on  Sec- 
tion 22.     Both  lots  were  transferred  in  April  IBM,  and  were  the  Srst. 
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BLOOMINGTON  TOWNSHIP  AND  CITY. 

ELLAS  ABEL,  ou»  of  the  olAmi  living  votilBn  of  Monroe  CouDty, 
was  bom  in  Wythe  Coanty,  Vs.,  June  7,  1800.  Ho  wan  the  eldest  of 
three  childron  boro  to  LewiH  aati  Hnanab  (DaviB)  AIh>1,  aad  was  roared 
in  a  loe  cabin.  His  opportunitief^  lor  gaining  an  education  were  lim- 
it«d  altoge^ther  to  about  ttix  montbs  spent  in  a  log  achoolhouse  with 
nothing  but  the  bar«  ^ound  fur  a  floor,  aod  greased  paper  windowa. 
His  fal  her  dying  iibout  the  y©ar  l82(Xhe  took  care  of  his  inotlier,  nhuwaa 
an  iavnlid,  and  by  working  nt  days'  work  for  fonr  y«ar«  ho  woa  oo&blod 
to  enre  onoiigb  to  immigrate  io  Indiana.  After  twonty-one  daya  of 
weary  travel,  on  the  '2Qtb  day  of  August,  18'.^4,  bu  rwicbt^  tbi<  reKidunco 
of  hie  brother-in-lavf,  Liike  Ward,  in  Moorou  Uonnty.  Having  nothioK 
to  U>giu  on.  he  worked  by  the  day,  until  April  38.  1828,  whan  ho  waa 
marriod  to  Hannnb  Ottwoll,  d&nght<^)r  of  Naomi  Ottwell,  a  raiidontof 
Monroe  Coanty.  After  hin  marriage,  be  farmed  io  Monroe  Coanty  until 
Decpmber,  1641,  when  be  removed  to  Bloomingtou.  to  enter  npon  bla 
duties  au  County  Treasoror,  t^i  which  oC&an  be  bad   boon  elitcted  iu  the 

£  receding  Aogujit,  He  tilled  this  oHtce  suoceHsfully  and  witb  cnxlit  to 
imwlf  for  thirteen  yean.  He  then  ii^rred  an  Deputy  County  Treasurer 
until  Oetober,  1856,  when  be  w&r  elected  to  re[iree<>nt  Munroo  County  in 
the  State  Leeialatnre,  and  servt'd  during' tb<.^  winter  of  lSr><)-r)7.  After 
the  expiration  of  his  term  in  offic-e  ho  agaiu  serred  an  Di'puty  Tr«*a«urer 
nntil  18*i2,  at  whiob  tirao  ho  rotirod  from  nctivo  busim^JW  lifo.  His  wifo 
died  in  March,  1S14.  October  3,  1S70,  be  waa  married  to  Cerelda  Wor- 
ley,  daughter  of  kaac  Worloy,  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  in  Monme 
Coanty.  Mr.  Abel  began  ou  nothing,  a&d  bns  been  the  reoipient  of  no 
IvgEoioH  or  bequeste.  He  is  tbo  arcbtteot  of  bis  own  fortune,  and  by  bia 
iodnatr)'  anil  (tiiergy  ban  acquired  a  oompetonoy.  He  ia  at  present  en- 
Jewing  good  beaiti),  and  is  still  conaideved  one  of  the  "  gid  wheelborsee" 
of  the  Democratic  party  in  Monroe  County, 

BEXJAMIX  F.  ADAMS,  a  native  of  Monroe  County.  Ind.,  waa 
born  in  ludiun  Cre<.-k  Township  January  2,  1827.  He  is  thu  oldivt  eon 
burn  to  George  and  Mary  •  Fntoland)  Adams,  natives  of  Keutucky,  who 
loeaU>d  in  Indiaa  Creek  Towosbtp  in  181^.  There  tbo  father  died 
July,  nib's,  and  the  tuolher  in  November,  1871.  When  about  nineteen 
years  of  age,our  subject  began  teaching  aoboo],  kud  continued  about  two 
years.  For  nomo  timt?  following,  h«  oosiatod  bis  father  on  tbo  farai,  aod 
when  twenty-three  yoara  of   age  be  formed  a  partnership  with   WilHaiu

Co.,  Peno..  where  be  rouiaiaed  for  two  yeara,  at  which  ho  took  a  necund 
«our«e  of  lecture*!  at  Cleveland.  Ohio,  in  !853  and  1354;  then  went  to 
Knoxville,  Jefferson  Co..  Ohio,  and  formed  a  partnership  with  l>r.  Uom- 
ilton.  in  the  rugulor  practice,  cootianing  with  him  for  one  year.  Coming 
thencn  to  Bloomington  in  l8rir>,  he  entered  practice  here,  and  Id  at  pres- 
ent doing  a  good  baBineHe,  and  is  considered  oneof  herbeetpractitionera. 
In  December.  18i'V2,  he  was  npp<iiiitt<d  Aasisinnt  Surgeon  of  the  Sixty* 
seventh  Indiana  Vuluateers.  wbiub  position  be  waa  compelled  to  roAlgn 
on  acoonnt  of  ill  health.  Od  October  1&,  lS-19.  he  wiia  married  to  Miaa 
Alice Oalhoun,  dau(;bterof  Josoph Calhonn ,  of  BeaTer Cou nty,  P«nn.  They 
have  had  Beven  ebitdr^n,  thiv^  of  whom  are  living  — Florence,  Blury  and 
Uinnie.  Dr.  Bryan  ib  a  member  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  be  ta  polittcally  a  Republican. 

JOHN  B.  BUSKIBK.  a  native  of  Kentucky,  was  bora  Septombar

He  is  a  D«isorrat  and  a  memlwr  of  the  Metbodierf.  Cbnrcb. 

OEOUC^K  A.  BUSKIKK  (decwased)  wiui  bom  Angrutt  10,  1820,  il 
Monroe  Conoty,  lofL  fie  wa»  the  sod  of  Abrnm  aod  Mary  A.  Boskiik, 
who  came  to  Bloomin^n  in  1831.  Hariiig  llnished  hia  edacatiot 
in  the  publie  e«bools  n(  Bloomington,  while  yet  a  tad  he  ^a.i  talci^n  into 
the  office  of  I>iLvid  BrOwiiiii(;,  C'lerk  of  Monroe  Connty  Circuit  <'onrt. 
fie  bad  e&tf>ri«d  the  Preparatorir'  Dopartnient  of  the  State  I'niTorsity.  and 
bftd  jnet  ooinpleted  the  Kreehnmn  year,  when  the  Mexican  war  broke  oat 
Be  enlisted  id  First  Indiana  Regiment,  at  La  Fayette,  but  was  soon  after- 
ward transferred  to  the  Third  Indiana,  ouder  Col.  Jameu  H.  Lane,  and 
MTved  till  the  cluee  of  the  war,  l^cin^  a  participaat  in  the  battle  of 
Bnena  Vista.  On  his  retnm  to  Bloomin^n.  be  served  id  the  office  of 
jM.se  Brandon  (editor  of  a  DeDioftrntic  paper),  furlwo  yenrK,  tbna  aeqnir- 
ing  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  dctailii  of  the  priDtiu^r  busiDeea.  In 
184S,  he  began  the  study  of  law  with  Samuel  H.  Buaktrk.  soon  after 
which  be  entered  tlio  Law  Department  of  tlie  State  I'niTersity,  gradast- 
iag  io  ISOO,  He  was  noon  after  elected  Ja&tice  of  the  Peace,  fterviog  for 
aeveral  y^-nrn.

control  of  the  fnods  set  aside  by  the  State  for  the  pBjn;)eDt  of  the  Sl«te 
debt,  managing  the  trust  with  skill  and  fidelity  In  \BG^.  he  wait  eWted 
RepreBontRtive  of  Monroe  County  in  the  Lower  Hou^e  of  General  A»- 
sembly.  and  at  the  regular  eceeioa  in  18C0  ho  was  elected  Spt^er.  prwid- 
ing  with  Bignal  ability  over  the  delil>erBtions  of  that  body.  In  1871,  be 
organized  the  Fir»t  Nationn!  Hank  of  Bloomingtun,  and  was  nboeen 
President  by  the  Board  of  Directoni.  Dnring  the  laat  tbr^e  w  four 
years  of  his  life,  he  withtlrew  from  public  affuirs,  devoting  himanlf  en. 
tirely  to  private  inter©Bt«.  He  was  mairied,  Aiignst  5,  18&4,  to  Martha 
fiardeety,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Susanna  llardeety,  early  pioDOont  of 
Bluomiugton,  Hid  death,  which  occurred  July  21,  1874,  eaosed  hy  a 
aevere  stroke  of  apoplexy,  was  greatly  monrned  l>y  the  citizen^  of  Bloom- 
ingtoD.  He  woe  an  bctive  member  of  the  MbwiqIc  fratemilr  and  of 
the  Knights  of  Pythias.  Hi^  valunble  Rervioen  tluriiig  the  war  were  so 
appreciated  by  Uov.  Morton  that  bo  was  appointed  Colonel  of  the  lodi-

He  is,  nod  has  been  fur  three  tenna,  a 
mwnlwr  of  the  Uonroe  Coanty  DHnoeratio  Central  ConimitteeL  In 
JSTti,  be  was  commissioned,  by  the  Governor,  ao  Captain  of  the  * '  MonnM 
Ouards,"  Indiauu  Htaio  Militia.  Un  FvItuutv  11.  1S73,  hi*  vroe  onibed 
in  marriage  to  Mihh  EUa  Baird,  daughter  of  A.  A  Baird,  a  citiien  of 
Tcrre  Haat<^  Ind.  By  this  nuion  there  are  four  children.  Mr.  Feltoa 
is  Sachem  of  the  I.  O.  R.  M.,  Adjutmit  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  i»  an  aotirs 
member  of  the  Episoopnl  Church.  He  takec  an  active  thoagh  tmeelfiah 
intereot  iu  all  political  affaira,  laboring  eamcatly  for  the  iiaeceta  of  bis 
party,  and  has  the  contidenoe  and  eibeem  of  all  with  whom  be  baa  baao 
anaoeiated.

In  the  fall  of  18o0,  be 
wont  to  rbiladelphia,  and  atudied  law  for  two  years;  then  retarned  to 
Indiana,  where  ho  was  at  once  elected  £>epntj  Auditor  under  William 
TarkingU>n,  and  served  nnlil  Ociolier.  iHr)&,  when  be  waft«!i>ct*>d  Auditor 
of  Monroe  Coiinly;  iu  IH&O.  he  was  re-eli>cted.

JOHN  L.  GRIFFITH  (dtweaaed)  was  bom  in  Shelby  Ooanty.  Ky., 
on  November  '2,  1810.  nud  was  a  boo  of  John  and  Deborah  (Lowia) 
Oriffitfa.  Joba,  the  father,  a  natire  of  Walw,  oaiue  to  Jackaon  Coanly, 
Xnd.,  ia  1817,  aud  in  1810  to  Monroe  County,  where  be  boilt  one  of  the 
Bnt  combined  tfiRt  and  anw  mila  in  the  cooaty,  on  what  ia  known  a* 
Griffith  Creek.  The  lumber  for  the  tirat  frame  bnilding  of  BluomingtoD 
waa  aawed  at  this  mill.  He  waa  an  boneat  aud  induBtrioufi  citixpn.  a 
tn»nd  to  the  poor,  and  a  00D*ist«at  memb«r  of  the  Bapliet  Church.  H« 
died  in  ISOTi.

Hia  ()ar<)Dta 
were  natives  of  Virj^ioia  nnd  Kentucky  respectively:  came  to  Indiana  in 
1815,  and  located  in  WashiTigton  County,  and  in  the  following  year  re- 
moved to  Monroe  CouuLy.

Ho  wud  elected  timl  nesietaut  and 
mathematical  instructor  of  this  institution  in  IH38.  ^Miile  here  he 
bminod  many  wtndenbi  in  mutlieuiatir*,  one  of  whom.  Samuel  It.  Frank- 
lin. waM  lately  obosen  Stigieriuteiident  of  the  Olieervatory  at  Wanbini;toD, 
Prof.  KiHtwood  resigned  his  |xwitiuu  in  1S43,  to  acce|]t  tbe  IMncipalship 
of  tbe  LaneastAT  High  School,  Penn. ,  and  a  few  years  later  ho  became 
l^rincipel  of  the  PottsTJIie  Academy.  In  18-1^,  he  waa  married  to  Miss 
Sarah  A.  McNair,  of  Newtotrii.  Bitcka  County,  Ponn.  He  was  I'ru- 
feeBor  of  Matbeinatios  in  Delaware  College  from  IS5I  to  1850,  tbe  laat 
two  yeais  of  ihtn  jMTiod  being  il«  Pntadcnt.  In  the  latter  year,  be  ne- 
osptad  tbe  chair  oE  Mnthfmntieci  in  the  Indiana  Uiiiveraitr.  Ho  filled 
tbe  aamft  position  in  Waehington  and  Jeflfonon  Colleg^'.  Pcnn,  in  ISdfl 
and  1807,  when  be  waa  recalled  to  hin  former  place  in  Tiidiaua  He  re- 
ceired  the  honorary  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  1S50,  fwmi  Washington 
Collegu,  Pena..  on.'I  Doctor  of  Laws  in  185:2,  from  the  I'DiToreity  of 
PenRHylianin.  ffe  whs  elected  a  member  of  the  Anerican  Philosnphiral 
Society  in  1S5I,  and  of  the  Americnn  Association  for  the  Advancement 
o(  Ijoieaoo  in  1S53.  He  bos  been  a  frequent  contributor  to  Mienttlio 
Joomalii  and  olhM'  papt-rs.  He  is  tbu  aathor  of  a  well-known  work  on 
"ConMts  and  Mnto>)rs,'' as  well  as  nn  earlier  b.K>k  on  "Moteoho  As- 
tronomy." Prof.  Uirkwtxxl  wns  first  introdnced  to  the  scientific  world 
by  the  publicniton,  in  IS4,*.  of  Ins  analogy  between  tbe  iNviods  ot  the 
rotnliouEi  uf  the  primary  plaufts.  Tbe  law  annoaocinl  by  him,  now  known 
as  KJrkwDod's  Luw,  was  received  with  much  intomt.  nDd  was  guuerolly 
rogardt-d  as  an  important  di^covftr}*  supportinf^  the  nebnlnr  hy[)uth>>sia.

The 
paternal  ^andfatliHr  of  Mr.  Blackluy  was  Hobert  Blackltiy,  a  untixe  of  Ire- 
land. Tbo  paroniM  of  oar  aabjeat  wnro  born  in  Vir^nin;  in  onrly  lifa, 
tbev  pwtorod  tv  klaaoQ  County.  Ky.,  and  there  rpiuaiued  until  Outober. 
1836.  wbvn  tluny  e«izt»  to  Monroe  Coanly,  Ind..  whern  hie  motbii*r  divd  in 
1844,  and  his  father  in  1840;  his  pHreut«  were  Htsoog  the  early  oomew 
to  Lha  oounty.  and  wtwo  proitiinttut  piuuount,  The  murna){n  of  niir  imb- 
jaet  took  place  in  1852,  to  Miss  Klixabatb  Hall,  a  native  of  Kentucky.

THOMAS  N.  FARIH  is  a  native  oE  Hoaroe  Oounty;  wna  born  ia 
Bloomiuglou  Towoship  Sc^tombM*  28,  1835;  in  a  ttoa  of  Jamea  and  Nan- 
cy (Hmitc)  Farie,  ie  the  fifth  in  a  family  of  nine  children,  and  oBuo  of 
Scotch- Iriwh'  ori)pn.  Wbi<D  id  his  tweDtivth  yuor,  ho  bes^an  life  for  btin> 
•elf.  HiK  occupation  ban  been  thnt  ol  a  fancitr.  and  a»  ttnch  h(t  haa  been 
qait«  enoceeefal.  He  hw  l'6Z  acr««  of  wellimproTed  land,  a  put  of 
which  ia  a  portion  of  what  watt  tlie  old  Pariit  hoiD«etead.  The  marriage 
of  Mr.  Foris  oooorred  in  180]  U>  Mies  Nanoy  Errin,  ■  natiT«  of  Monro* 
County,  Ind..  and  who  is  n  mo«t  amitblo  womuL  Hr.  and  Mth.  Fnm 
ar«  prominent  membere  of  thp  ItoforiQed  Preabftartan  Cbaroh.  He  takm 
no  part  in  [»oltticH,  btwaose  Uod  i&  not  recognised  in  the  Constitution  of 
Uiv  Uuit«<d  Stattitf.

ROBERTSON  OKAHAM,  one  of  tho  frontier  men  of  Monroe  Coun- 
ty, ia  a  native  of  Eentticky,  was  bom  November  7.  ITSTj,  and  i»  the  son 
of  ThtHniui  and  .lano  (Cioyd)  Qmliam.  This  venerable  man  ie  the  ^tdeet 
in  a  family  of  t^even  children,  and  came  of  Irish  blood.  Tka  futhiT  of 
Mr.  Urabfim  was  boru  in  North  (JaroHua.  and  his  moibur  wus  of  renn- 
eylvania  birth.  Ab  t'srly  as  I^M.  tho  (irnharo  family  camn  to  the  terri- 
tory that  now  compiwee  Muniwo  County,  where  it  mode  settlement.  Hr. 
Graham  in  one  nf  the  few  Hurriving  iiifn  who  bravely  fought  at  the  bat- 
tle of  New  Orleans.  After  thiit  battle,  Mr.  Graham  came  again  to  tbia 
coonty,  walking  all  the  way  from  New  OrliMUK.  Hie  marriage  toob  place 
in  Angnst,  1821,  to  Miss  Phebe  Moberly.  To  this  union  ware  born  sdven 
children.  The  death  of  Mrs.  Graham  occurred  in  1S47.  Mr.  Grabam 
was  neit  married,  in  IH4U,  to  Mrs.  Sa1»na  Homer.  To  tbitt  msiriago 
bave  bven  born  two  children.  Pulitioally,  Mr.  Qrahaiu  is  a  mnmhnr  of 
tbv  National  |>arty.  Ho  baa  been  a  rv«idont  of  tb«  oounty  almost  three- 
quarters  of  a  oeiitury.  and  hoh  long  been  one  of  our  represeutattve  men. 
By  occnpation,  Mr.  Ornhnni  hui*  been  a  former,  and  was  very  moce^sfnl. 
In  1818,  he  entei-ed  the  land  on  which  tbe  nortbweetem  part  of  lilonm- 
ingtou  iif  located.  Tbo  paternal  grandfather  of  Mr.  Graham  took  on  act- 
ive port  in  the  Revolutionary  war. 

JOSEPH  D.  HANDY,  ex-County  Commissioner,  is  a  native  of  Pnuik- 
lin  County,  Va.,  wiu)  bom  March  1&.

Mr.  HaodyV  tnorriHge 
took  \Atuxr  April  iri,  IS^'I,  to  Mi^  EXiz&  A.  Hall,  a  nativd  of  Kentaoky.

lintmgfi.  TliR  paivatM  of  Mr.  Rillpatrick  were  also  born  in  Ireland,  and 
tb<>re  bis  mother  di4^  io  1S31.  Id  Uay,  1837.  bi«  falhwr.  a(t(>r  ii  voya^^ 
of  DiDA  wa«ks  ood  three  iny^,  with  hie  family,  Innd^  at  Pbilailvlpbia, 
and  tbeo  caoM  inimediately  to  Preble  Ouuiitr,  Obiu;  rpmainai  until  the 
aprJQg  of  1838.  tbnn  cnmn  to  Monrno  ('ounty,  Ind.,  ind  settled  in  Perry 
Townahip.

1S'2U;  Is 
the  BOD  of  Siimn(>l  and  Kliz-ibetli  (Xliom pson)  MoCalla;  ia  the  fourth  in  ft 
family  of  twelve chiUlroo,  aud  is  of  Soolch-Irif'h  lineage.  The  purnnta 
of  Mr.  McCalla  were  also  oaUTes  of  South  Carolina,  n  bon  tho  ttubjeot 
of  tbia  sketch  was  aboot  bU  years  of  age,  his  {wreDts  come  to  Mon- 
roe  Uonnty,  where  the  Dotber  died  about  1S7-1,  and  tho  father  in  1881.

1821;  ho  ie  a 
Bon  of  Jamee  and  Susana  (Nesbil)  Mathers,  aud  is  tiie  fifth  of  a  family 
of  ten  cliildrun.  Thu  pareatn  of  our  auhjccl  were  natives  of  BoorboD 
Conaty,  Ky.  The  palemul  grandfather  of  Mr.  Hnthxra  was  a  native  of 
Irelaod.  In  early  childhood  be  became  an  orphao.  lived  the  lito  of  a 
bound>tK>y,  nnd  onme  to  Amerioa  prior  to  the  HovoIntJoaary  war.  in 
which  he  ttiok  an  ar.tiTH  part,  His  death  oocnrred  in  Monroo  Coun^, 
Ind.

Bx-Shfiriff  nnd  farmer,  ia  the  eighth  aon  id 
a  family  of  thirteen  ithtidran  ut  Joiinthati  aud  Mary  (Rand)  Rog«»B,  and 
ie  of  £oglish'IriBh  extjactiou.  Uiit  birtU  occurred  October  16,  1810,  in 
Bloomioijton  TowoHhip.  Mouroe  Cuunty,  lud.  The  father  uf  Mr.  Rog- 
ere  was  bom  in  Pt^nnaylvania,  and  fai«  inoilinr  waa  of  Kestneky  birth. 
Id  extreme  early  life  his  father  migrate  to  Ohio,  where  he  woa  mar* 
ried.  ami  there  remained  until  just  prior  to  the  war  of  I8l2,  whou  he 
and  wife  catne  to  the  territory  that  now  compoeee  Jackaon  Oounty,  lod.* 
and  th«re  remaint<d  nntil  ISIj.  when  the  family  oamato  Qinnroe Oounty.

The 
uudLT-namitd  children  wer«  bora  lo  thu  Rogen-Wurd  union:  Mary  A., 
FranciR  M.,  Malioda  J.  (deceaMPd),  U'illia  A.  U.  (deoeaw>dj,  Thomaa  J. 
and  Harriet  E.  In  politics,  Mr.  Rogers  waa  ao  uncompromising  Democrat, 
Ha  served  as  Justice  of  the  Pnaee  for  i*otne  time.  Hi>«  death  oocurred 
Aognat  21,  1S76.  Mrs,  Rogers  was  l>ora  December  'IT,  1814,  and  came 
to  Monroe  County  in  ISl'V  HhehusadititiDctromi'mbruuceuf  thelndiuDs, 
wolves  and  deer,  and  is  one  of  the  tine  piouRer  women  of  Monroe*  County. 
She  ia  a  member  of  tb»  Cbrirttiun  Church,  and  au  enroMt  Christian  lady, 
lira.  Aogere  now  reaidea  with  her  noo-in-law,  Mr.  George  P.  Campbell, 
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who  WM  born  in  Forry  Township,  Monroe  CmintT,  Ind..  Oetobw  2, 
1852,  fon  of  Hugh  B.  and  Smtoi  G.  (PnUon)  Cnnipb^ll.  He  is  of  Sootcb-

OEOiltiE  8TIPP,  farmer,  waa  bom  in  Lawrence  Coanty,  Ind., 
Novenib<>r  10,  1&',^'I,  is  the  i<od  of  John  and  Marin  (Mank)  Htipp.  Ur. 
Stipp  tH  the  fourth  in  a  family  of  nine  cliildreo,  and  ift  of  Germaii  de- 
scent Tbe  father  cf  onr  snbjeet  Whs  bnrn  in  Kentucky,  sod  his  tDotbcr 
in  VirRinia.  About  1817,  his  father  rtTiooved  from  Kuniucky  to  Law- 
renoe  County,  Ind.,  where  be  lived  until  1853,  when  he  came  to  Moo- 
roe  County,  wbcrv  bo  died  in  1857.  Mr.  SUpp  wae  married,  in  1848, 
to  Mi»H  Mary  A.  McPhadden,  a  nstire  of  South  Carolina.  To  this  union 
have  been  bom  four  chililreu^Willtnin  N^.,  Alice  B.,  Edward  and  Sarah 
£.  In  1848,  Ur.  btipp  came  to  MoonM  County,  and  settled  in  Clear 
Creek  Township,  und  tben>  remained  until  ISIS,  when  be  remorod  to 
where  he  now  livt^a.

EEV.  UILLUM  U  TUKNEK  (deceased)  was  one  of  the  pio- 
Deer  vlergjnian  of  Monroe  County.  He  wa«  born  in  Pvndletou  Dis- 
trict, Su  C^  Auguet  25,  1800,  of  Irish  pBreuls.  who  at  an  enrly  day 
emigrated  to  America  and  settled  on  a  fartu  in  !Joath  Carolina.  They 
were  of  ibf  Ktnnch  old  Preftbyterian  stock,  wbone  reli^inn  bad  twem  tried 
in  the  tit*-B  of  pcreeK^ntion  and  camethruu^^b  them  without  a  falter  in  the 
Cbristiuu  fuitb.  It  vim  in  »ucb  afumily,  whoee  relif^nu  in  alike  tnieond 
strong,  nnd  under  itn  happy  and  restraining  inlluencea,  the  aobject  of 
this  memoir  pantied  hio  earlier  daya.  Soon  tbe  fruit  began  to  appear,  and 
a  deaire  tiprang  up  and  grew  within  him  to  serve  his  Creator  and  Ke- 
deemer.  To  qualify  himself  for  the  work,  he  ea|;erly  umlu^eed  the  ad- 
vniitAgex  of  the  common  echool.and  at  the  age  of  niaetevn  yean  he  began 
a  clasBical  course  at  uu  acadi'my  in  Teuiiestoe.  where  be  remained  three 
years  and  then  entered  the  Miami  Ilnivemity,  at  Oxford,  Ohio.  From 
this  iufltitnlioQ  he  grodunted  In  ISJ^l.  He  then  became  a  atudent  of 
theology  and  entereti  a  f.henlo};ical  Keminary  at  Alleghi-ny.  Penn..  and 
after  completing  the  course  there  he  was  licensed  to  preach  tbe  tieapel  by 
the  First  Aaeociated  Koformvd  Prmbyteriim  Church  at  Xenia,  Ohia 
X)uring  the  collie  course  of  He?.

Tumor  it  wok  the  aaiue  as  with  the 
majority  of  the  early  day  niinitttcTH  of  Lhu  old  HoosJer  comiuonwealth:  he 
nBM  cuinp«)IIed  to  Bupplemeiit  hit<  income  l>y  come  secular  iudiuttry.  utid 
he  chose  the  farm,  f^ardon  and  uiiranr^'  hti»iiiossi,  and  at  these  ha  proved 
hinuelf  a  complete  master;  etill  tlie  miniutrr  vob  bia  work.  Hn  alluvrcH] 
no  aeoondary  enterpriat*  to  interfere  with  hii*  religiona  work  Eler.  Tiir- 
sor'a  physical  coDBtitntion  was  robost,  and  the  goneral  health  of  hie  life

He  continued  to 
preach  unlil  IS69,  wbeu  the  intirmilies  of  old  age  had  so  grown  on  him 
tJtat  fa«  could  DO  loiigvr  luiaiaU'r  to  so  lurt^i*  a  congrOKatioa  and  hit>  rct^ig- 
oattoD  was  uccBpt*d.  but  eTeu  after  (.his  he  continued  to  aid  in  thecliarth 
when  o<!eaKioD  dcimnndiKl.  Ri-v.  Tumor  continued  1oi«n)ierint«nd  hiaaM- 
nlar  iutaresta  with  bis  ii^ual  »kill  for  fuiirte'^n  yeaix.  oddiug  to  his  former 
icdastnw  bee  culiure.  On  Siibbalb.  August  5.  1SH3,  be  wa»  in  his  ao- 
onstomed  plaoa  in  church  and  taufj^bt  a  ela&s  in  Sabbath  sehool,  and  on 
tbe  following  day.  while  at  tJie  office  of  Dr.  Weir,  his  sod-idIuw,  in 
Bloom iufiton,  he  died,  and  by  bin  di^mth  Uonroe  County  lost  one  of  its 
bent  and  most  iDfiuenlial  men,  tlie  church  one  of  it«  most  brilliant  lighte, 
the  family  a  devote^l  biipband  aud  kind  father  He  vttut  n  Kegiublican.  a 
zealons  anti-alavory  adtocate,  and  was  highly  wteemed  and  much  lauded 
wfaeri'Yer  known.

Amlrew  anil  Mnrgarei  (Ritchie)  Wylie;  is  liie  taath  in  a  ramil;^  of 
twelve  cliililreii.  and  ia  of  Scotoh-Insb  lineage.  Tbe  father  of  Mr. 
Wylte,  was  born  iu  FenDsylTaaia  iu  17S0.  and  bia  mother  was  of  the 
same  nattrity.  l>oni  in  1701.  When  qaite  a  yonng  man.  hif>  fntber  was

Ho  also  hold  the  offioo  of  Jastiea 
of  the  Peace  while  a  resident  of  Owen,  of  which  connty  he  waa  formerly 
a  resident  twenty-one  yeant,  Ho  owum  300  acres  of  good  land,  well  iin- 
pruved;  12U  acroH  of  this  land  lie  in  Kicbland  Townahip.  About  two 
years  ago,  he  lost  by  fire  a  Gae  property  in  Gllettsville,  since  which  time 
be  has  r«8id«d  on  bis  farm  in  Bean  Blossom  Towmibip.  Hi  and  hiit  wife 
have  beeo  mecabers  of  the  Christian  Church  for  over  forty  years,  and  are 
libt<rul  t;>vv^  to  charitublii  eiit^irprintw.  lu  [K>Iiiiciiit  ho  is  an  nctivu  and 
uncompromising  Uopublican.  In  his  community,  he  is  mnch  respected 
and  hiiibly  i>ettt.>iue(l  fie  an  upright  citixen. 

WILLIAM  KIDOK,  one  of  Monn»e  County's  pioneers  and  entwpns- 
tDg  farmers  and  Hloi'kriiisers.  wax  Ixirn  on  January  8,  1821,  in  Murlia 
County,  Ind.,  and  in  the  third  of  eif^ht  ohiidren  txjru  to  Beujamia  and 
Henrietta  (Stateni  Ridg^  natives  of  Maryland  and  Kentucky  respect. 
iTflly.  Our  subject  wutt  reared  to  a  fnrmor'K  life,  and  hia  liniilnd  «diica- 
tioD  wae  acquired  from  a  subscription  sobool  which  he  attended  in  the 
winter  when  not  engaged  on  the  farm.  He  came  to  Monroe  Couuty 
about  tho  yonr  I.S'24,  with  his  parents,  and  settled  in  Indian  Creek  Town- 
ship, remaining  here  nboat  six  years ;  tbeuce  to  Uicblund  Township; 
thence  to  Bkotiuinglon  Township,  wherw  his  parents  nwided  until  their 
death.

Ridge  tbnt  bo  is  "  the  urobitect  of  his 
own  fortnnc"  He  has  given  hifi  married  danghter  about  87, (MK),  In  |iol- 
ittes  Ur.

WILLIAM  STALET.  farmer  and  Htuck-ralser  of  this  oonnty,  waa 
bom  April  10,  l>i:{7,  in  Virpnia,  and  is  tbo  xiictb  of  aeven  obildr»Q  bom 
to  IteulM^n  and  Margnrct  f  Bunk)  Htaltty,  aatJTea  of  Virginis  and  of  Uer- 
man  aDc»^«trv.  William  wiim  rwired  on  a  farm,  and  attended  aalmciiption 
■ebooU  wbeD  Dot  farrainff.  In  1.S37  ho  wad  broaght  into  Monroe  County 
by  bin  parent*),  who  located  in  Beuo  Blossom  Township,  and  in  1H4(),  ibey 
went  to  Mt  Tabor,  whore  William  btw  nwidod  otpf  since.  In  July,  1802, 
he  enlisted  in  Company  B,  Sixty  eeventb  Indiana  Infantry.  '  Be  took 
part  in  thu  battle  uf  Muufordville.  Ky..  wh<*n-  hv  wa»  rjipturvd.  i>arulMl 
and  aent  U)  Indianapolis.  Uo  waa  exchaairetl  in  ninety  dayn.  and,  bl- 
ooming diHablvd,  waa  diaobarged  from  tbt?  eervioe  IDewmber  27.

BEV.  OEORGE  W.  TERRY,  a  prominent  citixen,  waa  born  Decem- 
ber 6.  1825,  in  Richmond.  W,  and  i«  tbe  fourth  of  eight  children  bom 
to  Tbomaa  and  Elizabeth  Terry,  nativefi  of  Hannver  and  Oreenhri«r 
Counties,  Vs.,  and  of  FrentfhSaxoii  and  Irieh-Frencb  Sason  de««ent 
George  W.  was  rvarod  on  a  fnriu  iu  Ureunbrier  County,  and  when  (if- 
t««n  yeare  old  ho  wont  with  bis  parents  to  Mnblenburg  County.  Ky., 
and  thore  th<>y  engag«Kl  in  farming  until  the  fatbor'a  doatb.  Qeorf^  W. 
attended  scbnol  when  not  employed  upon  the  farm,  and  on  Deciomber  21. 
1B47.  WAR  married  to  Xauoy  A...  daugUtt'r  of  John  and  \firiei-va  (Weir) 
ShelWn,  of  that  county.  By  tbie  uuiuu  there  were  nine  children — Rath 
Anti  (Mosier).  Melissa  Jane  (Jackson),  William  A.,  George  T.,  John  C, 
CJharlos  (dftceaaed),  Ida  May,  Edward  F.  and  Robert  C.  Mr.  Tr*ty  fol- 
lowed the  trade  of  silversmith  after  hia  marriage  until  1862,  iu  the 
meantime  stud.vlng  fur  the  miaistry  nigbbt.

18UI),  to  the 
oloiw  of  tbo  war.  lu  18^4,  Mr.  Terr;  came  homo  oa  leave  of  aheooce, 
aod  HO  far  recov(>rL-d  as  U)  bo  abU<  bo  leave  his  cnttcIjL>!t  iiad  nse  a  oan«i 
B»  tbao  rotaraod  to  hia  m^iinent,  to  whii^ti  ha  was  fTfAjitiy  attaebod.  Ho 
took  part  in  the  grand  n^vievr  at  Wa^^hiiie'ton,  D.  C  uod  oa  June  15, 
1865,  was  dEacbargiKl.  Hud  rt>Liirnn<l  to  liiit  tamily  on  lIih  farm  hd  uom-  o«- 
eapiaa.  Ua  osme  to  Indiana  in  i857,  and  Kettletl  at  Xew  Albanv,  whnre 
bo  stud  two  yoant,  eDgognd  at  his  irmlo.  Ho  thou  wuut  to  Ooa|iurl.  Owon 
Ca.  Tod. ;  work(«d  at  his  trade,  aad  preached  every  Saturday  and  Snnday. 
&Ir.  Terry  lived  there  ootil  1802.  wh»a  ho  joiued  the  army,  and  his  fsia- 
ily  morod  to  niwr  Sfineeiville,  whern  his  wife  purchaaed  a  farm  of  aeven- 
t^'Serotn  aorea,  on  which  they  now  rwiilu.  lu  l866.  he  attended  a  thoo- 
logical  institnto  at  Ohicat;o  for  two  months,  one  month  at  Clayton,  HT>a- 
dricks  Connty,  and  one  month  at  Terru  Hauto,  Iml.  He  also  ataditx]  with 
aevetal  tlieolo^eal  ]ffofe«aors.  8ino>  leaving  the  army,  Rev.  Ihlr.  Terry 
has  b««D  oogaged  wholly  in  his  mini»t4>rial  dating  in  the  Baptist  t-om- 
monioD.  He  belongs  to  the  \Ca<>K>uic  frabtrnity,  and  is  a  Demuorat. 
Hie  grandfather  was  in  the  war  of  the  Kovolatioo,  and  at  the  fliego  of 
Yorktown  receiTed  a  wonnd  which  resalted  in  his  death.  His  fathar, 
Thomaa  Terry,  was  a  Holdier  of  the  war  of  1812,  and  jmrtipipated  in  the 
battle  of  Craney  Island,  Vs.

DAVID  V.\;^  BUSKIUK.  farmer  and  «tocl[-raLsp>r.  wa»*  lK>m  upon  tlie 
farm  he  now  occupies  Muveniber  '2-i,  lH'16.  and  is  the  eldest  of  ten  ohil- 
drvD  born  to  JamtM>  nnd  Mariah  (Unuipbell)  Van  Buakirk,  uativi«of  Ohio 
and  Tenne«sett,  and  of  German  and  Scoteh-Irtah  deacent  rpsiwctiv«ly. 
David  was  reared  on  a  farm,  was  fairly  4«dnaat(id,  and  on  March  10,  184W, 
married  Looy  Ann,  dan^ht«rof  Isnacaad  I'atience  (Stillwelll  Biiakirk.  of 
German  lioeHga  Mr.  Van  Biwkirk.  by  this  marria^  bad  six  obtldren 
born  to  him — D.  C,  •!.  L,  Cintby  (Kidfi^),  •iohn,  Tbomau  and  Gety. 
He  kMt  bis  wife  Marab  1ft,  1860.  He  won  next  married.  Hay  '^^S.  1SI)7, 
to  Mn.  Martha  Able,  of  Monrvio  County,  and  danght^tr  of  Madiaon  nud 
Sarah  (Wilbom)  Stephenson.  They  hikd  bom  to  them  two  childr«>n— 
Ulchel  ^deceased)  and  Mariah  Ann.  Mrs.  Van  R  dii^  February  'J2. 
1878,  and  onr  suliject  took  for  his  third  wife,  Ootoher  20,  1874,  M;iry 
Able,  sister  of  the  second  wife.  Ho  enlisted  in  July,  1801,  iu  Company 
F.  Twenty  seventh  Indiana  Infantry,  andnr  CapL  Peter  Clapp  and  Col.

Mr.  Van 
fiuskirk  owns  4&0  Rcroo  of  InntloD  White  Biver  bottom,  highly  tmltivsted, 
well  etockcd.  aud  which  has  the  addiUoii  uf  n  &do  mid^noo.  outbuilding* 
and  orchard,  and  is  one  of  our  old«st  vsttlers,  having  nlwa/n  lived  horn. 
He  has  provided  b&ndsomel^r  for  all  his  children,  and  haa  taken  tO^**^ 
intafwit  in  thuir  cduoation.  haviD^  giTou  thom  all  counted  at  oollega 
Hn  rnjuTixl  good  henllb  until  he  left  the  army,  since  whieh  time  he  has 
been  afToi^tivl  with  rhpuinntii^m.  Mr.  Van  Buxkirk  ii«  the  larf^nt  and  tall- 
est niAD  in  the  county,  and  uae  of  the  largeet  in  the  Htale.  He  weighs

Oar  subject  van  reared  on  a  farm,  hia  early 
advantages  of  an  edmration  having  been  very  poor.  He  waa  married,  in 
A.agnxt,  18DiJ,  to  Eliza  Ann  OweQ«.  of  Liiwronoo  County.Iud..  daughter 
of  John  OweOB,  One  child  ba»  l)Oen  Iwrn  tg  tbem — itnlh  R.  (now  Ued- 
riek).  Hni.  WiiMeu  died  uu  J&miary  12.  i860,  and  be  wart  next  married. 
in  1861,  to  Krancpfl  RoynoUU,  of  Monroe  Connty,  Ind-  Sis  children 
hoTe  been  bora  to  this  onion—CharleB  W.  idecetwcd),  Samuel  B..  Aona 
E.,  Jesse  n.,  DniKv  E.  and  Lewi*  K.  For  llvo  ynara  our  Bubjoot  lived  in 
Owen.  Connty,  engaged  in  farming  and  bricklaying,  retarning  to  Monro* 
County  iu  January,  18S0.  and  working  hia  father's  farm  for  two  jaaxa. 
He  then  purchased  of  his  father  ninety-one  aorea.  moved  on  it.  and 
lived  thore  eight  yonrs.  Ho  then  exohnngod  thi^  property  for  a  flotu* 
mill  nt  Stinesville,  ran  tho  mill  nhont  five  years,  then  lost  the  property 
OS  a  rwult  of  ->roiug  security  for  other  parties,  and  other  debt«.  Ho  then 
purchaaed  forty  acroa  of  laud  weat  of  Stiaesvillo,  and  opened  up  a  atone 
(juiirry,  now  known  as  and  operated  by  the  Terre  Haulo  StouL'  Compauy. 
This  ho  nftfrward  notd,  and  purcha-inil  eighty  acrns  of  land  whore  he 
now  fivee.  on  which  hn  baa  an  excellent  marble  quarry.  He  uhips  marble 
to  all  parliit  of  the  euuntry.  The  quarn,'  alMo  yields  the  »oft«r  stonea  of 
good  quality.  Ua  haa  had  good  anoeosB  in  whatever  he  haa  tmdartakMi 
in  life,  and  bis  property  is  the  result  of  indefatigable  iodoifitry  and  rigid 
economy.  Mr.  Waldon  is  a  much  rm]>ected  citixen  in  the  oommunity  in 
which  he  resides,  He  is  politically  a  stooch  I>oo>o«rat.  and  ban  held  tb« 
office  of  Justice  of  iho  Peace,  ouco  by  appointment,  and  one  term  by 
eleftiuii.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  aud  waa  a  membor 
of  the  UriLuge  in  its  day.

Jeaae  Baker  tma  orpbaoed  wh(tD  B«ven 
yeom  old,  luid  wont  to  live  with  an  nnclo,  with  wbuin.  in  181ij.  be  came 
to  and  settled  in  Clarko  Connty,  thertf  nuirt-ied,  fnrmml  od  In^ir^nd  liind 
unlil  lyai,  when  be  porrhased  land,  and  remained  tbereon  until  JS48, 
nt  wbicb  timo  he  juirchasoit  a  naw  aud  t^rint  mill  uear  Uiioa,  niaiin;^il  tbe 
Mine  uotil  1S54,  and  atturward  farmed  until  bie  death  in  l87(i,  aged 
aeveoty-oiKbt  yi-ans  bis  wife  baviuK  prc-cvdod  bim  in  1804.

GEORGE  NENVTON  PUETT.  farmnr  and  pioneer,  wa*  born  on  De- 
oetbber  11,  1827,  on  the  farm  now  occupied  by  Andrew  Reeves,  in  Bean 
Blosnom  TowuKhip,  thin  ouunty.  und  is  the  yoiiDgent  ttoii  and  the  tifth  of 
the  eight  children  boru  to  William  and  Hannah  (Parka)  Pnett,  nativea  of 
North  Carolina,  and  of  Prench-Bnglifih  and  English  extraction.  William 
Piiett  came  to  this  county  in  1810.  ami  clewiHl  the  Sr»t  land  npon  wbioh 
S[jeneer,  Oweu  Coonty,  now  slands,  tor  Samae]  Dunn,  and  also  helped 
c«try  the  fir«t  brick  wcr  made  in  Biui:>mingloa  Ho  was  v<.ry  poor  aod 
worked  in  vurious  capacities,  finally  entering  IflO  acres  of  land,  in  1817 
or  ISIS,  improved  it  and  built  the  brick  boaee  now  occnpiod  by  .\ndrnw 
ReeveB,  then  b«ing  considered  a  very  Qne  dwelliag.  This  was  built  in 
1880.  He  was  miirried  about  the  time  his  laud  wax  entered.  Hebe* 
loof^  to  the  Old  Itegitlar  Baptiot  Cbnroh  for  about  thirty  years,  and  then 
joined  the  Missionary'  Baptist,  in  which  church  he  prmiched  fur  twenty 
yearn,  Hn  wbh  oppow*d  to  ttlavery,  and  iotivnperance.  wna  a  great  reader, 
and  alwaya  supported  the  Whig  and  RopiiblicBn  partiea,  and  died  on 
July  3,  1877.  in  hie  oightiotb  year.

The  family  are  members  of  tbo  Christian  OhorolL  He  belonged 
to  Uie  Orange,  and  ia  now  a  Repablieon. 

THOMAS  W.  SPARKS,  an  enterprieing  merchant  of  Stanford,  Hun- 
roe  Coonty,  wa«  born  on  March  3,  1852,  in  this  county,  and  is  the  lirat 
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of  five  ohildrea  bom  to  Henry  and  8ally  J.  (Holder)  yparks,  the  former 
oomiogto  Indiann  nboQl  tbo  year  IS42,  nnd  sottltng  to  Qre«ae  CoDDty^ 
where  eigbty  serw  of  land  were  nDtered  by  oiir  rabjeot'e  graDdfatber, 
«bo  was  H  soldier  in  tbe  war  of  1SI2.  Oar  !«ubject  was  reiuvd  od  a 
farm,  and  received  a  commoD  Kliool  education.  At  eighteen  years  of 
ag«%  bo  uttwndMl  u  bi^b  Bcbool,  tiuinhcd  tltc  freohman  year  at  tiie  l^ni- 
versity  at  BloomingioD,  after  which  be  taught  (onr  termfi.  Hih  marriage 
was  to  Lull  Eaiiua,  the  da»{;hter  of  Elali  and  Klvira  (Givoue)  Bolcber,  of 
HuDToe  Oonoty.  Sixohiidn-n  hiLTe  been  born  to  them — Clara  (dvOMMd).

WILLIAM  STONE,  one  of  the  pioneers  and  enterprisinj^  fanii(>r»>  of 
thia  township,  was  bom  un  December  10.  18'JU,  and  is  tbe  iifth  of  nine 
ohildreo,  aix  of  whom  are  living,  bom  to  Ellia  and  Margaret  {Di*ouy) 
Stone,  Virf^niana,  of  English  lineage.  EUia  Stone  came  to  Monroe 
Cktuoty  in  tbu  fall  of  1S19,  uid  purcbaaed  Lbe  farm  u[>un  which  unreub- 
jeot  now  lives,  paying  $6  per  acre  for  lUO  aorea.  He  waa  very  indnstri- 
ooa,  and  owned  flnalty  400  Bcr«e,  dying  in  biB  eightieth  year.  He  ran  a 
carding  mill  in  an  early  day;  often  walked  about  eix  milra  to  bear  a  dis- 
counts on  8unday.  He  waa  a  Whig,  then  a  Republiean.  '  He  nioTod  the 
eardiog  mill  to  Bloomington.  where  onrettbjeot  lived  for  Ulirt«en.  jmtb. 
When  hin  falber  lived  in  town.  be.  with  two  of  his  dangfateca,  went  to 
thoir  (arm  e^cry  »ipriiig,  and  miule  700  and  8tM>  poands  of  maple  eugar, 
and  carrii<d  the  eap  in  pails,  and  the  aug&r  to  the  town  throu^jb  limbvx 
infested  with  wolves.  William,  otir  subjod  wtut  udiicat«d  at  Blooming- 
ton,  and  nUo  atlendod  the  I.'Divorflity  three  t«rniB.  Mr.  Stone  owns  210 
acres  of  ]aad.  well  cnltivatcKl,  stocked,  and  embi'IUt!ii<>d  with  a  good 
brick  teoideuca,  which  wt»  biiilt  by  bis  father  in  18-10.  H»  also  uwd« 
good  town  property.  He  ia  a  Republican  in  puliticA.  Mr.  Stone  saya, 
in  early  day^.  tbcy  did  nut  settlu  dttUcultiee  with  a  Inw  nnit,  bnt  the  par< 
ties  fonght  to  ftottte  them.  (>n  one  oocaaioa,  a  man  married  a  yonng 
daagbter  of  one  of  our  old  •ettlero,  and  soon  the  parents  learned  that 
their  eoQ-in-law  butl  auoiher  wife  in  Teaneaeee.  and  the  girl's  brother 
wae  Dommiiiaioned  to  thresh  the  sou  in  law.  The  old  ludy  tuuk  an  active 
interwit  in  tbv  duel.  Tbv  luun  was  wUi)>pi.>d,  and  bia  vrifv  left  him.  The 
poniflhrnent  was  witnensed  by  nil  the  neighbors,  their  aeconds  having 
been  selected  by  tbe  reB{>eoiive  parti^w  from  their  friends.

A  straight  line  drawn  from  Section  25,  Township  9 
north,  Range  1  eaBt,  to  Section  7,  Townnhip  7  north,  Range  4  eut,  will 
coincide  with  this  old  Indian  boundary,  which  exbeudst  aa  will  he  seen  by 
this,  from  southeast  to  northwest.  All  that  portion  of  Brown  County 
eouthwcat  of  this  boundary  was,  with  other  territory  of  which  it  formed  a 
part,  obtained  ot  the  Indiana  at  the  treaty  of  Fort  Wayne,  on  the  SOth 
of  September.  1809,  and  conatitut«(i  a  portion  of  *■'  Harrison's  Purchase." 
The  boundary  line  wa«  run  or  surveyed  at  this  time  by  Arthur  Hoori* 
and  Williaui  Harris.  All  that  portion  of  Brown  County  uorthcuHt  of  tho 
line,  remained  the  property  of  the  Indians  until  the  trputy  of  October 
2  to  6,  ISIB,  at  St.  Mary's,  Ohio,  whan  it  became  with  other  lands  the 
property  of  the  GoTernmant,  and  oonstituted  a  part  of  the  "Xew  Par* 
cbaae."  The  Indians  were  permitted  to  occupy  the  lands  for  the  par- 
pose  of  obtaining  siiKtenanoe  from  the  chase  for  the  period  of  two  yeara, 
at  which  time  they  were  removed  farther  weal  to  ti-rritorv  prepared  for 
them.  The  first  settlors  found  the  Indiaits  still  here.  The  survey  of 
that  portion  of  Brown  County  in  the  "  Harrison  Purchase.  "  was  made  in 
the  aatumn  of  1812  bv  Arthur  Henrie  and  William  Harris,  and  that 
portion  ID  the  "New  I'arohase"  by  J.  Hedsea  uid  A.  C.  Looker,  in 
1819. 

INETIATORT  I.KOISI.ATIVB  BNAtTTMBNTS. 
The  first  known  disposition  made  of  any  portion  of  the  landfi  of 
Brown  County  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Indiana,  was  at  the  sessiOD 
of  1817-18,  when  all  south  of  tbo  old  Indian  boundary  of  1809  was 
made  »  part  of  Monroo  County  created  at  that  time,  as  will  bo  fully 
wen  tn  another  part  of  this  work.  This  was  a  short  time  before  th?  In- 
diAns'  title  to  the  northern  portion  of  the  county  wax  oxlinguiHhed. 
Probably  the  next  diapOHtion  made  of  Brown  County  landit  was  in 
JsQuanr,  1820,  when  that  portion  north  of  tho  Indian  boundary,  or  in 
the  **  New  Purchase,"  together  with  more  of  the  "  New  Purchase,"  was 
formed  into  Delaware  County,  ss  will  be  seen  from  Section  2,  of  an  act 
approved  by  the  General   Assemby,  January  20,  1820,  as  follows:

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By  DQ  ict  of  tb«  Genersl  Aseecably,  approred  December  31,  1821, 
that  portjoD  of  Brovn  Coonty  in  the  ^ew  Purchase,  and  west  of  the  ex- 
tended  line  dividing  Sections  4  and  5.  Tovosbip  10  north,  Range  3  eait, 
«Bfi  made  a  part  nf  Monroe  Coiiulj — not  attache*],  but  made  s  part  o£ 
Sj  an  act  approved  January  16,  1S28,  the  following  tenilorv,  now  com- 
prising a  pan  of  Itrown  County,  was  attached  to  Jacknon  Count/,  to  iri: : 
Beginning  on  the  line  dividing  the  coimtiM  of  Jackson  aad  Bartholomnr, 
at  a  point  where  the  line  dividing  Ranges  8  and  4  east,  of  the  Second 
Principal  Meridian,  intersects  the  sAtoe;  thence  north  with  eaid  litte  three 
miles  to  the  northeast  comer  of  Townahip  7;  thence  went  with  the  line 
dividing  Townships  7  and  8,  to  the  line  of  Monroe  Countj  ;  thence  sostb 
to  the  line  of  Jackson  Cotinty ;  thence  e4ist  to  the  place  of  beginning. 
And  at  the  SHme  time,  bv  the  same  act,  the  following  territorv.  now  com- 
priwng  a  portion  of  tne  countj  of  Brown,  was  attached  to  Monroe 
Coont;,  to  «ii :  beginning  at  ■  point  on  the  line  dividing  Tovrntihips  7 
mod  8,  where  the  line  dividing  Sections  •to  and  81  intersects  the  Nuoe; 
thence  north  with  the  last  mentioned  line  to  the  line  dividing  the  counties 
of  Bunholomew  and  Johnson  ;  thence  weet  with  said  line  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  Monroe  Courity  ;  tlienco  south,  to  tho  line  dividing  Townships 
7  and  8;  thence  east  with  the  tnHt  inouttoncd  line  to  tho  place  of  begin- 
ning. At  the  same  time,  and  by  the  same  act,  it  waa  provided  that  all 
territory  eaet  of  Monroe  County  and  vest  of  Bartholomew  Coanty,  not 
attached  to  Jnckson  or  Monroe  Counties,  should  form  a  part  of  Barthot- 
oniew  County.  Ko  other  change  seems  to  have  been  made  until  the 
creation  of  Bruwn  County  in  18:^6.  The  territory  composing  the  county 
was  of  course  formed  into  townHhipiS.  or  at  least  attached  to  town-thips  in 
the  counties  of  Bartholomew,  Monroe  and  Jackson.  Bartholomew 
County  was  created  in  1821,  Monroe  in  1818,  and  Jackson  in  1816. 
That  portion  of  Brown  County  attiicbed  to  Monroe  formed  a  part  of 
Jackson  anil  Bait  Creek  Township ;  that  part  attached  to  Bartholomow 
formed  part  of  Harrison.  Union,  Nineveh  and  Ohio  Townships,  and  that 
part  attached  to  Jacknon  formed  part  of  Salt  Creek  Township.  In  the 
meantime,  the  !;cttlen  continued  to  come  in  slowly  and  locate,  for  the 
most  part,  on  ttie  hills  of  Brown  County.  At  last,  in  1835,  enough  had 
arrived  to  warrant  the  formalion  of  the  county,  and  accordingly  the  Bep- 
rcscntativoe  in  the  State  Legislature  were  requested  to  introdtice  the  bill 
and  carry  it  through,  which  in  February.  1^36,  was  doiw.  as  follows:

The  first  thing  necessary  in  the  now  county  was  the  election  of  the 
stoeMATj  offiotrt  for  the  raanagemeat  of  county  affairs  and  the  adminis- 
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trmtioQ  ofJDfltioe.  Jamen  Dawson  wan  commissioned  ShenfT  hj  the  Oor- 
«nior.  and  directed  to  order  ao  eleolion  of  a  Clerk  and  RecMrder,  two  Auo- 
cinte  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Court,  and  three  County  CoainiissioDerv.  An 
elGcttoii  was  accordingly  held  on  the  (ir^t  Monday  in  June.  1836,  and  re- 
sulted na  follovrs:  John  Floyd,  Clerk  and  Recorder;  Jamixs  Ta^gart  and 
Lewi:*  F.  Raper.  Associate  Judge;  and  Daniel  IlLKtrick,  William  Jackson 
■ud  Jaioee  Davidson,  County  ComfnissioQers;  Jained  D&wson's  oocaoiieftioa 
as  ShvrifT  was  dated  April  20,  t83tt,  and  was  to  remain  in  fbre«  until 
hia  euGvvssor  was  «lectea  and  qualified  the  following  Au]3;u$t.  The  oott' 
missions  of  the  two  Judgta  and  the  Clerk  and  Recorder  were  issued  July 
9;  the  County  CommiMionera  were  not  commiMion«d,  but  were  to  be^ 
service  as  •uion  as  eleclerl  and  quslified.  At  the  Augusi  election.  James 
Taftfart  became  County  Sheriff;  William  Followell,  Coroner,  aod  J 
Molntire,  Probate  Judxe- 
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FIRST  MKRTIXO  OF  TUB  OOUKTY  BOARD. 
The  three  County  Commiasionera  met  at  the  house  of  James  Dawtoa, 
aa  provided  by  law.  on  the  Sath  of  July,  18S6,  for  the  transacticin  of  boat- 
ness.

Thomiu  Hempwa 
woa  BppoiDt««I  Countj  Treasurer.  Orenears  of  the  Poor  w«r«  sppoiuied 
for  th«  various  townships,  tb«ir  names  appearing  in  the  township  sketches 
AOooiapaDjiag  this  Tolame.  Sapen'isun  of  Roads  were  appmaleil.  At 
the  next  session  the  locatini^  CommiftsiuDere  appointed  by  the  Legislature 
presented  the  following  report:

|69.     This  was  not  paid  until  October,  1843,  aft«r  the  lapse  of  ttvtu 

This  report  was  ordered,  reoMTed  Mid  apread  upon  the  reeords.  On 
the  15th  of  Aagnst.  183ti,  the  lowoWiip  of  Washinf^n  was  ereatod,  with 
the  following  bouadarics:  Begioningat  the  southwest  oomer  of  Section  86, 
Township  9  north.  Ksnge  1  east;  thence  east  eizte<m  miles  with  the  town- 
ship line  to  ibe  southwest  comer  of  Section  33,  TownshipU  north.  Range  4 
4«at ;  thenoe  foar  miles  north  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Section  16;  theoes 
sixieen  mites  west  to  the  northwest  oomer  of  Section  13,  Township  9  north. 
Kangs  1  east ;  thence  foar  miles  south  to  the  place  of  beginning.  On  the 
same  day  also  Banner  C.  Brumtaet  was  appointed  County  Agent,  with 
bond  at  $4,000,  and  directed  to  lay  oat  the  county  seat  Into  lou  to  be  sold 
at  public  auction,  the  first  auction  to  be  September  12,  1836.  The 
sale  wait  ordered  wlrcrtised  in  Brown,  Mourui?,  Bartholomew,  Johnson 
and  Ja^rkson  Counties,  and  was  tjj  continue  as  long  as  the  agent  docmed 
adviMhlo.  The  terms  of  the  sale  were  to  be  ons-tourth  ia  advance,  one- 
fonrth  in  eight  months,  ooc-fonrlb  in  siztoen  months,  and  the  remainder 
in  twenty-four  months.  On  the  16th  of  August  the  Connty  Agent  was 
ordered  to  lay  out  the  county  seal,  which  he  proceeded  to  do.  One  dollar 
was  ordered  paid  for  each  wolf  scatp,  and  the  fint  oUiDisDt  under  this 
order  was  Williaui  Snydor,  who  pru^eoted  the  scalp  of  one  wolf  over  six 
months  old.  Janes  Oawsoo  was  appointed  County  Surveyor.  The 
license  for  taverns  in  lh«  county  was  fixed  at  $'•;  liquor  or  fm- 
ceries,  $6;  merchandise,  $tO;  wooden  clock  peddlers  or  sellers,  $8; 
ferry  keepers,  $2.     The  tax  levied  was  20  cents  on  each  $100  valuation 
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and  county   reTenae.     After  the  loU  of  (he  eountj  3«at  had  bet>n  UiJ 
out,  Jonatlian  WaUon  and  Georf^e  Groves  were  appointed  to  value  tiitm, 
••sisted  bj  ibe  County  Agtnt.  aod  the  luiter  vas  instructed  to  kcH  Iota  at 
auction  ilm«af)er  quarterly.     Kashrille  at  tbn  time  was  called  Jackson- 
borg.     On  theitb  of  NoYeiober.  1836.  John  S.  WilliBins  waa  appointed 
Conntj  Treasurer.     John  t'loyd  bad  been  aernnp;  and  eontioaed  to  mtta 
a«  County  Clerk  and  Recorder,  the  two  nfficen  beine  held  by  one  (utn  at 
that  time  and  for  a  number  of  years  aftenrard.     In  January,  1S37,  Will- 
iau  Snyder  was  appoinled  Coniuiis«ioner  of  the  three  per  ceol  fund,  and 
William  Jackson  wns  appointed  Svmlnary  Trustee.     All  the  fines  of  the 
Circuit,  juatices'  and  other  courts  went  to  this  fund,  whicb  waa  to  bo  oaed 
tQ    found  a  coonty  aeminnry  when   sufficient  in  amooot.     F.   Gow,  J. 
Wat«on  and  William  Taggart  were  appaintod  a  committee  to  select  publie 
lots  Dpnn    which    to  erect  county    baildingt).       D.  D.  Weddet,  Juuathan 
Watooii  aiid  H.  C  Weildel  were  ap|)oiiited  a  ooinmittee  to  aettle  with  the 
County  Agent.     Thev  found  bis  report  to  January  3.  1837.  to  be  a»  ToU 
lows:  Fifty   lots   bad' been   sold  for  ftCt^.U?}.      Of  this    9i}].90|   had 
been  receired  in  cash,  and  the  retsHinder  in  notes  at-'eording  to  the  abore 
condiliona  of  Aale.      Jamee    Dawson   was  appointed    Inspector  of   the 
"General  Bleotioii,"tob«  held  in  Rmwn  County.     AD  thefle  orders  were 
JMBcd  and  bDBitieM  doM  by  the  County  Board,  which,  af^er  tho  Bnt  few 
months,    consisted  of  all  the  JuaticM  of  the  Peace  in  the  county,   who 
met  ee  the  County   Commisejonera  now  meet  for  the  tranaactioo  of  buii- 
nen.     An  high  an  ten  or  twelve  met  at  one  time.     MeetingH  of  the  board 
were  held  at  the  house  of  James  Dawson.     Xlie  county  court  houve  and 
the  jail   were  huitt  in  1837.     The  ux  for  1837  was  20  cent«  on  each 
8100  valuation,  and  $1.2.^  on  each  poll.     Lot  No.  1  was  wlecttHJ  for  the 
jail,  and  Lot  No.  2  for  the  court  hooj-e.     The  hoard   had  been   wiihnut 
funds  enough  to  do  county  business,  and  had  issued  "orders,"  which  soca 
began  to  depreciate  in  value.     The  bunlen  then  fell  npon  individuals,  in 
whose  hands  they  fluctuated.     To  cap  the  climax,  the  hoard  in  March, 
lb3T,    ordered    that   do  county    order  should    be    received  in    payment 
for   town  lota.     This   served    to   still  more  depreciate  the  valuA  of  the 
orders,  though  they  atitl  continued  to  pwut  ourrent  at  a  variable  point  of 
discount.     After  a  few  years  this  trouble  was  outgrown. 

THE  riRST  CIBCCIT  OOD&T. 

This  was  held  on  the  20tb  of  April,  1837,  before  Elisha  M.  Hunting- 
ton,  President  Judge,  and  James  Tupgurt  and  Louis  F  Raper,  Associate 
Judges.  The  first  aot«  were  ihe  adtninisiration  of  the  oaths  of  ufiice  to 
the  Judges.  The  next  yran  the  consideration  of  a  bastardy  case,  wherein 
the  defendant  moved  to  digmisg  proceedings  against  him  on  account  of 
irregularity,  which  motion  was  overruled  by  the  court.  As  it  appeared 
that  a  regular  trarerso  jury  hud  nol  been  «allt?d  for  the  April  term  of  the 
court,  and  as  the  defendant  called  for  a  jury,  thccaec  was  continued  until 
the  next  term  of  court,  the  defendant  giving  sufficient  bond  for  his  ap- 
pearance. The  next  case  waa  one  of  slander — Pierson  Brammet  va. 
Heaben  Matbis.  The  ptaintifT,  by  his  counsel,  moved  to  diamiM  the  soil, 
which  was  done  by  the  court.  A  seal  for  the  court  was  then  ordered  as 
follows:   "Brown  County  Circuit  Court,"  inscribed  in   a  circular  form 
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ii«>ar  lie  margin  of  the  seal,  and  in  ihe  center  the  figure  of  *  Western 
hunter  lexning  upon  the  muzzle  of  his  ritle.  witi)  his  dog  lying  nt  his  feet, 
ih«  whole  to  b«  engrarsd  ott  the  usual  materia]  of  pnpor  diameter  und 
thickne».  Banner  Bramtoet,  David  D.  Woddel  und  John  Floyd  were 
then  appointed  Comniissioners  to  view  and  r«-Iocate  so  much  of  the  Bloom- 
ington  t^  Colambaa  State  road  a.t  croMpd  ihe  farmii  of  Henry  Newkirk 
and  Kobort  Hcnderwn.     Court  then  adjoarnod. 

The  second  eession  was  begun  on  th«  1 9th  of  October.  1  ^!17 ;  pretwnt. 
sAtne  Jadgea  w  b«fore.  The  following  piDcl  of  grand  jurors  was  aum- 
nion»<l  and  took  their  sents.  Henry  Sipcs,  Hvnry  Newkirk,  Joxeph 
Bracken,  Asa  Hatten.  James  Dawson.  Stephen  Matney.  Arnold  Helton. 
H.  A.  Slivers,  Thomfis  Klkins.  James  Mathis.  Henry  Jackson.  John 
David  and  Stephen  Parks.  There  not  being  enough  of  the  reguUr  panel 
present,  the  Sheriff  wa^  ordered  to  aumraon  two  hyslander?,  which  he  did 
M  follows:  Aaron  Mathis  and  D.  D.  Wedd«I.  The  jury  wa*  sworn  and 
aent  out.  The  following  attorneys  wora  then  admitted  to  practice  at  tbe 
court:  John  Cowgitl.  C.  W.  Heater.  Paris  C.  Dunning,  Williti  A.  Gor> 
WOMD,  Looia  F.  Coppersmith  a.nd  Samnel  W.  Smith.  The  baAlardy  case 
•bore  nantioned  wn«  enntinued  at  the  cost  of  the  defendant.  John  Cow> 
gill  -was  State's  Attorney.  The  next  case  was  a  rocogniaiince  to  kwp  the. 
pwee — Nancy  Polly  va.  Thomaa  Polly.  Nancy,  upon  being  called,  came 
not,  and  the  defendant  wni)  discharged  without  a  day.  Six  casea  were 
disposed  of  at  thi-i  term  of  court.  The  grand  jury  returned  tnn  bilU  of 
indictment — six  gaming,  three  natwult  and  battery,  and  one  assault  and 
battery  with  intent  to  murder.     And  so  the  second  term  ended.

Arthur  RippT  ^'I'l  Pleasant 
Weddel.  Jurors  weie  also  drawn  for  1887  aa  follows:  Orwnd  jurors  for 
April,  1SS7 — David  Warner,  John  Sinex.

TBE    FIRST    PROBATE   COCRTS. 

Oti  the  8th  of  May,  1837,  the  firat  Probate  Court  of  Brown  County 
convened  at  the  court  house  at  Naahville.  with  Judge  Jamea  Mclntire  on  the 
bench.  The  Judg«*  presented  his  commifwion  from  Gov.  Noah  Noble, 
and  then  opene<1  court,  'niere  being  no  business,  the  court,  after  adopt- 
iDg  a  scrawl  as  a  temporary  seal,  adjnurnoi]  until  August  On  the  4th 
of  tbia  month  the  court  again  ounveuud,  and  the  drat  act  was  the  appoint- 
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menl  of  Alfred  Youn^,  a<imini*trftior  of  the  est*te  of  WiUiam  lli| 
deccasctl.  Mr.  Vouiig  rcpurliH]  un  Iitind  uf  the  decedent's  estate  9^08.1 
besidM  considerable  personnl  propertv  reported.  Ho  wu  Ap()oint»d 
gaardi&n  of  the  eAt*te.  and  directed  to  order  a  tale  of  tbe  personal  prop- 
erty.    The  conrt  then  Bdjourned. 

At  tbe  November  term,  1837,  ^er«  being  dc  business,  ooart adjourned. 
During  racaiion.  letters  of  admitiiHirsiion  were  issued  to  Ilsnner  and 
Eetlivr  Bruuimct.  of  tlic  Mtato  of  Janrns  Brmnmct,  deceased.  The  will 
of  Stephen  Robertson  was  also  filed  for  record.  At  the  February  teriD. 
1838,  Banner  and  Esther  Brummet  were  called  to  answer  for  the  admin- 
isLration  of  Jame-A  Rrnniinet'H  oitate.  They  reported,  under  oath,  the 
following;  bill  for  record  :  3  chairs,  $1 ;  1  horse  collar  and  pair  of  hames, 
43f  cents  ;  I  saddle  and  1  briille,  91 :  1  vaier  pail,  4<i}^  cenu ;  5  crocks. 
50  cents;  1  tin  pan,  7  tin  cups,  8  spoons,  1  coffee  pot,  3  lavers,  and  1  set 
of  kuiveii  and  forkii,  91.75:  1  bread  tray  and  smoothing  iroo,  62|  cents; 
1  box,  1  razor,  I  horseshoe,  ^1.37^ ;  1  bed,  bedding  and  bedstead,  (S.ftO; 
1  bed  and  beddinfc,  $6;  1  bedding  and  bed,  94;  money,  $4-06: 
1  saddle  and  bridle,  9'2..'>0— total,  $26.06^.  It  being  shown  that  .rames 
Bruromet  had  died  ii)Solvenl.  it  was  ordered  that  the  widow  have  all  the 
projMrtr  tod  pay  no  dcmnnds  of  the  creditors  of  the  deoeued.  The  will 
of  St«|Mi«D  RobertHon  wan  read  and  admitted  to  probate.  The  court  ihoo 
adjourned.  In  August,  Patterson  C.  Parker  became  Probate  Judge,  his 
coinmiMion  being  signed  by  Gov.  David  Wallace. 

TBK    FIRST   COMMON    PLRAS    00t)&T. 

This  court  was  establinhed  apart  from  the  others  in  1858,  and  tbe  first 
sesition  vm  held  at  Niiahville  on  tlie  31st  of  January,  185S,  before  Judge 
William  <i.  QuJi-k,  The  ftjllowin^'  attorneys  were  sworn  to  practice  in 
the  court:  P.  C.  Dunning,  Uanicl  McClurc,  Fred  X.  Butler.  George 
A.  Buskirk  and  Sbadmck  Chandler.  Tbe  next  tiling  was  the  adoption 
of  rules  governing  the  court.  The  Brst  business  was  tlie  consideration  of 
tbe  pi>tittan  fr>r  d<iner  and  partition  of  Jane  Kelley  and  Zachariali  Kelley 
v«.  Nancy  Ilamblcn  tt  al.  The  next  wus  the  examination  of  witnesses 
in  tha  case  of  James  Fleetwood  fur  retailing  liquor  without  a  license. 
He  WM  required  to  appear  at  the  next  term  of  court.  And  so  tbe  bosi* 
ness  continued  at  length. 

COL'STV    BUII,rtNtlS. 

The  fimt  courts  were  held  in  the  residence  of  Jaisea  Dawson,  On 
the  first  Monday  in  February.  1837,  panjuant  lo  an  order  from  the 
Connty  Bonrd.  Banner  Brurimet.  County  Agent,  let  the  contract  of 
building  a  court  hou»c  and  a  iail,  the  first  to  be  finished  acuording  to 
specificaiionis,  by  the  lirMt  Mommy  in  September,  1837,  and  the  last  by 
toe  Ist  of  November.  I  ^37.  Tho  work  on  bath  bnildings  was  completed 
within  the  time  specified.  The  court  house  was  of  hewed  logi*.  18x24  feet, 
two  stories  high,  two  rooms  above,  two  stairways,  one  at  each  end,  two 
windows  above,  with  twelve  panes  of  glass  each,  one  room  below  with  one 
door,  and  one  window  with  twelve  panes  of  glass  opposite  to  it ;  fire-places 
in  all  the  rooms,  chinks  daubed  with  good  mortar  and  weatherboarded 
on  the  inside;  gHk](>  ends  of  building  to  have  one  window  each,  and  to  be 
weatlierboar>Ud.     The  contractor,  David  D.  Weddel,  was  to  receive  %5/i 
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on  the  lat  of  June,  1837,  and  tbe  remainder  when  tte  building  was 
wnapleled.  The  coairact  of  both  buiidiDge  was  sold  at  "  public  outcry  " 
to  the  lovest  res|>onsible  bidder,  at  Naalivilte,  on  the  Tth  of  Ma.rch.  1H^7, 
betwMD  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  A.  M.  and  4  o'clock  P.  M.  The  jail  baiU 
WB8  of  hewed  logs.  14x14  feet,  and  one  foot  thick.  There  were  two  walls 
one  foot  apart,  and  each  onu  foot  thick,  and  the  space  between  was  filled 
with  hewed  foot-lumber,  inserted  pcrpotidicaluTty.  The  [ujr>  of  the  walla 
left  no  ppace  between  Ihem-  The  building  waa  two  stories  high,  seven 
feet  between  floors,  floors  of  twelve-inch  timber,  window  nine  inches 
square  on  each  side  of  oriminala'  mom,  heavy  iron  door  and  windows. 
Fifty  doHurs  wa^  to  be  paid  on  the  jail.  August  1,  1887,  and  the  re- 
mainder when  done.  William  Snyder  was  the  jail  contractor.  Theeost 
of  ihene  two  baildingB  cannot  be  given,  but  was  probubly  not  more  than 
$100. 

This  court  house  answered  the  purpoee  until  1  HhH,  when  arrangetnents 
were  made  to  build  a  brick  structure  to  take  its  place.  The  old  log 
nlructure  waa  sold,  and  for  u  year  or  mare  the  courts  were  held  in  cbo 
MethodinC  Church.  In  the  fnll  of  1853,  the  court  house  eontnct 
WHH  sold  to  John  Douglaa  for  itbout  9^i>'>Q'^<  The  house  was  com- 
pleted BO  BR  lo  be  occupied  hy  the  caurtx  in  186.'>.  and  coat  when 
fully  finished  and  lumislied  a  little  more  than  ST.OOO.  In  lb78,  dur- 
ing  a  session  of  the  Circuit  Court,  thiii  building  took  fire  and  burned  to 
the  ground,  involving  a  loss  of  nearly  all  the  county  records.  In  Juno, 
187?,  the  ooniraet  of  rebuilding  the  house  on  the  old  ruins  or  foundation, 
and  a  portion  of  the  old  walls,  wuit  let  to  McCormack  &■  Hveeney.  of  Co- 
Ininbus,  for  S>'>()00.  of  which  S4,.'i00  naa  tn  be  paid  when  the  building 
was  under  roof,  and  the  remainder  two  years  after  the  completion  of  the 
work,  with  ton  pur  cent  interest.  The  work  was  performed  according  to 
contract.  The  building  is  of  brick,  and  is  two  ttlories  high,  with  court- 
room  and  jury-rooms  above,  and  counter  offices  below.  Two  stairways 
over  the  main  entrance  on  the  south  lead  to  the  second  story.  The  old 
jail  of  1837  was  used  with  various  repairs,  which  were  almost  equivalent 
to  a  new  building,  until  LS71*,  when  the  present  bewcd-log  "  bastilc " 
was  erected,  at  a  cost  of  about  $l,oOO.  The  building  is  two  storied,  is 
20x12  ;  four  on  the  inside,  and  H  feet  4  inches  high.  Tho  old  log  court 
house  is  yet  standing,  and  is  used  as  a  stable,  a  great  depression  of  its 
former  noble  use. 

MISCRLLAHROCS    ITRllIt    OF    INTREkHT. 

John  Fiord,  the  first  Clurk  and  Recorder,  did  nut  stay  in  tbo  office 
biiDself,  but  bad  a  deput.f,  named  Avery  Magee.  Theossesament  roll  in 
1837  (spring),  showed  22.^  polls  in  the  county.  The  land  taxubles  at 
this  time  were  worth  Q^t.l.'iO,  and  the  personal  property,  $44,640.94. 
John  S.  Williams  furnished  the  ooiirl  house  with  twelve  chairs  in  Septem- 
ber, 1887,  and  D.  D.  Weddel  furniflhed  a  table.  Banner  Brammet'e 
donation  to  the  county  wai  twenty  acres  of  land.  James  Taggart  wu 
appointe>l  Commiasioner  of  tho  surplus  revenue  and  the  three  per  cent 
fund  in  the  fall  of  1837.  The  County  Clerk's  office  was  established  in 
the  Ing  enurt  house  for  the  first,  September  2,  1887.  Tho  note  of  $150, 
perl  01  thedooiuion  to  the  county,  was  turned  over  to  the  jail  contractor 
u  a   partial    consideration  for  his  work.       William    Snyder  succeeded 
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JaineR  Taggut  u  sorplna   rercnuc   Kriil   tbrce  per   cenl   Commiamon 
The  laM  naoied  faod  wu  uhixI  to   [at   far  tlic  court  hou#«  and  the  }«il. 
Considerable  nione_v  was  paid  out  for  wolf  scalps,     In  August,  1839,  the 
fint  bridge  over  Salt  Creek,  eait  of  Nashville,  on  the  Colambus  ft  Bloom- 
ington  road,  vas  buitt  hy  John  A.  Brown  for  8-')8.    Henrj  •Jackson  waa 
appotut«d  Seminary  Truatoe  in  tho  fall  of  1839.     Banner  Brummet  still 
continued  to  serro  ae  Oountj  AgenU     Sliadrucb  Chandler  was  appointed 
a  fitudent  at  the  Universitj  at  Bloomington  in  1841.     VVtlHau  Tagcart 
became   agent   of  the  surplus   revenue    in   1H41.       In    1BI2,    Stones 
Broeken   was  «>pointed  a  ntudent  at  t)ie   State   UntTersitjr ;  in    IMi. 
John  ArwiDo,  Jr.,  aauie ;  in    1844.  \Valt«r  HotchkiM.  same;    in   1845. 
Isaac  Somsel,  Bame;  in  ISi*!.  B    NUson.  same.    In  1848.  D.  D.  Weddel 
became  Count;  Agent.    In  18tjt1,  Sjtvanue  Manrille  wu  Countj  Agent. 
In  ISt).*},  the  oountj  Cook  several  thousand  dollsn  in  bondf  in  the  Colum- 
biu,  Nashville  &  Bloomington  Railroad,  bat  canceled  them   when   it  wa» 
found  that  the  road  would  not  be  hiiilt.     Tiijring  the  winter  of  1868-64. 
tho  TroASaror's  office  was  robbed  of  $3,'>.55.59  by  burglars,  for   wh^jin  a 
rewartj  of  $1,000  waa  offered.     N'eitherthievwnor  money  wem  recovered. 
In  1869,  the  Morgantown  &  Nashville  Gravel  Road  Compaaj  came  into 
bein^.  among  the  HU>ckho1<ierfl  being  James  S.  H««ter.  Harve;  Coleman. 
R.  M.  Dill,  Is.iac  Knight  and  Thooias  M.  Adam^i.     The  entire  length  of 
the  road  was  thirteen  miles  and  i>iity-geven  rods,  and  the  iot.iI  e^^tim&ted 
coist  of  grading  the  same  was  $17,130.     It  was  decided  to  omit  graveling 
the  fourth.  6(lh.  sixth   and  seventh  mites  north  of  Nashville,  and  the  re- 
mainder were  estimated  to  cost  $10,200.     Three  mtlc«  at  the  iouth  end  of 
the  road  had  been  previously  graveled  and  two  miles  at  the  north  end.  hot 
this  had  to  be  purcha<ted.     Ry  1869,  then*  wnfi  aubscribed  $6,120  toward 
building  ibe  ruid.    The  bi>ncfit«  to  adjoining  lanile  were  assessed  by  order 
of  the  County  Board.     This  project  was  abnndoned  after  much  had  been 
done.     It  was  revived  in  1879 — the  part  between  Nashville  and  George- 
town— when  Lawson  Hopper.  W.  D.  Roberta,  W.  O.  Qoick,  W.  L.  Cox, 
Isaac  ChaGn.  Eliakim  HamMen  and   II.  W.  King  asked  for  the  right  of 
way,  which  was  granted.     Much  of  the  road  was  put  in  good  shape  and 
toll  gat«s  were  crtrctcil,  but  the  collodion  of  toll   ia  almost  wholly  abao- 
doned  at  present  (Novoinber,  1883). 

In  186!).  a  petition  signed  by  over  one  hundred  citizens  was  presented 
the  County  Board,  aaking  that  a  two  per  cent  donation  be  given  to  ibe 
CiiicinDuti  k  St.  Louis  Short  Line  Railroad  Company,  in  consideration 
that  tho  road  should  be  built  through  the  central  part  of  the  county.  An 
election  nu»  ordered  held  December  II,  which  resulted  aa  follows,  by  town- 
ships :

THE  COUNTY  PAUPERS. 
The  fintt  record  of  b  puuper  claim  against  the  county  was  nisde  ts 
the  spring  of  1837,  bj  Ambrose  Cobb,  who  wo^  ailuwcd  ^ti.9T,  or  40 
c«nt8  per  week,  for  caring  for  some  poor  person  from  November  2, 18S6. 
to  March  6,  1837.  After  this,  cluiuiA  vrcre  conatantly  allowed  on  audit 
froin  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  under  whose  direction  the  townships  eared 
for  their  poor  nnd  hclple»s.  Mao^  or  most  of  the  earlr  claims  were  sel- 
tled  in  the  township*,  mid  were  not  presented  to  the  County  Board  at  slL 
Jane  Sconce  was  a  pauper  who  waa  oared  for  by  the  county  for  more  tbaa 
twenty  years.  She  was  regularly  "farmed  out  "  annually  to  the  lowsst 
bidder.  She  tiret  came  to  public  notice  in  1846,  when  William  OiltaHpy 
WM  altowtd  8^.<j5  for  providing  her  with  necessary  wants  for  a  few 
months.  The  pauper  cUime  allowed  in  184&-47  auiouut«d  to  {89.75;  in 
1847-4fst..  »2aM4;  in  18-IH-4tHo  $194.49;  in  1855-66  to  $488.73;  in 
1857-5S  to»488.8J);  in  1861-62  to  $553.29  ;  in  1863-64  to$529.11 :  in 
1864-65  to  $762.4f;  in  18S.v-6tf  to  $968.14  ;  in  1869-70  t«  $546.40; 
in  1875-76  to  $769.4.5 ;  in  1679-80  to  908.84.  Id  1869,  the  Coun^ 
Board  took  sleps  to  purchase  a  poor-'brm,  but  after  viewing  several  loca- 
tiona  and  counting  the  vost  the  project  waa  abandoned.  In  March,  1869, 
the  County  Honrd  purchased  244  acres  of  laud,  sdjoining  Nashville  on  the 
east,  of  Thomas  M.  Adams,  for  $6,000,  in  two  eqoal  installmenU;  the 
first,  April  2o,  1870,  and  the  second  April  25,1871,  the  p^meuts  to  be 
in  county  bonds  bearing  six  per  cent  interest.      William    Waltman  con- 
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tmcted  to  erect  a  frame  poor-hoonc,  80x60  feet,  rorS1,-t74.  The  bouM 
wu  completed  in  1870,  and  cost  about  ^U^')-  •lamee  Taggart  was  th« 
Brec  SuperiDtendent.  He  received  the  ii»e  of  the  farm,  nnd  8't,'l85  for 
Mring  tor  the  poor  for  chreo  years.  In  l^^TS,  Caleb  Ferguson  became 
SupcriDtondent  for  St[7S  per  ^ear  and  the  uito  of  the  farm.  Ho  was  auo- 
oeeded,  in  1877,  bjr  B.  R.  Kellejr,  for  $277.50  p«r  year  and  the  us«  of 
the  farm.  Thomas  J.  Taggan  became  Superintendent  in  1H79,  and  Am- 
brose Frakcr  in  188S — the  latter  for  $400  per  year.  The  number  of  in- 
mBt«8  ranges  from  eight  to  fifteen. 

TRC  COriTTT    BBHtNASr. 

All  the  early  fines,  penalties,  forfeitarea,  etc.,  were  paid  into  a  fund 
for  the  foundation  and  miiintenance  of  a  county  seminaTy.  Henry 
Jackson  was  the  first  Trustee.  On  the  Ist  of  February,  1840,  he  reported 
the  receipts  up  to  that  time  to  be  8^0.25.  A  year  later  the  amount  wa« 
I127.4S,  and  in  December,  1U43.  was  9312.07.  In  1853.  when  the 
fond  vaa  transfened  to  the  oommoD  school  fund,  it  amounted  to 
1515.90. 

THX  COCNTT  LrRKAKT. 
The  act  creating  the  county  provided  that,  ten  per  cent  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sates  of  public  lots  at  the  coanty  seat,  should  be  used  to 
found  and  maintain  a  county  library.  In  1640,  the  fund  amounted  to 
9177.60^.  Soon  afUr  this,  the  fint  books  were  bought.  In  1846.  Will- 
iatn  Oai]la  was  Libmriuu,  and  R,  P.  Manville.  Treasurer.  Several  hun- 
dred Tolaipes  bad  breii  booeht  by  this  time.  The  fund  came  in  slowly 
and  in  small  amouniH,  and  the  library  wa»  correspondingly  xinalt.  In 
the  fifties,  the  ftlcClure  bequest  gave  to  the  worlcingnien  a  amatl  library 
of  choice  reading  matter.  The  old  libraries  are  not  kept  up  in  these 
days  of  new8pa[»era  and  cheap  books. 

OfttOIN  Of  SCHOOL   rONDB. 
The  common  school  fund  wao  started  in  February,  1S37,  by  the  die- 
tribntion  to  the  countiee  of  the  8tate  of  certain  moneya  which  had  accu- 
mulated and  were  known  as  the  surplus  revenue.       Brown  County  re- 
ceived: 
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The  Concessional  fund  hna  unson  from  the  sale  of  sixtconth  sections 
and  other  lan'U  !>puaialiy  ri-served  for  the  purpo«e.  Thin  fund  furnished 
about  the  first  money  (or  the  public  schools  and  was  a  godsend  to  the 
early  settlen.  The  condition  of  the  school  lands  of  the  coanty  in  March 
1846,  waa  as  foltowa: 
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From  1866  to  1876  the  fund  increased  by  further  sales  to  $9,755.37. 
and  from  1876  to  18tj3,  to  910,497.39.  These  two  funds,  imoanting  id 
ftll  to  $24,133.98  in  1888,  are  loaned  oat  and  the  interest  distributed  to  the 
townships.  The  Congressional  school  fand  of  the  western  townships  of 
Bartholomew  County  is  managed  by  Brown  County.  The  following 
school  statistics  are  for  the  year  1871 :

Milton  Flwner 
and  Howard  Arwine.  On  motion  D.  B.  Adams  was  made  Chairman  and 

It  was  then  decided  to  hold  the  first  re-union  at 
Georgetown  on  the  2'2i\  of  Soptomber,  1877,  and  invite  Jadgc  Ueeiter, 
Alfred  Witliani!'!  and  William  Mason  to  addrvw  the  multitude.  Gov.  J. 
D-  WilliamM  and  Hon.  D.  W.  Voorhees  niM  reetired  an  inviution  to  be 
present.  William  M-  Waltman  was  selected  to  dclifer  the  addrett  of 
welcome  to  the  old  settlers.  Oo  motion  a  committee  of  three  from  each 
town!>hip  was  appointed  to  record  the  names  of  all  persons  living  therein 
who  had  been  in  the  countv  thirty  years  or  more  and  to  bring  the  Hat  to  the 
Rrat  reunion  tobe  read  and  recorded.  The»e  committees  were  as  follows : 
llamhlfn  Town'^hip — W.  G.  Wat«on,  W.  P.  Taggart  and  Joshua 
Mctlnrncv.  Jackson  Township — A.  S.  Anderson,  Millon  Fleener  and 
William  Si.  Waltman.  Washinglon  Township— DavidjCrouch.  Alfred  Will- 
iams and  Lewis  Rogers.  Van  Buren  Township — J.  A.  McKtnney,  John 
Noblett  and  J.  T.  Ping.  Johnson  Township — Jatoes  Serton,  Wart 
Ktkins  and  Thouia«  Madgett.  Various  committece  and  officers  were 
appointed  to  introduce  everything  to  make  the  oceasion  enjoyable.  A 
bcnutiful  cane  vtati  promised  the  man  who  had  Hvcil  in  the  county  longest 
and  was  over  sixty  years  ofagp;  and  a  hickory  rocking  chair  to  the  lady 
longest  in  the  county  and  over  fifty  years  of  age.  All  were  asked  to  bring 
old  and  interesting  relics.  On  the  22d  of  September.  1877,  an  enormous 
crowd  gathered  at  Girorgctown,  coming  from  all  poinlo  of  the  ooinpaM. 
Tbs  MHViMt  wen*  upened  witli  music  by  the  Nashville  Cornet  Band  and 
pnT«rbjB«v.  iienjamin  Wooih).  Mr.  \Valtman.  in  an  appropriate  manner, 
made  the  welcoming  addretu.     The  committee  to  award  the  cane  and  chair 


were  Judge  Heater,  W-  G.  Watson,  John  Richards,  Hiram 


and 


Enoch  Sexton.  Hon.  Alfred  Williams  was  elected  permanent  President 
of  the  society  and  W.  M.  Waltman,  Secretary.  The  cane  was  awarded  to 
Edward  David,  who  was  ninety-two  years  old  and  had  lived  in  tlie  county 
sixty-four  years,  and  the  chair  to  Margaret  Graham,  who  was  eighty 
jean  old  and  bad  lived  in  the  coDDCy  aixty^three  years.     The  old  gen- 
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tlemtD,  u  ir  but  forty  ycare  old  instead  of  ninety-two,  exhibited  bi» 
activity  and  appreciation  of  the  gift  after  the  fashion  of  ye  olden  time  by 
dancing  a  jig  to  the  tumultuous  applauae  of  the  large  crowd.  A  fine 
diuiier  was  enjoyed  and  the  day  wu  paued  in  tMrrating  ineideots  of 
pioneer  tiroes,  which  by  all  meana  onghl  to  have  been  recorded.  Otd- 
fashioncd  speeches,  fall  of  rude  eloquence  and  Blrenrth,  were  delivered 
by  muity  old  svtilera  present.  Cornelius  McCoy  was  dressed  in  huuter'a 
aait  and  u-taed  with  rifie,  tomahawk  and  knife-  The  follovjog  record 
HM  made:

A  pair  of  spectacles 
was  award<»il  to  Oreen  Gntbam  as  thu  oldest  person  present — ninety-one 
yeara.

Ornotin  and  A.  A.  Vook  met  at  Naahrilie  and  nrganised  the  Brown 
County  Medical  Society,  under  control  of  and  auxiliary  to  the  State 
Mdical  Society.  The  object  of  the  society,  as  stated  in  the  conBtitulion 
adopted,  was  "to  provide  an  or^nizatioo  through  which  the  regular 
physicians  of  the  county  may  be  aniteJ  in  one  profe-aional  fraternity  for 
the  ptirpose  of  giinng  fre'iaent  expressions  to  the  views  and  aims  of  the 
medical  profesiiion  :  to  Kiippty  more  efBcieni  means  for  cultivating  and  ad- 
TMieing  medical  knowledge;  for  elevating  the  standard  of  medical  edaea- 
tioQ;  for  promoting  the  usefnineaa.  honor  and  intereete  of  the  medical 
profession  and  eoeonragiog  emulation  and  eoneert  of  action  among  it« 
members;  for  facilitating  and  foAtering  friendly  tntercotime between  those 
engaged  in  it ;  for  ealtgntening  and  directing  pablie  opinion  in  regard  to 
the  duties,  responsibilities  aod  reqairemente  of  medical  men  :  and  for  the 
proinotion  of  all  measures  adapted  to  the  relief  of  the  sulTcring  and  to 
improve  the  health  and  to  protect  the  lives  of  the  commuoity."  l(  was 
decided  that  any  regular  physician  of  the  county  could  become  a  member 
of  the  society  upon  vote  of  two-third)  of  the  membership.  The  ethics 
of  the  American  Medical  Society  waa  adopted  for  the  regulation  of  the 
organitation,  A  seal  was  adopted,  hearing  the  legend  in  Roman  letters: 
"Brown  County  Medical  Society,  organised  October,  23,  1879,"  and 
within  the  center  a  cut  of  the  mortar  and  pestle.  Meetings  were  held 
quite  regularly  at  first  and  much  interest  was  manife^ited,  but  lately  tha 
society  has  become  almost  defunct.

The  paper 
waa  conduotrd  about  a  year,  when  the  office  was  gold  to  a  factioD   of  tlie 
United  Brethren  Chorch,  which  had  left  the  parent  oreaniiation  over  the 
subject  of  the  Mexican  war.     \V.  S.  Olmiitcad.  BH   P.   Farmer,  Jeiue 
Bmndon.  William  Tageart,  Jesse  Hamblen  and  others  then  immedi4tel; 
started  the />Vtiti(;i'/i'(rii(/£f/»t6/iV(itf,  a  religious  newpaper  of  the  Uittted 
BmfareB  Church,  new  orgnnisntion.     Jositc  Frandon  was  the  publisher. 
Hiis  paper  waa  iaaucd  fur  mme  lime,  possibly   until   Jesae  Brandon  par* 
chased  the  office  earlv  in  1861,  and  started  the  Nashville  Union,  of  Deau>- 
cratic  proclivity.

SCARCELY  aDjattenoptwwiiiaileilunDg  the  long  yetrs  of  peace  from 
the  formftliom  of  Brown  County  until  tlie  war  with  Mexico,  and  af- 
terward until  the  rebollioii  of  l8Gl-iia,  to  maintain  the  organization  of  the 
county  militia.  During  the  forti«!i  a  nominal  organiznciun  was  kept  up 
(ot  short  periods,  and  3«verat  of  the  cttieena  were  p«rmill«d  to  assume  the 
honors  of  military  commissions,  but  prior  to  the  war  with  Mexico,  there 
wat  scarcely  a  man  in  tlie  county  who  oould  have  boasted  of  having  smellw) 
sanpowder,  much  less  having  participated  in  an  actual  war  campaign. 
There  were  a  few  anrvivors  of  the  war  of  1*^12,  who,  at  celebrations  of  the 
Fourth  of  July,  were  placed  on  the  wtand,  eulogised  and  cheered.  James 
Taegart  wee  a  commisiioned  officer  under  this  old  militia  syatem,  as  were 
T.  M.  Adams,  James  S.  Hester  and  SL^veral  others. 


THE  MK.XICAN  WAR. 
On  the  13th  of  May.  184)},  the  President  of  the  Unites]  StaUa  called 
for  Ir00|tt  to  carry  on  the  war  with  Mexico,  which  had  just  begun. 
Within  a  few  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  news,  James  Taggart,  T.  M. 
Adams.  P.  C.  Parker.  Willistnson  \Vi»e,  Charles  Bolt  and  pcrtaps  othera 
concluded  to  raise  a  company,  if  poBstble.  iu  Brown  County  for  the  war.  A 
meeting  was  advertiiod  to  be  held  at  Gcorgeiown,  to  raise  volunteers,  on 
which  occasion  a  large  crowd  gathered.  The  above  men  headed  the  enlist- 
ment rolW'ith  their  name^,  and  a  call  wan  made  for  others  and  was  reaponded 
luby  an  increase  to  about  twenty  men.  Another  meeting  was  called  acNash' 
Title  soon  afterward,  and  the  number  of  volunteers  was  so  increased  that  it 
was  seen  that  the  completion  and  organization  of  the  company  waa  usaursd. 
Early  id  June,  the  complete  organization  was  effected  by  the  election  of 
the  following  officer?  :  Jamea  Tagsart,  Captain;  Thomas  M.  Adama,  First 
Lieutenant;  Patterson  C.  Parker^Second  Lieutenant;  Williamson  Wise,* 
Tliird  Lieutenant.  The  organization  was  fully  completed  on  the  8th  of 
June,  and  was  reported  thus  to  the  Governor  of  the  Staio  for  acceptance 
and  aasignmcnt  to  the  Third  ludtnna  Regiment,  which  wan  rapidly  being 
mustered  at  New  Albany.  On  the  Htn  of  June,  ordi-ni  were  reot'iveu 
from  the  Governor  for  the  company  to  proceed  forthwith  to  >'ew  Albany 
and  there  to  report  to  the  offioera  of  the  Third  Regiment.  The  company 
bftetily  made  preparation!  to  leaveon  the  following  day — the  15lh  of  Juno. 
They  had  purchatiod  bright  uni forms  of  bright  of  blueji^.tns  and  had  atyled 
thMnseWfli  "  Brown  County  Blues,"  a  name  by  which  they  wore  known  all 
tlinnigh  the  war.     The  following  day  they  left  the  county,  followed  hy  the

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belt  visiles  of  oeighbon  and  the  lean  and  warm  farevells  of  friends.  A 
brge  crovd  had  usembled  to  see  them  leave  in  wngons.     The  companj, 

6Xoept  about  ten  of  their  men  who  remained  behind  to  arranse  their  hiui- 
ness  afTsira  bffuro  joining  their  comrades,  roachcd  Xev  Atbaiiv  ou  the 
ITth  of  June,  and  were  soon  mustered  in  as  Companj  E  of  the  Third  In- 
diana Volunteers,  Col  James  H.  Lane.  Here  the  companj  a.nd  its 
regiment  remained  until  early  in  July,  being  subjected  in  the  meaDtime 
to  constant  parades  and  di»riplinp  to  (it  it  for  the  active  scenes  of  war. 
It  reached  mvr  Orteaus  early  in  July,  and  camped  upon  the  6cld  made 
famous  by  Oen.  Jacki'iu.  At  the  expiration  of  about  a  week  the  regj- 
nent  took  shipping  across  the  Galf  of  Mexico  to  Bnzos  Island,  encoan- 
tering  on  the  vay  a  severe  storm.  While  at  New  Orleans,  Caleb  Bidwell^  of 
the  company,  died  of  measles,  his  death  being  the  first  in  the  company. 
Reese  Brummet  and  John  Followell  die«I  of  disease  on  the  Gulf  and  were 
baried  beneath  the  waves  with  cannon  bnlU  nt  their  feet.  Joebtu  Bnim- 
met  and  several  othen  died  at  Brazos  Island,  and  wt^re  entombed  in  the 
sand.  The  regiment  afWr  several  months  was  removed  to  Camp  Belkiiap 
where  Cant.  Tugg&rt  wan  taken  sick  and  sent  home.  During  his  abs«)c«. 
Lieut.  Adams  commanded  the  company. 

The  regiment  occupied  Matamoras,  Mainue.  Sattillo.  Nueva  and  various 
other  points,  doing  guard  or  garrison  duty  and  sufTeriog  sevorely  fnim  the 
peculin  r  Southern  (Tiiscascs.  At  last  the  regiment  moved  beck  from  Saltillo, 
and  van  unaware  of  the  presence  of  an  enemy  until  the  long-roll  called 
to  arm.'*  on  the  field  of  Bucna  Visw.  Oen.  Taylor  hastily  formed  his 
line  of  battle  ncrotut  Buena  Vista  Pass,  and  with  about  .^OOO  troopx  waited 
the  approach  from  the  southwest  of  Gen.  Santa  Anna  with  20,0i)0  Mexi- 
cans. Capt.  Tagnrt  had  regained  his  health  st  home  and  had  joined  his 
company  on  the  2Ist  of  Februarr,  1847,  the  Jay  before  the  battle  of 
Buena  Vista.  At  lost  the  enemy  could  be  seen  moving  up  the  Pasa,  and 
soon  his  swarming  legions  were  in  full  rieir  and  within  threetniles.  The 
Third  Indiana  was  posted  on  a  round  hill  on  the  right  side  of  the  Paaa, 
to  support  Washington's  battery.  The  Mexicans  first  undertook  to  force 
the  Paaa  in  solid  column,  but  they  met  such  a  storm  of  shot  and  shell 
from  the  battery  that  they  were  forceil  back  in  full  retreat.  Then  it  was 
that  the  Mexican  commnndpr  dunked  to  the  right  and  fell  upon  Taylor's 
left,  forcing  the  Second  Indianiv  and  other  troops  back  and  gaining  thtt 
rear  of  the  American  armv.  The  Third  was  oi-dered  from  its  position 
and  thrown  eut  to  check  the  retreat,  and  was  soon  vhore  bullets  wore  its 
thick  aa  hailstones  in  die  air.  Here  the  Brown  County  boys  received  their 
first  baptiara  of  blood  and  fire.  The  first  one  hurt  was  Elias  Weddel. 
who  wu  9hot  through  the  hips,  and  was  carried  from  the  field.  Squire 
Stewart  was  prostrated  by  concussion  from  a  howitxer  ball.  Matthew 
Ma[hews.wa8  shot  through  the  baud,  for  which  be  draws  a  pension.  The  fight 
was  sharp  and  hot  and  continued  until  night.  Just  at  the  close  of  tbe 
battle,  at  almost  the  last  tire  from  tbe  enemy,  while  Company  E  was 
being  thrown  back,  Capt.  Tagg&rt  received  a  mortal  wound  fi-om  a  carbine 
ball,  wliich  entered  just  over  his  left  kidney  and  came  out  near  the  center 
of  bis  right  breast.  He  pitched  forward  on  his  hands  and  knees,  exclaim- 
ing "I'm  a  dead  man,"  and  immediately  fell  over  on  his  side.  Stephen 
Kennedy,  the  only  one  of  his  company  at  that  moment   near   htm,  car- 
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ried  hint  into  ono  of  tbo  manT  deep  r&vincs  within  a  fev  feet  of  where 
he  bad  fallen.  The  firing  woh  yet  brisk  over  the  gfxiund  ibere,  bat  Kcd- 
ntdj  remained  to  hear  the  last  words  of  the  djing  man.  He  laid  sub- 
atnntiatW.  "  Tetl  my  folk»  lo  meet  mt  in  the  guod  world.  Be  a  good 
soldier,  Kenoed;.  Go  on  to  your  eoiopan;."  He  then  became  ancoQ- 
scioiis,  and  Kennedy  borrjedly  left  the  8[MJt  umid  the  lam  shower  of  car- 
bine bullets  from  the  enemy.  Capt.  Taggurt  lies  buried  on  the  battle- 
6eld  where  he  heroically  died  a  soldier's  death.  No  other  cadualdes  oc- 
curred, and  Company  E,  commanded  by  Capt.  T.  M.  Adams,  saw  no  more 
6ghtiiig.  Many  more  of  the  boys  died  from  diaease  before  their  return. 
After  occupying  vanoat  poaitions,  the  regiment  Btnrced  north  on  the  24th 
of  May.  1847.  The  Brown  County  boys  reached  home  early  in  July,  and 
were  ^ven  a  warm  welcome  by  their  relntivea  and  friends. 

The  boys  who  went  to  Mexico  mu«t  not  U:  forgotten  ander  the  shadow 
of  the  last  great  war.  It  was  no  bolitlay  undertaking  to  go  from  the  oom- 
pantively  cold  climate  of  the  Korthera  States  to  the  hot  and  pecalior 
climate  of  Mexico.  The  anpalling  sacrilio*  nf  life  from  disease  aboit- 
dantly  atteets  the  peril  whico  the  men  were  required  to  undergo.  Many 
were  left  in  lonely,  deserted  and  forgotten  (graves,  in  that  diitanl  land, 
and  the  rugged  cactus  comca  and  kiucs  with  its  crimsoo  bloiMlu  the 
silent  mounda  where  they  sleep.  The  rich  flowen  of  the  stately  mig- 
nolia  shed  their  Vagrant  pertume  around;  the  long  festoons  of  silvery 
moas  hang  weeping  above  the  grasay  n'aves;  the  sighing  windaitd  the 
tear-drope  of  rain  oometomourn  for  the  departed,  and  oror  all  the  strange, 
bright  birds  of  tropical  woods  chant  the  sad  requiem  of  death.  The 
boya  are  gone,  bat  their  names  are  liring  jewels  in  the  bright  casket  of 
memory. 

TtIB   POLITICAL   FBBLINn    IN   1SdO-61. 

The  political  campaign  of  1860  bad  been  very  warm  in  Brown 
County.  Erery  t<twoBnip  had  bad  iu  company  or  companies  of  Wjde- 
Awakea.  and  acaroely  a  night  had  paaeed  without  public  speaking  and 
noisy  and  enthusiastic  demonstration.  The  clubs  of  Democracy  had  nni- 
formed  themselves  with  hickory  suiiA,  erected  polea  and  Bung  the  names 
of  Douglas  and  Johnson  or  Breckinridge  and  Lane  to  the  breeze.  Toreb- 
light  processions  and  vociferous  cheering  had  nightly  disturb«<t  the 
drowsy  air.  The  few  Republican  claba  were  jubilant  and  confident. 
Their  emblems  of  the  campaiea  were  rails  or  mauls  and  wedges,  and  they 
were  called  Wide-Awakcs.  The  songs  of  the  two  parties  are  yet  fresh  in 
the  memory :

When  the  returns  were  all  in  ami  the  name  of  Liocotn  was  oD  ever; 
tongue,  Mid  the  Southern  $ut«9,  one  ftft«r  nnother,  began  to  enact  ordJ- 
oaocee  of  aecesiiou,  all    wiwr  brads    saw  that  the  ooDflict  had  come. 
The  slavery  quostion  ntiM  be  settled  either  to  the  sati«raction  of  the  North 
or  the  South.     No  erasion  voald  answer.     Manj  citizens  throughout  die 
oountj,  some  of  them  .\botitionists,  believed  that  the  Southern  StatM  had 
a  right  to  peaceably  secede  from  the  Union,     [t  was  a  period  of  political 
eI)a!os.     Men  diil  not  fullv  know  theirown  minds.     A  rcrolation  io  thought 
ou  the  subject  of  State  rij^his.  scccsstoo,  jliirvry.  etc.,  waa  enauiog,  and 
the  public  tnind  was  buffetetl  around  by  every  breeze  of  sentiment,  or 
fancy,  or  even  folly.     Here  and  there  arose  some  intellect  head  and  sboul* 
dere  above  its  fellows  and  looked  down  with  the  impartial  eye  of  a  trae 
philosopher  upon  the  real  and  ominous  stnte  of  the  country.     To  such 
men  the  hearts  of  all  turnod  anxiously  for  relief     When  Mr-  Lincoln  took 
the  reinn  of  guvcriimenl.  speedy  relief  from  public  gloom  and  embarrase- 
ment  was  expected :  but  as  time  slipped  away,  and  effective  action  was 
masked  bj  broad  general ieations  and  the  course  of  the  administration  wss 
clouded  with  apparent  doubt  and  hesitancy,  many  of  the  best  Union  men  lost 
heart.     The  friends  of  dieuuion  looked  upon  the  hesitancy  as  a  prac- 
tical acknowledgment  that  tlie  Grovernmeiit  could  see  no  way  under  the 
Constitution  to  a  settlement  of  existing  differences.     But  when  the  blow 
at  lostfett  upon  Fort  Sumter,  and  all  pacific  overtures  from  the  administra- 
tion, even  to  an  arowal  that  no  established  institution  of  the  South  should 
be  interfered  with,  wore  haughtily  rejected,  the  tnask  of  peace  was  thrown 
aside,  and  the  call  to  arras  sent  a  thrill  of  joy  and  hope  to  thousands  of 
loyal  hearts.     In  view  of  the  darkne«L<i  which  enveloped  the  oountry  at 
subseqnent  stages  of  ihe  war,  when  it  seemed  certain  that  masses  in  the 
North  would  compel  a  cessation  of  hostilities  and  permit  the  Southern 
States  to  go  out  of  the  Union,  the  transcendent  wisdom  of  Mr.  Lincoln  in 
throwing  upon  the  South  the  responsibility  of  commencing  the  rebellion, 
even  in  the  face  of  the  most  abundant  promises,  undoubtedly  saved  the 
country  from  hopeteNS  disruption.

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THE  FALL  OF  FORT  SDMTBB. 
The  news  of  the  surrender  of  Fort  Sumter,  in  April,  1861.  caused 
great  exeitement  in  Brown  County.  InaUHid  of  suiciding,  it  continued 
to  rise  higher,  until  at  lut  n  public  meeting  of  the  citizens  was  called,  to 
be  held  at  the  court  bouse,  to  take  action  regardinf{  tlie  sute  of  the 
country.  Several  hundred  persona  nppeared  and  filled  the  room  to  OTer- 
flowing.  Mr.  Culley  vian  made  chairman,  and  briefly  stated  the  object  of 
the  meeting.  Judge  Hester  was  called  out.  He  sikid  tliat  while  ho 
found  fault  with  many  acts  and  omissions  of  the  administration,  it  was 
the  duty  of  the  citizens  to  Iivlp  quell  tbc  rebellion.  Vf.  Vi,  Brownin|{. 
T.  D.  Calvin,  Lewis  Fros«er  and  others  spoke  In  favor  of  raising  men  to 
end  the  rebellion.  Some  of  the  speaker?  did  not  believe  that  the  admin- 
istntion  had  the  ri^ht  to  coerce  the  Mceding  Statea,  and  to  publicly 
stated  with  considerable  warmth;  but  the  general  sentiment  of  the  meet- 
ing, as  sbowQ  bv  the  series  of  seven  resolutions  adopted,  was  for  the 
eoTtstment  of  volunteers  to  sustain  the  admioiftration  in  all  constitu- 
tional acts  to  preserve  the  Cnion  and  enforce  the  laws.  The  meeting 
ai^ouraed  without  takio^;  any  steps  to  raise  volunteers,  but  within  a  few 
days  a  roll  for  a  company  was  circulated,  and  very  soon  the  limit  of  men 
wM  secured.  When  thia  was  accomplished,  the  wnpaoy  waa  catted 
together  to  elect  officers.  James  S.  Heater  was  eboeen  Captain;  W.  W. 
Browning.  First  Lieutenant;  W.  A.  Adams,  Second  Lieutenant.  Thie 
organiaation  and  election  took  place  in  the  court  bouae,  not  tar  from  the 
25th  of  April,  1^61.  The  aervicee  of  the  company  were  immediately 
tendered  Gov.  Morton,  but  eo  prompt  had  been  the  Hooster  State  to 
re4p>nd  to  the  call  of  the  President,  that  h  was  found  impoMible  to  get 
into  the  three  montha'  service,  and  wonl  was  sent  back  by  tbe  Governor 
that  the  company  was  not  then  wanted,  and  that  it  should  maiRtfliD  its 
organixation  and  continue  drilling.  This  somewhat  discouraged  the  boys 
and  the  company  was  almost  disbanded.  In  July,  additional  calls  wero 
made  for  men,  and  the  company  was  revived  in  hope  of  getting  into  the 
service.  The  officers  previously  elected  resigned,  to  rave  the  nieroberi  of 
the  company  the  privilege  of  cither  re-eleciing  the  old  oflloers,  or  select- 
ing new  ones;  but  the  result  wan  the  reinstatement  of  all  tbe  former 
officers.  Early  in  July,  word  was  received  that  the  company  was  accepted, 
and  immediate  preparations  were  made  to  move  to  Madtaon  to  join  the 
Tventy-aeoond  Reiiimeni,  which  was  being  rendexTOUsed  there.  A  splt-ndid 
dinner  was  given  tne  company  by  the  cititens  on  the  day  of  their  depart- 
ure for  camp.  Tablet  were  spread  in  the  court  room,  where  the  meal  wae 
eaten,  and  where  speeches  were  made  by  Hester,  Browning  and  othen. 
The  cominany  was  presented  a  beautiful  banner.  Wagons  conveyed  the 
boys  to  Columbus,  thence  the  cars  to  Madison,  where  they  became  Com- 
pany C.  uf  the  Twenty-second  Regiment,  thrco  years'  service.  Here,  and  at 
Indianapolis,  the  company  and  its  regiment  were  subjeottd  to  constant  drill 
and  discipline  to  lit  them  for  the  field,  until  the  Idth  of  August,  when 
tbe  entire  regiment  was  mustered  in.  and  on  the  ITth  of  .Augu.it  was 
transferred  to  St.  Louis.  Mo.,  and  there  assigned  to  the  army  of  Qen. 
Fremont.  Its  first  serviee  was  as  a  relief  up  the  Missouri  River  to  Geo. 
Mulligan,  at  Lexington.  From  that  on  during  the  term  of  aenrioe  the 
regiment  participated  in  tbe  following  skirmishes  and  engagements:    The 
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capture  of  kboui  1,300  prUoners  nl  Blackw«t«r ;  P««  Ridge,  losi 
kiil«d  aud  thirty-two  wonn«t«it;  pnranit  of  tlte  «Q4«r  after  the  «tmu- 
tion  of  Cariitth :  pursuit  of  Br&ge's  army  in  Keiituckv ;  battle  of  Penr- 
rille,  losing  in  kill&d  sTi'i  Toar^ed  SO  per  cent  of  the  men  eDgwe), 
fifi^-six  being  killed  in  battle;  Bkinnished  at  IjincaAter,  and  pursom  M 
Crab  Orchard;  nkirmiahed  at  Nolensville,  losing  foor  wounded;  battle  of 
Stone  River,  losing  twelve  killed,  thirty-six  wounded  and  thirty  tniuing; 
akirmished  at  Liberty  Crap;  chargo  at  Mission  Ridge;  Tunnel  Elill; 
Hocky  Face  Ridge;  Resnca;  Rome:  Dalla-i;  Big  SLaoty ;  in  front  of 
Keneasw  MouDtain;  Cbattahoocbi^  River;  Peach  Tree  Creek;  battles 
before  Atlanta;  Reil  Oak  Station ;  Jonesboro ;  Siege  of  Savanaali; 
ATerT»boro;  Bontonville;  and  was  muatcrod  oat  early  in  Jane  lS6o,  al 
Washington,  D.  C.  The  officers  of  Cotnpauv  C  during  the  war  were  b* 
followa:  CapUin*— James  S.  Hester.  W.  H.  Taggart.  W.  H.  Feeler.

ADDmOKAI.  VOLCKTBBB*. 
In  August  nn<l  Septcoibor.  1S61.  a  company  was  started  in  Monroe 
County  and  the  eiilistnient  of  men  was  carried  over  to  Brown  County  in 
the  vicinity  of  Elkinsville,  where  one  or  two  rouaing  war  meetioge  were 
held,  and  sixteen  or  eighteen  volunteers  were  secureKl.  These  met)  went 
to  Bloomington,  and  formed  a  part  of  the  company  commanded  by  Capt. 
H.  L.  McCalla.  The  boy*  were  mu*tered  into  the  Thirty-first  Regiment, 
Company  G,  on  the  2<)th  of  September,  at  Terre  Haute.  They  saw  aerr- 
ice  aa  followa :  Fort  Doncl»on,  where  the  regiment  Io9t  12  killed,  51 
wounded  and  4  missing;  Shiloh,  the  regiment  losing  22  kilted,  110 
wounded  and  10  missing;  siege  of  Corinth  :  Stone  River,  loaing  5  killed 
and  43  wounded ;  Chickamatiga,  losing  4  killed  and  66  wounded :  in 
nearly  all  tlie  skirmtHhes  aiitt  bntllee  of  the  Atlanta  campaign  ;  battle  of 
Kashville;  in  Texas,  saw  service  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  :  reached 
home  in  1866.  So  anxiou.s  were  many  of  the  boys  in  the  county  to  get 
into  the  service,  that  they  left  the  county  withont  getting  proper  credit. 
They  entered  the  variaua  companies  organized  at  Bloomington,  Cotumbos. 
Moi^antown,  Indianapolis  and  eUewhere.  This  was  duo  to  the  5tc(  that 
the  county  was  t«u  small  to  complete  many  full  companies  wholly  within 
its  own  borders,  and  heuce  the  men.  to  get  into  the  service  at  all.  were 
forcctl  to  join  other  companies  raised  outaide  of  the  county.  In  this  way 
the  county  wju  cheated  out  of  many  olfieers,  as  a  few  men  could  not  have 
eiiflicient  influence  in  such  companies  to  receive  the  oommiasion!t  which 
were  so  eagerly  sought  during  the  war.  especially  at  its  early  stagea.  it 
ie  safe  to  say  that  Brown  County  fumisheu  over  200  men  during  the  rear 
1861.  * 

GNLI8TUBNT   IH  186S. 

A  few  men  left  the  county  during  the  spring  of  1862,  going  chiefly 
into  old  regimeiitj  that  were  then  in  the  field.  On  the  '2d  of  July.  1862, 
came  the  call  for  BOO.OOO  men.  and  on  the  4th  of  August  camo'the  call 
for  SOO.OOO  more.  Immediate  propanitions  were  made  to  clear  the  county 
((UOta.     The  militia  companiva  which  had   been  organized  in  the  county 
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were  tiseJ  as  naclei  for  the  formation  of  two  full  companies.  War  tneet- 
iDg  were  held  ia  all  portiooa  of  the  countr.  Among  those  actively  en- 
ctHced  in  raising  the  voluoteera  were  W.  W.  Browning,  D.  B.  Adatni, 
JoflU  Calrin.  J.  K.  McIlhenDT,  J.  M.  Mctbcner.  Jackson  Woods,  D.  S. 
Story.  Joseph  Fraker,  T.  J.  Aetbenej,  G.  S.  Bradley.  W.  W.  Hays  and 
others.  Under  the  two  calU  for  troops,  two  full  companiee  were  raised 
for  the  Eighty-second  Re^ment.  one  becoming  Company  I>.  and  the 
other  CompaiiT  H.  The  officers  of  Compaoy  D  were:  W,  W,  Browning, 
Captain;  D.  a.  Ailams,  First  Lieutraant :  John  CalTin,  Second  Liea- 
t«Dant.  The  officers  vf  Company  II  were ;  John  M-  Methency,  Captain  ; 
Jsckiion  Woods,  First  Lieutenant;  Darid  S.  Story,  Second  Lieutenant. 
The  companies  were  tcustered  in  at  Madison,  on  the  80th  of  August. 
The  Eigbty-wcond  Ke^ment  9aw  serrice  as  follows:  Stone  Uiver; 
Hoover's  (Hp;  Chiekamaaga,  losing  21  killed,  72  woanded  and  29  miss- 
ing; skirmuMd  at  Chattanooga  ainT  Brown's  Ferry  ;  charge  on  Miuion 
Biag«,  iMiog  S6  men  killed  and  woaDde^J;  Buzzard's  Roost,  losing  25 
killed  and  wounded;  Hesaca.  losing  25  killed  and  wounded;  Dallas; 
Kingston  ;  Kenesaw  Moantain,  and  many  others  ;  Peach  Tree  Creek  ;  in 
front  of  Atlanta  :  skirmirh  of  August  7.  1864,  losing  26  men  killed  and 
woanded  oat  of  10o  men  engage<l :  Shormnn's  marcli  to  tho  oea ;  Ben- 
toorille  ;  was  mustered  out  at  Waahiagton,  D.  C.  June  d,  I860  ;  rvaoliod 
Indianapolis  June  15. 

THE  DBAPr  OP  OCTOBEE,  1862. 
Brown  Coanty  enjoys  the  distinction  of  having  been  one  of  only  fifteen 
counties  In  the  State  to  clear  themselves  of  this  draft.  The  draft  took 
place  in  both  Morgan  and  Monroe,  but  the  county  of  Brown,  which  was 
declared,  by  outside  parties,  to  have  been  ho  dinloyal,  furnished  more  than 
the  number  of  men  required.  By  the  I9th  of  September,  18G2,  she  had 
furnished  a  total  of  £l<>2  volunteers,  out  of  an  enrolled  militia  of  866. 
which  Included  163  eiompts.  At  this  time  the  county  had  436  volunteers 
in  the  service.  This  was  an  exccltent  showing  for  the  little  county.  It 
is  safe  to  say  that  by  the  Isl  of  January,  1863.  the  county  had  furnished 
a  total  of  625  volunteers. 

THE   COCNTY   IN   1868. 

It  was  during  this  year  that,  like  all  other  counties  of  ihc  State,  dis- 
loyal organiiations  were  formed  in  Brown  County.  There  was  not  a 
county  in  the  State  that  did  not  have  bitter  disloyalty  displayed  within 
its  limits  during  1868,  and  Brown  County  was  no  exception  to  the 
rule.  But  that  docs  not  detract  from  what  the  county  actually  did  to 
carry  on  the  war.  It  is  well  to  bear  lightly  on  mistakes  and  errors.  At 
ft  inaas  meeting  in  Nashville  in  January,  18(58,  it  wa^  rpsolve<l  that  "Our 
interests  and  inctinalion.>t  will  demand  of  ns  a  withiirawn]  from  the  polit- 
ical association  in  a  common  government  with  the  New  England  States," 
and  *'  We  demand  an  immediate  armistice  preparatory  to  a  conipromisc 
of  existing  difUcnlties."  nnd  "general  amnesty  for  political  oftenses.*' 
About  the  last  of  March,  1863,  nl  a  large  mas.t  meeting  at  Nashville,  ths 
following  resolution,  among  others,  was  passed :

At  BQotti«r  meeting  in  Aagast,  it  was  resolved  that  "  the  prcerat 
fratricidal  and  desolating  war  wtus  unncceasarilj  forced  upon  the  coantrr 
by  wielced.  fanatical  politicians,  North  and  South,"  and  "  we  are  oppOM 
to  fumishine  men  or  money  to  prosecute  a  war  to  free  oegroee, '  vA 
"  we  are  in  nvor  of  immediate  araigtioc  and  a  national  convention  t^ 
rostorc  jieiicc  and  union  under  (he  ConatitulioD."  This  will  show  aboat 
the  course  raken  by  tbe  disloyal  element  of  the  county.  It  waa  doiinj 
this  year  that  the  "  Brown  County  War  "  occurred.  Tbe  facts  are  su^ 
slantially  aa  follona :  A  war  aieeting  waa  held  in  the  nortbern  part  of 
the  coanty,  and  Lewis  Prosser  ami  a  companion,  who  had  been  buntinf 
uuirrele  in  the  woods,  attended  with  their  guns  on  their  shouldeTS. 
There  woA  present  a  detachment  of  soldiera  that  hiyJ  been  sent  to  the 
county  from  Itidiaoapolis  to  arrest  one  or  more  desertera  who  were  said 
to  bare  secured  a  biding-pUce  in  Browo  Couo^.  Prosaer,  who  was  a 
prominent  man,  and  against  whom  the  charge  of  disloyalty  had  been  n^H 
waa  invited  to  speak,  but  refused,  as  he  bad  made  do  proparBtion^^HH 
did  not  care  to  speak  then  anyway.  He  was  rather  oattpoJcen  against  tee 
war.  nod  soon  had  a  small  crowd  around  him.  A  soldier  present  named 
DsiiieU,  who.  it  is  suid.  had  been  drinking,  hearing  some  remark  fr>jai 
Prosper  he  did  not  fancy,  stepped  up  to  him,  and  with  the  statement  tliM 
he  had  no  right  to  be  carrying  a  gun  there.  twiste<l  the  weapon  from  his 
hands.  Prosaer  instantly  drew  a  revolver  and  shot  tbe  soldier  dead,  and 
tamed  to  lesve  the  ground,  but  as  he  did  so  waa  shot  by  one  of  the  by- 
slanders  in  the  leg  and  brought  to  the  ground.  Two  or  three  other  shots 
were  fired,  but  no  damage  was  done.  Prosser  afterward  died  fixim  tbe 
effects  of  his  wound- 

Under  the  call  of  October.  lSfl3,  for  800,000  men.  Brown  County 
furnished  half  a  company.  The  raon  (thirtr-fire)  were  recruited  almost 
wholly  by  Lieut.  Timotliy  D.Calria  in  Xaalivilfe  and  vicinity.  They  became 
part  of  Company  I,  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Twentieth  Itegiment, 
three  years'  aervice.  The  remainder  nf  the  company  wa.<t  raised  at  Bed- 
ford. William  J.  Cook,  of  Bedford,  became  Captain  of  the  company,  and 
T.  D.  Calvin,  of  Nashville.  First  Lieutenant.  Tbe  regiment  saw  service 
as  follows:  Mustorcd  in  March,  1^64;  fought  at  Kesaca;  assaulted 
Kenosnw  Muuutniti;  fought  at  Atlanta:  Jonesboro;  skirmished  two 
days  near  Columbia,  Tenn. :  battle  of  Franklin,  losing  forty-eijilil 
men,  killed  and  wounded,  included  Mi»j.  Brasher;  battle  of  Nashville, 
Wise's  Forks,  Va.,  losing  seven  killed  and  forty-eight  wounded ;  mas- 
tered out  in  1866.  During  the  year  the  county  furnished  not  loss  titsn 
seventy-five  mon,  about  bnlf  of  whom  went  as  recruits  to  tbe  older 
regiments. 

THE   CODXTT   IN    1864. 
No  attempt  waa  made  during  the  yenr  to  organize  a  company  wholly  in 
the  county.     The  men  recruited  and  drafied  were  sent  to  tbe  older  con- 
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panies.     The  following   table  full/  exhibiu  vhftt  the  county  did  during 
the  entire  ;ear.  except  JanuaTy,  possibly  :

WBK  rsined  in  the  county.  The  men  were  recruited  mainlr  in  January 
and  FehniArr,  l^S.%  and  became  Company  K.  of  the  One  Hundred  ana 
Forty-fifUi  Regiment,  one  year's  service.  The  otlicen  vrero  Volnev  P. 
Mftfton,  Captain;  John  C.  Heater,  First  Lieutenant;  Franklin  P.  Tag- 
gort,  Second  Lientenant.  The  Colonel  of  the  regiment  was  W.  A. 
Adams,  of  Bruwn  Ct>anty.  The  rej^iment  was  mustered  in  at  Indianap- 
olis on  the  16th  of  Febniary,  1865.  It  moved  to  Nashville.  Tenn., 
thence  reported  to  Gen.  Stoadraan,  at  Chattanooga.  On  the  ^i^d  of  Feb- 
ruary, it  was  placed  on  guard  duty  at  Balton.  Ga.,  and  was  aflcrward 
iQOTod  to  Marietta,  where  it  remained  until  the  fall  of  18G5,  when  it 
marched  to  Cuthbert,  where  it  remained  until  it  was  muntered  out  in 
January,  18B6.  The  following  table  shows  the  condition  of  the  county 
under  tb«  last  call  of  the  nar  (December  19.

Two  drafts  occurred  in  the  county  at  the  close  of  the  war — one  in  Octo- 
ber. 1864,  and  theother  in  February,  1865.  The  number  draftedcannot  be 
given,  but  the  above  tablea  give  tha  number  of  draft  credits.

RELFEF,  BOCKT?,  ETC. 
In  August,  l^iGl.  in  nsponse  to  aptMition  froni  the  citlxens,  tho  Coo&lj 
Board  "Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  the  aom  of  $100  for  the  support 
of  the  bmilies  of  those  who  have  enlisted  in  the  armj  of  the  United 
Suufl  in  the  present  war."  Michael  Tom;.  M.  H.  Farmelee.  T.  D. 
Calvin.  E.  T.  Moore  and  T.  L.  Lucas  were  appointed  a  committee  to  ex- 
pend the  amount.  In  September,  an  addiciooal  9100  was  appropristd 
for  the  .lame  purpose.  In  Bepcember,  1862.  %Ti(i(i  was  appropriated  for 
•oldiers'  families.  The  following  were  the  townnhip  ooromittoea  Co  expeod 
the  fond :  Hamblen  Township— Jonathan  Wataon.  Conrad  Kirby,  W.  P. 
Taggart.  Jackeon — J-  Flecner,  John  Snyder,  A.  3.  Anderson.  Wuh- 
inston — Daniel  Crouch.  S.  G.  Pettigrcw,  G.  L.  Boruff.  Johnson— G. 
W7  Ard,  W.  H.  Arwine,  Asa  Reaves.  Van  Burea — J.  A.  McKinnej, 
G.  P.  Sionr,  E.  T.  Moore.  In  DecemWr.  1863.  a  petttiou  signed  fij 
177  citizens  wan  pre^nted  the  County  Board,  asking  that  a  botiaty  m 
$100  might  be  offered  from  the  county  treasury  for  each  volaoteer  who 
should  enlist  before  the  fith  of  January,  1864.  The  County  Board  re- 
fused bs  follows:  "That  they  bad  no  right  by  law  to  grant  any  8nch_ 
bounty  lui  asked  for  bv  the  petitioners,  and  althoagh  as  pririte  eiti^^H 
they  might  entertain  different  opinions  in  regard  to  granting  a  Ixnipi 
as  asked  for,  stiU  as  Commissioners  of  said  county  they  could  not  grant 
the  bounty,  from  the  fact,  among  others,  that  the  petition  embraced  only 
a  small  minority  of  the  tax  payers  of  satd  county."  In  January,  186a, 
the  County  Board,  with  thi»  order  on  the  recoTds  staring  them  in  the  face, 
ordered  sold  county  bonds  to  the  amount  ti  $27,000,  to  be  used  in 
eeeuriiig  rolunteers  at  $300  eaoh.  to  clear  the  county  of  the  last  quota. 
Bylvanus  Manvillo  was  appointed  to  apply  the  fund,  after  selling  the 
bonds.  By  tlie  8th  of  March,  186^,  ho  had  expended  $19,500.  It  was 
found  that  $27,000  was  not  enough  to  corer  the  county  quota,  which  by 
prerious  credits  had  been  reduced  to  101  men  ;  so  the  Auditor  was  or- 
dered to  issne  in  all  $30,300  of  countv  bonds.  The  Agent's  final  report 
in  June,  1865,  ehuwed  that  $26,100  Lad  been  paid  out.  The  remainder 
was  claimed  afterward  and  paid  hy  the  County  Board.     The  following

NUMBER  OP   MEN   FURNISOBD. 

Of  course  it  is  impossible  to  give  the  exact  number  of  men  furnished 
by  the  county  to  crush  the  rebellion.     In  September,  1862,  the  county  was 
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officially  credited  witb  tiAring  furni^lied  502  men.  In  1863,  the  couotv 
B«Qt  out  about  aercntj-fivc  more.

THE  tovruhip  of  Wuliington  wu  created  in  Auguat,  ISSfi,  <nd 
at  first  compriaed  »  strip  four  miloa  wide  *ad  eixtcen  milen  long 
enciralv  across  the  ooontj  from  eut  to  wast.  Afcflrward  cwn  tiers  of  iwc- 
tioDS  from  the  DOrth«rn  purt  of  Johnson  were  added,  thu4  K'^iiJ^  '^^ 
township  a  total  ofeighlj  seciioDs,  eight  more  than  two  full  Congruasional 
townships.  The  arcA  of  tliis  township  is  almost  or  wholly  dnuDod  by  the 
North  Fork  of  Salt  Creek.  lie  brajichce  on  the  north  are  Jackson's 
Lick,  Owl,  Greasy.  Clay  Lick,  and  on  the  south  Schooner,  Hampton 
and  on  the  euit  Hendenion's.  The  towntthlp  except  the  ea-*tetr  p*ri  is 
a  rallcj  bounded  Boiith,  north  and  east  by  high  hilU.  Salt  Creclt  entt-rs 
the  township  from  the  nurtheast  cutning  from  Kumblen  Towasbip.  The 
geology  of  the  connty  teaches  that  North  Salt  Creek  is  not  ae  old  as  Bean 
uloKAom.  At  the  time  of  the  glacial  epoch,  the  ice  manes  coald  get  no 
£&rther  soath,  except  in  comparatively  small  quantities,  at  the  ridge 
bordering  Bean  Blossom  on  the  south.  On  the  nortliern  side  of  that  rid^c 
the  ice  melted  and  the  water  was  forced  westward,  soon  eroding  ihe  rallcy 
of  Bi-an  Blossom.  It  must  be  underaiood  that  at  the  beginnmg  of  tlio 
glacial  epoch  the  surface  of  the  county  was  almost  level  and  wua  at  the 
elevation  of  the  higheeit  lands.  The  Mtrosms,  or  rather  their  valleys. 
have  all  been  eut  down  through  the  subsequent  years  to  their  preeent  d^ 
pression.  The  hilla  have  not  been  raited  ;  Me  caliet/t  futve  f>em  eai  out 
bt/  the  action  of  the  teoter.  As  the  ice  melted  on  the  northern  slope  of 
Bean  Blossom  ridge  {when  the  valley  of  that  stream  was  alwost  ns  high 
as  the  ridge,  and  when  Salt  Creek  Valley  had  not  been  commenced),  targe 
quantities  of  water,  with  someiceand  some  drift  of  soil  from  Canada  wore 
forced  over  the  ridge,  thus  forming  sluggish  rivulela  which  xtowly  forced 
their  wuy  southward  covering  all  the  county  and  gradually  wearing  small 
depressions  which  have  since  been  formed  into  North  Salt  Creek  and  itji 
northern  branches.  The  ice  which  paaacd  over  Bean  Blansom  ridge  was 
stopped  by  the  higher  elevation  of  the  central  ridge  (the  one  just  south  of 
North  Salt  Creek)  and  forced  southweatward  in  the  general  direction  of 
Salt  Creek  where  an  outlet  eould  be  had.  The  only  portion  of  the  coun- 
ty that  seems  not  to  hnvu  been  under  water  during  the  glacial  epoch  Is 
Wei>d  Patch  Knob  und  perhaps  a  few  others  of  the  highest  elevations  on 
the  ridges.  Aruund  their  sides  the  ice  water  has  deposited  slight  terntcee 
containing  minute  pebbles  and  some  iupurtvd  material  as  if  lu  record 
the  highest  flood  upon  this  meter  of  the  great  glacial  river,  while  while 
and  bare  these  storm-scarred  summits  looked  out  over  the  wintry  wild 
ud  saw  that  rigid  river  of  ice  menace  their  base  or  turn  to  right  or  lof^ 
into  the  two  Wbite  River  ValU-ys  and  float  by  in  a  stream  of  molten 
silver.

Ranjre  2  east,  are  salt  Bprin|*9  which  werv  fumoue  "lick^"  id  earlj  time*, 
when  deer  in  Urge  nnmhers  wandered  browsing  ttiriMigh  thi>  gtsaes  aod 
forests  and  <!ame  there  to  get  their  iait.  Theae  Bprtogs,  known  of  eourae 
to  the  Indians  before  (he  irbit«s  came,  gave  name  to  the  creek  along 
which  they  arv  found.  On  Section  31,  above  mentioned,  Mr.  Jaekson, 
a«  earl;  ns  1823,  bored  a  well  nboat  800  feet  deep.  »eciiring  a  good  flow 
of  brine,  which  waa  boiled  down  in  eight  or  ten  Urgo  iton  keulea  and  sold 
lo  the  earlj  settlers,  manj  of  whom  came  forty  or  fifty  niles  for  it.  He 
manufactured  thus  about  '2,-'iOO  bunhotii  of  iniperior  eait  per  annum  after 
the  well  had  been  fully  Mcun-d,  and  gave  employment  toeotne  six  or  eight 
banda,  who  watched  the  fires  and  water.  At  first  tha  salt  sold  a^  high  as 
$H  per  bu«bel,  but  within  a  few  years  it  wont  down,  and  after  about  18M 
did  not  pay,  and  the  matiufacture  wan  ahauduned.  On  Section  12,  aban 
mentioned,  a  company  from  Bloomingtnn,  at  the  head  of  whom  wi 
Howes,  sunk  a  well  in  the  twenties  and  abw  manufactured  a  oonsi 
qaaotitv  of  excellent  aalu  Tbio  waa  called  Howe's  Salt  Lick  and  the 
other  Jacksun'a  Salt  Lick.  SevenI  other  wells  were  mink  for  salt,  one 
being  about  three  milen  nortbeast  of  Naahritlc.  Daring  the  great  oil 
fever  tnany  year?  ago,  an  oil  well  wan  sunk  at  the  old  Howe's  Lick  by  a 
company,  of  which  Dr.  Arwine  of  Nashville  was  a  member.  The  well 
wag  on  the  Story  fajm.  and  the  strata  paaud  tbroagh  were  as  follows:

Tn  the  black  slate,  all  the  way  through  it.  a  small  quantity  of  cnit 
petroleum  was   found,    which    formed   bubbles   oo    the  *'  pumpings "  t£ 
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mter,  and  wbea  a  lighted  match  was  applied  to  the  bubbles  Iho  gaa 
therein  took  fire  and  burned  a.^  nuick  an  povrder.  This  gas  was  carbureted 
lijrdng«n  \exy  similar  to  ordina]7  coal  gw  nuoufiKitared  for  liKhtittg 
cities.  Tlie  oil  broufht  up  bad  a  plainlj  perceptible  odor,  wbicli  was 
nnplooeaDt.  It  wu  round  only  in  small  quantity.  Brine  iva«  struck 
nsar  the  bs^io  of  cbe  »late  in  mfficicnt  qnontity  and  Blrengtb,  it  -wan 
ectimat«d,  to  make  one  barrel  of  salt  per  day.  The  well  northeast  of 
^Nashville  waa  sunk  to  about  the  same  depth,  about  the  same  formation 
beinz  found;  tlie  slate  wa«  not  go  thick.  Gtt»,  oil  and  salt  were  alw 
found.  It  iit  eetimatod  that  $1,000  worth  of  gold  liaa  been  found  on  Salt 
'Creek  (North  Fork),  principally  ueiur  its  hwad.  Traces  are  foand  in 
places  along  ila  course. 

CIVIL  DIVISION  AND  UBaANIXATlO.V. 
Before  the  creation  of  Browu  County  in  1830,  the  weatera  portion 
of  Wuhington  Township  formed  a  pnrt  nf  Monroe  County  and  the 
eastern  of  Bartholomew  County.  The  dividing  line,  or  the  **  old  county 
Udb,"  aa  it  ia  yel  called,  waa  a  abort  disUnce  east  of  Na^livillo.  Aa 
soon  as  the  township  wns  created  in  Augoat,  1886,  John  3.  VVilliiiiDg  was 
appointed  Aeacflsor,  abd  upon  tlie  completion  uf  hie  work  was  paid  $':!  in 
full  in  county  orders.  He  was  also  pa.id  50  cent»  for  inuking  return  uf 
Uia  September  election  in  the  township.  Levin  Tull  wao  the  firal  Oon- 
Btable.  Junes  Mclntire  aseessed  the  township  in  1837.  In  183>^,  J.  S. 
WilUanu  was  luapeotor  of  Blections ;  Roburt  llcuderson  nnd  WiUiau 
Jaoksou,  Overseers  o  the  Poor:  John  Hoover  and  Levin  Tull.  Feooe 
Viewers;  Steplicn  Parks  and  LittJolon  Matthewa.  Constables.  Joseph 
Stilion  was  AsBORior  in  1840.  and  Jbrmm  Taggart,  Jr.,  in  1841.  The 
old  Sparks  Ferry  roatl  extended  north  and  south  across  the  coanty, 
paasi&g  through  the  Httte  vilhige  of  lledeeaville,  about  th^ree  miles  and  a 
half  eatt  of  Kaahi-ille.  Thin  road  wm  divid«d  into  Kve  districts:  lat- 
From  the  Jackaon  County  line  to  Section  14,  Van  Uuren  Township; 
2d.  Thence  to  Uedgo«vill« ;  3d.  Thenoe  to  Owen  Simpson's  about  Sec- 
tion 1,  southern  I  lamb  Ion ;  4th.  Thence  to  Section  14,  Ilnmblen  ;  5th. 
Thence  to  the  county  line  of  Johnson.  Alfred  Weddel,  in  July,  18S6, 
was  appointed  Superintendent  of  District  No.  3,  with  the  following 
hands:  Hiram  C.  Weddel,  John  Harris,  Willinm  Matthewtt,  Mntthew 
Mattbfiws,  Martin  Matthews,  Iiuiuo  Mattbenn.

Andrew  Marshal)  whh  appoinletl  Superintendent 
of  Distnot  No.  1,  his  hands  buiiig  John  Floyd,  John  Ping,  Edward 
David,  John  Whiuinglon,  James  Matthews.  M.  Hedgee,  Lemuel  M. 
Hedges,  David  Ilandolph,  Thomas  llampson  and  Qamaliol  Millsap. 
Robert  Henderson  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  District  No.  1',  with

THK    EARLY    rtKTTI.Klia. 

It  is  probable  that  old  iu»n  Scboonovcr.  who  located  ou  Schooner* 
Creek  ia  Waabington  Township,  as  early,  certainly,  as  1820.  waa  tlie 
first  permanent  white  settler  within  the  count;  limito.  lie  waa  a  Uer- 
tnan  and  waa  somi-barbnrous,  preferrinf;  to  live  in  the  wildemesn  iban  in 
the  settltrd  localiiiL^.  Some  atato  that  hia  location  in  the  towoahip,  on 
Sohounor  Creek,  was  aa  earlj  aa  1817  or  1S18.  and  thero  is  poatitive  and 
andonbtad  evidence  that  ho  was  living  cm  tho  creek  in  1820.  Others 
also  atate  that,  for  a  time,  »t  the  puriod  of  bis  earltost  aettlement,  he 
owned  a  small  stock  of  trinketa,  ammunition,  etc..  which  he  kept  to  trade 
with  the  Indians  for  their  fiirji.  This  is  purely  traditionary,  and  coald 
Dot  have  continued  longer  than  three  or  four  years  at  tho  farthest,  as  the 
great  bulk  of  the  natives  was  removed  early  in  the  twenties.  What  finally 
becamo  of  the  family  cannot  be  stated.  It  is  likely  that  the  second  set- 
tlement wm  at  the  old  Jacktion  salt  works,  about  the  year  1821.  The 
preeeoce  of  salt  there  becaooe  known  to  hunters  and  others  in  Monroe 
County  several  years  before,  and  finally  families  moved  there  to  open  the 
induetry  of  maaobctoring  salt.  A  well  was  sank,  and  a  fair  nrtiole  «f 
brine  wa<t  ttecured  and  boiled  down  in  iron  kettles  until  a  hanl  cake  of 
salt  was  the  residue,  which  was  pulverized  and  rendered  fit  for  market- 
In  after  year*  large  (|uaR(ilie!H  were  prepare-!.  SevemI  familee  located 
there  and  in  a  few  years  a  little  Bcttlemoat  sprang  up  around  them. 
Edward  David  located  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  township  as  early  m 
1822,  though  it  is  stated  that  be  was  not  the  first  there  A  nan  named 
HonderHon,  and  perhaps  oiberif.  settled  r»n  a  creek  of  that  noine  about  the 
same  time,  and  perhaps  earlier  The  early  entries  of  land  will  show  the 
early  settlement  in  a  fairly  correct  light.

William  S.  Roberts  was  one  of  the  Srst  Jiuticiea  of  the  Peaee  of  this 
townebip.  HiH  old  docket  exhibita  many  amusing  items.  Fighting  to 
see  which  wa.^  the  better  mnn  was  as  fwhioitable  ss  drinking  to  aw 
which  could  carry  the  more  liquor.  Many  of  the  beet  citisotis  wor«  in- 
volved in  fight)?,  and  were  required  to  swell  the  semiosry  fttnd  by  fines. 
In  1831*.  Stcpbeii  (iihson  was  fined  $1.50  for  an  aaeauU  and  battery  on 
Sainiiel  Paxsley.  He  was  aUo  fined  $10  for  profane  swearing,  whieh  fins 
aeema  not  to  have  bean  paid,  probably  beoause  it  was  excessive.  JauM 
Stephens  was  lined  $'2.50  for  thrashing  L.  Marshall.  Matthew  Ma- 
thews and  Calvin  Huff  were  6nod  $1.50  each  for  od  affraj.  A.  J.  Dtela 
Hud  H.  C.  Weddel   were  fined  each  $1  for  au  affjray.     maoor  C  Brais- 
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mpt  snci  Littleton  Muilliews  were  eick  GniMl  ^l  for  cooMmpt  of  court. 
And  so  the  record  goi»  on.  In  1840,  the  township  officers  were  aa  fol- 
lova:  Jsmes  Tagsart  and  Willam  Fotlowel),  Oveneen  of  the  Poor;

Tbv  io«u«hip  WHS  very  wild  ereti  in  1886.  Deer,  bear,  wolves  and 
pantbcrB  were  ({uite  aumeroua.  Green  Groliam  lella  that  on  one  ogoh- 
lion,  al  ni^ht,  he  bad  occaiion  topaaa  from  Jackson'H  Halt  works  to  tba 
eaBlern  pajt  of  the  township  ria  Weed  Pfttch  Knob.  He  wa^  on  horse- 
back, and  wan  unaccompiiDiad  except  hy  a  Rroall  colt  and  a  cur  doe.  Just 
before  rcacliing  the  suuiniit  of  the  uill,  be  beard  what  b«  took  to  m  tome 
one  culling  bitn  on  soiiie  distance  in  adTancu.  und  lie  returnud  thi<  call, 
wbii-h  wa«  soon  repeated,  lie  again  answered,  and  this  was  repeated  sev- 
eral time*,  and  the  person  calling  seemed  each  time  to  be  getting  nearer. 
At  laBt,  just  before  reaching  the  top  of  the  knob,  lie  obserred  that  bia  dog 
was  BO  frightened  that  It  ran  under  the  aide  of  the  mare  he  was  riding,  and 
remained  cowering  there.  The  mare  ako  bi^n  to  prick  up  ber  enr«  and 
sniff  tile  air  in  frigliL,  and  ah  j  off  to  one  side  of  ibc  pntlt.  A  minute  later 
the  leaves  rustled  oat  to  bis  right,  and  looking  that  may,  the  already  fright- 
ened settler  saw  two  largecat-like  forms  skulking  along  through  the  weeih). 
He  knew  then  that  the  animals  were  panthers,  and  without  further  par- 
le^  he  put  whip  to  his  mare,  and  regardleaa  of  the  conaequenoei^.  went  down 
the  steep  hill  at  a  break-neck  pnce.  Ho  was  eoon  itway  from  the  spot  and 
saw  no  more  of  the  panthers  wboM  cries  bad  so  misled  him.  He  ataua 
that  he  was  so  beared  that  his  hair  rose  stivigbt  op  on  his  head. 

HBDOBSriLLK. 
This  defunct  village,  on  Section  37,  had  a  short  and  insigDittcant  tx- 
ittence.  It  is  thought  that  Merriek  Graliam  6r8t  lived  there.  Some  vf 
the  Hedges  located  there  probably-  as  early  as  ItJ34.  thinking  that  a  ne* 
eountj  was  to  be  formed,  and  built  a  few  houses,  designing  to  start  a  town 
near  the  probable  centre  of  the  acw  oounty,  and  expecting  lo  la;  claim 
to  the  county  seat  when  the  county  should  be  crpuied.  One  of  them 
started  a  email  grocery  and  liquor  establishment,  which  was  conducted  for 
a  year  or  more.  Joseph  King  lived  in  the  vilUge.  It  is  stated  that  a 
tavern  was  also  kept  by  the  Hedges,  and  was  well  patronised  by  the  trav- 
elers along  the  Columbus  &  Bloomington  road.  It  ts  said  that  John 
Wfaittirit!ton  had  a  store  tbero  for  a  short  time.  Not  more  than  five  or 
six  families  ever  lived  at  one  time  in  the  village.  Jscksouaburg  was  no 
sooner  founded  than  (he  little  village  was  deserted.  'I'he  residents  there 
and  in  that  vicinity  bad  put  in  a  claim  for  the  oounty  seat,  but  failed  to 
s«cure  the  prixe. 

JACESONSBUHQ,      OH      NA81IVIM.E. 

This  town  WAS  founded  in  1886.  and  woa  laid  out  in  August  of  that 
TMt  by  Banner  C  Brammet,  County  Agent.  It  wad  named  JaoksonB' 
burg  from  the  township  in  which  it  waa  tben  located.  Jamos  Dawnon  pre- 
pared the  plan  of  (he  town,  and  was  the  surveyor  under  whose  direction 
the  Iota  and  Htr¥4:tn  were  measured.  The  first  etulu  of  tuts  took  phux  OD 
thti  12th  of  September,   1836,  and  was  continued  privately  during  chs 
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autumn  mnnthn.  The  namen  of  the  purchaaers  oaoDot  b«  f^reo.  FrHT 
to  Jsnuitr;  i.  1887.  ^fty  toui  were  sold  for  9694.871.  of  vhiob  $91.90} 
WAfi  cash,  and  the  roRinimler,  ^02.97,  in  notes,  on«-foarth  dae  in  eight 
months,  one-fourth  in  uigbtcen  months,  and  ono-fourch  in  tnency-fonr 
months.  The  results  vers  not,  fUttering  for  the  future  prosperity  of  th« 
coantj  flcot.  By  the '2d  of  May  IHS7,  the  County  Agent  received  842.5flJ 
more  for  town  lots,  $5.68j  hoinz  ca^h.  Sales  continuix]  to  be  made  fron 
time  to  lime.  Id  September,  lo'il,  it  was  ordered  that  one-tbini  of  the 
purehaM  price  of  town  lot«  could  be  paid  in  county  ordon.  In  March, 
1H3S,  the  CountT  Agent's  report  wna  ao  follows,  from  the  commencement 
of  the  sales  in  ikM  to  that  date:  Total  proceeds  of  all  aaleji,  $759.37 ; 
total  cash  rpceiptn.  f^tiO.SI;  total  paid  out,  $246.26;  leaving  on  band 
$14.03.  In  Augast,  1838.  nil  lotH  nomh  of  Washington  street  were 
ordered  Buld  by  auction.  The  sales  by  January,  1840  (from  the  eoni- 
mencoment).  amounted  to  $S64.87|',  of  which  $56!^.38  was  cash,  and 
$543.04  bad  bfi«n  expended.  And  so  the  sales  went  on  very  slowly,  asd 
with  meager  available  results. 

The  firal  house  built  at  Jackecaaburf;,  or  that  imniediate  Ticinity.  waa 
a  10|f>  gtmctnre  erect«d  about  183.')  by  Banner  C.  Rrummet.  and  was  loca- 
ted about  ODC  hundred  and  fifty  yards  norlbcost  of  the  preaunt  poor-hoose. 
About  the  same  time,  or  soon  afkerward.  Isaac  Matthews  built  a  log 
cabin  in  the  northwest  part  of  town.  Henry  Jackson's  log  cabin,  near 
the  C4tmet«ry,  was  erected  about  the  same  time.  W.  S.  Roberta  built  in 
town  in  May,  1836,  before  the  lota  were  laid  oat,  and  placed  in  one  apart- 
ment of  his  double  log  cabin  a  iitock  of  goodfl  worth  ^1,500,  which  he 
brought  with  him  from  Bloomington,  where  he  and  Mr.  Barnes  had  be«n 
in  business  together.  Mr.  Barnes  owned  an  interest  in  the  store,  but 
eontinucd  to  reside  in  Bloomingcoo.  Elijah  Preston  came  in  about  this 
time,  as  did  also  Avery  McQee,  the  Depnty  Coonty  Clerk  and  Il«corder. 
LorenKo  D.  Head  came  in  not  far  from  this  time.  He  was  a  goDsmith, 
and  bad  a  small  shop  in  bis  cabin,  and  wan  also  a  blacksmith,  building  a 
shop  soon  afterwarii.  He  was  a  RJngle  mxn.  and  boarded  witli  Henry 
JacKson,  up  by  the  graveyard.  Hia  widuwoJ  aislcr,  with  three  children, 
kept  house  for  him  later.  Lewis  E.  Wayland  moved  bis  family  in  sooD 
aflerwunt,  as  did  also  David  Deitn.  The  latter  built  a  double-log  oabio, 
in  one  room  of  which  his  family  waa  domiciled,  and  the  other  of  which  he 
opened  a  store  of  probably  8^,000  worth  of  a  general  asaortmunt  of  goods. 
The  crash  of  18-Si  was  folt  in  Jacksonsburg,  and  Mr.  Koberia  was 
fotxed  lij  close  his  doora.  He  was  entirely  broken  up,  and  »aw  the  Con- 
stable  drive  away  hi^  last  cow.  In  I8^1t,  he  managed  to  atart  in  bosineN 
again,  however,  with  a  fair  stock,  which  was  rapidly  increased.  Banner  0. 
Hrummet  opened  A  grocery  (littuor),  in  1837.  William  Davidson  also 
began  selling  liquor  about  the  same  time.  William  M.  Mason,  Thomas 
M.  Adam »  and  Henry  Whittinglon  came  lo  live inlhetown  early.  P.  C. 
Parker  was  the  first  lavttrn  keeper.  He  owned  a  double-log  cabin  and 
sold  liquor  and  groceries.  William  Foltowell  began  Belling  liquor  earlj. 
Davidson's  liquor  waa  kept  for  sale  in  Ike  Matthews'  hoaae.  Pieraon 
Brummet  aUo  aold  liquor  early.  This  was  the  town  of  1837-S8,  or  nearly 
BO.  The  Section  19  upon  which  the  town  was  located  was  entered  as 
follows ;

Tbe  old  Edward  David  combined  jurist  and  saw  mill  was  urected  in 
th«  «Mt«ni  p&rt  of  WashinKtOQ  Townahlp  not  Tar  from  tbe  year  1880. 
A  small  temporary  dam  was  built  oo  ttie  creek,  and  a  race  of  perbapglOO 
yards  fiirnisbed  additional  bond  to  tho  water  whioh  furniah«a  tfa«  "^^ 
to  propel  tiie  saw  and  niggcr-hend  fitonca.  The  mill  was  afterward 
improved,  a  set  of  French  buhrs  being  secured  and  a  8trong«r  daro  being 
constructed.  The  mill  iras  rery  unefiil  in  ita  day.  Jonathan  Fox  con- 
ducted an  old  horse  mill  in  the  eastern  part  near  Salt  Creek  at  a  vtfj 
early  day — as  early  as  1828  il  ia  suid.  In  the  year  1H40.  there  was  ob- 
uined  in  the  township  salt  to  the  amount  of  l.oOO  busheU.  aji  ftbown  by 
tbe  United  States  census  re|iort9.  8oine  yi'ars  beforu  that,  ad  high  as  3,0110 
boshels  were  obtained  in  one  year.  Six  men,  with  a  capital  of  $3,000, 
carried  on  this  enterprise  in  I94O.  There  were  also  raised  &,£ti2  pounds 
of  tobacco.  Na^hTiile  in  early  yenni  iroH  n  braoaa  resort  for  aportiDg 
characters,  llorw-racing  nus  a  favorite  pastime,  and  when  that  beOBBn 
loo  dull  a  figbc  was  projected  and  enjoyed,  or  perhaps  a  ganie  of  cards 
was  played  on  a  sluaip  in  tbe  court  house  square  as  a  settleiDent  of  who 
should  treat  to  a  quart  of  whisky.  All  this  was  called  gaming,  and  was 
lined  by  the  early  laws  before  Justices.  Another  amusement  was  shooting 
at  a  mnrlt.  either  for  pleasure  or  profit.  TnrkeyH  were  shot  fur,  but  the 
drinks  were  ^L-ttlcd  utti-iiur  tbia  way  (lian  aay  other.  From  this  chapter 
it  will  be  noiicfd  tliui  the  county  scat  contained  a  great  toany  liquor  es- 
tablishucnta.  It  wa«  thought  nothing  of  then,  and  cannot  be  jadgcd  by 
tbe  standard  of  today.  All  drank  then,  and  rejoioed  as  the  liquor  de- 
ment now  does  io  their  personal  hberty.  Fighta  in  those  days  werevwy 
frequent  and  were  projected  in  n  perfectly  friendly  way  to  settle  who  was 
tbe  best  man.  Any  uud  all  new  comers  were  required  to  show  their  met- 
tle and  muHcle.  Frietidly  and  neighborly  relations  were  resumed  when 
tbe  tight  was  over.  All  this  took  place  at  tbe  county  scat.  It  is  said  that 
Isaac  IIoopcT  was  the  first  carpenter  in  Na^hvillB,  and  Dow  Head  and 
John  Mills  the  first  blacksmiths  :  JesM  Payne  was  the  second  carpenter. 
John  L.  Dew  was  probably  the  first  cabinet-maker;  he  is  yet  a  re-^ident  of 
tbe  town  and  works  at  hi»  trade.  Henry  ^ipcs  conducted  a  small  distil- 
lery as  eiirly  xt  1880.  about  a  mile  and  a  half  out  of  town.  It  was  oper- 
ated several  years.  John  Genolia,  Sr.,  owned  a  distillery  in  Naahvilte, 
early  in  tbe  fifties.  It  did  a  small  busineKs  for  several  years.  Benjamin 
Huntington  started  a  tannery  southeast  of  Nashville  early  in  tbe  forties, 
and  at  ^rst  had  four  rats  which  were  soon  iacreased  to 'eight.  It  after- 
ward paoscd  to  Mr  R ,  nod  Utwto  Mr.  Calvin.     It  was  abandoneii

Mr.  Ilighl  dxtk  out  the 
BWODd  fiat-boat  rram  th«  iloole  at  Nashville.  In  about  ll$51!,  hecnnntruot- 
ed  a  boat,  loaded  it  widi  ((rain  and  pork,  and  fioatud  it  down  the  streams 
to  New  Orleann.     Onl;  two  boau  were  sent  oat  from  NashiriUe — the  Srat 

beiog  a  load  of  bacon  by ,  and  the  Becond  grain  and  pork  by  Mr. 

Hirtt.  Eliitth  Scarborough  took  out  two  or  three  further  ilown  the  creek, 
aa  aid  also  Al.  Uoadows.  and  perhaps  others. 

Theooanty  seat  was  first  called  Jacksonsbtirg,  bat  at  the  session  of 
tbe  (ioneral  AmemblT  in  183&-7i  aa  act  was  passed  chaaging  the  name 
lo  Nashville,  after  the  capital  of  Tenneasee,  the  oban^e  to  takv  effect 
from  and  after  the  pnblication  of  the  law.  which  was  aboat  the  lat  of 
March,  ISST.  This  asme  has  since  been  retained.  The  population  of 
tb«  town  in  1840.  was  about  80;  i»  lSf>Q,  about  175;  in  1860,  about 
SaO;  in  1^70,  about  260 ;  in  1880,  MH;  in  1883,  about  380.  In  18A0, 
the  popotatioD  of  Washiagton  Township,  including  Nashville,  was  2,836. 

INCOBPORATWJI   OP   TUB  COUWTT   8BAT. 

Nashville  was  incorporated  in  1872.  The  oeoeiu  was  taken  bv  S.  <3. 
Petticrew  early  in  August,  and  the  tervey  of  the  territory,  to  be  com- 
piieta  within  the  limits  of  the  corporation,  was  tonds  by  John  P.  Wrij^bt 
about  the  same  time.  The  petition  for  the  incorporation,  signed  by  forty 
rattdeots  and  accompanied  by  the  necessary  plats,  descriptions,  etc.,  was 
preaented  to  the  County  Boaiil  on  the  6th  of  Aagu^t.  whereupon  no  elec- 
tioD  was  ordered  held  lo  deC<>rinitie  :it  the  polla  whether  a  maaicipal  gov- 
anment  should  be  aAtrimed.  This  election  was  held  September  23,  and 
the  vote  was  an  follown :  For  incorporation,  39  ;  agoitut  incorporation,  H ; 
toial  47.  The  village  was  then  duly  declared  to  be  the  incorporated 
town  of  Nashville.  It  included  194.87  acres,  a  strip  ten  rods  wide  and 
and  163  rodd  long  being  taken  from  Section  24,  Township  9  north.  Range 
2  east,  the  rmnuindor  being  on  Section  19,  Township  9  north,  Range  3 
east.  The  census  as  taken  by  Mr.  Pettigrew,  in  Aagitst,  was  in  full  as 
ftdlows:

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Soon  Kftcr  ttio  village  was  incorpornted,  the  fint  Trustees,  Frank  P. 
Taggart,  Jobn  Genolia  and  CharleH  Oibaou,  met  and  adopted  a  aeries  of 
bj-laws.  and  alno  a  Beriee  of  ordinancee,  for  the  govemnieiit  of  the  torn. 
E.  11.  C»x  was  the  firal  Clerk,  and  I^eander  Smith  the  first  Treaaorer; 
but  little  wo«  duoe  duriiig  the  wioter.  The  Ma^  clectioD,  1874,  rMult- 
ed  as  followB!  Juho  Genolin,  Charlra  Gibson  and  John  C  Hosier, 
Tniate«8 — each  receirtng  thirtj-tbreo  votes.  Frank  P.  Taggarb*  Treaa- 
nrer  and  Aiiaesiior;  Allen  W.  Pruther,  Clerk.  The  latter  was  idao  em- 
ployed as  Town  Attornej.  Jonas  Milhoro  was  appointed  Marshal.  At 
the  next  Tow  meetm^H,  the  hv-laws  and  ordinancea  were  revised, 
amended  and  put  in  fvrce.  Work  was  begun  upon  the  streeta,  one  of  the 
first  acts  being  to  build  a  bridge  over  the  creek,  leading  to  the  poor  house. 
In  October,  two  town  bonds  of  9110  each  wore  isencd,  to  cover  certain 
repaint  to  the  Hchoolhoane.  W.  W.  Browning  became  Town  Attorney  in 
January,  1875.  The  Treasurer,  in  May,  18j5,  reported  receipts  for  the 
year  pant  as  $;>6  ;  expenditures,  S-^S-riS  :  balance  on  hand.  42  centt.  In 
May,  187-^,  the  officers  wore  John  L.  Dew,  VV.  R.  Selfridge  and  ,\llen 
W.  Prather,  Trustees;  James  McGreyel,  Clerk;  John  C.  Hester,  Treaa- 
nrer  and  Assessor;  John  A.  Marshall,  Marshal.  A  tax  of  30  cents  on 
each  f^WO  wait  levie<l  to  pay  off  the  bonds  above  mentioned.  In  October, 
1H15,  James  McGreycl  becnme  Trustee,  tnVe  Prather,  resigned. 
Gilbert  F.  Ijjitle  was  appointed  Clerk  and  Town  Attorney.  A  road 
aoraperwas  purchased  for  f  15.

The  officers 
deoied  in  1888  were  James  Hampton,  Charles  Gibson  and  Sanson 
Sbrock.  Truetcca;  C-  C.  Roth.  Treasurer;  Anderson  PerciSeld,  Clerk  ; 
R.  N.  Gulhrie,  Marshal.  In  Soptombcr.  Leander  Woods  became  Clerk, 
and  Robert  J.  Watts,  Treasurer.  Many  changes  were  made  by  resigna- 
tions and  special  appointments,  which  are  not  noticed  above.  The  muni- 
cipal government  is  not  rigid*,  it  U  in  accordance  with  the  Democratic 
policy  of  open  iiistead  of  centmlined  government.  Red  tape  is  an  arcioto 
unknown  to  tbe  "City  Dads  "  in  their  otIiciHl  capacities.  It  may  boeaid 
ID  all  truth  that  tho  metropolis  of  Brown  County  contains  some  of  the 
beet  cilisens  of  tbe  State.  The  society  is  good,  morals  are  observed, 
schools  are  well  attended,  and  the  citizens  indicate  refinement  and  culture.

The  Masons  organiied  a  lodge  at  Nashville  in  about  the  year  IIJ50. 
among  the  earliest  membera  being  T.  M.  Adams,  Lareon  Hopper,  W,  S. 
Roberts.  John  L.  Dew,  Sylvanus  Manville.  Shadrsch  Chiindler,  W.  W. 
Bakor,  F-  A.  Metheney  and  B.  S.  Roberts.  Mr.  Adams  wae  tho  first 
Worthy  Master  ;  F.  A.  Metheney  the  first  Senior  Warden,  and  Larson 
Hopper  tbe  first  Junior  Warden.  Tbe  lodge  grew  and  multiplied  until 
it  now  has  a  pleasant  hall  and  a  flourishing  mcmbcrsliip.

This 
banking  enterprise  did  little  more  than  file  and  record  its  artidoi  of 
asaociation.

ficsooLa. 
The  first  school  in  the  township  was  taofht  Dear  HedgesTitle  about 
the  year  1836,  in  a  rude  log  cabin  that  had  lor  a  time  b«on  ocennied  by 
some  family.  The  name  of  the  teacher  eanoot  be  stated.  The  few 
bmiliee  in  that  ntighborhofld  sent  eight  or  ten  children.  It  is  probable 
that  school  was  taught  in  the  David  neighborhood  aboat  thia  cim*,  or.  as 
stated  by  some,  earlier.  It  is  also  staled  that  a  few  tcrma  of  achoul  were 
tau)!ht,  at  a  rery  early  date,  at  or  near  the  old  Jackson's  salt  works,  in 
the  wceteni  part.  In  IMO,  there  were  three  schoolhouscs  in  tbe  towa- 
afaip — one  in  the  WMtern  part,  one  in  the  eutera  part  and  one  at  Nash- 
ville. In  mSO,  there  were  four  schoolbonaeo  ;  in  1880,  five  or  aix  ;  in 
1870.  nine  or  ten  ;  and  in  1830,  twelve.  Ttiin  number  gives  tho  town- 
ship excellent  educational  facilities.  As  early  as  1837,  the  few  families 
at  Na»hvrlln  oroctcd  n  lag  schoolhouse  within  a  few  rods  of  the  pr^ent 
bouse,  in  the  northwcetcm  port  of  town.  It  was  built  of  round  logs. 
was  not  larger  than  12x16  feet,  had  poplar  poles  split  for  benches,  slsM 
for  desks,  and  had  no  window  at  all.  The  huse  fire-place  which  oc- 
cupied one  Rntire  end  of  the  room  (iirniBhed  ine  only  light  save  what 
was  occasionally  admitted  on  warm  6t\ys  thruugh  the  open  door.  The  fire 
light  was  very  cheerful  and  grateful,  as  tho  hickory  logs  Knapped  and 
glowed  with  heat,  and  cast  a  ruddy  glow  over  tho  whole  room.  Darid 
Reddick  was  the  fint  teacher  (winter  of  1837-S8}.  Cbildr«D  of  tbs 
Hoovers,  the  Dawsons,  the  Roberts,  the  Bmmmets  and  perhaps  others, 
went  to  this  first  school.     Mr.   Iteddick  was  a  good  teacher.      He  kept 
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ID  the  schoolroom  •  sinil],  ciiriouslj  Torkod  Atick.  An/  scholar  wiitbing 
to  lesTe  the  room  could  only  <lo  so  after  getting  posaesaion  of  this 
stick,  which  arrangement  prevented  tvo  or  more  fmin  being  out  at  the 
Bame  timo.  John  C.  Mnrahftll.  who  taught  three  or  four  terms,  vu  tb« 
•eoond  teacher.  Charles  Sipes  tras  probahly  the  third,  and  John  C. 
Oould  the  fourth.  It  wiig  the  custom  then  to  turn  tlie  teacher  out  on 
Chri»lina»,  and  keep  him  out  until  he  capitulated  and  treated.  The  cua- 
torn  wn.1  sn  universal  that  scholars  demanded  the  right  to  do  it,  and  were 
upheld  bv  their  parents.  Ghrislmae  came,  and  Mr.  Gould  was  informed 
that  he  must  Lreai.  The  flchot&r»  refuacH  to  come  to  order  when  called, 
and  the  tisachcr  refused  tu  treat.  After  a  short  time  the  largo  bojrs 
forcibly  captured  the  teacher,  bound  him  hand  and  foot,  and  carried  him 
down  to  Greasy  Creek  to  be  severely  ducked  in  the  cold  water,  unlens  be 
surrendered  and  treated.  Several  men  of  the  town  accompanied  this 
novel  expe<litioii.  The  stubborn  teacher  was  carried  out  into  the  stream 
by  the  large  boys,  who  took  off  iheir  shoes  and  rolled  up  their  pants  and 
iraded  out.  A  parley  was  held,  but  the  teacher  was  obittiuoto.  and  was 
on  the  point  of  being  unceremonioualy  baptised,  when  W.  S.  Roberta  in- 
terceded, and  after  some  sharp  words,  pro  and  con,  secured  from  the 
t«aoher  a  promue  to  treat  to  candy  and  applet*.  lie  wasreleaHed  and  the 
earalMde  marched  up  to  the  store,  where  all  were  given  a  tadte  of  the 
above-named  delicacies-  School  was  then  reisumed  and  all  went  on  as 
before.  This  first  log  schoolhou^o  wa«  not  used  longer  than  about  five 
yeara;  ader  that,  variouM  buildings,  already  atauding,  were  used.  The 
Followell  grocery  building  was  thus  occupied,  Sipes  teaching  there  one  or 
more  terms.  The  court  hnune  was  used  for  the  same  purpoie.  Gould 
taught  there  .levor&l  terms.  A  man  named  Roaeberrj  was  one  of  the 
first  teachers  in  Kashville,  and  in  the  old  log  court  house.  The  present 
acboolhouso  in  the  northwestern  purt  of  town,  though  greatly  altered  in 
appearance  and  improved,  was  built  about  the  year  186 1 .  It  is  said  that 
Ada  Goutd  was  the  Bret  teacher  in  this  house.  Others  were  Andrew 
Gray.  Leonidas  .'Vlders,  Graham.  Luther  De  Motte,  John  Metheney  and 
others.  The  schoolhonsc  in  the  «outhensiem  part  wa.-*  built  about  fifteen 
years  ago.  The  town  schools  have  been  partially  gradod  for  a  number  of 
years.  The  present  school  in  the  eastern  part  uuder  Pruf.  Watts  is  well 
conducted. 

cacRCHEs. 

It  is  said  that  a  minister  named  Eckles  preached  the  first  sermon  at 
Hsi^rillc  in  the  old  log  court  house,  about  the  year  1837.  He  did  not 
■ucoee<i  in  funning  a  class,  however,  for  a  year  or  two.  He  slopped  at  the 
tavern  kept  by  P.  0.  Parker,  af^or  the  class  had  been  organised.  Id  one 
of  his  scrmonn  he  gave  the  dram-sellent  a  hroadside.  which  so  angered  Mr. 
Parker,  who  kept  li«|Uor  at  his  bar.  that  he  refused  the  man  of  God  ad- 
mission to  his  hoiol,  nml  the  latter  wa4  forced  to  go  to  Banner  Brumraet'H. 
Amoti^  the  earliest  membera  of  the  United  Brethren  clruut  were  tlie  fam- 
ilies of  D.  D.  Weddel  (who  was  himself  a  miiiisterur  Elder  uf  the  church), 
W.  S.  Roberts,  Benjamin  Chandler,  James  Watson,  Uenry  Jackson  and 
others.  This  old  class  survived  for  many  years,  but  did  not  build  a 
obaroh.  The  Methodists  also  organised  a  class  qait«  early.  It  is 
probable  that  Rev.  Eli  P.  Farmer  formed  the  first  class.

Blossom  Creek  are  large  quantitieM  of  the  remuins 
o(  British  America — greenstone,  qaartzite.  quart 
But  the  towntihip  has  valuable   native  minerals  ai 
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beds  of  limestone  and  aufbtone,  and  large  (|UAiiiitie3  of  geodcs  firom  Hth 
Keokak  bcde.  which  h»ve  been  left  from  the  destruction  of  the  itwka. 
The  surface  soil  of  the  creek  valley  is  compoBC*!  of  the  rich  debris  of  the 
native  rocka,  w&shc(l  down  the  hillsides  through  long  periods  of  yeam, 
■nd  mingled  with  the  warmer  «an<la  and  elaytt  from  the  glaciitl  drift. 
The  geodes  locally  known  us  '•  niggor-he&ds  "  arc  very  abundant  on  Boar 
Crco6,  and  are  u»nally  roughly  mainmalated  and  homely,  but  filled  with 
varioualy  tinted  or  pellucid  cryatata  of  ailica.  wich  occasional  beautiful 
specimens  of  calcopar  and  snlphurct  of  iron  and  zinc.     At  the  old  *"  gold 

Jilaoer  "  of  John  Richanls,  on  Bear  Creek,  several  of  ihem  are  geodized 
ii&aila  of  the  genera  ZaphnMia,  Bdlercphon.  GfrnialUra  and  Ifauiiltis. 
The  valley  of  Bean  Bloaiioiu  Creek  wiui.  doubtleaa,  at  one  time,  much 
dpepcr  than  at  present,  having  been  filled  up  viih  vaehings  from  (ho 
adjacent  elevations,  ft  in  probable  that  at  some  future  time,  buringa  or 
eicaracione  in  the  valley  will  be  rewarded  with  paying  qoaniities  of  gold 
found  mingled  with  the  famous  black  ^nd  ur  magnetit«  brought  by  the 
ice  from  the  Canadian  highlands.  Occasional  pebbles  of  Canadian  white 
quartz,  containing  bright  particles  of  pure  gold,  are  found  in  the  creek 
valley.  Gold  has  been  kiiourn  to  exist  in  the  county  and  in  Jackeon 
TowDship  for  many  yeAts,  and  persons  ignorant  of  the  geologic  furroa- 
ttODB  h»To  vainly  supposed  that  there  was  no  end  in  quantity  to  the  valu- 
able mtnenl.  It  may  be  slated  that  while  gold  may  continue  to  ha 
found,  even  in  paying  qaantitiea,  at  certain  lucky  "  placers,"  coDtinnou* 
quantities  are  not  present,  and  need  not  be  aought.  The  gold  does  not 
belong  here-  It  wan  brought  from  Canatla  and  deposited  by  the  ice 
thousands  of  ^ears  ago.  Kiimeroua  gold  excitements,  growing  out  of 
eiome  lucky  discoveries,  have  occurred  in  the  past,  during  which  time 
companies  were  formed,  leases  were  bauirhc.  sluico-wuys  were  constructed, 
and  long-toma  and  rockers  prepared.  The  companies)  did  not  average  in 
gold  more  than  2i>  cents  pt-r  dny.  On  the  contrary,  single  individual* 
of  California  pxperience,  by  careful  selection  of  location,  have  '*  panned 
out"  from  31  to  82  per  day.  The  most  valuable  nugget  found  was 
worth  about  Sl.lO.  It  is  probable  that  the  best  pay  dirt  lies  at 
the  deepest  part  of  the  trough  uf  the  creek  valley.  Bores  would 
eKlabtisb  this  line;  then,  by  shafting,  the  richt^st  din  may  be  brought 
to  the  surface.  The  following  cstiiaate  of  gold  found  in  Jackson  Town- 
ship has  been  made:

The  little  village  of  Xeodronre,  iittunted  in  the  southwestern  part  of 
the  township,  on  the  Bean  IIIuiMom  Itldge,  resta  upon  a  bench  of  modified 
drift.  Here  it  was  that  the  ice  overreached  the  ridge  and  scalped  the 
original  or  native  deposits  of  rock,  and  permitted  the  glaciers  to  partially 
pus  over  and  rest  upon  the  bench  where  the  village  stands.  Hence  there 
arc  scattered  all  around  the  remains  of  the  drift — bowlders  of  quarts,  quartz-

On  the  lUof  March,   18'25.  the  three  tiers  of  MCtions  on  the  wei 
eide  of  the  present  towtubipa  of  Jackson  and  Washinf^ton.  as  far  south  i 
the  line  dividing  Townships  8  and  9  north,  were  made  a  nart  of  thetovi 
ship  of  Jaobson,   created  in    Monroe  County,  of  vrhion  that  touch  i 
Brown  County  was  tlien  a  part.     An  election  of  two  Justices  of  the  Peace^ 
Was  ordered  held  at  the  hoiue  of  Banner  BnimmeC,  on  the  last  Saturday 
in  April.  1825,  with  Eliaj  Swift,  Inspector.     This  election  wu  Held,  buy 
the  results  cannot  be  f^ivcn.  except  that   Banner  Bruminet   was  elect« 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  served  as  one  of  the  Bo»rd  of  Justices  of  Moa 
roe  County.     In  Januarv,  1^*26,  Henry  Kendall  was  appointed  Inspoctol 
of  Elections  in  Jackson  Township  :   Banner  Bruramet  and  James  Bruni 
mot.   Ovcrwors  of   the  Poor;  John   Young  and  John    Heosloy,    Penfl 
Yiewors.     The  greater  portion  of  this  Jack  loti  Township  was  in  the  proi' 
em  Monroe  County — five  tiers  of  sections,  while  only    three  were  in  xhi 
present  Brown  County.

Eirl;  in  l^iJT,  the  to«n>bip  of  Wsshiogtoa 
von  created,  whidi  took  froiD  Jack»on  the  two  tier*  of  sectiotui  on  ibe 
south,  mil  removed  beyond  its  limits  the  eoantj  seat.  William  Snjder 
assessed  Jocksoo  in  18S6.  William  Murphy  and  Joho  Hobbanl  were 
the  first  Orerwers  of  the  Poor.  John  Jackson  was  the  fir»t  Constable,  but 
vitbin  a  month  or  two  it  waa  found  aeccsiuiry  lo  have  two.  and  Ben  Brum- 
net  waa  appointed  in  September.  1(^36.  lo  December,  IHM,  eleetions 
were  ordered  held  at  the  boose  where  Silas  Vonnj;  formerly  lived,  and 
March,  1837,  at  tieorgetown,  where  they  continaed  to  be  held  for  aooae 
time.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Couoty  Board,  in  1836,  a  district  was 
established  on  the  "Jnrktoii'^  Licks  &  Martinsville  road."  to  extend 
from  tbo  Licks  northward  to  Bear  Creek,  and  William  Davidson  was  ap- 
pointed Superintendent,  and  the  following  "  hands  "  Uvtoa  along  or  near 
the  road  were  ordered  to  report  lo  him  for  work:  SamaeT Pogae,  Israel- 
Mollinix,  Joseph  Parks.

Probablj  tlie  baC  mrrisge  id  ths  u>wD«hip  wu  thsl  of  J«ne  Ridt- 
ards  Brtd  Aoa»  Grore,  ia  Norember.  1886,  bj  Jonathaa  Watsoo,  JoMioB 
of  Uie  Petee.  Chftrifls  Smith  sod  Iren^  King  were  nurried  bj  Rtw. 
Jerrj  King  Id  H3^  also.  This  i^  Mid  to  hare  beeo  the  flni.  Tbe 
Youngs  built  a  hors^  mill  in  th«  vp»terD  p«n  at  la  eailj  daj,  vbere  a 
(air  article  of  floor  and  excellrot.  coarse  meal  could  be  Mcored.  It  waa 
quite  well  patmoixed.  Christ.  Slump's  water  mill,  bodt  on  Beao  Blo*- 
som.  aboot  two  miles  veit  of  Geoi^etowQ,  not  far  from  the  jear  1848, 
eu]fpUed  the  region  around  for  manjr  jeara.  A  aaw  mill  wa«  ooaaected 
with  i(  and  the  two  were  operated  Mveral  years.  The  old  George  Ome 
Mill  was  built  as  early  as  1835.  and  was  operated  aboat  ten  jear«  It 
yroB  operated  by  horse  power.

George  Grore  was  probably  the  fiiai  aiatt  to  live  at  this  village.  B. 
WAX  there  aa  early  as  1833,  and  very  Ukety  sereral  years  be^m. 
lie  founded  the  village  whieh  took  its  title  from  bis  given  name.  Jaaei 
Dawson  lived  tliere  very  early  before  be  taovcd  down  into  Washingtoo 
TowDship.  Adams  k  Kennedy  opened  the  first  store  there  in  1838, 
having  about  91.5i^0  worth  of  variety  merchandise.  Brooke  was  an  eariy 
resident.  William  Snider  came  there  not  far  fron  18S5.  aad  for  bmbv 
^ears  was  the  leading  man  to  business.  McHhi-nny  moved  there  ia  188T, 
aad  Tboraas  Waltman  soon  afterward.  Wiltinm  Murphy  was  aaother 
early  resident.  In  about  1839,  Jacob  McNeeley  erected  a  large  tanaery 
there-  He  sunk  between  forty  and  fifty  vats,  and  mana^tared  leather 
on  a  large  scale  for  that  early  day.  His  buckskin  was  well  known  in 
EaMem  markets.  The  tannery  was  conducted  antil  about  184$,  and  waa 
abandoned  after  bia  deatb,  by  ligfatniag.  A  man  named  Nordyke  also 
conducted  an  early  tannery  there.  Cooper  k  Beeket  were  merebaaia 
about  1839.  W.  W.  Baker  sold  Itouor  ts  early  as  14S7.  Samuel  Law 
renoe  followed  suit  a  year  later,  and  Daniel  Parsley  trumped  them  both 
about  the  same  time.  Charles  aod  George  McLish  opened  a  store  in 
1840,  with  a  general  stock  worth,  $4,000  ;  they  sold  liijuor,  {jroceries  and 
aercbeodtse,  and  pud  a  license  of  8'25  per  year.  Robert  Mcllbenoy 
aleo  atarted  a  small  store  in  183Ct.  coutiuuiog  to  about  1841.  T.  and  K. 
Pugh  were  merchants  in  1846.  John  R.  Davis  opened  with  81.000 
worth  in  I8l2.  Willikm  Snider  began  merchandisiog  in  1847.  Robert 
Mcllbenoy  sold  goods  in  1850  and  onward.     WilUain  Baota  wee  ia  later 
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bikI  aUo  Samplea,  Paoplai  k  Co.  TKe  W«t«rmiuis  hAv«  Iod| 
buflinera  there,  ami  are  yet  doing  well.  The  Staples  jew«Inr 
meni  hiui  l»ng  been  to  itnportnni  indufitry  there.  All  kinds  of  repsJr*  in 
gold  and  eilrer  are  turned  out.  and  gold,  silver  and  nickel  spectacle!  ani 
flilverware  are  mnnufHCtured.  The  village  had  a  newspaper  a  few  ynn 
ago.  edited  by  A.  S.  Helm.  It  also  hns  a  conplr  of  lawyers,  Waltman  k 
Cooper,  A  fine  grist  mill  w«a  built  bv  the  VValtmans  a  few  years  agw. 
It  is  now  in  excellent  shape  and  has  a  lilieral  patronage.  The  popntstioD 
of  the  village  is  about  100. 

SCHCKILS  AND  CHPRCHES. 
So  far  a«  can  be  learned,  the  first  school  in  Jacksoo  Township  waa 
taacht  at  Georgetown  about  tfae  year  1838,  by  John  C.  Mamhall.  A 
log  building  WM  erected  there  about  that  time  to  serve  the  double  duty  of  a 
church  and  ncboolhouae — in  fact  it  was  Ufted  for  everything  of  a  public 
nature.  Traveling  amall  shows  exhibited  tliere,  and  irarious  and  aQ 
denominations  of  religion  were  entitled  to  tua  it.  Marshall  wa«  a  good 
teacher  for  that  early  day.  He  bad  received  a  fair  edacatJon,  but  ibe 
greatest  Talu>;  he  powessed  aa  a  tencht-r  wb-s  in  hin  muwle  and  sand.  The 
big  boys  (and  boya  were  big  then),  found  in  him  a  *'  master  "'  of  the 
typical  character.  He  taught  in  many  plnces  throughout  the  couutv. 
The  second  nchool  is  said  to  have  been  taught  in  the  Anderson  neighbor- 
hood, probably  by  a  man  named  Rice,  and  the  third  dnwn  the  creek  near 
the  Richard  mrtn.  In  1845  there  vern  three  or  four  school  districfas  and 
in  184jO  about  ten.  Now  there  are  fourteen.  Kev.  Cli  P.  Fanner,  an 
earnest  Methodist  from  near  Bloomington,  preached  the  Gr«t  sermon  in 
the  old  log  building  referred  to  in  about  the  ye»r  1838.  possibly  1887. 
Godfrey  Bonw  waa  another  early  preacher  of  the  Munepersuasion.  Theee 
men  formed  a  small  claaa  of  the  Kennedys,  the  Watkera  and  other*. 
Rev.  Aaron  Farmer,  of  the  United  Brethren  Chureh,  preached  there  in 
1888,  and  aRerward  organised  a  umall  claj».  The  Presbyterians  started 
up  there  later,  and  finally  built  their  church,  which  is  yet  standing. 

NBKDUOfiB. 

This  little  village,  in  the  southwestern  part,  ia  of  recent  origin.  A 
post  office  was  fimt  established  there  and  a  store.  At  last  »  bUwksmitb 
appeared,  sod  other  bouses  were  built,  and  GnsJly  aoother  store  was 
starti^.  and  now  there  are  three  or  four,  and  the  village  has  a  population 
of  probably  100. 

HORSE   8JLCE8. 

Georgetown  was  a  famnns  place  for  horse  races  in  early  years,  as  there 
was  a  long  level  tract  of  ground  there.  William  Snider.  Matthew 
Mnthia.  Edward  David,  the  Brumuiets,  the  Grahams  and  others  in  all 
parts  of  the  county,  owned  fast  horses  and  would  assemble  on  a  given  day 
to  test  the  mcrita  of  their  animals.  Of  course,  whisky  cut  an  imporuat 
figure  at  these  gatherings.  Betting  on  horses  was  carried  to  ad  eztrara- 
gant  extreme  very  uf^n.

Id  the  noutnwest  were 
vast  depoaits  froco  the  gl nciers  of  pre-hiatone  tinoa,  Bere  the  rich  wa*l 
iag»  frvtn  the  adjacent  hrlU  had  been  freel;  mingled  with  the  warm  sad 
ftnd  loaiDH  of  the  drift  be«l3,  and  here  were  the  deposits  of  ra^netil 
quartz,  bowlders,  jaaper  and  gold  from  the  LaureQtian  Rocks  of  Canadl 
In  this  portion  of  the  township  has  »ince  been  found  probabW  82,M 
worth  of  jEold.  occuring  with  but  littie  or  do  alloy.  Both  North  S| 
Creek  and  South  Beau  Bloftsom  rise  in  the  northern  part,  not  far  apar 
and  t>nLh  flow  southwanl  within  a  tnilo  and  a  half  of  each  other.  In  tk 
Qortheant  comer  is  Saddle  Creek  which  Hows  eatlwanl.  and  belong 
another  river  system.  High  ridges  with  spars  along  their  sides 
throughout  the  towDship.  The  atone  is  not  as  valuable  as  in  other 
of  the  vtiunty.

It  ta  said  thefirst  mill  in  the  county  was  built  on  Salt  CK«k,  in  tbia 
township.  &.f  eurl^  an  1H27  by  a  man  vrhoic-  name  i»  Hot  remembered.  It 
ceaMi)  running  ahoat  183.'>.  Eliakim  Hamblen  built  a  watQr  mill  in  about 
1888,  placing  therein  a  good  set  of  buhrft.  He  ground  considerable  grain 
for  about  six  years.  Thomas  Wuhnian  built  a  water  snir  mill  n  short 
diatanoe  caat  of  Georgetown  at  an  eorly  day  and  operated  it  a.  few  jcars. 
IViUiam  Taylor  built  a  water  grist  mill  oii  Bean  BloAsom,  also  at  an  early 
day,  and,  it  in  said,  continued  it  about  five  years.  Scores  of  wolvea  were 
killed  in  the  township  in  early  years,  the  incentive  being  threefold:  1. 
Tlie  sport :  2.  To  rid  the  country  of  the  peats ;  3.  To  get  the  bounty 
ofl'ored  by  tho  County  Board.  Many  bears  hnvo  been  killeil  in  the  town. 
ship.  The  dogs  of  Kliakim  Hamblen  ono  da^r  treed  a  bvttr,  and  Mr.  Ham- 
blen shot  it  from  the  tree.  1 1  was  not  killed  by  tlie  shot  or  the  tall,  and 
Bpraog  up  to  ran  off,  bui  wan  pounced  upon  by  the  doge.  In  its  efforts  to 
got  away,  it  run  over  Mr.  Hamblen,  knocking  him  down.  The  animal 
was  finnlly  killod.  Ttic-  Kenned;  corii-lield  had  iiafiered  from  the  depreda- 
tions of  a  bonr;,ani]  young  Steiiheii  (bought  next  night  he  would  get  up  a 
tree  and  watch  Mr.  Bruin.  The  animal  duly  apptered  for  another  feast 
on  the  green  corn,  but  the  boy  was  so  scared  that  lie  called  llie  dogs. 
Away  the  bear  went  with  the  dogs  in  purauit.  The  pursuit  could  be 
heard  all  the  remainder  of  that  night,  the  depp  baying  of  the  houndl 
reaching  a  distance  of  over  five  mites.  Tlio  next  day  the  bear  was  shot 
near  Neinlmore  by  Lloyd  Bruuiuet.  Eliakim  Hamblen  went  to  a  dear 
lick  one  night  to  ect  some  fro»h  votision.  Afcor  waiting  some  time  ho  M« 
•  panther  approaching  through  the  bushes,  iind,  when  close  enough,  be 
•hot  the  animal  dead.  Log  rollings  and  houfle  or  bam  raisings  were 
made  very  interesting  in  early  years  by  the  presence  of  many  hardy  men. 
plenty  ot  whinky,  and  many  btinditome  women,  who  gathered  to  do  the 
cooking.  Thomas  McAdftms,  uf  luwu.  had  this  to  ewy  in  1878  of  an 
incident  which  occurred  tn  Hamblen  Township  : 

"  It  was  common  in  thuno  days,  upon  the  arrival  of  a  new-comer,  to 
wcertairi  at  once  whether  he  had  saud  m  bis  craw.  To  illustrate  thia,  I 
will  relate  a  circuDoatsnce  which  look  place  under  my  own  eycu.  Tbesettle- 
nonta  on  Boon  BloMom  and  Salt  Creektt  were  spnr^e  at  tnat  time,  and  it 
vu  tio  uncommon  thing  for  persons  to  go  ten  or  twelve  milee  to  a  houae- 
nJsing  in  1)^37-38.  The  Prosser  families  moved  to  tho  vicinity  of 
Georgetown,  among  them  being  old  Uncle  Billy  PruRser,  who  won  famil- 
iarly Known  aa  '  Billy  Plumpsock.'  He  waa  a  man  fond  of  bis  oupa, 
and  usually  got  pretty  happy  whenever  opportunity  offered.     A  house,  in 
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ibose  ilajs,  couU  not  wftll  (h)  raised  ▼itliout  a  big  ju^  of  wbiskj 
%nd  I  went  to  a  nusing  tt  Jem«  RicIiinU',  a  few  miloa  eut  of  (mo 
town,  uii'l  <he  old  man  sooo  got  Uvoly  and  Calkative,  and  somewhat 
ful  of  his  manhood,     tie  being  an  entire  stranger  and  new-comer, 
attracted  the  nttcntion  of  the  crowd.     It  was  not  lorift  until   I  ovorh 
a  conversation  hj  some  of  ibe  partj  premnt,  to  the  effect  that  as  soon 
the  rawing  wm  over,  old   Johnny  Stivers   m  bluff,  rugged,    old 
should  try  Uncle  BilW  Flumpsock.  a  twUt.     Being  anxious  to  avoid  aw 
such  trouble,  because  the  old  nan  had  come  with  rae,  I  took  him  to  on 
aide  and  undertook  lo  tell  him  what  was  brewing,  and  try  to  get  bini  to  g 
bono  with  me,  bnt  before  I  could  finish   telling  roj  cale  or  persuade  hi 
off,  be  began  to  roll   up  his  sleeves.       He  commenced  walking  b«A 
the  crowd,  swearing  by  all  the  mints  tbat  he  was  the  Teritablo  Plutape< 
and  if  any  one  in   that  crowd  had  any  desire  to  teat  bis  uuitcle.  to  j 
step  out  a'nd  they  would  settle  that  whilo  the  bouje  was  being  finished, 
that  all  could  be  ready  for  aapper  at  once;  but,  niiflice  it  to  say.  no 
there  Bootnod  anxioaa  to  try  it  on,  and  we  gat  off  without  n  scnitcb." 

SCHOOLS   &VS>  CEtJBCHBf, 

Hamblen  Township  bag  fourteen  whool  districts.  That  numbeC 
cehaiiily  suilicient  to  otippty  the  children  with  all  nooessary  edueatio; 
advantagua.  There  arc  also  fire  or  six  cburchca,  so  there  ia  no  reaf 
why  all  may  not  belong  (o  some  religious  class.  The  township  ia  not  i 
p—ocd  by  any  other  subdiriaion  of  the  county  in  those  respects.  So 
as  known,  the  fint  term  of  school  was  taught  iu  the  Ta^art- Harabl 
neighborhood  about  the  time  the  coanty  was  organised,  by  a  man  ou 
Edgington.  The  house  bad  been  used  for  a  dwelling  by  some  pioi 
family,  and  when  ic  was  deserte<l  it  was  fitted  up  and  occupied  for  ach 

StirpoHes.  A  man  named  Rice  waa  another  early  teacher  in  the  townshifi 
ohn  C.  Manihall  also  taught  in  the  southern  part.  In  about  1837, 
old  log  Unite<l  Brethren  Church  wiu  built  on  the  Taggart  farm,  and  ll 
for  many  yeftrs,  waa  uaed  as  a  schoothouae;  in  fact,  the  building 
built  as  a  C'lmbined  church  and  «choolhonse.  Schools  were  supported 
that  day  largely  by  private  «xpeti3e.  The  only  publio  money  wm  Eroi 
the  »ale  of  scliool  lauds.  In  1840.  the  Township  Treasurer  received  911 
from  this  fund,  which  was  distributed  to  the  four  school  districts  whial 
then  comprised  the  entire  township.  In  1H43,  there  were  seven  sc 
districts,  and  the  fund  received  amounted  to  9^6.S8.  In  1850, 
were  ton  school  districts.  A.  man  nainol  Washington  (not  the  first 
pant  of  the  White  House)  wa-^  Uic  tiritt  teacher  in  the  old  United  Broth 
Church.  Among  the  members  of  this  church  were  the  famtlies  of  Tai 
garta,  Duncans,  Hamblena,  Taylors,  KingB.

So  glad  were  the  settlers  to  see  new  families  oome  in  tbat 
thev  were  always  ready,  not  only  to  help  thera  ap  with  their  buildingi 
ana  to  become  comfortable,  bof,  if'aecess&rr,  prorialons  were  given  them, 
and  their  acqosintanco  was  sought  and,  if  de««rviog,  oontinued.  It  was 
ooBtomary  then  to  go  to  a  neighbor's  to  spend  the  ereniaga;  especially  was 
thii  true  in  winter.  The  riiits  were  always  enjoyed.  The  grual  fire 
place,  full  of  blazing  logd,  threw  out  ita  ruddy  glow  over  the  room  and 
diffuned  warmth,  light  and  oomforitoall.  A  pailfu]  of  nice  hickory 
BQlfl  or  a  plate  of  choice  apples  would  he  brought  oat  and  would  soon  dis- 
appear under  the  fresh  appetites  sharpened  with  the  sauce  of  neighborly 
good  cheer,  and  the  ride  behind  oxen  orer  the  frozen  ground  and 
through  the  fruety  air.  Alt  was  enjoyed  to  the  best.  After  all,  though 
the  old  Aettlers  bad  many  hardships  to  eocouater  and  trials  to  undergo, 
did  they  not  enjoy  themselree  as  well,  or  better,  than  the  pre^tent  genera- 
tKos.  They  wore  hearty,  robust,  and  full  of  wild  animal  spirits,  aodtb* 
novelty  of  any  and  all  gatherings  was  not  such  as  we  now  know  it.  A 
person  isolated  from  pieasuree  for  a  time  was  ready  to  fully  appreciate  and 
enjoy  a  holiday  spent  in  the  simpteAt  manner.  The  appetite  for  enjoyment 
was  not  cloyed.  The  simplicity  of  pioae«r  lifabrooght  k«eiiMtec|joym«ikt 
front  simple  things.,  and  the  Treedom  fVom  swiftly  maltiplyiog  cares  kept 
the  laees  clear  of  wrinkles,  preserred  the  hair  and  ruddy  face,  aod 
retained  the  springing  steps  anu  the  upright  figure.  The  pioneers  were 
Oontented — wer«  happy  in  their  lot — and  as  a  result  have  bequeathed  to 
their  children  sound  mental  and  bodily  organisms  and  good  habita. 

OROAHIZATIO.V    AND   OrFICKItS. 

The  townahip  waa  one  of  the  first  foar  created  in  18SG,  and  waa,  of 
oonrM,  named  in  honor  of  Martin  Van  Buren,  eighth  President  of  the 
ITnited  States.  Daniel  Hedrick  was  the  first  Asaesaor  of  the  township. 
Hiram  Mabe  and  William  Rippe  were  the  first  Oreraeera  of  the  Poor. 
Hiram  Mab«  was  also  the  Gryt  Constable.  Hedrick  was  Assessor  a^n 
in  183T.  In  1K38,  Daniel  Goe»  and  James  WdliamsoQ  were  Orerseora 
oi  the  Poor.  Jotieph  Hurley  and  another  were  Fence  Viewers;  Jaoob 
lAwlees,  Inspector.  The  first  elections — ^tbose  of  18i6  and  1837 — were 
held  at  the  bouse  of  Cornelius  Hurley.  In  1839,  Asa  Hattea  and  Jaraei 
Williamson,  were  Orersecrs  of  the  Poor;  Thomas  Brovra  and  James 
Tabor,  Fence  Viewers ;  William  Crouch,  Inspector.  John  HampUin  as- 
aeswd  the  township  in  I84U,  also  in  1841.  J.  D.  McKinney  was 
paid  $4  by  the  Cnunty  Auditor  in  1S41  for  four  young  wolf  scalps.  la 
1842,  John  Davis  and  John  Hampton  were  each  paid3i  for  aevea  young 
wolf  scalps.  In  18-10,  John  Anderson  was  Constable ;  Asa  Hatlen  and 
Hiram  Baker,  Road  Supervisors ;  Thomas  Brown  and  Job  Malliss,  Over- 
seers  of  the  Poor;  John  Hill  and  William  Bender,  Fenoe  Viewers; 
Hiram  Mabe,  Inspector.  In  1836,  there  were  two  road  districts  eetab- 
lisbed  in  the  townnhip  on  the  Spark's  Ferry  road,  I,  from  the  Jack- 
ton  Connty  line  to  Sections  13  and  14;  '£,  from  Sections  18  and  14  to  the 
boundary  of  the  township  (two  miles  farther  north  than  the  present  bound* 
ary).  Alfred  Toung  was  Superintendent  of  No.  1,  with  the  following

VILLAGES. 
Chrietiansburg  was  founded  by  Thomas  Carmiohael  about  the  jicar. 
1850.  Calvin  k  Mann  opened  a  liirgcr  tannorjr  there  of  about  twenty 
Tata.  Sylvanus  Mnnvillo  opened  a  ntorc  there,  with  Lawnon  Hopper  aa 
ol^c.  In  a  short  time,  sewral  familiex  moved  tliere,  and  n  post  nllice  was 
Mcured.  A  store  ha«  been  there  the  greater  portion  of  the  time  since. 
Several  churchett  are  there,  which  are  well  atleiiricit.  Pike's  Peak  wa» 
founded  about  the  tiiue  of  the  tnsl  war  by  James  NVurd.  who  opened  uHmrdl 
store  there.  A  pu»t  office  was  obtained,  and  a  few  fumiliea  w(>nt  there  to 
live.  New  BelUvillo  was  founded  at  a  later  date  by  Joseph  Campbell. 
Buffalo  started  up  about  thirty  yeiint  ago.  It  in  said  George  Ilar- 
Uu  had  the  firtit  store.  Butcher  &  Bennington  were  there  for  a 
time.  The  village  was  quite  prosperous  for  a  time.  The  old  Gow 
Saw  Mill  on  Salt  Creek,  at  Mt.  Zion,  wa«  built  during  the  ibirttcd. 
and  in  an  early  day  had  a  large  patronage.  William  Crouch  operated  a 
mill  in  the  township,  beginning  late  in  the  forties.  John  Hampton  shot 
a  panther  in  itboiic  1840.  He  found  in  the  town.>ihip  a  half  eat«n  deer, 
covered  with  lecit-es,  and,  coacealing himself,  saw  the  varmint  and  shot  it. 
William  Rogers  and  Mnry  Ann  Cobb  were  married  by  Squire  Goss 
March  80,  1837.     Thil  wag  the  first  wedding  in  the  township. 

BCnOULS  AND  CHlTRCnRS. 
The  township  has  fourtcL-u  school  districts.  The  first  term  taught  wu 
in  the  southwuHl^ni  part  in  a  lug  st-li oul house,  the  Kamptona,  Ayrea, 
Browns,  Tabors.  Nohletn.  ilollens,  Williamsons  (tending  children.  The 
finit  teiicher  was  ati  Iriiihman  named  Sullivan.  Ue  was  paid  by  Hubscrip- 
tion.  and  boarded  around.  The  second  school  was  taught  near  Cbriatiana- 
bnrg.  In  1840.  there  were  (our  school  districts,  and  in  I8.>0,  seven. 
The  old  Shiluh  Mclhodii<t  Epiauupal  Church  was  organized  before  1840, 
among  the  first  mBnibL-ra  being  the  families  of  Hattons.  Williamsons, 
Browns,  Hndricl[<>,  Kcnworthys,  Ayrcs,  Bailsea,  and  others.  The  log 
church  was  built  early  in  the  forties,  and  was  used  not  only  for  religiou* 
pnrposea.  but  for  school  nurposen  ns  well.  M^my  an  excellent  term  of 
•ehool  was  held  there.  The  Baptists  had  an  early  organizniion,  the  lead- 
ing meinbers  bein^  the  Nubtote.  Mr.  Xoblet  whh  a  miiiisterof  this  cliuroh. 
The  OampbetIit(>M  urgunized  a  class  iu  the  southern  part  early  in  the 
forties.  The  Boxwelli,  ^Uenningtons,  Phillips,  Briilgewatera.  Gobies, 
Pmitls  (three  or  four  &milies)  and  others  belonged.  A  ohurch  won  htiilt 
OQ  the  south  line  of  tlie  township.  In  later  years,  three  or  four  churches 
have  been  erected,  bo  that  the  township  is  now  well  supplied. 
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TKB   BITRFACB  AND   SOrL. 

THIS  is  the  siDsllest  sabdiviaion  of  Brovo  County,  It  oompriaes 
forty>eiglit  sections  in  tho  southwcsUrn  part.  The  entire  townuhip, 
flzoepC  &bout  two  eootions  in  tho  aorthctut  corner,  liea  within  the  ilarri- 
aon's  Purchase,  obtained  from  the  ladians  by  the  trestj  of  Fort  Wayne 
in  1809.  It  ia  drained  wholly  by  thp  Middle  Fork  of  S»lt  Creek  and  its 
bmncbos,  Little  Blue,  Crooked,  Grave  and  iimnllcr  creeka.  On  the 
northern  boundary  is  High  Ridgo.  The  oreek  floira  wostfrardly  throufih 
tlie  southern  part,  and  its  principal  /branches  rise  in  High  Ridge  and 
flow  southwardly.  Id  thia  township  oonsidcrablo  sandstone  is  found  upon 
the  surface,  lying  scattered  on  the  liilldides  in  great  cubio  or  oolumnar 
form,  and  often  presenting  red  furruginoos  or  gray  alluminous  colors. 
The  sandstone  below  thia  \n  often  iihaly,  and  disintegrates  eaaily  upon  ex- 
posure. Much  iron  pyrites  is  founi.  The  bottoms  about  Etkiiisville 
are  rich  and  productive  with  the  wealth  of  the  tacuslral  silt  deposited  bj 
torrontfl  down  tbo  hilUidca.  The  geologic  formation  in  a  well  at  Elkins- 
TiUe  is  as  followii :

On  the  knob  on  Section  10  may  be  seen  a  few  scattered  fragments  of 
Keokuk  lime-ttone  whicli  once  covered  the  rRgion,  but  which  has  sinco 
been  washed  away.  They  contain  crushed  specimens  of  lophrenlU 
archimedtt,  and  other  hryozoant  and  crinoids.  Excellent  aanustone  of 
the  Knobatono  beds  is  also  found  hnro  in  attundanco.  Tho  water  in  pnst 
ages  has  wusbed  out  this  stone  and  dressed  it  into  cubea  three  and  four 
feet  through,  and  pillars  three  by  four  and  twenty  foot  lung.  The  soil  is 
yet  heavily  timbered,  though  the  bcttt  baa  been  culled  out  for  slaree  and 
other  lumber.  For  a  number  of  years  the  ax  hat  been  turned  upon  the 
Qomberlefls  hickory  SAplings,  hundreds  of  toads  of  which  are  annually  sold 
for  barrel  hoops.  Traces  of  gold  have  been  discovered.  Sulphurcl  of 
iron  has  animated  the  hopes  of  many  a  ri»ident  and  decker  ufler  suddoa 
WMlltb. 

THB   BRA   OP   BETTLKURNT. 

\  It  is  said  that  William  filkins  was  a  r<;3ident  of  Johnson  Township  a6 

•arly  as  1819.  One  thing  is  certain,  he  was  in  the  township  to  liv«  be< 
fore  the  Indians  were  removed,  which  was  done  in  1^:^!.  Some  stats 
that  his  residence  in  the  county  duten  further  back  than  that — back  to  1813 
or  1S17.  It  is  told  that  he  c^iraedirecily  from  the  bluck-house,  which  hud 
been  built  in  Lawrence  County  as  a  protection  frttm  the  Indians  during  the 
irar  of  1812-15.     That  statement  is  currently  made  and  believed,  and  if 
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true.  voQld  6x  the  dktoorhig  settlotnent  at  about  tho  yfl«r  1816,  andcfrr- 
tainly  Dot  later  tHan  1817.  Some  state  tliiLt  he  was  the  first  white  nuo 
to  live  with  hU  fatuily  in  what  is  now  Brown  Coaiity.  Others  state  thai 
oM  man  Sctiooaover,  whn  located  on  the  creek  which  bears  his  name  (cor> 
rapted),  in  the  western  part  of  Washington  Township,  waa  the  first  in  tb« 
couDtj.  The  troth  caonoi  be  learned.  It  is  certain  that  both  were  in 
before  1S20,  and  rer;  likely  bv  181T.  Old  David  Johnson  was 
another  vcr;  early  resident;  of  the  township.  The  date  of  his  set- 
tlement caniioi  be  given.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  terriuir7 
comprising  Johnson  Town^ip  (except  a  Hinall  portion  of  the  northeastern 
corner),  was  obtained  by  cession  treaty  fiMin  tho  Indiana  in  180^,  and 
that  the  old  boundary  line,  which  crosses  the  northeastern  ourncr,  was 
tstablished  at  that  date.  The  land  was  surveyed  south  of  this  line  id 
1812.  and  soon  afterward  was  open  u>  svltlement.  No  settlers  appeared 
except  Elkias,  and  perhaps  Johnson,  until  aft^r  18^0.  Then  a  few  fami- 
lies arrived,  but  no  extensire  settlement  occurred  until  the  decade  of  the 
thirties.

nrciBKHTB  AKD  HOTBB. 

Tb«  first  dectioiu  were  held  at  the  resideoee  of  Simoo  Weathennaa 
in  1836,  Ira  Wilaoo  being  the  Inspector.  William  Johnaon  and  WilUan 
Davis  wen  the  fint  Oreraeers  of  the  Poor ;  William  Followelt  assessed 
the  township  in  1836,  and  Heory  White  ia  1837,  the  latter  receiriag 
$3.50  for  his  work.  Qeorge  Orider  was  the  first  Constable.  Jacob  Hat- 
senpiller  assessed  the  township  in  1837,  and  James  S-  Woods  in  1840. 
The  firet  boantj  for  wolf  scalps  was  paid  to  Andrew  Todd.  While  banting 
in  the  woods,  he  foand  a  litter  of  fire  yoong  wolres  in  an  old  hollow  tree. 
He  knocked  them  all  in  the  bead  with  lirelj  satisfaction,  scalped  them 
with  energy,  and  took  the  scalps  to  the  Conntj  Aaditor,  who  paid  him  95. 
J.  S.  Woods  assessed  the  township  in  1841.  He  was  also  Constable  this 
year,  as  was  also  W.  H.  Bradlej.  The  elections  for  a  year  or  two  before 
1845  were  held  at  the  boose  of  William  Sulliran,  bat  in  that  year  they 
were  changed  to  theresidence  of  A.  Sutpfain.  In  1840,William  Johnson 
and  Andrew  Todd  were  Overseers  of  the  Poor;  Arnold  Helton  and 
Thomas  Polly,  Fence  Viewers;  Benjamin  Chandler,  Inspector;  James 
Fleetwood,  Zacbariab  Polly  and  James  Bradley,  Road  Saperrisors.  The 
first  marriage  was  that  of  William  Glkins  and  Mary  Polly,  on  the  20th 
of  July,  1837,  Nathan  Daris,  Jnatice  of  the  Peace,  officiating.  The 
second  was  that  of  Dawson  Debord  and  Mahals  Woods,  on  the  4th  <tf 
November,  1837,  by  Jacob  Hntsenpiller,  Justice  of  the  Peace.  No,  the 
marriage  of  John  Arwin  to  Miaa  "  Mernervey"  Quick,  on  the  4th  of 
December,  1836,  by  Sqaire  Nathan  Davis,  was  the  first  in  the  township. 

SLEIKBTILLS. 

This  village  is  a  creature  of  comparatively  recent  origin.  It  started 
np  daring  the  decade  of  Bfties,  and  was  named  in  honor  of  the  first  settler 
of  the  township  and  founder  of  the  village.  It  is  said  that  Batcher 
and  Bennington  opened  the  first  store,  and  that  a  man  named  Morris 
was  in  with  goods  soon  afterward.  The  village  was  so  isolated  from  other 
villages  that  it  had  qnite  an  extensive  trade  in  early  years.  It  was  not 
long  before  blacksmiths  and  carpenters  appeared,  and  soon  the  popnlation 
oonld  be  nambered  by  the  dosens.     It  is  a  thrifty  little  place.

W.  W.  Browning  was 
reon-d  to  farming,  and  attended  tbe  public  scbools,  from  wbicb  be 
Ii<itrn»d  infficitMit  to  boconit:'  u  teacher  Aft«r  )i\»  majority,  be  wa«  eo- 
gag[><J  iu  laurcautile  busine^  at  lieltonvillii  and  at  SinithTille  for  about 
fmir  yean.  In  t855-&(}.  bo  studiod  law  uiidor  ax>OoT.  Dunning,  of 
Bloomington:  tben  rninofHd  to  Hi^lford,  practiowl  OQs  yAir.  and  Marcfa

and  followed  thn  tanning  hiiAiniMfl  for  a  nntiibor  of  reare.  John  B.  Cal- 
vin v<?rkcd  alilte  on  the  form  and  in  the  lanyard  nnlil  be  nuiehed  msa- 
bood,  wb«n  be  eoi^iu^nil  in  tht*  haruem  btii(in»M  witli  hw  brother  on  a

1831,  and  thence  to  thin  cotintj-,  in  1H4L.  wbera  ^fr,  Ping  cloHad  bin  life, 
Kobruarj'  2.  1S83.  Mm.  Ping  in  utill  liriog  in  this  towiubip:  tb»ir 
family  was  William,  CathertDe,  Deity,  Logan,  Walk«r,  Darid,  I>«l><>rab, 
John  T..  SilBB  and  Job  J.  John  T.,  oursubJMt.  unuriwl  iu  Bartboloniow 
County,  Ind.,  Fobraory  2,  I3fl2.  Hiss  Elizabetb,  daughter  of  Jimao  nml 
Elizabeth  Campbell,  and  born  to  SltukingumCoatitj.Ohio,  Jnly  1, 1841. 
After  mitrriagis  Sir.  Ping  tietMed  in  this  towitsbip.  nnd  FnUninry  7,  IS4KS, 
saliBtod  in  Compaiiy  K.  One  Hundrckl and  Forty. liflh  Indiaua  Lt^gtmeat, 
served  nntil  Janiiury  21,  ISOQ,  wbvn  howHadiscbat:^\l.  Aftur  bin  return 
he  moved  to  Bnrrbolomsw  County,  remaiacxl  antil  ISTO.  tbitn  rcitnrnRd  to 
thU  eoitnty,  wher?  be  btu  ninee  resided,  in  ptinnit  of  hia  trftde  as  c&r- 
p»ntcr.  Mr.  and  Mn^.  Ping  are  par^nta  of  six  children — Sarab  F., 
Koealie,  Emor}'  (decoased),  Cora  A.  {deceased),  Andrew  B.  and  John  W.

JOHN  G  WERT  was  bom  in  Preble  Connty,  Ohio,  Noremlw  1 1. 
1800,  and  is  a  son  of  Jacob  and  Cnthfrino  (Balsley)  Wert,  natives  of 
Fayetto  County,  Pecm.  The  grandfather  of  om-  ftubJMt,  Christian 
Worts  emigroted  from  Switzorluud  to  PeimaylvHuin,  before  the  BeTolii- 
tionary  war,  whtwe  he  weddtxi  Maria  Noflny,  and  moved  to  Fayette 
County,  where  heeubeequently  died.  lie  woh  aaoldier  in  the  Revolnlion 
and  the  father  of  eix  chitdn^n.  Jacob  Wert  wafi  bora  in  1734.  was  a 
soldier  of  the  war  of  1813,  was  luarrieil  in  Fayette  County,  Pcnn., 
ntored  to, Ohio  in  1S07.  and  suttlud  uu  what  is  iivw  a  part  of  Cincinnati; 
this  land  ho  nold  and  moved  to  Preble  County,  where  hn  died  in  1850, 
bie  vrife  enrviving  bim  thirteen  years:  they  woh>  parents  of  fourteen  ohil- 
dreo,  John  C.  Wert  when  a  young  man  learned  the  trade  of  milting, 
which  be  followed  for  a  large  }>ortiOQ  of  his  time.

In  lS4tI,  Mr.  Wert  moved  to  .\urorR,  lod., 
worker)  m  a  miller,  and  in  1855  purchiweil  h  mill  in  Ohio  County,  which 
he  mana^d  until  IS67,  at  which  time  be  oame  to  thia  county  and  ]>ur- 
chased  and  settled  ou  lh«  farm  which  is  now  his  home  and  nualenanceL 
Ur.  and  Mrs.  Wert  have  lH>on  the  paroDtii  of  twelve  children — William; 
James,  Maria,  Soaon,  Waabington,  Amanda,  Arabelie,  Isabelle  (deceased), 
Thomas  (deoeamd).  Charles.  Eliza  and  Harvey.  Mr.  Wert  is  a  Mason,  a 
Bepo^UntiD  and  ab  Odd  Fellow, 
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HEZEKIAH  AXSON,  rormer  nnd  Btocbrsie^r,  is  a  osttve  of  Tftdkia 
County.  N.  C,  was  b*yra  Auguut  It),  1881,  aod  is  tbe  eldeet  90d  of  Sam* 
ru>\  and  Wioni^  {Matb>i>wt()  Asson,  both  dbUvm  of  North  Carolina,  and 
roApcctively  of  Koglirth  nmi  Irinh  i>xtraction.  SttmnAl  Axftoo  roovoil  to 
Monroi'  about  1838.  and  to  this  couniy  twelve  ypara  itfterwanL  Hes- 
(tkinb  Axson  recetvoil  n  8ul>Kcri[iti<;ii-echool  ^ucatiun  in  youtb,  and  re- 
mained at  home  until  he  vtaa  tweDty-one  years  old,  ami  followed  varioufi 
occupations,  ]>rincip»Uy  farming.  Soptombor  &.  1801,  lie  enterpol  tbe 
sarvioe  and  remained  throo  years,  servinf^  in  tha  following  Imttlou  : 
Pilfarimrg  liandiug.  Stoov  River,  Cbtokomaaga  and  others.  Ue  received 
two  giinshnt  wonnd»<,  one  in  the  left  thigh,  and  one  in  the  l«ft  ahonlder, 
and  was  inust«re(l  out  September  2,  1S04.

JOHN  H,  LEONARD  is  a  native  of  Mdbroe  Coring,  was  born 
I>ocembPT  27,  1.S43,  iind  is  tho  oldwt  of  olieven  children  born  to  William 
and  Lucindn  (Griiuee)  Leonard,  botit  natives  of  ladiaua.  Williiun 
LeoDHrd  came  vrilh  his  parBut*  io  Monroe  Cotmty  about  1826,  of  which 
locality  be  \n  yet  a  realdent.  John  H.  van  reared  a  farmer,  vith  sooh 
odueatiou  as  the  schools  afforded,  and  when  Beventeen  began  tJie  huaiDees 
of  telegraphing,  which  he  fullowf^  nniil  he  was  thirty  yeara  of  agl*,  at 
which  time  hu  began  io  study  medioiDe  under  Dr.  Dowden,  at  Oweno- 
burg,  with  whom  he  studied  three  yearti,  then  alteadud  a  ooiutM  of  leol- 
urw"  ai  the  LuuiHvitiB  Medical  College,  and  afterward  located  at  Elkins- 
Tille,  Brown  County,  Ind.,  in  I&711.  Hia  8rBtmarriage  wa«  to  Dulcioea 
Cut,  which  union  woa  bleeaed  with  three  obildreli,  two  having  been 
named —Charles  (deceased)  and  Dora  E.  After  the  death  of  thia  mother, 
Dr.  Leonard  married  Miss  Louiea  K.  Stark,  by  which  marriage  baa  been 
bom  one  daughter—  Ida  6.  Dr.  Leonard  has  a  good  and  growiui^  prac- 
tice.

Uad^tt  receit-ed  a  good  edaeation  at  an  endowed  school,  and  May,  1807, 
was  commisfliooed  Doctor  of  Fharmacy.  and  followed  that  profflesioD 
throughout  bis  life,  having  bean  in  a  hospital  at  Boiiifli  Mr.  Madgett 
died  ia  1819,  atul  Mrs.  Madgott  fourteen  years  boforo;  they  were  m«m 
bon  of  the  English  Church.  Thoma.t  MiuJgett  ditained  a  classical  edu- 
cntioQ  in  tbe  land  of  hia  birth,  passed  bi»  early  yeora  at  (arming,  aud  when 
thirty -eight  emigrated  to  Amerioa.  lived  (or  a  time  in  New  Vork  aud  Cin- 
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^iDuatuaad  SDsUy  Came  to  tbi:^  oouaty,  where  be  now  Uvea.  H<?  entered 
schoiil  land  at  tli«  time,  antl  now  has  a  fine  t&na  under  good  caJtivalion.

Assessor  and  TiinuBbip  Truetee,  sod  t»  at  prosent  Coonty  CommUsioiier.

Cbnreh,  and  r&ajdM  witU  his  eistets.
